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INTRODUCTION 

On the -13 rolls of this microfilm publication are reproduced 
the records of Case VI, United States of America v. Carl Krauch 
et al. (I. G. Farben Case), 1 of the 12 trials of war criminals 
conducted by the U.S. Government from 1946 to 1949 at Nuernberg 
subsequent to the International Military Tribunal (IMT) held in 
the same city. These records consist of German- and English- 
language versions of official transcripts of court proceedings, 
prosecution and defense briefs and statements, and defendants' 
final pleas as well as prosecution and defense exhibits and 
document books in one language or the other. Also included are 
minute books, the official court file, order and judgment books, 
clemency petitions, and finding aids to the documents. 

The transcripts of this trial, assembled in 2 sets of 43 
bound volumes (1 set in German and 1 in English), are the re¬ 
corded daily trial proceedings. Prosecution statements and briefs 
are also in both languages but unbound, as arc the final pleas 
of the defendants delivered by counsel or defendants and sub¬ 
mitted by the attorneys to the court. Unbound prosecution 
exhibits, numbered 1-2270 and 2300-2354, are essentially those 
documents from various Nuernberg record series, particularly the 
NI (Nuernberg Industrialist) Series, and other sources offered 
in evidence by the prosecution in this case. Defense exhibits, 
also unbound, are predominantly affidavits by various persons. 

They are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder numerically, 
along with two groups of exhibits sutaitted in the general interest 
of all defendants. Both prosecution and defense document books 
consist of full or partial translations of exhibits into English. 
Loosely bound in folders, they provide an indication of the order 
in which the exhibits were presented before the tribunal. 

Minute books, in two bound volumes, summarize the transcripts. 
The official court file, in nine bound volumes, includes the 
progress docket, the indictment, and amended indictment and the 
service thereof; applications for and appointments of defense 
counsel and defense witnesses and prosecution comments thereto; 
defendants' application for documents; motions and reports; uniform 
rules of procedures; and appendixes. The order and judgment 
books, in two bound volumes, represent the signed orders, judg¬ 
ments, and opinions of the tribunal as well as sentences and 
coiranitment papers. Defendants' clemency petitions, in three bound 
volumes, were directed to the military governor, the Judge Advocate 
General, and the U.S. District Court for the District of Columbia. 
The finding aids summarize transcripts, exhibits, and the official 
court file. 

Case VI was heard by U.S. Military Tribunal VI from August 14, 
1947, to July 30, 1948. Along with records of other Nuernberg 
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and Far East war crimes trials, the records of this case are part 
of the National Archives Collection of World War II War Crimes 
Records, Record Group 238. 

The I. G. Farben Case was 1 of 12 separate proceedings held 
before several U.S. Military Tribunals at Nuernberg in the U.S. 
Zone of Occupation in Germany against officials or citizens of 
the Third Reich, as follows:

Authority for the proceedings of the IMT against the major 
Nazi war criminals derived from the Declaration on German 
Atrocities (Moscow Declaration) released November 1, 1943; 
Executive Order 9547 of May 2, 1945; the London Agreement of 
August 8, 1945; the Berlin Protocol of October 6, 1945; and the 
IMT Charter. 

Authority for the 12 subsequent cases stemmed mainly from 
Control Council Law 10 of December 20, 1945, and was reinforced 
by Executive Order 9679 of January 16, 1946; U.S. Military 
Government Ordinances 7 and 11 of October 18, 1946, and Feb¬ 
ruary 17, 1947, respectively; and U.S. Forces, European Theater 
General Order 301 of October 24, 1946. Procedures applied by 
U.S. Military Tribunals in the subsequent proceedings were pat¬ 
terned after those of the IMT and further developed in the 12 
cases, which required over 1,200 days of court sessions and 
generated more than 330,000 transcript pages. 
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Formation of the I. G. Farben Combine was a stage in the 
evolution of the German chemical industry, which for many years' 
led the world in the development, production, and marketing of 
organic dyestuffs, pharmaceuticals, and synthetic chemicals. To . 
control the excesses of competition, six of the largest chemical 
firms, including the Badische Anilin 5 Soda Fabrik, combined to 
form the Interessengemeinschaft (Combine of Interests, or Trust) 
of the German Dyestuffs Industry in 1904 and agreed to pool 
technological and financial resources and markets. The .two re¬ 
maining chemical firms of note entered the combine in 1916. In 
1925 the Badische Anilin 6 Soda Fabrik, largest of the firms and 
already the majority shareholder in two of the other seven com- . 
panies, led in reorganizing the industry to meet the changed 
circumstances of competition in the post-Korld Kar markets, by , 

changing its name to the I. G. Farbenindustrie Aktiengesellschaft, 
moving its home office from Ludwigshafen to Frankfurt, and merging- 
with the remaining five firms. 

Farben maintained its influence over both the domestic and 
foreign markets for chemical products. In the first instance 
the German explosives industry, dependent on Farben for synthet¬ 
ically produced nitrates, soon became subsidiaries of Farben. Of 
particular interest to the prosecution in this case were the’ 
various agreements Farben made with American companies for the 
exchange of information and patents and the licensing of chemical 
discoveries for foreign production. Among the trading companies 
organized to facilitate these agreements was the General Anilin * 
and Film Corp., which specialized in photographic processes. 'The ,. 
prosecution charged that Farben used these connections to retard 
the "Arsenal of Democracy" by passing on information received 
to the German Government and providing nothing in return, contrary 
to the spirit and letter of the agreements. . ’• 

Farben was governed by an Aufsichtsrat (Supervisory Board of r 
Directors) and a Vorstand (Managing Board of Directors). The 
Aufsichtsrat, responsible for the general direction of the firri, 
was chaired by defendant Krauch from 1940. The Vorstand actually 
controlled the day-to-day business and operations of Farben. • 
Defendant Schmitz became chairman of the Vorstand in 1935, and -18 
of the other 22 original defendants were members of the Vorstand 
and its component committees. 

Transcripts of the I. G. Farben Case include the indictment

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Max Brueggeraann: Member and Secretary of the Vorstand of 
Farben; member of the legal connittee; Deputy Plant Leader 
of the Leverkusen Plant; Deputy Chief of the Sales Combine 
for Pharmaceuticals; and director of the legal, patent, 
and personnel departments of the Works Combine, Lower Rhine. 

Ernst Buergin: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
Works Combine, .Central Germany; Plant Leader at the Bitter- 
feld and Wolfen-Farben plants; and production chief for 
light metals, dyestuffs, organic intermediates, plastics, 
and nitrogen at these plants. 

Heinrich Buetefisch: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; 
manager of Leuna plants; production chief for gasoline, 
methanol, and chlorine electrolysis production at Auschwitz 
and Moosbierbaum; Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer; member of the 
Himmler Freundeskreis (circle of friends of Himmler); and 
SS Obersturmbannfuehrer (Lieutenant (Jolonel). 

Walter Duerrfeld: Director and construction manager of the 
Auschwitz plant of Farben, director and construction 
manager of the Monowitz Concentration Camp, and Chief 
Engineer at the Leuna plant.* 

Fritz Gajewski: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben, Chief of Spartc III (Division III) in 
charge of production of photographic materials and arti¬ 
ficial fibers, manager of "Agfa" plants, and Wehrwirtschafts¬ 
fuehrer. 

Heinrich Gattineau: Chief of the Political-Economic Policy 
Department, "WIPO," of Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office; 
member of Southeast Europe Committee; and director of 
A.G. Dynamit Nobel, Pressburg, Czechoslovakia. 

Paul Haefliger: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; member 
of the Commercial Committee; and Chief, Metals Departments, 
Sales Combine for Chemicals. 

Erich von der Heyde: Member of the Political-Economic Policy 
Department of Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office. Deputy to 
the Chief of Intelligence Agents, SS Hauptsturmfuehrer, 
and member of the WI-RUE-AVfT (Military Economics and 
Armaments Office) of the Oberkontando der Wehrmacht (OKW) 
(High Command of the Armed Forces). 

Heinrich Hoerlein: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; chief of chemical research and 
development of vaccines, sera, pharmaceuticals, and poison 
gas; and manager of the Elberfeld Plant. 
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Max Ilgner: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
Farben's Berlin N.W. 7 office directing intelligence, 
espionage, and propaganda activities; member of the Com¬ 
mercial Committee; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 

Friedrich Jaehne: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; chief 
engineer in charge of construction and physical plant 
development; Chairman of the Engineering Committee; and 
Deputy Chief, Works Combine, Main Valley. 

August von Knieriem: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief Counsel of Farben; and Chairman, 
Legal and Patent Committees. 

Carl Krauch: Chairman of the Aufsichtsrat of Farben and 
Generalbevollmaechtigter fuer Sonderfragen der Chemischen 
Erzeugung (General Plenipotentiary for Special Questions 
of Chemical Production) on Goering's staff in the Office 
of the 4-Year Plan. 

Hans Kuehne: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
the Works Combine, Lower Rhine; Plant Leader at Leverkusen, 
Elberfeld, Uerdingen, and Dormagen plants; production chief 
for inorganics, organic intermediates, dyestuffs, and 
pharmaceuticals at these plants; and Chief of the Inorganics 
Committee. 

Hans Kugler: Member of the Commercial Committee of Farben; 
Chief of the Sales Department Dyestuffs for Hungary, 

Rumania, Yugoslavia, Greece, Bulgaria, Turkey, Czechoslo¬ 
vakia, and Austria; and Public Commissar for the Falkenau 
and Aussig plants in Czechoslovakia. 

Carl Lautcnschlaeger: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; 

Chief of Works Combine, Main Valley; Plant Leader at the 
Hocchst, Griesheim, Mainkur, Gersthofen, Offenbach, 

Eystrup, Marburg, and Neuhausen plants; and production 
chief for nitrogen, inorganics, organic intermediates, 
solvents and plastics, dyestuffs, and pharmaceuticals at 
these plants. 

Wilhelm Mann: Member of the Vorstand of Farben, member of 
the Commercial Committee, Chief of the Sales Combine for 
Pharmaceuticals, and member of the SA. 

Fritz ter Meer: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief of the Technical Committee of 
the Vorstand that planned and directed all of Farben's 
production; Chief of Sparte II in charge of production of 
Buna, poison gas, dyestuffs, chemicals, metals, and 
pharmaceuticals; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 
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Heinrich Oster: Member of the Vorstand of Farben, member 
of the Commercial Committee, and manager of the Nitrogen 
Syndicate. 

Hermann Schmit2: Chairman of the Vorstand of Farben, member 
of the Reichstag, and Director of the Bank of International 
Settlements. 

Christian Schneider: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben; Chief of Sparte I in charge of pro¬ 
duction of nitrogen, gasoline, diesel and lubricating oils, 
methanol, and organic chemicals; Chief of Central Personnel 
Department, directing the treatment of labor at Farben 
plants; Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer; Hauptabwehrbeauftragter 
(Chief of Intelligence Agents); Hauptbetriebsfuehrer (Chief 
of Plant Leaders); and supporting member of the §chutz- 
staffeln (SS) of the NSDAP. 

Georg von Schnitzler: Member of the Central Committee of the 
Vorstand of Farben, Chief of the Commercial Committee of 
the Vorstand that planned and directed Farben's domestic 
and foreign sales and commercial activities, Wehrwirtschafts¬ 
fuehrer (Military Economy Leader), and Hauptsturmfuehrer 
(Captain) in the Sturmabteilungen (SA) of the Nazi Party 
'N . (NSDAP). 

Carl Wurster: Member of the Vorstand of Farben; Chief of 
the Works Combine, Upper Rhine; Plant Leader at Ludwigs- 
hafcn and Oppau plants; production chief for inorganic 
chemicals; and Wehrwirtschaftsfuehrer. 

The prosecution charged these 24 individual staff members 
of the firm with various crimes, including the planning of ag- 
. gressive war through an alliance with the Nazi Party and synchro¬ 
nization of Farben's activities with the military planning of 
the German High Conmand by participation in the preparation of 
^ the 4-Year Plan, directing German economic mobilization for war, 
and aiding in equipping the Nazi military machines.1 The defend¬ 
ants also were charged with carrying out espionage and intel¬ 
ligence activities in foreign countries and profiting from these 
activities. They participated in plunder and spoliation of 
• Austria, Czechoslovakia, Poland, Norway, France, and the Soviet 

Union as part of a systematic economic exploitation of these 
countries. The prosecution also charged mass murder and the 
enslavement of many thousands of persons particularly in Farben 
plants at the Auschwitz and Monowitz concentration camps and the 
use of poison gas manufactured by the firm in the extermination 


The trial of defendant Brueggemann was discontinued early 
during the proceedings because he was unable to stand trial on 
account of ill health. 





of millions of men, women, and children. Medical experiments were 
conducted by Farben on enslaved persons vithout their consent to 
test the effects of deadly gases, vaccines, and related products. 
The defendants were charged, furthermore, with a common plan and 
conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace, war crimes, and 
crimes against humanity. Three defendants were accused of member¬ 
ship in a criminal organization, the SS. All of these charges 
were set forth in an indictment consisting of five counts. 

The defense objected to the charges by claiming that regula¬ 
tions were so stringent and far reaching in Nazi Germany that 
private individuals had to cooperate or face punishment, including 
death. The defense claimed further that many of the individual 
documents produced by the prosecution were originally intended as 
"window dressing" or "howling with the wolves" in order to avoid 
such punishment. 

The tribunal agreed with the defense in its judgment that none 
of the defendants were guilty of Count I, planning, preparation, 
initiation, and waging wars of aggression; or Count V, common 
plans and conspiracy to commit crimes against the peace and 
humanity and war crimes. 

The tribunal also dismissed particulars of Count II concerning 
plunder and exploitation against Austria and Czechoslovakia. Eight 
defendants (Schmitz, von Schnitzler, ter Meer, Buergin, Haefliger, 
Ilgncr, Oster, and Kugler) were found guilty on the remainder of 
Count II, while IS were acquitted. On Count III (slavery and mass 
murder), Ambros, Buetefisch, Duerrfeld, Krauch, and ter Meer were 
judged guilty. Schneider,.Buetefisch, and von der Heyde also 
were charged with Count IV, membership in a criminal organization, 
but were acquitted. 

The tribunal acquitted Gajcwski, Gattineau, von der Heyde, 
Hoerlein, von Knieriem, Kuchne, Lautenschlaeger, Mann, Schneider, 
and Wurster. The remaining 13 defendants were given prison terms 
as follows:

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All defendants were credited with time already spent in 
custody. 

In addition to the indictments, judgments, and sentences, the 
transcripts also contain the arraignment and plea of each defendant 
(all pleaded not guilty) and opening statements of both defense 
and prosecution. 

The English-language transcript volumes are arranged numer¬ 
ically, 1-43, and the pagination is continuous, 1-15834 (page 4710 
is followed by pages 4710(1)-4710(285)). The German-language 
transcript volumes are numbered la-43a and paginated 1-16224 (14a 
and 15a are in one volume). The letters at the top of each page 
indicate morning, afternoon, or evening sessions. The letter "C" 
designates commission hearings (to save court time and to avoid 
assembling hundreds of witnesses at Nuernberg, in most of the 
cases one or more coianissions took testimony and received doc¬ 
umentary evidence for consideration by the tribunals). Two com¬ 
mission hearings are included in the transcripts: that for 
February 7, 1948, is on pages 6957-6979 of volume 20 in the 
English-language transcript, while that for May 7,.,1948, is on 
pages 14775a-14776 of volume 40a in the German-language transcript. 
In addition, the prosecution made one motion of its own and, with 
the defense, six joint motions to correct the English-language 
transcripts. Lists of the types of errors, their location, and 
the prescribed corrections are in several volumes of the tran¬ 
scripts as follows: . /—

The prosecution offered 2,325 prosecution exhibits numbered 
1-2270 and 2300-2354. Missing numbers were not assigned due to 
the difficulties of introducing exhibits before the commission 
and the tribunal simultaneously. Exhibits 1835-1838 were loaned 
to an agency of the Department of Justice for use in a separate 
matter, and apparently No. 1835 was never returned. Exhibits 
drew on a variety of sources, such as reports and directives as 
well as affidavits and interrogations of various individuals. 

Maps and photographs depicting events and places mentioned in 
the exhibits are among the prosecution resources, as are pub¬ 
lications, correspondence, and many other types of records. 

The first item in the arrangement of prosecution exhibits is 
usually a certificate giving the document number* a short descrip¬ 
tion of the exhibits, and a statement on the location of the 
original document or copy of the exhibit. The certificate is 
followed by the actual prosecution exhibit (most are photostats, 
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but a few are mimeographed articles with an occasional carbon of 
the original). The few original documents are often affidavits 
of witnesses or defendants, but also ledgers and correspondence, 
such as:

In rare cases an exhibit is followed by a translation; in 
others there is no certificate. Several of the exhibits are of 
poor legibility and a few pages are illegible. 

Other than affidavits, the defense exhibits consist of news¬ 
paper clippings, reports, personnel records, Reichgesetzblatt 
excerpts, photographs, and other items. The 4,257 exhibits for 
the 23 defendants are arranged by name of defendant and thereunder 
by exhibit number. Individual exhibits are preceded by a certif¬ 
icate wherever available. Two sets of exhibits for all the 
defendants are included. 

Translations in each of the prosecution document books are 
preceded by an index listing document numbers, biased descriptions, 
and page numbers of each translation. These indexes often indi¬ 
cate the order in which the prosecution exhibits were presented 
in court. Defense document books are similarly arranged. Each 
book is preceded by an index giving document number, description, 
and page number for every exhibit. Corresponding exhibit numbers 
generally are not provided. There are several unindexed supple¬ 
ments to numbered document books. Defense statements, briefs, 
pleas, and prosecution briefs are arranged alphabetically by de¬ 
fendant’s surname. Pagination is consecutive, yet there arc 
many pages where an "a" or "b" is added to the numeral. 

At the beginning of roll 1 key documents are filmed from 
which Tribunal VI derived its jurisdiction: the Moscow Declara¬ 
tion, U.S. Executive Orders 9547 and 9679, the London Agreement, 
the Berlin Protocol, the IKT Charter, Control Council Law 10, 

U.S. Military Government Ordinances 7 and 11, and U.S. Forces, 
European Theater General Order 301. Following these documents 
of authorization is a list of the names and functions of members 
of the tribunal and counsels. These are followed by the tran¬ 
script covers giving such information as name and number of case, 
volume numbers, language, page numbers, and inclusive dates. They 
are followed by the minute book, consisting of summaries of the 
daily proceedings, thus providing an additional finding aid for 
the transcripts. Exhibits are listed in an index that notes the 
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type, number, and name of exhibit; corresponding document book, 
number, and page; a short description of the exhibit; and the 
date when it was offered in court. The official court file is 
summarized by the progress docket, which is preceded by a list of 
witnesses. 

Not filmed were records duplicated elsewhere in this micro¬ 
film publication, such as prosecution and defense document books 
in the German language that are largely duplications of the 
English-language document books. 

The records of the I. G. Farben Case are closely related to 
other microfilmed records in Record Group 238, specifically pros¬ 
ecution exhibits submitted to the IMT, T988; NI (Nuernberg In¬ 
dustrialist) Series, T301; NM (Nuernberg Miscellaneous) Series, 
M-936; NOKW (Nuernberg Armed Forces High Command) Series, Til 19; 
NG (Nuernberg Government) Series, T1139; NP (Nuernberg Propaganda) 
Series, M942; WA (undetermined) Series, M946; and records of the 
Brandt case, M887; the Milch Case, M888; the Altstoetter case, 
M889; the Pohl Case, M890; the Flick Case, M891; the List case, 
M893; the Greifelt case, M894; and the Ohlendorf case, M895. In 
addition, the record of the IMT at Nuernberg has been published 
in the 42-volume Trial of the Major Var Criminals Before the 
International Military Tribunal (Nuernberg, 1947). Excerpts from 
the subsequent proceedings have been published in 15 volumes as 
Trials of War Criminals Before the Nuernberg Military Tribunal 
Under Control Council Lav No. 10 (Washington). The Audiovisual 
Archives Division of the National Archives and Records Service 
has custody of motion pictures and photographs of all 13 trials 
and sound recordings of the IMT proceedings.

Thoro 
is always tho suspicion In such cases that such natorial could ho fabri¬ 
cated. *Jrw hero wo havo throo statements dating hack to 1946 — that is 
long bof'ro the C'-saonccmcnt of this trial and long hoforo this trial 
was ovor contosplatcd. Thoroforo, thoso statoaonts, to mo, soon to ho 
of soao significance.

UL1-SRT: In this connection I shall submit Documents and 

Exhibits 111 to 116 . Tlx contents of these documents is explained 

repeatedly in detail in the index, and I think it is therefore not 

necessary for nc to read the details once norc into the record. Tlx: 

nost essential points arc the follo7.ing: The -.fitnesses confirm that the 

figures for prisoners of war employed relating to K substances end PSV, 

and listed in the foras, can be explained by the fact that all preliminary 
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and interne die tc stages .-re mentioned rith respect to the dcr-and of 
labor. Further core, it is important th§t prisoners of war at no time

Septcubor f938 in Salsburg at the Hot«l Salzburger Hcf. 

Q Did His excellency t.’ciss Baku cny remarks on those nugotin- 
tirns and, if so, in what sense? 

A Pm spent a -few hours together, and lir. W. iss lt aturally tol«l 
oo cf tnc iH'getlations which had taken place shortly befor^that tine. 
n c said that he tpus very satisfied with tho course '€ the negotiations 
and he sujhsised the fair and frank nanner in which Hr. Ilgnor conduc¬ 
ted negotiations. * 

U DU Hl3 Excellency Vfeiss tall; about lir. Ilgncr's attitude

A Yes, naturally, Dr. Ilgncr is a person about v/h >n one likes V> 
speak. As far as I renoefccr, his attitude was the following. 
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He said that her as very pleasantly impressed by the manner in nhich 
Ilgner epproackod him and the members of his faith as far as I 
remember.

BY DR. /SC3fc.:U’jHR: (Counsel for the dofondrAt Gattineau): 

Q Dr. Kuchnc, you are an into mo ti finally known expert in 
the field of- inorganic chemical largo industry. Considering this 
capacity of yours, A should like to put a fow questions to you with 
respect to tho technical state cf the Skoda-^etzlcr and the Carbid 
Tcrk C cutsch EaLrci in 1938. I shall proceed tc ask you about 
tho iudividuftl plants, let us start with the main plant of Skoda 
TTctzlcr, I’orsbiorbaun. 

. What wvs th& technical state cf that plant? ^ 

A Lot nc perhaps say this in sur-iary: Tho plants which wuro 
under Lr. Poliak's management wore well kept from on external point 
of view. Cut I have already explained that technically those plants 
wore obsolete. Tho Creditanstalt reluctant to invest any money 
in the plants , and it was impossible for Poliak tc realize his 
desires which went toward an expansion of liis chemical idoas. 

Thorefciv, chn predicts produced then* wore purely every-day products 
without any special significance. Smetijirs I had ccnsidcrablc worries 
that these plants were acquired at the tL-o upon my suggestion, 
especially idv.,n ny plan3 wore frustrated cruplotuly as a result of 
the war. Me osbierb iun, as I already cxnlainod yesterday, was a huge 
site which caused a lot cf general expanses. 

Now, let me turn tc Liesing. Lieslog was an ancient chemical 
factory. It was a hundred years eld, legated in a suburb cf Vienna. 
When I inspected Liesing in 1938, together with Hr. Pollalc the 

latter told me, "Listen, 1 think I can let all those buildings collapse 

• * # 

because they arc really useless." I hope that this terrian which 
seemed U> be quite valuable as such could be sold and that everything 
could be c'*.icentratud at Itoosbierbaun. The plants themselves at Licsing 
had little value. 
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Q If I rrnw turn to the Carbid Tferk Deutsch Uatrai, I nay 
p 3 rhaps ask you this. Knw about Brueckel? 

A Well, c*>ntrary to the plants subordinated to Poliak, 
which at least were well kept ir. their management, the plants belong¬ 
ing to Dynaait Mobil through Carbid Uatrei wire technically viry 
badly managed. Brusckal, the plant which belong id to this group, was 
about ths worst managed plant of its kind I ever saw in ny life. 

Q H «w about Landeck? 

A Landeck was a calcium carbide fact -ry which really wasn't 
bad, but there wire considerable difficultly there because the munici¬ 
pality of Landick—and Landeck is a nicely located resort in the Tyrol©— 
made continuous efforts to slininnt* the carbide works from their area. 

Q And how about Deutsch Matrei? 

A That had ceased operation. It was an ancient calcium 
carbide factory without upy technical significance -whatsoever. 

Q What are the principles which guide you with respect to 
the evaluation of inorganic factories, and h*w do you estimate their 
value? 

A' In ths casa of dyjstuffs factories, the turnovir is gener¬ 
ally considered when sstimating their value. In the case of inorganic 
factories, an m tints is far more difficult. The inorganic chemicals 
ars very cheap arei ths inorganic production installations are very ex¬ 
pansive and waar and tsar is vjy fast. Thsy need a lot of repairs. 
Therefor j, when evaluating inorganic factories one must take into „ 

consideration ths maintenance of the apparatus and its state, and 
one cannot go by turnover alone. 

Q Fmn th3se points of view, do you consider th3 sale 
price of Skoda Watslar as being fair? " 

A fihen I heard about the price which was arranged, and 
apart from that I had heard the estimate of the experts and of the 
trustees which were appointed mutually by Creditanstalt and Farbt-n, 
and that of our own financial expert, and according .to all these 
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statements I corisidarad tha pric* as baing fair. *hen, however, I latar 
took over thasa plants and became their general director I thought we 
had aadi a bad bargain. 

Q Could tha Carbide plants of the Diutsch liatrei, after 
the customs mri dropped, considered to ba profitable? 

A I think only the calciun factory of Landeck could havu 
be»n considirad e paying concern. The other plants in my opinion 
woild have fallen victim to Garaan competition. But the plants be¬ 
longing to the Skoda Wetxler ccnpany, too—cay perhaps give you 
one figure only. At Livsrkuacn I produced a hundred kilo, of sulfuric 
acid for tha pries of 1 nark 80. Uoosbierbaun produced the seme 
quantity for 8 to 10 earks. At Leverkusen I sold sulfuric acid to 
one large consumer at the rate of 2 narks 10 per kilo., and Mooabierbaum 
sold tha same sulfuric acid at the rata of 10 to 12 rtrks. 

It may, perhaps, be interesting to point out that the Credit¬ 
anstalt in Vienna a short ties bsfree I rta arrestsd approached me with 
the request that I b scorn a their technical consultant. At that time 
1 tried to find out what the prices were, and than I found out that 
sulfuric acid is agein sold at the rate of 10 marks in Austria. 

From thsss figure^ you can see that !*^osbierbcum could not 
have biin cbla to c'xipsta with Far ben products. 

Q In connsction with the Carbid Works Deutsch Uatrei, you 
centioned Undick. has the Undeck plant threatened in its existence 
as a result of the objection rede by the community of Lr.ndeck? 

* Well, I mentioned that before. As a natter of fact, we 
always had fights with the comunity. 

Q And how about Deutsch ’.lagran. That was another obsolete 
plant, wasn't it? 

A Deutsch aagran was an ancient supjrphosphate factory which 
had to caas3 operations imadiately after the biginning of tha war in 
tha same way as Hoosbierbauc. 

- Q Tharaf **•-*, do you think th3 sal as price paid to Deutsch 
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liitrai was sultabla? 

A J an not a financial expart, but if I nay speak on the 
subject in capacity as an inorganic chemist, I think that tha sales 
price was adequate because tha nature of these plants was very un¬ 
certain and it wcs very doubtful whether they would be able to distri¬ 
bute any dividends. 

Did Donauchenie have a main plant leader? 

A Ho. 

Q You ware the Deputy Chair nan of the Adninistrative Council 
of A.G. Dynax.it Nob-,1 in prassburg, were you? Were you often in Press- 
burg? 

A Y,s, perhaps two or three times a year. 

Q Vftuit was tha state of the plants of Dynandt Nobel Press- 
burg in 1939? And than by comparison in ths year of 19UU? 

A It is hardly possible to draw a comparison. When we took 
ov»r tha plants—or, rethar, when I inspected than—they were vary 
obsolstj and in vary bad condition. ffoen I was there for the last 
tins I bjcane almost mvious when I saw how well this plant was 
equipped end how wall it could be equipped as a result of the favor¬ 
able conditions in Slovakia. 

H On tha <x:oasion of your visits t*> Prassburg, did you sea 
any forced labor, prisoners of war, or cone entrr.tlon camp inmates? 

A No. 

^ Thank you very much. No furthir questions.

H there has b*«n certain evidence introduced in this 

trial purporting to show that 1 . 0 . Fcrbon at one time or another was 
both praised, on the one hand, and criticised, on the other hand, by 
different official leaders of either the Party or the Third Reich. 

Oh this point let me ask you this. Didn't* the Reich Min¬ 
ister of Economics, Walter Funk, state in your presence during the 
war thet without I.G. Farben Germany would never have been able to 
wage or to conduct the war? 

A No, this remark was made by me. I remember the conversa¬ 
tion v-ry fleetly. It took place at Duissaldorf and the meeting was 
on the occasion of Dr. Poensgen's birthday. After this birthday 
feast we sat together and had coffee, and, as I remember, Reichsmin- 
ist=r Funk was sitting at the table. State Secretary Kleinnann, and 
then there was Mr. Pleiger, Mr. Zangen, and I, and a few other gentle¬ 
men. On this occasion Hr. ?leig-r attacked Farben in a very shameful 
manner. He accused us that we so to speak sabotaged the war. He 
point 3d to the Hermann Goering Tiorks and pointed out what they did for 
the war effort. I was shocked, and I told him in strong terms; "Just 
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consider this," I said, "If we didn't have any Buna, and if *e didn't 
havs any gasoline, than Hitlar would not ba in a position to wage this 
war." Thin Funk said, "Yes, what Dr. Kuahn3 has just stated is quit3 
correct. Thisa era natters of great importance for us." That, I 
think, is what you neon,

o Concerning this meting about which we were just s pea Icing 
Dr. Xuehne, "as that a special resting which had been arranged by Gau¬ 
leiter florian? 

A I could not tell you that with certainty any longer. It was 
an honorary meeting for the birthday of Dr. Poensgen, who was then 70, 
but who organized the nesting,. I oannot tell you. 

Q How was T.'ilhela Znngon thon the President of the Iteichs- 
gruppe Industry? 

A Yes, I think so. 

IP. SrRECHZR: Now without cosnent in that connection wo vould 
lilco to introduce NI-15^27, which will becorae Prosecution Exhibit 2064. 
This is a copy of your letter to Goheinrat Sohmitz concerning this 
mooting, written on the 12th of October 19U1. 

Q Was it customary for you, Dr. Kuohno, to communicate with 
Dr. Sohnitj concerning any contacts you had with leading Government 
officials concerning the affairs of I. 0. Farben? 

A Hot in general. However, for ne this natter was of such 
extrema irportanco t!at at t!at tine one of the most powerful non in 
the field of industry, Herr Pledgor, had aado such an attack against 
I. Q, that therefore I thought it was necessary to report it to Herr 
Schmitz. 

Q Ploigar was the Chairman of the Vorstand of the Hermann 
Goortig Works; is that right? 

A Yes. 

Q How you testified about some of your contacts with Dr. Robert 
Ley, the head of the German Labor Front, and the Reich organization leader 
of all of the affiliated organizations of the Nazi Party, Among others, 
you testified that Dr. Ley again asked you to join the Nazi Party in 
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1933, and that you felt your old reasons for refusing to join the 
party rare no longer valid. Do you remember in what months of 1933 
that conversation with Dr. Ley took place? 

A Tfell, as far as I know, at the beginning of February, I 
applied for membership in the party, and the meeting with Ley, when 
ho car* to see me, night have taken place shortly before, but from my 
memory I cannot state that rith certainty now. 

Q V.’here did the conversation take place, Dr. Kuehno? 

• A I think it was at Ioverkusen. 

Q I mean was it your offico? 

A It night have boon at Cologne, but I cannot recall that with 
cortainty. 

Q In any ovont Dr. Usy cano to see you; you didn«t go to soo 

him? 

A No, I didn't go to soo him. 

Q Nor; in 1938 Leverkuson colebratsd its 75th anniversary os 
c Plant, did it not? 

A (V.'itnoss nodded head yos.) 

Q Kill you ploaso answor out loud. Your nod is not indicated 
on the record. 

A Yes, 

Q Did Dr. I*y attend that colobration as the highest repre¬ 
sentative of the Party present? 

A He was present. He had been invited by me, but I had not 
invitod him as a Party dignitary, but rather as a former employee of 
Farbcn. Of course the fact that ho was a mighty man played a certain 
part in my considerations. I do not know the conditions in the United 
States, but if an American industrial firm would have the acquaintance 
of the Vice President of the United States, they would probably invite 
iiin for such a celebration too. 

Q "no was superior to ley in the Nazi Party, besides Hitler 
himself; was anybody? 
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A Oh sure; above all, Goering. 

Q Well, Dr. Kuehne, Goering as far as I know, had no position 
in the Nazi Party, in the Party organization as such, apart from being 
an important loader, but I mean he had no position. What position did 
anyono hold who was higher thon Dr. Ley in the Nazi Party? 

DP.. LU13ERT: If your Honor please, I would like to object to 
this question because first of all I think it is irrolcvcnt to discuss 
the organization of the Nazi Party, and also the defendant Kuchno is 
hardly the right witness to specify hero who was under Hitlor and who 
was botween Hitler and Ley. Apparently ho has no idea of it at all. 

THE PRESIDENT; If ho has no idoa about it, the siraplo answor 
that ho doos not know will solvo that problem. Tho objoction is over¬ 
ruled. Ho nay answer if ho knows. 

A VtU, I think at least I can give you the idoa, - tho fool¬ 
ing I have about tho nattor. Loy told ne himsolf, and he complainod, 
that Oooring was constantly putting prossuro on hin, and Loy was vory 
scared of Gooring. That is tho way I understand your quostion, and thoro- 
foro I a nswerod that Goering was highor-up than Ley. 

Q Now speaking of anniversaries, did you return Ley's visit 
by going to hin on his 50th birthday in Berlin, in 19L0? 

Please answer out loud, doctor.

Q Did you also have dealings with Gauleiter Hassfold in connec¬ 
tion with natters of interest to tho German Labor Front, and tho Nazi 
Party? 

A I didn't get that na no. 

Q Who was tho Gauleiter in the Gau in which Leverkusen is 

located? 

A Florian. 

Q And who is h'assfeld? 

A With the Labor Front? 
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Q Non during the first tiro years of the existence of the 
German labor Front of the DAF did you not repeatedly advise the dcpart¬ 
's 2 ^ chiofs of Icverkusen that you desired then to join that organization? 

# 

A Well here was the situation. I was approached with a re- 
quost to fire ny ecployees if thoy were not in the Labor Front. How, of 
course, the Labor Front was a power, and in ordor to counter tho30 dif¬ 
ficulties and avoid thorn, I advised ny cnployces to join tho Labor 
Front. Above all, because as I said here at the very beginning of my 
tostinony, I considered that tlw efforts node by tho Lobor Front, woro 
quite good. 

Q In that connection \rorc you complimented by tho Oon.ttn Labor 
Front in your oducationol work in connoction with the Labor Front nt 
Lcvorkus on? 

A Ho, I tras ovon robulxd by tho Labor Front at ono occasion. 

Hot/ in connoction with‘Hass fold, t/Jio is noroly 
identified as Gauloitor Hassfold, whoa you mentioned in a mooting of 
tho Botroibsfuohror, on tho 12th of July, 1935, I would liko to, - and 
in connoction with this natter of tlw DAF, - wo would liko to introduce 
NI-72U5, as-Prosecution Exhibit 2065.

'i (3y ir. Sprochor) Doctor, you testified on last Thursday, tho 
25th of !‘crch about a notice sont to tho Leverkusen oriployocs on 25 April 
1933, concerning a rally to 'jo hold at tho plant on tho 1 st of I Jay, 1933. 

Tho docui'-cnt in question is our Prosocution Exhibit 82. Your testimony 
appears at p os 1010J-9 of tho English transcript. You testified that in 
cho niiiinistration of t.:o let* for tho or ’or of national Libor, it veo your 
duty to assc iblo tho workors on the 1 st of ;fcy and your patriotic duty, 
to aako a speech tc then. Didx'ou eke a patriotic speech to tl o workers 
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on the 1st of • lay, 1933, so far as you member? 

A Yes. 

Q And w-s this done jeeause you felt this w = s your patriotic 
duty underneath the law or the national reflation of labor? 

A As far as I re-*:-her, it v ; s the task of the plant le^er to 
sake a speech to the staff on every 1st of Hay. That was a reflation, 

Q You testified that took piece in the sense of the law for the 
order of national labor. Did you have that in nind at the time you 
made this speech, the first time in 1933? 

A I don't know any longer whether that w ? s the w a y I expressed it, 

I mean, the way you just said it. The only thing I can say is that it 
w«s a regulation issued by the Government and that I, as plant loader, 
with the scope of the law for the regulation of National labor, had the 
task to comply with this regulation, 

Q The law for the regulation of national labor is In evidenco as 
Prosecution Exhibit 393, PS-1861, Document Boo 1 ; 15, Fere 127. That law 
was enacted in January, 193U. Now, sevoral docuuents includin', soiio 
affidavits hav$ been introduced in this trial involving Carlo Ferrario 
of Italy, including, for oxarnlo, our Exhibit 2005. Did you and Ferrario 
have a discussion with i\issolini daring the war? 

A Yes. 

Q And at nhose initiative was that conference with Jiussolini 
arranged? 

A As far as I know, the initiative w a s taken by iussolini. Who, 
on account of the intervention of Parodi, the great Italian industrialist, 
who w ? s a friend of his, had heard that I had invented a new industrial pro- 
cessj in order to double the sulphur production in Sicily and in order 
to make good for the damages and prevent the damages suffered there by 
agriculture, iussolini had taken an interest in that natter and Carlo 
Farrario informed me that l.'Ussolini desired to talk to me. 

Q Did you get an a*?crd from liussolini as a result of your confcrenco? 
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A Yes. 

Q T'as that the so-called Coroandatore? 

A Yes, that w a s the title, Corarandatore. 

Q That was the sane title which Ferrario had fraa the Italian 
Governn:nt, is that right? 

A No, ^errario had a higher rank. He was Crar.de Officiale, 

Grand Officer, if I remember well, 

Q In connection with your nission, your conference with liussolini, 

I would like to introduce in evidence NI-15026, as our Prose c ution 
Exhibit 2066, T'ls is your report to Dr. Schnitz concerning this natter 
and I think it lends a little clarity to several natters. Novr, Just 
after you had this talk with Mussolini, wasn't the Leverkusen 
Plant award by Hitler? 

A Well, yes, bit I don't !a>ow where the relationship is betvoon 
that award and that visit with "us sol ini. Thero was absolutely no 
connection, 

Q How, I have a question or two about the plans for extending Light 

Metal ProAiction in the year 1935 and ay questions will concern that 

topic and that yoar. At that tine, were you aw a re that tho Toich War 

Ministry, Heichswehrainisteriuii was, demanding inc-oases in alumina

A That is possible, but, as I told you before, to-day it is extreraoly 
difficult to sake a distinction between what we knew at that time and 
what vre learn here today, 

Q Well, did you know at that tine that the Teich Y/ar Ministry wanted 
all the incroased production facilities vhich went along with the 
Li*ht e -al Prorxara to be concentrated in the 30 -called protected area 
in Central Germany? Perhaps that brings it to your mind. 

A No, I can't recall that. 

Q 1! q w, is it true that Cryolite production of the Leverkusen Plant 

for the 7 ich owned VAT, that is. United Alunimn works,.was very short of 

your schedule during the year 1935? 
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A That is possible, but t ere a ain I can't remember eractly. 
q Now, what about fluoric acid and laidrofluroic acid, which arc used 
in the light netal program? aren't t! ere shorts es in that commodity too, 
because of your ight uetal proyam which affected the Leverkusen plant? 

A Ho, in order to speak of the last question there, not only 
Leverkusen but also quite a nua'-er of other plants produced cryolite and 
fluoric ccid compounds and in Leverkusen, wo produced only a small part 
of our fluoric products as cryolite for aluminum plants. The larger 
part vfas produced for our enamel dye and dye stuff, and you can 
imagine that as a plant leader, I could not deal with the details of 
such a small production.

I assume when 
you speak of these confidential agents you speak of the liaison men 
with the Arced Forces.

Q And who was youi-en for working on mobilization Questions?

Q How, didn't you appoint tho nan who hold a similar position 
to Dr. ”arnocko's in tho othor plants of the Works Combine Lower PJiino? 

A No> no. I had nothing to do with those matters. 

Q Didn't chock with ytxx before they made the appointments? 

A Ho, you havo to imagine tho development of thoso agents. 

First of all, tho position was not givon any importance at all. Horr 
warnocko — 

Q Dr. Huohno, if yew didn't do it, thon wo don't havo to explain 
it, if you didn't h*vo anything to do with it, you soo. Now, di'idn't Dr. 
OttJCYrs!d talk to you about appointin'* a confidential ropra ontativo for

No. According 
to my opinion, avan if we had undertaken no rearmament, the Four Year 
Plan—that is, an nutorchy unfortunately was necessary. Tha devalua¬

During this period, did you take up with Dr. Pohland, P-O-H-L-A-N-D, 
of Krauch's office the project of having Donaucheoie erect a sulfuric 
acid factory at Moosbierbaum? 

A Yes, 

Q Mow during this sane period, did you agree that the 
plants at Donauchecde should be included within the general mobilisa¬ 
tion plan? 

A I cannot recall that, but it might be possible that I

pointed out that the sulphuric acid plant could be necessary for the 
new rayon industry which was being set up there. 

^ Wall, Skoda-i*etzler alsOiad something to do with the 
production of powder, didn't it? Explosives? 

A Mo, no. 

Q Didn't the government build a rather large explosive 
plant a very short distance from I.G. Moosbierbaum during the war? 

A Mo. I recall that the armed forces had a depot there 
and I believe an ammunition depot too, but not an explosive factory. 

Q Now in connection with mobilization plans of Donauchenie, 
did you send Dr. Wamecke down to Austria in order to get those things 
in proper order during the year 1939? 

a I cannot recall that. 

Q Did you know whether or not Donaucheoie received its 
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A 

instructions from Leverkusen to propose or to prepare deferment 
schedules for the workers who would be indispensable during a possible 
war, less than six months before war actually broke out, or don't you 
remember? 

A I cannot recall that. 

Q Did you kn<wr that certain deadlines had been established 
with respect to fixing the mobilisation tasks for certain of the 
products which Dmauchemie did produce in 1959? 

A 1939? 

Q Yes. 

A I cannot recall that Moosbierbaua produced any materials 
at all which night have bean of importance for mobilisation. 

Q Now what about the plants of Donauchemie as a whole, not 
only Uoosbierbaum? 

A Even about the other plants it's the same. The only 
thing you could talk of would be Landeck where firro-siliciun was 
produced to a certain extant in lieu of ferro-carbide. 

q In this connection, we will introduce NI-li*750 as Pros- 
ecution Exhibit 2)73. This is a letter from Dr. TJarnacke in Lever¬ 
kusen to Dr. Gorr of the Vermittlungsstslla-W in which he talks about 
certain discussions with you and certain plans for Donauchemie plants 
in connection with Mob planning, dated 3 March 1939. w **'d 

also like to introduce in that same connection NI-lii7U7 which will 
become Prosecution Exhibit 207U. Now, yesterday you spoke about 
Donauchemie having little or nothing to do with the Four Tear Plan. 
Did you know that Skoda-ietsler, one of the sub firms affected by 
the Donauchemie organization, applied to the defendant von der Hayde 
to gat it its number for identification within the Four Year Plan— 
or rather to get a number of identification within the Four Year 
Plan because of the new sulphuric acid plant at Moosbierbaua? 

A That might be possible because at that time it was ex¬ 
tremely difficult to get material for building projects, and we had 
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laid tha foundations for that factory. I have mentioned already yes¬ 
terday that ws had started in 1938 and had finished the project oily 
as late as 19^3 • There, of course, it's possible that in order to 
get materials we pointed out a certain importance for that project. 

Q '/ell, did you have the idaa that the authorities at that 
tine were of the opinion that the entire planned expansion of 
Donauchenie was really not inportant within the scope of the Four 
Year Plan? 

A Itr, Pr secutor, that went in one direction and the other 
during those years. *t one occasion this sulphuric acid installation 
was considered extremely inportant, and than perhaps two months later 
we vould receive informations “No, we have no further interest in 
that matter." Than lat*r again we received instructions that we 
would have to push on that natter icnediately and finish it. That 
was tha way at that time. 

y We'd like to introduce NI-15006, Prosecution Exhibit 
2075 in this connection. This is a letter fran Skoda-*' at tier itself, 
doted U January 1939 to the defendant von dar Heyde in Berlin. Now 
yestirday you apoka of the air raid exercises or map games at Lever¬ 
kusen. You testified that you didn't taka these seriously at the 
time because you didn't believe that war would come about since the 
reoccupation of the Rhineland in 1936 was conducted peacefully. 

Vihat did you mean by saying that the raoccupation of the Rhineland 
was conducted peacefully, Dr. Kuahne? 

h ua who were on the Rhine not far from tha Maginot Line, 
which then was described as terrible, were afraid that there would be 
an attack by tha French, and when that attack did not take place, I 
was reassured and I thought, "Now we won't have a war at all." 
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Q Did you consider the occupation of the Rhineland a part of 
Hitler's so-called "bluff politics?* 

A Ho, I didn't consider that as bluff politics. I ras proud 
as a German that the Rhineland had again properly been returned to 
German sovereignty and that all these restrictions had now been done 
avray with. 

Q You testified that you ware a pacifist. You testified that 
you always felt that certain statements of peaceful intentions by Hitler 
were made sincerely and that you never thought that Hitler was foolish 
enough to conduct a policy of forco. Did you believe this to be true 
oven after the occupation of the Rliineland in '36, Austria in 1938, and 
Czechoslovakia in 1938 and '39 — oil against international treaty and 
all by the use of fcrce? 

A Just beenuso I was a pacifist, I considered the evacuation 

and the clearing of points of friction between Germany and the other 

powero the best r.aans to establish a pormamont peace. For instance, I 

% 

would have arsi-ed that the corridor be returned to Germany in time be¬ 
cause then we wouldn't have had any disputes with Poland. Au«tria has 
not been a problem for rw. Ever today I consider Austria a part of Ger¬ 
many, and today there i3 again a strong movement in Austria for an 
Anschluss to Germany. The Sudeten part of Germany was only a problem 
of pacification for me; in other words, that is completely in line with 
pacifism. 

Q hell, did you include \/itliin your definition of pacification 
the movement of Gorman troops in violation of international law? 

A Movement of German troops where? 

Q I an asking you a general question. 

A 'Sell, yes —• 

TK3 FRSSIDEiiT: Just a moment. That (piestion won't help us 
any. The movement of troops abstractly being a violation of interna¬ 
tional law hardly needs any argiEentation.

Uo, no. I mean the Sudotesi no; Czecho¬ 
slovak: yes. I would have told you that also when you spoko about 
Poland.

LUI12RT: Hay I clarify horo for the rocord that if tho wit¬ 
ness speaks of Czechoslovakia now ho apparently moans the Protoctonato 
of Bohenia and # Horavia without tho Sudetos country.

Q Now, is the difforenco then in your definition, a quostion 
of vhethor or not the use of Goman troops effocted an end you thought 
dosirablo, or whether it effected an end which you didn't think wa3 
desirable? Is that the difference? 

A Hell, I an not a politician and I an not a general staff 
expert either, but I oan well iaagina that when Austria was incorporated 
into Germany, it was only a matter of precaution to station German mili¬ 
tary forces there, becauso after ell clashes with some kine of opposing 
elements, particularly of the left wing, could occur; and on tho other 
‘.and, if I renenber well, Italy's attitude was not at all clafifiod yot. 
But I heard that these troops were given flowers at the bordor and that 
with these flowers on tho nuzzles of their guns they entered Austria. 
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Q Your Honors, I think when you start to read soas of Kuahno's 
documents including Kuehne's Exhibit 38, you will partly approciato why 
this is directly connected to the docunentation subnitted by the defend¬ 
ant, quite apart from his state of mind as to what constitutes aggressive 
policy.

Y-'u will notico that this lettor mentions underltca 3 that Yoraton 
is enclosing with this lot tor, I quote: "A draft "f a lettor which Pragor 
Yorcin of Prague w*ll addreasto I.G. Farbon." 

Mr. Van Street will continuo. 

3Y MB. YAH SSU2T: 

Dr. Euchno, you rcloaood thonanagonont of tho Iovorkuson plant 
to Hoborland as of 1 August 1943; is that right? 

A. Yes, that is right. 

Q. And y *u relinquished tho rcaaindcr of tho Lowor Rhino loadorohip 
at the ond of Docoabor , 1944. Is that not right? 

A. Yes, officially that is truo, but in fact slnco October 1944, 

I was no longer at LoverJcuocn. 

Q. W'Vi r*u still erntinued to attond tho directorial c.n- 

foroncos at ^ovorttuson, did you not, up until July or august 1944? 

A. Yos. 

Q. ir-'w, Dr. Euohno, in tho oectings which y-'U attondod 6ubsoquont 
to *ho first of August, 1943, you wore not ablo to noto any chonro in 
the social welfare p'licy which had been in effect prior t- 1 August 
1943; is that right? 

A. I now G ee your question. y irstly, I didn't attend all the moot¬ 
ings. Per instance, I didn’t attend all of the technical nana-resent 
nestings and consequently I didn't learn of everything that went on. 
••aturally I was still interested in ay old plant, but Dr. Heberlaad, in 
the final analysis , bore the responsibility and I naturally didn’t in¬ 
tensively concern sysel? with the current affairs. 
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Q. I an sinply asking you this: that In the neetings v/hich you 
attended subsequent to 1 August 1943, was it not y.-ur observation that 
Dr. Haberland continued the sane policies on social vrelfare natters 
and aanngenent which had been in effect during y-ur regine? 

A, Dr. Haber land continued the sane policy, but Dr, Haborlend 
had even lesstime than I beceuse he sinultaneously retained the aanage- 
sent of the Verdingen plant as plant aanager. 

Q. Mow, Dr. Zuehne, did jr-u not consider it one of the aspects of 
involuntary esployaent to report workers to tho authorities who <’ id not 
return froo loava* 

A, There woro regulations converinr that possibility. Personally, 
I didn't only concorn aysolf with the quoation of foreign workors but 
also with the question of German workers nr.d I always rojcctod any 
voicing of any of our troublos towards tho ''utsido. I riwoys issued 
directives to doal with tho natters internally at the plant. 

Q. How, you followed tho practice at Lovorkuson, did y u not, of 
roperting wcrkors who did not return fron lcovo? 

A. Ho. Thoro was no practlco oxorcisod to that offoct but it 
nay well bo that the persona responsible for reporting such pooplo, now 
and again did report to the labor offices. If such pooplo otoyed away 
fron work we had to find a subatituto for then and then, of courso, tho 
reason has to bo statod why the roplacenent bocano nocossary. 

M3. VAN S3HDT: In that connection, I would llko to of for EL- 
11713 as Prococutioa Exhibit 2081; HI-14029 as Prosocution Exhibit 2082; 
HI-14030 os Prosecution Exhibit 2063.

VAN STREET* Y>ur Honor, I think no conoont on thovo doeunonto 
ia noccssary at this tiao. Thoy aro docuacnto which deal with the indi¬ 
cations that thoro wcro reports rr do by Iovorkuson officials on non-rc- 
turnoos fron loavo, 

3Y ;3. VAN GTSESTi 

Q, How, Dr. Kuohno, I an now roforring to ^rosocution Exhibit 1386, 
ITL-1071, Ibcunont 3o k 70, English Pago 98 and C-oman Pago 163, and I 
an haring handod to you a Goman copy of this. How, this is tho ainutos 
of a factory administrative cocoittoo noctlng and in tho first paragraph 
thoroof tho subject of furloughing of Polos is discussed. I quoto* "The 
furloughing of Polos is officially so regulatod that furloughs can only 
bo graatod in exceptional cases such as doath or sori'uis illness in tho 
lonodiato family. On tho basis of a provi -us decision of tho factory nd- 
ainlatrativo cosnlttoo wo havo, novortholoss, nado no uco of this possi¬ 
bility in Lovorkuscn, bocauso it was foarod that a part of thoso pooplo 
would not rotum. Si nco othor entorprisoo in tho vicinity glvo furloughs 
to their Poles, and tho Poles thensolvos, in soae cases, know about tho 
official regulations on furloughs, this position cannot bo mintainod in 
tho lcng run and tho procedure in the future is to bo according to tho 
official regulation." 

How, Er. Kuohno, I ask you very sinply why did you at Leverkusen 
refuse to giro leave to Polos when y-'U could have dono so within tho 
official regulation and, a3 a natter of fact, otherplants apparently in tho 
vicinity wcro doing that? 
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A Counsel, during ay direct examination by ay counsel, I 
pointed out that natter and I think that you will find all tho noces- 
szry information in the affidavits I submitted. This concerns an in¬ 
cident after «y time. It is dated the 16 th of Uarch 19 Uj. However, I 
tried to clear up this matter which was incomprehensible to no. Wo have 
submitted documents ti the effoct that this decision was actually novar 
put into effect, I'oreover, this factory adminisstrativo couaittoo was 
a comaitteo which sat without tho participation of tho management and 
about tho decisions of t/hich tho management was not always informod, but 
as I said before, I wasn't at lovorkusen at the time. I do hopo, how¬ 
ever, that tho documents will give you all tjha nocossary information you 
need. 

Q Well, Dr. Kuohno, was it your pra ctico and policy at Iovcr- 
kuson to report on mattors in official coomitt-toos like tho factor admir- 
nistrativo committoo - on mattors which had no cognisance or affoct in 
tho factory? 

A I didn't got tho import of your question. Would you porhaps 
ropoat it? 

Q This natter of furloughing Polos so»cms to havo boon discussed 
quito conplotely and fully in tho document which I iiavc reforrod to. 

I an simply asking you, tras it tho policy and pv-actico ot lovorkuson 
to havo these natters reported on in official cionmittcos liko this, 
vhor. they were of no inporta no o, apparently? That is, tho roports, 

A You mean that they should bo reported to tho management bo- 
causo, othanrise, your question -.rould \tc incoaproifrcnsiblo, 

Q Well, wore they reported to the nanagoownt? 

A Generally yes. Katurally. But I was nO longer thoro at tho 

tine. 

Q Was it your policy ct tho tlno when you were there, prior to 

August 1, 19ii3? 

A I believe that I made cyself very clear du ring ny testimony 
tiiat personally I concerned myself very thoroughly wiith all labor question: 
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as far as ny tine permitted. 

Q Dr. Kuehne, you can believe ny sincerity. If some of these 
things weren't somewhat incomprehensible to us we would not be asking 
you questions on then. We are simply trying to clarify these matters 
and bring them into a sharp focus for the benefit of all parties con¬ 
cerned, more importantly the Tribunal. 

IT.. LtB££RT (Counsel for the defendant Kuehne): JJay I draw 
your attention to one point? The reply to the quostion by Hr. Van Strec 
can be seen from document 97, an affidavit of Dr. fforsch. This is the 
affidavit to which Dr. Kuehne referred and it deals with vaoations 
granted to Poles. 

THE WITNESSi Counsel, I an quite prepared to answer all your 
questions because I too an interested in having everything clarified be¬ 
fore this Tribunal. I have nothing to hide, but in this case it is 
just os important what one soys as it is how one soys it. 

3Y III. VAN STREET: 

Q Dr. Kuehne, how cany instances do you roroenber in your own 
experience where furloughs were given to Poles at Leverkusen? 

A Tfoll, I hardly can give you the individual cases. I only 
know, as a rosult of conferences I had with ay plant managers, that 
tl:are was a continuous controversy between the desires of ny plant len¬ 
ders and the official regulations to the effect. l(y plant leaders wanted 
to give the Poles as much furloughs as possible, but the authorities 
tried to restrict it. 

Q I am very sorry, but your last point makes it necossary for 
ca to come back again to this docirxint. If I understand this document 
correctly, it specifically soys that the furloughing of Poles is officia 
so regulated that furloughs can be granted in exceptional cases such as 
death or serious illness in the iraediate family. Then, the latter part 
01 the paragraph says in reference to Leverkusen's position: “This 
position cannot be maintained in the long run and the procedure in tile 
future is to be according to the official regulation." That would 
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indicate that your policy was contrary to the official regulation. That 
is, that you were not furloughing the Poles, if 1 understand it. 

A Counsel, I may tell you that when I read that document I wn: 
very much disgusted at its contents. It is entirely incomprehensible 
no how, considering the general attitude adopted at Leverkusen, any 3uc 
decision could ever have been made. I assume that perhaps it nay be 
an a:f!c.;ard formulation, because actually that was never put into effect. 

Q Dr. Kuehne, in your direct testimony you indicated that 
Lovcrkusen did not get workers through the red slip action because 
Leverkusen nap not an armaments plant. I now refer to you Prosecution 
Exhibit 1371, HI-5765, Document Bool: 70, English page 21, German 3k. 

This document represents tho minutes of a directorial conference at 
Leverkuson. 

A I have the doci*»nt before ne. 

0 Thank you. 

Kw, hero on the 3rd of October 19 Uj, it is said, and I quote: 
“By order of the Reich Defense Comissar, Leverkusen was to supply 76 
mesons for concret work at tho *’estern Wall. By referring to tho ord- 
incr.ce of Speer that specialists must not be drawn from the aruoments 
industry for the construction of field works, it could be attained that 
only ino::perienced laborers, namely female Eastern workers, would bo 
given up." How, I go back again to your testimony to the effect tliat 
applications via the red slip action were not productive because Lever¬ 
kusen was not an armaments plant, 

A I beg your pardon. I think I looked at the wrong document. 

Q I an referring, Dr. Kuehne, to Prosecution Exhibit 1371, 

in-5765. 

A Yes, I have it now. h'ould you please repeat your question 

non? 

Q You remember your testimony that applications for workers 
via uhe red slip were not productive because Leverkusen was not an ar¬ 
maments plant? In the document which you have in your hands a Speer 
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ordinance is cited and Leverkusen is referred to as an armaments plant, 

I new ask you, how could Leverkusen not be an ornaments plant in trie 
sense of the red slip c ction and an ornaments plant ir. the sense of 
ibis opeer ordinance? 

A At first let m point out to you that this was c technical 
nanageoent conference which 1 did not attend because that tool: place 
long after my tine at Leverkusen. It is dated the 3rd of October 19UU 
ar.d 1 an not mentioned 23 one of those present. X can merely tell you 
that, according to my recollection, at any rate during the time I was '' 
in charge and, as far as I knew, right up until the end of the to r, 

Lover!msen only produced vital end essential products, as they wero 
colled. How the gentlemen in this document bore refer to an ordinance 
by Speer I really don't know* 

0 In other words, you can't explain that apparent conflict? 

A No, I'm afraid not. 

Q Not, Dr. Kuohne, yostorday, in answer to t question by your 
counsel cs to whether or not children were employed at t!» Lovorlnioon 
plant y:u stated that during tho time you were in charge of tho Lover- 
'.ruson plant, you could not recover that chUdren wore at tho foreign 
camp of Leverkusen. I now refer to you Prosecution Exhibit 1371, tho 
oa;a ono that you have in your tends. Kow, this is a report on tho 
directors' conference in Leverkusen of 13 January 19L2 which you at¬ 
tended. In that Meeting, Dr. Beyor suggests that the subsistence de¬ 
duction from tho payroll of Polish juvenilo workers be oxr.inod by the 
social department. I now ask you, would not that mean that Polish 
juvenile workers were employed in Leverkusen at that time? 

A Juvenile workers cannot be considered children. Tie considers, 
juvenile workers to be young people from the age of 18 to 25. At that 
tine there were no children at Leverkusen. At least, no foreign child¬ 
ren. 

Q In other words, it is your testimony that all of tteso vrare 
IS or over? Is that right? 
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A Yes, according to tlse usage of the word I oust assume so. 
Approximately 13 years. I may be ais taken py one year or so. 

Q How, you have testified to the effect that Russian workers 
i.rorc treated well at Leverlrusen and, as a aatter of fact, there has 
boon similar testimony on the port of the other defendants. I now am 
having handed to you Prosecution's Exhibit 137U, HI-3995* Documont 
Cool: 70* English U6, German Id*. This is a copy of a report by a Dr. 
"uorst, F-u-c-r-s-t, of Vc*.*i, on a lecture tour which he made on the 
Eastern Front .On the first .^*.30 of this documont ho states: "J2f 
subjoct was the part played by the chemical industry in tJ 2 waging of 
the wcr." And on the third page ho states, and I quote: "I used to 
wind up my talks by emphasizing tho pert of coal and eloctricity in 
a large scale chemical program end tho importanco of foreign labor for 
maintaining and extending production." Then, on page 6 of this document., 
he asks or he states: "I was expressly asked by rosponsxblo quartora 
to point to tho fact vlthln Uxj fim, so far as it is possible to ao, 
ilvit many things, happening in tho horns land in the treatment of the 
Eastons workers, cost Goman blood out there." Now my cuostion, Dr. 
Kuehno, is, if Russian vorkers wore tro-ted so well, why do you think 
it -rould bo nocossary for responsible poopld in the German Army to ask 
a representative of Farben to point up the importance of good troatnwnt 
to Russian workers? 

A But, counsel, it is not stated in this document that those 
pooplo wore b-adly treated by Farbon, but it is merely stal.d that it 
should be pointed out to the fim, that is Farben, that what happens 
to Eastern workers in the hone country .dll cost Gorman blood outside 
ct tho front. In other words, we -.ere rsked to spread tJie vrord around 

Industry to treat their people well, but not one single ■oontion is 

• • 

aado that Farben didn't treat their oun workers well. Beyond that, 
that was a gentlemen, who was very alien to the plant. I didn't know 
ilia ct all and there was considerable indignation in Farben because this 
30:-.;loner, was traveling -round tho Eastern Front and, to a certain oxter 
representing Farben. 
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Q. ’Jell, Dr. Kuehne, if it had no applicability at all to Farben 
xfyy do you think that Dr. Fuerst even went to the trouble of incorporat: 
this .matter into his report? 

A. Well, X don't know everything and it's possible that thoro \m 
tiros in Gorunny where the treatment wasn't as well handled as in the 
case of Farben. Apart fTon that, these are ncrely opinions expressed 
by some front line officers. 

Q. Dr. Kuohne, did any Vorstand neaber succeed you as Chief of tl.s 
V/orks Combine Lower Rhine? 7nat is, after you relinquished it at the 
end of December 19hh? 

A. Iir. Haborland was to becoae Vorstand nenber. That was a docis 

by the Vorstand, but the Vorstand cannot appoint any other Vorstand 

renters. That was a .latter for the Aufsichtsrat. The Aufsichtsrat

at the tiuo, however, because of thi-'difficulties of transportation

and trawl, could not aoet and that is how Dr. Haborland, quite for- 
tunately for lila perhaps, did not becoae Vorctrnd newber, because if 
ho had becaio one, you would have brought Ma horo too. Who knows, 

Q. Dr. Kuehne, yesterday you testified that the Russians v/ero 
interested in the prevalence or the existence of lice, for hoalth roaao; 
How, did you '.non that it was ascertained by the Contral I n spectorato 
for Foreigners - that's a govemnent agency - that tho accommodations 
in general at Lovorkusen contained quite an amount of varrain? 

A. IIo. When was that established? 

Q. I aa handing you Prosecution's Document, Exhibit 1390, NI 
8992, Document Book 70, English 111, Oe. ..an 179. I a* referring, 

Dr. Kuehne, to Section VI - Living Quarters In General, 

A. Yos. I must again point out to you that this happened long 
after igf tine. I car. see that ry successor Haborland has admitted 
that some tilings weren't at the canp as they should have been, but he 
says specifically, I quote: « I iaaediately ocncemed myself with 
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details" and 1 think that that was a natter of course. You rust iaagire 
what the conditions were at the tine in ooEgs where four to five 
thousand persons were housed. It was extremely difficult to maintain 
sverything as one wanted to, 

Q. Dr, Kuohno, nost of these tnlngs apparently happened after 
you loft Lovorkuscn, froa your testimony, is tliat right? In other none 
thoro was a chnngo. 

THE Zl'STDBini Counsol, that would rather speak for itself aa far 
as dates aro c once mod. If you ask hin smoothing tint happanod at a 
curtain tine, it's just a natter of calculation whether it was before 
or after ho loft. 

1R. VAII STREET* '.fell. Your Honor, tho ruostion was not precisoly 
calculated for that purpose, but with tho court so suggesting I'll ’./it • 
draw tho question. 

THE ?.'J SIDSiiT* ’fell, rofrano it. Perhaps you have soma diffcroi.t 
idea about it. 

3Y HI. VAil SIPdi5T: 

Q. Maw, again roforring to this docuraont. Dr. Kuolino, Section i’., 
antitlod "Indical Caro", and paragraph C of Section IV. It's noted 
that the report says that "foroign laborers with stomach and dietary 
diseases be given such supplemental food as ins boon approvod_offici;. 
in ordor to facilitate thoir early return to work." Dour that not 
indicato. Dr. iiucitnc, that, at least the tiro this roport v;as made, s. 
persons wercn«t securing the food which was officially recognized t\r‘ 
they should have? 

A. Counsel, is that Paragraph U C? 

Q. Procisoly. 

A. Southing else is contained there fro_i what you read. I an 
very sorry, I should like very much to take responsibility for every¬ 
thing that happened at Leverkusen, but, unfortunately, I can't assuno 
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responsibility Tor something I didn't know. But it says bore express!; . 
I quote: "The construction of the dieter;* litchon was disrupted by 
cnoay action." Ho doubt it wasn't the firn's fault that these things 
weren't in order. And then it says: "The dieticians", and araong 
those I und-rstand those who received the naterial, "did not act accord¬ 
ing to tho regulations." Veil, it shouldn't be dieticians, but tho 
people who received tho diets did not act according to tho regulations 
and that neons t!ic saao as if a patient docs not obey his physician. 

If tho coclcs had boon thought of, it would have boon stated horo "tlio 
cooks preparing tho diot." 

Q. Dr. i&ohno, I will have to apologise for nisleading you. I 
t.us citing fron Section IV, entitled ILdical Caro, and paragraph C 
thiroundor, and in turning back I do note tliat thoro is a be in the 
early pert. 

A. !fcrc again it soya, I quoto: "It is nocossary that foreigners 
afflicted with stcnach conditions should bo given food which was offi¬ 
cially porrdttod for thon", and obvious 1 ;* tho destruction of tho kitche: 
for preparing this spocial food intorferod with that process. I ern't 
tell you any uoro in order to clarify this incident of vmich I really 
don't know anything, 

Q* In any aonso. Dr. Xuchno, it was tho responsibility of the 
plant officials to toko caro of their personnel in war or in poaco, 
was it not? 

A. Yes. 

<• How, Dr. lire line, in view of tho conditions prevailing at tiio 
tiac this report was racks, did you not consider it senowhat wrong to 
bring foreigners to Leverkusen involuntarily and expose thorn to such 
conditions? Retrospectively, if not as of tho tire? 

A. Veil, we were living under the very saaa conditions and I al¬ 
ready stated initially I was oore endangered than tho foroign workers. 
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iy house was located close to the fence of the factory, whereas tho 
forc±yn-rs wore located about a ailo away from tho factory. But vrith 
respect to foreign workers as such I oust repeat what has often bee;', 
statod here that we had to take on these pcoplo. It was a stato of 
oEcrgcncy, 


Q. Dr. Ktaehnc, I an now referring to your own Exhibit 95* Documa' 
95 in your 3ool: 3* and specifically to paragraph 7 thoro of. In this 
part of tho affidavit tho affiant is talking about a co:.jidorabli 
nunbor of deaths of children duo to a Base opidcnic of phounonia. Ho 
goes on to say that thj lack of cocaon sense on tho part of mothers w. a 
■Iso to blase for the fatal course of tho disoaso in that thoy did not 
allow their cMldron to bo occocnodatod and treated in tho hygienical: y 
pwfbot hospital or in the children's ward. U*r # Dr. Ka hno, this, if 
I understand correctly, was in 19li2. Slow, was it not your duty to o.u*.. c 
the proper treatment of tlicse children ever, over tho protests of thoir 
ooth-rs, if pretests woro? 

PTSSIICiT* tho Tribunal is of tho opinion that that inquiry i* 
geing too far; that t!ic Tribunal itself err. jndgo as to how far you ere; 
resist tho in .ulsos of a aotiu-r in caring for an infant and how far that 
would support an inference of crininnlity. I think you nro eetting 
into a field wo liad hotter not invndo. 

And, uh.ilo I an speaking, Ur, Prosecutor, are you in a position to 
say anyth-ing tlict tlw Tribunal would probably like to hoar, about the 
length ef your cross oruuainaticn?

This clcar-cout separation ir. the case of tho Sales Combine Bayer becamo 
particularly apparent on account of tho strong trends for independence 
caused by the special nature of our activities. It should not bo forgotten 
that tho t»n only Sales Combines approaching directly tho ultimate con¬ 
sumer wore tho Salos Coiabino Photographies and Pharmaceuticals Bayer.

Q Now, you were also a member of a publicity committee? 

A Yes, that was the publicity consult tee I mentioned in the 
course of your first question, when you asked no whether I had any¬ 
thing to add to my curriculum vitae, and I can only say that the posi¬ 
tion on this committee of which I wa3 chairman from 1931 to 1936, 
limited itself to dealing with questions of internal publicity within 
the I.G. for I.G. products, ‘rtiis was a central agency end rather a cen¬ 
tral clearing house where all the experiences by the directors of the 
individual publicity departments of I.G., that is Bayer, and Agfa, were 
exchanged and discussed every few nonths. There was no special compe¬ 
tency to issue orders. 

Q I think that is sufficient. Non one shor t question: This 
publicity committee, did it ever have any connection with political 
propaganda? 

A No, never, h was a really internal I. 0. publicity. 

“part from that, wore you a member of any 1 . 0 . commission :r 
any othor I.G. body? 

A No, that is oil. 

Q 'fell, that brings mo to the next chapter and I would liko 
to ask you now, Herr llann, when did you Join the Nazi Party? 

A I joined the Nazi Party 6n the 31st of Decenbcr 1931. 

Q How in order to clarify that right away — then you were 
already a member of the Vorstand? 

A Yes, I had beon c ccnbor of the Vorstand for one year. 

Q For one year? 

A Yes. 

Q I see. Now, will you tell the Tribunal why as early a s 
December 1931 — that is rather earl;' — you became a mentor of tlse 
F-azi Party? 

A '•ell, after we lad lost the First World War, and after the 
inflation cane along in Germany, the economic decline, after a short 
apparent boom, was very strong; unemployment increased from one year to 
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the other and it aaounted to 6,000,000 ur.enployed, that is about one- 
third of all men in Germany capable of work. Tho result of this de¬ 
cline was a strong radical movement within the masses, The communist 
party increased core and aore. Tho events in 1919 end 1920 had shown 
ae and others clearly that this Coxnunist Party was trying to bring up 
revolutionary movements and revolutions, as can be-seen today in other 
countries. This Party was opposod by about UO parties. Tliere were kO 
parties in which the bourgeoisie had been split up and the result ms 
that tliore was a constant change of government and that no stable govern 
ncnt was possible and that no expert administration was possible. Only 
one Party opposed the Cconunist Party as o power factor and that was 
tho Ho si Party. It was under a unified leadership and had an election 
program which ono could approve on several points. The Party pronisod 
work and bread. It actually kept this proniao in the first years after 
1933. Hitler always stated that ho wanted to seize power only bo legal 
moans. He further stated that ho wanted to have free elections and that 
theso free elections would be protected by the constitution. A a many of 
tho others, a I believed these promises end essentially it is correct, t.,c» 
in 1933 Hitler cane to power i/lthin the scope of the constitution and 
oy legal neons. In his propaganda, ho stressed that under all circum¬ 
stances, ho wanted to prevent a war; that his policy was c policy of 
peace. That also I believed. 

Q !,ow, I want to put s one thing to you quite openly which 
contradicts your statement and which has been nentioned in this con¬ 
nection cuite often. Before 1933 already the fells committed quite a 
nitrber of crimes. How did you look at these? 

A What I heard and I think was that not so much, I considered

covenants, 

Q Well, you have heard about street fights too? 

A Iea ' there wre cashes between Kazis and Communists. 
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Q In the Reichstag, ..'itness, the Nazis on some occasion or 
t*.« otter voted with the Cc—imirts, isn't that true? 

A That would only prove that they a dhered to preliarnentary 
rules, because that is tactical to collaborate once with this otter 
Party and onco with another one. 

Q Did you read the book, "IJein Kaapf?* 

A Yes. 

Q '.‘hen did you buy that book? 

A TThen I narried for tte second tioe the book was officially 
handed vo me. 

Q Vhon was that? 

A In 19U0. 

Q Did you know the Party program? 

A Veil, I knew what most of tte Germans know about it. 

Q And what was your attitxrfo toward what you knew about it? 

A I have just stated a ninute ago thore were a certain number 
of points one could agreo trith. I want to make it quite clear that tte. 
were many points also of which I disapproved. But tte general situnti 
as I ecu it in Germany at that tijae, ay anxiety for Germany, and my 
hope to get a new strong governosnt and to avoid the chaos, to prevent 
tho danger which I saw cosing and my wish that somebody steuld put tho 
brakes on that -./as the only prevailing idea for me arel fat vms tho re i 
son 1 J oinod the Nazi Party, but by that Joining of the Party, I 
did not vrant to proclaim that I adhered to all points of tho Party k\> 
gra n. On the contrary, during the later days, I showed quite clear! 1 
that I separated and that I remained aloof with regard to a certain n-

bor of points, about which you oertainly will ask me some of questions, 

Q What was your attitude toward Anti-Semitism? 

A I always rejected anti-Semitism and I would like to answer 
your question not so much with words, but by asking you to let my docu¬ 
ments talk for me. Uy documents have quite a number of examples shov/in 

quite clearly ay a ttitude in this question. 
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Q K cr.r 9 what was your attitude toward the Forty a s natters 
developed?

A During the first years, after 1933, I had a positive atti- 
tudo to the Party. I \/ant to state that quite clearly. Jly desires 
v.we the desires of cany millions, nanaly, that under this new leader¬ 
ship, we should be led towards a better future. In my position, I had 
quite a bit of insight into nattors. V.e had contacts with foroign coun¬ 
tries and I must say that the; vorjr attitude taken by these foreign 
countries during tho first years, at loest until 1937, only strengthen* 
ko in ny attitude. I kixr.: t-iat a Concords to had been concludod ;/ith tho 
Pono. I knew of tho Goraan-Cnglish ilavnl Agreecont. Particularly, I 
saw tho Olympiads in Borlin in 1936. ?ho strongest team that oono th.-:v 
\r.o tlx: United States tcan, and I nust say that all thoso events and 
observations until that period gavo aa rather strongly- tho impression 
tiiat such things which I end riany othors in Dei-many didlikoii ovon at 
tixxt early tine, would oo corrected as the years went on, in Uw sniw 
way as tho strength and tho power of tho government bocruo ooro solid. 

Q T.ithir. the Kazi Party, did you hold a position or a rank?

A I nevor held cny offico nor any rank within tho Nazi Party. 

q •»oro you requested to tako ovor on offico in the Party? 

A Yo3, a certain nunber of tiiws, the Party ogcncios roqueste 
00 to take ovor some sort of function in the economic fiold, but I alwr.; i 
rcjcctad that and as a reason I gave ny strong overburdening ivith work. 

l - Dld - vou °ny othor active part in Party nattors, by pub¬ 
lishing propaganda or anything of tixj kind? 

A No, in no way. 

Q Nov.*, as you tad joined tho Party already at an oarlior da to* 
ii *-ou then rejected Party functions and did not identify yourself with 
o-.-c Party in soao point as you said, then I have to ask you the quite 
clear question, why didn't you draw tho last consequence -,xi resign 
froa the Party? 
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A This development of ay am attitude towards the Kazi 
party was only gradual. It was based on the recognition of the fact 
that, after all, the negative fa ctors exceeded the positivo ones and 
that there wore many things with which not only you no longor agree, 
but which you had to opposo and consider it your duty to opposo then 
cloarly. ISy friends and ay closer collaborators, of courso, rocognizod 
tiiis change in ay attitude, but a resignation from the Party at that tir 
and for a man in my position, was practically no longor possible* Then 
I would have to resign from tha work of my life too, end I didn't oven 
confront mysolf with that question, bocauso I couldn't ovor think of giv¬ 
ing up tho i;ork*

^t the end of your testimony yesterday you talked about a 
decision by the Commercial Coexsittee, on account of these Farben 
representatives abroad, concerning their taking certain action. Will 
you pi jase explain your view o n that question? 

o This decision provided that the employees who want abroad 
had to report to the local o r district organisations of the Nasi Party 
or had to attend its functions. In fact, howav jr, rre did not enforce 
this decision but wj only handled then as the regulation of a Party 
decree and we brought it to the knowledge of "ur employe as. Howevdr, 
we took no action to sea to it that this relation was complied with 
in eviiy individual case. If I aay add, we did not give our agents 
any National Socialist literature for their personal instruction. I 
nav*r heard either that, together with the AO, a plan had been elab¬ 
orated in order to see to it that the deficiencies in our foreign 
agents were done away with. Now, what thsse deficiencies consisted 
of was quits clear, a great number of our men abroad ware not members 
of the Nasi Party; on the contrary they wars in strong opposition to 
It. If wj had yielded to tha urfcings of the AO than it would have 
becoca necessary to remove quite a number of our directors. In fact, 
however, we succeeded in almost all cases in avoiding these con¬ 
sequences. 

That there were fights with the AO in this matter is clear, 
but for that riason we took quite a nurber of positions which were a 
sort of bridge for the negotiations and were to serve as such. In 
thi3 way we would find a settlement for the individual case and a 
settlensnt in every casa which would be in line with our interests. 

' Hr« Joann, in order to d aonstrate the matter in a more 

plastic way, could you perhaps tell ae in how many foreign countries 
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there were representatives of Bqyar? 

* 7 ‘3 sold to seventy-five countries, but we had independent 
3ayar agendas about fifty.

n Well, I can give you only on approximate figure—not 
core than that—because we never had a check on that. ’.«e never asked, 
and therefore we could base ourselves only on an estimate. It was 
our opinion that if fifteen per cant of these throe to four hundred 
Garmons were manbers of the Na*i Party, that was already a pretty high 
estimate. 

^ I see. Do you know that at one occasion the Prosecution 
has referred to Bayer as a National Socialist organisation? V«ill you 
please explain your view on that natter? 

o I think that the very percentage I Just gave you shows 
already that that cannot be correct. In the staff of the directors 
it was a little bit more difficult because these nen, on account of 
their business duties and tasks, were obliged to negotiate with the 
representatives of the Government and with the ambassadors, the lega- 
-ions, the consulates, with the chambers of commerce, and of course 
also with the Nasi Party agencies. They had to remain in contact 
with then in order to settle coaaarcial probles-s or to discuss their 


special wishes and desires. Doubtlessly, quite a number of them were 
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soved by those considerations to nake up their rands to becone members 
of tha Nazi Party because in itself that would facilitate their deal¬ 
ings with tha Government agencies. In some cases—and, as fares I 
know, in two cases altogether—these directors were members of the 
Foreign Organization of the AO themselves, where they were district 
group managers, but that was a private decision of the person in¬ 
volved. Vy principle nor rally was that I nev.r tried to influence 
such personal decisions. That activity was in no way connected with 
the business functions of the person involved. 

Q Did the Sales Conbinc Bayer have the special favor of the 
Nazi Party or the State? 

*- You certainly cannot a*y that, d* have already h*ara 
here in this courtroom during the submission of evidence by ny col¬ 
league Professor Hoerlein in what a naan way certain agencies of the 
Nazi Party attecked Farben during the first years after 1933. It is 
clear that Just these publications at that tine which cane to tho 
knowledge of quite a number of parsons only increased the Nazi Party's 
unfavorable attitude against Farben and against our sales organiza¬ 
tion. Howavir, I remember a specific case with regard to our Serum 
Commercial «gency. There a conpetitor closely connected with certain 
very high Party agencies— 

Q Can't you give se the nane of that competitor? 

Yes, it was the Anhalt Serum Works. These plants de¬ 
nounced us with the Reichsfuehrer SS, and even went so far as to make 
the application to have us cut off from the deliveries and supplies 
for the krtr&i Forces. They based themselves on the international and 
cosmopolitical attitude of the 1.0. and that fT long years Jews had 
remained in "ur administration, and particularly tha fact that abroad 
rcqy .*f our agents were also Jews. 


Q I think that will do. 


You yursalf were in charge of thi personnel policy of Bayer. 
•0.7, vrili you tell me hwr this personnel policy was handled with regard

to National Socialism? 

“ The first thing I would like to say is that the personnel 
policy was first of all a social policy and that this welfare activity 
and social activity we continued in line with the traditional I.Q. 
policy in all the fields involved; 7.*e even developed this policy fur-* 
ther. It was my aim to give all my employe* e happy and financially 
35cure life, and I think that the letters of thanks which have been 
sent to me on a voluntary basis, and even by the committee of employees 
today in forcj there prove that I succeeded in that task. Concerning 
the Party policy of ay employees, I would like to state the same I 
said about the representatives, that I left to everybody a free deci¬ 
sion on v/hat would be his attitude towards this question. In my direct 
circle of collaborators, in «y personnel office, out of eight persons 
there was only one Party member. None of the persons in my office 
would be able to claim that I ever tried to influence then to Join 
the Nazi Party, ify connections with Party leaders themselves were 
limited to official natters only. Hitler, Hl*al ar, Ooering-I novar 
saw* Ooebbels I saw once during a speech. I didn't evan know one 
single minister of the Reich. 

<J V/hat was your attitude towards the persons persecuted in 
the Third Reich for political or other reasons? 

* I always tried to help wherever possible the persons per¬ 
secuted for political or racial reasons. I think, Counsel, that the 
documents you will submit to the Tribunal will make that clearer and 
plainer than if I gave you a long explanation on the matter. 

Q **11, perhaps you can Just sive me one incident and one 
experience you had. 

* Just in =y efforts to help persons persecuted for poli¬ 
tical or other reasons I had considerable difficulties because I was 
closely watched by a Gestapo official, an employee of Bayer who was a 
aecber of the Gestapo, and he again and again tried interfere, if I 
wanted to help the person involved in these political actions, and to 
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prevent =3 fron helping. 

Q Wall, now in order to conclude that chapter, I have one 
short question, as manager of the Sales Combine, did you have a free 
hand in settling these questions, or were you bound to regulations 
issued by law or by Governaent agencies or by ths Party, or bound to 
directives or anything of that kind? 

A If I had had a free hand, then wj wouldn't have had all 
these difficulties. It is just the point that regulations and decrees 
and by the sufficiently well-known Party policy, particularly in the 
Jewish question, we were under official pressure to t:.ke measures/ 
and there I cun say fr r qyself that until 1938 we had only one or 
two cases where we had to fire Jewish enployees. «fter 1938 it is 
sufficiently known that the law for the elimination of Jews from 
commerce and economy was issued, and ov*r and biyond that the Raich 
/.gency for Exports, which was tha executive organ for the execution 
of those ueasuris, issued decrees and regulations which, in a quite 
unequivocal nay, forced us to take measures in this question. 

However, ws carried this out in a ray—and there I vras in 
c caplet a agrjjaent with the centers of qy directorate that in every 
single case we gave such financial assistance that for a long period 
in advance tha persons involved war* financially secure. And on a 
voluntary basis we paid imijenitios up to four years of salary. We 
never just threw a person out on the street. 

I may say that the persons themselves always recognized 
that we did whatevjr was humanly possible because they wore fully 
aware of the fact that wa weren't the pars- ns wh- carried out these 
measures but that these were official decrees. I can also add that 
we ware sure that nobody, that none of the Jews oy half-Jews which 
wa had to release, was killed by the measures of the SS.

But one rotoinod this 
expression, and during the war tho expression "M" question 
was used. By this expression we meant those informations 
which wo triod to gain about imminent now drafts for tho army.

Of course, we were interested in finding this out as early 
as posslblo so that wo could raako cur dispositions and roforn 
our personnel budgets.

A. X don't want to discuss Farbon generally hero bccauso my 
colloaguoshave already talked about tholr fioids of work or will do so, 

I can tootify as an expgtrt witnoss only about ay fiold of work — that 
is pharaacout 1 cals and insucticidos and sora and vaccines — ‘and thoro, 
in that connection, I *ant to stato quito explicitly that Dr. Struse'o 
affidavit is quito inoaplicablo to ac when ho says thAt wo oontrellod 
oixty-fivo porcont of 'the production in tho phornacoutical fiold. Ho soys 
thAt wo controllod o n «i hundred percent of tho sora production. Both fig¬ 
ures aro coaplotoly wj^ng. In connection with tho Association for Markot 
Reaoarch with whoa I Vas personally connected, we constantly investigated , 
tho markot long bofor o tho war in ordor to dotcraino tho sharothat Bayor 
had in the pharmaceutical business in C-oraany. !Iho result of many yoarc 
of investigation always gave tho saso proportional figures. In tho phan- 
nacoutical business tJh°y were approximately twenty-two percent and in the 
general mendicants — tho drugstore business — we only participated with 
ten percont. In the sera business the share was a little higher — wc had 
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about fifty or sixty pcrcont. But at any rate wo also had a whole number 
of competitive firms in this field. I want to rxntion briefly that thcro 
woro altogether two thousand firms in the pharmaceutical industry in 
C-orneny. Twolvo hundrod of thorn wore very snail enterprises. Tho ethor 
eight hundrod were a little largorand altogether thcro were fifty or 
sixty flitas that had end ownod their own scientific work — such as 
3ayor, Merck, Sobering, Boohringor, Knoll and tho othcrwell_known firao. 

Q. It could porhapa bo <juitc interesting to learn fron you what 
sharo tho Bayer business constituted in tho overall turnover of Parbon. 

A. Tho share in 1933 aaountod to 9.4 porcont and in 1942, 7.3 
pcrcont rolntod to tho ontiro turnover of Parbon.

q Do you wont to :.© into any further details rith contracts concluded 
vith firms in tho Unitod States? 

A I want to'support Dr. tor 1 bur's statauints, who talkod c bout tho 
general collaboration of Farbon with American firms. In tho spocial 
fiold that was part of ny responsibility, a number of contracts were 
concludod with American enterprises. 

Q Do you want to give us a fair nroos? 

A Duront, in tho fiold of plant protection — Sterling Brothers in 
Pooling, w Q st Virginia about p.ianaacouticals, and with tho same firm, 
an agroofaumt about a fi.ty-fifty contracts in Great Britain, Iceland, Aus¬ 
tralia, Now Zoaland, and in South Africa. Besides that t ’ere v,s a con¬ 
tracts with Czochoslovalcia and Switzerland. I^on the- contract vo will deal

Q .as th«ro anyone c.ong txse contracts which eonprlscd the entire

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A. First, I want to ansr?—, thrt in view of the large assortment

and variety of pfer-uceutic_is we fed, it would have b en an exceptional 
case if we fed contracted fcr all tho entire pharmaceuticals with any one 
particularly. There were always certain varieties in which contracts had 

to be concluded — so - called all-con .risicontracts which took in all

the entire variety of phamaceuticais. There were only two, the so-culled 
OMNIBUS contract, with the sterling products, and the contract with the 
Rhone-Poulenc. 

Q. Wo shall deal with that part in detail. I want to know one 
thing from you in that connection. In the contract concluded with the 
sterling corporation, was there any .rofit provided for? 

A. The contract with the starlit^ products corporation had the 
end in mind that the r rofits were to be split up fifty-fifty. 

Q. How about Rhone-Poulenc? 

A. In the case of tho Rhone-Foulenc, they had to pay liconoo 

fees calculated on the amount of the turnover. 

• • 

0. I bolieva th»t is sufficient. I now turn to Faragraph 56 
of the Indictment.' Thera the rrosecuticr cortonds that the fonign 
agents of Farbon were tho laminating core of tho National Socialist 
mongering all ovor the world, and tfefc Farbcn envloyees wero camouflaged 
as business u»n to the outside world, out that they were actually employed 
in espionage and intelligence activities in connection with Gornany‘3 
preparation for war. Bofore you answer that question, vould you please 
comment about the propaganda. 

A. Within the framework of Farben, the sales combine Bayer 
was undoubtedly the part which did aost of the economic publicity work. 

We addressed a large number of periodicals all over the world, not only 
to physicians and pharmacists but also to the little consumers. The 
materials which were sold by the lxttle consumers and which were bought 

♦ 

by the little consumers, did not haw to be sold on a prescription basis. 
That is to say, they were sold freely in the stores. This method of selling 
could only be effected by publicity end advertisements. For that purpose 
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wo drew up a large publicity machine, cut wo. never^ never, put thiij 
advertisin’ machine in the service of the National Socialist propaganda. 

Q. I want to interrupt you. mil you please explain tho 
difference between tho word "propa-y.n'a" in Sornan and tho wd 
"propa~anda" in -ingiish? 

A. I believo that has been da*. "Propaganda" in German is 
acre political, and "propaganda" in .English is used mostly in a sonse of 
advertising. 

Q. Very well. How about this charge of the Prosecution* 

A. I can answer that all tho requests which were addressed to 
us to combine political propaganda with our cannorcial advertisements, all 
those roquests were flatly re Joe tod. It was not done at all by ua, for all 

of our oconomic advortisonants for tho business abroad was dono by the 

# 

agonts in tho Foroign Offico. Tto woro always given samplo copios, and 
wo knew exactly what material was contained in thoso advertisements and 
what .Tutorial was distributed abroad. 

Q. After 1933, did t to cocoorcial advortisomonts for Bayer 
products incroascf* 

A. mthin the fraawrork of tho International development of our 
business, but not in connection *ith tho politic®! duvulopraont. 

0. Doosn't a cwrUin connection errist, nevertheless, in 
connection with the political dovolop«)nt propaganda, mainly bocausc 
German products woro boycotted abroad and that your advortisomonts no ro 
influenced by this? 

# 

A, That is correct. That is, of course, a special circumstance 
which was causod by tho judgment abroad of tto ascension to power of 
Hitler, particularly in 1934 when the culmination of German boycotting 
was reached abroad. I considered it ay duty, in order to safeguard Bayer's 
business interests, to publish information for the use of our agopts 
abroad in which I described, to tto b-st of my belief, tho situation a3 I 
saw it at the time. I oust emphasize the reason why I did anything 
at all in that direction. It was, of course, solely to safeguard tho 
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business interests of Bayer. 

Q. I shall deal with that point later when I present the docu¬ 
ments. I believe that these statements suffice. 

Slay I ask you to come now to tho question of the so-callod liaison 

men? 

A. In view of tho largo sizo of Farben, its international rela¬ 
tions, tho tremendously large varictios of .roducts, its scientific and

toehnical standards, it was a aatUa- of courso that t/o had an economic 
intelligence service that could not possibly be good onouah. text to tho 
information givon to us by tho Political Economic Department and tho 
Political DovelopKcnt Do part cent, re gained additional economic information 
from German, but that was so solf-ovidait that I do not ovun have to make 
a protonso of discussing it new. Among the so liaison man, thore roro a few 
pooplo from Bayor as woll. I road their reports, and I must admit that I 
did not fird anything in thorn that might, in any way, look liko information 
of an ospionago service.

Thoso artioles woro »_nl to ui by air li-dacn t»o% 1* 

is quite clear that I had to kn<*r about it because if a country increases

its military budget, it also means an incronso for tto nodical service of 
the Army.

Q. According to what principles ware these liaison men dioscn? 

A. Solely upon toehnical end factual considerations.

Q.* Mr. Mann, I should like to csk you to look at Document Book 
44 of tho Prosocution. Hawj you got that book before you? There is 
exhibit 782, page 89 of the English, and page 99 of the German, which is 
a letter to the tfinthrop Chemical Company, Now York. Attached to this 
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letter is a circular letter of tho director, dated 14 Dcconiber 1933. I 
isk you about this because the public prosecutor emphasized this lottor 
particularly, ifl.ll you please comment on that? 

A. For many years bcfcrc 1933, wo constantly — that is, tho 
Bayo* Sales Combine — sent a survey of tha past business year to all of 
our agents, at tho end of 1933, tho business yo..r was compared vdth others 
2 nd a cumulative survey was drawn up in 'inch I gave information about 
tto business development, and I also took this opportunity to oako general 
statements '.bout tho dcvclopmant in 1933 und-.r tho rvew National Socialist 

government. I bcliovz th-t th't statement was objective ami ^ite calm.

It was not to bo any propaganda fox* tho Nazis. Our representatives, to

whom thase reports wcr. sent, wore to get from those reports tho Information 
on tho situation as uo looked at it at the tie*, and letters wore intended 
to accompany*those reports. Tho report very strictly represents tho opinion 
that I myself‘hold at tho tine, and that I have already doscribod yesterday 
in this courtroom. I boliavo, that on tho basis of this lotter, one may 
chargo no vdth having coordttod a political orror, but that isn't ovidonoo 
to bo indicted in a so-called r Criminals w trial.

Q. In the sane volume, thero is, on pego 94 of tha svao caddbit 
number 784, an assertion vddeh is intended to show that Bayer sent tha 
Roichstag speech of :ntlcr of 30 January 1944 to Belgium. 

A. I cannot answer this from ray own 'itnorrlodgu. I do not !auu 
whothcr B-iy»,r considered savdiig this speech to BJl.ium. Hovrover, if it 
was djno — which is quite possible — then I cannot consider this to ba 
»rrthing strange because tho contents of tids speech vero published

This mjntions that Bayer advertisements had appoarod in 
foreign newspapers and that a circular lottor of tho directorate was sont 
arcurd instating that a- vortiseoents in thoso newspapers wore prohibited, 
7hat have you to say sb^ut that? 

A. That w:s not a ^oliibition that thoso advertisements bo bannocj 
in foreign nows ftp or s. generally, but only newspapers that had incited 
and slandered Germany in their columns. I o-'uld n~t -pprove tho publi¬ 
cation of advertiser vents in th-so papers.

It was to got s su undersi nding for these pooplo, with those 
non, it is oasior to evado tho difficulties abroad and to ruiaevo them 
by talking to those people, rather than to have everything e-roe back to 
no. That was the pur pas e of this let ers ^iich, by the way, w.as sent to 
•all .a$jnts abroad. 
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Q. Exhibit 780 in Book 44, on oage 83 of the English, contains 
-'a-circular letter of the Directorate, Ho. 23, dated 29 March, 1933. 

This refers to the incitement not to buy German goods abroad. How 
about that? 

A. This circular letter. No. 23, is a proof for ay attitude in 
regard to the orocedure against the Jews, but I always maintained in 
this circular letter, signed by me, the nhotostatic copy which I have 
before me, states: "We regret tremendously that the conduct of cer¬ 
tain foreign circles makes necessary retaliation steps against Jewish 
businesses at home, and we hope that this is only a temporary counter¬ 
measure." I believe this clarifies how this circular letter is to be 
understood. 

In the same book, on page 102 of the English, there is Ex* 
hibit 788* This contains correspondence dealii.g with the foundation 
of a corresoondence offico in Argentina. This offico was totork in a 
camouflaged manner. Do you know anything about that? 

A. I didn't know about this matter as such, but through your ef¬ 
forts, Mr. Berndt, it was possible to reconstruct these events, and we 
were able to find out that this had nothing to do with the party at all. 
This was a purely economic consideration to set up or to support a cor¬ 
respondence office in Argentic under the patronage of the German Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce in Buenos Aires. No state or party agency had any¬ 
thing to do with this affair. These were purely economic considera¬ 
tions, and the camouflaged referred to the fact that it was an associa¬ 
tion incorporated according to Argentina law which was not to show its 
Cerman character. 

Q. The Prosecution further more contends that by making avail¬ 
able money, Bayer had supported intelligence offices, and to prove this 
contention, in Book 45, on page 175 of the English, the Exhibit 822 had 
been submitted.- In this exhibit a contribution of 50,000 Reichsmarks 
is mentioned which was paid to the AO, the foreign organization of the 
party in December, 1942, in itedejra. It was paid by way of La Chimica, 
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Barcelona. Do you know anything about that? 

A. I was able to check this affair and I can clarify this matter. 
The La Chimica Barcelona was our agency in Spain; the provincial chief 
of the foreign organization of the oarty in Soain was at the same time 
the chairman of the German Schools in Spain, md in that capacity as 
chairman of this school association, he asked us for a ‘contribution to 
reconstruct a certain school that had been destroyed during tho civil 
war in Spain. Wo made a second contribution to the same address in 
connection with remedies, pharmaceuticals; both contributions have 
nothing to do with political contributions. They are only of a chari¬ 
table and cultural nature to support Germandon in Spain. I did not con¬ 
sider that a crime at any tine. 

Q. In Book 46, on page 3 of the English, Exhibit 826 has been 
submitted. This deals with making available 300,000 pesos in April, 

1941 on behalf of the embassy in Buenos Aires. First of all, tell me 
what is the approximate value of 300,000 pesos? 

A. Thirty thousand Reichsmarks. 

e 

Q. And what do you know abcut this affair? 

A. The German embassy in Buenos Aires, upon the instigation of 
the Reich Ministry of Economics, needed this amount for ourposes of the 
Reich in Buenos Aires, that is to say in Argentina. The transfer of 
amounts of foreign exchange from Germany to Argentina was not possible 
at the time because of foreign exchange regulations valid in Argentina, 
and the Reichsbank, which was the supreme agency controlling all for¬ 
eign exchange, incoming foreign exchange of German firas, instructed us 
to make available from our incoae of pesos in Buenos Aires 300,000 pesos 
for the German Embassy. We were only a paying office; we had nothing 
to do with the event itself. 

Q. In the sane book, there is Exhibit 827, on page 5 of the Eng¬ 
lish, This maintains that the Chimica Bayer in Brazil had been liquid¬ 
ated because of espionage activity. What do you know about that? 
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A. About that we merely knoW that it is correct that during the 
course of the war all branches of Oertv-n firms in Argentina were liquid¬ 
ated. The reason that was given was because of espionage activity, but 
it was never proven. He never received any certificate or confirmation 
that this reason was really the sincere underlying reason, but we be¬ 
lieved since all branches were liquidated, all German branches in South 
America were liquidated because of espionage activity, we believed that 
one gave that as a general reason because one wanted to give somo legal 
Justification. 

Q. In the sane document, under the next oaragraph, it says that 
this Chimica Bayer was fined 1,1A6,250 Reichsmarks, a very considerable 
fine; what do you know about that? 

A. I still remember this case because we found ourselves very 
much involved with this at the time. The basis for this transaction 
was an event similar to the one described by me before. The Roich 
needed for its own purpose abroad foreign oxchrngo and it usod our in¬ 
come that we had in the country concerned to get foreign exchange for 
itself, something that was quite within the competency of the Reichs- 
bank and only within its competency, i/uring these transactions it was 
customary that we also wore interested in them and that is the reason 
why we received them. Our interest was that our assets abroad that 
had been frozen in many cases, because the country concerned also didn't 
perait any adequate transfer, methods, that is in that way we were able 
to have our oay, our income received by a German agency in Argentina 
and the Reichsbank in German put it to our credit in Reichsmarks. This 
way two people were helped. The German rgencies had their foreigh ex¬ 
change and we had our credit in Gernany. This fine because of illegal 
commercial machination was in reality a fino becuase of infraction of 
the Argentine regulations about foreign exchange control. We clarified 
that in a very short time and said immediately we have got to havo that 

money repleced by the Reichsbank, for they were the ones that caused us 
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to undertake this transaction, and the Reichsbank agreed and admitted 
that this was so. Thus it is quite clear that we did not commit any 
illegal act; otherwise, the Reichsbank wouldn't have assumed the res¬ 
ponsibility. 

Q. Two more questions about this chapter of the intelligence 
service. In Document book 46 , on oage 24 of the English, Exhibit 832 
is submitted. It is that upon request of the Propaganda Ministry Bayer 
had furnished addresses to that Ministry because the Propaganda Minis¬ 
try wanted to send oublications to these addresses. What do you know 
about that? 

A. That was a very delicate request which I reccivod at the time. 
One couldn't ainoly say no, and we just simply didn't see why we should 
make our collection of valuable addressed available to the Propaganda 

N 

"inistry. That is why I said you send us the envelopes and then wo shall 
have thorn addressed in our address machines; thon, wo havo compliod with 
your requost but you don't havo our addrosscs because wo are going to 
send thorn out right away. I oust admit that one of my pooplo got that 
idon and in Berlirj, as I said, it was considered a vory good idea that 
I put this handwritten note nyself on the original because I was con¬ 
cerned with not giving up this valuablo collection of addresses. In 
addition, I must cxolain that the entire thing didn't tako placo at all. 

Q. My last question. In Document Book 49 there are olevon ex¬ 
hibits, Exhibits 901 through 909, and 911 and 912. In these exhibits 
general situation reports are submitted which Eayor received from its 
foreign agents. Can you comment briefly on this matter? 

A. Yes, very briefly, because I hpve already done so; theso are 
the Farben liaison men reports and they are economic reports about which 
I have already testified about. I can only confirm that the exhibit 
numbers that you have mentioned are also covered by this testimony. 

DR. $RHDT: I am to touch upon a new subject, espionage; may I 
ask that I take this up after the noon recess?

You know that this charge is 
raised against you in a pretty tangible way, - against you or the Salas 
Combine directed by you, and before we deal with details, I would like 
to ask you in quite a general way, did you at any time take an activo 
or abetting part in espionage in whatever raspect that might be? 

A No,. I navar even had the slightest connection with es¬ 
pionage either personally, or in ay official capacity. I never 
initiated it, nor ordered it nor tolerated any such activities. 

Q Now in this respect, what about the employees under 
your orders? 

A If one of our employees should have had some connection 
with espionage, then that would have been quite contrary to the inten¬ 
tions of the firm, and if we had heard about it, we would have fired 
the nan. Of coursa, considering the fact that wa had 1200 employees 
abroad, I cannot vouch for knowledge of whether one or the other of 
ny employees, outside of his official functions, might have at some 
time or othar, exercised some such activity. I can only state and 
repeat that if wa had heard about itj then of course we would not 
have tolerated it, but wa would have ireediately stopped the natter. 

Q But did any cases come to your knowledge where an employee 
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was involved in espionage? 

A During all of the years of qy activity as manager at 
Bayer, not even one casa case to cy khowledge where an employee with 
the knowledge or without the knowledge of the firm, was active in 
that direction. 

Q But you Just said that'during all of the years of your 
activity fcr "Bayer"; now will you tell me since when did you work for 
Bayer? 

A From 1920 until 19U5. 

Q That is 25 years? 

A Yes, 25 years. 

Q In tha Prosecution's files the name Haarmeyer is mentioned 
at one time. Can you tall me anything about that cose? 

A I did not know that name.. Ha was an employee of our 
agency in Buenos Aires. Through your services, counsel, however we 
have bean able to ascertain, on account of the fact that you contacted 
the person involved himself, that this was net a proven charge, but 
only a suspicion. Haarmeyer was summoned by the Argentine Government 
to leave tha country and to return to Germany, and here he received 
the news that on account of a cross check, tha Argentine Government 
had again issued an immigration visa to him. However, in the meantime, 
at the beginning of 19U*, this suspicion against Haarmeyer »33 reported 
also to the Chief of our agency at Buenos Aires, and on the strength of 
a document which you will submit, it is proven that the business man¬ 
agement of the Cheaica, - that is the Bayer representative in Buenos 
Aires, - on the 7th of February, 19UU, suspended Haarmeyer from ser¬ 
vice, and his salary was blocked, until he could quite clearly prove 
his situation toward the firm, and toward the Argentine police. 

That confirms tha statement I made here about our policy that 
if we heard something about such activities we immediately interfered. 
In this particular case we could not interfere because in 19UU we no 
longer had a connection, but with great satisfaction I noticed that 
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even without contacting us, our representative in Buenos Aires took 
tho proper steps. 

i The director of your Argentine representative firm was 
hare, Hohoann. Nknr you know that the Prosecution have charged that 
this Hohmann had been an espionage agent. Did you know anything about 
that? 

A I did not know about that, and I could not even know about 
it, because this information is absolutely unfounded, wa never haard 
anything about it, and in view of Mr. Hohaann personally, that is 
completely o*it of the question. The investigations now started have 
provan that tio proof could be found against him and that he is com¬ 
pletely cleared. It is shown that he is recognized by the Argentine 
Government ms a German and has permission to stay in Argentina to 
play a leading pert in an Argentine enterprise, but I nay supplement 
that by a renark. In South America, not only during but also before 
the war, J.t was a very favorite activity to discredit competitors by 
having then suspected as spies. That was a well-known system down 
there, particularly if the person involved was a foreigner. 

Q You told us today already about the liaison men. Now the 
Prosecution charges that these I. G. liaison men were spies. What do 
you think about that? 

A I think that in view of the descriptions I have given this 
coining about the 1.0. liaison nan, I have already cleared that for the 
information these gentlemen afforded us in line of duty, never con¬ 
tained the slightest nattir which could have the nature of an informa¬ 
tion which the term "spy" could be applied to, 

Q You know that it is charged by the Prosecution that the 
I.G. had been ready to accept certain people as coonercial men in order 
to camouflage then by an enployaent with the I.G. and give then the 
possibility to work abroad as spies. 

A It is correct that we were approached during the war by 
such requests at repeated instances; during the war, I myself was 
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approachad too and in this vary difficult situation, in complete agree¬ 
ment with ay colleagues of tha management, I always decided to reject 
such wishes. 

* As to nyself personally, I do not ranember one casa where the 
Bayer Sales Combine accepted and fulfilled such a request. On the other 
hand, I could not quite avoid the wishes expressed by the Countir-In¬ 
telligence Department of the OKN. The Cologne Agency, the town near 
which Leverkusen was located,.again and again attempted in a very 
ruthless way to get information from us, of econraic importance, in 
order to send information to the Superior agenoy in Berlin. 

This man, Kettniss, used his official capacity and capitalised 
on it in such a way that he threatened ae and ny co-directors, for in¬ 
stance, that he would not issue any visas for travel if we would not toko 
it upon ourselves to report on the result of our travels to him too. 

On account of our quite clearly rejecting attitude in Lever¬ 
kusen towards these desires, it was possible f"r us to dissuade Mr. 
Kettniss of this plan. However, I took it upon nyself to send Ur. 
Kettniss a few excerpts from economic reports frra our representatives 
to us. In other words, somo material which was received by us autom¬ 
atically in our ordinary mail. I screened the documents myself, and I 
can say that there was not any more in those reports than one would find 
in any economic newspaper, and two or three tines, ny secretary handed 
these reports to him. Those were reports which were laying around in 
the office quite openly, and were not at all confidential, had no mil¬ 
itary importance or information, and which in the last analysis were 
only made in order to get rid of a very borasoma fellow* 
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^ have made an affidavit with regard to thiA •cae which 
the Prosecution has submitted. 

. A Yes, that is ay own stetenant. The Prosecution did not 
bring anything n3w into that; that is ay own statement. 

Q I only wanted to state that it is not the Prosecution who 
have raised this Kittniss case, but that it is your own statement? 

A las, I was asked and I answered in accordance with the 

truth. 

Q During our talks, I once put to you an Exhibit 806, which 
is contained in Document Book U*, on the ftiglish page 9S. This is 
with regard to the Hofmann case. Do you have anything to add to that 
question on the strength of this exhibit? - 

A of ell, that is something I could have told you right away 
a while ago. This is an additional charge, namely that he corresponded 
with other countries of South America and apparently this correspondence 
was -watched. It is true that they did not find anything in the letters, 
but from the very faot that he did correspond with other countries, 
they think they, ar> Justified already in drawing the conclusion that 
he was a spy. That is a complete error. Hofmann had instructions 
from us that during the war he should try to exchange his supplies 
with other countries, and in this tray, secure a mutual assistance 
within thasa South American countries by one country helping another, 
if for instance it had certain supplies in some medicine while the 
other country had run out of it, and this correspondency, which had 
perhaps a certain volume, apparently is the subject of these observa¬ 
tions. 

H Tou mentioned the Haaroeyer case. It is dealt with in 
Prosecution's Exhibit 91i*. I do not think that you had anything else 
to add to that question, do you? 

Now, however, there is another charge that a Beyer employee • 
by the name of Schob in Columbia, who had been blacklisted there. Do 
you know anything about that? 
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A No. the name is not at all f am i li ar tq 


It night be 


that he w.s a provincial traveling agent of our representative in 
Columbia. We rare never able to find out anything about it. 


<1 And the last question 


A Excuse me - . I have something I v.*ant to supplement. He 
is not at all listed as a Bayer employee, and therefore he apparently 
was not a member of our organisation. 

Q Very well. Now the last question with regard to the spy 
charge. You had Exhibit 929, in Document Book l&, English page lUS, 
and 931 °n the English page 153. Do you still hove them there in the 


witness box? 

% 

A Yjs, I hove. 

4 How could you give us some details about that question? 


A This r»f«rs to two decisions covering the financial aid 
demand3d free the OJCi with regard to employing foreigners in the 
foreign organisation of the 10. In onj decision, - and I am quoting, - 


it sayst "Bonn and other people state with regard to that matter, 
that th» importance of this question is doubtless for the I.G." In 
other words, that is a hot iron, nod I advised that it should not be 
touched. I said already that in th» Bayer firm we took no steps in 
this connection, and we also tried, as the documents show, to refuse 
these requests of ^ha OKV> by using the local circumstances as an excuse, 
but as now the whole business managemsnt of the I.G. had been officially 
approached by ths question, we decided to settle it by a centralized 
handling and by a discussion and to find some kind of a solution for 

it, and all I can say, - and I can base this on the statements of the 

, • 

witness, Oberhof, that through our procedure, which was not connected 

with the Salas Combine Bayer, we managed not to be dragged into the 
matter. 

Q Well, that will do. That brings me to Prosecution's 
Count 1-A. There, under No. 67 of the Indictaant, it is said that as 
the years went by, tha dictatorship in the Third Reich became more and 
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nor a brutal end tyrannic. Did you find that out too? 

A I do not think that I an the only one. I think tha whole 
German piople found that out. 

Q What ia your conclusion? 

A I would say if in ny testimony I pointed out that occa¬ 
sionally it was necessary to make concessions to the Nasi Party, that 
aft^r all, that was Just a consequence of this tyranny and dictator¬ 
ship which became more and more brutal. You Just could not oppose 
it end say, "I aa n"t going to do that", and you would not have helped 
matters by making such a statement, because only the persons would have 
changed, and not the actions. 

I think the question involves rather the degree of the con¬ 
cession and the volume «f the concession and all I can say there is 
that I have no knowledge of even ono single case of which the conclu¬ 
sion could be drawn that I, as a responsible manager of the Sales Com¬ 
bine, or that my co-directors knowingly and with the aim of supporting 
the Party goals, had taken an active part. 

If there was at nil a connection with the business affairs 
0 

and such connections of course would often arise, then our decisions 
were basad only and alona on the consideration of economic problems. . 

Q You know that the 1.0. Farben was further charged with 
hiving tekm steps in order to camouflage its assets abroad, and to 
hide them. Tj,i a charge is not made dix-*ctiy against Bayer, but I 
8t.iU.da»m it best that you make a statement with regard to the ques¬ 
tion. 

A toy I remind the Tribunal of the fact that t^e witness, 

^r. Kueppars was questioned here and that he made a very detailed 
testimony on the question. Camouflaging, within the scope of the 
Bayar Sales Combine, was nev,r carried out. I have knowledge only ' 
of one single case of the period before tha war, when we had changed 
the legal status of the representative in one country.. That was the 
case of aHfivero Trading Company in British India, which has been 
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mentioned by Dr. Kueppers. There, es is proved, we made this change 
in the status of our agency only for taxation reasons, and I have no 
knowledge of any other reasons, either for this case or for any other 
cases which might exist, but which I do not remember. 

Q Maybe— 

A Can I make a remark here which seems to be important? 

Q Go ahead. 

A In itself there is already a contradiction in this charge. 
Of course it is clear that we sold our Bayer medical supplies under 
tha Bayer Cross, and as a German product. I don't know what the 
camouflage could have consisted of. Of course our clients knew that, 
our customirs knew that our representative, whatever his name was, and . 
whatever his trade name, Juridically speaking, it was a representative 
of tha German Firm B«yer, and that was never doubted. There can be no 
question of camouflage. 

Q Passing now to 77 of the Indictment, on page 60, it is 
mentioned that leading personalitiessof tha 1.0. received information 
trm Oman Government officials on the strength of which the defendant 

0 

knew that Poland would be invaded in September 1939. Ware you also 
one of thosa "knowing" defendants? 

A I would like to state quite decisively that nothing could 
be noticed of an 1.0. Farben mobilisation in ray field of work; also in 
the I.G. Farben meetings of the Vorstand and of the Comercial Com¬ 
mittee, - these are the two boards of which a member - no decision 
was made which could have hinted in any field to such a mobilisation 
of the I.G. 

Q Well that brings ne to another point of the indictment, - 
the so-called Plan for Reorganisation. Did you contribute to that 
plan for reorganisation? 

a Yes, there is a Prosecution exhibit, an excerpt from 
minutes of the Consaercial Committee meeting, and with regard to that 
exhibit, I wuld like to state by supplementing the statacents by my 
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Conrercial colleagues, Haefligir and Ilgner, that that assignment, by 
the Raich Minister of Economics, of course had to be built with by us 
in one way or the other. 

*' In the individual chapters of this draft, the viewpoints 
are listed, but there oust not be considered the expression of a policy 
of conquest on our part. But the draft was elaborated in a sense, 
which can best be understood by granting in advance that the basic 
idea vraa that of a future United States of Europaj it Is quite clear 
to ae that in the ndentine it has been decided that the leadership in 
this question v411 be in the hands of enoth*r country, but in this 
direction there will be something, and that there has to be something 
in that direction, that is a matter of general agreement, and I do 
not consider this plan made at that time as the expression of a policy 
of conquest but rather as the expression of c preparation of European 
Economic planning, the details of which in due tine, would of course 
have to be settled by inter-gov imaontal agencies of course. 
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0 That brines ne to the next point which is mentioned in the 
Indictnent under 2 (f), and that is Russia, '•hen you listed the various 
offices you held, you also spoke of a commercial eastern committee. 

VThat about this eastern cocnittoe? 

A In Moveaher 19Jil, ther- was a discussion within the circle 
of the members of the Yorstand concerning the situation in the occupied 
Russian territories, and more particularly, concerning the tendencies 
o development which became apparent durii4T that period concerning our 
possibilities of export to the East. In view of the Organisational 
conditions in these eastern territories which wore caapletely different 
from ours, I have to remind you that there it •ns a question of state 
economy. In view of tnis situation, the opinion prevailed that in 
the case of a ccanercUl covering of these e-stern territbties in a 
near or distant future by the 1.0. Farben, that then the I.G. should 
for the 'irat tin*. deviate from its up to then prevailing principle of 
decentralisation and should sot up a Joint sales combine for the East. 

In ordor to prepare such an 1.0. sales organisation for the eastern 
territories, the co-«rercial eastern ccnelt.te* was set up. It is of 
great interest to read the minutes now and to soe that we, ourselves, at 
that tine again ard a? in made it a point to have tho auUxa&ny of the 
sales combines stressoi. That can be read in a decision of 19 hl. This 
commercial eastern cc.rdttee was presided ovnr by ue and net two or three 
tines. Fc heard reports there made by the business manager, de Haas, 

* h ° was the liaison man with the Reich government agencies, particularly 
«ith the ministry for the eastern occupied territories. On account, 
of these reports of do Haas- we then reached a decision that for the 
time being we should take no measures ir. the ccramercial field in the 
eastern tcritories but that wo should in the former territories of 
Estonia, Latvia and Lithuania, ihich nor arc part of the Soviet Union, 
set up a sales agency of the I.G. which was so-called I.G. Ostland- 
Kontor, i>mPH in Riga. The tasks of this organization was to supply 
these areas with I.G. products. 
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Q You were speaking of the reports of de Haas and that you 
channeled this report to the mashers of your Vorstand—your colleagues, 
fiow in this forwarding of the reports, the prosecution sees something 
which leads to suspect you. 

A Toll, all I can say with regard to that is that after I 
read this report of de Pass, I was of the opinion that it was necessary 
to inform ny colleagues about this report. There is no personal view 
expressed by the I.G. in the report with the exception that there is a 
statement that the situation is not yet transoarent enough and thorofow 
ro no decisions can as yet be taken. It was the task of the oasturn 
committee to use its connections with the ministries in order to got 
information of tho situation for caaacrcial reasons. ' 

Q Now, wore actually business transactions carried out? 

h Wall, the so-callod I.G. Ostland ifttH at Riga did have u turn¬ 
over of quite considerable volume. They sold to flras in those aroas 
■hich had been quickly reorganized in thu sense of private enterpruse; 
howover, for the real Russian tertibories—the old Russian territories 
no coanorcial transactions could be carried out because a decision 
by the Oer&mn Government Agoncios con coming the form and tho ways 
in which future commercial transactions could be carriod out in those 
territories had not as yot been made. 

C; Now what dii this ccepany sell? 

A Dye stuffs, chomicals, photograohic material, and practically 
all the px-oducts of the I.G. Farbcn except pharmaceuticals because thoro 
existed a I.eich organization for that purpose and tterefom these products 
went through other cl. anno Is. 

Q Did this company also cover merchandise which was in the 
east and brought into Germany free the cast? 

A No, no oerenandise free the East was brought into the Reich 
It was a pure sales company for products of the I.G. to these territories. 

Q Did you otherwise have any connection with any company 
domiciled in the East? 
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A No. 

Q Wasn't then a certain connection with one institute which 
was act up by the Pchring Works? 

A In tfi* eastern territories, r. cert--'in nunber of serum institu¬ 
tes were taken over ly the TT-hraacht as they advanced, end employees of 
the Bchrinc Wori:s were drafted by the amad forces with the assignment 
to reactivate these- institutes in order to produce acre and vaccinus 
thare in the interest of supplying thu civ i lia n population and partly 
also of the artwd forces units stationed in those ar«as. As a special 
ease, I would like to mention the Lemberg Institute which will be 
aentionod in another connection by you, I tnink. 

Q Vary mil. Now in conclusion of tint point, another question: 
on account of your collcborotion, were any assets in the occupied castom 
territories purchased for tho benefit of th« 1.0. or the Behring, V-'orks. 

A No. 

<1 *our Honor, then I conclude tnis questioning and I ask to bo 
permitted to submit Document Book III to this Tribunal.

<v Mr. Mann, what was the situation of the pharha-Bayer 
export business; exports to Franco, and particularly the 
situation about the period of time before the war. 

A In ay testimony today I have already taken or given 
reference to the significance of the export situation in the 

Bayer business. Contrary to the generally favorable export 

# 

situation, we hed encountered great difficulties in Fronoo. 

•73 endeavored again and again to expand our business in Franoc 
by trying to introduce our now inventions in France as wo did 
in all othor part3 of the world without any difficulties. T:u 
reason for tto .difficulties that arose in the French Sales 
Market wore of a different nature, ^irst of all, the fact 
that as late as 1927 because of a contract, a commercial 
treaty concluded between Franco and Germany, the import of 
German goods to Franco was officially permitted for the first 
time. The time after the first World War until 1927, wo could 
not use in Franco freely; we could not conduct our normal 
business there and reconstruct our business in Franco. Next 
to that, uc had great difficulties in Franco bccauso a number 
of our trade marts on the basis of the Versailles Treaty had 
reverted to the so-called Domaine Public, common property, 

and beyond that there were certain restrictions against the 

• • 

import of pharmaceutical produc ts, but, for the import of 
German goods to France, as a whole these were of an 
administrative and customs nature. These restrictions the 
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French government had issued and they discriminated against 
German products exclusively, Added to that was that there 
was a very peculiar situation in the patent laws of France. 

The patent production was not at all adequate, and as a 
result, Gorman inventions could be imitated by any ?r>3noh 
pharmaceutical concern. Tho French industry made us6 of 
this possibility to a large extent. ~s a result we saw 
reason to negotiate at various times with French firms, and 
wo concluded license agreements, which, it is true, brought 
about conditions that had to bo negotiated and conditions 
which did not correspond to tho valuo of what wo offered to 
tho Fronoh. 

Q. /hat measures did you nev/ take in order to meet 
tho difficulties beforo tho war that you described and to 
overcome them?

A In 1938 the fira of Thcraplix had a turnover of approximately 1.5- 
.nillion Toichsmarks, that is less than ono per cent of tho French 
pharmaceutical prodicts. 

Q Jir. llann, what pre-. ar contr cts existed between I.G. F* r *-n, 
Bayor and Phone Poulenc?

Q Hr# Hun, what v ppenod trUn tiiesu contracts in connection with 
your later negotiations with thono oulenc? 

A All four,contracts -re incorporate into tho n-w noRotictions 
ccwplotoly. 
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Q. You have indicated the inadequate protection of patents in 
the pharnaceutical fiold in France. Would you please explain to the 
Tribunal how this patent situation in Franco was? 

A, I want to give the reasons which gave cause to Bayer to 
nake a petition in November, 1940, to the Reich Ministry of Justico. 

This petition has been submitted as Exhibit 1267 in Book 59. In most 
civilized countries of the world, the basic rights and privileges of 
the invontors in the pharmaceutical fiold aro protectod by patents. Many 
countries, for instance, tho United States, England, and Germany, grant 
patents for ihamaceuticals. Experience has taught us that tha granting 
of a patont for pharmaceuticals is suited to promote considerably the 
development of now remedies; the manner and sizo of tho Protection for 
oharmacoutical products are different in tho various countries. The 
most oxtonsivo patont protection is granted in the United States whoro 
evory now invention can be patonted. It is not important whethor wo 
aro concornod with the invontion of a now mnterial, a patent on a sub- 

e 

stanco, or whother wo are concornod with thu discovery of a now propor- 
ty of an already oxisting And known material; tho application patent, 
or, if we Aro concornod with tho invention of » new uothod or process 
for the production of a known substance, which would be a process pa¬ 
tent. 

In Franco, pharmaceutical inventions could not be patented until 
1944, actually. The French oatent legislation was dated from 1844. In 
other words, it took one hundred years until it finally adapted itself 
to the change in circumstances. 

This patent legislation for -jharaacouticals rnd drugs, provided 
that they were actually excluded from the granting of any patents. 

Whether tho legislator at the time when he made this exception only want¬ 
ed to hit at the category of the pharnaceutical substance discovery, or 
also the discovery of any now processes in pharmaceuticals was a disputo 
of the last decades. French legislature practically refused to grant 
patents on all production processes in pharmaceuticals so that generally 
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Lr. the technical circles concerned they spake about a non-existent pa¬ 
tent protection for pharmaceuticals, In the case of the new lew we 
wanted to bring about, together with the French or with the French amend¬ 
ment to tho law of 1944, this amendment removed this confusion which in 
its practical consequence made a considerable change because now oroduc- 
tion processes for pharmaceuticals could also bo patented. 

In connection with oy statement I want to direct Your Honors' at¬ 
tention to Document 331, which was Exhibit Usnn 381, from which every¬ 
thing can bo seen. 

G. What were the consoquonces of this patent situation, Ur. Mann? 

4. Tho inventors of ohamaccutical substances and drugs, accord¬ 
ing to tho old French law, weru deprived during ono hundred years of 
their basic orivilogas as inventors, end it is quite understandable that 
ell inventors in all countries that grant patents—and almost all coun¬ 
tries do so—again and again tried to teko stops against this atate of 
"unprotoction," in Franco. Practically, this meant ft destruction of tho 
legal rights of the invontors of pharmaceutical products «nd the imita¬ 
tions which woro mado bocauso of the non-existcncc of oatent orotoctlon 
took considerable sizo. For instance, in our caso which appliod of 
courso to all other imnorters, when we brought a now product on tho mar¬ 
ket, wo had to find out that it hod already boon imitated. 

Q. What was the attitudo of Rhooe Poulenc about this quostion? 

A. The firm of Rhono Poulenc was an excellent, very serious- 
thinking firm. «e nevor doubted for a minute that they themselves would 
take steps against this unprotectcdncss in their legal position. 

During the negotiations they stated to us repeatedly that before 
the war they had already taken steps to change this situation. The basic 
attitudo of Rhone Poulenc we were able to recognize from the following: 

The four licence agreements I have mentioned, which I considered a 
consequence of the non-existence of patent orotection, wore made at tho 
suggestion of the Rhone Poulenc firm, and that firm in 1934 sent us a 
letter about this ruestion in which they suggested to us that they didn't 
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like to make imitations and that they wanted to respect our inventors' 
rights. In that lettar, which has been presented as Manq Exhibit 182, 
Mann Document 333, it says: "Even if from a conmercial aspect our man¬ 
ner of procedure is strictly within the limits of the law, we still did 
observe that we nevertheless profit from the initiative to a certain ox- 
tent that you developed";-and he refers to Farben in this case. 

Q. The Prosocution offered Exhibit 1267 in Book 59, which is a 
petition of the firm of Bayer of the 4th of tfovenbor, 194 O, to the 
Reich Ministry of Justice. In this potition Bayer demands a change of 
French legislation. Could you tell me what was done as a result of 
this petition? 

A. The answer of the Roich Ministry of Justice catae on the 26th 
of March, 1941. (It is Kann Docunsnt 559, Exhibit 184.) There the 
Roich Ministry of Justice writos to us that boforo the neece treaty was 
concluded, negotiations wore to be conducted with tho Fronch Govornraont 
in this ouostion; that in tho opinion of the German Government, howevor, 
theso negotiations should not be conducted with tho French. The Roich 
Ministry of Justice adds, howevor, that according to tho information 
received by the Foroign Offico, Gernan economic circles had already be- 
foro tho armistice gotten in contact with French competitor firms in 
order to take a direct influence upon the future and to eliminate com¬ 
petition in the futuro. "You can also take that course if you want 
to..." That is the senso of this letter. 

In the documents that we found I made e handwritten addition— 

"Do not touch until armistice." For whet the Reich Ministry of Justice 
suggested to us here, nnucly, to conduct negotiations about eliminating 
competition, we did not went. In our cade we wero primarily concerned 
with the question of settling the patent question or to arrange a coop¬ 
eration that we ®ro le.ter going to discuss. 

r i. Did you subsequently discuss the patent question with Rhone 
Poulenc, or did you not? 

A. Yes, I did. The Rhone Poulenc reported to us th»t they and 
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othur French firns ps well had taken the attitude of a c Iwn»e, that they 
wanted to change or, rrthcr, to put it nore correctly, to have the old 
French law clarified. In all subsequent oonths during the negotiations 
we had the inpression that our suggestions wore accepted quite readily 
and that all doors wore open to us, as one says. 

3. Can you quote socie passages from the correspondence between 
Bayer and Rhone Poulenc, or froa any other documents from which it can 
be seen thrt the Rhone Poulenc firm demanded or wantod a patent legis¬ 
lation changed in France froa their own initiative? 

A. I can prove that Rhone Poulenc itself took the initiative and 
that they very actively, in the interests of their own firm, endeavored 
to have this chpngo in tho French legislation. I want to quote the fol¬ 
lowing documents for this proof. Document 335, which will speak for 
itsolf; Document 627, which was given Exhibit No. 186. That is an ex¬ 
planatory note which was sent to us in tho courso of tho negotiations 
with Rhono Poulenc where it stated under Article 11? ^o, on our part, 
aro gladly going to undertake theso steps as wo have already 
tho Dast." That was the pat.nt quostion. 
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Mann Ebcunent 581, Exhibit 187, dated 25 February , '41, I quotes 
n Tho people from Rhonc-Paulenc suggest that a conference take place 
between their experts on patent questions and one of your people at 
Leverkusen or in Paris*. 

Document 522, Exhibit 188, dated 12 Hay, '41, froo a record about 
a conference with Rhone-Poulenc, I quote: “Hr. Bo reported spontaneously 
that he was further going to endeavor the introduction a patent pro¬ 
tection in the pharamaceutlcale in France, and asked the undersigned 
to send him n report that was formerly nonti'r.ed already to the C-orman 
delegation of the armistice Commission." 

That is an orror of tho man who wroto this lottor. He truant tho 
potition to tho Hoich Ministry of Justice, t'-at wo had in tho noantimo 
dlscusood with tho Rh^ne-Poulonc pooplo," 

Mann 3k>cunont 17, Exhibit Mann 308 concerns n conference datod 12th 
and 13th November in Paris, in which Professor Hoorloin participated.

Furthermore, Document 566, which is my Exhibit 189, nn information 
of the patont department, Icvcrkuscn, datod Docombor '42, which, on tho 
basis of a conversation botwcon tho French patent lmryors artd tho firm 
of Rhono-Poulonc statos, and I quote: "Tho Fronch intond to make 0- 
petition to tho Ministry for Industrial Pr^ucti-n in rogerd to tho 
bringing ab ut -f patont protection". 

Tho last document is 567, Mann Exhibit 190, which indicatos tho 
same attitude of the firm n f Rh^na-P'mlcnc. 

I want t« ask yu, did tho patent 
law boc-Tno changed?

>hat conclusions aroao from this now patent situation in regard 
to tho relations botvocn Ba^or, Farbon and Rhono*Poulonc?‘ 

A. Tho offocts of Vhis granting of pharmaceutical patonto had a 
consoquonco which c^n ’to understood beat if I discuss tho contracts con¬ 
cluded with 2h«ndPoulonc which pre-datod theso changes In legislation,- 
but I want to answor your quostion and say dearly that thoy wero of ox- 
tremo advantage to. tho Rh'no-Poulonc firs sinco tho liconsos that wo 
grantod to Rhonq^p nilenc for new products, toccaso thoir solo liconsos.

Only those trademarks wore included by tho Domains Publiquo Lrw which, 
according to Article 397 of the Versailles Troaty, had been confiscated 
by tho French r -Gvornmont, and which had been liquidated in 1920. Only 
tho trademark, "Aspirin" was "f any significance from among our trade¬ 
marks. Therefore, in tho first contract it is stated about aspirin that 
Farben was of tho opinion that the trademark "Aspirin" was Farbon'o solo 
proporty, end in accordance with this conception, tho contract stlpul?tod 
that if tho trademark, "Aspirin" was going to revort back to Bayer 
through negotiations or tho poaco negotiations, or otherwiso, that thon 
Boyer ontorod upon tho obligation right away to guarantco to Bhono- 
Poulonc tho solo uso of tho n«ao "Aspirin". In other words, it was not 
intondod that Hhonc-Poulonc should bo doprivod of tho trademark, "Aspirin", 
but ontho contrary, oinco Bayor withdrow fro* tho aspirin businosr on tho 
basis of contract.Vo. 1, in tho case that tho tradanork "Aspirin" was 
again granted to Buyer, Rhona-P^ulonc would havo boon tho solo Justified 
firm in Franco to make uso of tho trademark "Aspirin".

Therefore I had to find out how I 
could loarn what their rims wore. Furthermore ono couldn't simply travel to 
tho occupied territory.

Ha says furtho- that from tha conferences that he 
had with W. R. Mann from the time bifore and nftar the negotiations 
about Rhone Poulenc, ha knew that direct or state pressure was to be 
exerted to achieve agreement with Rhone Poulenc. "Jir. Lann's endeavor 
that ha expressed to me and the instructions he issued to his sub¬ 
ordinates ware Always directed to the affect that the negotiations 
with Rhone Poulenc were to be conducted in a proper and fair business 
manner." . 

Q Mr. Mann, apart fraa this remark about a pressure that 
was allegedly considered necessary, other passages from tha report 
were also considered incricdnating. Theref-re please make short state¬ 
ments about that. 

k On peg* k2 of tha trial brief, thare is an indication 
about tha chief *»f the economic department of tha German occupation 
authorities in Paris, Uinisterialdirigent Michel. This man had the 
idaa that this was tha "historical chance." It can be seen from this 
formulation quite clearly that that was Michel*s opinion. He was the 
representative of the German agency. On page L} of the trial brief 
it is stated further, "Ferben prepared and submitted a memorandum to 
the government which said that by way of a lic-r.se agreement, and the 
obligation to obtain permission for starting production, an indirect 
pressure might be exerted." I state in that connection that we, the

Bayer Sales Coctoin3, never demanded with the German authorities in 
Berlin or with the German agencies in Paris that the French were sup¬ 
posed to get permission first when they wanted to start operations. 

In that com. action I refer to Schaitz Affidavit JUS, Exhibit 200 in 
Book U on page 52* I don't have to quote from this document* About 
the question you put to me I want to say further that "The further 
purpose was to gain fifty-one percent participation in Rhone Poulenc." 
I must say that statement is completely incorrect, for at that time 
we didn't have the intention of participating directly in Rhone 
Poulenc. From all documents that I shall still present it con be 
seen clearly that according to sy original idea, until the moment 
when negotiations were started — that is to say in the case of all 
preliminary negotiations — either with the French or with the Ger¬ 
man agencies or with the Paris people — we only discussed a sales 
enterprise — a joint sales enterprise. I must further say in regard 
to this exhibit that it mentions a memorandum about tha Rhone Poulenc 
situation. That is undoubtedly tha VOMI report that has already been 
discussed yestirday, submitted as Exhibit 1262, and which was prob¬ 
ably submitted to Mr. Michel in order to give him some idea about 
tha firm of Rhone Poulenc, for this Michel had no idea what the firm 
was. 

Q Did you, Mr. Mann at any time, delay negotiations with 
Rhone Poulenc in order to make then more ready to give in to your 
demands? 

A No. In Prosecution Exhibit 569 , Book U9, a transcript 
of a cosmercial committee meeting of 25 September 19l*0 has been sub¬ 
mitted. This says: "It is agreed that first one is to take up a 
delaying attitude about negotiations to be conducted." This is 
not correct. Three days after this data I already conducted a 
conference with the Ministry of Economics about the Rhone Poulenc 
affair, and ten days after this commercial comittee meeting on

Q What ware the results of your conferences with the Reich 
Ministry of Economics, of the 28th of September, 19 U 0 , which you have 
just mentioned? 

A About this conference we hav< the original minutes which 
have been submitted as Socucent 353, Mann Exhibit 202, in Book U, on 
page 5U. I only want to quote generally from this document, and des¬ 
cribe the course of the negotiations. First of all, I was reproached 
that I had gone to Paris without consulting th3 Reich Ministry of 
Economics. Then I was told that they had heard that it was intended 
to paralyze the pharmaceuticals industry in r ‘ranc3. It was intimated 
that it was Farben's intention to paralyze that industry. I immediately 
replied that that information was incorrect, and then I divulged my 
plans to Mr. Mulirt of the Reich Ministry of Economics, which coin¬ 
cided completely with what I termed previously the three aims I had 
in mind. 

In addition, however, we also treated the patent questions 
that I am not now going to reiterate because that chapter has been 
completely exhaust ad already. In this report, I myself said that I 
hod to state as a matter of principle, that in the course of my 
negotiations I had not thought of participating directly in the 
French pharmaceuticals industry. The Government Agencies too were 
quite cliar that wa were concerned about a sales enterprise. 

Q Vfhen were you in Paris for th« second time, Mr. Mann? 

Did you then take up direct negotiations with Hhone-Paulenc? 

a Yas. That was the beginning of October. I again visited 
the German authorities of the Economics Department, Dr. Kolb, - the 
Prosecution has submitted Exhibit 1263 in Book 59 in that connection, 

-and there it is so stated, "Rhone-Poulenc was difficult about a co¬ 
operation with Bayer". 

I must admit that that is quite inexplicable to me for Dr. 

Kolb had no mission to conduct any negotiations. However, from this 
sane Prosecution exhibit, I take it that ha did talk to these people 
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for other natters, - inorganics and synthetic fibres. Dr. Kolb never 
said this to me, and during the course of q y negotiations with Rhone- 
Poulenc, this was never discussed. 

The essential thing of this visit, as it is described in 
the Prosecution Exhibit 1263, was that I told these people that I 
was now starting negotiations and as is customary in the course of 
private industrial negotiations, I did so through an agent. 

Q How was Mr. Faure-Beaulieu called into your negotiations 
with Rhone-Poulenc, and who was Mr. Faure-Beaulieu? 

* Faure-B3aulieu was an old acquaintance of mine whom I 
had known for many years. We had frequently discussed the problems • 
between our countries, and we had reached en agreement about our 
opinions, about economic collaboration. Mr. Faure-Beaulieu also knew 
the people from Rhone-Poulonc, and therefore ha was very suitable to 
be our madiating agent. He explained to me at the time, after I had 
sot forth my plans to him, that he was going to moke his services 
available for mediating in' the interests of the French Industry, and 
because he expected that I was not acting as a representative of the 
then victorious German power, but as a private business man, and only 
because I wanted to carry out private business. 

Mr. Faure-Beaulieu knew, of course, that I could not conduct 
negotiations without the approval of the authorities, but as is shown 
by the further course of the negotiations, the authorities never took 
part. For completeness sake of the record, I want to say that Docu¬ 
ments 378, 379 and 3U6, - these are Mann Exhibits 208, 218 and 219, - 
should be made part of this description of mina. 

Q In Prosecution Exhibits 1261* and 1265, both in Document 
Book 59, are two documents dealing with the negotiations that Mr. 
Faure-Beolieu conducted by reason of the so-called memorandum on the 
18th of October, 19li0, with the people from Rhone-Poulenc. What have 
you to say on that score. 

* This so-called memorandum is in the Prosecution's Document 
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\ 

3ook No* 59, as Exhibit 1265. I =ust correct syself, - this is the 
note which tha Rhone-Poulenc people made about the memorandum, and 
in this note that I want to quote, it is stat ids "File note of Mr* 

Bo and handling, the two French gentlemen, by reason of having read 
the original note of Farben signed by Mr. Mann, and countersigned by 
Mr. Faure-Beaulieu, and submitted by hia on the 8th of October, 19U0." 

Prom this something can be seen that 1 wanted to state right 
now, namely, that the people from Rhone-Poulenc knew the contents of 
the memorandum containing try suggestions before we started the negotia¬ 
tions. The copy of the file note itself is apparently dictated from 
memory. It does not correspond exactly to tha memorandum, but that is 
not important because both parties recognized the memorandum as an of¬ 
ficial docummt. 

4 What was the subsequent course of development of the 
negotiations after this memorandum was drawn up? 

A *fttr the memorcndvsa was drawn up we did not undertake 
anything on our part. I preferred to ask Ur. Faure-Beaulieu to conduct 
the negotiations-on the basis of this memorandum with the people of 
Rhone-Poulenc, on his own. Therefore, the memorandum which formed a 
basis for all subsaquent negotiations, I want to deal particularly with 
here. I want to say furthar, this document, Mann 353. was introduced 
under Exhibit Numbir 203, Book U, Page 58. 

In this memorandum the most important points are: private 
contacts is to have the purpose of sounding out the possibilities for 
an understanding that exists. Then there is a reference to our re¬ 
quests about the patent protection. Then-it is pointed out that re¬ 
construction of the trademark rights is going to be undertaken on 
the basis of German Government measures, end then necessary price 
controls are pointed out which are to be agreed upon between the 
industries, nbout these points I say that they were all affairs deal¬ 
ing -with tha intentions of tha German Government, as far as I know, as 
they were published in their official publications.

Ths ‘remaining part of the memorandum contains the private 
industrial suggsstions for drawing up a sales enterprise in collabora¬ 
tion with Rhone-Poulenc. Thera is nothing contained in this about a 
participation in capital, but something is essential in this memorandum, 
end that part has not been submitted by the Prosecution! It says in 
this memorandum, and I quotes "Farben is ready to have their new 
products sold by the Joint sales enterprise also to Franca and to its 
colonies so that in the future Rhone-Poulenc will take part automatic¬ 
ally in the new products for the sales territcries mentioned." That 
is France, her colonies and her mandated territories. 

This document already stipulates what we considered the col¬ 
laboration should be. 

Q According to Prosecution Exhibit 1268 in Document Book 
59, on the basis of information received from your Paris agent you 
again brought about a confjrence in the Reich Ministry of Economics, 

r 

on the 11th of November, 19^0; what was the purposo of this conference? 

A During this conference, which is described in the Prosecu¬ 
tion Exhibit you mentioned, the contents of the memorandum were reported 
about, and also J reported that Mr. Fcure-Beaulieu had taken up negotia¬ 
tions in the meantime, and also that Rhone-Poulenc had expressed its 
readiness of taking up negotiations to achieve an understanding with 
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I-u-/ I ref*r to my Document 362 in that connection, which is *'ann 
Exhibit 20£, and */hich is a letter d-.tod 1? •ttober, 192*0, of our agency 
discussing the conversation between hr. Faure-Bcaulicu and President 
Buisson of the r hon.-Poulenc Enterprise? At the end it says, and I quote: 
"The general impression is that the people frm Rhone—Poulenc actually 
want to conclude a friendly agreement with us about a possible collabo¬ 
ration." ^ ^ 

Thet was tha important content of ny conversation with the 
Reich ISinistry of bconaaics. One aught pumnps add that in the Prose¬ 
cution exhibit, ag statement is also containjd* Hurt I say that 
upon the request of Phor. i-Poulenc 1 said explicitly that xrhateVer Jrind 
of agreunonts wera going to be reached, the existing production capucity 
of Rhone-Poulonc shouli not be affected by it in any way. 

Q lou have explianed that you did not first intend any diruct 
capital i>ertioipaticn in Rhonc-Poulenc, and that your conversations with 
the authorities, with your agents and with hr. Fourc-Btaulieu, coi.lin.id 
themselves only to thu idoa of achieving cn understanding with Khone- 
Poulenc on th:- ba: is of a Joint sales enterprise. Can you supplement 
theso statements in any wayj have you ary further documents? 

A Yos, * consider it very important that it should become quite 
clear to tlic Tribunal that these were not negotiations conducted about a 
direct participation in th* capital, but rather that all parties worn 
quite clear that they We negotiating about a Joint sales enterprise. 

One should not assume that in the course of ttoo negotiations about a 
sales enterprise, many rilitary people- are called in. That never was don... 

An Exhibit for the foundation of a sales entc prise might b« con- 
sidcrcd Dreunont 353, which is Exhibit l*nn 202. That is a conference 
at the Reich ministry of Econaaics of the* 26th of September, 192:0. 

Prosecution e ochibit 1263, a confirmed of I'.ann and Dr. Kolbon 
2: October 191*0. 

Furthermore, ay document 355, I mentioned this already. 
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It is ay Fxhibit 203j it contains a further note dated 5 October 19kOj 
again Mentioning tho Soles enterprises. Furtheraore, in Prosecution 
Exhibit 126k, discussion of the 8 Octobor 19k0, then tho Prosecution 
Exhibit 1265, a conference of the 9 October 19)<0, and furtheraore 
Prosecution &.rhiLit 1266, tho Pharmaceuticals Main Conference in Levoiw 
kusen dated 11 October 19k0, this can be scon, and I want to interpo¬ 
late that here, that xy pharmaceutical colleagues were informed about 
av aims in rogard to thu Sales Entorprise.

The noxt is ny Docuncnt 3k5, that is tho Commercial Committee 
meoting of tho 12th of November 19k0, where I again talked about tho 
negotiations. This docuncnt bears ry Exhibit 199# 

Tho next is ny docuncnt 363, Exhibit 206, Conforonco with Hr. 
Faurc-Beaulieu on tho 15th of November 19k0, and in conclusion, w 
Document 36k, Exhibit 207, a conference with Mr. Fauro-Beauliou on tho 
19 November 19U0. 

Q You have now doscribcd the preliminary negotiations. 1 now 
ask you to please tell tho Tribunal how tho direct negotiations wore 
conducted with the loading people of Rhono-Poulenc. 

A I must say first that I had in mind from the beginning, that 
an understanding would bo desirable for both parties only if tho 
threo aims that I havo already sot forth horo would be fulfilled, and 
therefore, it ras quito clear that only a coopjration of a mutual nature, 
and on the basis of a close, scientific, technical collaboration had 
any expectation of succoss. 

Altogether, throe contracts wore concluded. Each ono has its 
own history, but all of the contracts must be considcrod together, and 
one cannot simply, as the Prosecution does, take out one contract and try 
to pick cut from it those passages that one believes to be objectionable, 
without taking the other contracts into account.

Q Did any Oo naan authorities participate in your negotiations? 

A :.'o. 

0 How did the negotiations of the 29 of November coroe about? 

What was the course of these negotiations? 

A °n this day Id'. Buisson invited ne to lunch. He 'ranted us to 
discuss the problem nroongst ourselves first. I was vc.*y happy that I 
could develop rzy ideas to hin personally. Ho hiroself was, of course, 
informed by the mctaorr'ndun, and in the ccursu of this lunch wo really 
found out tlip.t wu wero in coopletc agreerent, in regard to the principle 
of collaboration. There were differences of opinion about the nature 
of tho cooperation, and wc left freo this lunch with the arrangement 
that in the evening I should talk to his people in his absence. This 
conversation took place in tho evening, and as is customary for business 
talks of this nature, one agreed on sono points, and on the othor points 
one was not in afrc'twnt. 

Q *hat did you discuss first? 

A At this conference I touched upon the question of a capital 
participation for tho first tine, a question which was necessary and sclf- 
ovident, for we were ready to enter into such close cooperation in ths 

t 

future, that the simplest form of coordinating cur opinion, would 
have been of participating directly in the capital. 

The gentlemen then stated to me that that was not possible; 
that their business was only a pharmaceutical business to a one-half 
turn-over. Tho firm of Rhonc-Poulenc produced other things as well, and 
that therefore tno s operation would bo difficult; that the question of 
the amount cf capital in Rhonc-Poulenc was opposed to our participation 
and after I hod heard their reasons I said to these people that I undors- 
tood and that I would not deal with the subject any further. 
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Q V.hat happened after the question t capital participation 
had been discussed? 

A V.e discussed the necoranduo, and there we discussed tho Sales 
Enterprise aainly, and here difficulties crept up again. 
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I would liko to emphasize that the interest of achieving understanding 
vr.s very great; also in the ease of the people fron RhonowPoulcnc. But 
the difficulties of bringing about this agreement wore very grdat rs well. 

I thought in the caso of the sale enterprise that that enterprise should

sell our products and also Rhonc-Poulcnc's products, and that wo vrculd 

bring part of our business into the joint new business. But tho pccplo had

misgivings about this suggestion, such misgivings that I had to agreo were 
quite correct. First it was tho political situation. For tho immodiato

A.- That I was negotiating with the approval of the Gorman Government is 
quito correct. I havo already explained that I had to get in touch with tho

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that I also contacted all the military agencies in order to get their 
remission. I had no directive frocn the government referring to the Rhone 
Poulenc case. I had to order from the government and didn't want to have

I knew merely what the german Government's opinion \/as at the timo, and

I would say that that passage in the minutes is not correct, if it says

"with the approval". From what I am going to say next, it will become 
quite clear that Rhone-Poulenc also was not of the opinion that I was a 
representative of the Government.

Q.- After an agreement had not been achieved about a joint sales 
enterprise, what was the further course of negotiations? 

A.- Monsieur Gr-llet, who had nuch knowledge about the variety of pro¬ 
ducts of both ffnns, suggested, as can bo seen from Prosecution's Exhibit 
1269, that the fira of Rhone-Poulenc was ready, in view of tho subsoquont

collaboration in tho future, for the new products, and we should forget 
about the difference of opinion that had becnoreated in the past. He 
was going to do that by declaring themselves ready, and in the case of 
these products where they had infringed against our priority rights — 
and this expression "infringed" originates with I'onsieur Grillet — that 
in the case of those products they wire prepared to pay us a certain li¬ 
cence fee.

A. Those woro quite norcftl businoss transactions end negotiations, p. 
»nd tho opinions of both partlos woro not at all in "groouent on nil 
points, and thoroforo tho conversation soucti -os bccr.;c quite hoatod. 

Tho fipal achieve.icnt, ht ever, that .-resulted at the end of this ovoning 
of tho 29 of ibvoatcr 19-50 gavo satisfaction to all participants. Alroady 
at that rooting, on that oroning whon wo allo.^odly woro working with tho 
orosouro of tho nilit»n' -v«wor *n<* with «11 sorts of i*nropor nothods 
whore wo allo^odly forcod Rhono-?oulonc to pay tribute to uo for absolutely 
nothin.?—on that c^onin.?, Rhono-Pmilonc asVod us, after wo h*A sottlod 
tho difforcnco of opinion that always had existod tetwocn uo for 13 yoars, 
to extond our collaboration. In ordor to corroborate n y statonont, I 
oubnit ny Docuaoot 660, which has boon subiittod as i xr Exhibit 226 in 
3ook 5 on y .jo 13.

CU Whr.t wco tho subjoct end tho ain of your furthor na&otiations 
with Rhono^Poulcnc which brou ;bt about an agrccnont iTo. 2, tho oo-cnllod 
M exchtngo a .Tcocont"? 

A. I nlroe.dy statod that during negotiations of tho 29 llovorVbor, 
above all tho nenorandun offorod that wo wore going to uako tho sue;potion 
to Rhono-Poulanc of collaborating in all new products. Those no,-otiationo 
wore to thlco place at Leverkusen, and wo invitod tho gontlonon to cone thoro 
Tho* wore conducted thoro on tho 25 of Fobrua.ry 1941. 3otwoon this tino 
»nd tho 29 of I T ovcnbor, n*ny things h*d happened. First of *11, tho Fronch 

had t»kon up contact with thoir Government in ordor to got pontes inn or 
•nrov.l for Contract l T o. 1, and the Govomr.ant h*A written to us — or 
rather ilonsiour I>.uro-Boauliou infomed us — that tho French Govomnont 
should sot down tho point of view of reciprocity which had so far not boon 
laid down. In regard to tho old dm :s and liconso fcos, thcao woro 
settlements of the past. Arrangements ifid been :iado proviously. _ at- a rosult 
of this information from riondiour Faur«^3oauliou, wo mswored that: in 
tho L.»nincat negotiations to tnko place in Loverkusen, wo would discuss this 
question of reciprocity automatically; that is to spy, wo already wantod to 
start negotiating about that anyhow.

THE PRESIDENT: May I take a moment to corroct the record made this 
morning to tho effect that the defendant Ton dor Boydc was absent on ac¬ 
count of being excused. Oils was in error. The defendant von dcr Koydo 
was and is present. You may proceed. 

I will correct what I said. He was prosont up until tho rocoss and 
is now oxcusod. 

DIRECT EXAMINATION (cont'd) 

BY DR. TUEROC: 

Q. Mr. Mann, bofo r o tho rocoos jnu stated that tho mutual charac¬ 
ter of Contract 1 was established immediately after it was signed. Would 
you ploaso dcacrlbo to tho Tribunal tho c^uroo of tho negotiations which 
lod t" tho liconso agreement nxsabor 3. 

A. On 18 Decembor 1940 wo had writ ton a lot tor to tho firm Rhono 
Poulonc which was submitted as D'cuacnt 368, Mann Exhibit 213, Document 
Book 4, pago 88. In this lottcrof 18 Doccobor 1940 wo had doscribod, 
in r -ugh outlinoo, our plana for this second agreement. Howovor, in thlo 
lot tor wo enco moro br ught up tho quostion ao to whethor in view of tho 
c noidorablo significance and importance of "ur offor, Rh^no Poulonc would, 
in tho future, rocoivo all tho now products «f 3ayor, and whothar or not 
in viow of that offor by Bayer Rhone Poulonc would once m«ro consider tho 
quoati-n to givo us a cortain participation by capital In tho firm Rhono 
Poulonc. Wo were thinking "f twonty-firo percent in that crnnocticn, and 
that figuro is also monti nod in tho lottor. In reply wo received a lottcr 
which was submitted a3 Mann 391, Exhibit Mann 221, Book 5/pago 5. In 
this c'>nnocti'n Rh"no Poulonc writos, and I quote: "First "f all wo should 
like to inform you that wo vero very gratoful for y«ur invitation which 
y*u directed to us and that wo welcomed particularly tho way in which you 
vroto us. We also estimate highly y'nir suggestion for scientific and tech¬ 
nical cooperation which was expressed on pago 4 of that lettor. This sug¬ 
gestion is very much in accordance with our own desires. A mutual intorost 
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In tho results of the rosoarch wort: «f ovr cospanios seems to uo to ho 
suitsblo bring about a favorablo hta sphere for the corporctl n wo 
mcr.ti nod, and «o giro particular attonti n and conoidoration to th^so 
principles." Simulteno'usly I reported t" tho K.A. and to tho Vorstand 
about tho stato of negotiations. Tho JVeunente 392 and 393 tostifiod 
to that offoct, and also Hann D'euaent 223, 224, both of which can bo 
found in Doemont Book 5 on pages 8 and 9. I should like to oaphaolzo 
that our suggestion concerning tho scientific and tochnical cooperation 
and tho asking available of new products was at first diroctod towards 
offorlng Hhono Poulonc such products and that in addition to that wo 
wantod to toll tho very oano products under a difforont nanc in Franco. 

On tho baois of tho negotiations of 35 February wo waived this right 
and wo declared oursolvoa ready to loavo it to Rhono Poulonc itsolf to 
coll all tho now products. Tho agreement itsolf was taado for fifty yoaro 
In acc-rdanco with contract nur.bor 1. It provided that all now phar- 
oacoutical opocialltics, with tho oxcoption of spociol fiolds, ouch no 
dontal products, oQra, and vaccines, ah uld bo handod ovor to Rhono 
Poulonc for thol r mdopondont aalo in bronco. With that'agroonont wo 
forowont «wn businoso activity in Franco. Ono aunt considor that n 
phdrmacoutical ontorpriso can only soil its go ds with any amount of 
cuccoso if it cem o^ntinu usly coao ~ut with new products. Can that not 
bo dono, industry gradually docroasos in its ability to sell. 

Q. Whfct was tho significance of y«ur pr uni so to tho offoct that 
in tho fi^turo you would surrondor t-> Rhono Poulenc all tho Bayer pro¬ 
ducts in tho fiold of pharmaceutical go "da for thoir own solo in Franco?

ft Vlh«n describing the agreeaents, I mentioned yesterday that 
ther$ were only two contaacts — the OMNIBUS contract an* the Rhone- 
foulenc contract. We renounced completely to our independent com¬ 
mercial activity and we also completely surrendered oup experiences 
in the technical, scientific, and commercial field. 

Contract number 2 is not mentioned to a great extent in the 
Trial Brief or in the Indictment and when introducing the documehts, 
the Counsel for the Prosecution said that he was only mentioning that 
letter to show that there was further correspondence on that collabora¬ 
tion and that one night have to refer to it later. In that connection 
I should like to state clearly that Contract No. 2 constitutes the core 
of the entire agreement with Rhone Poulenc; and, with respeet to the 
significance of that contract, I can best explain it if I refer to 
Docunent UOk which is Mann Exhibit 250, Book 5, on page * 26 , and to Mann 
Document 515, Exhibit 251, Book 5, page 7. It becooes apparent from 
these documents that these followed the plan to surrender to Rhone 
Poulenc our new products for France, French colonies, and mandated 
territories, and that it was so important for Rhone Poulene, that two 
important events took place. First of all, they no longer heeded to 
imitate products. I should like to emphasise that imitation was, to 
a certain extant, a scientific and technical achievement and it was 
connected to a certain amount of work and experience. Now, however, 
Rhone Poulenc automatically received all the new products from us. 

What we offsred at.the time is best expressed by the scientific 
achievement which was made by the Bayer laboratories during the last 
decade. 

Free Document 515, we can see that fraa 1926 to 1959 — that 
is to say, li* years — 105 new pharmaceutical inventions were brought 
forth from Bayer, and we can further say that thase 105 new inventions 
had a turn over of 129,000,000 marks. Naturally for Rhone Poulenc 
who had a very efficient organization, a vary good lab, and a very 
good advertisaent organisation, the success with respect to these new 
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products must have been accordingly. 

Froq Document i*Qi* it becomes apparent that during the same 
years, from 1926 — and hera I can even show it up to 19i*3 — to 
19U3, the turn over of 191*3 of 3ayer consisted of 1*5* of new products. 
Half of their output was renovated by new products. 

Q Ur. Mann, wa shall now turn to Contract No. 3» That is 
the contract about the establishment of tha Mutual Sales Combine, 
wherein the Prosecution sees an act of spoliation. I should like to 
ask you to tell me about the course of these negotiations and about 
the conditions of the contract, Do-that as briefly as possible. 

A On the basis of Contracts Nos. 1 and 2, a very peculiar 

situation arose which I can describe to you vary briefly. The so- 

£ 

called old pr'xiucta about which we had differences with Rhone-Poulenc 
were settled on tha strength of the contract No. 1. The new products, 
this is to say, the products which were to-come from tha laboratories 
in tha future, ware regulated according to oontract No. 2 but it had 
not as yat been settled what was to happen with those products which 
we wara currently selling in France; These products received the 
designation of "rest products'*; But, that is an incorrect designation 
because these were actually products which were being sold currently 
in France. That is how we negotiated with the gentlemen from Rhone 
Poulenc who naturally would have liked to use our promise to withdraw 
entirely from Franca, but after all, they had to find some sort of 
solution as Bayer products were still selling in France, Rhone 
Poulenc would have liked to Just take over these products by way of 
license agreements. That, however, was not possible because part of 
these products were competitive to Rhone Poulenc products, or con¬ 
versely, however you nay like to look at it, and Rhone Poulenc was 
not interested in that solution. On the other hand, we could not 
give up these products. 

The second possibility was this, 'rfe could have maintained 
our sales organization purely for those so-called rest products. 
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That W3 didn't want to do because we had no new products at our dis¬ 
posal. That is how a suggestion cane about to the effect that it 
would be cost expedient to establish a Mutual Sales Combine for tha 
use of thasa so-called rest products. In this connection let me refsr 
to tha doc unants in question. Document UlO, Mann exhibit 2^0, Book 5, 
page i*6. That is a letter of U March 19U1 by Bayer to Rhone Poulenc. 
That is tha letter in which wa nake the offar to withdraw entirely 
from tha French market. These negotiations which were then continued 
had the exclusive ala.of finding a solution as to how to sell the rest 
products in a manner satisfactory to both Rhone Poulenc and ourselves. 

Q The Prosecution, in their Trial Brief, maintain, on page 
U6, and I quote: "Contrary to the hope of the French Government and 
Rhone Poulenc, Rhone Poulenc was not yet quite free of the license 
agreements* Negotiations with respect to taxes, were still being 
continued." What can you say about this remark by the Prosecution? 

A It is entirely incorrect. The gentlemen of Rhone 
Poulenc at the time repeatedly expressed to us their satisfaction 
about the course of events. Rhone Poulenc was woll aware that our 
offer to withdraw from the market was of great interest to thorn and 
the question from whom or why Rhone Poulenc was to have freid them¬ 
selves, and why tha French Government should express any such sug- 
gsstion I don't quite understand. During the negotiations on 25 
February, we expressly recognized the principles of reciprocity. We 
authorized Rhone Poulenc to inform the French Government officially 
of our agreement. What else could the French Government hope for. 

All tha letters from that time, which are available to us, show the 
agreement on tha part of Rhone Poulenc with the negotiations. I 
refer you to the agreement No. 2. I refer you to the letter of 13 
January where they write that the suggestion was very much in accord¬ 
ance "with our own desires". I refer to a sim il ar phrase contained 
in another latter where they say that our suggestions were suitable 
towards bringing about a new, favorable, understanding. On 17 February 
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191*1, Rhone Poulenc writes that they in turn were going to make sug¬ 
gestions and they ask us to consider the "expose" which they were in¬ 
cluding as evidence of the interests which "r:s f Rhone Poulenc, show 
in the conclusion of our negotiations." 

Now, I again refer you to the letter of 29 November, the 
letter which refers to the negotiation of 29 Novenber where they ex¬ 
press a desire for further collaboration. On 3 July 191*1, Ur. Bean 

writes - and all this is based upon documents. Hr. Bean was the 

§ 

Deputy General Director of Rhone Poulenc. He says* "The declara- 
tion made by Bayer to forego actively participating in the French 
market is considered by Hr. Bean as being vary far reaching in its 
scope and it is appreciated in its importance." 

In the same latter, Hr. Bean states that in agreement with 
Ur. Orillot, his company was disirous of continuing collaboration 
with the firm Bayer by the establishment of a common company. He 
states, furthermora, that he, on his part, had already taken far 
reaching measuras towards that direction. 

s 

Q When discussing this Contract N . 3, the Prosecution sub¬ 
mitted minutes of a conference of 3 July 191*1 as Prosecution Exhibit 
1277 in Documdnt Book 60. Would you be g-od enough to comment on that 
document? 

A This Prosecution Exhibit 1277 contains the sentence 
which I jyst quoted, in which Hr. Bean expresses his appreciation with 
respect to .>ur withdrawal. And, in this Exhibit 1277 by the Prosecu¬ 
tion, the principles according to which the company was to be directed 
and rules are laid d-wn. 

Q And *iat were these principles? 

A These principles were to establish a company independent 
of Rhone Poulenc and independent of Bayer, but which was to belong 
to both of them. This company was to sell the rest products by 
Bayer under the manageaant of Rhone Poulenc. In other words, it in¬ 
tended to see that Rhona Poulenc on its part was to participate with 
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50$ in our own Bayer rest products. I may perhaps refer you to a 
number of other documents which describe the entire situation. These 
are products 5^3, that is Mann Exhibit 2*1, book 5, P^-ge U9- These 
are minutes of a conference of 29 April in Paris dealing with the 
sane subject* Then, there is Document HU, linn Exhibit 2 U2, which 
consists of my report to the Vorstand on that matter. Than, there 
is Document 592 that is a letter and it is Mann Exhibit 2UU- It is * 
a letter by Kr. Faure-Beaulieu directed to me in which he makes the 
suggestion for the first time that the firm Thjraplix be designated 
as the Mutual Company. 

In Document 593, Mann Exhibit 2i*5, *3 accept that proposal 
without any further discussion. Sometime passed, hew ever, after the 
conclusion of these negotiations where it had been agreed upon dur¬ 
ing a conference that Rhone Poulenc ~«wld consider the organisation 
of this Joint company, and finally, on 20 October 19U1, we received 
a letter from the firm Rhono Poulenc (o very detailed and careful re¬ 
port) which was submitted as Document i*l6, Exhibit 2l*7. You will 
find that in Book 5 On page 5 8. In this letter Rhono Poulenc suggests 
to .us the firm Thernplix as being the enterprise which, ir. the future, 
was to take care of the sale of Bayer rest products. 

With respect to the asset conditions, the Prosecution said 

that this was a subsidiary company of the Rhone Poulenc. That is 

wrong. From Document 581, Mann Exhibit — I am sorry, I do not hava 

the number* I think we can give you the number later. It is a 

memorandum on a conference with Rhone Poulenc from which we can see 

% 

that Rhona Poulenc was conducting business negotiations with Thera- 
plix but that tha President cf that Company, Ur. Buichon, would 
probably be the holder of tha majority shares.- He never learned any ’ 
exact details about that and we nev ; r worried about that. 

That Tharaplix, however , ( was no subsidiary company of Rhone 
Poulenc can be seen from Document i*l6 which I mentioned. That is 
Rhone Poulenc's proposals with respect to the taking over of Tharaplix. 
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Rhone Poulanc themselves described the organization with respect to ths 
financial and technical settlenents and I quote: "Rhone Poulenc buys 
the shares of Theraplix". In other words, they did not as yet possess 
any shares of Tharaplix. Therefore we are concerned with the common 
purchase by Rhone Poulenc and by Farben, whereby Rhone Poulanc was in 
charge of the development of these natters. 

Q Who tras to undertake the businsss management of this joint 
sales combine? 

A Oontrary to the initial ideas to establish a new firm, 
we now found a ready company, a French company, and nothing was to be 
changed in the management of that company. I should like to point out 
to you Docunent NI 7634, which was not introduced by the Prosecution, 
and which was now submitted as Document 424, Mann Exhibit 246, Docu¬ 
ment book 5, peg* 65 . These are minutes of s meeting of 11 November 

9 

1941 and everything I just said is confirmed by that document. In 
other words, a French management, French President, French personnel, 
and the firm Rhone Poulenc does net hand on 3 single product to that 
company and the only products to be sold were products by Btyer and, 
of course, the old products of Tharaplix. All the old goods of Thera- 
plix were products with which neither Bayer n«v Rhone Poulenc were 
competing'and, for that reason too, Rhone Poulenc's proposal to us 
was an extremely good one. 

Q And what did Bayer introduce into this company by way 
ofj products? In what quantity? 

A Altogjther we introduced into th3 company 62 Beyer pre¬ 
parations. For all these preparations we have submitted our medical 

explanations, the "expose's", as they were called, and the production 

e § 

processes. Confirmation of ny testimony will be seen from Document 

427, Mann Exhibit 251, Document Book 5, Pag3 74. I r«pect. Not one 
single product was introduced by Rhone Poulenc into Theraplix. 

Tharaplix was not a subsidiary company of Rhone Poulenc, and the result 
of Contract 3 only meant that Rhone Poulenc participated by about 50% 
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in tha products which we ware selling through Theraplix. In other words, 

% 

Rhone Poulenc participated in Bayer and not we in Rhone Poulenc. 

Q vfhut other contributions were made by Bayer in the joint 

company Theraplix? ^ 

A In summary, I night say that we naturally gave all support 

which could be given by us, in addition to tha products re introduced 
• • 

to the firm. We assisted Theraplix with their construction work; wa 

saw to it that they received sufficient coal, and we gave up our 

initial demand that the Bayer cross was to be marked on all Theraplix 
# 

products. We agreed that all our own products ware to be neutralized, 
as it were. 

Let me mention one more thing. A Committee Consultative wr.s 
formed for the organization of the firm, and U, Faure-Beaulieu, upon 
joint decision by Rhone Poulenc and ourselves, was given the chair¬ 
manship in this Cocmdttee Consultative. This was done in appreciation 
of his efforts — two Frenchman and one Gjrraan belonged to this Com¬ 
mittee. That is to say, a ration of two to one. Towards the out¬ 
side — and, in fact^ the committee did not appear — nothing really 
changed for Theraplix as a result of our participation cpart from the 
fact that we introduced our own products. Of course, that latter fact 
changed quite a bit with respect to Theraplix. 
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Q 1 hat Tf~s the business and financial v-rit arising froi t.iia joint 
sales company? 

A That is ifiat I wanted to enprass with * list re ar!c. c.Co:? * ’:$! R 
over by Farbe ., Theraplix ’xd e turnover of 20,000,000 J>ancs in 1*511. 

After 19U there were 39,000,000. 7n 19lt2, after the taking o er took .

Paragraph 1 of contract 
Mo. 1 provided a liconso payuont of 5 porccnt with respect to tho 
pharmaceutical ohonic»l preparations, In tho o^urso of these no^oti-.tions 
wo oblijatod ourselves that wo would withdraw fron tho French w.rkot for 
• poriod of 50 years. That nc**t tho Aill orrons-'tion with rospoct 
to P“-r»-3rrph. 1. Parajraph 2 provided a licence -'•ynont of S percent •with 
rooocct to p. nuabor of nharaaceutlcal r^ocialtics. In tho courso of 
negotiations wo abroad th«t with rcr'cct t* t: c*o >roducto to* vc would 
withdraw fron tho Frooch nai^ot. Paragraph 3 prowidod 3 •'rovidod a liconso 
•'“•'-'ont in tho fra-owor* of tho f"mor old co=>tr»cts with rospoct to nalarjn 
-reparations, otc. This was a continu-tion of tho old vroononts, but to 
tho disadvantage of Hhone-Poulonc it had initi-llv boon agreed uoon that 
thoro wag to bo no protection with ronoct to ftnr particular locality. 

In other words, 3nyor, contrary to tho initial contracts, was to be 
Justified in soiling those products in ?r«aco. In order to rotrcactivity 
roalizo tho thought of reciprocity for theso products wo took tho obligation 
te withdraw froa the French aarkot in connection with those products.

Docuoont 20-A is an affidavit by tho oaao Dr. Paulnann, Ho st.-ton 
that ho had no knowledge about gasslivrs in oonccntmtl'm coupe. This 
docuaont will bocoao Exhibit 29. 
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TES PRESIDENT: Just amoment, Jr. Bemdt. You gave I> euaent 20 
Exhibit No. 2» would apply to your TV'Ciacnt 33. 

33. Mr. President, Ifccusent 20-A is in between Docunont 20 

and 33, IVieunont 33 will become Exhibit 30. This is ar. affidavit of 
Mr, Bcrnau, a director of the Degussa. He states that Mr, Mann bocamo the 
business manager "nly bocause the Scheideanstalt and I.C-. Farbon each 
cwnod half ef tho oharos of Degesch. Ho statos further that Horr Mann 
novor concerned himself with the aonagoaent itself; that no oaplcyco of 
Farbon was working for the Degosch; that the soat of business of tho 
Degesch was in tho >fficbs of the Schoideanstalt; and that tho businoso 
monagenont of Degesch, after its acquisition by Farbon, rooainod in tho 
hands of tho Dogussa afterwards. Ho uxploins furthor that tho membors 
of tho administrative counsel, or tho Vorwaltungsauaschuss, had no ineifht 
into tho current businoos, and thoy also had no influonco on then. H 0 
aoys furthormoro that the incroaso *>f tho salo of xyklon was known to 
tho members of tho Vorwaltungsauaschuss, but that that c-uld not causo 
suspicion.

Dr>cunont 34 will bocomo Exhibit 31. I shall skip any comoont on 
this bocauso it lo oy intonti-n to call this witnoso on tho stand. 

Documont 56 will bocooo Exhibit 32. This is an affidavit of Dr. 
Goldschmidt. In this affidavit ho states briefly that tho Dogosch grow 
bocause of tho work of leading pe'ple of Degussa; that tho Vorwaltuig- 
sausschuss was informed only on tho general outline, and it was destined 
to settle disputos »f tho partners concerned. Ko 3tatoo further that 
no dotrfls of tho Dogosch business voro over discussod in tho mootings of 
tho Vorwaltungsausochuss. At tho end ho statos that during the war ho 
had heard nothing about tho use of zyklon for moss exterminations, and 
that ho hadn't the slightost doubt that tho ^tboraonbers ~f tho Vorvalt- 
ungsausschues also did not know the use of this zyklon and thoy had no 
idea to what use it was being put. 

I*cument 27 will boccoe Exhibit No..33. This is an affidavit of 
"chraitz who explains tho handling of the monthly turnover compilations. 
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I have no further comment ab-ut this document. 

Esgosoh Ibetoont 36 will bocrec Exhibit 34. Thio is an affidavit 
of Inventor of zyklon whom we shall hear this afternoon os a witnosc. 

©'CUBont 37 will becoao Exhibit Ho. 35.* This is an affidavit of 
the busino&o narwger Stiego who testifies that tho Vorwaltungsauss- • 
chuo6 di<x rv't intorfero in tho business management, and that in tho caso 
of visits paid to Degcsch he heard nothing about nun rs of gassings in 

concentration ennpo. 

Xhcumont 39 will becono Exhibit 36. This is on affidavit of Mr. 
Soaconhelaor who also statos that Parpen roprosontativos wero not in¬ 
formed about dotal Is of the Dogotch businose in tho Vorwaltungsausschuss, 
Ho boliovos that he has soon Mr. burster a few tiaoo in iAiAfigohafon. 

Hr. Mann ho saw onco, ho said, and Prnfossor Hoorloin novor at all. 

Tho incroaso of tho salo of sykloa ho considers unobjectionable, and ho 
otatoo that ho hoard nothing abo*t rumors about gassings. 

Document Ho. 36 will bocrssw Exhibit 37. An anployoo of Docooch 
by name of Acoad statos that ho had known that xyklon was shipped to 
concentration camps, but that he under at*--*d the reason for that vory 
onsily, bocaueo thoro woro nany barracks thoro and that that causod tho 
dongor of typhus. Ho hoard abvut gassings "nly in March 1945 for tho 
first tin®. 

D eminent 40 will bocowo Exhibit 38. This is a regulation issuod 
by the Ttoich Ministor of F-'-'d and Agriculturo which says that syklon 
nust iSa^o an anti-toxen, but only in the C3so of uso in buildings that 
are lbuilt close together, and n-'t in other instnneos. 

Document 30 will bccomo Exhibit 39. This is an oxcorpt fretn tho 
Journal of Insocticldos and Post Control of August 1944. I only quote: 
*Hhon Zyklon-B is used with ~r without warning agents, no difforonco 
c^uld be observed." 

Document 52 will becoao Exhibit 40. Horo tho Escauer Workc sends 
a telegram. They are the plants manufacturing zyklcn. They send a 
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»“l*igran to Ifcgeach that they were not able to rocoivo the nocossaiy 
adding material and that thoroforo thoy vantod to torainate production. 

Thon Document 29, which will become Exhibit 41, is an ansvor of 
Dogosch which states that the zyiclon should bo continued to bo pr ducod 
without this warning agent. 

Document 28 will bocono Exhibit 42. This io a confirmation of Dr. 
Potcrs 1 that zyklcn can bo produced teaporarily without irritant. 

Do,-csch Mo. 51 will bccoao Exhibit 43. Oho Dcgosch advieoo the 
producing firm that tho stabilizer which was formerly added with a pro¬ 
per ti"n of 0.1 por cent bo incroasod t A 1 per cont. She roai'n was that 
tho stablilitor givos a cortain odor and that thoroforo n cortain warning 
offoct is boing produced. 

Dogosch Document 32 will becoao Exhibit Mo. 44. Shis sots forth 
that tho chloro-carbonlc acid othylestorwas furr.ishod by tho Uordingon 
plant of Furbon, but that at least 1 por cont , and at tho most 2.6 por- 
cont woro furniched every yoar to Possau, and tho nonoy for this was 
at loast 900, and at tho B A st 6,400 mr.rks per yoar. 

Dogosch Document 31 will boccoo Exhibit Mo. 45. I hnvo no ooment. 

Documont 21 will bocono Exhibit 46. This is an affidavit of Dr. 
Moonik. It chows tho salo to tho anjr, including tho Waffon SS, Reich 
Labor Sorvico and Organization Todt amounted to 50 por cont; that this 
solo lator incroasod; and that the dolousing plants were used tc provont 
typhus epidemics, and that tho Vohraadht got tho largost part, which was 
70 per cent. 

Drcunont Mo. 42 will bocoao Exhibit 47. This is merely ifttendod to 
sh-v that today zykl~n i6 boing produced by tho Bodice be Anil in und Soda 
Pabrik and that that has to bo done with tho approval A f tho FrOnch oc¬ 
cupying authorities. 

May I ask Your Honors to tako up Document B~'k VI of Mann for n 
minute 7 
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In this Document Book 6 there are a few small nistakes in the 
index that slipped in. On pa go k the first number should be 25k — 
not 251. The last number should be — that is on page k, Ur. Prcaioor.t; 
the top document number should bo 25U — and not 251. And the last 
number should be 6i*3 — and not 6li*. On page 6 of the index, the last 
page, the Uppermost number should be 387 instead of 557. That is Uxhibi';

THE PRESIDENT: How, Dr. Berndt, can you tell us. where these 
charts belong? In what books? / 

DR. BERNDT: These charts constitute ti* turnover of Zyfclon 1 
and 2.- They should serve as a basis for the examination of an expert 
witness. Dr. Rauscber. 
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THE PRESIDENT: In what book shall we put them? 

DR. BERNDT: I ask that t'.iey be attached to Degesch Document 

Book 1, 

THE PRESIDENT: And will they have exhibit numbers, or are they 
a part of existing exhibits? 

DR. BERNDT: No, they are going to get proper exhibit numbers 
as soon as the witness will be examined about them. 

THE PRESIDENT: Very well. 

DR. BERNDT: Since I didn f t have enough copies, I bad this 
chart enlarged and affixed to the wall. liy I ask that when we discuos 
these darts that the big lights be put on so that everybody con see 
then? 


THE PRESIDENT: Very well* *.<• rill take care of that at the 
proper time. 


DP.. BERNDT: Hay I ask your permission now to examine tho wit¬ 
ness Kann about Dogcsch? 

BY ER. BBRHDT: Kr. Hann, nay I first ask you to toll me what relations 
existed between Farben and Degesch bofore 1930? 

A About the relations before 1930 I myself am not informed* I 
know that moroly in various fields there was a certain collaboration. 

Q In 1930 Farben participated in Dogesch. fhot was tho .v-*'*- 
for the participation by Farben? 

A Around this time a new insecticide had beon discovered in 
LuArigshafen, in the application of which certain safety regulations 
of the government had to bo complied with. The observance of these 
safety regulations demanded a certain organization which Farben did not 
have available. The Degussa (Sclieideanstalt) had such an organization 
available in the fora of the "Deutsche C-esellschaft fuer Sclwedlings- 
bekaorapfungsmittel G.m.b.H., Frankfurt on the Hain, and this was called 
in abbreviation Degesch. It was close at hand for Farben to get in touch 
with the Degussa and to conduct negotiations with Degussa to find out 


whether the Degussa agreed to a participation of Farben in Degesch! 
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Q fthat was the result of negotiations? 

A The result of negotiations in 1930 also was first a part¬ 
icipation of Farben with 50 per cent so that the Degussa and Farben 
each owned fifty per cent of the shares. In the sane year, however, 
the sane problem cropped up again when the firm TH. Goldschmidt, A,G, 
in Essen, discovered also an insecticide which again needed a certain 
organization for its application along the sane line as did Degesch. 

And a third partner was non the TH. Goldschmidt A.G., which participated 
with 15 per cent, so that tho Degussa and Farben each owned hZ\ per 
cent and Goldschmidt 13 per cent of the ontire capital. 

Q Tell me, did Farben havs anything to do with the production 
of Zyklon? 

A Nothing. Zyklon is a patented discovery of Dr. Walter 

Heerdt, who is one of the people of the Degussa. Already before 1930, 

bofore the participation of Farbon and Goldschmidt, tho Dogesch con- 

corned itself with the organization of tho salo of Zyklon. On behalf 

of the Degussa at the firms in Dessau and Kolin, which aro both indo- 

0 

pendent firms, this Zyklon was produced. As I was ablo to soo from tho 
Prosocutions documents now, in tho case of the production of Zyklon a 
so-called stablizor was usod which was added in a very small proportion 
to Zyklon. This is tho solo contribution to tho finished product Zyklon. 
Tho stablizer was furnished to many other consumers in much larger 
amounts. 

Q We have Just introduced a document about this point. Since 
Farbon was a shareholder of Dogo3ch, to what extent was Farbon intorostod 
in the sale of Zyklon? 

A Farbon of course was interested in the profitability of tho 

Dogosch participation and, thcroforc, also in tho sale of Zyklon. Thoro 

is a oertain difference in regard to tho interest because Fnrben had 

offorod their onn products for sale to Degesch in which, of course, they 

had a more direct interest because they wore the supplier firm. Tho 

production of Zyklon was completely in the hands of the Degussa and wo 

considered it their field of interest which we always respected. 
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Q After Farben entered Dogosch, vras anything changed in the 

business management of Dege3ch? 

• • 
a 

A Nothing was changed practically. The business managers at * 
the tice remained in their positions, ^he bookkeeping of Degesoh which 
had alirays been undertaken by the Dogussa was continued to be undertaken 
by the Dogussa. Thore was no c banco in the relation between Dogesch 
and Dogussa. The relation remained tho sano. Tho Degosch remained a 
dopattnont of Dogussa do facto, and tharo 'res a mutual egrooment that 
this old familiar relationship botuoen Dogussa and Dogosch should not 
bo changod in any way by Farben’s participation. 

THE PRESIDENT: Dr. Borndt, just before ro rocoss iaoy I roriind 
you that according to our calculation you hevo used 12 houra of your 
tijno, end that you have six hours loft, so that you knot; how to appor¬ 
tion your tiro in tho futuro. 

Tho t Tribunal will now riso, 

. (A rocoss wca takon.) 
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THE MARSHAL: The Tribunal is again in session. 

MANN — Resumed 

DIRECT EXAMINATION — Continued 

BY DR. BRANDT: 

Q. Mr. Mann, before the recess you said that as a result of 
Farben's interference, Degesch experienced no change in its business 
management. Well, in 1930, you became the business manager of Degusch, 
did you not? How did that come about. 

A. There is a background to the story. Ur. Schlosser, in 1930, 
when Farben decisively entered into the Degesch rffeirs, was aopointed 
business manager. Stiege, who later became the business manager, was 
a Prokurist. When Farben acouired 50^ it was necessary, in order to 
bring about a parity of interest, that Farben appoint a business man¬ 
ager. That is how it camo about that Schoidornstalt had a business 
manager. I took over this puroly formal activity because I was the 
head of the Sales Combino Bayer to which the business, with respect to 
production of insecticides, belonged. 

0. Very well. But it has not yet been established why a Vor- 
stend mombor of Farben would have to become a business manager of Far¬ 
ben. Couldn't a non-Vorstand member receive that position? 

A. Sinco a principle of parity was to bo maintained, there had 
to be a Vorstand member of Scheideanstalt as well as a Vorstand member 
of Farben, 

0. With respect to your activity as a business manager, was 
there anything arranged between you and Ur. Schlosser, Farben and the 
Degusa? 

A. There was an express agreement to the effect that Degesch's 
business manager which, up to now was always managed by the Scheidean¬ 
stalt, was to continue to remain with Scheideanstalt and therefore, my 
activity as a business manager never came into effect. I was never 
thore and throughout the entire time I didn't enter the office of Deg¬ 
esch. Never from 1936 to 1945. 
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Q. Would you be good enough to look at Docuoent Book 1, and to 
f • 

turn to Docuoent 46. This, I think, is Exhibit 11. I nave already 

quoted before that Mr. Stiege designated you as an honorary business 

manager who only dealt with the business manage cent of Degosch in very 

broad outlines. What can we understand by thetf 

A. I was present during that raeeting in cy caoacity as Fprten's 
representative, and I was also listed as business manager.' As it was 
customary during such conferences, after the end of n business year I 
expressed my thanks to Dcgesch for their business activity during thoir 
last year, 'nd I added that I, as an honorary business manager, was 
only in a position to look into their business to a very auoerficial 
way. I furthemoro said that I was convinced that the business rested 
in good hands. 

Cl. Well, I didn't quito understand that, -ithor you aro a 
business manager or you aro not a business manager, '.‘hat do you moan 
by this "honorary business manager" in relation to the oractico axocu- 
tod by any buainoss? 

A. That moans that tho Farben industry ranted to maintain the 
principles of, parity and therefore wanted to appoint no vith tho equal 

a 

rank as Ur. Schlosser. The addition of "honorary" means that the prac¬ 
tical business raanagermont was handled by Scheideanstalt, who wore tho 
gentlemen who had handled it up to this point and I apy add that Schei- 
dcanstalt would havo considered it a very sorious intcrfcronce with thair 
well confirmed rights if I or any other gontlenan of Farbun would Ivvo 

triod to interfere with their business. 

% 

Q. Very well, that is dear now. Eut -rhero were you limited in 
your execution of your work? Why didn't you actually conduct your af¬ 
fairs as a business manager? 

A. That was arranged on the basis of the traditional relation¬ 
ship between Scheideanstalt and Farben, the offcct of which was that 
we would leave to Scheideanstalt the management in all those fields in 
which they were leading. Vie were respecting one another's rights which 
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went back to the agreement between the loading gentlemen, 3osch and 
Busemann. 

How long were you a business manager? 

A. Up to 1940. 

Q. And what happened after that? 

A. In 1940 e new situation a rose. This cams about bocause 
Scheideanstalt and Farben jointly participated in a chemical pharma¬ 
ceutical enterprise, the Cheniowerko Frankfurt/Uain. Sinco Schoidean- 
atalt was leading in Degesch, not only for reasons of oarity, but also 
for technical reasons, it hod boon arranged th»t I would take over the 
business management as a managing partner in tho Chemiewerko. That 
meant that I exorcised supervision ss a ornsging jartr.or of tnc Chcraio- 
worko, and Mr. Schloaser maintained hio position as auoorviaor of the 
Oegosch. 

Q. Vory well, What kind of r n organization did you preside over? 
Somotimos it in called fn administrative council »nd at othur tlmoa It 
is called an administrative committee. 

A. According to tho documents, it should be designated as an ad¬ 
ministrative corwittoo. 

Q. What institution was that? 

A. The administrative comittco was not thought of as a com-any, 
but was merely to represent a olatform for tho adjustment of tho inter¬ 
ests of the coepanies — that is, Scheidc.-nstalt, Farton and Gold¬ 
schmidt. * l 

Cl. Were the members of the administrative committee informed of 
Degesch '3 business, and to what extent and in what form? 

A. Once a year all members were informed through tho regular 
business report. Leverkusen, that is to say, a department which be¬ 
longed to the Sales fcnbine Beyor, received every month tho detailed 
turnover figures acdording to conditions end productions. 

Q. How often were there meetings of tho Verwaltungsauschuss (ad¬ 
ministrative comittec)? 
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A. As far as I remember, there wore regular meetings before 
1939. That is, before the war every year, and I think that they coin¬ 
cided with the so-called partner meetings. In other words, they tried 
to combine all the necessary meetings. 

Q. Were those who rero msnbors of the Vsmaltungsausschuss rnd 
those who represented the companies the seme? 

A. Yes, they were the same personalities. 

0. Vary well. Was there any distinction between the partner 
meeting anti the meeting of the Verwaltungsausschuss, and were seprrate 
minutes taken? 

No. Both of thoss meetings wore combined and they clearly 
made the stamp of formality. I ranonber that often minutes wero sont 
to n» which I subsequently signed at Lovorkuaon.. 

Cl. And, on the occasion of these meetings, tho representatives 
of Farben, Dugussa and Goldschmidt mot? 

•A. Yes. 

Q. And what did they do when they did not attend these mootings? 

A. Wo welcomed tho opportunity-of meetings boesuso this afford¬ 
ed us on opportunity to^ discuss problems *iicn wore of mutual interest. 
I might say that tho lart that Dogosch took in those meetings wos of 
minor importance and very often they were more imoorUnt and serious 
probloras to be doelt with concerning our two firms. These matters 
wero not dealt with during tho mooting but subsequently during lun¬ 
cheon which followed. 

Q. You wore spooking of tusinoss reports boforo? How often were 
such business reports published? 

A. They variod. Wo could exercise no influence uoon its dis¬ 
tribution and, in tho final analysis, they wero not very important, 

Q. W e have seen from the Documsnt Book that in addition thore 
were monthly turnovor reports. Did Leverkusen receive such turnover 
reports? 

A. Yes, wo received the reports in an office which was a 
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department within the fr-mawork of cy Spies Combine, tho so-called De¬ 
partment F. The abbreviation stood for Frcade, Department Frcade. 

These wore firms which only participated with us, and that is hon v:e re¬ 
ceived these turnover reports. 

Q. Did you yourself see these turnover reports? Did you read t-iere 7 
A. Me. 

Q. hho »s the head of Department F? 

A. This was Dr. Joseph Schaitz who worked on these matters. 

0. Did he know about the relationships bet^oon F.-rbon, Schoidean- 
stalt,*and Degcsch? 

A. When Ur. Schmitz took over the doparta#ant — and I think that 
was in tho year 1936 — he visited Degcsch in Frankfurt on his own initia¬ 
tive becauso he found this fira was anong thoso firms for which he was 
responsible from an administrative point of viow. I renember quite wo 11 
that D r . Schaitz returned froa this Journey and ho told ae that Dr. 

Sticgo, the business arnager, refused to give him Rn insight into the af¬ 
fairs of Degesch'a business affairs, and that Dr. Stiogo referred hin to 

Schlosser and qyself. Then Ur. Schaitz asked oe if that was true. I

havo confimed that on the basis of tho conference described before,

Q. Why not?

and I knew that Degesch sold their entire production - cyclone and Farbm 
products - to two firms. That is, Tcsch in Stabcnow, Hamburg, and Hoort 
•and Lingler in Frankfurt. 

Q. Did you know any details about the way in which the business 
relationships between Degjjsch on the one hand and Tcsch and Keerdt on 
the othur were developed? 

A. Mo, I knew nothing about that. 

Q. Did you know that those firms sort to Degesch a copy of their 
shipments, particularly with respect to every cyclone shipment? 

A. Well, these wore just businoss deals which did not come to qy 
knowledge. ^ ^ 

0. V.hen did the last Vorwaltungaausachuas mooting take place? 

A. The lost Vorwaltungsausschuss mooting took pltce in the year 
1940, covering the businoss of 1939. *horo was a partner mooting in 
the year of 1942 for tho yoar of 1941. Then, according to mutual agroo- 

ment, wo arranged oil partner dociaions by way of writing. That was a 

• • 

gonoral rule applied in the furthor courso of tho war in order to limit 
tho uao of transportation, and also, for other technical reasons. All 
those partner meetings woro to bo curtailed as much as posoiblo. Every¬ 
thing was to bo done by way of writing. 

Q* Did you road tho businoss reports of Dogosch? 

A. I would assumo so. 

Q. There was a statement in tSosu business reports concerning tho 
dovolopmont of tho cyclone sales, hasn't the increase in th.-t s.-lo 
somewhat conspicuous to you? 

* A. No. In the development of tho cydono sale, if it came to my 
attention at all at that time, I could see nothing whatsoever which could 
bo termed conspicuous. I know that as n result of the war there wes a 
tremendous increase in the demand of effective delousing and decontamin¬ 
ating agents. The serious contamination of the Erst with vermir., in 
particular with lice, and the typhus dangor connected with it was known 
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to me from other experiences. Therefore, I considered it to bo a matter 
of courso that tho war, or especially the war in the ^ast, evade necess¬ 
ary the bringing about of a tremendous increase in the cyclone sale. I 
believe that consequently I did not mentally take note of this increase 
of the cyclone sale. I am suro that I considered it as being quite 
natural. At rny rate, it nover entered n*y consciousness as being in 
any way conspicuous. 

The wcvr, which, after all,brought about increases with nspoct to 
many things. Kith regard to our own Diaaothsn which was us id for the 
same purpose, the increase was quite extraordinary clso. 

Q. Were there any close connections between you and tho former 
business manager of Degesch, Dr. Potcrs? 

A. No. I remember Dr. Peters and I think I saw him on the occa¬ 
sion ofono or two mootings. Once he hold a longthy lecture concerning 
the gonernl tasks of Dogosch, but I no longer remember and I think it is 
out of tho question that I saw him after 1942 whon the lest meeting took 
placo, but I cannot aay that I am absolutely certain of that. I do not 
remember. 
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Q Tfhat impression did you gain of Dr. Tatars, and what did 
you psrhaps hear from other gentleman about Dr. Peters? 

A Personally I,only gained the impression which is ordinarily 
gained if one sees a person once or twice, the impression was gener¬ 
ally favorable, but as far as I was concerned this was of no import¬ 
ance because the Scheidaanstalt had already known him for two decades. 
After all, he is a man belonging to Scheidaanstalt and I nevsr thought 
that he would not bi suitable. 

Q Did you know that Degesch had Zyklon produced without 

irritants? 

A I did not know that fact, and I night say that I did not 
know at All that an irritant was added to Zyklon. 

Q Did you know that Zyklon was shipped to coneantration 

s 

camps? 

A No, this fact was not known to a*. 

Q But I stressed before, when dealing with the business re¬ 
ports, that mention is made of Zyklon decontamination chambers to 
various concentration camps. Did you not have to conclude necessarily 
that Zyklon was delivered to concentration c.%rpa? 

A These Zyklon decontamination charters were sent to very 
many public places, to decontamination institutes of municipalities, 
to camps, to the ttehrmacht. To a very considerable extent 1 knew that 
they were sant to every locality where masses of people were housed. 

It may be that I read that report, but it didn't strike me at all is 
being in any way extraordinary. 

Q What did you know about concentration camps? 

A I only had very general, and I must say somewhat sketchy 
imaginations of them. I was aware that ooncantration camps wera in¬ 
stitutions which were intended to hold political persecutes or other 
persecutes of the Third Reich. I always thought of these institu¬ 
tions with a certain amount of horror. What, howevsr, went on there 
specifically and in particular the thought that such atrocities went 
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on in those camps was entirely unknown to ns. 

y Did you ever nest a person who ns in a concentration 
canp himself, or did you nest anyone who was able to relate to you 
direct inprsssions of his experiences in such a camp? 

A I remember of no casa of having received any personal re- 
port about that subject at all. 

Q Didn’t you hear of rumors about the extermination of human 
beings in concentration camps? 

# 

A I heard no reports about such *xtirminations. 

# 

Q Didn’t you receive any foreign reports about concentration 

camps? 

A From foreign sources I hoard no rua'rs whatsoever. You 
mean about the externdnations in concentration camps? 

Q *so. 

A Well, naturally, there was a lot of talk abroad about 
concentration camps as such. 

Q And among all that lot of talk ywi mentioned, rasn't 
extdrmination mentioned too? 

A No. 

Q Did you listen to foreign broadcasts? > 

A Occasionally. 

<4 Can you tell me the station to which you listened? 

A I listened mainly to BBC. 

Q And you heard nothing from BBC? 

A No. 

Q You have submitted a number of affidavits which show 
that you had connections with Jews. For how jaany years, that is, up 
to what year did such connections with Jews ix ist? 

A Connections with Jews with whom I had personal relations 
ceased already before the outbreak of the tct. These were gentlemen 
whose acquaintance I made as a result of business and private connec¬ 
tions and whose personal fate I could observe and in many cases perhaps 
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I was able to alleviate it. Beyond that I knew a number of Jews, I 
night say Jews of prestige, and those Jews I have seen for some con¬ 
siderable time and I can't really rea<=b*r when I stopped seeing 
them. Among rry employees, as far as Ireaasber, I had no Jews at 
all. I had some Jews among our representatives and I already men- 
tioned that. Thera were no Jewish workers at the plant. 

Q Well, a number of '•’cts as it is stated in the trial 
brief must have given rise to certain misgivings on your part. The 
Jews disappeared from Germany. The anti-Sereiic incitement increased 
daily, jews were deported an masse. Didn't that give rise to some 
misgivings on your part? 

% 

A Dr. Bemdt, I didn't witness any rass deportations. I 
must state that the disappearance of thosa Jews whoa I knew had a 
natural explanation for me. I knew exactly hew that came about. I 
was never in a position to'observe anything in connection with these 
occurrences, that would have given rise to any misgivings on ny 
part. That Jews ware always persecuted, that the incitement against 
them increased, that the Star of David was introduced, that ell of 
us could see. I codld see these people in the railroad stations or 
when they went shopping, I could see the yellow band around their 
arms. Unfortunately we saw that and re were ashamed of ourselves. 

Q I must put the following to you. The prosecution asserts 
the following. They say it was known abroad that mass murd er was go¬ 
ing on among Jews and political persecute es. Industrial heads up to 
the end of the war had connections with abroad and-through this 
channel, that is. through their connections with abroad, they must 
have heard and received knowledge of what wrs known there, and what 
can you say about this matt=r which was put. forth here? i 

A Vy crm expe^enca opposes this assertion on the part of 
the prosecution. I must say that although 1 ras abroad fl few tir.es 
I never heard arything at all of these mass ext erminations and one, 
after all, can only shut one's eyes to screathing one could see, rnd

Ono did not know in 
the caso of many concentration camps, at least for no personally, ono 
did not know where they wore situated. I myself only km* of four or 
fivo concentration camps, altl»ough on two occasions I visited a con¬ 
centration camp in Buchenwald at ono time, and then again in Mauthausen. 

I was in Buchenwald in ordor to pick out tho site for a dolous- 
ing installation, and in llauthauson I was thoro because I wanted to 
complain tha.t Zyklon was being eallcd for from tho factory without pass¬

A Both firns were completely independent. They had nothing to 
do with each other. There trero no financial interrelation s or links, 
but there were old private links that existed. There wore arrangements 
and agreements and that da tod back to the time before the merger of Farben, 

Q Farben and Degussa participated in Dogesch. Would you please 
toll no what brought this collaboration about and how it was? 

A Towards the end of the 1920»s, Farben Ludnigshafon worked on 
prussic acid, produced high grade potassium cyanide, which contrary to 
Zyklon, could bo applied in the spraying of troos and protection of 
plants. At tho somo time, the Dogosch in Egypt found an American pro¬ 
cess for the same product. In agreement with Farben, tho Degesch nc- 
quited a license on the Anorican process and a collaboration was brought 
about according to which Farbon Ludirigshafon produced this substance and 
Dogesch took ovor tho sales of tho substance. In this manner a part¬ 
icipation of Farbon was brought about in Dogesch. 

Q In 1930, Mr. limn became the business manager of Degooch. 

Tfliat brought this about? 

A Hr, Mann was singlod out from Farben as the Chief of tho 
Dopartoont, Plant Protection and Insecticides. I mysolf was a regular 
Yorstand renter of Dogussa at the time and for that reason I lwd to re¬ 
main Business Manager of Dcgosch, bocauso I had to concern rays3If with 
Dogesch foreign relations. Tho question that arose in that connection 
wo had to settle on the occasion of ny other trips abroad; sinco Farbon 
was participating with $Ot and therefore could demand just any equal 
representation, Mr. Mann became also the Business Manager.

That was Chcmiowork Hombcrg, 
a pharmaceutical firm, which was ontiroly tho, fiold of 'rork of : ir, Mann, 

In that firm; I was the chairman of the Aufsichtsrat and I was to remain 
in that position. In compensation for this, ii*. ISann bocano tho chairman 
of tho Vorrcitungsausschuss of Do gosh. 

Q What tasks did this Vcrwaltungsausschuss have? 

A Tho tasks are laid dorm in tho agreement tlvat can bo divided 
into t\ro subjocts. First tho Vorwaltungsausschuss exercised tho rights 
of the share holders, but tho main task was tint it was tho coordinating 
body. In tho meantime Degosch had three partners and these interests wore 
not alvrays along the same line and difficulties and differences of opinion 
were to bo settled in an agreeable manner in tho annual meeting in tho 
Vorwnltungsausschuss and that was what happened.

I an putting to 
you now, Witness, s docunwnt from the Degesch Voluoo I. It is Document 
Cegesch U7 , and it is a confidential supplement to tho minutes concern¬ 
ing the mooting of tho Aufsichtsrat of the Dogesch on the 10th of March, 
1936. In this document you see on Page 3, and I -uote, "In view of the 
psychological and historical significance of the Dogesch organization, 

'nd the necessity of keeping agreements and contracts that havo been con¬ 
cluded, also as the majority the Degesch held in tho two othor companies 
in the main contracts where the reason by Dr. Goldschmidt was given— n 
Uay 1 re P e at? "In view of the historical end psycliologicel origin tho 
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% 

Dcgesch organization and the necessity to keep contracts that have beon 
concluded, also in view of the profits which the Dcgesch has from thiir 
majority participation in the two German main representations, the answer 
of Dr. Goldschmidt is the application that a representative of his firm 
bo permitted to not only look into the contracts involved but also into 
the financial policies of the two subsidiary companies before the gener¬ 
al discussion between the companies took place. This demand was re¬ 
fused by Herr Schlossor for tho Schcidcanstalt and by the undersigned— 
that is Stioge, the business nanager of the Dcgesch, and it ra« strtod 
that the figures and other documents, of courso, would bo at all times

at tho disposal of t ho partners togethor, but not at the disposal of the 
representative of one ainglo partner, and that, apart from that, the 
Schoidoanatalt, aa the "business" managing orrtnor i.o. the Degussa, re¬ 
fused all further discussion concoming this mattor." 

THE PRESIDEOT: How, Dr. Noltc, thrt is what tho bock says sub¬ 
stantially? 

DR. NELTE: Yes, your Honor. 

THE PRESIDENT: Thoro is nothing for tho ritnoso to say unless you

want to ask him something about that. How, ask him, if you care to, 
about that. 

DR. NELTE: Yes, your Honor. I put that to him, your Honor,

“" nt of the Degesch as independent as possible. That the influence of 
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the Scheideanstalt was stronger than that of the other two partners I 
have alroady confirmed to Herr Bcrndt as a de facto situation* 

Q. That is all I want to know from you, Witness. That is con¬ 
tained in these minutes? 

A. Yes. 

0. The tern "managino partner" if you would bo kind enough to ' 
look at the text "gain, is in quotes hero. 

A. Ye8, that is right. 

Q. And now I would like to put to you something ulso concerning 
this sane natter and thrt is an affidavit which Dr. Bornt has in Docu¬ 
ment Book II of Degcsch under Degosch Document 27. You know Dr. Schmitz 
don't you? He in the I. G. Farben Industrio is the director of the De¬ 
partment P, ("foreign participations")? 

A. Schmitz, you moan? 

Q. Yos, Schmitz, Josof Schmitz. How this man, Josef Schmitz, in 

his affidavit mado tho following stetoraent, and I am quoting no** undor 

"2", and I am putting it to you. "Contrary to the administration of 

shares in other factories whore a close collaboration by curront oxten-

sivo reporting and constant porsonal discussions of all important mat¬ 
ters took placo, the administration of the shares in the Degosch con¬ 
fined thenselvos to tho study of monthly turnover reports and annual 
business reports. Between tho Degosch partners, Dcgussa (Horr Schlor-

ser) and I. G. Farben (Harr Mann) thore was an egrcorwnt t’na.t the De- 
gussa would bo in charge of the direct consulting and control of tho 
business management of t he Degosch, also for tho shares hold by tho 
I. G. Farbcn. Vice Versa, the I. G. Farben Splos Combine Bayor had the 
control and business management of the chemical works A. G. Homburg, 
Frankfurt on the Main." Is what Herr Schmitz tostifics here correct? 

MR. S’RECHERt Mr. Prosidcnt, I think this is a rather borderline, 
but in view of tho fact that this is c defense witness, I havo no hesi¬ 
tation in making on objection. I think this is a capital leading ques¬ 
tion, and I think it is quite a battle of a windmill here to confront 
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one defonse witness with »*iat another defense witness says without ask¬ 
ing him for his orn knowledge, and then asking him for a conclusion. 

It is a beautiful way to get around all the rules against argumentation 
and asking leading questions of the witness. This is not a contempo¬ 
raneous document. It is a document, an affidavit, which has been got¬ 
ten after, no doubt, -the usual leading questions one asks when one goes 
to a friendly witness in order to get conclusions, raw the witness is 
merely being asked if he confirms wbft someone else has recently said 
to defense counsel by way of affidavit. 

THE PRESIDENT: Solely in the interests of tine and the exercise 
of some discretion in the natter, we will permit this witness to say 
whether or not tho part of this affidavit that was read to him by Dr. 
Nolle confonar with what he understood the facts to bo. 

What <fe you say as to that/ Ur. Witness, is that recital subs tan- 
tially correct in your Judgment? 

THE BTBBSSi Substantially correct, your Honor, yes, 

DR. NEL'iffis Thank you very much. 

THE PRESIDENT: Anything further. Dr. Nelte? 

(Ho rerpdnse). 

THE PRESIDENT: Anything further now from counsel?

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BY MRS. MNSKOFFs

was read to you at length and-you were asked whether you recalled 
whether it was accurate or not, with respect to that document may I. 
ask just on3 question, “as the controversy at the time merely a 
controversy between the 15 par cent sharchold j-s against the co.nbir.ec 
other partners holding 85 per ce-«c? 

A I 833, yes, t-Sot is correct. 

THE pp.S/iDENT: Now, the T r ib\nal on its orm initiative and 
own resp'-'isibillty excused this witness from further interrogation. 
C-ll your next witness. Dr. Berndt. 

DR. BE3NDT: Your Honor, I would liks to call as try next 
witness, Dr. Peters. 

THE PRESIDENTs The Marshal will pleas* bring in the witness 
Dr. Paters. 

DR. GERHARD PETERS, a witness, took the stand and testified 
as follows: 

BY THE PRESIDE .NT: 

Q The witness please remain standing, raise his right hand, 
say I, and state his name for the record. 

A I, Dr. Gerhard Peters. 

Q Swjar by God, the Almighty and Omniscient, that I will 
speak the pura truth and will withhold and add nothing, 

(The witness repeated the oath.) 

THE PRESIDENT: You may be seated. 

DIRECT EXA?iINATIOH 

BY DR. BERNDT: • 

Q Doctor, will you please give your first name? 

A Gerhard. 

Q What is your age? 

A i aa US. 


Q Where is your residence? 
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* Friedbarg in Hesse. 

** How long did you work in the Digjsch? 

i 

A I worked in ths Dsgesch since 1922. 

Q What was your Job there? 

A I Joined first as a plant studint during the first trial 
production of zyklon. Then I was in charge of the first experiments 
in the D3ssauer Vferke for the extension of this production at the 
end of 1923 and from 192k to 1928 I was director of the zyklon produc¬ 
tion with the Dessauer Werke. In 1926 I was recalled to Frankfurt to 
the Dag3sch and there I took over the oanegaaent of the lcborctory 
and as the following years went by, I received commercial powers, 
"Prokura", deputy business oanagsaait, and become -ventually business 
manager myself in the war. 

4 Does one have to meet special requirements in order to 
carry out decontaminations with cyanic acid, 

A You have to have a State license in Gernmny for that end 
this State license depends on proof to be furnished that one has suf¬ 
ficient tecljnical and practical experience and schooling. It nust 
also be proved that the parson is sufficiently Tillable; that is, 
absence of a police record, etc. 

^ Weren't you also chief of a working coimdttee for the 
combatting epidemics? 

A Since May 19U1 until the end of the war I wr.s manager 
of the working committee in the combatting of vermin and prevention 
of epidemic3. 

• ^ Vfhat wire the relations between you and Herr Mann in 

his capacity as Chairman of the »erwa11ungsausschuss? 

A Thera were no connections between us in practice. I only 
saw him on the <x:casion of the very few nestings of the partners of 
the Verwaltungsausschuss in Frankfurt which I attended, and once I 
went to sea him at the end of the war at Levsrkusen. 

Q 7/hat was the reason for this visit? 
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A It was ay desire to extend the field of work of the 
Degesch which up to then had been confined to gasses only, to the 
modern contact insecticides which were produced at Leverkusen and I 
wanted to get Herr I'ann's approval for that. 

^ Did Herr Jiann give you the approval? 

* No. 

<4 Did you have special connections with the two other gentle¬ 
men of the I. G. who were members of the Verraltungsausschuss, namely 
Professor N'erlein. 

A I don't know, Professor Hoerlein. 

Q 'Yhat about burster? 

A I discussed the Ludwigs ha fan pr-duction in person with 
him (Calcit). 

Q Dr. Peters, when did you first hear that human beings 
were exterminated in masses? 

A In April 19k5» "Vcr the radi”. 

Q Before that did you ever hear anything about the possi¬ 
bility that human beings were exterminated or. a more reduced scale? 

A The concept of extermination came to my knowledge only 
towards the end of 19^5 for the first time. 

Q Tfhen did you hear for the first time about the gassing of 

people? 

A That was in connection with instructi-»ns given to me by 
Herr Gerstein of the SS. 

Q //ell, will you describe this instruct!/ n to &e once, when 
were you instructed in this way? 

A It was the summer v autumn of 15U3. I don't know exactly 
when. I hava to say also that I node the acquaintance of Herr Ger- 
stein for the first tine in January 191*3 during a meeting of the 
working committee concerning cyanic acid. He had been introduced to 
=e by Professor Hrug'wrsky, the director -*f the Health Institute "f 
the T/affen SS, and Professor Urugcwsky had told me that he was the nan 
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ivho had been empowered by the SS leadership for ell decontamination 
and especially for all question of prussic acid and he told ma that 
matters which had been dealt with by Mrugows!:y up to that point would 
non be dealt with by Herr Gerstein. During a visit ntiich lirugoraky 
paid me in the second half of ISitf he told »i that Herr Gerstein 
wanted to talk to me. I hadn't seen him again since. Gerstein re¬ 
ceived ma with the information that he want>d some technical Informa¬ 
tion from me. H* told me that he had to acki me promise that I 
would ke*p strictly quiet on the matter because it was a top secret 
matter. I answered that I knew such obligations already from other 
matters but I was quite sure I could ke«p the matter secret. He 
stressed the obligation for secrecy in this particular ccs„, even 
stronger, And told me that the death penalty in this particular might 
be applied if I would not comply with the obligation for secr«cy. I 
countered that that was nothing new to sw either; I thought of similar 
orders given to me by the armed forces in this respect. On-stein 
gave me the solemn obligation to keep the matter secret and told me 
that in this particular case it wasn't a question of combatting 
oninals or vermin or insects but it wr.s a matter of applying prussic 
acid to human beings. I was not surprised at first because I thought 
ha was working on the soma matters which were drawn to me already 
from the armed forces, aims end purposes for which I had from the 
v-?ry beginning of the war carried out experimants, that is, in con¬ 
nection with the use of prussic acid as clinical warfare agent. 
Therefore, I immediately answered that probably 1 was acquainted 
with the problsm and that I advised hie to use the preliminary work 
which had been done and which was deposited with the armed forces in 
order to prevent that double work be done. Gerstein, thereupon, 
wanted to know immediately what was involved and after some wrangling 
concerning ay obligation to keep quiet about the matter, he dissipa¬ 
ted my misgivings by telling me that his top secret natter originated 
directly with Himmler and indirectly with the Fuehrer, and that I was 
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under obligation to give that information to hin. H; asked me then to 
report to hin what was the purpose of the work for the armed forc;s 
trxl I told him in a fewbrief vrords the stabilisation experiments and 
the intentions of the arsed forces to produce in a large volume pure 
hydrocyanic acid and to fill it into glass ampules and ha vented in¬ 
formation concerning the production firms, etc. He was particularly 
interested in the possibility of stocking pur* hydrocyanic acid. Only 
after he had this information, ha pusxlod na with the information that 
his top secret matter had quite a different content. He said that on 
the order of the Reichfuehrar Hisnlsr and, as he said indirectly on 
the order of Hitler, for quite some tine, criminals who had been sen¬ 
tenced to death and in particular cases else insano people or people 
who were nentdL ly nr physically incurable, were killed by hydrocyanic 
acid. 
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He said that before other gasses had been triod out but had not proved 
applicable, end ho told nc also th-t hydrochloric acid in the f'rci pre¬ 
sently applied was n«t satisfactory. Ho* said that the sykl-n which was 
cust-nary in cooacrco was being used and he, ps the expert -f the SC 
questions of hydrocyanic acid, had unfortunately boon charged with this 
'pcrution which was n~t at all agrccablo to hin oithor. Hew ho was under 
tho inproosi-n, ho sold, that lykl^n, »n acc-unt f the fact that it con¬ 
tained irritoting natcrial caused unnoccssary frturo and that he wnntod 
t" uso tho puro hydrocyanic acid. I fid hia that n- oxporloRCo with 
rogard to pocking and filling of puro hydrocyanic acid woro available 
in any of ~ur plants and that I could not in-fine oithcr that the eolation 
f the irritants would cause any chargo. Gerstoin noted ay passivity 
and wr Q very angry about it, and ho warned nc that I shouldn't fivo the 
inprossing of rosloting a nensuro which wasdecired by tho Hifhcr S5 
Leadership by sabotngo. Howovor, I was ablo t- c nvincc hia afterwords 
that his idoa -f puro hydrocyanic acid was not pocciblo to bo roolizod, 
H-vovor; ho insittod on receiving tyklon with-ut irritants, after ho had 
boon told by no that this substnneo was, after all, stable onugh and 
could bo stockod. As t" his allegedly personal ~bocrvrti-»n acc rding to 
which irritants woro causing particular suffering, I couldn't soy any¬ 
thing nysolf and I couldn't havo rpp^sod hin by anything. I can't *vor 
d- that today in spito "f tho fact that again and /vain I told hin that 
I cculdn't sco any particular disturbing cffoct f tho irritant bocrnco 
I tried to keep • ut of tho natter. Kd underlined, incident ally, whon 
he srw ay hesitancy end aisgivings about the affair that froa >tho hunnno 
viewpoint those wero only individual ensos which c uld easily bo justified 
and f-r the rest it was a natter which v.-s already decided, nnnoly, that 
hydroqranic acid v»uld bo used and that neither ho nor I C'-uld chango 
?aything. Therefore, it was the duty of b<-th of us, at least to parti¬ 
cipate in the inprovonent of the procedure. In ether words dininishing 
possible suffering and t-rture if there was a chance to do so 0 At this 
occasion I asked hin whether tho confidential infernation I had rocoivcd 
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sonatina before from somebody who was outside of Dcgcsch was perhaps a 
part "f his commissi'll and had been sent to me under his responsibility, 
namely: that allegedly with the approval of Kinsilcr also an SS physician 
was employed in the killing of sick people who wero about to die by apply¬ 
ing hydrocyanic acid for nodical reasons. X was very glad to ascertain 
that C-erstoin hinsolf didn't know anything about it, but that ho was 
oxtromoly oxcited about it and told ao that horo an abuse had cortciniy 
takon place, bocAuso apart from the commission ho had been givon ho had 
no knowledge of such actions at all, and ho wculd immediately causo an 
investigation to bo mado. That strongthmod ny ieprossion that thooo 
people in t» Highest SS Leadership disapproved such oxcoso, nnd that tho 
Job for which C-erstoin had boon put in charge , had a logal baoio r.s 
ho had described to mo. Tho question was thon raised, what qunntitioo 
would bo nccossary and during the wholo conversation with Gorstoin ho 
didn't nention any figuros at all. Ho only said that, of course, ho 
would only nood a littlo. Ho sold, howovor, that evory month ho wan tod 
to havo quito fresh material boenuso evory decomposition or evory loss 
through lcakogo to tho air should bo nvoidod. C-erstoin always told me 
and Gtreasod that ho was In favor of A so lute h"r«no and thoroforo quick 
action end thereforo ho wanted to have tho groatost guarantees possiblo 
ab ut tho quality of tho material, Thoroforo, ho would infoim no evory 
month of tho quantities needed, I triod to avoid that be causo I didn't

Thon he let ex confirm again that this zyk- 
lon without irritants could bo used also liko tho othor material for tho 
decontamination of spaces and rooms and ho then had the idea to soy, ''woll 
in that ease I will order a larger quantity ri*ht away, and thereby I 
will avoid the constant control of the main health directorat nnd I can 
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afford to lej* in a cor tain reserve, a certain stock. That again I tried 
to contradict in view of our obligations towards Teste and Hell iu- nain 
agents through whose hands all quantities of zyklon used for docontnnin-- 
atien had to be used, Gerstein told no that he absolutely rejected y* 
intorvonti^n of Testa and Holi and the rest was none of ny businoos for 
whatfinel purpose the individual deliveries woro to bo used. Ko said I 
didn't havo to worry about our contracts with Tosta and **oli bocauao ho 
would givo bo the ordor to dolivor the so shipments within the ocopo of 
the t->p secrot matter and that was a caso of a forco cajour which would 
cover mo at all tines with regard to tho contracts with Tosta and Ecli. 

In conclusion it was only discussod hew tho businoos eottlonont would 
to made. Gcrotoin dosirod that ho would discuss natters only with nc on 
account of the oocrocy. I told him that was inprncticablo and I had to 
rcjoct tho suggostion and I p-lntod to the fact that all furthor negoti¬ 
ations would hi*vo to go via tho -'ffico of the ftgotch* Thoroforo, tho 
.-6rcoQont was roachod that towards tho lOgooch tho oaao purp so of uso 
was givon as a rcas-n, that of the socrot dolivorios to tho amod forcoc, 
and thot was- tho way it was handled lator on. 
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A. (C'.nt'd) Tho contact with C-orstoin thon, confined itsolf to 
telephone conrorsati^na with tho office. I never saw hin again. Only 
fron tho files I wao reminded now that t-ward tho niddle ^f 1044, ho 
wroto a letter t*> nc to Friodbcrg, and ir.fornod no that tho wh->lo natorid 
which wo had shipped tc hin up to n-v had not boon used at all, that, p.o 
r nattor of fact, n'thing of theso shipnonta had boon uood as yet, and ho 
P ekod no whether at thia stago it was still usable for decontamination. 

At this tiao this letter was answorod -a ny orders by tho Itegosch. 

I do not rcncobor tho oxact connecti ns of tho nattor. 

Q, £?ctor, can you toll no how =rach Zykl^r. was actually shippod to 
C-orstoln? 

A. I only know that fivn tho file* which hnvo boon ouhnittod 
t« so hero bocauoo at tho tiao I did not follow up tho nattor. Originally 
tho intention was to sond ninthly shipncnts to hia addroos at Orient>jg. 
his personal addrossj lator, ho dirortod shipne-tn to A ut chwitt without 
ny noticing it.

Q. In other words, I under st-vd you corroctly, y-u, boforo 1940j 
hoard tvico about gassings? 

A. Yea, 

One through theso conversations with Corstoin. and then tho 
(jocund tino through a conversation with a nobody who was outside of the 
Dogosch, and which was before the conversation with Goretein? 

A. Yos, that's corroct.

Q, You, your so If, had ar. insight into tho dolivory of Zyklon during 
tho yoars sinco 1939? 

A, Yes. 

•i* Didn't yo\k n^tico tho treaend^us incror.sca in tho Salos of 
Zyklon? 

A. They w^re not particularly striking for no in any w ey t bocause 
as a result o? tho linitations of production, they still ronained for 
behind the increases in siles for othor insecticides, 

0- Didn't the considerable uso of Zyklon by tho SS otriko you? 

A, In view of tho spociel position of tho SS with its nany concen¬ 
tration cusps, and its uso in barracks, inside and outside of Gcroany, 
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thin increase in consumption ves not particularly striking because tfco 
whole consumption of tho SS aaounted to only l/10th to 1/I5th of tho 
total production, and apart fron tb»t, during e nceting of tho working 
coomittoo, for instance, evon as lato as January, 1944, a ccofcing attorn- 
cd by roprosentativos of all units of the Arncd Forces, and of various 
Ministries, apart froo that also by representatives of all privato docorv-

this lottcr refresh your recollection as to i/hcthcr your fim cixjckcd 
on nhothor the SS was using too much Zyklon B gas in Tlxrcsicnotadt 
concentration camp and even requested them to change over to arcginal. 
That is tho question. 

Tiii fRESIDENT: Kow, lir. ’.fitness, the ..racticc is, if you can, to 
answer tho question yes or no, if answering yes or no would place you 
in a situation — 

A. Now, this is a tactical letter. It was merely to serve the 
purpose of making it possible for one of our people to go to Thcrcsicn- 
stndt in order to speak to Ur. Grossnan, -,vho was a Jew and former 
director of our prussic acid station and to make it possible for tills 
mrji to get a new position. Tiiis \x*s only an excuse to on rib us to go 
to Thcrcsicnstadt. 

Q. hr. Peters, you testified on ;a>ur direct examination that in 
you* conversation with Dr. Gorstcin, you were trying to find a mctlvod 
of killing the victims who were citivcr criminals or insane or incurable 
in a way rhich would be less hurtful, less painful, and therefore the 
suggestion that you remove the warning agent was made. Now in that 
connection, witness, did you suggest the possibility of using greater 
quantities of Zyklon B so they rould die more quickly in one minute, 
say, instead of four minutes or five minutes? 
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A* No, that is out of the question. 

1- I don't understand yovr answer. !Jhat is out of the question? 

THE PRSilDEKT: He has answered your question, "no." 

A. I did not make the suggestion to leave out the irritant. /X 3*£at 
wes Gcrstcin's suggestion, nor did I mix any suggestion about the doses 
or any other technical suggestion. I was completely passive in this 
mattor. 

0. LIr. Poters, you testified that only snail quantities i/oro 30nt 
conthly to Gerstoin to bo used, is that right, so that it would always 
bo fresh? 

A. Gorstcin needed it in snail amounts for this purposo. 

(1. Isn't it a fact that Gerstein wrote to you that the quantity 
you sont him, he to.d kept this and ho had not used any of it and ho tx*.s 
holding it against one sudden use of the nhclc bulk, isn't that so? 

A. That ho had not used any of it? 

!*. Yes, did he also say in that sane letter when he asked you 
whethor it would kocp without spoiling that tho whole ajaount may 
perhaps suddenly bo needed? 

A. That is in tho lot tor which I did not rcixabor, until I now 
0 

again saw it in tho files. 

0. Yos, it w\s addressed to you, is that right, that lettor? 

A. Yes, quito, but strangely enough, I didn't answer this letter. 

-1. But you directed Hr. «aufman.i to answer the letter, is that 
right? You directed one of your subordinates to nswer that letter? 

A. Yes, yes, but both o! us do not remember tow thi3 letter came 
about and Icn only imagine tint since I wrote and received over 50 

lettors daily I just didn't pay enough attention to tlds lettor. 

0 

O. Just ono last ouostion, Ur. Peters, you mentioned on your 
direct examination that tic re vrcre about 19 gas chambers furnished to 
Auschwitz, and that ottor places tod substantially the saoc number, 12 
in Buchonwald, much ouro in Austria, is that right? 

A. No, not other places — but I can give you examples, Oranienburg 
had four only and Dachau tod only eight or ten. liauthausen had eight, 
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Now what you just Mentioned without going any further, they 
add too to as many as Auschwitz had, is that right? Just the taa 
ca^»s you just Mentioned, had, at least, a total of 19 gas chambers? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Mow, how did you account, Ur. Peters, for the fact that Auschwitz 
-lone was receiving core than S*& of all the Zyklon-B sent to tho 
concentration camp 3 ? 

A. Owing to its situation, Auschwitz was the receiving point of 
tho oou the as tern people and the Eastern people and so was exposed 
greatly to typhus and so that t::crcforc one needed more to decontaminate 

it. 

HR. UIMoIvOPP: Thank you. 

THE PRESIDENT: Anything further free the Prosecution? 

Anything freo you. Dr. Bemdt? 

REDIRECT EX.aliL.TION 

BY DR. BERNDT (ATTORNEY FOR 7!C IKTJIDANT liANN): 

Q. Dr. Peters I <L> not know the affidavit you gave to the British 

in 1945. 

A# That is. why I asked before to nskc a renark. During tho 
interrogation of this prosecution, I expressed the desire on two 
occasions to be pemitted to look at that affidavit, bocausc I uas 
charged with having made certain incorrect statements and I was quite 
ready to correct this ag-ln on else basis of files that I had found in 
tho Meantime, but I was not able to do so. 

DR. BERNDT: Ua.y I thin perhaps take up tlds request and ask on 
my ovm that this affidavit bo introduced into evidence. The prosecution 
is in possession of this. It has put this affidavit to tho witness 
and therefore I think that they should be asked to introduce it into 
the trial. 

THE r RESIDENT: The prosecution alone is responsible for what is 
introduced-in evidence. You have no right, nor have \fc to order the 
prosecution to offer something in evidence. If the prosecution has the 
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affidavit available under the practice that vo have nnnouccd here in the 
past, the prosecution should furnish you a copy of it and then you can 
decide what you want to do with it. May I ask, Ur. Prosecutor, do you 
have this affidavit? 

j.-RECHai: Yes, Dr. Bemdt nay have a copy at this point. I think 
your Honors arc familiar ;iith the fact that for our purposes onco we have 
had the advantage of using this type of admission for cross-examination 
which we think is the purpose of ti»c3c 'Jar Crimes trials as in the caso 
of tiiis particular type of interrogation we have no objection to Dr. 

Bemdt having it, but ten oini'tcs ago, we would have, but not now. 

THE PRESIDENT: Very well, then, we don't have to pass on the 
matter. Dr. Bemdt, you arc entitled to that affidavit and the 
prosocutor will give it to you, and you can dote mine whether you want 
to uao it or not* Co ahead tilth your examination. 

Qi (By Dr. Bemdt) It was nar.tioncd a while ago that you had heard 
something about 250,000 Historian Jetts who cane to Auschwitz, ’/hat 
did you know about them? 

A. It rra self-evident for os end I an still convinced today that 
it was also self-evident to tl»c SS sergeant, the ScharfUchrcr, that tho 

0 

arrival of a quarter of a million Jetts free Hungary would croud tho camp 
to such an extent and increase tho danger of typhus in ouch a way that 
thcro was an urgent reason for needing a lot of Zyklon-B, but wo again 
arranged tdth the nodical inspectorate that we were not going to make any 
more exceptions to furnish this stuff directly. 

Q. Did you suspect at tha time that these 250,000 human beings were 
going to be gassed in Auschidtz? 

A. That is a suspicion that was contrary to ny moral conception, the 
idea that a quarter of a million of Jews were fping to be exterminated 
was quite inconceivable. Unfortunately, one knows differently today. 

0 . In the ease of tids one letter, you stated previously that you 
had 'n-itten it in order to get touch with a former Jewish colleague of 
yours who was in Thcrcsicnstadt and uhosc name was Grossnann. 
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A. Yes. 

0- Con you prove that so that At vron't look os tlwuga it is 
just cn excuse you ore now using? 
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A The people with whom we spoke at the tine one of those 
people is still around. He was the Chief of the Alkali *'orks Kolin, 
who was also interested in getting in touch with Ur. Grossmann. 

Q Vihat relations did you have per serially with the SS? 

A Nona at all. I night say, perhaps, that aft *r some 
temporarily friendly relations with Ur. Urugowsky, whom I saw every 
six months, these relations were strained to such an extent under 
Gerstain and under his successor, Sturmhannfushrar pflaun, in fact 
they became so bad that I was threvened with being put in a concentra¬ 
tion camp and I had to turn to Raich Health Leader Conti finally in 
ordir to save my own life and there are witnesses who can testify 

to that. 

DR. BERNDT: Ur. President, so many new exhibits have been 
submitted to ths witness, also by qysalf that it is practically iav- 
possible for the witness to get a clear picture without having read 
those documents, for example, about what is true and rhat is not true, 
and I don't know what I am to ask the witness either. Therefor*, may 
I make the suggestion that I interrupt ay ridiract examination today 
and that I taka it up again Uonday morning aft*r I have had a chance 
to read these documents. For example, I can set this has mor3 than 
25 pages, this document. 

IS. SPRECHER: Ur. Prasitoat, just so the record is clear 
on the question, the two letters introduced, each of which were a 
page long, and the witness has covered them almost without seeing 
them by saying he didn't even have to read then. He understood im¬ 
mediately what they were about. The other two documents introduced 
were prior statements under oath, of which the witness has had his 



copy. 

THE PRESIDENT: Dr. Berndt, Dr. Birndt. 

DR. BERHDT: May I answer one thing? But these affidavits 
I didn't know previously. In one of then, £-v instance, it is stated 
that I and my client, Ur. Mann, had been directly informed of important 
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questions by copies or letters. I have to state ray opinion about it. 

I can't do so unless I know the entire contents of this affidavit. 

THE PRESIDENT: If you will keep within the limits of your 
allotted time and will be prepared on Monday morning to finish your 
redirect examination of this witness, we will pass the natter over at 

that Hoj, 

May I say in that connection that bsf're formulating your quis- 
tions with respect to thsse documents, it w>uld be well for you to re¬ 
fresh your recollection as to the purpose f'r which they were offered 
nnd the scope of the prosecution's inquiry concerning the documents. 

Just because the document is long does not necessarily indicate that 
it is a proper subject of a very long inquiry, hero, as, for example, 
when the witness admits that ha obtained or received a letter, and then 
the latter is offered in substantiation of it, thin there is not much 
to talk about, but we can rely upon your good Judgment not to abuse 
tbs purposes of the examination and the matter my go over to LU>nday 
morning. 

DR.. BERNDT: Thank you very much. 

THE PRESIDENT! Nor, what is your further pleasure? 

DR. BERNDT: I shall not ask any more questions of this wit¬ 
ness and I will have him wait until Monday and then I would like to 
call the witness Dr. Rauscher. 

THE PRESIDENT: Just a moment. 

DR. HEEfTZELER: Mr. President, I Just find that Mr. Foter's 
affidavit, N1-12111, was taken on the 27th of October 19^7. About 
the question to what ext wit the witness has to be interrogated about 
this on Monday, it seims to be important for me to know whether only 
those pcrts pf the affidavit are in evidence which allegedly contra¬ 
dict his oral testimony or if the whole affidavit is in evidence. If 
the latter is the case, then I an of the opinion that the presentation 
of this affidavit at this time is inadmissible because the prosecution 
during their case in chief had time enough to offer this affidavit into 
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evidence. 

THE PRESIDENT: The entire document is in evidence. There 
were no limitations on the prosecution's off;r of the document. If 
you want to prepare yourself to present your views at the tine the 
ratter is taken up again Monday morning with respect to its competency, 
we will give you an opportunity to say what you have to say. 

DR. THEOBALD (ATTORNEY FCH DR. 3UER0IH): Mr President, may 
I ask you for p3rndssi on to question the witness on Monday about the 
document which has just now been introduced as 2089 inasfcr as my 
client is concerned. 

THE PRESIDENT : You will have that opportunity. 

DR. THEOBALD: Thank you very much. 

THE PRESIDENT: Now, witness, you are excused from the wit¬ 
ness stand, but we will expect you to be available Monday morning. 

(Th# witness was excused and withdraw.) 

THE PRESIDENT: Tihat have you n«Xt, Dr. B^rndt? 

DR. BERMDT: A witness, Dr. Househer. 

THE PRESIDENT: The Marshal will bring in the witness, Dr. 

Rauscher. 

Now, gentianjn, while the Marshal is bringing in the witness, 
may I take advantage of this opportunity to naka an announcement, be¬ 
cause of th» fact that there is a very good numb *r of counsel for the 
defense present hare this aftirnoon. 

You gentlemen will recall that under the ordsr heretofore 
made, next Monday, April 5, was the deadline jstablished by the 
Tribunal for the submission of your document books for processing. 

Tie indicatsd, however, that we would exercise an exception upon 
sound discretion to permit additional documents upon a reasonable 
showing or upon it appearing that there is reasonable grounds for 
you to supplement your books.

of routina and administration, when you fil3 a written petition; the 
Tribunal is required to sake a written ord»r for the archives. No, 
we do not want to encumber our record with requests for the proc *sr nc 
of additional documents, and please undex-stand that if you think 
you are justified in asking for the processing of additional docu¬ 
ments, go personally to Judge Harrell, who will act for the Tribuncl 
in that regard, show hi* the document, and, if it is proper, ha will 
give you a slip and you can attend to it end take it to the defense 
center, which will solve the whole problem and you will not be re¬ 
quired neither shall we expect you to file written applications for 
additional docisnents, but we do not want to hear rfcot documents y'u 
have, and Judge Harrell will deal with you in that regard. 

UR. SPRECHER: 'Jr. President, in going through aaze docu¬ 
ment books recently in connection with the ;.uestion of cross-examina¬ 
tion and attempting to develop c schedule concerning that problem, I 
came upon one example in the Buatefisch Cose- I believe there are 
11 « affiants alone, quite apart from the fact that a nunb„r of those 
affiants gave two nr three and sometimes half a dozen affidavits. 

How I an wemdering, Your Honor, if beyond this deadline you are making 
any distinctly between documents of a contemporaneous nature con¬ 
cerning this case and the documents which defense counsel by their 
very assiduous work create by means of interr*gation of further 
people. I think it is — 

THE PRESIDENT: "a have given some thought to that, because 
manifestly if a large number of omitted d-xnnents in the nature of 
affidavits coae in, in th3 later days of the trial, it is going to 
make a problem if the prosjcution wishes to cr^ss examine the authors 
of those affidavits. Now, you can avoid perhaps getting yourselves 
into much difficulty in that line, if you can anticipate whatever 
affidavits you may yet feel required to introduce and get then in 
as early as possible and limit the additional dociroants you offer 
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to docunantary evidence proper, insofar as is practicable. W e have 
in nind that it nay be necessary in the interest of closing up the 
case nn the schedule for these days to fix a possible deadline be- 
yond which affidavits may not be submitted, We are hardly prepared 
to do that rvnr, but you nay take that as n-<tic3 of a problem that 
vr d may be confronted with and get your affidavits, if you find there 
are to be additional affidavits, in vary pr*xnptly so that there will 
be timely '<pportunity for the cross-exarlnati-'n of the makers of 
those affidavits. 

DR. HERBERT RAUSCHER, a witness, took the witness stand and 
testified os follows:

THE FRESIDENT: You may be seated. 

DIRECT EXaJIINAT ION 

BY DR. BERNDT (Attorney for tha Defendant Mann): 

Q Dr. Rauscher, would you placse indicate your age? 

A I was bom on the 31st of October 1909. 

Q flher j do you live non? 

A In Frankfurt on the Main. I an an Austrian citizen. 

Q How long have you been working in tha field of insecti¬ 
cide? 

A Sine 3 193U. 

THE PRESIDENT: Hr. witness, permit ma to advice you that 
wo get only tha translation into English of your testimony and if you 
answer too quickly we gat a mixture of English and German, It is 
hard for us to understand. Over on the right, in the glass case 
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chare is the young nan who is translating your testimony. If you can 
keep an aye on him occasionally and give him an opportunity to trans¬ 
late the question. Dr, Berndt's asks you, before you reply, we will 
get along vary much better. Just one thing further, if you get to 
talking too rapidly tha yellow light will flash there in front of you 
and if perchance the red light should go on, that means for you to 
stop until you are told to go on. 
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THE TOT! P SS: Thank you. Hr. President. Prern 1935 on, after 
proper training with Deacsch ar.d Hell, I worked in “ulgaria as the 
foreign representative of Kali. Besides that, I worked Cor Hcli in 
tho countries Yugoslavia, Rumania, Grocco and Turkey. I w a s there 
in a capacity of technical export. Since tho minor of 19U5, I have 
been a business managor of Hoii. Beforo that time, from tho autumn 
of on until tho March of *1*5* I w a s avr.ilablo to the production 
ccnnitteo lor insocticidos and plant prosorvation in Friedborg in 
Hos3o. Thoro I was tho imodiato collaborator of Dr. Potors. 

BY DR, BEP^DT: 

Q What did this promotion conaittoo havo to do? 

A In the courso of the war, a very critical scarcity in all high 
gredo insocticidos occurred. Thoroforo, it be cano nocosscry to 
control production,.raw Materials procurement, and tho solos. That 
was tho task of tho production- coa:ittoo. 

Q Could tho Do'oaeh thon control tho products, and especially 
zyklon, tho way Doges eh wanted? 

A No, they couldn't do this any longer. Thoy had to comply with tho 
diroctivcs of tlw production coiadttoc, Just as any othor production 
firm of insecticides as well. 

Q Could tho shareholders of Dogcsch or tho members of tho Vorwaltungs- 
au3schus3 of Dcgosch have had tho possibility to influonco tho 
distribution of products or controlling thorn in any way? 

A No. 

Q Why? 

A Because tho production car dttoo was t-io highest authority that 
was compotont for tho final distribution end also for tho production. 

Q You said c little while a.,o that free tho autumn of *1*1* on you 
had booii working to ether \rith Dr. Peters. 

A Yos. 

Q What was tho reputation of n r . Peters? 

A Dr. I'etors ttt.s considered a.s tho foremost export in Go many in tho 
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fiold of combatting insects, and his recite oxcocdad D c gesch»s 
production, He had extensive knowledge in all fields of insecticides. 

Ho xt r s c scientist who gave priority to the technical interests over 
those of business interests. 

CJ Did you consider D r . Peters a :v.n upon who or-. could rely in 
business aud human liattors? 

A I have to answer that in the affirontlvo. Ho w.-s strictly 
conscientious. 

Q Boforo 19hS, did you ever boar argrtJiinc cboat gassing of human 
beings? 

A Noj T V.vo to add that sovoral tines a year, I spont somo timo 
for a poriod of sovoral rooks witliin DOgoseh and Holi - and that 
until 19U3 I ves re&.larly in tho neutral foreign countries, ospocially 
in Turkey, rhoro I loomed noighor from wy friends nor newspapers — 
and I road English and American papers quite regularly, and I subscribed 
to a Turkish newspaper; I listened to tho onomy radio stations rcgularly- 
I never got any infomation about casings of Jews. 

Q You voro in Bulgaria? 

0 

A Tos. 

Q 'oron»t t;»ro Many *. a still livir* in Bulgaria? 

A Y<.». 

Q Did you have any contact -..-it', then? 

A Until they loft Bulgaria, I tr,s friends ilth some Jewish families 
and had daily contact with then. Furthermore, I had approximately 100 
Jewish customers. All these people expressed tho fear to mo that 
they might bo deported to labor ca>*>s, I, myself, for instance, had 
two Jewish secretaries about »l»sc safoty I had to take cnorgotic stops. 

But none of those people told no that they had any fears of extermination 
measures. They only feared that they night be deported to labor camps; 
moreover, nobody was deported from Bulgaria. 

Q Tell no, did you h?vo any knavlcdge abcut the development of 
the sales of zuklon. i rk;cd.d this infomation for 
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so to speak, in tho foreign countries. It was tho most important 
advertisement that I had available in those countries where the zyklon 
was to be introduced. It was tho host advertisement I had for the 
authorities in those countrios. 

• 

Q I took tho liberty of presonting, Your Honors, two charts about 
tho salo of zyklon: No. 1 and Ho. 2. Since I do not hove sufficiont 
copies, I asked that they bo enlarged and had thorn affixed to the wall* 
Tho witness, himself, knows thoso charts, and may I ask you ploaso to 
oxplain thoso charts No. 1 and No. 2. Cut you have to remain seated 
because you havo to talk into tho microphone. 

A Tho first chart shows tho development of the salo of zyklon in 
tom3 at homo and abroad. Tho rod cvrvo roprosonts tho donustic salo of 
zyklon and in tho areas occupied by Con vary. Tho bluo curve underneath 
roprosonts tho dovolopuont of tho snlo of zyklon in tho foreign countries, 
that is to ea jv in thoso countrios which paid for thoir shipments in 
foroign cxchango. Ono can sco that tho incroaso in tho requirement of 
tho foreign countrios dovolopod taich moro quickly than tho domostic 
roquiromont. . Tho socond chart roorosonts tho incroaso in porcontngo 
figuros of tao salo of thoso Ebgcsch predicts which woro usod for 
room decontamination. One con sco tho products: zyklon, that is tho 
rod curvoj T-gas, another product that is an othyl oxido, that is tho 
greon curvo; tho product Tritax, that is trichloride acotonitrato, that 
is tho yallon curvoj and another products, Vontox, that is tho brown 
curvo. Free this chert a .ain it can bo soon that tho zyklon by 
for did not incroaso stron;>08t in salos. It :Sist bo adlod that tho 
incro-so in require lent in c a so of the other products was ha-iporod vory 
strongly by tho fact that on tho one hand the production started 
only faring tho war, and on tho other hand, tho production plants were 
destroyed relatively early in the war. In connection with theso 
charts, I mjjht add perhaps that I no longer have the exact figures 
of tho non-Dcgcsch products used for room dccontaminat on. I know, 
howovor, that for instance, an emergency product that was usod for 
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d^lousing •* , nd which w c c called Ilo had a pro&iction require sent in 1SJ1U; 
or 500 tons, but for instance, in 1939 'ihis same product practically 
did not exist on tte sarket. 

Q 5'r. Prcsidont, nay I ask that these two charts be given an 
exhibit mnber: Zyklon sales Ko. 1 to be given Exhibit 19, end chart 
Ko. 2 should be narked Exhibit Ho. 50. Well, Dr. Rauschor, zyklon salos 
increased very strong here. Did you havo no suspicions about that? 

A Hot at ell. It w r s quite natural that particularly during tho 

war a product such as zyklon was <*oing to bo usod in a much groator 

extent then luring peaco tir.o. Thcro aro a number of ronsons why this 

was so; for ono, tho crowding of peoplo owing to the war, tho oonquust 

of territories that wore infested with licoj tho nass-raovononts of human 

boings. I would say that it was nliiost a .oigr.-tion of peonlos. Ono 

inust odd that in Gonnany, as compared srith the Unitod Status and 

contrary to tho Uni red States, prussic acid n. s al .ost tho only high- 

grado dolousin; agent known. Tho noll-knoim )DT, an ap.ont which is 

used for dolousing purposos in tho Unitod Status and which \tr.3 so 

successfully used during tho war and is still being usod today, was 
0 

not produced in Gamary in any e :tont until 19 h 3 and was not introducod 
until 19 Wj on tho riarkot. I knesr very well that apart from thoso 
highly offoctivo agents, tho so-called auxiliary or emergency drugs 
had a Much higher requirement, because tho production of highly offoctivo 
drugs vr.a by Tar insufficient to covor ovon tiro ost urgent demand. 

I w?.nt to pt int <xrt that in Bulgaria, whore tho salo of zyklon increased 
to approxiiaately 10 times its previous amount and exclusively for Bulgar¬ 
ian requirements and not for roar ire. sent of tho Pc man any, already 
in I9li3 wn v/cre behind in our sliipwnts by six montlis. Tho products 
T-gas, tritox or ver.tox wo didn». i*cccivo at all in tho foreign court, rics 
at that time. 
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Q Did yew know anythin' about shipaents of zyklon to tho SS or to 
concentration ca::ps? 

A Yos. In 19UU Uucdictoly ; fter I ontored service in the production 
CvOUBittae, I partiepated in a oeoting of tl\a production coeaiittoe 
in 9 0 rlinx trhore very sorious reproaches wero .vdo by tho SS because 
of inadequate shipnonts of Material, and not only because of inadoquato 
shipnonts of zyklon but particularly booeuse of tho coenplotoly insufficient 
amounts of DDT that !\-d boon shipood. The Conran rmtorial that contained 
DDT was call id Lausoto or Gcscrol. That would hevo boon a canpletoly 
high-grade substitute for syklon which w-s completely hrniloss to humans. 

Q Hov; nr 3 tho strong roquircront of tho SS explained? 

A For one, bocauso of tho oxtroaoly ccuto dangor of typhus. I do 
not know whothor you aro fo-.iliar with tho fret that ovon at homo at 
tho fcimo in 0 o >*w.ny, opidonica or typhus had occurred, and finally tho

Q Tfoll than, you say that f is zyklon nr’ not only used in decontamina¬ 
tion or dolousinc chaitaor? 

A Ho, not exclusively; on tho c^ntrar*-, tho requirements for tho 
dolou3ing clu-jtours vfero only a snail fraction, I would call it, of 
tho requir*.! 1 int3 for rocri decontamination. 

Q Thon tho Most part of zy!d.on amounts woru sont to camps or other 
places that had no dclousing dvwfcors?

Q Did tho SS alone urge that zyklon bo increased in its shipnonts, 
or were there other agoncics as well? 

A Ho, tiwi Fchmacht did that too in tho sano way, but thoro v a s 
an essential difference. The negotiat ons conducted with the ’'folirmacht 
because of increased ship xints of zyklon w w rv carried out in an objective 
nannor, I would say.

On the d »y of this Dootln,*: I was in Borlin 
to discuss with tho businoss nrnagor of the Roich Croup, Dr. Lan*uth, 
various nattors of intorcst to both of us. 

When we said good-by ho -pointed out to no that this nooting was held on 
tho sane day and upon this socrocy I went to tho -looting. 
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Q. Horr Mann, Haybe I can **sk you in view of the 3V»rt tino 
wo still ha.ve at our disposal, th*t you will bo as briof as nossiblo. • 

C»ft you rocall tho speech in its contents? 

A. Yes, I do reneofcor the socech n*do bv SaucJcol and particularly 
tho part doa.lin.- with the treatment of foreign w-'rkors. Ho vory urgently 
pointed to tho necessity to troat the forci.pi workors well, and nore 
particularly he spokoof tho nocossity to introduce tho investigation into 
ti.o picco work syston, that is, ho spoke of Justice in tho piocc work 
eysto-i. That is tho min recollection I hr\vo. 

Voro you, yourself, concerned with labor quostions at all? 

A, lio, pc tho Diroctor of a sales coribino I was not connoctod 
with thoso probloat, 

Q. Did you know th«t tho Corvan industry onployed foroi*n labor? 

A. That was known to oc, 

Q. Did you know anythin*; »?y>ut tho fact that forol*n workers wore 
comollod to .zn to Con»nv and brought to Gornany by forco? 

A. During tho first years of tho war I was undor tho inprossion 
th»t in tho caso of forci/pi workors recruited that voluntary workors wore ' 
concomod; hovovor, as tho war oroqrossod I would say fron 1943 onward, 

I .r>t noro and noro tho i*r)ros8ion that labor conscriotion wan usod. 

Q. Did you hnvo any knowlod^o of tho fact thf.t foroi.pi vnrkors wore 
naltreated? 

I novor heard anything about it. As to tho problon of troatnent 
"• nd ho us in.” and foedin.; of foreign workors I hoard often about it when 
I discussod it with ny colleagues fron Leverkusen who aftor all had to 
deal with those problcns. Lc usrkuscn was the only ono of our plants which 
I Visited during tho war, but thoro, on account of tho constant contact I 
h**d with ny colleagues, I often hrd *ho opportunity to hoar about thoso 
problons. 

Q. That brings nc to tho last point I want to discuss with you Horr 
Kann. It is the question of nodical oxperinents. You wore the nanagor of 
the Bayer Sales Conbino. How, in what way woro you connoctod with : .. 
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experisental ncdlcanents in this capacity? 

K l was not connected at all with the scientific problens connectod 
with the experimental nedicr.nonts. Throu^ht the director of the 
scientific departaont, Dr. Hortons, however, I hoard oithor by hin 
directly or during tho discussions or from his own ninutes fron the 
sessions, what now subst-r.ccs would probably in a short oeriod bo sold. 

?h«t w»j tho problem that I w-s interested in as far as oxnorinents woro 
c^acomod. It was tho last sta^o, »» it woro. 

Q. Dr. Kortons »*d a rosidcnce in Leverkusen. Is th»t ri^ht? 

K Yos. 

Q. Nov what were his tasks? 

A. Dr, Nortons as I said alrcMy, was Dlroctor of tho sciontific 
departments which, as far as organisation wan concomod, was a part of tho 
sales combine of 3ayor. His main task consistod of tho doalla* with 1411 
proble-n connects with sciontific publicity. In othor words publicity 
with tho physicians, clinics, hospitals, pharmacists, oto. ho was 
a professional physician and saw to it that sciontific contonts of 
publicity woro always in lino with tho nowott achiovononts and tho up to 
dato knowlod^o of a^liod nodicino. For those tesks ho was diroctly 
responsible t<5 no inespito of tho fact that in practice ho would work 
nainly with tho Ho 5 ional Directors who would draw up tho Publicity for 
thoir aroas.

A Yes, as I already said, this is a survey compiled by de¬ 
partment F using the material of Degesch, but I find no indication 
that all business decreased, apart from Zyklon-B, which increased.

i-R. SFRKHER: Tlx:re is no problem about that. If Dr. Romdt wants 


that, of course lie can have it. There is no problem: about those tilings. 
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THE PRESIDENT: Well, under the practice that we have followed 
here the Tribunal would not be warranted in excluding the excerpts from 
the document, providing it oaixs the entire document available to the 
opposition. The objection to the introduction of the document nust be 
overruled therefore and the Tribunal will expect that the Pros ecution 
will furnish Dr. Berndt with a copy of the entire dociraent. 

BY DR. BERNDT (Counsel for defendant ifann): 

Q Dr. Peters, only one noro question. You said before that 
you corrected your affidavit end that you handed that correction to a 
gentleman who tore it up and who threw it at your feet, that is, he 
rojectod it.

tiinskoff has said he will be very glad to go to the witness box once the 
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siateioent is made. But in viotr of the fact that this witness has given 
scue dignity to an accusation, which seems very strange to me, I think 
that we should have this opportunity at this tine to make that state¬ 
ment. 

THE PRESIDENT: Now, the Tribunal is not disposed to refuse 
counsel full opportunity to sake any proper showing before the Tribunal. 
There are two reasons why we cannot indulge this practice. In the first 
place, the witness testified to that incident on ro-direct examination. 

Ho was cross-examined by counsel for the Prosecution thereafter. He did 
not go into it. And then we had re-^iirect examination. And now you 
ra iso the question. That is purely technical, Wo wouldn't bo inolined 
to lean too hoavily on that. But hero is a controversial matter botween 
I&nskoff, who is recogniz od as a member of tho staff of couitfel for 
the Prosecution, and the witness in the box. 

If Ur. Uinskoff wishes the Tribunal to understand his sido of 
this story, and it is propor and pertinent, lie is ontitlod to make it. 

But if ho does make it, he must asks it under tho same cireuoatancos as 
tho witness in tho box. He must go into the witness bo* as a witness 
and subject himself to cross-oxanination. 

Hen/, -.That counsol has said about this Tribunal having said tha t 
■•■e will take the statement of counsel certainly does not go to tho field 
of trying a lawsuit that way. In procedural matters, things aside from 
a trial proper, we ore alwaysglad to accept a statement from any membor 
of the staff of Prosecution or Defense counsel at cno hundrod per cent 
valuo, but wa can't try a lawsuit by permitting lawyers to got up and 
toll us what the facts of tho case arc. 

How, the Prosecution may decide for itself if Hr. Kinskoff wishes 
to tostify and the Prosecution t/iehos to lravo him testify on that. Ho 
nust be sworn as a witness, take tho witness stand, answer questions, and 
subject himself to cross-examination. Now that Just must bo that tray. We 
can't try a case any other -.ray. 
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I nay say that he nay also, if he prefers, follow the other 
recognised practice. He nay subnit his affidavit, or you may subnit 
an affidavit of Ur. Uinskoff*s, but in that event of course he will 
al3o be subject to cross-examination. 

UR. SFRECHER: Well, i!r. President, I a= very glad to lave 
your direction in this natter, and we shall so submit this affidavit.

THE PRESIDENT: You need not determine that now. 

!!R. SPRSCHER: If tha t is determined we will do that on our 
part.

Q How long have you been in custody? 

A Since 31 December 1946. 

THE PRESIDENT: Dr. Ostcr, would you please go a little bit slower 
and pause after the question and before your answer so tho translation 
roaches us. 

BY DR. HENZE:

Q Will you please describe, in a few brief words, to the Tribunal, 
your professional career. 

A After I had tho usual school carcor in grammar school, I bocamo 
a soldier in 1928 for one year. Proa 1899 to 1903 I was a studont at 
tho Tochnicum ir. Berlin. I studied technical chemistry and graduated 
as an ongineor with a state diplcoa. After tint I studied at Barlin 
University, physics and chemistry, and in 1905 I graduated as a doctor, 
npnrt from this theoretical instruction, I also got a practical educa¬ 
tion by working during tho long university holidays , as they aro 
customary in <<rraany, as a workor. Thus I worked altogether for about 
two and a half years in tho repair workshop of the Reich Railways, in 
a foundiy, in a fitter's shop, forge, in a tool factory, in a enrpontor 

shop, and in many similar installations. This activity was not prescribed 

• - 

by the 3tudy program of the Technician or of the Univorsity of Berlin, 
but the 'initiative for that work was ay tendency towards practical work, 
end I did it also because I wanted to gain personal experience concern¬ 
ing the nannor of life, thought, and work of the common laborer. 

Q Dr. Ostcr, you just made a mistake thcro. When you spoko about 
your year of military service you spoke of 1926. 
n I'm sorry, I mean 1898. 

Q Now, vhat about your further career. 

A In 1905 I was hired by the joint stock company for Aniline Fabrica¬ 
tion of tho rt gfa in 3crlin, as a chenist. First I worked in the 
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scientific laboratory erd .than I become assistant plant matwcor and 
then plant manager of an I.G. Farben plant. In 1911 I became ono of 
the business managers of the Agfa Dry Fhotografhic Plates factory, In 
191L this activity of mino was interrupted by the First World ifer which 
I •'rrticipatcd in as an officer. I was wourded several tines end I 
lost one eye. In 1917, as I had been severely injured, I was detached 
as a comissioncr to tho Badischo Anilino and Soda factory. There ay 
task vma to assist the firm in obtaining building nr.tcrials, nachinos 
end cn and so forth, for the construction of the Works Oppeu and 
Uorsoburg. Thanks to this activity,-Professor Bosch requested me to 
join the services of tho Badischo A n ilinc and Soda Factory. Thus I 
bcccmo ono of the directors of the Lcuna Plant. 

Q "hat wes the production of the Lcunr. Plant? 

0 

Ji During try period of activity Lcuna produced ammonia, methanol, 
gosolino, rrd similar products. 

G How long did you stay thorc? 

* Until 1928. 

Q VVhr.t was your main fiold of work there? 

4 % Abovo all I worked on organization quostions. I caiductod 
negotiations with the government agencies, and particularly I was 
charged with the thon very difficult social and labor quostions. 

Q And why were these quostions so difficult? 

a (granny was going through very restive political periods thon, 
vlth groat economic difficulties caused mainly by the inflation. The 
dentral German area was a constant hotbed of political unrest and during 
this period we had quite a bit of political unrest in that tree. Tho 
initiative was taken by the Canaunists and at various times civil war 
was brought about. Once the Lcuna Plant was even occupied by insurgents 
and had to be freed by the A ray. 

Q Mr, Ostcr, as we are just speaking about politics, perhaps you 

1 

could report something concerning your political attitude, first of 
all at that time. 
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A During the ten years when I vus director of the Leunc Works, I 
hr.d learned tc know on the one tend the misery and difficulties of the 
laborers. I hr.d experienced direct free e very short distanco the 
Horrics about unemployment, end with anxiety I sew the constant economic 
decline in Germany. The danger of the stopping of operations in tho 
Leunr »orks where I had worked was quito possible, end I saw it quite 
cloarly. On the other hand I could also see the consequences of 
political struggles caused by the agitations of communism, a reasonable 
social attitude, taking into consideration the Justified interests of 
tho working class sccoed to mo the thing to be aimed at. Above ell 
I saw the disadvantages arising for the German people from tho uultitudo 
of parties «nd opinions ns far as economics were concerned, 

Q What was your position to National Socielisa? 

A Tho last governments before Kitlor ted not succeeded in doing away 
with the ooonoede difficulties and a-storii« then. I was very doubtful 

about Hitler. On one hard I was afraid that his manner and apponranco 

• 

would give cause to difficulties in tho field of foreign policy, and 
I was afraid that lhe 'Acstern countries would intervene. Wo hed 
known already tho occupation of the Rhine and Ruhr nron by tho French 
and wo still remembered its very disadvantageous economic results, 
and Germany, at that time, ted no defense at all. In other words, I 
very soriously was afraid that there would be war by the intervention 
of fbroign powers. On tho other tend, however, I had to ascertain 
that through his economic measures Hitler was mastering tho economic 
misery in Germany. The figure of unemployed decreased and in all 
fields a boom could be seen. *t tho time there were quito r. nunfcor 
of things which I was Impressed with. That I have to admit. 
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Q. Did you Join ttv; R-.zi Party *t that tiroc? 

No, in s,ltc of tho recognition rtxich X felt for tho various 
me:sures taken by Nation-1 Socialism, I still could not bo in agreement 
rdth sonc of tho points of the Yo^rr. ^t'-ch seorvid to mo points of 
principle. 

Q. .till you describe those fc-> points in r. fen brief words. 

On.j was the hostile attitude tho Nazi rarty took ag-iinst tho 
church. Uy family end myself at all tines wore faithful to tho church. 

Uy jn rent s and .aysoIf had always a very friendly relationship with a 
number of J a wish f'id lies in B-rlin. .hen ay father, who was an officer, 
had to retire from tho armed forces because ho was sick, and as ho sot 
into financial difficulties on account of that, thoso Jewish friends woro 
Just tho pooplo who offered their senn.ccs to introduoo him to Emil 
Rathnau, the founder of tte A3C, -nd there my f-th-r succcodod in creating 
for himself a very r-. uted position which made it possible for him to givo 
mo and my sister the samo good odu: -ticn ho had boon ablo to give us bo- 
fonj. I would have felt choap if I had Joined the Nazi Party, a Party 
which considered tho J«ws as a hunan Ixing of second category. 

0 . Mr. O s t. r, but you did Join the H'zi Party ten years latex*, 

didn't you? On I -ssuno that ycu got your ndsgivirco by that tind? 

• 0 • • • 

A. Mo, on tte contr ary. Certainly with regard to the sltua- 
tion in tho field of foreign policy I lx.au c.uil-d down more and more, when 
I saw that ny initial anxieties were . ot Justified and that Hitler, in tho 
field of foreign poL cy, really had a uoiv clover hand than I had ini. j .nod, 
The paramount feater- for ny attitude was, it i3 true, that in tlw two 
points I Just mentioned, namely tho church and tho Jewish efiestions. 
National Socialisn pursued a policy which went more r.ndmoiu against my ( 
own inner attitudo. A stronger and stronger opposition to National 
Socialisn developed in nc. 

Q. This opposition - aid you voico it? 

A. I voiced it in many things, yos. For instance, in tho nitrog 
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syndic-to, in ay own plant, I never placed anybody at a disadvantage bo- 

c-us° ho was not a Rational Socialist end I didn't mako any difficulties for 

somebody who wasn »t a WasL and that was daandod of mo. In the plant I 

* 

tried to lcoop the Jewish employees wo had, as long as possible. ;/hon, 

on account of the political pressure, thoy had to loav-, I facilitated 

that departure froa the ccononic viai.oint. Some people who had to loave 

us for this reason wore placed by us in very good positions abroad. Half 

Jews who worked in tl« syndicate rca'iiv.d and rrorkod in our plant until

Aftor tho German 
Labor Front or the plant Nazi official of tho nitrogen syndicato had 
applied for my Jtumb-rship without ay l:no»lodgo. 

Q. ./oil now, as you had this opposition attitudo, viiy did you 

join tho Party after all?

A. '.toll, cert-inly not from tty inn-r convictions because it was 
grotesque that I was made to join the Party at a period o-hen I was far noro 
distant from National Socialism in ny inner feelings than in 1933. At 

that time I didn't think that I would hr.v. any personal adv-nt-^ Cron ny

joining tho Party. I was already si:;ty-threc yo'rs old, and at various 
occasions I had alrc dy expressed a desire to bo pensionod. A resignation 
from the nitrogen syndicate, in ease I'd be rejected, wouldn't have taado 
me very sorry. Perhaps that would havo givji mo the possiblity to be

The nitrogen syndicate, over 
stneo its foundation in 1919 was c xisidercd socially a very progressive 
onterpriso, and to its greatest r-gr-t, ev-n the Goman Labor Fr nt had to 
recognize that fact. In our Qm ^hqy could not introduce any improvo- 

cents and t ha re fore I w^ild like to cunt ion also that liko many hundreds 

• • * 

of othor enterprises, the syndicate, as early as 1934, roccivod the a?-called 
Gau Diploma for special achievements in th: field of social questions. 

Q. One sure question. Did you pay ‘"ny contributions txye-nd 
the normal contributions to the Nazi Party? 
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A. Apart from the contributions for the Winter Relief which, in 
Germany, were aimed at a certain percentage of tho income, I only 
once — and I mention it in order to be quite precise — mado a 
contribution of two hundred narks to the Nazi Party in the district 
where I lived. Tho purpose uaa to lodge two boys who were refugees 
from Eastern Prussia, because I had not been able to fulfil ny promise 
v.d to accomodate tho boys nysolf. 

Q. To settle this question, and in order to complete the picture, 

I would liko to ask if you were a '.'chr.drtschaftsfuchrcr? 

A. No. 

0 . VThat vjero your relations with the Arued Forces? 

A. I had no connections «dth tho Armed Forcos at all. It is true 
that onco, in 19A0, I tiont to visit tho Chiof of the liilitary Economic 
Staff, Gcnoral Thomas. However, tiicrc was a special, private—or, 
should I say a private business reason. For, a few days beforo Norway 
vas being occupied and it uno «y desire to help, as soon as possible, 
qy friend, the Coneral Director of tie Norsk-Hydro in Oslo, and hio 
staff monbors. I was aware that, as very patriotic Norwogia.is, they 
would get into trouble with the occupation forcos. 

As a normal traveler, I had no c banco to go to Norway at that tiro, 
as hostilities were in full string. Therefore, I went to see Gcnoral 
Thohias and I suggested to him tliat I wanted to investigate tho situation 
of tho products of nitrogen in Norway. In that way I could fly very 
quickly to Norway in a military plane. T/hen uo Landed, liowcvcr, we 
got a littlo air attack — by British planes. 

1 . Lay I ask you to give us tie name of tho General Director of 
the Norsk-Hydro? . The .an you just mentioned. 

A. Dr. Axel Aubert. Tivat \*as ny only connection with the Amed 
Forces since 1928. 

During the war the Statistics Department of the Syndicate received 
a fevi requests concerning the volume of tic nitrogen production capacity 
of other countries, and, on the strength of the documents, the statistics 
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department had to answer these requests. Here again the figures were 
only based on newspaper excerpts because no other documents were 
available. In this connection I would like to mention that information 
by the Syndicate also referred to such requests. This information is 
contained in Prosecution Document HI-7796, which is Prosecution Exhibit 
922, Volumo 49, English page 15. 

Q. Herr Ostcr, I thin!; that brings us to a conclusion of ono 

% 

chapter, and I would liko to take advantage of this opportunity to 
submit to the Tribunal a feu documents. 

DR. HE2JZE: If your Honors please, as Exhibit 3 for Ostcr I on 
offering on affidavit by Georg Schikora, a fornor caployco of tho 
Nitrogen Syndicate. It is Document Ostor No. 4. I am now submitting 
as exhibit 4, an affidavit by another employee, collod Dr. Ernst Bonn, 
which is Document Ostcr No. 5. The next exhibit I am offering is 
Exhibit 5, which is Document 5A, an affidavit by a formor director of 
tho Nitrogen Syndikat, by the name of Otto '?nhl; followed by Exhibit 6, 
which is Document 6, an affidavit by tho former I.G. Far ben employee, 

Dr. Hans Roctgcr. 

Tho next affidavit I an offering rill be exhibit 7, Document 7. 

It is also an affidavit made 'yy the lawyer, Dr. 'falter Schmidt from 
Berlin, who had no professional connection with Horr Ostor. Ho has 
given us a survey concerning tho personality of the defondant and his 
attitude towards the persecutors of ti>c Nazi regimo. Tho next exhibit 
is No. 8, and I an offoring document No. 8 as such. This is an 
affidavit by a former employee of the I'itrogcn Syndicate Fritz ITcrthcr, 
oxprosscs Ids views of the reasons for which Dr. Ostor Joined tho Nazi 
Party, and on his general political attitude. I am offering as Exhibit 
11, Document No. 11, on affidavit by Dr. Peter Assmann. He also used 
to be a menbor of the Nitrogen Syndikat, and his affidavit deals with 
the political attitude of the Defend nt at present in the witness box. 

I am offoring Docunent No. 12 as Exhibit No. 12. It is an affidavit 
by another employee, Eduard Hinze, and he reports on the support given 
by Herr Ostcr to him when he was arrested by the Gestapo. 
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If your Honors please, this brings me to Exhibit No. 13, which is 
Document Ho. 13, and an affidavit by Dr. Adolf Schuelc, defined here 
is having worked in tho Nitrogen Syndikat, and is now businoss manager 
of tho Chamber of Industry and Ccn.’.crcc in Kannheim. Ho speaks about 
tho fact that Dr. Ostcr did not try to make the employees of the 
Nitrogen Gyndikat Join the Nazi Party. 

DR. VON i£TZLER: If the Tribunal pleases, may I mako a brief 
observation, with the permission of ay learned friend Dr. Henze. 

I have just been infon^cd that in the Krupp trial, upon a similar 
motion as has been filed in this trial, the Defendants havo been 
acquittod under Count Ono, preparation of aggressive war, and under 
Count Four Conspirary. I nay respectfully point out that thio decision 
has been reached in tho Krupp Trial, in spito of the fact that tho caso 
of tho Prosecution fchorc is not closed bocauso several of tho Prosocution 
witnossos havo not yot been cross-examined. 

Thcroforo, I take the opportunity to ask rospcctfully for a docision 
of this court, bocauso such a decision, if it rould bo favorablo, liould 
not only shorten considerably tho examination of tho Defendants who 
aro now taking the stand, but it world also have a considerable influcnco 
on the documonts which we arc going to submit now to tho Court and on 
the closing briefs which no arc Juct now preparing. 

THE (RESIDENT: Tlruik you Coxnscl. Tho Tribunal will tako tto 
matter under consideration. And, I might say that it is so near our 
recess timo now, that we will rise. 

(The Tribunal rcccs3Qd for 15 minutes) 
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THE MARSHAL: The Tribunal is again in session. 

DIRECT EXAMINATION - Continued 

BY DR, HEN2E: 

0 

Q. Mr. Oster, we shall now turn away from politics. You said be¬ 
fore that up to 1928 you wore active with Leuna. Shat did you do 
afterwards? 

A. Since the head of the Nitrogen Syndicate, Dr. Buer, a former 
Vorstand member of Parben, wanted to leave his position because of old 
ago, I was proposed to bocomo his successor. 

Q. What was the Nitrogen Syndicate? 

A. Tho Nitrogen Syndicate was an indopendont firm in Berlin, and 
it was composod of all tho Nitrogen producers in Germany. It had to 
deal with the sale of Nitrogen which was used by all Gorman Nitrogon 
factories. 

Q. That noant that you changed over to another firm did you not? 

A. I can noithor answer this quostion in tho affirmative or in 
tho negative. I already stated that tho Nitrogen Syndicate was an in¬ 
dependent firm. Parbon, howovor, had considerable particioation in 
that firm.' Farben delegated no to its business managornent, and on tho 
strength of the contracts it was tho privilege of Farbon to do so. 

Q. Did you renain in tho Vorstand of Farbon? 

A. Yds. 

Q. Did you have r special task or a special field of work within 
Farben? 

A. No, Farbon didn't have its own sales organization with respect 
to Nitrogen because that had been transferred to tho Nitrogen Syndicate. 
Formally, I was the head of the salt for the fertilizer Nitrogen for 
Farben, without actually holding a proper office within Farbon. 

Q. Why didn't Farbon have its own sales organization for Nitrogen? 

A. When establishing the Nitrogen Syndicate in 1919, all the com¬ 
panies affiliated with it forewent the indooendent sale of fertilizer 
Nitrogen. Starting from 1930, the Nitrogen Syndicate even sold technical 
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Nitrogen. The prices of Nitrogen products were fixed by all the produ¬ 
cers of tho Syndic? te upon their race ting. These had to be confirmed by 
another circle in which ’Iso members of the government end agriculture 
wore represented. They were members of tho .VJminiatrative Council of 
the Nitrogen Syndicate. Such wore tho reasons why there was no indepen¬ 
dent Farben sales organization for Nitrogen. 

Cl. Thank you very much. Mr. Oster, I should now like to ask you 
who tho companies buying from tho Nitrogen Syndicate were. Porhaps you 
will use the chart in replying to me, and I'm sure thrt will be helpful 
te the Tribunal. 

A. Your Honors, you will find that explanation on Tablo 1 of tho 
non-colored chart. This chart will show you which wore tho companies 
forming the Nitrogen Syndicate. Thoro are throe largo groups: Ono 
group on tho loft-hand sido aro the Synthesis Works. Thoso produced Am¬ 
monia. Tho square on tho vory right aro tho Calcium nitrate plants. 

And in the middle you will find the producers of by-products; that is 
to say, thoso plants who producod suloh.'to of Atfaoni? as an auxiliary 
product in coking plants, gas works, foundrios, etc. 

O. Ur*. Ostor, I don't think wu have to discuss tho individual 
sharo-holdors because wo soo them from the chart. But toll mo what tho 
tasks of the Syndicato wore. 

A. I don't want to uso too nany words on that subjoct, and I might 
say briofly that tho Synthesis Works—there woro soven (7) of thorn—and 
tho nitrogen of lime plants had six (6) sharo-holding companies; and wc 
had about 150 coking plants, all of whom wore oart of our sharo-holding 
compahies. The Nitrogen Syndicrto was tho only organization authorized 
by the German Government through which the Nitrogen industry could sell 
its products. This was done in the field of nitrogen fertilizer through 
four channels. That is to say, wholesale trade, agricultural trade, co¬ 
operative unions, and the mixed fertilizer factories. That also holds 
true of the United States. For tho sale of fertilizers and Nitrogen 
products for technical purposes there were two syndicate departments, 
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since products as well as buyers varied. The Syndicate itself did not 
aijo for any profit. Of the brutto turnover, it retained its sale ex¬ 
penses—transportation, commissions, advertisement expenses, etc.—and 
the rest of the profit was distributed aoongst its share-holding com- 
ponies# 

Q. Upon what contracts was the work of the Syndicate based? 

A. The Syndicate’s work was based on two contracts. The first 
contract, of relatively less importance, was the contract of Nitrogen 
Syndicate C.m.b.H., tho so-called "C.m.b.H. Contract." It provided 
for the distribution of tho company’s 240,000 Reichsmarks capital, 
amounting to 240,000 Reichsmarks among the pertnors; it also provided 
regulations concerning the boArds of tho C.m.b.H. Those were princi¬ 
pally tho "dministratlve Council, which consisted of 26 members, elec¬ 
ted by the partners of the company, among which thoro wore six repre¬ 
sentatives of Frrben, threo representatives of the government, and two 
representatives of agriculture. The government representatives were 
appointed by the Reich Ministry of Economics and tho Reich Ministry of 
Food. When establishing tho Syndicate, the Reich was ropresontod as 
tho chairman of tho .<tainistrativo Council. That practice was later 
discontinued. Starting from 1919, up to 1933, tho trade unions woro 
also represented with two members. The Plant Council of tho Syndicate 
was also represented by two members. The second circle was tho Part¬ 
ners' Assembly (stockholders’ meeting). They decided upon the yearly 
budget, profit and los3 accounting, personnel matters, end other de¬ 
tails concerning tho business of the companies. That meeting took 
place only once each year. The third body was the Business Management. 
The Reich originally had one representative appointed to the Business 
Management. 

The second contract, far more important for the work of the Syn¬ 
dicate, was a contract on the strength of which, between each of the 
companies ajid the C.m.b.H., a company under civil law was established. 
Within the frame of that contract the entire work of the Syndicate was 
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conducted. It actually represented the real Syndicate contract. It con¬ 
tained regulations concerning fertilizer Nitrogen and technical Nitrogen, 
and it also arranged for the fixation of the quotas, the Syndicate prices, 
the accounting of the Syndicate with its partners, quality regulations, 
regulations pertaining to agricultural advertising; and it also provided 
for the activity of three company boards under civil law. These boards 
were principally the Business Itanagcacnt, which was identical with the 
Business Management of the G.m.b.H. Secondly, thcro was a Producers' 
Assembly. This was not identical with tho company mooting which I just 
mentioned. In this meeting all the producers whodolivered Nitrogen 
were represented partly personally and partly by others. The Producers' 
Assembly drew up the Syndicate's general policy, drew up tho conditions 
for purchasing and buying; and they decided upon the introduction of now 
products and about the acceptance of now members, and thoy approved tho 
conclusion of all contracts by the Syndicate etc., and this mooting was 
held soveral times during tho yoar.

Q. Dr. Os ter, I should like to know who oas in charge of the 
Syndicate, and I should like to ask you to take hold of Table 2, which 
I think will facilitate your reply. 

A. Tho Business iimageoent was tto head of the Syndicate. This 
inanagcaont consisted of four regular and ore deputy business managors. 
According to the contract two of these aarngoi** belonged to Farben, 
and one uas appointed by the Aktiengescllschaft der K 0 hlem;erkstoff 
Verbaende. T!»o Business Uanagencnt uas responsible to the Adininistra- 
tivo Council of tho Syndicate and had to roprosont tho interests of 
all the partners. The Business iianagers circle, according to direc¬ 
tions fay tho Administrative Council, had uor!:cd out a division of tables. 
This chart shears us how tho individual business lanagors in tho Syn¬ 
dicate vo ro responsible for tho various departments. All theso aquaros 
pa intod rod i/oro under ay supreme responsibility. This concornod tho 
salo of fertiliser nitrogen at hone and abroad. For sale at home X 
had ono of :y colleagues of tho managers* circle at ay disposal, and 
I also had one of uy colleaguos at ay disposal for solos abroad. I 
personally also doalt with international conventions. I was responsible 
for tho personnel department and also for t'no ad linlstrativo department. 
Everything clso is oloarly shewn by the chart. Apart from tho fortilizor 
sales at home and abroad I was in charge ?f negotiations with authori¬ 
ties and other firms in tho field of fertilizers nitrogen. 

Q. sir. Os tor, how bip was tho staff of tills Syndic ito? 

A. Tho Syndicate liad a staff of about a thousand persons. Among 
them, apart from tho five business managers, there vero 60 departmental 
directors, 20 proourists, and 15 trustees with power of attorney. 

Q. Uhat was tho extent of tho Syndicated business? 

A. During tho last year before the i nr, Itoa 1938 to 193 9, tho 
Brutto turnover of the Syndicate amounted to approximately 580 million 
Reichsmarks; approxinately million tons of products were sold. 
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Of those tons G3J5 wore sales at hone; and 17 '* wore sales abroad. 

In the year fro*a 1927 to 1928 the share of the export business was 
Lot. Froa the yoars up to 1938 to 1939 it decreased slowly. That 
was because of the Nitrogen factories* being established all over tho 


world, and secondly because of tho highly increased indigenous con¬ 
sumption.

BB. EeMZE (Counsel for defendant Oster): 

3efore leaving this field I should like to offer a nunber of 
documents which refer to the testimony of the witness. As Exhibit 
14 I offer Document Ho. 3. This is an affidavit of several leading 
gentlemen of the C-eman nitrogen industry with whom Mr. Oster collab¬ 
orated for mmy years. This Joint affidavit gives us some impression 
of the bustneso activity of my client in the nitrogen syndicate. 

Mr. President, there is one deficiency because the certification 
is momentarily still lacking. I shall submit tho certification at a 
lator tine, and this is merely a technical oversight. 

MR. SPRECHkR: Ve have no objection to that as it now stands, 

Mr. Prooident; I have read through the affidavit. 

THE PRESIDENT: Very wo 11; you may supply the certification lator 
for tho record. 

HR. HENZE: As Exhibit 15 I chall now offor an affidavit of 
Friedrich Carl Mueller; tho affiant is a nenbor of tho Vorctand of 
the Ruetgors-Vferk i,'. He is known to the Tribunal bccauoo ho oppoarod 
hero at one tin as a witness. This is Document 14 of my book. 

As Exhibit 16 I shall now offer an affidavit of tho lavyor Dr. 
Sander. You will find this undor Ho. 15 of tho document book. Dr. 

Sander was formerly the legal advisor of tho nitrogen syndicato, and ho 
gives us a survey of tho manner in which my cliont oonductod tho busi¬ 
ness in a neutral manner and in tho intorest of all partnors. Ho con¬ 
tinues to stato that there was never a voto token at tho tympany's moot¬ 
ing , and Mr. Oster was always successful in bringing about some friend¬ 
ly understanding. In tho case of a conflict of interests botvoon Far- 
bon and other partners, Dr. Oster a'veys left it to another gontlo mon 
of Farben to reprosont the firm’s interests, and ho always kept in tho 
background in that connection. 

As Exhibit Ho. 17 I shall now offer Document Ko. 20. This is an 
affidavit of the deputy business manager of tho nitrogen syndicate, Otto 
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Wahl, who ainultane'-'usly givog as a report on the earner in which ay 
client conducted his business. 

BY DH. BBIZEs 

Q. Mr. 0*ter, I should now like to hoar something about your 
activities on behalf of Farben in Borlin. In that connection I should 
liko to ask you to discuss the actual tasks of Farben with which you, 
as a meabor of Farben, had to deal. 

A* Tkooo tasks were certainly not very nuacrous. The Central 
Comnittoo of tho Vorstand, in 19®, on tho occasion of a Vorotand 
acoting, had providod that Dr. Buotefisch would maintain a closo connec¬ 
tion with tho nitrogon syndicate; ovon if ho didn't havo sufficient timo 
at his disposal, ho yet managed, as froa that tioo, to doal with many 
of tho questions concorning Farben which arose at tho syndicate or with 
which tho syndicate had to deal. In tho caso of conflicts which occasion¬ 
ally como about botwoon tho partners of tho syndicate and Farbon and 
which tho business management of tho syndicate could not aottlo itsolf, 

Dr, Buotefisch or tho hoad of tho Sparto Bureau of Sparto No, 1 repre¬ 
sented Farbon whon trying to sottlo thoso disputes. 

IXiring such confcroncos I tried to assist everybody concomod 

as an impartial aoobor in order to do away with all tho difficultioo.

I did that in all other cases in connoction with othor companies. A c 
a roprosontativo of Farbon, howover, I to-* a groat doal of coro with 
roopcct to tho contractual relationship with Norsk Hydro, and with that 
company I discuscod tho ontiro sale of tho tydro production. 

Q. For such puroly Farbon questions, did you have a Farben organ¬ 
ization at your disposal, and how largo was it? 

A. Tho only Farbon organization at aydisposal in that connoction 
was tho Badosaon offico. It was not largo and apart fron its hoad and its 
doputy it omployed only four persons. 

Q. Who was tho hoad of that department? 

A, Tiat was Dr, Bonn. 
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Q» Dr. Bonn nakco soao statcsonts in an affidavit, Docunont No. 

19 which I shall subnit as Exhibit So. 18. I should liko to quote the 
following sentence in that affidavit: “About ninoty por cent of Dr. 
Oster's work was devoted to tho tasks of tho nitrogen cyndicato." 

Mr. Oster, did tho 3adas a on offico havo any further tasks? 

A. Yes, tho offico aaintained the connection with tho Sparto offico 
of Sparto 1. In addition It decided upon all quostions which aroso bo- 
twcon nitrogen factories of Farbon with rospoct production, dispatch, 
otorago, otc. Tho offico was a liaison departeent botwoen tho oyndi- 
cato and Farbon. It also dealt with tho conclusion of contracts which 
Farbon concluded with othor partners of the syndicate, as, for oxanplo, 
tho processing of its ammonia into fertilizers in tho factorios of 
Farbon. Tho conclusion of such contracts was handlod by tho Sparto 
offico at Ludwigshnfen. 

Q. Thoso, thon, wero your dutios in Borlin ns a roprosontativo 
of Farbon. Vfhat spocific syndicate tasks did y«u havo to doal with on 
behalf of Farbon? 

A. Tho activity of tho bueinoss manngors in tho nitrogon oyndi-) 

0 

cato was in soao way that of a trusteo for all companion. Sinco its 
cstabliohraont tho syndicate was in no way a part of tho Farbon organi¬ 
zation. Its business activity was conducted according to tho provisions 
of tho syndicate contract, which I nontlonod, which eppllod to all com¬ 
panies oqually, bo they snail or largo. Tho syndicate's policy was in- 
fluoncod to a far-roaching oxtont by tho snallor partnore of tho oyndi - 
cato. I know of no case whero the largor production edacity of Forton 
would in any way outdo a smaller partner. As ay counsol has already 
aontioned on tho strongth of ono of the affidavits, a vote had novor to 
bo taken, and wo wore proud in always being ablo to succood to ovorcoao 
difficulties in a friondly way, even aft or soao long negotiations. 

9, To wheta of Farbon did you report on your activity with tho 
nitrogen syndicato, and wore you obligated to report? 
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A. \}p to 1937, the ond of 1937, It was customary that all oonbor 
of tho Vorking ^'^scittco vhleh had existed up until then rogulorly 
reportod «n their fiolds of work, and I did that to*. During tho 
Vorstand ncetinrs aftor 1937 this was no longer tho caso gonorally. 
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Therefore up to 19li5, I only very seldom reported to the Vorstand. On 
the other hand, I repoatedly reported to the Chairman of tho Vorstand, 

Itr . Schmitz. Schmitz, for instance, was interested in the moneys re¬ 
ceived by the nitrogen syndicato. Those amounts changed according to 
the situation of agriculture and those were large sons. Since tho 
foundation of tho International Nitrogen Convention in 1930, ho was its 
prosidont. And he therefore wanted to be informed about tho activity 
of the syndicate and in particular about its foroign relations. In the 
same way, ny collcaguo Hansor, who was in chargo of tho Technical Do- 
par tmont of tho syndicate, roported to Ur, Schmitz about his field of 
work. I furthermore attended, up to 1933 quite froquontly and lator 
only raroly, those Sperto mootings of Sparto I. During such Sparto 
mootings, tho Sparto hood gathcrod tho loaders of tho individual nitro¬ 
gen plants, tho representatives of Farbon's Agricultural Department, and 
tho hoods of tho sales organization for fortilizor and technical nitro¬ 
gen vroro also invited. Tho status of production was gonorally reportod 
and also tho dovolopaont of now fertilizers and improvorent of old ones 
liconso agreements; and other questions in tho nitrogen fiold woro also 
doalt with, I reportod hero at groat length about tho most important 
business ovont3 having taken placo in the syndicato and about our gonornl 
oxporionco in tho fortilizor business. Furthormoro, I reportod on ne¬ 
gotiations of all sorts conducted by tho nitrogon syndicato with Gorman 
and foroign partners. Furthermore I informed the members of tho mooting 
of specific experience which tho sundicato had made when soiling tho 
nitrogon products produced by Par bon. I reported on complaints by our 
customers etc. The reports made by me during thoso Sparto mootings were 
identical with thoso reports I made on tho occasion of the producersi 
assemblies and tho administrative council meotings of tho syndicate. 

Q D id you also attond tho cootir^s of tho Coirrocrcial Committoc 
of Farben? 

A As it becomes apporont from ay curriculum, from 1905 until 

1928, I was active as a technician with Farben. I did gather important 
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experience in the organizational field but on the other hand I had 
only slight experience in the consercial field. Consequently it was 
of interest and valuable for me to attend the meetings of my conmer- 
cial colleagues of Farben. These general questions pertaining to com¬ 
mercial business were principally discussed. There, I was in a position 
to learn something. The nitrogen fertilizer business with respect to 
its entirely different circle of customers, that is agriculture was not 
at all to be compared with the fields 6£ work of the other sales com¬ 
bines. That meant that in the sales field we had no communal interests. 
Therefore it was natural that ay interest as to the development of 
those Spartes and as time went by, and in line with the expansion of my 
own sphere of work, became le3s and less. I had my own worries. 

Q The Connorcial Comittoo discussed various measures of the 
sales combines and joint policies with respect to sales. What was your 
position with respect to the policy discussed there, since you yourself 
were not in charge of a sales coobino of Farbon, but wore the businoss 
manager of the independent nitrogen syndicate? 

A I always followed the discussions of tho Consnorcial Coranitteo 
with great interest, bocauso I always wanted to know how the commercial 
mon of Farben evaluated the economic position. The participation in thes 
meotings often meant to me a very interesting sourco of information. 
Since, however, the nitrogen syndicate was independent, I was not ob¬ 
ligated to obey any policies of tho Consnorcial Cocxnitteo in my office 
of tho nitrogen syndicate. As businoss manager of the syndicate, I was 
responsible to tho Administrative Council of the syndicate. Naturally, 
whonevor any positions taken by tho KA seemed to be important and of 
interest, I could suggest their policy in the nitrogen syndicate, G.tn.bH. 
but tha t was a purely personal matter. In effect that was not very 
often the case because the situation in the syndicate was essentially 
different from that in Farben. 

Q Apart from the regular meetings of Farben, that is to say 

Vorstand and Commercial C omit tee meetings, did you discuss business

matters with Vorstand members of Farben? 

A As a natter of fact, I only discussed such matters %7ith Dr. 
Buotefisch, with whom I was friendly since ny time at Leuna. In addi¬ 
tion, ho was the Chairman of the Technical Comittee of the nitrogon 
syndicate and Chairman of tho Comittee of Experts of tho International 
Nitrogon Convention. b inco I resided at Berlin, I saw tho othor collea¬ 
gues of the Vorstand, spread all over Gomany, very seldom and only about 
six or seven times, on the occasion tho official mootings, I maintained 
only vory scarco correspondence with Farben and I only rcnKintoor vory fow 
circulars which I sent to tho colloaguos in the Conmercial Committoo 
referring to my business. Of tho circulars of Farben, as far os they 
reached mo at all, I only took notico if they were of gonorol intorost. 
Thoy noant for mo only a sourco of information as every othor economic 
publication. 

Q At tho ond of tho war, in 19b5, had you already loft Farbon? 

A In 1938, whon becoming sixty years of ago, for porsonal reason; 
it was my dosiro to rotiro, to which I had a contractual right. Hr, 
Schmitz, howovor, thought that I should stay on and thoroforo tho sonrch 
for my successor was not carried out with tho zoal which I would havo 
dosirod to soo. Aftor two attoepts, only in 19 Uj, upon ray urging, 
was Dr, Krueger designated as ray successor and bogan to train for his 
position, Tho management of Farbon, having roalizod tho fact that ray 
aotivity in the syndicate had only very little contact with their busi¬ 
ness, thought that my successor — who was only a Deputy Director of 
Farbon would not be called into the Vorstand of Farbon on tho occasion 
of his appointments to the syndicate, 

Q Concluding this chapter, X should like to ask you one noro 
thing. In the annex of the indictment you aro charged with having boon 
responsible for having sold oils of Farben. 

A I think that is wrong, and I think there is sons misunder¬ 
standing, No evidence to that respect has been submitted, 
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DP.. HENZE: In connection to.th what has been discussed, I should 
like to introduce three documents. A s Exhibit 1?, I shall offer Docu- 
resnt 16. This is an affidavit of a forpor Vorstand msmbor of Farben, 

Dr. Pistor. He givos us a very good description of tho sphoro of re¬ 
sponsibility within tho Vorstand. 

As Documont 20—I beg your pardon, as Exhibit 20, I shall now 
submit Document No. 18. This is an affidavit of tho witness Dr. Kurt 
Kruogor, already known to tho Tribunal. Ho talks about tho Commercial 
Comittco of Parbon and I should liko to draw tho attontion of tho 
Tribunal to tho last poragraph of that affidavit, in which tha affiant 
doscribos my client's position in that committoo. 
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As exhibit 21, I shall now submit Document 17, which is another af¬ 
fidavit of the said Dr. Kurt Krueger. Ho confirms the testimony of ray 
client which he raadc with respect to his successor in the Nitrogen Syn¬ 
dic. It seems to throw some light on the position which the head of 
the sales of fertilizer nitrogen occupied wi*, dn Farben. 

Mr. Oster, concluding the questions pertaining to your position®, 

I should now liko to refer to your activity in Trade Economy. Prom a 
number of documents submitted by the Prosecution, it becomes apparent 
that you were the head of the Technical Department for Fertilizer Nitro¬ 
gen. I should like to refer you to Exhibits 502, 503 and 506 of the Pro¬ 
secution which are all to be found in Book 24 of the Prosecution Docu¬ 
ment Books. Your position in technical economy is being designated and 
as having been prodominant. Mien did you become tho head of the Techni¬ 
cal Department for Fertilizer? 

A. In 1943. 

Q. For what reason? 

A. From the very b oginning, National Socialism dosirod to raanago 
industry and tho independent administrative agencies of Farbon wero 
groatly assimulatcd in their activities. A somi-stato organization was 
organized which was to safeguard tho influence of tho State. I had no 
position in tho organization — I was neither a member of tho economic 
group, nor did I hold any other position in the Rcichs Croup Industry. 

In 1943 Mr. Kehrl who held an influential position in the Ministry of 
Economics came along and initiated the idea of loosening up tho machin¬ 
ery of Trade Associations and he proclaimed the independence of oconomy. 
Ono of his measures was to place tho management of theso serai-State agen¬ 
cies into tho hands of gentlemen from the industry, thus, improving the 
entire measure. T/ithin this organization tho whole sphere was to bo sub¬ 
divided in technical departments. Normally, there should have boon a 
technical group for nitrogen. The main activity of these technical 
groups was the steoring of production in their plants. 

The Gorman Nitrogen Industry was already united in the nitrogen 
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syndicate which took care of the distribution of production. On tho 
other hand, sinco the beginning of tho war, tho Reich Ministry of Eco¬ 
nomics was interested in the steering of oroduction as well as in the 
Gebechem, therefore, a technical group for nitrogen was not established; 
two technical departments sufficed, two departments, one for the techni¬ 
cal nitrogen and ono for fertilizer nitrogen; The bulk of work in the 
department for fertilizer nitrogen had to be dealt with by myself, where¬ 
as tho technical nitrogen was headed by ray colleague Hanser, the chief 
of the technical syndicate, 

Q. Ur. Ostcr, considering that situation, could the Syndicate de¬ 
cide as to how production was to be divided? 

U. In pcacotino, that was the task of tho Syndicate, but since the 
boginning of the war tho Reich Ministry of Economics, the Ministry of 
Armaments and tho Central Planning Board rogulated what amounts of nitro¬ 
gen wore to be distributed to Agriculture and what nnounts to industry, 
and what was to bo expended in thoso two fiolds. 

During tho war I always had to see that sufficient nitrogen was 

designated for agriculture, and the Roich Ministry of Economics had a 
0 

similar struggle. The Syndicate, therefore, could only show vory little 
of its own initiative during the war. Wo, as well as our customers, had 
to struggle through tho flood of regulations and red-tape, and both the 
technical departments were active only in tho statistics which woro to 
be delivered to the different State agencies. V«c often considered our¬ 
selves playing the rolo of oostmen. 


Cl. Mr. Oster, wo can now conclude that subject. In that connection, 
I should like to offer Exhibit 22, Document 22. That is an affidavit of 
tho former head, or rather, the Deputy head of the Economic Group Chem¬ 
ical Industry, who also testified hero as a witness, Dr. Ehrmann. He 
gives us a survey of the organization which wo Just described. He desig¬ 
nates Mr. Oster 1 s position within the framework of this organization as 
negligible. 


being 


Mr. Oster, we shall now turn to the next subjoct, aggressive war. 
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The Indictment charges you with having known of an intended aggressive 
war initiated by the National Socialist Govemront. Did you have any 
knowledge of such intentions? 

Not at 1 certainly didn't have, at ay disposal, the know¬ 

ledge of the war plans as they were published after the collapse of Ger¬ 
many. I had no connection with those people who participated in deci¬ 
sions or who advised Hitler on those decisions. I had no connection 
whatsoever with the big-shots of Germany's Reich. I once had a discus¬ 
sion with Reich Food Minister Darre and again a few with his successor 
Back, but it was only in connection with the supply of nitrogen to agri¬ 
culture. 

Apart from that, I had nothing to do with any ministers, Gauloitors, 
SS leaders, or any of these high loaders apart from Rcichskoimdssar Ter- 
bovon of Norway and Reichskommissar Seyss-Inquart of Holland. In thoso 
two cases, the needs of two of oy former business friends led me to con¬ 
tact thoso two gentlemen. Apart from thot, ny task, distribution of 
nitrogen was so far apart, from all political and military ovents that I 

didn't oven hear rumors of developments taking placo in thoso domains. 

• 

From tho general attitude of the National Socialist Government, I had 
in no way drawn tho conclusion that an aggressive war was intended. 

Shortly before tho beginning of the war, the political situation 
was oxtromoly tense, and that was known to mu end also to my business 
friends. Naturally, tho political situation was publicly discussed; 
that was hecessary because nitrogen was international and not indepen¬ 
dent of world politics. The fact that, however, developments towards 
a war could develop ftk>m the tense situation was discussed and contem¬ 
plated at the tioo. When the National Socialists came to power, and as 
a result of their policies, it was hoped that Hitler would try to avoid 
a 0y wan-like developments. 

Q, Sir. Oster, considering these points of view, how did you es¬ 
timate Germany's rearmament? 

A, Rearmament for a country like peroany seemed to me to be 
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desirable on principle in order that the country would again become an 
equal value within world events. I thought that the fact that Germany 
was the only country which was not arraod didn't seem to bo Justifiable 
to me. Rearmament was carriod on with such a great amount of publicity 
that I could not como to the conclusion that aggressive war was being 
contemplated. Hitler presented his Wohmacht so often to Germany and 
to tho works; this, I thought, he wouldn't have done, had he planned 
war. 

Q. Wasn't that survey of tho situation somewhat optimistic? 

A. I don't think so. hhen making my Judgment, ray knowlodgo of 
tho weak economic position of Germany was inDortrnt. Tho situation in 
the fiold of oils and metals was oxtroaoly dolicate. L s a result of 
oy contacts with agriculture, I had become aware of tho unfavorable food 
situation. 

Apart from that, I had had many talks with ay oldest son who was 
a professional officer in tho -ray and his coarado. They gave mo tho 
loprossion that tho Wohrnacht was neither ro-amod coraplotoly nor that 
it was ovon,sufficiently armed. Those young officors discussod that 
matter quite openly rnd in tho political caraorigns, it was shown to bo 
true. 
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Q. Could you cite °-ny circunstances according to which vo could 
see that It is truth that you did not oxooct war? 

A. Yes, I c**n give you sonc exanplcs for th?.t. The international 
nitrogen convention M in 1938 been ^ostponod for another five v©a r s. 

In that connection a corrensation had to bo .mid to the Belgian nitrogen 
factory. Baissor-Lcvallo. of 75.000.000 Solgian frfincs. This had to bo 
paid in twenty equal dividonda starting fron 20 June 1938 up to May 1943. 

As a natter of fact, these paynonts nuch earlior upon request by tho Bolgian 
govern-.icnt they were nr.de only in April of 1939, and tho nitrogen 
syndicate was participating in that with two and ono half nillion gold 
narks. Hoithor tho rvnagonent of tho syndicate nor the Goman Belchstank, 
which had to give its approval for a change of the way tho paynonts woro 
nado, objected in any way. During the :looting of tho partners of tho 
svndicato, which also had to approvo the oa.rly paynent of that sun, not 
tho oli.-htost objection was cado. If wo, or our "artnors had suspoctod 
nr had known of Kitlor's intention to wago an aggressive war, wo as 
fcuBinossnon, would ha.rdlv havo approved tho oarly pa.ynont of this noney. 
Another proof. Just as plain, of our lack of knovlodgo, w*s tho salo of hugo 
arounts of annonia salpctor to ICI of London. Tho ICI *skod tho syndlcato 
to dolivor altogether 30,000 tons which were to bo sent to England, South 
Africa, Australia, and Chilo, on account of ICI. ^ho reason for that 
demand, as statod by ICI, woro disturbances in thoir production. At 
first 40,000 tons of e.;:onia woro asked for, but wo woro thon told, in 
confidonco, that up on decand of the British War Office 10,000 tons woro 
to bo delivered fron Belgian production. It is superfluous to stato that 
If one had. known of an iniinont rggrossivo war, such dolivorios would not 
havo t*lcen pla.co during tho years 1937-1938 by tho syndicate, to conntrios 
to which wore not obligated in any way ty contract or any other way.

I,or rather tho deoartnont which was in 
ny charge, 3adm~on, aftor VcrnittlunTSstelle V w«s established, rocoived 
a nunbor of the circulars which were sent to a lot of Farben agencies. 

I considorod Vbmittlungsstolle V to bo an organization which l?*d to 
carry out a uniforn coordination activity with rospoct to liaison’ botwoon 
-■•urben and state authorities. Such an agency was not only expedient, but 
absolutely vital with respect to oconony guided by the state. Since tho 
nitrogen syndicate was a sales organization, it cano about of necessity 
that they had nothing at all to do with Verriittlungsstelle W. Beyond tlsu 
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however, the structure of the nitrogen indicate which, after nil, w r s 
»n independent conpray, was arranged in such a nftnnor that Vernittlungsstollo 
W could not issue any directivo to it. I would have been reprimanded 
justifiably by other cocpany oanPgcrs if I, as business:manager of the 
syndicate, had treated natters referring to Fnrbcn with tho VeraHtlung6stcll< 
W. These natters of the Vcruittlungsstelle U would have cone to the 
knowledge of I.G.. I had a confidential position a»d it obligated ne to 
adhere to strict neutrality which w*e imposed upon n g by all tho partners 
of tho syndicate. 

Q. Docs tho nano hold true for tho position in Dopartnont A of 
Vernittlungsstollo \fj 

K Yos, I mit ooint out in that connection that tho obligations 
to maintain secrocy mentioned on n»£c 16 of tho tria .1 briof, wero not 
n«do bv us in tho nitrogon syndicato. Jfobody obligated no to nothing. 

As a ouroly comorcial ontorpriso wo Aida 1 1 evon haro an Conntor Intelligence 
rooreoontativo in tho syndicate up to tho year 194-*. Thon ono day an 
officer appoarod, Pnd ho discovered tha.t wo didn't tevo *n Countor Intolli- 
«onco representative and ho rppolntod ay eollooguo Kansor as tho roprosont- 
ativo. 

Q. In tha.t connection I should liko to offer rn affidavit of Hr. 

Kano or which is to bo found under Docunont Hunbor 25 And it will bo 
Exhibit 25. In this affidavit i»r. Kansor describes wha.t his tasks woro 
• a Atvehr (Countor Intelligence) reprosentativo. At tho same tino, ho 
gives us a report about his connection with Vcxnittlun&sstollo W and ho 
says tha.t he only had souothing to do with it in vory rpro cases. Mr. 

Ostor, in that connection I should liko you to refer to a letter by 
Yernittlungsstelle V. This bears the dato of 8 December 1937, and it was 
introduced bv the prosecution as Exhibit 199, 3ook 8, page 27.

Q Did tho Hitrogen Syndicate hoard any materials before tho 

war? 

A No, the Nitrogen Syndicate didn't maintain any stockpiles in

0 Tho Prosecution pays particular attention to tho resolution 

of tho Commercial Connitteo da tod 10 September 1937, Prosecution Exhibit 

363, Volume XIV page 9. This resolution deals with tho reliability of 

‘-ho employees to bo sent abroad. The Prosecution also presented Exhibit 

--1, Book US, pege 12. In this connection, I want to offer Document 

Ostor Ho. 21 as my Exhibit 26, an affidavit of Fritz Hcrthcr, tho Chief 

of the Personnel Department of tho Nitrogen Syndicate, trho testifies that

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about tills subjoct in tho document book of ay collaaguo Sloners, to do 
not have to go into detail hero. 

ilr. Os ter, I non turn to another subject. The Prosecution sub¬ 
mitted several affidavits of Dr. ’.Jcltor Jacobi in order to show your 
participation in tho planning and preparation of the war of aggression. 
Tlwso arc documents MI-7605, Exhibit 776 in Book bh on page 18, and 
I!I-77k5> Exhibit 611, in Book 3h on page 108. Unfortunatoly, it too not 
possiblo to make Kr. Jacobi available to the defenso for cross examina¬ 
tion; tharoforc wo have to go into tho details of theso affidavits.

IS*. Ostor, first please toll the Tribunal briefly who Dr. Jacobi was. 

A Dr. Jacobi was a lawyer and hod been in tho corvicc of Farbon 
since 1919. When I ontcrod the nitrogen Syndicate, lie uas already there 
ns an associcto of my predecessor Buer. Ho also bee-no my closest asso- 
ciato. .hen in 1930 tho Convention do L»Industrie dc L»Azoto too foundod 
Dr. Jacobi gained merits *./ith rcforonco. to tho establishment of that con¬ 
vention. From 1932 on until Ijo left tho abdicate, ho tos tho businos3 
nanagor and dealt with these natters regular!;*. 

Q J>.'Jacobi says that in 1935 ho emigrated. Didho onigrato 
upon tho request of Farben or of tlw Hitrogon Syndicate? 

A Ho. Up to tho timo of his emigration, we of courso triod 
everything within our power to retain him. When he desired nevertheless 
to loavo, tro did not do anything to stop him bo cause no \rorc skeptical 
as to whether or not rro could retain him permanently against tho pres¬ 
sure of tho Party and tho Ic’oor Front. .Dr. Jacobi Is a Jen, 

Q Dr. Jacobi reports that he subsequently vent to London as 
business manager of tho International Nitrogen Association, ilhat was 
tho task of that corporation, l : r, Ostor? 

A That company is called in abbreviated form: IKA and was 
t;» trustee for the CIA, Convention International L'Industrie do L«Azotc 
E!A took care of all the financial affairs of the CIA. It collected tho 
monies that to re brought in from c:cports; it actainistcrcd tho fond com- 
mun established by CIA partners; and especially it had the task of safo- 
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guarding the monies that passed tisrough its hands against devaluation. 

Q Did Farben or the Nitrogen Syndicate get this position for 

Jacobi? 

A That cannot be answered clearly, Jacobi had a high repute 
trith the foreign partners. He was a very efficient man. It may bo 
assumed that he would have received that position without Oeraon holp. 
However, the situation was very much facilitated by the fact that the 
Gorman and foreign partners of CIA uere of the sane opinion, and that 
both wore very glad to help ilr. Jacobi in building up c novr livelihood 
abroad. 

Q ..'hat was your personal attitude toward Jacobi? 

A It was extremely friondly end ronninod friendly. Aftor his 
emigration Jacobi, camo to Oeran ny several tines, sometimes in tho 
company of his wife, and res a guest of the Syndicate. Jacobi had 
pension claims against Farbon and against the pension fund of Farben. 
According to the foreign cxcljange regulations at tho time, bocauso 
foroign exchange was controlled and also because he was a Jew, a transfer 
of his pension was impossible at tho time. Therefore, I dccidod to :nake 
available to him the same assets of the Nitrogen Syndicate with thelNA in 
London, pounds so that he could take out lifo insurance with British 
pounds, 

Q Did you act legally in doing so? Did you act legally according 
to the German lav/s? 

A Ho, not at all, for in order to do that I roally neodod tho 
permission of the German foreign exchange control agencies, which I would 
not have received oven if Dr. Jacobi had not been a Jew. As a result, I 
took tho risk upon myself and gr.vo him the money illegally. 
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Q» Mr. 0 8 ter, before ve turn to the individual charges of 
Jacobi, I have one more question. The Jacobi affidavits aro a little 
unfriendly in tone. ^ow do you explain that? 

A. Before I talk to Jacobi personally, I do not want to give any 
judgment about that. I have heard in the meantime that Ik. Jacobi 
had nary difficulties abroad becauso ho was still considered a repre¬ 
sentative of Farben and the Nitrogen Syndicate. Obviously, he had the 
sane difficulties as many others of <>ur officials and employeos who 
wero Jews and for whom we got positions abroad. In *ho caso of those 
peoplo, wo were glad that wo wore nblo to got them "Ut of Germany in 
a dccont nannor. 

li, Mr. Ostor, lot's go into tho individual pointo now. In Prose- 
cuti n D-cunent 7605, Jacobi says that y*u tranoforrod an enployoo of 
tho Ui tr of on Syndicate by the n*ao of Kuror to L-ndon. Is that 
corroct? 

A. Yes, that was in 1937. 

(i. ^ere the roasons for this transfer of a businocs naturo? 

A. Yos. It.is truo, howovor, that part of tho ronson was tho fact 
thnt Kurror was opposed to Nazism. 

Jacobi says thnt ho was inforraod that Kurror was in tho Had 
ospionago sorvico. 

A. That is incorroct. I want to state thnt Jacobi doos not soy 
in hie affidavit that, at tho time when Jacobi wont to London, I knew of 
t.iis. Kurrorwas drafted into tho Amy during tho ”ar, into tho Counter- 
Intelligence Department 0 f tho OOf. This organisation cannot bo callod 
Hati espionage service. Before that, at any mto, he had no such connec¬ 
tions, If that had boon tho caso, then it would have scorned absurd to 
ac to _or.d his to tacobi, of all people, since ho would have endangorod 
-io lattor's position; whereas wo considered it very important that 
-aooW should ahlo to work without any troublo. 3esidcs that, it 

-uld have been i-propor and stupid if I had done this to tho OIA. 
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IJ, Mr. Oater, wc don't want to spond too such tiao on this, since 
wo cm hnvo Mr. Kurror testify hie sc If by way of an affidavit that he 
□ado. 

May I submit to Your Honors Document Ho. 26, which will bocano 
Exhibit Ho. 27. In this affidavit, Kurrorhimsolf oxplains tho situation. 

In Document Ho. 27 , which I offer as Exhibit Ho. 28, a formor cm- 
ployco of tho Hitrogon Syndicate, Frau Vogtenborger, rakes statoaionto 
abouttho rolntions with Kurror, and also clarifios this whole affair. 

In that connection, I offor IV>cu=ont Ho. 28, ns Exhibit Ho. 29. This 
is an affidavit of nn employee of tho nitrogen Syndicate, Dr. Ahlgrinm, 
about tho purposo* of his trip to South America in 1936/37. I submit 
this docuaont in this contoxt beenuso wo nro Just talk in.' about tho 
chargo of espionage and beenuso this trip of Hr. Ahlgrimn's is montioned 
in Prosecution Ifccuncnt HL.6701, Exhibit 773, in 3o-k 17, Pago 33, and 
again in tho Trial 3riof on Pago 56-A. 

Mr. O a tcr, I come back to Mr. Jacobi main. I n his affidavit, HI- 
7745, ho makes cortain stn'omonts on Pngo 6 of tho original about tho 
HA t »hooo nanngor ho wns, and tho DCA, which roplnccd it lator nftor 
tho war broko out. Vhrt tho IHA was wo hnvo alroadjr told tho Tribunal. 
Ploaso doscribo briefly what tho CCA was. 

A. In tho c^urco of tho political dcvolopaonts of 1939, as a 
mat tor of duty, tho rosponsiblo pooplo from IMi thought*, about tho dis¬ 
position of tho funds stored with INA if tho war broko out. Thoso woro 
considerations that had nothing to do with a war of aggrossion. Thoy 
voro considerations of reasonable and forosightod business men cf thoso 
timos. For that roason, it was agreed that a succossor organization 
should bo sot -15 in Oslo, the Into-nntional Kvaolctoff, which is abbrevi¬ 
ated CCA. 

Q. I boliovo, Mr. Ostcr, wo can save oursolves any furthor dotails 
about this since w 0 have an affidavit of Dr. Guenther Frank-Fahlo about 
tnese facts. Tho Tribunal has already hoard this witness. This is Docu- 
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scat Ho. 54, froa Voliaac II. I ask that it bo accepted ns Inhibit 
- 9 » In vcr 7 cloar fora, the affiant naccs stetonents ab'ut tho 

urprso of I:iA and EA, May I rofor Your Honors to the end of this affi¬ 
davit, whore tho affiant says literally, "Tho idea of transferring the 
budneao office from linden to Oslo caoo froa Dr. Jacobi, as far as 
I rcaenbor. Mr. Lrikson of HorsSc-Hudro wa6 of tho sano opinion. Ho 
also caw to it that Ik-. J*cobi could enter tho ocnrico of Korsk-Hydro." 

<5. Mr. O-tor, wo now coeao to anothor aubjoct. In tho sano affi¬ 
davit , on Page 5 of the original, M r . Jao-bi says that in 1930 end >39 
tho possibility of var W’s froruontly discussed in tho circlos of tho 
CIA. !>» y*u know anything about it, and wero thoso discussions hold in 
y'ur prosonco? 

A. All over tho world, before the Sudoton crisis bccaao acuto, 
all nowopopors discusaod the critical situati n and tho possibility that 
it might load to war, unloss It w-s p^ssiblo to sottlo tho Sudoton crisis 
in a no -thor way. After tho Munich ngrocaont, a certain roliof woe 
folt which however disappeared when Hitler annoxod tho root of Csocho- 
slovokia. It was quito natural that a group of pcoplo belonging to an 
International ©'nvontion should discuss such nattora. I wont to point 
out onco more that tho ISA had trusteeship functions. I would havo con¬ 
sidered it almost noglcet of duty if tho IHA had not worriod about tho 
international situation. The fact that a group of C-ornens, Englishmen, 
aorwoftiano, French and ether nationals did not discuss tho dangor of an 
orgrosoivo war by C-omany is quito obvious, and I do not hn'o to montion 
that particularly. 
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Q. Ur, Os ter, I turn once bo re to Jacobi's affidavit. On the 
sax page he says that after Austria's annexation a clause was 
incorporated in the CIA contract which made it possible to take into 
consideration changes of boundaries. 

Ur. Ostcr, I want to ask you a preliminary question. Did you 
inform your colleagues in the Vorstand about the details of CIA contracts 
and such clauses? 

A. No. After the conclusion of the CIA negotiations, I talked 
about these contracts only in general outline in the Vorstand meetings! 

Q, Thank you very nuch* 

A. I would not have had any time to go into detail. 

0. Jacobi concludes from that that tta Nitrogen Syndicate expected 
furthor changes in boundaries! 

A. ‘.fc did not talk abort such possibilities. I bolidvc that if 
forci^ors had come to see us to would have been tactful enough not to 
go into such matters, which are not very ploasant for the otJior party. 

Q. In con<teetion with tlds point which iir. Jacobi brought up, the 
former legal advisor of the Nitrogen Syndicate, Egon Bcckor, expressed 
his opinion in an affidavit, widch I non want to offor to Your Honors. 
This is Document 55, -which will receive the exhibit number 31, 

Becker jitakcs a very clear end very extensive statement, and gives Ids 
r-isona. I want to quote only ono passage: "VThon the CL", contract was 
renewed in July 1938, the new CL. contract, as Tar as I know, did not 
contain any clause that cow'd bo said to be written in such a »fay as to 
«kc into consideration the special situation which ensued after tho 
invasion of Czechoslovakia." iir. Ostcr, have you any additional comment 
: n this point, since Ur. Becker has already expressed his opinion on it? 

A. Ur. Becker tas described the situation at the time absolutely 

correctly. I can say only that iir. Jacobi's rccollccticx* on this point 

ia incorrect; and I rather believe that if he were subjected to crosS- 

CJOj -‘ination one would have been able to recall it properly to his memory 

?cry quickly and vould have been able to rectify t'nc matter.- 
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:Ji. orRECHEfl: Lr< Prosident, since wo have two times had some 
r:presentation concerning Jacobi in cross*-ej(aninaticn, I only want to 
s ~y this: Dr. Jacobi v»as waived ty the defense. Dr* Jacobi was 
r.v^ilablc to defense representatives in the United States. I think 
sene of them sav; him, from what I hear indirectly. Ho has always 
been available, and he is a very intelligent man, for any interrogatories 
on any of theso points. They were not submitted. 

THE PRESIDENT: '.fell, the observations of the Defense as to what 
Dr. Jacobi night testify to on cross-examination will be considered 
olong with what the prosecutor says about the defense counsel having 
on opportunity to interrogate Dr. Jacobi in America. Heithor one aro 
cvidcnco and both will be ignored. Co on with the trial. 
dY DR. HENZE: 

‘J. Jir. Ostor, in Document HI 7745, on pages 5 and 6 of the original, 
J'xobi says that the Nitrogen Syndicate in 1938 informed the International 
Cartel that it could not supply sufficient nitrogon to fill its quota. 

It thereforo sold its quota to the British and Non/ogian members. Dr. 

Jrcobi concludes that this was because the Gonn-n production of nitrogen 

vs divorted mainly to the production of synthetic nitrogen and gasolino. 

• 

Please comment on this briefly, and please take into account that 
in tho affidavit that I havo Just submitted Ur. Becker has already given 
* clarification, to the cffoct that other CIA partners did not want to 
fill thoir export quotas and tiiat tlwy made then available to tho Ilitrogcn 
ojndicatc, and that the latter offered these quotas to Norsk-Hydro. 

A. tlr. gcckcr's affidavit speaks for itself. I don't want to say 
‘nything further in that connection. But I want to give one more reason, 
in addition to those given by Ur. Becker. It was customary in CIA that 
-ro export quotas that had been distributed to tho individual partners 
" 0C 3a ld in part to other partners. This is customary in any quota c.artol. 

firms that had new plants and had not yet been able to depreciate 
‘•iijsc plants to the amount that the ovriors of old plants were ablo to do, 

^rc not much interested in export after the prices for nitrogen fertilizers 
-a the world market had decreased cxtcrncly, and they were quite ready to 
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cede their quotas or parts thereof to the Garmon, English, end Norwegian 
group. Thus the German group, tlx: Nitrogen Syndicate, bought such quotas, 
at least until 1937. In 1937 the Gerrean domestic prices were reduced 
by thirty-two percent by ordar of the Goraon government* '.ttthin tho 
Hitrogon Syndicate tl^crc were firms uhosc plants were not very old; 
after the reduction in prices they di<h't have any particular interest 
in exporting nitrogen at such a loo prico, or in acquiring quotas fron , 
others. For that reason, the ruotas ,rationed by Dr. Jacobi were ceded 
to the English and tl» Hor.wgia .s in 1937-38 and 1938-39. Thus no oro 
here concerned vdth a failure to fill the quotas which \icro given to tho 
Hitrogen Syndiento by contract, but merely tho non-purchase of uotos 
that had been offered to the llitrogcn Syndicate by others. 

0 . I believe vie can loavc this subject, sinco I an going to submit 
one ooro docuncnt on this. lt.y I offer Your Honors an affidavit of Dr. 

Ernst Bonn. This is Ostcr Docuncnt 56, which will bo Exhibit Number 32. 

Mr. Ostcr, may I discuss, in tids connection, tho relation 
synthetic nitrogen to natural nitrogen, Chiloan Saltpeter, The 
Prosecution has submitted various documents intended to show that Far bon 
displaced Chilean saltpeter fron tho trorld maricct. I am talking about 
tills now becauso Dr..Jacobi made stataaents about this also; hoirevor, in 
• senso contrary to what tho Prosocution vr.nts to prove. Besides that, 
uo heard a witness by the nw.io of Hagert here at the beginning of the 
trial, whoso lack of technical knowledge), as was shown on cross-examination, 
“ill hardly justify him to fora any Judgnent about this matter. For

UR. oPRECHER: Mr. President ... 

THE I-RESID21T: That remark :’.s stricken. Repeat your question 
“ittout your own observations, counsel. 

& DR. HE2JZE: 

Q. Dr. Ostor, please comcnt on the relation of natural nitrogen 
(Chilean saltpeter) to synthetic nitrogen. 

... I w-nt to be quite brief. It would be foolish of me to try to 
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deny that the monopoly wiiich Civile liad in the nitrogen field up to the 
first florid War was lost. There arc nany cx aqJ .cs in history which show 
the struggle of synthetic products against natural products: I \/ill ranind 
you only of indigo. I remind you further of scree thing that Dr. Jacobi 
says that all over the world, after the first Ttorld War, the id net ruction 
jf now nitrogen plants was aliiost, I might say, like a contagious disenso, 
for nationalistic reasons. Partly tlds expansion in nitrogen was undertaken 
by the govox*rvncnt3 themselves — for instance in Poland and in Holland. 

I refer you to the docuxmt which ray colleague Buctofisch submitted as 
his Exhibit 7, in his Book 1 on Page 14. That document snows that lrom 
1928 to 1932, in those countries alone thich were members of the 
International Nitrogen Convention, new production capacities for nitrogon 
ucre constructed of altogether 700,OCO tons of pure nitrogen. Added to 
that nust be those countries not belonging to the convention, Sweden, 

Spain, tho United States, Canada, Jap~n, and so on. In that connection 
I really cannot see tho justification for saying that this cnoraous 
competition w.ich confronted Chilean saltpeter was all duo to I.G. Parbon. 
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Jr, Jacobi also points this out. ?or the rest I must 
3ay that Chile hersolf expanded her production plants during 
a time when nitrogen consumption was considerably reduced in 
the world. I want to point out two further things. In the 
last twenty-five years the science of nutrition of plants has 
developed and changed considerably. have learned that 

according to climate, nature, 3oil characteristics, the plants 

• • 

njed, for their best developmentdifferent kind of fertilizers; 
slow-acting or quick-acting, physiologically acidic or 
neutral, and to forth, plants such as rice, which are planted 
under irrigation, need different sorts of fertilizers from 

plants that arc grown on dry soil. These individual fertilizers

could be made only after ammonium synthesis was invonted, and 
1 assume that agricultural scienco would by no means approve 

• 

the charges of the Prosecution against the amnonia synthesis, 
but that it is very grateful that Farben's research was able 
to produce nitrogon fertilizers which result in tho bo3t 
possible fertilization. It is cortninly not an accidont that

in all countries of the world, including the Unitud states, 
the development of nitrogon fertilizers has adapted itsolf to 
the progress in agricultural scienco. .jid I boliovo, further¬ 
more, that as long as millions of human boings have to starve 
at times, the world cannot afford to forego this research 
of agricultural science. Secondly monopolies mostly mean 
that the consumers have a certain price forced upon them.

to say new in this connection, that a compilation that I 
have made will show the Tribunal the errors made in this 
problem. I have prepared a graphic chart about the 
percentages v/hich Chile and Germany had in the entire 
consumption of the world, outside of their own countries. 

'I Hay I offer this chart, in the form of on affidavit

of my client, as Exhibit 33- That is Document 57. It is not 
in the documont book, but the necossary number of copies aro 
handed to the secretary General. 

A Your Honors will find two curves on this sheet — 
a red one and a green one. The red curve shows the percentage 
of the German export of nitrogen in the entire consumption 
of the world. The green curve shows the same percentages

for chile salpeter. Che can sec quite clearly that both 
curves tal:c the same trond. The German curvo begins with 
eight percent of the world consumption supplied by Germany. 

It then increases until 1927 and 1928, when German nitrogon 
production reached its climax, and th:n it constantly 
decreases until 1934-35, when it levels off a little and 
continues more or less horizontally. Chile started out with 
enormous share of the world sales, thirty-six percent in 
1924-25. Then tlx; first depression in agriculture came about, 
and the sale of Chile salpeter was consequently reduced. 

Then a 3mall increase, and then the curve is steeper, but its 
tendency is the same as that of the red curve. I want to 
Point out in particular that from tho moment when Chile joined 
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the international Convention, when open competition was 
eliminated, the share of Chile salpctor rose and could be 
maintained.

;;y predecessor in the syndicate, doctor bug, also tried to 
brine about international cooperation, and in 1921 ho made 
the first attempts to this end. Unfortunately the Chilean 
soverni-ent refused cooperation at that time, but the Nitrogen 
Syndicate and the ici became closer acquainted, in 1927 
the Baber-Boseh process had been acquired from the Norsk- 
:iyaro by the Badischo .'jiilin and Soda F a brik and had 
therefore made exports safe for Germany for the next twenty- 
five years; in 1929 Farben and ici concluded a contract for 
the duration of ton years, and the Nitrogen Syndicate joined 
this convention later for all °crman producers. 
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The Geraan-English-Norvregiftn groqp, which was called the DEN group, 
nade united efforts and in 1930j at the last minute, was able to pre¬ 
vent a drop in the nitrogen market. Thg cause of this danger was to be 
seen in: (l) the fact that there was enormous new construction all over 
the world, which I discussed previously) ( 2 ) the world agricultural cri¬ 
sis that was just beginning in 1930; and ( 3 ) the strongly increased 
stockpiles of nitrogen all over the world. 

I want to mention here that around that time Chile had in its 
storehouses more than three yeahs^ export of Chile saltpeter. 

In 1930 it was possible for the CIA to be arranged for 1931, the 
first large international nitrogen convention. Besides the DEN group, 
France, Belgium, Holland, Poland, Switzerland, and Czechoslovakia par¬ 
ticipated. Friendly agreements had boon reached with Swedon and Hung¬ 
ary. For the same period, an intemrtional agreement could be reached 
with the Chilean saltpeter plants. The United States and Canada could 
never participate, because of the laws there. 

Unfortunotely, circumstances after 1930-1931 were stronger than 
the will for further cooperation. CIA No. 1 and the Chile contract 
could not be renewed. The year 1931-1932 was under the atmosphere of 
a general price war: export prices were reduced about 50£, although 
sales were not noticeably increased. 

These bad experiences got the partner. 4 * together very quickly. In 
the years 1932 to 1934 CIA contracts Nos. 2 through U were concluded, 
each lasting one year. In 1935, CIA contract No. 5 was concluded, vdth 
the duration of three years; in 1938 contract No. 6 was concluded, with 
the duration of five years. 

The domestic political situation in Chile, the lack of agreement 
?mong producers-there, and the bankruptcy of the gigantic saltpeter 
trust, Kosatschk, prevented any new contract being concluded with the 
Chilean producers before 1934. In 1935 it was renewed for three years, 
and in 1938 it was renewed for the duration of five years. 

The contract which I mentioned between ICI amd Farben, or the 
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Nitrogen Syndicate, after its expiration in 1939, was greatly expanded 
and renewed until 1942, 

All those contracts were terminated by the beginning of the war, 
and all the work that had been done towards bringing about the strength¬ 
ening of relations among tho partners was ih vain. We in the Nitrogen 
Syndicate sought understanding, and x*e were a ble to achieve our goal. 

The fact that the idea of unrestricted competition in the nitrogen field 
was abandoned was primarily because the market for nitrogen fertilizer 
is limited. We cannot sell more than agriculture needs. It was clearly 
realized that agreement is better than fighting, and that brought it 
about that understanding was not only an affair of reason, but it was 
also an affair of friendship. During the war I keDt up these friendly 
relations with all those partners who were accessible, that is, those 
who lived in the occupied territories. It was not ngr idea only to help 
where necessary, but also to keep up business relations in ordor to s avo 
some of the feeling of international understanding for the time after tho 
war, in order to pick up the threads whore lack of reason had torn them 
when the war.broke out. 

Q. Hr. Oster, I want to discuss one more point, in that connection. 
Tho Prosecution contends that because of the international conventions 
and cartels concluded by Germany, the foreign competitors were kept in 
a weakened position, and it considers this deliberate participation in 
the preparation of war of aggression. In that connection tho Prosecu¬ 
tion has submitted Exhibit 1018, in Book 43, on page 262, which is a 
draft for the Senate subcommittee for the preparation of war. It states 
, and I quote: 

"The European cartel was dominated by the so-called DEN, a group 
of German, English and Norwegian firms, and this group, in turn, was 
dominated by I. G. Farben. Farben tried to prevent development in the 
United States through the Hercules Powder Conoany and the Atlas Powder 
Company." 

Would you briefly comment on this. Hr. Oster?

A. This assertion has not been proven by anything, and, further- 
.•3>re, it is incorrect. The ICI and Norsk-Hydro are the two partners 
which Farben allegedly dominated. They did not permit Farben to order 
than around, and the sales policy of CIA was dictated by the Conseil de 
Surveillance, in which all partners were represented. 

I an in the fortunate position of being able to present an affida¬ 
vit of one of the smallest partners of the CIA, the Polish group, which 
corroborates the correctness of my statements. 

As to Hercules Powder and Atlas Powder, that was a technical nat¬ 
ter, with which I had nothing to do. I want to state however, that I 
believe that at all tinea the owner of a process has claimed for him¬ 
self the privilege of selling his process to that nerson or that firm 
and of granting a license to those fims rtiich he considers most corapo- 
tent. In ray opinion, that haa nothing to do with war of aggression. 

Cl. Now, Mr. Oster, we will loave this subject as well. 

DR. HENZE: In asnnection with what haa boon said orovioualy, I 
want to ask Your Honors' permission to offer document No. 37 as Exhibit 
ite. 35. This la an affidavit of Kona Rieger, a leading ctnoloyoe of the 
Kitrogon Syndicate who supplements what ay client has said about the 
spirit of the relations in the convention. 

Q. (Continuing) Ur. Oster, I now cone to the individual countries 
which play a part in Count 2 of tho Indictment. Can you tell ua any¬ 
thing about any nor sure s in the nitrogen field in connection with Aus¬ 
tria's annexation to Germany? 

A. No. 

Q. How did your relations with the nitrogon industry develop after 
the incorporation of the Sudetenland into Germany? 

Shortly after the Sudeten-German territory wis coded to Germany 

the Munich pact, I went to London in order to discuss the new situation 

*ith the IN A. In the Sudetenland there was tho only Cr,ech nitrogen of 

lime plant. The director of the Prague nitrogen sales combine, Mr, Dobias, 

*** also in London, and he was very glad when I promised him that we would 
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co everything possible in order for him not to h?ve any trouble in re¬ 
gard to nitrogen of lime, which he had received from Falkenau before 
that tire, and so that he could continue to supply Czech agriculture 
rith it in the future. In order to avoid difficulties of foreign ex¬ 
change between Germany and Czechoslovakia, I suggested to him that de¬ 
liveries be made in the form of a barter: Prague was to get nitrogon 
of lime from Falkenau and were to pay us by supplying Czech fertilizer. 
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Q Did you personally participate in the sale of the Aussig 
and Falkenau factories? 

A No. 

Q But a few days ago the Prosecution sufcoitted document NI- 
10722, from which it can be seen that the contracts concluded in the 
last quarter of 1936 were sent to you personally on 12 December 1958. 

A Y as. 

Q Why did you receive those contracts? 

A That was at ny own request. According to German regula¬ 
tions, the Falkenau nitrogen plant had to ^oin the Nitrogen Syndicate, 
and I had arranged for the director of Falkenau to come to see me be¬ 
forehand, so that I could brief him concerning the rules and regula¬ 
tions in the Syndicate, so that he woild be able to get a favorable 
quota for himself in the negotiations. That was actually done, and 
Falkenau came out very well in the negotiations. However, I had to 
know, in advance, exactly what had been arranged in regard to Falkenau. 

Q Mr. Oster, were any changes made when, in the spring of 
1959, the remainder of Czechoslovakia was occupied? 

A Very soon after the occupation 1 visited the Nitrogen 
Sales Association in Prague, in order to speak to Director Dobias, who 
was very ouch concerned about the future, and I wished to calm him 
somewhat. I introduced him to members of the Gjroan administrative 
authorities, with whom ha had to work, a3 our old business friend. 
However, I informed him that, as a natter of course, his firm would 
still be considered an independent Czechoslovakian group in the CIA; 
that the Nitrogen Syndicate was not going to take over their agency 
in any way, and that we would take that point of view towards all of¬ 
ficial German authorities. It was certainly not aasy to find reasons 
why this had to be done, but nevertheless wa were able to do it. Mr. 
Dobias, as a partner in the CIA, in the future represented the plants 
of former Czechoslovakia. 

Q Was there any cause to fear that the Czech group would 
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lose its independence? 


A las, c ertainly. As I have already stated, all German 
producers of nitrogen had to Join the Syndicate and also, accordingly, 
the Nitrogen Salas Association of Prague. The authorities had even 
urged us to appoint Garaan representatives to the Czech Nitrogen 
Sales Association. However, we did not do so. When the Czech prices 

were reduced to the laval of German prices, upon order of the govern- 

• 

ment of the Protectorate, Ur. Dobias asked me to send him a representa¬ 
tive froa the Syndicate who knew his way about, as an-advisor, and 
that was done. The gentleman was in Prague temporarily and, very 
shortly thereafter, returned to Berlin. The Association in Prague 

e • 

was able to ratain its entire Czech personnel until the end of the 
war. Mr. Dobias was very proud of the fact that he was able to keep 
the picture of tho first -Czech President, Uasaryk, hanging over his 
desk, because usually, in Prague, all thosa pictures had to disappear. 

Q Mr. Oster, what were the conditions under which this 
Prague Association Joined the Syndicate? 

A Because of the unclear future, we permitted the Associa¬ 


tion to ka3p its independence. The Czech market was its preserve, 
that is to say, the market of the Protectorate. The Czech group had 
never exported before anyhow; if they needed our help we granted it. 
>Ve deferred final formulation of the contract until after the war. 

Q Were you able to help the Prague people in any other 


way? 

A Yes. I want to tell you of only one case. During one 
of my visits, Dobias told me that the chairman of the Verwaltungsrat 
of the Prague Association, General Director Jerie, of the Ferdinands 


from Ostrova, which also produced Nitrogen, was arrested and deported 
to Germany without any known reason, and probably sent to a concentra¬ 
tion camp. Through one of our officials in the Syndicate who had 
connections with the Gastapo we managed to find out the concentration 
cairo where he had been sent. It was Oranienburg, near Berlin, where 
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Jarie vras actually confined. I nada a petition, in which I explained 
that I had known him for many years and knew him to be a decent man. 

As a result, ha was liberated and returned to hi3 homeland. All of 
this was very kindly confirmed for me by Mr. Dobias, in a letter 
that he gave me after the war. 

DR. HENZE: -In order to corroborate what my client has just 
now said, I wish to offer a letter from this Mr. Dobias, Oster Docu¬ 
ment 36, as Exhibit No. 36 . 

Q Before turning to another country, Mr. Oster, I wish to 
include something here. 

On the occasion of the cross-examination of your colleague 
Schneider, the Prosecution submitted document NI-li*27i*, Exhibit 1906. 
You will remember that this was the record of a conference of 7 
November 1938, at which you were not present but at which a certain 
Dr. Bachnann was present, representing the Stock Corporation for 
Nitrogen Fertilizer (Aktiengesellschaft fuar Stickstaffduenger). The 
document deals with the production of nitrogen of lime in Falkenau. 

It states that Czechoslovakia wanted to bec-oe independent, with its 
own plant, and it is furthermore stated that Dr. Bachnann tried to 
prevent this by steps ho undertook with the Ecow«ic Group Chemistry. 
May I ask you to comment on this briefly? 

A I did not know about this conference or thesa minutes. 

I do not know vAy Mr. Bachnann participated, Ha was not authorized 
by the Nitrogen Syndicate to make such statements, for otherwise I 
would have known about it. The fact that the Aussig Verein was about 
to construct a nitrogen of line plant was vary well known to us at 
that tine, but tha Syndicate never tried to hamper the construction 
of this plant in any way. There was no reason to do so. 

Q I believe thkt has been sufficiently clarified. . I now 
want to ask one question about Poland. After tha war began, in 1939, 
did the Nitrogen Syndicate do anything about tha Polish nitrogen 
industry? 
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A The Nitrogen Syndicate did not taka any steps in con¬ 
nection with tha nitrogen plants in Poland. They were operated by 
Reich-ownad companies. Besides the coke plants that furnished 
nitrogen, these wera three large plants in Poland, two of which were 
owned by the Polish State. Unfortunately, all of these plants had 
been lift by the management when tha German forces inarched in. The 
former director <'f tha Polish nitrogen prrducers, Ur. Vladimir Schaetzal, 
contacted me through neutral countries. I made him an offer again by 
way of neutral countries, that tha Syndicate might use him whan they 
sold the nitrogen from the former Polish plants in his homeland. At 
any rate, I idshsd to take his pert if he desirsd help, but he replied 
that he did n't wish it. 

DR. HENZE: Your Honors, in that connection I wish to offer 
an affidavit of Ur. Schaetzal. This is Document No. J5, which will 
become Exhibit 37. Ur. Schaetzal makes statements about the attitude 
of Farben, and, in particular, Ur. Schmitz and Ur. Ost-r, during the 
CIA negotiations. 

NR. SPRECHER: Ur. President, this affidavit, so far os I 
can tell, has no statements in it with respect to time. And this 
gentleman, who is now in a hospital in Germany, I think would still 
be in some kind of a position to assist us in knowing something of 
the period that is being talked about. As it is, I don't see any 
value in this piece of evidence. 

THE PRESIDENT: Yes, there is a reference there, as to 
certain incidents occurring after the invasion of Poland, Mr. Sprecher, 
that will probably maka it competent for whatever it may be worth. 

On the last page: "I want to point out in particular that after the 
invasion of Poland," and so forth. That is c matter that perhaps 
could only be reached by the exercise of your right of cross-examina¬ 
tion or interrogatories. 

THE WITNESS: May I make a remark in that connection. Your 
Honors? In this affidavit of Ur. Schaetzel's it is stated th-t it 
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was after the invasion of Poland by the Garnans and the Russians.

DIRECT EXAMINATION (Continued) 

HEINRICH OSTER (Resumed) 

BY DR. HENZE (Counsel for Defendant Oster): 

Q Mr. Oster, wc shall now continue. I shall now turn to the 
question of Holland. tfcat were the connections with the Dutch nitrogon 
producers after Holland was occupied in 1%0? 

A On the 10th of May, 1940, the day of the German invasion of 
Holland, Ur. Holtrup, the director of the nitrogen plant Itijkop of 
Royal Dutch Shell, was in Berlin. Through one of his friends I >®s 
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telephoned that Holtrup, as a Dutchman, had been errested on the 
aiming of that very day. After negotiating with the Gestapo and 
guaranteeing for hin personally, I aanaged to get Holtrop released. Ho 
then returned to Holland and ho asked nc to see the Dutch gentlemen 
of the concern as soon 03 possible. 

Q '.'ere you able to fulfill that request? 

A Yos. In July or «ugust of 1940 Oberrogicrungsrat Dr. HofCnann of 
tho Reich Ministry of Economics and two other gentlemen went to Holland 
to investigate the condition of the. Dutch nifirogtn factories. Those 
gentlemen went thcro by automobile and in this simple way I was able 
to go to Holland as a prlvato citizen. During that trip tho threo 
largo nitrogen plants in Holland wore insfxctcd and ray Dutch friends 
wero greatly relieved when I apprccchcd them and convinced them of tho 
hcrraloss intentions of ay companions. Naturally I took into considera¬ 
tion all of their requests with respect to coni, materials, otc., and 
I intervened on their behalf with tho Gorman occupation authorities. 

At this opportunity I hoard thet tho General Director of Ujkop, Ur. 
Kcsslor, was being badly treated by tho German authorities. I visited 
him in Amsterdam during a mooting of tho Cheefcor of Coramorco, and askod 
him about that matter. His character was beyond reproach but ho was 
a little difficult to dool with. 

Q ’*brc you able to help him? 

A I wont to The Hague, to tho office of the Reich Commissar, where 
I saw Minister Pischboock whom I told about ay long-tins connections 
with Mr. Kessler, and of his character, and afterwards I was able to 
settle the matter. 

Q You told me thet you were able to assist Mr. Kessler once more. 

* Yos. In connection with terror acts Ur. Kessler was arrested as 
a hostage and I was infer oed of that fact by one of our representatives 
in Holland. I was fortunate enough in seeing Reich Comissar Scys- 
Inouart in Efcrlin, who was sentenced by the Uff. I visited hin, and 
after a rather unpleasant conversation I managed to persuade hin to 
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investigate once core this natter upon his return to Holland. He 
actually did so, and Kessler was released. 

iir. Holtrop, vt\o today is president of tho Royal Dutch Bank, was 
kind enough to confirm these events to oc, 

3 In that connection I shall put no further questions to you, but I 
shall only submit a number of documents which speak for themselves. 

As tho first document I should like to submit Docuncnt 31 as Exhibit 
38. This is a file note on a visit to the Dutch nitrogen producers 
which took place in April, 1941. This memorandum was drawn up by 
Wahl, tho business manager of tho syndicate, and it is also confirmed 
by an affidavit. 

As Exhibit 39 I shall submit, for identification only, a statomont 
of Ur. Holtrop whom wo Just mentioned. This exhibit lacks a certifica¬ 
tion, *hich I shall submit at a later date. It is Document No. 38. 

As Exhibit 40 I shall submit an affidavit of l*r. Hombrinck. This 
is Document 39. He describes the support which he received during tho 
war. 

As Exhibit 41 I shall now submit Document 41. This is an affidavit 
of the representative of tho Nitrogen Syndicate, Arnold Suhr, who is 
residing in Amsterdam. He confirms whet my client has testified. 

Ur* Ostor, did you havo any connections with Belgium during tho war? 
a Connections vdth Belgium wore not as intensive during tho war 
as they were prior to the war. A colloagu. of mine was in Brussels, 
who was business manager of the syndicate, Oberst von Harburg. Ho 
v«s on the staff of the uilitery Comaander in Belgium. Ho lookod 
aftor the worries and requests of our Belgian friends, whan ho had 
known very well as a result of prior negotiations. This was ono reason 
why Harburg annoyed the Gestapo, which finally led to his removal frem 
Brussels. 
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0.- I should now like to turn to France. How did the nitrogen syn¬ 
dicate's connections dovelop with the French nitrop.nn industry r.ftcr the 
beginning of the war? 

A.- The French nitrogen industry was represented in Paris by tho 
Coraptoir Francois dc 1'Axotc with which tho nitrogen syndicato had main¬ 
tained business collections over sinco 1931, r. time when Germany sent 
fertilizer nitrogen to Franco by way of reparations. For this reason, 

these connections were of a very friendly nature. Viat is why I attempt- 
• • 

cd, after the outbreak of tho war, to concern myaolf about these gontlo- 
nen in France and I wont to Paris in the wintor of 1940-41 vhoro I mot 
nost of them. I was able to fulfill mary of their roquests by intorvon- 
lng \4fch tho occupation authorities, 

0.,- Can you toJl us sosothing "bout that? 

A.- Tho son of tho director of the Cornptoir Francais, Georges Iclong 
had becomo a Goman prisoner of war and wo tried to rcloaso him from tho 

0 

German internment cap, naturally legally. Vc said that his return to 

Franco was noco3sary becauso ho was an export at the Coenptoir Frrncais 
• • 

rthoru ho was previously active in the distribution of fertilizer nitrogen 
in Franco. Everything had boon planned carefully but ho tos never raloaso 
bocauso the young Lolong released himself a few days after his capture 
from tho PVf camp by escaping. 

On tho occasion of another visit. Hr. Iclong asked mo to see to it 
that nitrogen factories should not lose their irorkcrs. Therefore, 1 wont 

to tho office of itr. iiichol and I intervened in his behalf at this was 

• 

always done by the G.G. Chom. Furthers©re, I approached a gcntlunan of 
the syndicate, Kr. I-ucllor, who for years had handled the export business 
to Franco and who was a frinnd of |ir. Lclong, and delegated him permanent¬ 
ly to Paris whore he was always at Monsieur Lclong's disposal as a liaison 
man to tho G.B. Chew. 
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n.- Up to now you have discussed the human contacts with these busi¬ 
ness concerns, but did you have aiy objective contacts of transactions 
rdth the Frenchmen as well? 

A.- Apart fron settling the question of certain quantities of tech¬ 
nical nitrogen which wore obtained from Franco in exchange for Roman fer¬ 
tiliser nitrogen at the suggestion of the Roich Economics iiinistry thoro 
ncro no acute business connections after the occupation, sinco all busi- 
nvss, of course, vr.s taken away from privato enterpriso. Tto, thoroforo, 
could no longer resume our old business connections and just behave as if 
thoro re .s no war. Tito only thing which we did was to maintain a status 
uilich would permit OS at a later date to continuo in the old spirit. Mr. 
I~long is still today the genoral director of the coraptoir Francais and 
he was kind orough to confirm all those events which I described. 

Q.- 'fho was lir. Ihcuro? 

A.- Gonoral Ihouro was tho head of the French nitrogen industry. I 
tos particularly friendly with him and I asked tho plenipotentiary of tho 
Gcbcchora, if ho-encountered any difficulties in France, to turn to Gonoral 
IlMuro who tould always point out tho right my how the roquests imposed 
on tho French producers by tho Gomans could be fulfilled in a dccont and 
proper manner, and that actually happened. 

DR. HENZE: After tho end of the war Genoral Lheure wroto a lottcr to 
ny client which is Document 32. I shall submit it as 'Exhibit 42. Tho said 
George Lelong has also made a statement which has not yet been certified 
but I hope to submit the certification in tho near futuro. I shall nor/ sub¬ 
mit Docuncnt 32 for identification only and I shall give it Exhibit No. 43. 

I shall furtljcr submit Document 34 in that connection which is an of- 
*id.-.vit by the director of the nitrogen syndicate, Hrns Rieger. This is 
Document 34 and will receive Exhibit No. 44. Ur. Rieger describes the sup¬ 
port givon to him by :ir. Ostcr.

A.- In the contract I mentioned which Far ben concluded with Norsk 
ydro in 1927. Hydro had made the condition that its ovm representation 
in Copenhagen vould continue in cxistcnco and that it ^>uld also tako 
ov.r the representation of tho syndicate. 2 vor sinco that timo tho N 0 rsk 
jydro Salzkontor of Copenhagen was tho representative of tho syndicate 
for that country as well as for Iceland. Norsk Hydro and the Syndicato 

continued to export to Do mark during tho war. Sinco re had agreed with

Itorsk Hydro that our contract was to bo suspended durin;. tho war, but that 
“t the sano timo both partners were to naintain contact with one anothor 
u alnrys met thoso gentlemen in Copenhagen until tho occupation of Norway, 
"c autunlly discussed tho nitrogen business and wo frankly discussdd tho 
situation with rospoct to tho Danish market. 

H.- Did that situation continuo oven after Norway was occupied?

A.- Yes. There was only one difference. Tho syndicato, as before tho

Ctoaissar could no Xorr.or annoy Norsk Hydro because ho assumed that tho

n.- Kr. Ostcr, I shall again briefly revert to aggressive war, in 
particular to the last subject which was charged by tho prosecution in

connection with aggressive war, tho so-called "Hew Ordor." lould you 
p.lensa briefly stato your position on that and tell ino liir.t you think 
.-tout it? 

0 

A.- As has already beon described by ny colleagues, tho Roichsrainistry 
of Economics in 1940 requested industry to submit proposals for oconomic 
pcc.cotimo planning. Tho Ministry had established a special department 
for that purpose of which ]fr, Schlottorer was in cl»rr,o who appenrod hero 
:s a rritness for tho prosecution. The syndicate had sppplied Farben with 
sate rial for a report to bo ando in that connection for tho nitrogen sec¬ 
tor which was then Sent to the >!inistry of Economics aftor Farbon had ox- 

• • 

p.-nd-d it. The nitrogen syndicate didn't want to, and could not, opposo 

that suggestion. The syndicate could not do so bccarno this was an ordor 

0 

by a government agency. It did not want to oppose it, bocauso it was my 
?oint of viuw that such planning was better done by intelligent experts 
than by non-exports. Perhaps pcoplo carried away by victory who were not 
-xp^rts would draw up plans ?*iich later would make impossible a peaceful 
International cooperation. In that connection it seemed to mo to bo insi¬ 
gnificant if one exaggerated som_viiat with respect to details as long ns 
tho principle of the basis for a reasonable cooperation later on would 
not bo destroyed. 

One remark was made in that connection about the control of production 
°f technical nitrogen in France. This whole "New Order" was considered by 
~ '3 n rnoro or L-ss superfluous work which it actually turned out to be. 
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Q. Did the syndicate supplement the report by Far ben with their 

own proposal which also was submitted to the .leich Ministry of Econojv-.es? 

A. Every chapter of the Far ben report, m far as it concerns 

nitrogen, caacludos with the statement that all details as up to now 

will bo arranged by *./ay of agreement of the syndicate with all other 

partners. As far as I reraenber, we were even requested b- the Reich 

Ministry of Economics to supply a state, oat at to how we planned the 

problem to bo solved, /e delayed the lattor and finally' it never 

came about aad wo never subaitted that re.*ort. 

The syndicate, however, prior to the dcivtid by the Reichsministry 

of Econotvics, investigated thorouglily as to henr nitrogen production 

of Europe would ovolop after the war. They investigated this inat«ar 

from a far-rcac’.iL^ point of view and the;’ c .'.siderod what the consr.ijv- 
t 

tion Would be and what export quantities th.oy xiould ’.iavo available. 

In this ro;>ort an import of Ch ili an salt.»ctor to Europe was considered 
as well as an incronsing ex.>ort surplus by t!» U.S.A., as well as net; 
buildings of othor factories throughout tho world, I must state ex¬ 
plicitly t'.iat t - is work was bared upon tho priaci 'los of tho CL\ and that 
it c'nsldcrod also tho expansion of the nitrogen capacities of CIA 
including technical nitrogen. Without any ouch ;>o3sibility, I could 
not have i.lag’.nod a continuat on of tlxc PriCKly relations!tip with tho 
CIA partners, These considerations arc i.t direct opposition to the 
somewhat unfriendly remark concerning a control of tocimical nitrogen 
in peace tiro.- ., 

Q. . iir. Op ter, ono noro question in conclusion; when working out 
this plan did you have any ideas of norld damnation? 

A. In tho syndicate we only had one idea and that was to start 
as soon as possible after the war where wo loft off before the v/ar. 

This report by tho syndicate I discussed with a?l the foreign .xirtncns 
whoa I could, rcaoh during ny trips to lion/ay, Holland, Belgium, Franco 
and CzechoslavxCia. I discussed the report vary .iuch in detail and very 
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frankly. I listened to their vie /s on the development of their pro- 
duction and their consumption and I too!: the. into consideration 
accordingly i/ith respect to ur ocm estimates. For purely hunano reasons 
I was interested la s ecing that the coiujectio.is vrtiich had existed boforo 
the war would bo assured for the post war period. On the other hand, 
however, an orronoous planning for the post war .xjriod could only bring 
about eco.jo.dc da;ja^03 which I tried to avoid. 

Tho world nitrogen sales is a very difficult field to hnndlo be¬ 
cause actually t:ic narkots are already distributed and now plannings 
by non-cwxsrts covld only bring about new trouble. Fron tho fact t!iat 
out now plan was not caewflagcd in any wry towards our foroicn partnors, 
it can to scor. that our investigations Jfcrc not dictatod by tho idea of 
world domination. 'lo never did have that idoa of grandeur. 

Q. .r. Os ter, j/o shall now leave that field and wo shall turn to 
Russia, in particular to the Hitrogcn Sast g. .b.h. How was tljia nitro¬ 
gen East g.Lub.h. founded? 

A. In July l?Ul aftor tho bo ginning of tho war against Russia 
I was asked to attend a conference in tho koich.ministry of 2 cono*dos. 
There I not a number of gontlcrtcn, prxtly belonging to tho authorities, 
partly belonging to tlie chemical i.idustry. I cannot today rcnoiabor any 
details of that oo.uoroncc but I do know that wo were informod that a 


few companies were to bo founded for the occupied eastern territories. 

A.fL',7 fays thereafter I was again asked tc go to tlio Roichministry 
of Econo, dos. Thcro I received tho order for the nitrogen sjTJdicatc to 
form the .mitrogen g.n.b.h. 

Q. Tfhr.t was the intention of tho Roichdnistry of Economics. 


A. Time Roiohmnistry of Economics clearly explained that through 
the foundation of Eastern compaincs in which tho Roichministry of So ono- 
nics was to participate it was to bo avoided t!iat the German governmental 
commissars would ta!:o over all tho Russian factories. The supervision 
of those companies was done by other agencies than the Rcichsmnistiy of 
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ccononics. They also had the idea to prevent tS'-at industry to carry 
out any independent actions with respect to these factories. At any 
rate, I do r u . ioafa cr that the Roichuinistry of Econa lies emphasised 
that an acquisition of the eastern factories by the eastern companies 
was not intended. It was only the intention of the ministry that the 
German industry should support the continued operation of tho3o fac¬ 
tories belonging to the Russian state. 


Q. And v/ivxt was your position with^rps.->cot to that request? 

A. I was ;*.ot very ploasod with that order becauso I foared that 
tho nitrogen syndicate would be given orders which surpassed its enpn- 
citios. Tho aitrogon syndicate is a purely cararcial enterprise which 
only had the funotio.is of a distributor, .'c locked the technical i.vacn- 
incry. I at first triod to got away fron tho entire mattor. 
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Q. Did you soccoed in doiqg ttr-t? 

A, The Ministry explained to no that tho Nitrogen East G.n.b.H. would 
r.ot recoivc My technical function, that is the nanagenent of tho new 
factories. Tho connissars, the trustees woro to bo appointed by tho Reich 
pad wero also to be responsible to the Reich. It was neroly intended 
thnt wo would p^aco At the trustees' disposal the oeport support of Gorniux 
industry rnd also assist thca in the acquisition of aitorlftl. otc. 

Q. Did you coi^ly with the roquest h* tho Ministry? 

A. In uy opinion, that was not a roquost but an ordor by tho 
Ministry. Wo agreed on bohalf of tho eyndicato. but wo asked that all 
tho r.isgivings wo had bo put down in writing and bo included in tho 
contract# 

And did that actually haoocn? 

A. Tho Ministry rcpliod th»t tho contracts nortaininq to all 
oa.storn conpanlos woro to hr-w tho sano wording as far as it was oossiblo. 

A comroniso was then roachod thflt botwoon tho Syhdicato and tho Ministry 
a correspondence was to tako placo which was to cloar up thoso nattors. 

Q., Did tho I.G. Far boa oxorciso any influonco in tho foundation 
of tho Witrocorf East G.n.b.H.? 

A. Wo. At that tltio Farbon didn't know anything about Nitrogen 
aa.st G.n.b.H.. Tho negotiations woro only carried out botwoon tho Ministry 
«nd tho Mitrogon Syndicato. 

Q. Did you infon Farbon about your negotiations? 

A. Yes, tho business nanagouont of tho Syndicato had to infom 
"11 tho partners of any such event, in ordor to inforn then about tho part 
of their participation. 

Q. Who, according* to tho Ministry of Econonics, was participating 
in the plans of tho Nitrogen East G.n.b.H.? 

A. The Ministry of Econonics h"d denuded that all tho partners 
of the Syndicato, according to thoir share in tho Nitrogen Syndicate, G.n.b. 
would also ha.vc shares in tho Nitrogen East Gin.b.H. 
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Q. How were tho partners informed? 

A, The Syndicate sent a circular with similar wording to all tho 
o-rtners, including IWrbcn. Since I knew t!ft Farbon h*d to participate 
in other custom co.-roanies, I also wrote p. special letter to a number of ; 
seniors of tho Commercial Committee In which I infomed then of tho 
establishment of tho Hitrogcn East G.n.b.K. Further-ore, I asked Dr. Sandor 
of the Syndicate, who was the legal advisor of tho Syndicate, to establish 
contact with the Legal Department of Berlin HU 7 betfuso I wantod to know 
if tho iafornr.tion from tho Ministry of Econonics that all tho contracts 
woro to br« tho sene wording was actually in accordance with tho truth, 
and because I also wanted to know in what arnnor tho situation was doalt wit! 
thoro with respect to Chenio Ost G.n.b.K. 

Q. Doos your present testimony rotor to tho docunont submitted by 
tho prosecution, 1TI-4962. Exhibit 1190, Book 64, pago 13? This is a 
lottor tor the Legal Department of Borlin Bf 7 dircctod to a nunbor of 
gontlonen of Farbon who woro concerned with tho chartor portaining to 
Chenio Ost G.n.b.K. I shall quoto ono sontcnco from that docunont. 
"Fronosals by-thc Hitrogcn Syndicato wero also taken into consideration." 

1 shall repeat ny question. Docs your nresent testimony rofor to tho 
nattor contained in that docunont? 

A, This is a cay of what had been discussed during -that nooting 
of tho lawyers of tho Syndicato and Farbon with rosnoct to that nattor. 

Q. In tlr-t connection I should like to draw your attention to 
anothor prosocution document. tha.t is Exhibit 1561, Book 64, pugo 14—1 
beg your pardon, page 15. This is a lottor by Korr von Schnitzlcr, of tho 
8th of august 1941, to tho economic group, chcnical industry, in 
particular diroctod to its head, Dr. Ungewitter. In this letter, Horr 
von Schnitzlor mentions a largo number of difficult problems and refers to 
a file note which you, hr. Ostcr, Arow up concerning a conference with 
hr. Mulort of the Hoich Kinistry of Econonics. What is the significance • 
of that file noto? 
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A. Today I really caanot renenter tho file note, tut I as sumo that we 
»ro hore concerned with the difficulties I experienced with the Reich 
Ministry of Economics and about which I just told you. 

Very well. Was the nitrogen East G.:*..b.K. actually founded 

•fterwp.rds^ 

A. Yes. 

Q. How high w*s its capital? 

A. Ono hundrod thousand narks. 

1/ho was in chargo of the ooqwaj? 

A. That w s the business mana.*onont of tho Nitrogen Syndicato. 

Who was in tho Administrative Council of tho company? 

A. In tho Administrative Council thoro voro four gcntlomon of tho 
aoich tiinistry of economics and othor agoncios of tho Roich, and four 
a-ntsro of tho Administrative Council of tho Xitrogon Syndicate. 

And now, Ur. Oster, would you oxplaln very briefly what tho 
activity of that company was? 

A. Tho only task with which tho company was entruotod was tho 
support of tho Russian factory Xanonskojo on tho Dnjepr. This factory 
h*d boon partly dismantled by tho Russians boforo thoir withdrawal and 
wns to bo put into oporation a^r.in. Tho trustoo of that factory now usod 
tho sorvlcos of tho Hi treeon East O.n.b.K. in ordor to obtain trucks, raw 
notorial, electrical oquipnent, machinery, for tho factory Xanonskojo. All 
thoso articlos woro bou~ht by Dr. Assn»nn, a technical export in Gomony, 

•nd wore sont to Xanonskojo. 'Jo asked for Dr. Assrann's sorvlcos. Ho 
was also appointed technical rcr-rcsontativc of tho Gcbcchon for tho 
nitrogen plants in tho eastern occupied torritorios. 

Q. A n rt how were thoso orders placed? 

A, Tho orders wero placed hf the “itrogen East G.n.b.K. on behalf 
- nd on account of tho plant Xanenskoje. As far as I renenbor, tho payment 
wos made by Xmcnskojc from a crodit which wp.s given through a credit 
a -,ency of tho state in the cast to tho trustoo. 

<4. ii r. Ostor, did tho Hitro^en Syndicato got back its oxponces which 
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it had on behalf of ICaucnskojc? 

A. Ho. As far as I rcaorter an Soman t, if I pn not mistaken, of 
two hundred and fifty thousand marks was never, paid to the Syndicate. 

Q» Who actually repaid the nor.ey? Was it tho factory or was it tho 

neich? 

A. Tho uonoy was paid hack by tho factory on tho strength of tho 
credit which I Just mentioned. 

ft. One noro quostion. Did tho Syndicate ap*oint tho trustee of 
the factory Xpncnskojc? 

A . Ho. 

ft. Did it have any influence with respect to his position? 

K Ho. 

Q. Did this trustee havo ta obey any directives fron tho Hitro.*;on 
Svndicato? 

A. Ho, wo had no influonco on hin whatsoever. 

ft. Did you, Hr. Ostor, over inspect that Russian factory? 

A. Ho, nolthor I nor any othor .xasinoss manager of tho Syndicate 
oior inopactod Xononskojo or any of tho othor fftetorios. 

ft. Wore*othor factorios thon put undor trustooship in tho occupiod 
territories in that oftnaoit 

A. Only Kamonskojc was tl.o only ono which was dealt with in that 
nanner. There woro two saaAlor factorios, Gorlovka and Saolonka, which had 
toon almost ontircly disnontlod by tho 3u aslant and as far as I know an 
Italian Amy .--roup took away all the mota.1 loft ovor in thoso factorios on 
the occasion of tho Italian aotal collection. Thoso factorios thoroforc could 
not be put into oporntlon. 

ft. Hr. Oator, would you ploaso state wry briofly how the activity of 
that company developed in tho subsequent poriod. 

A. One day, I think' at th» end of 19d-2 or tho bo~innia- of 19:3, wo 
vero infomed that Dr. Schiobor, tho hoad of tho Axnpnent Su-^ly Offico, had 
ins*'octcd that factory and we also learned that ho was dissatisfiod with tho 
“ctivity of tho Hitro.jcn Bast G.n.b.K. 3itro.;en Sast G.n.b.K. was thoroforo 
cisnissed and tho Huhreheaio was entrusted not only with tho trusteeship but 
-Iso with the management of tl»t factory. 
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Q. That is to say, as fron that cby Iho Nitrogen East G.nub.H. 
ceased its activity? 

A. Yes. In fact wo did noth r»g else, 'to were glad to bo rid 
of that task. The current deliveries ware nr.do and a final report draun 
up. 

Q. tfas Nitrogen East G.n.b.H. liquidated subsequently? 

A. Yes. The company meeting decided u.>jn the liquidation, but 
according to German trade lan a firm -.rtv.ch is b-ing liquidated has to 
remain in liquidation for one yea- and as a censequonco of tho Russian 
advance the Nitrogen Hast G.a.b.H. was never formally liquidated. 

DR. HENZ2: We c.'n now conclude this chapter too. In this 
connection, I should like to offer a number od documents. Tho first is 
Document No, l>2, which will bo'r Exhibit US, It is rn affidavit by tho

Q. Mr. 0#ter, wa shall now leave that subjoct and turn to your 
connections with tho Norwegian producers, Norsk Hydro. Would you ploaso 
briefly tell us about thoso connections. 

A. Farbcn*s connections with Norsk Hydro originated in tho

year 1909. Thoy wore v-ry friendly. Norsk Hyrdro, in 1908, by using 
water portr had cons.ructed the first synthetic nitrogen factory. 

Acccruing to tho Birkclrnd-Eido ; -roccss they produced Norgo saltpeter, tho 
only nitrate fertilizer which was synthetic illy produced at that 
tine. Tho predecessor of Farben, the Urdische Anilin -nd Soda Fabrik, 
was working on -a sirail-r process at the time and they concluded a contract 
with Norsk Hydro for common work in that field. T k-S coemon work started 
in 1939, at Wtotten, Korway. few years thereafter, tho Badischc Anilin 
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uaS >oda F.abrin started cr. the Kaber-Oosch procoes. This ..recess, fraa 
:n eceno^dc point j£ vi«w, ;*r*fou to 2 m superior to tho Norwegian .Process 
ni that is *.*iy the coe^r.ti^n of these fo firns cessed, temporarily, 
in 1913. Between 1925 .and 1926, Farben brought e calciun saltpeter on 
the u rkot \4iich was superior to the Norwegian Norge snltpotor. For 
th-.t reason Norsk Hydro once noro esao closer to Farben and this led, 
in 1927, to a contract botaroon those t o firns. Tho essential contents 
:t this contract was tho following. First, Farben agrees to givo to 
Rorsk Hydro a license and technical knan-bow for tho Hab-r-Bosch procoss 
-.s well as tho .:no»-hou for the production of individual fertilizer typos. 
Seemd, an exchange of sh-ros between tho taro firns. T hird, Goneral 
Director Aubort of Norsk Hydro ent-re^ho •‘ufsichtsrat of Farben and 
Gehoinrat ochnitz ent-rea tho Styren of Norsk Hydro. Fourth, tho salo 
ef Norsk Hydro production in tho future, as well r.s tho salo of Far bon 
..reduats is handled by the Nitrogen Syndic-to at Berlin. 

o. KP. °str, was th-s contract, according to which tho Nitrogen 
Syndic "to was to carry -vt tho s-*lo of Norsk Hydro production, not a 
limitation Norsk Hydro?

A. No, on tho other hand it uas favorable if Norsk Hy v 2ro used 
tho aeles organization of Farben liuch was better dovolopod and was thoro- 
foro much choapor than the Norsk Kyi*c sales organization. 
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Q \k,ro you yourself participating in the contractual negotiations 
vitl. Nordsk Hydro? 

n Ho, mi- predecessor. Dr. Bucr participated in these negotiations. 
After ray joining the Nitrogen Syndicate, I was responsible for all 
questions concerning sale of fertilizer nitrogen, which was treated 
by the Nitrogen Syndicate in connection with Nordsk-Hydro. Our 
connecti'ns vdth Nordsk Hydro were very close. I had agreed with Dr. 
Hubert that Nordsk Hydro should send one of their directors to Berlin, 
tAo would permanently establish a liaison office with the Nitrogen 
Syndicate. 

Our relationship with tordsk Hydro became very close and evon friend¬ 
ly bocausc of the open and frank discussions. 

Q How did Nordsk-Hydro's relationship with ^arbon develop after tho 
contract had been ronduded. 

« Relationships with Jiordsk-Hydro naturally suffered somewhat, and 
this was due to the fact that **icn Nordsk-Hydro came out with tho nww 
products, according to the Haber-Bo sell process, the nitrogen turnovor 
crisis started in the world market. This was a consequence of a 
general agricultural crisis. It was also a difficult factor that in 

0 

almost all European countries, and even outside of Europe, nitrogen 
factories were facing constructed, which were operating according to 
processes which wero an imitation of the Habor-Bosch process. All of 
those factories started operation simultaneously which naturally 
caused the merket to be severely shaken, as a consequence of which 
Hydro had difficulties an to its sales. 

Q Didn't Dr. Jacobi *tate that in his affidavit Exhibit 592? 

a Dr. Jacobi judged the situation in tho same nay as Z. Ho at that 
time made tho same experiences with regard to these developments 
when he had a leading position in the syndicate. 

Q Ur. Ostor, let u?3 return to Nordsk Hydro. Perhaps you will briof- 
ly tell us what this development meant with respect to your relation¬ 
ship with Nordsk Hydx.-o. 
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A As I said before, Norsk Hydro experienced the sane difficulties 
as to its turnover as the Nitrogen Syndicate itself. During tho 
negotiations for the establishment of the CIA, as well as during all 
other negotiations. Hydro appeared as an independent Norwegian group. 

The requests for an export quota with CIA could not be fulfilled for 
Norsk Hydro, and the continuation of tho CIA contracts was endangered 
bccauso in Norway there was a trust control by tho stato, rhich was 
entitled to cancel every contract concluded between a Norwegian and 
foroign firms, if, in tho opinion of the Trust Control it damaged 
the Norwegian public intorost. At that time in order to assist Norsk 
Hydro, end also fbr thoir owr. interest in order to bring about an c 
European Convention Farben surrendered some of thoir own quota to Norsk 
Hydro. The provisions of the contract of 1927 wore changed accordingly. 

Q You said, "In order to holp Norsk-Hydro, and also in ordor to 
servo their own interests". Perhaps you will bo good enough to oxplain 
why one agroed to make this sacrifico. 

In such cases it's always tho bigger one that has to sacrify 

m 

something. Tho sacrifice was rather hard on Farben bccauso they 

0 

certainly would have had more profit if the quota surrendered to Hydro 
was produced by thcmsclvos in their own plants in Germany. On tho 
othor hand, howover, it nos our aim to bring ebcut an international 
understanding. As businessmen wo thought that a failure in gonoral 
cooperation and understanding would bo more dangerous for the futuro 
than tho danger experienced as a result of that aecrifico. This was 
our commercial trend of though. 

Q How did tho relationship with Hydro develop in tho subsequent 
period? 

a After the world turnover increased, the sky once more became blue 

for ourselves and Norsk Hydro, and the relationship with Norsk Hydro 

continued to develop in a friendly manner up until the end of tho war. 

The burden which was placed upon Norsk Hydro by the German occupational 

authorities, did r»t only not disturb our relationship , but actually 
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improved it. 

Q I shall now turn to a subject to which the Prosecution attaches 
sooo importance. It is the fact that you became the number of the 
Stucro of Norsk Hydro. The Prosecution in their trial brief stato that 
your entry into the Stuerc is in some way the first step toward a 
spoliation by Farben. Would you be good enough to tell me when you 
became a member of tha Stucro of Norsk Hydro? 

A That was at the cnl of 1940. 

Q Did Farben, or did the Notrogen Syndicate proposo you for this 
Hydro position or were you forced upon Norsk Hydro? 

n In no way at ell. On the contrary, one day tho deceasod General 
Director, Dr. Axol *ubcrt, came to Berlin. Obviously, this was tho 
occasion when he visited Professor K rauch in order to discuss with him 
tho plans concerning Koppenberg, the Plenipotentiary of Goo ring with 
respect to light a-to Is, nrtl in order to ask for Farben's support with 
rospcct to these exaggerated plans. Sinco I was a friend of Aubert's 
ho called upon mo. Wo had known each other over since the year 1900 
when wo ware students. 1 then invitod Ur. *ubcrt for supper in ordor 
to make him acquainted with tho woman who was later to become ray wifo. 
On this occasion ho asked rau to join the Stuorc of Hydro. 

Q Moll, ho asked you; and what was tho reason? 

A Ur. Aubert told me that Farben's representative in tho Stucro, 
Goheimrat Schmitz, throughout the 14 yoars he had bolongcd to tho 
Stucro, was in Norway only one single time, and that theroforo Norsk 
Hydro had not received that support fron him which it needed so much 
at tho present time. 

Q ifoat do you raean, "at present"? »hat did «ubert mean by that? 

n The leading gentlemen of Hydro did not harmonizo at all vdth tho 
Quisling Government, and they made no bones about that either. Conse¬ 
quently, their situation was very difficult in dealing with the German 
occupation authorities, and acute difficulties had arisen on different 
occasions and in such eases, a German could naturally be of more 
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assistance to them than a Norwegian. 

Q Ur. Ostcr ; initially rfien discussing relationship to the Vfchr- 
aacht, you were already mentioning a trip Wiich you made immediately 
after the occupation of Norway. This trip took place prior to Aubort's 
visit? Mien you joined Norsk Hydro at the tide, was this tho reason 
why Aubert then afterwards mentioned this request? 

* I believe so. Of course, U r . nubert mentioned it to my wife with 
very kind words, that I had helped him end he also voiced his apprecia¬ 
tion. 

W Ur. Ostcr, what was your reply to this demand by Aubert? 

« I thought that tho offer did no great honor, but at tho seme time 
I fcarod that it would entrust nc with new tasks. At the time I was 
62 yoars of ago, and I repeatedly had voiced the dosiro to rotiro. That 
is why I was not enthusiastic about that offer, and I frankly told 
Aubort about it. 

Q But you finally did agreo, did you not? 

* Mr. «ubort triod to persuade mo as much as ho could, and ho tried 
to win over # my wife on his sido, and on the next day, I agreed. 

Q Mr. Ostor, a few more questions with respect to that subject, 
becauso tho Prosecution connects this appointment with Norway's spolia¬ 
tion, and the construction of tho light octal factories being considered 
as part of the spoliation. Ur. Ostcr, were you an exponent of this 
group of Farben producing light metals? 

* No.

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O. Up, Cstcr, ko just discussed yeur appointment to the Styro, 
that is, the Board of Directors ’f IIorsk-Hydro, Since the Prosecution 
brings this point up in connection -./ith the spoliation of Norway, I have 
a £c\; additional questions to out to you. ITerc you, in ?arbcn, the nan 
responsible for tho Spnrto uidch produced light metals? 

A. Ho. 

n. Did you know anything at all about the production of light metals? 

A. No, I never had anything to do with it. 

<». If the assumption of the Prosecution is correct, were you the 
proper porson for th'.t position ano.vg the Vorstand members of Farber.? 

A. If one lo-ks at .it from that aspect, certainly not. 

f». And I '.-ant to ask you this. Did you make any financial profit 
by reason of your membership in the Styro of Norsk-Hydro? 

A. I was given the same re:numeration as any renbor of tho Styro 
received. I didn't get any personal advantage bccauso such remunerations 
vie re doductcd free the income uidch the Vorstand members rccoivcd from 
Parben. 

0. Then, the saLary mitiich you received as a Vorstand member was 
roducod by r/hat you received frea Norsk-Hydro? 

A. Yes. 

Did you exercise any influence on tlsc business management of Norsk- 
Hydro? 

A. Mo. I considered it merely ay duty to be the German- representative 
towards tho German occupational forces. 

0. Did you bee ore active in that connection? 

At Yes, several times. 

Q. Ploaso, report briefly about that. 

A. Already before the beginning of tta war, Norsk-Hydro ordered 
large quantities ->£ deuterium oxide for their clcctritical production. 

That* s’the so-called "heavy water" uidch was used up to that tine for tho 
production of substances used in physical clicnistry and in medicine. K. 
Aubert told me tint the German Military authorities demanded an expansion 
of this plant. Obviously, the heavy ater plant was in some way connected 
with atom fissure or rather tho heavy water that was productcd from it. 
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Z. Aubert felt aibarrasscd at this demand f the authorities. 

For one t'.itg, a fulfillment of this order would have brought about 
a reduction or the nitrogen production and, on the other hand, 2 J. 
Aubert received c ..uidential reports from inland to the effect that 
there was no objection against the nitrogen production of Norsk-lfydro 
but that the high pressure brought to bear upon the production of 
this heavy t rater night be cause enough for England to send over tho 
Royal Air ?orco against this plant. This heavy water plant had al¬ 
ready been destroyed once before by Horuegiar. .patriots, a fact which 
confirmed lx. Aubert<s assumption which he had gathered tlirough Nor¬ 
wegian friends. 

H. Aubort tras such a close friend of oino that ho could risk 
Giving no tills very confidential information. From that time on, the 
RJukan plant. Which was the one nitrogen 'Ait of ilnrsk-Hydro which 
included the h coxy water plant, was placed wider strong military ;>ro- 
tection by the fo'.ir. acht. Tills also was very embarrassing for Anbert. 
All the tine generals and other persons cam to inspect this plant 
which hod bopo. a iitorosting because of these bombing attacks. That 
was extremely disagreeable to Mr. Aubert, alone when considering the 
workers who wore a proiiensive of their own safety should the Royal 
Air Force do so. billing. 

The plait was situated in a narrow valley, and an air raid on 
this nitrogen plant would have destroyed the entire little town of 
Rjukan. 

At the beginning of August, 19^3, whon Aubert had become the 
chairman of the Styre and Sriksen had bcc>x» '.iis successor as Director 
General, I received a letter from Sriksen in which he informed the 
members of the Styre that German authorities lute, again requested 
another expansion of tiie heavy water plant. After I received this 
letter in Derlin, I immediately went to the 1 Ministry of Economics and 
asked for support against this monneo to nitrogen plant in Rjukan. 

The liinistry of Jconouics was given a copy of a letter from Eriksen to 
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m and they 3ant it on to the Geraan authorities interested in the 
production of ITorsIs-ftydro and called a aeoting. In that meeting, 

I made the -'oars of !!r. Eriksen ay own and I t/as able to convince 
the authorities that !!r. Eriksons complaints ucre justified. In the 
further course of events production of heavy water in Rjukan was 
abandoned and the whole of the heavy water wlant was transported to 
the continent. 

Q. You wantod to describe briefly another case. 

A. VJhon, upon tho request of the Air ’.inistry, the factory of 
the Hordisk Let iaetall was constructed, there was a power plant 
provided for this factory the construction of which naturally took a 
long time. !2r. iCopponborg ordered tho powor plant of tho nitrogen 
factory tlw construction of rtiich naturally took a long tirao. ?*, 
Koppenborg ordorod tho pemor plant of tho nitrogen factory to aid 
with a supply of oloctric current until the plant belonging to tho light 
motal factory was finished. That, of cour30, would hove caused an 
intorforcnco \rith tho nitrogon production. 
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The Reich 3'inistry of Zconosdcs leamod about this and requested my sup¬ 
port since any deficicncc of the quantity of nitrogen at that time would 
have made the nitrogen in Central Europe even more difficult. I endeavored 
very much to prevent Koppcnberg's plant ifcich could not be carried out 
now because of the destruction of the light metals factory for the time 
being. 

Q.- Mr. Ostcr, since you arc apparently an efficient expert about 
Farbon's relations with Norsk Hydro, I should like to ask you in this 
connection vihothor according to your knotdodgo Farben triod to dominoto 
Norsk Hydro? 

A.- That was not true at any time during the development. This was 

» • 

not ovon truo during tho *ir. I had tho improssion, cs a matter of fact, 
that ny colloaguos who t*jrkod on tho light motnls project with Jtersk Hy¬ 
dro «5re particularly concomod with even avoiding tho improssion that 
thoy might exploit tho then military situation of C-omrny in ordor to 
bring any pressure to boar on Norsk Hydro. Whoovor know Mr. Aubort, by 
tho way, w>uld novor havo gained tho improssion that any such attempt 
to toko influence upon liorsk Hydro would havo been successful. Aubort was 
such a forcoful personality, and bosidcs that wo had so nuch confidence 
in everything that Aubort did that such plans wore completely out of tho 
question. Norsk Hydro sont to their members of tho Styro a quartorly rc- 
port ovory three months. This quarterly report had attached to it credit 
applications of tho administration of tho Norak Hydro if thoy plnnnod now 
constructions or reconstructions and needed money for thoso purposes. 1 
don't know of a siijglo ease while I was in Forsk Hydro Styre that ary 
ono of theso applications of Norsk Hydro was criticized or rebooted. One 
sii^lo time did I hear of an application of Norsk Hydro for tho construct¬ 
ion of a small fomic acid plant which was not imaodiatoly answered in 
the affirmative by me because I know that difficulties would arise with 
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the Virtistry of Sconces that I wanted to clear out of the way first, 
ilict is the only ease til ore we did not answer by return ar.il in tho af-

Q.- Hr. Os ter, in this connection I ncrcly want to rfor to one af¬ 
fidavit vfhich tho Prosecution has submitted that you cave to them. In this

Cl.- Hr. u stcr, 1 vr.nt to ask you a few things about tho employment 

of foreign vori:ors in Gomaiqr and with Parbon in particular. That did you 

!cnow about tho omployr.jcnt of foreign workers in Co many? 

A.- Since I vias the chief of a coaaorcial ontorprisc, arxl I didn't 

0 

Tflait any plants during the war, I had no knowledge of ny own about such 

questions. One heard in tho streots of Berlin and in tho streetcars many 

workers tho conversed in various languages. Thoy all moved about freoly 

Just as I did. They toro both men and women from countries that woro rot 

• • 

at war with Oomany, but there i«ro also people fron occupied torritorios. 
•Txithor thoy had come to Germany by forco one could not dotcrndno by look¬ 
ing at them.' From their behavior that ms by no morns to bo concluded. I 

n\ist say, however that many Russian women wore working in tho subway of 
• # 

Berlin, tho city railway, and that the manner in which they were hordod 

0 

around by tho supervisors was not a very friendly manner, end I was ablo 

0 * 

to sue this bccauso I had to wait for trains, for hours at tines. 

About tho rocruitment of foreign workers for Farben, I was for tho 

first time informed in 1941. I mot an acquaintance who was jerking for tfjo 

Gebechem during the wax and whom I knew from Lcuna. Ho told mo that ho 

0 

himself had recruited foreign workers in a voluntary basis, jaat as Pro¬ 
fessor Kraueh has described during his direct examination. Tha fact that 
tho recruitment of workers in Franco later on was not conducted on a vo¬ 
luntary basis, as is customary in democratic countries, I learned during a 
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conversation rath Director General Lclong of tho French Mitrogon Syndicate, 
•'ho asked me, as I said previously, to see to it that the French nitrogen 
industry might rotain its workers. As a result I visited the compctont 
men from tho military administration and intervened for having this in¬ 
dustry retain its workers. 

Q.- Ur. Ostor, did Lonsicur Lcloni toll you of any details at tho 

time? 

A.- No. 

Q.- Approximately how these fims wre allegedly deprived of their 
vorkers? 

A.- No, ho only told nc of the fact as such. I am suro ho did that, 

I saw foreign oorkers vdth Parben for tho first timo when ho evneuatod 

our Berlin offico from tho eminent invasion of tho Russians and whon I 

roved to r/olfon in the autumn of 191*4. 

After a very unpleasant incident, I was ablo to look at tho vory ox- 

tensivo barracks of tho Polish rorkors. On tho trip on ny bicycle from Vtol- 

fen to Bit tcpfold I rra embus hod by two Poles who knocked mo from my bi- 

• # 

cycle with heavy sticks, and when I didn't want to givo thorn my bicyclo, 

thoy hit rry fingers and Mutilated both of ny thumbs. A Jeep with American 

• • 

soldiors, military police, that passed by took. do alone ®d immediately 
took mo to tho Polish barracks whore they had hidden ay bicyclo. I nwst 
say that I was oxtroucly astonished when I saw tho Polish barracks undor 

which I had imagined sonothing cpitc different. How comfort ablo, relative- 

• # 

ly ipenking, for a br.rra.cks, of course, theso barracks wore oquippod and 
hov; those people were living. That was directly after tho conquest of Ger¬ 
many and ell of the barracks wire still full of Poles. 
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Q They were the sane barracks in which they had been living 
before the collapse? 

A Yes. 

Q Did you at any tiao previous to that hear anything about the 
manner in which these foreign wor.iors were brought to Germany? 

A No, they moved freely in T/olfen just as all German workors 

did. 

Q Did you know that prisoners of war were working for Farbon 
or rather whother they worked for Farbon? 

A I didn't know that from ray own knowledge, but I considorod 
it a nattor of course, solf-cvidcnt, for during the First World War 
many Russian prisoners of war had boon working on the construction of 
Louna whore I saw thorn «ysolf, 

Q Did you know that Farbon employed concentration camp inmntos? 

A I didn't know anything about that. I hoard this for tho first 
timo, namely that Farben employed concentration camp imr.tos, whon I was 
in tin Ludwigsburg camp, and whoro ono of my colloaguos told mo about it. 

Q Mr. Ostor, one more thing, you have Just rolatod what you know 
about tho omploymont of foreign workers in Germany. Does this knowlodgo 
como from your participation in Vorstand meetings of Farbon? 

A If that had boon my solo sourco of information, tho Vorstand 
mcoting3, thon I wouldn't havo known anything about it, for during the 
Vorstand meetings, as far as I ronoabor, this was nover diseuxsod. 

Q Isn't that astonishing, that such probloms wero not discussod? 

A No, I am not astonished at all, becauso tho omploymont of 
workors was a question of the individual plants, and tho plants had to 
settle that question with thoir labor offices. It was a problem that 
aroso almost automatically in Germany around that time, because tho state 
handled these natters authoritatively, and the individual enterprises wer. 
not permitted to decide on this question. In tho nitrogen syndicate I ha- 
the same trouble with ay employees. I don't know from what year on that 
Tras » but at any rate still before tho war we couldn't fire or hire any 

workers without the approval of tho labor office. 
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Q Did you participate in meetings of the technical committee? 

A During the war I attended only two or three meetings because 
of ny interest in very good lectures that were the first point on the 
agenda, 

Q I now turn to another count of the indictment. Briefly, what 
knowledge did you have about medical experiments and the Dogesch? 

A I never heard anything about nodical experiments and the exis¬ 
tence of Degesch was unknown to me until this trial. As far as I know 
the Degesch was never discussed in the Vorstand at all. Just as most of 
my colleagues, I had no knowledge of the participation of Farben in other 
enterprises, apart from thoso which were mentioned every year in our busi¬ 
ness roports or such about which we discussed, about which wo hoard re¬ 
ports in the Vorstand, Only bore during the trial did I hear of a 'rtiolo 
number of large and small enterprises in which Farbon had certain shores. 

Q Hr. Oster, one quostion in connection with Count V of tlw 
indictment. The indictment charges you too with having conspired with 
the other Vorstand members in ordor to begin a war of aggression or in 
assisting in its preparation, in ordor to commit war crimes. Vihat can 
you say in that connection? 

A I must say I on ot a loss how I should answor this quostion. 
The prosecution has not introduced any proof to corroborate such n state¬ 
ment from which I might start making my comment, but I want to point out 
ono fact nhich can show, in my opinion, that no conspiracy existed. As 
far as I know no Vorstand rasfcor of Farben was asked by Professor Bosch 
about his opinion before Professor Krauch was appointed to the Reich 
offico. Not even the members of the central coonaittee war* asked by 
Bosch* I do not want to say by that that any opposing opinion would have 
prevented Bosch from complying with Goering's desire or request, Uy 
colleagues and I had only one conspiracy, to serve the interests of our 
firm as best we could and to conduct our business in a decent manner, but 
apart from that we were all men of such varying ages, temperaments and 
character, each of us had the urge of being an individualist, wo only sav.

Early las* Monday afterno-n, 5 April, you testified concerning 
your position with respoct t« National Socialism. First wo would liko 
to got the tiire sequence a little ooro clearly bof re tho Tribunal in 
connection with your testimony on your state of B ind at tho tine. You 
testified that you were very doubtful ab'ut Hitler. You statod that his 
mannor and his i^ipcrranco could givo causo to cortain difficulties In 
tho fiold of foroign policy which would lead tho Wostorn countries to 
intorvone. Now, in what yoar "r yoors did you havo your doubts about 
Hitler on that point ? 

A. Mr. Sprechcr, about such things which in cy opinion are an af¬ 
fair of the mind and not of the reason, ono cannot definitely, "From the 
13th of August, 1938 I had this cortain fooling." It's a fooling I had. 
Thio ontiro development within us was carriod out in cortain waves. At 

0 t 

cortain instances and certain times one was completely fod ig>, and at 
other times one said, "Well, that's not so bad." In other words, it was 
up and down all during the years. I would say that I had strong doubts 
in my mind only after tho march into Czechoslovakia, That was the last 
straw. 

Q. Thon I believe you testified that one of the reasons you hooi- 
tated to Join the Party in tho earlier years was because you *?aw certain 
dangers in Hitler's actions ar.d his conduct, and you went on to e ay that 
then later on, Hitlerseened to have a more adopt hand, a more clever hand 
in foroign politics than you had earlier thought. Now, on that point what 
were tho activities of Hitler which mado you think that he had a clover 
or adept hand or at least a more clever or adept hand in foroign politics 
than you had earlier thought? 
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A, Various witnesses have been stopped when they started to speak 
about something that you vant to hear from ae now, and that's the follow¬ 
ing. In the caso of all C-ernans it was a large surprise when such a 
foreign participation in the Olympic gases was observed. I vasinvited 
just as all other largo industrialists, to attend a festival of Goobbols 
on the Pfau—Insel. The people who were invited didn't know each other 
and thero wero Englishmen and Americans from all parts of the world, and 
I can soy that thio evoning impressed no very much bocauso it was o 
fratornizati>n of all people who were all very onthusiatic about tho 
Olympic gaaoo. That, of course, created tho isprossion in tho caso of 
a person who had certain doubts before,"Woll, I must say ho certainly 
was ablo to get along with the foroign countries and they don't haro any 
objections.* That's my answer. 

Q. Woll now, what, ^>art free tho Olympic games, which wo will 
aosuao that Hltlor hod somothing to do about so for as arrangenonto wore 
concornod, what, apart froo that, did y u consider on adopt ploying of

A, Well, Mr. Sprcchor, this is one of those fluctuations, tho crostr

a treaty with tho Poles. Did these statements that Hitlor nado in the 
saner of 1939 increase or reduce the oarlior anxictios you had had 
ab"ut Hitlor 1 s foreign policy? Can you Just tell us whothor it in¬ 
creased it "T reduced it? 

A. Hell, if I ac quite honest 1 oust cay that during that tirao 
I was a littlo noro worriod.

Q. How lone wero y>u in tho United States duri ng 1938? 

A. A rolativoly short period of tine. I was in How York a few 
days and thon in "rdcr to moot a business associate wh" cano from San 
Francisco to Chisago, I wont to Chicago. 

9+ I didn't want tho vh'lo porsonal history, approximately how 

long? 

A. Throo wooks oppr-xinatoly. It ni.-ht havo boon four. 

q. Wore y^u in England and Franco at any tino in 1938 and 1939? 

A. Yus, yes, of courso. In '38 whon tho Sudoton torritory was 
givon C-omany by the Munich Pact 1 was in London as I havo said to¬ 

day, in "rdor t* talk t" Dr. Jacobi and M r . I>~Mob. 

Q. Hov, in paragraph 32 of our presocuti'-n oxhibit 313, d^cumont 
book 11, page 170, y^u list tho Goman newspapers y-nx rogularly road. 
Didn't yu also road f-roign newspapers during y'-ur trnvolc boforo tho 
war? 

A. Whenovor I was in England c*r tho Unitod States I road tho morn¬ 
ing newspapers qi;ito regularly, but with ay rolativoly small knowlodgo 
of English I couldn't road thom vory woll. 

Ito you rocall being prosont at a commercial conmittoo mooting 
in May of 1939 when the coercrcial comnitteo docidod that no foroignors 
woro to bo employed at the central agoncics of I.G.? 

A. Well, if I aa nonti^nod in tho list among those prosont, thon I 
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was cortainly prosont.

THE UARSHAL: The Tribunal is again in session. 

DR. HEINRICH OSTER - Resumed 
CROSS EXAMINATION - Continued 

BY UR. SPRECHER: 

Q. Dr. Oster, you ceased making financial contributions to the SS 
individually in the year 1939. Later you became a Party member. Did 
you receive any criticism from anyone in the SS for failing to continue 
your contributions after 1939, and if so, who in the SS criticized you? 

A. I believe no one could criticize me because the cavalry stores 
I supported dissolved completely. They no longer had any horses left. I 
don't know where the horses went to, but, at any rate, no one reprimand¬ 
ed me. 

Q. Now I have a few questions concerning nitrogen in the armament 
of Germany. Apart from temporary shortages and temporary distribution 
problems, there were never any difficulties between 1933 end 1939 in 
supplying nitrogen for Germany's munition requirements, is that not true? 

A. No; at loast I don't know of any. It was not really my field 
of work. I didn't concern myself with technical nitrogen. 

Q. Is il not true that the production capacity of Germany in the 
nitrogen field was always far beyond the demands for nitrogen in Ger- 
many, 

A. If I nay explain that at great length — 

Q. Please be brief. 

A. — it must be admitted that Farben's capacity after the warld 

war was built up under wrong assumptions. The danger which threatened 

from other countries was underestimated by Farben. One believed that 

Forben had all these difficulties from a technical point of view and 

they thought that all the others wsuld experience the same difficulties 

and that it would take quite a vdiile before the others would be able to 

catch up. They overlooked, however, the fact that all the experiences 

which Farben gained through its own means and spending quite a lot of 

time were transferred to the other new producers without anybody 
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noticing it. Consequently, they caught up quicker than it was origin¬ 
ally thought. 

Q. You are really talking about a side point. Dr. Oster. I only 
wanted to know if the production capacity was far beyond Germany's own 
needs without necessarily discussing why. I just was interested in the 
fact. 

How do you recall being informed of the nature of any problems with 
respect to nitrogen in connection with nobilization plans or mobiliza¬ 
tion preparations? 

A. No. I didn't hear one single word of that, Mr. Sprecher, not 
one word. 

Q. Now in 1936 Krauch received an appointment in the office of the 
Four Year Plan. In that same year is it not true that Farben officials 
informed Gen. Thomas and tho defendant Krauch as well as yourself that 
nearly half a million tons of nitrogen per annum would be available for 
the increased demands of the munitions industry which were to be expected 
in case of war? 

DR. KEN2Z: I beg your pardon. Your Honor. My oarohones didn't 
work, and I unfortunately was not able to understand the last two ques¬ 
tions. I am in a somewhat difficult situation. 

THE PRESIDENT: Counsel, you arc entitled to hear, and we will ask 
the Prosecutor to repeat the last question for your benefit. 

MR. SPRECHER: The question before last was: "Do you recall being 
informed of the nature of any problems with respect to nitrogen in con¬ 
nection with mobilization plans or mobilization nreparetiohs?" The 
witness said, "No. n My present question is as follows: 

BY MR. SPRECHER: 

Q. In 1936 Krauch received .an appointment in the office of the Four 
Year Plan. In that same year is it not true that Farben officials in¬ 
formed Gen. Thomas, the defendant Krauch as well as yourself that nearly 
a half million tons of nitrogen per annua would be available for the in¬ 
creased demands of the munitions industry which were to be expected in 
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the "A" Case, that is, in case of war? 

A. I can't remember that, but it is ouite possible. In the same 
way as these nx>b-plans were set up in other fields of economic life, 
they were also set up in the nitrogen field. It is quite possible that 
one calculated that matter and one arrived at the result that thero 
could be no bottleneck with resoect to nitrogen because there were quite 
a lot of capacities available. I don't remember any specific case, but 
it is quite possible. 

Q. Well, in that connection weren't you advised in 1936 along 
with certain interested Government officials that even if enemy action 
destroyed Farben's Oppau plant and some of tho more endangered nitrogen 
plants near the frontier, tho remaining nitrogen caoacity would be more 
than sufficient for the war requirements of Germany and her allies? 

A. I think that question must be answered in the same way as your 
previous question. 
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Q. .Now, your Honors, we would like to introduce in this connec¬ 
tion NX 13564 which will become Prosecution Exhibit 2112. There is one 
error which I must point out in the English translation. The date that 
appears, 14 January 1938 should be 14 January 1936 as is indicated by 
the lower entry also. The date after the initial above by one 
apparently Diekmann, is correct — na a cly 31 March 1938, but the date 
below that which shows the actual date of the letter is 14 January 1936. 
Now, let me ask you this. This document indicates that a certain pro¬ 
ducer of nitrogen was attempting to get support for the building of a 
nitrogen plant in the lower Isar area and was arguing that that was im¬ 
portant because of that location being away from the frontiers. Did 
that plant ever get built, so far as you know? 

A. I remember this project with respect to the lower Isar. It 
came up several timos. Thero was a vory ambition building counsel in 
the Bavarian government who always wanted to construct this plant. The 
only way to dissuade him from it was to toll him that oven in caso of 
war this plant was not nocessary and we told them that the capacity 
available in Germany would more than suffice. 

Q. And that was true, wasn't it? 

A. Yes, that was true. That is to say I never considered and I 
didn't know how ouch technical nitrogen would be used during a war. 

Q. Now, who was Dr. Pahrenhorst who signed this letter, along 
with one Winkler. Who was Fahrcnhorst? He was'irT^the nitrogen direc¬ 
tion of Farben, but what was his position there? 

A. Dr. rahrenhorst was the senior of the chemical enginoers of 
Oppau and at the end I think he worked on foreign plant projects and 
nitrogen orojects generally which mostly came up abroad. He was a pro- 
curist, if I recollect properly. 

Q. Now, our Exhibit 127, NI 5668, shows that you and some 8 other 
defendants attended a nitrogen conference at Lcuna on 22 December 1937. 
The minutes of that meeting note that there had been a temporary short¬ 
age of nitric acid in November 1937 and that the Reich Ministry of 
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SconoEiics and the Army Ordnance Office intervened "to prescribe a plan 
of distribution. However direct control was not exercised as there is 
already an organization for distribution in the form of the syndicate." 
Now, ray question. Did the military authorities ever criticize the effi¬ 
ciency of the nitrogen distribution by the Nitrogen Syndicate so far as 
military requirements for munitions of war were concerned? I am speak¬ 
ing of the period before the war. 

A. These are minutes of a Nitrogen brand conference which Hanser, 
who was responsible for the technical nitrogen, and I attended, and upon 
which we reported. I don't know the background of this matter, but I 
would have learned of it if any Reich authority had criticized us for 
something not having been quite in order at tho syndicate. 

Q. Did you hear of any such criticism? 

A. No, I said I didn't hear of any criticism. I don't believe 
there was any. 

Q. Now, by tho time of this nitrogen conference at Leuna, that is 
in December 1937, had you not entered into discussions with Farbon rep¬ 
resentatives concerning mobilization plans for not only the sales de¬ 
partments of Farbcn, strictly speaking, but also mobilization require¬ 
ments of the nitrogen syndicate. 

A. I could not remember that, when I read the indictment, whothor 
any mobilization plans wore ever discussed and worked upon at tho syndi¬ 
cate. I still don't remember that today. I wrote to my colleague, 
Koehler, and to a number of other gentlemen, and Ur. H.-nsor too submit¬ 
ted an affidavit and he didn't know anything about then either. So I 
have to answer that question in the negative. 

Q. Now, our Prosecution Exhibit 199, MI 8776, concerns itself with 
a meeting that had been held apnarently Just prior to 7 December 1937, 
and this is a letter fro^Vornittlungsstelle 17 to von Bruening, also of 
Vermi11lungsstelle at Hoechst, and copies went to Spartc I and the sub¬ 
ject is Planning of the Sales Departments to Meet Mobilization Require¬ 
ments. Now, it mentions here that Dr. Fischer, speaking of the gasoline 
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sales, was basing his mobilization oreparations on the theory that there 

would be complete government control during the war, whereas you, speak- 

# 

ing for the Nitrogen Syndicate, preferred not to commit yourself in 
that regard so far as nitrogen was concerned. Does that refresh your 
recollection? 

A. Yes, it docs refresh ay recollection very much, Ur. Sprechor. 

I know exactly what it was all about. It was, if I might say, an intern¬ 
al ambitious controversy between VermittlungssteUc W and the economic 
and political d opartraent. Professor Krauch had ordered for Sparto I 
that the sales department of Spartc I were to be competent for Vermitt- 
lungsstelle W, The economic and political department, on the other 
hand, was competent for all these deferments and a conflict arose be- 
twoon tho two. I was telephoned by Ur. — what was his narao — at any 
rato, the head of tho Vorndttlungsstollo W, Mr. Diekmann, and I then 
found out what it was allobout. I didn't want to be dragged into the 
matter and I said that I didn't know what was to bo done. But actually 
I did know what I would do. I thought I would do nothing. I did noth¬ 
ing with rospcct to this field in the Nitrogen Syndicate. ; lith respoct 
to deformc-nts, as I explained this corning, wc had nothing at all to do 
because our personnel was rather old and no danger existed that some 
people would be taken away from us as to interfere with our work. 

Q. No, I have a few Questions that will revolve principally around 
your Exhibit Number 1, Doctor. Do you have thoso two tables present from 
your own Document Book 1, Ostor Exhibit Number 1? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Now, who was the principal business manager, Geschaeftsfuehrer, 
of the Nitrogen Syndicate? 

A. A principal business manager or a general director, if you like, 
of the Nitrogen Syndicate, never existed. On the basis of my senior age 
I was always considered by the other business managers as "princeos inter 
pares." The Ruhr industry, which was very well informed about the situa¬ 
tion in the Nitrogen Syndicate, has taken into account this matter, which 
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is included in one of my affidavits, and has confirmed that there wasn't 
a real general director at the syndicate. 

Q. Now, weren't Koehler and Wahl subordinated to you? 

A. No, that was merely a friendly collaboration. We never thought 
that one was (tore than the other and I really was not higher than any¬ 
one else. 

Q, Now, who was Dr. Jacobi's successor? Wasn't he also a director? 

A. When D r . Jacobi was a business manager,.and we must distinguish 
between business managers and directors, Ur. Sprocher, those people in 

the upper box are business managers - well, when Mr. Jacobi loft, 

Hansor bocame the business manager. However he did the work evon be¬ 
fore that time. He was always in charge of that technical department. 
Jacobi mainly had to deal with the CIA matters as well as foreign mat¬ 
ters as far as they were connected therewith. 

Q. Now, you rocoivod a salary from X. C. Farbcn as a Vorstend 
member. Did you also recoivo a salary as a Ceschaeftsfuehror of tho 
Nitrogen Syndicate? 

A. The main part of my income came from tho Nitrogon Syndicate. 

I think this was about seventy-five oorccnt. 

Q. Did you have to subtract that from your salary that you re¬ 
ceived from I. C. Farbon? 

A. Unfortunately, yes. 

Q. Now, Hansor, did ho also come from I. C. Farbcn? 

A. Yes, Hanser was the director with Frrbcn. Apart from the tech¬ 
nical department of tho syndicate he was also in charge of the Bade- 
stick — that is an abbreviation for Badischo Stickstoff. This Bade- 
stick department had to distribute tho technical nitrogen within the 
firms of Farben end it also had to make arrangements with tho so-callod 
affiliated firms and to those belonged Dynamit Nobel. It was providod 
in the syndicate contract that the sellers to Dynamit Nobel were taken 
into the quota of Farben as far as the quantity was, but that they were 

not to be accounted financially in that same manner. The profits 
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received by Farben in that connection were dealt with outside of the 
syndicate accounting. Consequently, Hanser had an additional income, 
even though it was small, from Farben — that is in addition to the 
income he received from the Nitrogen Syndicate. 
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Q.- Now, you had charge of nitrogen for fertilizer principally, and 

• • 

Hansor had charge of nitrogen for industrial purposes, principally, within 
the syndicate accorAXar. to the chart here. You also had chargo of the per¬ 
sonnel department in tho administrative dopartaont. Jhat was tho job of

T, ahl? ’That did Koehler do“> He was the legal advisor, trsn't ho? 

• . * 

A.- This become- apparent from tho color, J r. Sprcchcr, Koehler had 
to deal with don-stic sales for Gcraany. You tust rcaliber that this invol- 
ved cnomous suras, as troll as o no me us quantities. Koohlor dealt with do- 
ucstic business. *tehl dealt with tho ctport businoss. Ho vra tho suporior 
but I was responsible to the Fortners for the entire fortilizor businoss. 
After Jacobi had loft, I olcnc considered rysclf as boing rosponsiblo for 
tta international conventions and for tho porsonnol cr.ttcrs b^enuso as tho 
oldost nembor of the Vorctar.d cf the Syndicate, I was appointed to tho plant 
later from tho ad-dni*t**atlve co»tncil in the sense of tho law for tho re¬ 
gulation of national laoor. 

Q.- Now, noru cost of your foreign representatives or agencies of tho 
J'itrogon Syndicate the agencies which wore also sains outlots and agencies 
of I.C. Frrbon? 

A.- Yes. ApprexLratoly 60$, I weuld assinc, of tho ropresontativos 

abroad of our syndicate -ore simultaneously r epresontativcs of Farbon. 

Q.- I became o little confused •'uri.ng *o ir testimony with rospcct 

to the rlitrogcn plants in Russia. You mentioned a certain plant, ’fas your 
0 0 

plant Chorzovr, spelled c-h-o-r-z-o-w, or was that a different plant? 

A.- I mertiored other?: 1 mentioned Kaccnskojo, and I also mentioned 
Sneienka and Gorlorica, 

Q.- Didn't you have seruthing to do with tho putting into operation 
of a plant called Chorzon? 

A.- You man the plant Chorzow. But that was in Poland, in Upper Silosir 
that is. 
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0,- I see. ffcm, in connection with the discussions concerning tho

foundation of Chaaio-Ost, didn!t you mention tho fret thr.t the cost of 
Farbon with inspect to the Chorzow plant had been very great and that you 
wanted the Reich linistry of Economics to consider that in larking further 
arrangements with respect to tho so-called Eastern corporations?

A.- havo to ^t airy fron that Choraow plant bocauso I had nothing 
to do with it. Then, I night nontion that Chorzow was a Polish, Stato 
owned plant. This polish stato owned plant was not touchod by Farben at

all. The Reich controlled it, and since this was controlled by tho Roich,

tho Ministry of Finance was in charge. This plant Choraow, together with 

tho plant of Trostberg which formerly bclongod to the Bavarian Nitrogen 
Plants, was managed by Viag after Poland was occupiod. ’Jo only annoyed on 
that account but we had nothing to do with it. 

Q.- r, oll, in that connection then I an afraid I hr.vo to introduco 
NI-A966, Prosecution's Exhibit 2113. This is a letter from Uk, logal de¬ 
partment chemicals to a number of Farbon pcoplo concerning the establish¬ 
ment of one of those Eastern corporations, and which is da.tod 17 September 
19Al, and in which your experiences with respect to Chorzow arc mentioned 
in connection with Hulcrt of tho Roichs Ministry of Economics. 

A.- Is my na-'iic mentioned in that document? Do I havo to read it?

English page 156. Did I understand you to say that you approved the visions 

of this Mew Order Report concerning the nitrogen industry of France before 

it vns forwarded to the Reich Kinistry of Economics? 

A.- At the time when the Mew Order was worked upon I frequently wont 

to Norway to assist Hydro. I never actually saw the report in the finished 

form in which it was submitted here. However, I do recognise individual 

statements concerning nitrogen as being work done by Director Wahl of the 

0 • 

Mitrogen Syndicate, which he also submitted fo Farben. 1 was subsequently 

informed of these statements. In other words, I knew of the nitrogen part 
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before it was submitted to Farben. I didn't know the other part. 

Q.- How, why did Farben submit a report concerning the administration 
which the nitrogen syndicate would have in the event Germany von the war, 
rather than the nitrogen syndicate itself submitting that report? 

A.- Because we were not asked to do so. 

Q.- Now, this report on the New Order indicates that the nitrogen 
syhdicate was to have the principal responsibility for looking over the 
nitrogen industry of Europe in the event Germany won the war, and it is 
stated therein that there would come to be a central office in Berlin which 
vould have to be run by the nitrogen syndicate.

I think that during the entire war only 13,000 tons of nitrogon 

were brought in from nht western occupied territories intt Germany. I

don't remembor any exact figures, but I am sure that there wasn't more 
than that.

Q.- 'fho had tho dream about the 60,000 tons. Dr. Oator’ 

A.- '^11, that could only have been the Central Planning Board or the 
Armament Ministry because tho Ministry of Economics certainly would not 
liave had that silly an idea. 

Q.- Now, did you personally approve the transaction involving the 

increase in the capital stock of Norsk Hydro? 

• • 

A.- Yes, I did exactly what ay old frined Aubert told me, and I was 

not there as a representative of Farbcn, and I wanted to assist them. There- 
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fore, I did everything blindly what Aubert told ne to do. 

Q.- Did you personally approve of Norsk Hydro's participation in 
r'ordisk Lcttmetall? 

A.- Hr. Sprcchor, I knew tho exact history of its origin and this 
has been frequently discussed here. I knew very veil that Norsk Hydro 
was very much under pressure by Kr. Xoppcnberg who wanted to forco him 
into it. I know how Aubort was relieved and how calm ho was when it only 
turnod out to be such a small factory. Aubert was quite in favor of it. 

Ho said that, "Finally we are ablo to receive a second log in addition 
to nitrogon." Dr. Ilgnor mentioned that boforc. It was a phraso of tho 
old Kr. Aubert, not of Erikson. 

Q.- Now, you mentioned that the credit reports of Norsk Hydro woro 
sont to tho Styro ixsobors in Germany. ’Tore they also sont to tho Fronch 
Styro members? 

® # 

A.- Up to tho war, certainly. After tho war my colloaguo Ilgnor, I 

boliove, oithor took such reports there himself or saw to it that such 
roporta wore sont to Hydro. Afterwards it was somowhot precarious for us 
to transmit such matters because that would have meant tho circumvention 
of censorship. It wuld have boon tho same thing If I would now give a 
lottor to my counsel to nail. 

Q.- Nov;, by way of tho brief, wc will take care of ntvny associations 
which you had. Dr. Ostcr, nith rcspoct to various activities which wc 
have alleged as spoliation. I have only one quostion. 

Did you evor personally disapprove of any of tho activities of Farben 
during the war with respect to the acquisition or control of economic 
enterprises in the occupied countries? 

A.- After what had been presentod during the meetings I didn't have 
the slightest reason to object to it. I understood too little of it to 
interfere. It has already been explained here that thero was a situation 
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of mutual confidence. 'To were assured that the partner would only do tho 
right thing and wo didn't have to discuss it; in the sane way as I would 
not interfere with ! r. von Schnitzlcr, !Ir. Kara or >r. Bucrgin with ros- 
poct to his affairs, I would have objected if ho had tried to interfere 
with mine, 'to didn't learn of everything; \c learned only about tho main 
things.

It would havo been absolutely crazy to take 60,000 tons from 
the occvqjied territories. It was always ny worry to see to it that pro¬ 
duction thoro continue promptly, that thoy had as ouch nitrogen os possible 
for thoir production, othorwiso wo would havO to copo with the domnnds of 
the Bolgiano and Dutchman.

A., Ho, I was not. 

Q. Vhat department was that? 

A. If I may say, that was the anaaging ’‘epartaont of Dr, Krnuch as 
long -o he was the head of tho Sparto. Schneidor then becano tho Sporto 
head, but he was at Louna. Unfortunately, I have n"t got the doto of tho 
document. 

Q» The dato is January 14, 1339. 

A. Veil, as far as I re-eabor, Xrauch was no longer at Oppau. That 
was the nitrogen management which continued to work there up until the ond 
of the war, and which d<alt with matters pertaining to nitrogen. 

Q, In other words, it was a production department? 
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A, Yes, it only served production. 

Q. During the cross-examination sinutcc vero submitted of tho 22nd 
meeting of the CM», rcial Committee end paragraph 6 was pointed out 
Khich boars the heading, "Soployment of Forei f »crs by Farbon." 

It says: "Agreenont Principle: Ho foroignors shall bo employed at 
t-.o Contral Agencies, As far as such foreigners are concornod who are to 
bo trained in the use of 'ur products, each aso will bo decidod on its 
merits as t• whether oeplcynent is p'-ssiblo." 

Did y-u actually exocuto this decision at tho Hitrogen Syndicnto? 

A. I do n- t think it was a decision. It only roods hero that 
thoro is an agroenont. Koroovcr, I recoil that starting from a certain 
poriM tho employment of foreigners w«s rogulntcd by tho authorities. I 
remember that I to • had a f-roignor In my "ffico, haralosa individual 
wh " wan working «n statistics.

That was tho 
department Bohringworko thoro. Prop thoro, tho orders caao for deliveries. 
3eyor did advertising and informed us to tho offoct that oorroct moasuree 
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for the production epacity c-uld be taker, by ne. The Behringworke of 
3oyor transmitted the requirements and roquests as they case and tron&_ 
nitted them in turn to the individual plants. 

<4. Dr. Dennitz, I should like to repeat ono question from before 
bocauso my colleague pointed out to mo that it wasn't correctly translated. 
The person approved with respect to the law for vaccines by the government 
was you, was it not? 

A. *03. 

0. I*. Iteonitz, what was the coll->boration between you, as the pro_ 
duction hi nd of Marburg on tho one hr nd, and Mr. Lautcnschlaogor, no the 
bond of tho Maingau plants on the othor? 

A. Our collaboration meant that Professor Lautonschlaogor vinitod tho 
Marburg plant at irregular intervals of tiao. I assuood previously that 
his visits took placo onco evory throo or four wcoks. In tho aoatirao, 
howovor, I annngod to look into tho nattor, and I an thoroforo in a pooitio 
to givo you noro dctailod information on tho subjoct. Accordingly, Pro- 
foasor "nutonschlnogor originally visitod no at four to six wook intorvnls; 
but during tho *mr thoso intervals incronsod in longth. I can romcrabor 
that Professor Loutonschlnegor did not visit Marburg for throo months at 
a tiao. I , personally, did not go to Hoochst to attond confer one or., but 
olways remained at cy plant. Profossor L AUtenschlaogor's visit generally 
las tod about two hours. Proa this short poriod, you may Assumo th't ho 
only had tlno to discuss cortain basic questions. Part of thoso woro the 
now acquisition of apparatus and equipment, questions concerning construc¬ 
tion. On such occasions Professor Lautcnschlaogor reported about general 
quostions as thoy pertained to Parbon and also informed us of tho decisions 
by tho diroctors. A great dCAl of tino was consuaod by tho scientific 
discussions between Profossor L ftu tonschlACgcr and ^rofossor Schmidt because 
both gentlemen woro ouch interested in tho clarification of Albumen chemi¬ 
cal quostions which woro to sorvo the further development of our plant. Re¬ 
latively, much tiao was consumed by us in dealing with questions pertaining 
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to social natters of the pcrsonnol. Fron 1933 on* I had constant clashes 
«ith the C-ornan labor front and Party. These conflict, cano to a head 
and tho Party repeatedly asked Dr. L ftU tcnschlaeger to dismiss me. 

Q. a*. Eemnitz, in that connection let no interpolate ono 
question. What was Ik. Lautenschlaegor' s attitude when you had con¬ 
flicts with the Party? Was ho on your side? 

K IXiring those nerve-racking struggles to which I was sub joe tod, 
Dr. lautonschlaogor decisively supported no, md the dismissal demanded 
by tho Party was provontod by hin. In tho Third Heich, I was considered 
to bo politically unrollablo, and I was rogiatorod in tho card indox 
of tho SD — tho Socurity Service — with n remark to that offoct. 

Dr. Dennitz, wo wero spooking boforo about tho collaboration. 

Did Professor Lautonschlaogor also concern himself with details per¬ 
taining to tho Mnrbarg production? 

A. No. It is ny view that it could not bo tho task of a nombor 
of tho Vorstand of Farbon. lot no oxproos it this way. Our conver¬ 
sations, figuratively speaking, voro always conr*uctod on tho lovol of 
tho director's offlco and not on the lovol of tho current plant proM 
lens. I nay add that I would havo boen surprisod if Professor LoutonJ 
cchlaogorhad brought a different atnogphoro into our collaboration. 

Svon more than that, I would h«vo folt it as boing a distrust on his 
part had ho dono so. Let no add, that thoso visit, and conforoncos 
with Profossor lautonschlaogor only took placo in our own conforonco 
roon and wo never wont into the plant. 

Previously, Profossor Lautonschlaogor was tho Vorstand moraber 
who was rosponsiblo for tho technical results of tho work at your plant. 

In what forn woro tho rosuits of your work brought to his notico? 

A. For that purpose wo had tho institution of tho SoroJBacterio^ 
logical Works conforoncos. Those conferences wore meetings of tho re-1 
prosontatives of tho Sora-Sactoriol-gical Dopartmont of Hnochst and also 
tho Sera—3actcrlol' , gical Department of Leverkusen. We, of Marburg, and 
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Profossor Dautonschlacgor, ns head "f the Works Coobino at Maingau, woro 
also represented. 

Q. "f ten did these conferences take place? 

A. Once a year. 

Q. And whs was the chairman of those conferences? 

A. Profossor Lautonachlaeger was the chairman. 

*4. Would briofly toll us what the purpose of this Sora-Sactorio- 
logical W'rks confcronco was and what was discussed thcro? 

A. This was a mooting of those Farbcn agencies intcrostod in the 
Sor»-B-cteriological businoss. In part, ono reportod on positivo achiovo- 
monts of tho past and ono reported on rosulte, and in part ono plannod 
for tho future and mado plans. 

*4. Was rosoarch natorial reported on? 

A. Yes, in oatlino. 

Q. How an I to understand whon you say you only in broad outlinos 
diacuaeod thoso rosoarch substances? 

A. In ovory field, only tho most ossontial midnoot lrportant part 
of tho development of tho past yonr was cnphnslzod. Tho nowly dovolopod 
preparation of tho Bo bring Worko naturally had a broador scopo than 
vaccines, whoro wo only produced thoco things according to tho regulations 
of outsido invontors. Moroovor, at this occasion, I might stato that tho 
work in tho vaccino fiold of ton oxtendod ovor nany years and ono wac novor 
In a position to say that thoy ovor roachod a final conclusion. Esaontial 
and important points woro roportod on, but novor details. 

<4. Your Honor, with rospect to tho organizational quostion, I 
dould liko to submit a document which you will find in Book II, English 
Pago 26. This is Docunont 32, which will rocoivo Exhibit 2. This is an 
affidavit of Gerhard Zahn. This Gerhard Zahn was tho head of tho Sales 
Department of tho Behring Worko within tho Bayer EOpartnont of LevorJeuson. 
B efore that tine, ho was active at tho Behring Werke himsolf. I may quote 
ono sentence from his affidavit. He says tho following undor Paragraph 2: 
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"Ihc Behring Werko had rotainod a certain independence toward Ferben 
bccauao their fiold of work was a special fiold, being in tho Scra- 
Bncteriological fiold. Dr* Dcanitz, as the responsible production head 
in Marburg was subordinated to Professor Eautcnschlaegcr, and I, os head 
•f tho Sales Department, was subordinated to General Consul Mann. Both 
those gentlemen however, did not interfere with the details of production 
in businoss. That noant that Dr. DenMtz and I can bo considered tho 
actual responsible pcoplo for tho Behring W^rks, each in his own fiold 
of work." 

Dr. lOnnits, you know that tho prosecution thinks that it nay charge 
you end Professor Lautcnschlacgor with tho fact that tho Bohring Worko 
dolivored cor tain preparations to agoncics of tho SS, in particular to 
concentration cnans. Wo would like to discuss those chargoo hero in de¬ 
tail* In that connection, I should liko to put to you first from Book 
e4 of tho r roeccution, English Pago 31 to 40, Exhibits 489, which is tho 
report of Ministerialrot Biobor; 1606, tho report of"Director Zahn; and 
1607, a roport by you. Hontion is nndo of a nooting In tho Roich Ministry 
of Intorior concerning typhus questions. How did this nooting cono about 
and how did you toara of it? 
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A. Tho Reich I Unis try of Interior, as far as I rcsi ember, invited 
no to this nooting by %/ay of t elegran. 

Q. '?nat did you learn about the purpose of that nesting? 

A. Germany was threatened by typhus; therefore, typhus vaccines 
had to be produced on a large scale. T ho idnistry of Interior hoped 
that the Behring 7erke, in spite of all the difficulties prevailing at 
the time, would be able to solve that huge task. 

Q. '.7as the Behring ’lerke active in the typhus field? 

A. Yes, since 1936 when the first work was done cn laboratory 
experimental animals. In 1937, we tried to breed the bacteria by way 
of the chicken egs. In 1938 wo received the publications of the American, 
Cox, on the breading through the chicked.', ogg. In 1939, wo started to 
work according to the Cox method. I would not like to go into details 
here but I :.dght only mention that production of the vaccine meant 
very burdonoa.ie and difficult laboratory wor!: for us. That is how it 
cane about that riOy in 19l*l, tho first acceptable vaccines were ut 
out disposal. 

Q. Dr. Doanits, in the trial brief of tho prosecution. Part III, 

No. 109, the prosoortion suraaarizes your report on tho meeting. They 
state that you l»ad to advertise tho chicken egg vaccine of the Behring 
\7orke because the military authorities criticised the vaccine of tho 
Behring Uorko. That can you say about that? 

A. Against European typhus up to 19bl, there was only one really 
tested vaccine; that was the louse vaccine according to Waigle, which 
had already proved itself in Poland, Abyssinia and Egypt in practice. 

This vaccine, unfortunately, could not bo produced to a limited extent. 

An expert in the field of preparation, for instance, of typhus lice can, 
at the most, prepare a thousand lice per day; that is to say, he can 
only produce vaccine for ten persons. Typhys, however, is an epidemic 
which can befall a large number of human beings. One was compelled, 
therefore, to search for a method by which one could extract a larger 
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amount of vaccine. 

This possibility was given according to the method of Cox. Whether 
the chicken egg vaccino according to Cox would achieve the same result 
as tho YTaigl vaccine, that was unknown. Tho Bohing Wcrke, to a modest 
extent, started in 19Ul the production of the Cox vaccine. The pro¬ 
duction was still in its infancy, and for that reason some more ex¬ 
perience had to Ixi gathered. The bacteria causing European typhus, 

• 

Riceccia Provaoccci, were wry difficult to transfer to chicken eggs, 
and only was dona with much of trouble. Under such conditions naturally, 
one was not in a position to advertise ono«s achievements on tho con- 
trary, Bayor Lcvorkuson in 19U2, in a circular, informed all pharmaceu¬ 
tical offices that tlio liar burg plant was producing a typhus vaccino, 
about tho protoctivo vaLo of which nothing final could yot bo said. 

If, therofera, anyone wanted vacciivo from us, ono should always diroot 
him to tho Tferoacht or to tho Robert Koch Instituto. Only if in ono or 
another caso, tho procurooant of typhus vaccino from those agonclos 
was imposeiblo and if tho physician demanding tho vaccino from theso 
agoncios was i^possiblo and if tho physician doranding tho vaccino 
intondod to oxporinont with out product, wo \/ould be propared, in 
exceptional cases, to placo at his disposal cortain quantities without 
charging for thoa. 
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In a lot.tor dated the 9th of January 1942, directed to Leverkusen, 

I expressed ny opinion about this circular. I pointed nit that vdth tho 

uso of the word "oxparicent j" --a; oust bo very careful; for so-caUod 

■exporinwnts* would not de li ver any vaccine at oil. That is 

to say, for c-.3os whore tho application is not absolutely naccssary.

Q. Dr. Dorenitz, what you haw said shows that, apart from tho

nooting ”'f tho 29th of December 1941, you nado no advirtisonont for tho 
chicken vnccino. i’ho prosocuti-n Maintain, however, that at tho 
aootinji itself y.u advc.tisod y ur vaccine toward tho ’./uhrmacht. Is that 
correct? 

a. To -.dv-rtis'. anythin* t' tho Ifchrrrtcht w~eld have boon 

scnsaloss, bic’usa wo -rr^lvTS ncr: c-nvincod that the lico vvcci.no was 

the best typhus vaccine available. T/.13 v;.cclno was c.nsidored to be tho 

standard vaccine. .’roof that chicken vaccine vrould achieve tho s-ano th'ny 

-s the lico vaccine had yet to bo brought. Pi'fcssor Gilde.soistor realised 

that fact very correctly .During the ncotii^ of tho 29M^of December 191 

he stated that the question of the evr.luati n of va.ri ms vaccines had to 

bo solved by way of comparative investigation, </hcn Zahn and I hoard of 
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that project vc asked to have our chicken egg vaccine included fror.i our 
experimental stages -t the tino into the comparative investigation. That 

certainly was no advertisement but that was our scientific duty. It was 

• 

our view th t our vaccines, when subjoctcd to a cccgjarativo examination, 
would not stow bad results, because uc had a great dool of confidence 
in Cox' s scientific achievements end his method. 

Our proposal to include the egg vaccine into our investigation 
meant really a defense of the Cox method. On the main, howaver, we 
wanted to produce more vaccine and placo it at the disposal of humanity 
in ord r to protect them against typhus. 

I already told you bo fore that a non con oruy produce vaccine 
enough for ten persons from lice per day. From a chicken ogg, vnccino 
for a hundred pc.sons con bo produced end, since a man quite oasily can 
procoss a hundred cg^s per day, this very man can produco vrecino enough 
for fifteen thousand persons per day; that is to soy, a ratio of ter. to 
fifteen thousand. 

I hope I have made clear on the basis of this example, what the 
issue was. Only the ogg vaccine enabled us to carry out a mass protection 
against typhus. 

Q. Dr. Demits, the prosecution stated in that partof the trial 
brief that ono could interpret from your renark that a. comparative in¬ 
vestigation of vaccines was not at all justified because it tad been ex¬ 
pressed during the meeting that the Roich proper, to a large extent, was 
freo of typhus. ’ "hat can you sa.y about that? 

• ... The .lei eh proper at that tine was not freo of typhus. If 
ono reads carefully ay file note of the 29th of December 1941 ono will 
see that the remark which you just nonti^ned was only repeating the 

orronaous opinion of ‘‘inistorialrat Dieber, but in contradiction with this 

• 

opinion was the Obcrstabsrazt Dr. Scholz and Professor Gildemcistur at the 
meeting. Principally, however, this was opposed by our own knowledge. 

Since October 1941 at the Behringwerke there was a continous 
demand for typhus vaccine and there were the most varied interested parties. 
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* # 

For instance, there were the State Public Health Officers. There were 
a numbor of other agencies and that referred to eases t/horc typhur had 
afflicted the civilian population end at that time thoro was an acute 
danger for the Goman hone territory. You will sco th.t very clearly 
fron the last sentence of ny file nenorandun at the tine. 

I hopo that I have clarified this point, but I should like to 
make yet another rajark. The Behringwerke when producing vaccines had 
never thought that they were only working for Geman demands but in their 
work they made no distinction as to what group of persons were to be 
protected. 

Q. In the sane passage of the trial brief the prosecution 
particularly stresses — and I quote — that: "a plan for the experiments 
had been arranged idth Dr. Urugowsky"; this stataxnt is designated as 
a. significant detail in connection with Dr. Dennitz. ’Jould you please 
state your position on that? 

*»t first I should like to state that this is a nialcading 
abbreviation of ny report. In ny file noto it is sta.tod that Professor 
Gildcrjoister pointed out that an experimental plan had boon discussed 
with Dr. Krugousky. This circa dy-ar ran god plan ic3 to conpa.rc tho ”\iigl 
Vaccine and the Robert Koch Vaccine. The Robert Koch Institute, under the

charge of Glide, oist^r, was producing a different typo of ogg vaccine.

DR. . RI F , IL L..: Your Honors, in this connection I must, unfortunate¬ 

ly, submit another doaament which is not yet available in its translation.

It cooos from ny Book IV and it is document, ^autcnschlaogcr 
No. 54 which, for idcntific ation, will received exhibit Number 5. This 
is a detailed affidavit of Dr. iirguowsky and under Paragraph 5 ho doals 
in great dotail with the background of the experimental plhn between 
Gildemoister and **rugov;sky. 
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Q in the sane passage of the trial, brief paragraph 109, I note 
that it is stated with respect t yrur file note, that it was a plan for 
experiments. Is that a correct statement? 

A No, I did not write that. During the no-ting of the ?9th 
of December 19U1 not me person discussed experiments. I wrote in i ay 
file nr.tu tJuit between urugewsky and Gildtajeister an experimental plan 
had been aria new' and a few lines underneath it you will find that tho 
vaccine of tho Bthrinjwwke should not he inclndod in the category of 
exporinents cJuri.% tiiu uedical tests. 

U The *vs«:cutiun particularly stresses tljat it was strands 
that the vaccines ware to bo prepared f<r necessary medical tests in 
tho form they wore end, in addition tc Uiut, in double strength. Uoll 
hew about that? 

A * can easily explain that to yu. a already told you that wo 
wore working ftp cording tc the Cox method. Tnnt noant that a vaccina was 
producou which was Vvry ouch diluted in order tc produce as large amounts 
as possible. The Robert Koch Institute, un the -thcr hand, had developed 
its own uuthed. This vaccine was concentrate* eighteen times stronger 
than cur -am vaccine, the Cex Vaccine. 

leu will mo from ry filo of the tin* note that during the uuuting 
Gildomeist<’r doubted the efficacy of cur vaccine bcca isc it was too nuch 
diluted, ihut is niiy we delivered that vaccina in a double concentration 
but that was net «xtn...rdinary because y-u will sec from what I havo 
just said tiiat there was nuch le.way. Yho Robert Koch Institute, v/nich 
is an institute of w-rld reputaUen, would concentrate its vaccine oi ;hU-on 
times stronger than we did, and even remind nine times stronger th*n 
our sc-called strongthenod vaccine, (twice nomal strength).

At that tine I lonrnod 
that Dr. rrugowsky had gone to Kiew and was ho expected back only cn th* 
oth cf January. On tho 2nd of January larcady there wa3 a telephone 
rder by the Hygienic Institute af the Unffen-SS .f Berlin fer 630 doses 
cf thyphus vacciiic. 
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*11 cf this was concentrated vaccine. This order was placed by a certain 
Dr. &oeteol f ho said that 600 doses were needsd by a Dr. Wegener of thu 
East liinistry. Ifbcn telephoning, he referred to the meeting of thu 29th 
ef December 1911, and I trek frem that, tiiat the hygienic institute had 
included '.ur vaccine into the planned t£st. I, thcrefru had no reason 
at all to contact tirugowsky on that account.

DIRECT EXAMINATION (Continued) 

BY DR. PRIBILLA (Counsel for defendant Lautenschlaeger)* 

Q. Dr. Deninits, in the trial brief, pert 3, No. Ill, the Prosecu¬ 
tion says, I cuote: "Dr. Domnits sent various concentrations of the 
vaccine to the Concentration Camp Buchcnweld, as reported in his re¬ 
port to the meeting of 29 December, 1941, when he said: 'We intend to 
have the vaccine produced for this experiment in its present concentra- 
tion and in a double concentration, and to inform Dr. Mrugowsky. 

Is that a correct version of your report? 

A. There are several inaccuracies. I shall quoto verbatim from 
my notes. "I shall remark here only—" that is, in Marburg when I dic¬ 
tated the notes,—" that we intend to have the vaccine in its present 
form and a double concentration prepared for this experiment, and that 
on the 6th of January, after Dr. Mrugowsky returns from Kiev, he will 
be informed." That means we intended to inform him of our intention 
to prepare two different concentrations of the vaccine to have them 
tested. The way the Prosecution puts it is wrong, namely, that in the 
meeting of the 29th of December, 1941, it was allegedly reported that 
the vaccine was to be sent to Buchenwald. Not a word was said about 
that, and therefore ay file memorandum says nothing about it. If it 
says further that the vaccine was intended for experiments, this is 
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again a misinterpretation. At the meeting of the 29th of December, 1941, 
noone said anything about experiments, but only of a test (Versuch) or a 
comparison, that is, medical trials. There was no other way to interpret 
it. 

Q. Dr. Demnitz, you used the English word "medical trials." I be¬ 
lieve you mean "test" in contrast to "experiment." 

A. Yes. 

Q. I can tell you that because we have called the case here a med¬ 
ical trial. 

A. Then in future I will say "test." 

Q. Dr. Demnitz, you said that you had an order to send 30 doses 
of vaccine to the Hygiene Institute of the Waffen-SS in Berlin. Now, 

KI-10255, Exhibit 1609, Book 84, English page 41, indicates that on the 
14th of January, 1942, fifty doses of the vaccine were sent off to the 
following address: SS-Obersturmfuehrer Hoven, (camp physician) Concen¬ 
tration Camp Buchenwald. 

What about this? It is on page 61 of tho Geraan. 

A. Aftor we roceivod shipping instructions of the 6th of January,

DR. PRIBILLA: The witness said that this information was transmit¬ 
ted by teletype.

Cacp Buchenwald. Did you not have aay nisgivings against sending it 
there? 

A. No. No nisgivings occurred to me. After all, it was the 
business of Urugowsky and the Hygiene Institute to dispose over the vac¬ 
cine. There were cases of typhus in the Reich, as I reported in ray notes 
of the meeting of the 29th of December, 1941. Why couldn't there by 
typhus in Buchenwald or in the vicinity? And the Gildcraeister-Mrugowsky 
plan could be carried out there just as well as in the delousing stations 
in the East, for example. I do not understand why vaccines should not 
have been sent to the Concentration Camp Buchenwald because, after all, 
no harm can be done with vaccines. The characteristic of vaccine is to 
protect, to holp, be useful—not to be harmful.

It says thoros 
"Dr. Ding told r.o that Parbon had boon informod of the compara¬ 
tive assessment of success achieved by the various vaccines, and ho also 
said that the Behringwurko had been very disappointed tTith tho results 
achieved by their vaccinos." 

Tnat do you know about this, so far as such results aro con¬ 
cerned? 

A The Behringwerko received only the previously mentionod cir¬ 
cular lottor of Dr. Lfrugcwsky of 5 Hay 19h2.

Therefore, I could not bo 
disappointed after reading such a sumary. I could only be satisfied. 
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Up to the present day ire are still selling chickon egg vaccine* 

Over 90S* of this vaccine by the way, is today being given to Anorican 
agencies.

Q In the Ding diary. Book 8U, English page 50, German page 70, 
some other vaccines are nentionod. Yellow fever vaccines tested are 
mentioned which wero carried o. t between 13 January 19U3 and 1? Hay 
19U3. Vihat do you know about these deliveries. 

A On 29 December 19U2 Obcrstarzt Dr. Schreiber of the Army 
Iledical Inspectorate of Berlin called no up in order to inform no tha t 
the production of yellow fever vaccine was urgent. He emphasized that 
before mass application, every batch of yellow fever vaccine had to be 
tested on human beings. We suggested to hin that these tests should be 
carried out on the a.iploywes of the Behringwerke, Marburg. He demanded, 
however, that the vaccines should first undergo long transportation so 
that the reliability of tho package after transportation night also bo 
tested and therefero, it would bo tosted by the Hygiene Institute of 
tho r/affen SS, ffeinar-Bucheiwrald. He instructed no to send samples of each 
botch of vaccine there. 

Q How were these yellow fovor vaccinos sent out? 

A Through messengers through the Weimar Railroad station, and 
tiioro members of tho T/affen SS took over the shipraents. Vie were using 
a specially constructed container. 

Q Did you know that the tests were to be performed on concen¬ 
tration cax.jp inmates? 

A Ho^ I did not. Tho ins-ructions of the Array Itodical Inspec¬ 
torate stated expressly that the yellow fever vaccine was to bo sent to 
the Hygiene Institute of the Haffen SS, TIeinar-Bucherwald. I myself had 
no knowledge of.local conditions there. 

Q Tlhat ideas did you have of the persons to be used for these 

tests? 
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A I was thinking quito gc:*crally of nenbers of tho TTehrmacht — 
nonbers of units about to be sent out to Africa. I happened to know 
that in Thuringia there were largo units of the Luftwaffe and also 
paratroopers were stationed there. 

Q Dr. Demnits, what i3 a vaccination with yellow fever vac¬ 
cine like? Is it dangerous? 

A That is just as hamlcss as smallpox vaccinations. I as3uno 
that ovoryane hero knows about that. You know that there is a local 
roaction in Smallpox vaccination after soveral days; perhaps there is 
a little hoadacho, perhaps a slight increase in temperaturo — l/lOth 
of a degroo Celsius. lAOth of a degree Celsius. 

Yellow fover vaccine is injoctcd in tho sane way, by scratching 
tho skin, but thero is no local skin reaction. After 8 or 9 days ap¬ 
proximately, there is a slight incroaso in tonporature, and porhaps in 
ono casa or nnothor thoro is a slight headache. 

Q Hero you informed of tho results? 

A Yos. Wo received records of tho tests with an accompanying 
letter from tho Hygiene Institute of the Yiaffon SS from Yfoimar-Buchon- 
wald. 

Q Then it said nothing about the concentration camp? 

A Ho. It did not. The records merely contained the initials 
and tlw ago of tho person vaccinatod, temperature and indications about 
urine and blood tests, etc. 

- Q Did you make any use of these records? 

A Yes, we did. Prow; those records we learned that our vaccinos 
had retained their efficacy in the transportation container and had not 
been harmed by transport, ‘••'o had instructions, after taking notos of the 
records, to send them on to tho Army Medical Inspectorate and wo did so. 

Q In the Ding diary there is something about typhus vaccines 
experimental series Ho. VU, Document Book Ho. IV, English page 57-c, 
Gorman page .79. 2ntry of 28 Hay 19h3, 18 June 19U3, typhus vaccine 
Series VII with vaccine Asid. 'was this a Farbcn vaccine.

Book 8h, English page 57-D and E, Gorman 
pc. gc 30, further says: "A high tost irounisation experiment with 
Frcnkol vaccine. n Is that a Bchrinworko vaccine?

Q Did you supply Dr. Ding with this vaccino? 

A Ko. Aftor cy acquaintance ~dth tho Prosocution documents 
end tho Ding diary, I chockod very carefully in tho Enrburg plant to 
find out how Ding obtained this vaccino. Today I con tell you that 
oxactly. 

In poocotico, but core ospacially in war, many pooplo diod bo- 
causo bacteria got into wounds and causod gangrono. That is a disoaso 
of wound infoctions. Evoryono knows tetanus. Both types of wound in- 
foctions endanger human lifo to a high dogroc, but every totanus infec¬ 
tion loads to'an cloarly visible disoaso. In the courso of days or 
weeks. In tho caso of gangroco, t!» symptoms of the disoaso apponr aftor 
a few hours. Thoroforo, it was a very important problom in rnodicine to 
find a vaccine which would protect healthy persons and make thorn immuno 
to tho drngor of gangrono infoction which occurs whon thoy are vioundod. 

Tho Univarsity Clinic at Ilirburg, in a publication in tho Kli- 
nisclio V/ochonschrift, tho Clinical Weekly, announced that a vaccino pro¬ 
duced by tho Bohringowerke had this effect.

I have new studied tho Ding diary very carefully. At no point docs it 
show that ho did anything clso than to perfona perfectly correct vaccina¬ 
tions agains^gongreno. Besidos tho vaccinations as the blood tosts 
sh^ed, woro successful. 

I now c"ao to a final entry in tho Ding diary. Book 84, English 
pago 47, C-orman pago 66, Typhus Vaccino Experimental Sorioc IV from 24 th 
Octobor 1942 - 8th Hovenbor 1942 is rocordod, supposedly with having boon 
conducted with vaccino froa tho Lemberg Institute. Ito you kn^w anything 
about this? 

A, No. Tho Bohring Institute at kcaborg sont out vaccino on its 
own responsibility. 

q. Was tho 3ohring Institute at Unberg undor tho Jurisdiction of 
tho Bohring Verko Marburg? 

A. Tho Instituto was largoly indepondont. It was, so to sponk, 
adaughtor of ours who had orriod abroad and was independent. Wo had 
oquippod tho fnstituto. We had seen to it that it was undor the chnrgo 
of a first class and Tollable export, and wo wero always willing to glvo 
aid and advico. Tor tho rest, tho Instituto worked indcpondontly with 
tho military and civilian agcnclos coapotont in tho Best. Wo did not 
oxorciso any control nor w«uld wo h*ro boon ablo to d" so bocauso of 
tho geographical distance. Under tho c^nditi^ns it did not soon nocos- 
sary.

Hi chord Haas. Ho was the head of tho Behring Instituto in Leoberg. Dr. 
Lcmr.it z, you know fr-n tho rocord the affidavit of Dr. Bugon Xogor., Docu¬ 
ment 3ook 84, English page 72c, German pago 113, Exhibit 1631. In para¬

English pngo 75, •'-ornan pago 119, ThU io Exhibit 1633, a letter of 
tho Bohring W 0r ko Marburg dated 15 Soptenber 1942 to Mr. MrugcvsVy, whoro 
tho Bohring Vorko offor a totrn azorbato vaccino. Tho prosocutio* con¬ 
nects this with typhus experiments. Is that corroct? 

A. Mo, that is n*t corroct. This is a vaccino against typhoid plus 
paratyphoid plus cholcr-.

DR. P aiBIL LA; Your Honors, I believed that we had already concluded 
the field of typnus, but tlere was acne confusion that arose curing the 
examination this raomi.*g. For tlsat reason I siiould lilce to aslc you. Dr. 
Dewnitz, to once .ore tell ix ocsie tiling about the typhus vaccine 
deliveries, This is a ver difficult subject for us, and it is just as 
well if everything i3 cleared npjroperly. I 3hi?l briefly auxiariuei 
V/e had the meeting of 29 Doca ber 1941. T than had a delivery of fifty 
dosages of vaccines. At first it res ordered by writing and verbally for 
the Hygienic Institute of Derlin. Dy telephone the order was changed 'to 
tho do 11 very on 14 January 1942 to S3 Ooerstumfuehrer Hovon, the camp 
physician of the concentration coop of Buchenwald near Veijaar. Then we 
had an order by telephone for Dr, Irugovsky in Berlin. Delivery again 
amounted to fifty dosages on 2 Pobr.v.ry 1942. Third, a delivery to SS 
Kauptstumfuehrer Ding, Berlin, on j February 19A2. That is eighteen 
tiues twenty-five cans. You told .:c that each one of these said 
gontloion received one delivery oach. '‘ut I hoard tint you answered to 
one of wy questions that ilrugonolcy rccoivod two deliveries of vaccir.oo. 

A. That was a aisu-ulorat.v.clL.-.g. Everyone of tlieoo throe gentlemen, 
liovon, lirugowaky and Ding x*occivcd o.w consignment each, as you just 
stated it. 


Q.Dr, Doi-nitz, the pronecriio.., in their opening statement, in their 


trial brief, ar.d wlien prooer.tLv; doex ontary evidence,' has again and 



again pointed out Behring .*ori:o'.. corrcs -ondcnce with Dr. itrugoxisky and 
his office and tl»y uade connection with Dr. Ding 1 s 

experiments in tho cbnccJ^n/ton caJip ox ^‘e^nnald. Does tint represent 
tho actual ovents as yot^ftjtv^haa to be? \ 

A. No. I should likc\*o egress nysclf : Clearly and deny firaly

German ifchraacht. Today wo arc collaborating with Aiocrican autlioritic3.

Dr. k'rugowsky was the highest level in that connection in tbs hygienic 
field and in the field of coobatting epidemics. He was not only - 
responsible for SS units, but beyond that he was responsible for all 
the huge Eastern territories occupied by Germany during the war, 
including the civilian sector of ticso territories. He had to deal with 
civil servants, military occupational authorities there, as well as the 
civilian population. In other i-ords, ho was the only competent man to 
combat opidcmics. Epidemics, as it is known, draw no distinctions 

betwoen civilians or soldiers, nor do they draw any distinctions botwcon 

• 

civil servants and the ordinary population. Dr. lirugowsky, thoreforo, 
lwd rccoivod authority covering all these spheros. Typhus cane from 
tho East. Consequently, tho contact with Dr. Krugousky and his extensive 
offico was a natural phonoocnon within tho framework of our daily dutios. 
The prosecution has only submitted Itoro a fraction of this hugo field with 
which Dr. Mrugowsky actually had to deal. As a result, in my opinion, 
distorted picturo arises. 

Q. Dr. Demnitz, in tho courso of our examination you have repeatedly 
stated that you did not know the situation in Buchcnwald and you had no 
idea uliatsoovcr about tho concentration camp and the local conditions. 

The prosocution has submitted tiircc documents ho re which originate from 
1939. :/c arc concerned idth o;iiibits 1601 up to 1603 in Docuucnt Boo!: 

8^., English page 20 to 28, German page 31 to 42. From those documents 
it becomes apparent that tho Bcisring V'erko already, in 1939, had delivered 
dysentery vaccines tothc concentration camp of Buchcnwald. I may quote 
tho prosecution, from the official transcript, English page 4236, German 
pago 4265. I quote: "The prosecution offers these documents in order 
to show the correspondence between Farben Behringwerke and the concentrat¬ 
ion camp of Buchcnwald, and in ordor to establish that the initiative for 
the testing of their production at the concentration camps was taken by 
the Farben Behringwerke. It is furthermore intended to show that the 
Behringwerke in 1942 were aware that Buchcnwald was a concentration camp 
and that inmates were to be used there for experimental purposes." ,r hat 
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8 Apr A8-15-3-A-AEH-iiills (Harder) 

can you say about that? 

A. I shall deal with these three charges by the prosocution. Ono 
— the initiative allegedly ms taken by Farben. In that connection I 
might state that the dysentery vaccines for the Buchowald concentration 
camp wero ordered free the Behring 'forks by normal business channels, 
fo arc a plant producing vaccine* aid it is our task to help, in 
particular, to help in ease of.epidemics. In 1939, wo learned from 
the Hygienic Institute of 1 larburg University of the outbreak of a 
dysentery epidemic in the concentration camp Buchcnrald. It was a matter 
of courso that we delivered vaccines there for the protective vaccination 
of porsons who had not yet fallen victim to the disease. Ccnsco.ucntly, 
in ordor to combat tho epidemic we delivered our trade vaccino, wldch, 
evor sinco 191C, was being sold by us. In addition, we sent a newor 
typo of vaccino rfiich was not yet in circulation, but which reprosontod 
tho boot wo had at our disposal at the time. I should liko to state 
cxprossly that this vaccine, too, had already been tested for its 
officacy or had been vaccinated on Breslau students at Marburg or 
clsov/horo. In addition, this vaccino was used and tested at tho Stato 
Institute for Experimental Therapy in Frariefurt on the kain end was 
judged to bo oxccllcnt. In oilier \x>rds, it was ready to bo dolivored. 

I state that the initiative did not originate from Farben. Two — it 
is true that tho Behringwerke could assunc from this business 
transaction that a concentration caip existed at Buchcnwald. However, 
that io not at all in contradiction with what I told you up to this 
point. He knew Just as much as the «ird conveys, but no more. Three — 
inmates were to bo used for experiments. I state that the vaccinations 
of the inmates against dysentery do not represent an experiment or a test. 
I repeat we were concerned with an epidemic. In other nerds it was a 
prophylactic application and nothing else.

Q. From the said documents it becomes apparent that Behringwerke, 
subsequent to this vaccination, received blood tests of the inmates of 
the camp. Did tliat represent something extraordinary? 

A. No, the blood examination of the vaccinated persons was carried 
through in order to establish the protective effect of the vaccination. 
The saj.se process is used whenever on enclosed circle of persons can bo 
examined with subsequent 3crolo;ical examination. That applies to labor 
comps, students, ct cetera. T'.ic ascertainment of the vaccination 
efficacy is predominantly in the interest of the iiwatcs. Naturally, 
tho scrum plant is also interested to^tsccrtain tho efficacy of their 
vaccines. 

I might state, by the toy, that tho Bchringnerkc of Marburg wroto 
only ono of those letters submitted. They wrote that letter in which 
it is stated that on the whole we could only examino 60 blood tosts and, 
unfortunately, no more. T.c other letters concorn other Farben agencies. 
It is shown cloariy on t»« whole that this is an entirely ronnal bu 0 inoss 
transaction. 

Q. English page 27 of Dook LXXXIV, Goman page LO, is one of theso 
documents and we. see from that docuncnt that tho oasp physician nskod 
the Behringwerke on the 2nd of February 19W) that the figures statod 
wero to bo treated a3 secret and confidential, './as that in any way 
unusual? 

A. No, I found nothing unusual in that. It was war timo and 
information concerning epidemics and infectious diseases were not to 
be made public in order not to causa unrest among the population. Tlvxt 
was customary in all other eases of epidemics. The forcipi intelligence 
service would have immediately have taken up any such reports. 

Q. tea the sarao vaccine used clscwhcro? 

A. Yes, it ves used to a largo extent wherever its application 
became necessary. It was mainly used with tho array at the front. 

Q. In that delivery of the vaccines to the concentration camp at 
Buchcnnald did you see something impermissible? 
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8 Apr .'£-16-2-A-AEH-Priacou (Racier) 


A. No. On the contrary, I rauld h^vc considered the nondelivery 
of those vaccines as being impermissible. Joday .one could Justly charge 
us with having shora a lack of'humane feeling of responsibility. 

Q. Dr. Demitz, i s it correct if I state in sundry that all the 
vaccines of the Bchringrarkc which raro mentioned in the examination up 
to non rare produced and tested under your responsibility? 

A. Yes. 

Bcyond thftt did Professor Lautcnschlacgcr also heve a nodical 
responsibility? 

A. No direct responsibility, r beyond that there is any mention of 
Professor Lautcnschlacgcr's roe. onsibility, it can only be mentioned In 
tto indirect sense of the word. That is to say. Professor Lautonachlaogor 
v®* rca P on3 iblc to tho entire Pro-ben industry that tho position which 
I held was occupiod with the right person who was working in an export 
and conscientious manner. 

Q* Did you ever infom Professor Lautcnschlacgcr about tho dotails 
concoming the testing of vaccines which ra havo discussed hero? 

A. That happened in no ease at all. 

Q. ’/hy was.Professor Lautcnschlacgcr not informed about tho dotails 
of these vaccine tests? 

A. I may remind you of t/hr.t I said initially when you examined 
me on tho independence of tho Dchringworkc. Professor Lautcnschlacgcr 
vies only informed about the events in our field in broad outline. Typhus 
vaccines, yellow fever vaccines, typtoid end paratyphoid vaccines arc 
preparations which were not invented at the Behringwerko. They rare 
produced by us according to prescriptions of other inventors, '.to, 
therefore, did not have to assume a scientific responsibility on our part 
vath respect to theso preparations and certainly no such responsibility 
had to be assumed by Professor Lautcnschlacgcr. The Behringwerko and 
within tho Behringwerko I alone bore only a responAility with respect to 
the technical production which was to be beyond reproach. The testing of 
the preparations referred to efficacy, compatibility and durability. Such

tests, however, were every-day occurrences about which Professor 
Lautcnschlaogcr did not have to be infomod and actually was not infonnedi 

Q* You said that Professor Lautonschlacgcr was informed only in

broad outlines. Did you inform hin of the results of the comparative 
vaccine tests which were aft«-ruard3 carried out in the Roich Ministry 
of Interior and I an particularly refer.ing to Dr. Urugowsky's roport 
of the 5th of May 1942? 

A. I think that I can sti ll remember that I have done so. 

Q. Could you p-rhaps toll us in what nayyju inforacd Professor 
Lautonschlacgcr? 

A. As far as I rccctibcr, I probably told hin one day that it was 
now established that the chicken ogg vaccine has proved to be just as 
cffcctivo as tho Toigcl vaccine, the lice vaccine. 

Q. Did you infom Professor Lautonschlacgcr of Professor Biding's 
letter directed to you in liiich Professor Biding consldors Dr. Ding 
as an incompetent testor of vaccines in the sense of you- scientific 
demands? 

A. Mo. According to Biding's description. Dr. Ding had dram 
unjustified conclusions from the test results. I considered thoso as 
boing unjust complaints against our vaccine. Those complaints had no 
basic significance and there was no reason to inform Professor 
Lautonschlacgcr.

Q* Dr. D’eanitz, we have not: discussed the entire prosecution 
documentary iaatcrial as far s it is in connection with the Bchring.erkci 
You had an opportunity beforehand to study the entire material in detail. 
In summary, have you anytldng to add with respect to the charges which 
have been raised a^inct iIr. Laut-.Bchlacgor as a result of the activity 
of Behringnerke? 

A. Yes. 1th respect to the entire material, I might stato tho 
following, liorc or less ever; ■tiling points to the fact — that that was 
alroady told re once before by a member of tho prosocution — that we 
should have noticed at sonc stage or a;other that our vaccines were 
used for criminal purposes. T -is is entirely incomprehensible to me 
because, even after everything t» know today, our vaccines were not 
usod for criminal purposes, but a criminal h-.s subsequently artificially 
infected human beings which bad previously been vaccinatod -4th our 
vaccines. 

These infectious bacteria certainly did not originate from us. If 
anj' such understanding idth this criminal had been the caso as the 
prosecution seems to assume, then it \»uld have boon logical if they 
had also demanded tho various infectious bacteria from tho Bchring:.cr!:o. 
Tho Behringnerke in Germany i 3 the place where nearly all infectious 
bacteria aro being breeded to tic highest dogrcc of efficacy. That is 
tho basic assumption for the production of highly effective sera and 
vaccines. I understand it, tc a certain extent, why the prosecution 
entered upon this trend of thought, I really must say to myself that 
these gentlemen really aro only acquainted with the Buchonuald ease. 

But in reply to that I .ust state that the reality, as far as it affects 
ourselves and me, particularly, 5.3 cuitc different. 

For 150 years there has been protective vaccination. I liavc boon 
active in this field for 27 years. Artificial infections on liuman beings 
are only known to me free books. In tie his troy of medicine they have 
been carried out very rarely and, as far as I cm concerned, they only 
rcpresent: book knowledge, because at no tine have I made any personal 
experiences with any such procedure.

Mth good conscience and assurance I might state that during our tine 
such occurrences at no time emerged from this ness of activity. 

Q. Dr. Dermitz, that concludes my examination of you with rcopoct 
to the Liar burg activity. I should like to put r. number of questions 
to you now with respect to Professor Lautcnschlacgcr' s medical activity 
in Hocchst. To what extent wore you informed about the work at tho 
Hoechst plant in the medical field? 

A. About tho scientific end technical production questions 
pertaining to the Hocchst plant we ticrc not informed. 

Q. Didn't you learn that during tho scro-bactoriological plant 
conferences which took place ono a year? 

A. No. Tlx: scro-b-.ctcriological tjorks conforcnccs had nothing 
to do vdth the large medical field of vx>rk of Professor Lautcnschlacgcr. 
Only in the votcrinary field of work chcmo-therapeutical questions wore 
being discussed. 

Q. Dr. Dcardtz, the activity of the Hocclist plant, as well as 
the activity of the Marburg plant served for the combatting of disease. 

As you have seen we arc here partly concerned with the very sane disease. 

m • 

j’ouldn't it have been necessary end reasonable that you carried on a 
full mutual exchange of experiences with respect to all medical questions? 
A. The layraen nay well imagine that. In roality, however, we have 
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to distinguish between two special fields of the large realm of 

ccdicinc. Vfc in Marburg arc producing natural products which, in 

the analysis, serve .-Topljylcctic application. The task of Hocchst, 

on the other hand, is to c'.v.tdcally produce synthetic substances. 

Both of these fields arc huge and cannot be surveyed by the individual. 

• 

For that reason, in the tt.-cnticth century, it is ncccss.ary to strictly 
specialize oneself, if one tents to achieve any success. 

Q. The prosecution lias sueuitted a number of letters from which 
it becomes apparent that Professor Bicling has also carriod on 
correspondence pertaining to Hocchst preparations. Professor Bicling, 
on the other hand, was an associate of Behringwerke, was he not? 

A. Mo, not during t!» \rar. Ho was the consulting hygienist at 
tho ircct and in this capacity, therefore, he Iwad to bo interested in 
tho entire fiold. In tho field jsoapitals he also had to use tho Hocchst 
drugs. Tit'n rcopoct to the lettors aubaittod we arc concerned with 
correspondence of his offices tilth the Hocchst plant end it really is 
private correspondence. Tlw Bchringircrko had nothing to do with it. 
Personally, I was in no try iitfor^ed about the natter. 

Q. Titat is -to say, you ticrc not informed about tie testing of 
tltc Hocchst preparation 35C2 and ilitro-acridinc? 

A. No, I \tas not infoned. 

Q. Dr. Dcwiitz, but now you have been able to study tho entiro 
prosecution material. Had you learned at the tine that Hocclujt Ir.d 
rejected Dr. Ding as the testor of th_ir preparations, would that 
* wave had any offcct upon yovr action with respect to the case we 
discussed here? 

A. That is a hypothetical question. It docs not correspond tdth 
the true relationship bctuccn Hocchst and Marburg. I just said that the 
fields of work wore sharply divided. I would now like to add that it 
was not at all customary that one porson would concern hinsclf v/ith the 
testing of the other person's preparations. In spite of that, I shall 
endeavor to answer your question. 
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For not one ninuto must you overlookj however, that Dr. Ding vras 
never assigned by the Bchringwerke as a tester. As I have reported 
here, he only appeared at the borderline in connection with the Hy¬ 
gienic Institute* 

As I can see fron the Trial Documents, on 14 April 1943* Hoechst 
rejected Ding as a tester of the products. At that tioo the compara¬ 
tive typhus tests had long boon concluded. Ho received tho yellow fe¬ 
ver vaccine not from us, but from tho Army Medical Inspectorate, evor 
since November, 1942. Gangrene vaccines only got into his hands later. 
Howovor, as I h»ve explained here in detail, he did not rccoivo that 
vaccine from us, but he received it in the sane round-about mannor 
through tho Army Nodical Inspectorate. We probably would not have ro- 
fusod him thoso preparations had ho diroctly approached us for them, 
because he, as a practising physician, was entitlod to ask for them. 
Furthermore, it has not been established in any way that ho did any 
harm with thoso particular vaccinos. In summary, therefore, I think 
I can answer your quostion by saying that oven if we had known of tho 
Hoechst's refusal that would not have prompted us to any other action. 

Q. Dr. Domnitz, in spite of tho division of work, aro you in a 
position to comment, from your own knowledge on tho medical and scien¬ 
tific capacities of Profossor Lautcnschlaegcr? 

A. I hove known Profossor Lautonschlaeger since 1930. That is 
to say, sinco the Bchringwerke wore taken over by Farbcn. Professor 
Lautenschlpegcr is a highly qualified scientist. Ho has a high sense 
of responsibility from a human and ncdica.l point of view. His medi¬ 
cal conscientiousness is exemplary. Personally, I already mentioned 
that when I had conflicts with tho Party agencies, he always assisted 
me. He is a noble, quiet and reticent man, but I havo boen able to 
observe that when it wa^ necessary, he had a groat deal of moral cour¬ 
age.- Moreover, I believe that when he accepted his position as head of 
the works combine of the Maingau plants he was only prompted by a sense 
of duty toward Frrben. In ay opinion, he would have devoted himself 
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entirely to science end research after tho w*h. Hi3 noble and sensitive 
character suffored from the difficulties of everyday life in the plant 
and from the rough methods of the Party. 

DR. PRIBILL »i Your Honor, during my examination of the witness. 

Dr. Domnitz, I did not deal with ft number of minor questions becauso it 
is my view that the presentation of documents in connection with that 
point will suffice. I shall now submit these documents dceling first 
with Book II, page 21, document 29. This is an affidavit by Dr. Paul 
Wintzer »*ich will be marked oxhibit Lautonschlaogor 13. I repeat, it 
is on page 21 . 

The Prosocution has doalt with this matter on various occasions. 

It doals with the vaccination of foreign workers at the Bohringworko 
plant. Dr. Wintzer confirms, in his affidavit, that thoso wero protoc- 
tivo vaccinations of prisonors-of-war against epidemics which, at tho 
timo, had boon ordered by tho military authorities. Dr. Wintzor was 
the local military physician at tho Marburg plant. 

Dealing with the same subject, I will present Lautonschlaogor doc¬ 
ument 30 as oxhibit 14. That's on page 22 of Book II. It is the affi- 
davit of Dr. Wilhelm Schulz and Emil Oldonburg. In that connection I 
shall Also offer tho following document, the affidavit of tho witnoss, 

Dr. Deonitz himself, La.utonschlcogor document 31 »» oxhibit 15. From 
Book II on page 31, I havo yot to submit Document 34 which is another 
affidavit of Professor Dr. Richard Bieiing, »d\ich is to bocome exhibit 
16. This deals with anothor letter which was submitted by the Prosecu¬ 
tion, that is, exhibit 1680 of Document Book 86 of the Prosecution. This 
lottor is quoted in that affidavit and Professor Biding makes somo strto- 
monts, in his capacity as an expert, in this matter which was doalt with 
by the Prosecution. 

This concludes my examination of the witness, Dr. Dcmnitz, 

THS PRESIDENT: Any other of Counsel for tho Defense have any ques¬ 
tions to put to the witness? If there are none, tho Prosecution mpy 
cross-exrmine the witness. 
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CROSS EXAMINATION 

BY MR. MINSKOFF: 

Q. Dr. Deonitz, when you wefo interrogated in January, 1947, 
were you arrested at that time or were you placed merely under house 

a • 

arrest? 

A. I already told you that on the night from 7 to 8 January, 1947, 
I was arrested. At that time, when Mr. von Halle interrogated me, and 
in ay opinion, it was 17 January 1947, I was again at liberty, but I 
was still limited in my movements. 

Q. At that tioo you had mentioned that your wife was rather ill, 
and you wanted to remain in your own town, rather than be brought to 
Nurnborg, is that right? 

A, The physician treating ray wife was greatly concornod about 
her life, and he told the Military Government about his medical opinion. 

Q. And special consideration was then given you, and you woro per¬ 
mitted to remain right in your own homo, isn't that correct? 

A. Yos, I did remain at home. 

Q. You recall at the end of tho interrogation making the follow- 
ing statement to Ur. Von Hallo? "Ur. Von Hallo, I want to say to you, 

at the end, that I havo every rospect for tho way you havo conducted 
your interrogation". Do you recall making that statement? 

A, I really don't romember that now, but if Mr. Von Halle noted 
that down, I think it is quite possible that I said so. 

^ Q. Thank you. Now, Dr. Dcnnitz, isn't it true that the Behring 
typhus vaccino, according to Otto and IVolrab, was first experimented 
with animals in the Behringwerke? 

A. I already said that. 

Q. Isn't it true that in 1941 you changed your experiments with 
animals to tests or experiments on human beings? 

A. We neither transferred the experiments to human boings nor did 
we make any experiments at the Behringwerke. 

Q. Do you recall. Dr. Demnitz, forwarding vaccines in 1941, 
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according to the Otto and Wolrab method, to Leverkusen in oMer to be 
forwarded to Dr» Mrugowsky? 

A. I ata afraid I did not understand your question. 

Qi Let no repeat it. Do you recall, in tho yoar 19U, forwarding 
typhus vaccines to Leverkusen in order to be further forwarded to Dr. 
Mrugowsky? 

A. I think that you are referring to the vaccines which were sent 
to. the Special Staff R. 

Q. Were they typhus vaccinos? 

A. Yes. That is what you asked ne about. 

Q. And you sent them for the purpose of having then tested on 
hunan beings? 

A. You know fron tho docunonts yourself that Leverkusen had taken 
up that contact. It was Dr. von Engolhardt. This vaccine was applied 
on these peoplo. If you want to talk about such a trial application, 
then you really should not use tho word experiment, beenuso with that 
typhus vaccine you roally cannot make an experiment. 

Q. You recall the date that those vaccinos were sont to bo — 
shall wo say — tested by Mrugowsky? Tho approximate date? 

A. You moan in 19L1, do you? 

Q. That's right. 

A. Yos. Well, as far as I still renembor tho documents, that 
happened at tho second half of 19U1, 

Q. And do you recall also, in 19L1, personally writing to Dr. 

Ding forwarding to him Behring Works’ tetanus and Fraenkel bacillus? 

A, I do not remember that experiment at the moment, bit perhaps 
you can refresh ray memory, 

Q. The Prosecution offers NI 121A8 as its exhibit.There seems 

to be 3orae confusion here. I will go on to the next question until this 
matter is cleared up. I withdraw my offer for the record. 

Dr. Demnitz, will you state when you were first informed that there 
was to be a meeting to discuss the testing of the comparative efficacy 
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of the various typhus vaccines? 

A. Mo such invitation was eveh issued. I already told you that,* 
and that was later confirmed by the file note of Ministerialrat Bieber 
that the meoting of 29 December 19U was called in order to discuss and 
clarify the typhus vaccine production, and in order to determine the ex¬ 
tent of this production; to discuss the possibilities at home and in 
Poland. If Professor Gildemeister, at this mooting, made some remark in 
passing that he with Mrugowsky or, better, Mrugowsky with him, had *r- 
ranged a testing scheme, then. I have noted that down, in my file note 
but wo didn't meet for that purpose. 

Q. May I repeat that question. When wore you first informod that 
there was to be such a mooting? 

A. _ I particularly want to stress that thore was nover a mooting, 
tho purpose of which it was to arrango a comparative tost or something 
of that kind. No such meeting ever took place. 

Q. I am referring now - nover mind tho characterization - to tho 
meoting of 29 December 19U. When wero you first informed that that 
mooting would tako place? 

A. This morning I alroady replied to that question, and if I re¬ 
member correctly, I said that, as far as I remember, there was an in¬ 
vitation by telegram. 

Q. Now, as a matter of fact. Dr. Dcnnitz, didn't you speak to Dr. 
Mrugowsky personally, about two weeks before that meeting, concerning 
the problems to be discussod later? 

A. Yes, I can tell you that exectly, Mr. Minskoff. On 22 Docomber 
I was in Berlin. At that time I went to Berlin because my wife had her 
birthday, and wo wanted to visit relatives and to do some shopping at 
the same time. On that occasion, I took with me a typhus vaccine as¬ 
signment which I delivered to the office at Kurfucrstondanra. There I 
was told that Mr. Mrugowsky wanted to soo me to discuss the matter of 
how we were producing the vaccine. I therefore went to tho office and 
probably spoke to Mrugowsky for five or ten minutes — how we were 
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producing the vaccine, the chicken egg, embryo, and how nany cubic^ten- 
timeterd ware involved, etc* 

Q. Now, in that discussion which you had with Mrugowsky, did he 
let you know in any way what was going to be discussed at the 29 Decem¬ 
ber meeting? 

A, No. No. Mot one word. 

Q. S 0 that within the next few days when you received the tele¬ 
type communication you were completely surprised by the fact that a 
meeting to discuss the very same subject was to be called, wasn't that 
right? 

A. The meeting was callod in order to discuss tho possibilities 
and tho localities whero vaccine was to be produced. A discussion took 
place as to what extent tho Bchringworke wore to be included in this pro¬ 
duction plan. Furthermore, it was discussed that Lemberg too could pro¬ 
duce vaccine, and I think that I can renenbor that in Ur. Zahn's filo 
mono, it is explained at tho end what tho purposo of this entire confor- 
onco was. That is to say, lot us look at tho racn».... 

Q. May I interrupt Just a moment. Tho question was moroly whether, 
whon you received the toletypo, wore you thon surprised? Was that tho 
first information you received that a mooting was to be callod on tho 
29th? That's all that the question was. Do you recall whother that 
was your first information a* to tho 29 December meeting? 

A. Dr. Urugowsky naturally didn't discuss a mooting at all, on 
the 22nd and didn't mention it with one word, 

Q. Thank you. Mow, at that mooting, Dr. Dcmnitz, tho real problom 
you had was to find a vaccine not only which would be effective, because 
you already had that in tho Weigel vaccine, but one which, at tho samo 
time, could be produced in large quantities. Isn't that correct? 

A. Yes, 

Q. Now, isn't it a fact that completely apart from the Behringwcrko 
vaccine, you already had such a vaccine in the Robert Koch vaccine? 

A. Well, I already told you that Prof. Bieling, in his laboratory

had adopted the method of Cox's and wo kept that method. 

Q. This is a very simple but very important point. At the meet¬ 
ing, you were trying to find a vaccine you could mass produce. Now, 
you had such a vaccine in the Robert Koch Institute method, isn't that 
true? 

A. The vaccine by the Robert Koch Institute was produced frem the 
yolk tissue, that is, the yolk tissue was diluted ina salt solution, 
that was also a Cox vaccino but it was somewhat modified by V/olreb. Cox, 
however, and that was the original process, used the embryo as well as 
the yolk tissue, and ws wanted to use that method because wo could ex¬ 
ploit more vaccine frera his method and we could place more vaccines at 
the disposal of interested parties. 

Q. Isn't it true that Professor Gildcmoister WM of the opinion 
that the technique used by the Robort Koch Institute was tho superior 
technique, and was completely usable for tho purposos of mass produc¬ 
tion typhus vaccine? 

A. If the Robert Koch Institute had been ablo to produce vaccines 
on a largo scale, the Behringwerkc probably would not have boon invited 
to attend a mooting. It seems, howover, that they could not do that. 

They had to approach the Bchringworkc who was in a position to do that. 

0. As a matter of fact. Dr. Dcnnitz, tho Bchringwerko could have 
also produced along the method of the Robort Koch Institute, couldn't 
they? They could have used excellent facilities of production to follow 
the other method, isn't that perfectly true? 

A. You had better put this question to Prof. Bieling, since ho had 
this view. It was his view that tho Cox vaccino—that is tho original 
method was excellent, and that we should stick to it. 
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*Yell, let's get one thing really clear. The only real diffe¬ 
rence between the Faroen method of using tha egjs as the base was tho 
difference in dilution. The Farben was for more dilute and weaker titan 
the Robert Koch method, so that you could use all your facilities of 
production to carry out the Robert Koch Institute method without even 
touching the Behringwerk method. Isn't unat correct? 

A If we had employed the Robert Koch Institute method, wc 
could havo obtained on the average twenty tines as little vaccine. Our 
facilities, cur equipment, would not have boon extensive enough to ful¬ 
fill all our deiiands. If I remember Correctly, suing this method, we 
woro in a position to oroduce about twnety liters per month. That was 
at a time when **ieb«r, President Qlldwnoister, and Oehcixarat Otto, on 
the ijth or 5th of Vay, 1912, visited us. Thun I told those gentlcnon, 
whon they asked me- about matter—and I think I rencaber that correctly— 
that following the Method as it was employed by tho Robert Koch Institute 
wc would bo able to deliver twenty, and at most, thirty liters ncr month, 
and that naturally was far too little. 

Q Now, you have had an occasion to read your own report of tiuit 
mooting, since 19lil, and I may therefore ask you: Do you recall, wito 
your memory refreshed from having re-read your own report, whether at 
tho meeting you raised that very question that you couldn't produce 
enough unlc33 you used the Bchringwcrkc method? 

A ios, you ar^ referring to tho hnrburg meeting arc you? 

q I am roferring to the 29 December mooting ... 29 December, 'Ul.

Q Now, how do you explain the fact that If the only real merit 
in the Farben method, or the Bchringwcrk method, was that it could have 
even greater mass production than you could in tho Robert Koch method, 
that that vital difference was never even mentioned at the mooting? 

A lou are now referring to the meeting of the 29th of December 

1941? 


Q Precisely 
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A bell, on that me.ting r rof» Cudickc reported on our vaccine. 

This report nado a good inpression. 

Q Pcrh?DS you didn't understand the question. I say, if the 
vital dificrence bjtwjon the Robert Koch Institute oethod of producing 
the vaccine end die b»hringwcrko oethod ic.s that you could have greater 
mass production with tnc Behringwerk method, how do you explain the fact 
that that difierenca ns never even mentioned during the course of thj 
meeting?

A ;«s, Prof._ Gildeneister, on the 29th of Deccrabor, actually 
said, and I quote from ny file memorandum; "Prof. Gildemeistor pointed 
out that strains arising from the epidemics thorasulvcs were to be used 
and he was ready to deliver them. An testing schunt hod been arranged with 
kr. Mrugowsky within the near future a daw will be fixed when those strains 
arc to be taken ovor. in this experimental plan the Weigel and the Robert 
Koch vaccine was to be used. When we asked to also includo tho 3cring- 
werk vaccir.o, nr. Gildemeistcr said that ho was not interested. In tho 
later course of tho conversation he found out that that was not a tcnablo 
point of viow, and ell the participants agreed. c then rucommondtd 
th?t we ourselves estaolish contact with Dr. Hrugowsky so that our 
vaccine, too, could bo incorporated into that test.

Now, you knew your discussions in the 29 December 
meeting that your Behring vaccino had already been used on some ehrcc 
thousand persons in a typhus-congested area. Mow, what additional 
proof or noro accurate proof did you think you w te ro going to got from 
these fifty doses you sent to Buchcnwald? 

A Cudickc had vaccinated three thousand persons. That was not 
an expcriisjnt or a test, it was usual application of a vaccine. Second, 
^ildemcister rationed that together with ’irugowsky he had worked out a 
plan according to which ho was to use. lice vacciiK together with his own 
chicken eg*. vaccino during a comparative tost. 
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The following could bo concluded fren tf-jt course, (c.) The execution 
of the standard principle; (b.) tests tinder constant control. Third, it 
does mean c large ixpcrincnt if together with «. stadard vaccine arc. applied 
four different vaccines 30 to 35 persona in uech case who after wards 
in the eneongored ar«a under •nodical care. 

•n'e; rkbSia^ri': Just a minute counsal. -t is time for n.coss. 

(A recess was taken.) 
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TIE IMS HAL: The Tribunal is again in session. 

BY IR. I-IItSKOFF: 

0 Dr. Denmitz, hour often did you see Dr. Bieling during 19U2? 

A I believe I saw hin only in August. 

0 Now you know. Dr. Dauiits, do you not, that in Hay of 191,2, 
Dr. Bieling spoke with Dr. Din S about the experiments in Buchenwald; 
you know that? 

A Professor Bieling wrote tie a letter. 

Q Have you seen the affidavit of Dr. Bieling which is Defonse 
Exhibit 9, ‘./herein he 3tates that he knew from Dr. Ding that artificial 
infection was involved in the testing at Buchomrald; that is Document 
Ho. 2h, Loutenschlaeger Exhibit 9, in Defense Document Book 2. Aro you 
familiar with that statement of Dr. Bieling's, at the bottom of the pago, 
and top of pago 3. The last line on the first paragraph of pago 3, spo- 
cifically montions the artificial infection. Havo you found that, Dr. 
Demnitz? 

A Yes, I am Just starting to look at pago 3 not/. I tako note 

of it. 

Q When you spoke to Dr. Bieling in August of '1,2, after D r . 
Bieling already knot/ that artificial infection was involved in the tost- 
at Buchemvald, didn't he oontion to you that tho testing in Buchernrald 
had been conducted with artificial infection? 

A In my letter of the 20th of January, 19l7, I said, that 
Professor Bieling, — I will have to look it up again. 

THE PRESIDENT: ?*r. ITitnoss, there is no inquiry about a letter. 

The Prosecutor's question was whether or not when you talked to Dr. 
Bieling in August 19U2, did he toll you that he knew people had boon 
artificially infected nith typ&us. 

A No, he didn't tell me that. 

BY HR. WNSKOFF: 

Q Now he did tell you did he not that Dr. Ding was the wrong por- 

son to trust with such experiments; isn't that so?-~ 
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A He said to ne that the conclusions of Dr. Ding from these 
tests wore not scientifically valid. They were incorrect. 

Q ‘‘ias he only referring to the conclusions or to the net hods 

used? 

THE FK2SHENT: 1'x. Prosecutor, you had bettor inquire as to 
what he said, and then determine what ho was referring to. 

BY IB. IHNSKQFF: 

Q Can you tell the Tribunal, as best you can recall, just what 
it was Professor Bieling told you at that time about Dr. Ding’s experi¬ 
ments? 

A Professor Bielir.g told me that the fact that vaccina tod per¬ 
sons had a fever for 10 or 11 or 12 days only while persons who had not 
boon vaccinated, persons who were not protected, had a fever for 17 or 
18 days, one must conclude that the vaccination was offoctivo, but there 
xnvo throe vaccines, and one could discover no differonco in quality 
arxmg thoso three. 

Berlin was obviously of tho opinion that a cortain difference 
in quality could be soon fron tho duration of tho fovor of 10 or 11 * 
or 12 days. Everyona familiar; with biological methods, knows that from 
3uch a alight difforonco in t«mo, conclusions as to tho quality of tho 
vaccine may not bo drawn. 

THE FRESIDEHT: lir. '.'itnoss, ploasc limit your answor as to 
what Dr. Bieling told you on that occasion. That is all tho questions 
calls for. 

A Yes, that is what he told me. 

THE FRESHENT: Very well. 

A And he also said that tho fact that two peoplo, in spito 
of tho vaccinations had died of typhus, did not justify any conclusion 
as to the quality of the vaccine, for those were just incidental and I 
agreed with him. 

That is what Professor Dialing said to mo. He said nothing about 


artificail infection. 
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Q Thank you. Kow you recall in speaking to a member of the 
Prosecution staff, in January, »U7, you recall explaining that the 
reason that you stopped sending vaccines to Dr. Ding, vvas because you 
found out that his methods involved artificial infoction, from Dr. 

Bioling? 

A I have already told you that I did not hoar this from Professor 

Bioling. 

Q Do you rocall making the statement that the reason you 

t fi 

stoppod sonding typhus vaccine to Buchcrr.rald, Dr. Ding, was bocauso 
you had found out from any source, that artificial infoctions wore 
porpotrated at Buchcravald by Dr. Ding. 

A I was not so informed by anyono. 
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Q Dr. Denaiitz with respect to the 2?th of December meeting 
referred to earlier, do you recall sending copies of that meeting to 
the defendants Isann and Hoerlein arri Tautens chlaeger? 

A I cannot remember th2t. I cannot remember that. 

Q I show you NI 13580, which is Prosecution's Exhibit 1864, 
and ask you to look at the distribution.list, and see whether that 
refrcocheo your recollection as to whoa you sent copies of that meet¬ 
ing. 

Ur. Witness, I think I have na do an error. I think that is 
the copies that Dr. Zahn sent out, not you. I withdraw that question. 

I thin!: it was Dr. Zahn whose copy that is. 

A I was about to say that. 

IS. 13KSK0PF: It was my error, I an sorry. 

Q Dr. Dcanitz, is it truo that in lirch, 1945* you destroyed 
the correspondence between the Behringwerke-Uarburg, and the physicians 
Dr. Ding and Dr. Hovon of the Concentration Camp Buchorzrald? 

A I told Hr. von Hallo when he asked me whether we destroyed 
anything - I said that becausoof a certain concern, a certain worr y , 
we had destroyed pictures of Hitler, Swastikas and Flags, busts, etc, 
and also correspondence to a very limited extent, - correspondence with 
the SS, or Concentration Camp Buchexarald, and those were the accompany¬ 
ing letters to the records of the Yellow Fever tests. I also told Ur. 
von Halle at that time that I regretted exceedingly that we were So 
stupid as to do that because today we would be ablo to use these re¬ 
cords to prove to you that everything happened as I have described it 
here. 

Q Thank you very much. 

THE FfcESIDEIfT: Ur. Prosecutor, the examination in chief of this 
witness consumed U hours. You have already used f>0 minutes in cross- 
examination. 

UR. LUNSKOFF: That was the last question. 
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TH3 ERESEEOT: Very. well. Is there any occasion for any fur¬ 
ther examination by counsel for the Defense? 

DR. FR 19 ILIA: Hr. Prosident, I shall ask nothing either* I 
don't want to be outdone by the Prosecution as to brevity. I should 
like now to offer ay Doc ice nt Book 1, 

TOE FRESIDENT: Hay I ask before you do that, - I take it there 
is no other interrogation by any othor of Defense Counsel. If I am in 
error please hold up your hands. 

There is no indication, and you may proceed, Dr. Pribilla, with 
your documents. You will not neod this witness any more, I tako it. 

DR. FR IB ILIA i Ko. 

THE PRESIDENT: Then, I>. Witness, you are excused from furthor 
attondanco. 

DR. FR IB ILIA: Li*. Prosident, I should like to offor Lauton- 
schlaogor Book No. 1 at this time. I adnit that this is mostly test¬ 
imony of the co-workers or Scientific colleagues of cliont»a in Ger¬ 
many and abroad, dealing with hi3 person, and his gonoral attitude. I 
shall, thorofore, not spend to much time on them. I shall not givo any 
oxtensivo quotations, I should like to recomnond those document to tho 
attontion of the Tribunal, as I offer them in evidence. 

First of all. Document Ko. 1 which will be Exhibit No. 17. This 
is on pago 1, an affidavit of Dr. lax Bockhuohl, who was undor Lauton- 
schlaogor, the head of a Pharmaceutical Department in the Hoochst plant, 
and during the entire war he worked very closely togethor with L auton- 
schlaogor. Then Docirient 2, page 5, will bo Exhibit No. 18. It is 
an affidavit of Dr. Slivensky, specialist on raaleria and tropical di¬ 
seases, Sofia, Bulgaria. 

On pago 9 you will find Document 3, Exhibit 19, which is an 
affidavit of Dr. Guenther Gorr. 

On page/ll. Document L, Exhibit 20, which is an affidavit of 


Dr. Karl Ibldaenke 
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On page 13, Document 5, Exhibit 21, an affidavit of the Sec¬ 
retary for ilr. iAutcnschlacgor, Hednign Schuhmacher. 

Page 15, affidavit of Walter T. Harrison, Medical Director 
U. S. Public Health Service in Washington. This is Exhibit 22, also 
about tho person of Dr. Lcutcnschlaeger. 

Page 17, document 7, Exhibit 23, an affidavit of Hans Fleis- 
chnacicor. Pathologist at *>hcnly Hospital in Longnoad, England. *t gives 
a description of Professor Lautonschlaoger and his attitude toward Jews 
in the Third Reich. A very favorable opinion. I shall quoto tho final 
sontencos 

n I hope that qy opinion is correct and will bo considorod 
important as ono of tho many Jews whoso friond ho wa3, whoso family or 
tho Majority of it was nurdorod by the Nazis, and who still boliovo in 
tho victory of Justico and corcy. 

Pago 20, docunont 8, Exhibit 2li, an affidavit of Profossor D r . 
L. Fraonkol, Montevideo, Urunguay, I shall quote briofly* 

"Before 193U I was Professor and Director of tho University 
Hospital for women. in Breslau. In 193h, I was rcraovod from ny position 
as Profossor by Hitlor's Ministry Dr. Rust, for being Non-Aryan 
and somewhat later I turned to Professor Lautonschlaogor, with tho ro- 
quost that ho holp mo *.rith ay journey because of his firra»s connection. 
Professor Lautenschlaeger thereupon, by calling upon the Farbcn scien¬ 
tific representatives abroad, helped me to establish connectiono with 
scientific firms and hospitals in almost all countries in tho world. 

Page 20, document 9, Exhibit 25, affidavit of Dr. Potcr 
Peiser-Frey, in Basle. He worked with Professor Wutenschlaeger for a 
long time. I shall quote one sentence from page 2 , in the third para¬ 
graph: 
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"On the other hand, as far as science and especially 
clinical tests and introduction of new preparations in hospitals 
were concerned, he was not willing to accept any ccrnpBomi?e solu¬ 
tion; on the contrary, he always showed the greatest sense of 
responsibility and duty and he also transferred these feelings to 
his co-workers•" 

On Page 25 you will find Docunent 10, Exhibit 26, an af¬ 
fidavit of Henri ittchalson, who also speaks about the assistance that 
Professor Lautenschlaeger gave to her and hir father during the per¬ 
secutions in the Third Reich. 

Page 27, Document 11, Exhibit No. 27, affidavit of the 
Pastor Hans Giebner, Frankfurt/Wain-Hoechst. Ha describes a few 
cases in which he, himself, and other authorities of the Evangelical 
Church helped the foreign workers and took risks upon themselves. 

On Page 2 at the bottom, he says, "I reported all these ovents to 
Professor Lautenschlaoger. He took note of them with great ap¬ 
preciation, and this appreciation of his and the fact that he, in 
his high position of Betriebsfuehrer (plant leader), backed me up 
in ny attitude, meant a great encouragement for me." 

The next document is No. 12, I shall not introduce it 
at this time. 

There follows Document 13 on Page 33» It is an affidavit 
of Dr. Paul Qiessler, to which I assign the Exhibit No. 28. He is 
the former head of the Uainkur Plant of Farben. 

Page 35, Document 12*, Exhibit No. 29, an affidavit of 
Alfred Hagenboecker, who during the war was the head of the Offenbach 
Plant of Farben. The plant was one of the Maingau plants. He em¬ 
phasizes that Professor Lautenschlaeger took a special interest in 
the foreign workers and ordered additional food be obtained. He 
also emphasizes the exemplary medical care, and writes on Page 2, in 
the third paragraph, "During his visit at Offenbach, Professor 

Lautenschlaeger did not content himself with ay reports on the small

there, but informed himself personally about the state of the pamp." 

Page 59, Document 15, Exhibit 30, an affidavit of Dr. 

Gustav Erhart. 

Page i|l. Document 16 , Exhibit 31, an affidavit of thi 
plant doctor, especially about the person of Professor Lautenschlaeger, 
and the question of the foreign workers. 

Pags 1*5, Document 17, Exhibit 32, an affidavit of the plant 
doctor, Elisabeth Kuhn. 

Pflgo 1*7, Document IS, Exhibit 33. 

The next is page 1*8, Document 19, Exhibit 3U, an affidavit 
of Josef Flach. 

The next document is also from him. This is on Pago 1*9, 
Document 20, Exhibit 35. »fr. Flach was the head of the Department of 
the Hoechst Plant which, among other things, was in charge of paying 
out the distributions which had beon authorised by the Vorstand. 

He speaks about tha donations to charitcbla organizations, churches, 
and so forth which he says amounted to up to UOjOOO marks annually, 
and the contributions to the Party for Winter Relief were about 
2,000 marks a year. 

Tha next three documents, 21, 22 and 25 are offered as 
Exhibits 36, 37 and 36. They show that in 1939, no one at tho 
Hoechst Plant thought of war; that foreign visitors were received 
and informed about the newest developments in the scientific field 
in the most frank and friendly way. 

This concludes the presentation of ay Document Book I. 

Book II has also bean fully introduced. This completes general 

matters and the liarburg subject. There remains medical questions 

of tha Hoechst Plant which produced drugs, and Document Books III 

and IV Trill deal especially with these charges concerning Hoechst. 

I shall offer these books to tha Tribunal as soon as the translation 

is finished; at least, before the proposed trip of Judge Crawford, 
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a representative of the prosecution arxi the defense, to Switzerland 
to examine the witness, Julius Weber. I am finished for today. 

THE PRESIDENT: I think it 1 s propar to rertind you that 
you have offered the Document 36 in your Book III as your Exhibit 
1 for identification, so that you don't now become confused; also 
in Book IV, Document 3U as your Exhibit 5. In addition to that, 
you have also offered an Exhibit 7 and an Exhibit 8 which are to be 
processed and supplied to the prosecutirn and to the Tribunal. 

DR. PRIBILLA: Yes, Ur. President, that is quite correct. 

THE PRESIDENTi That is all now, Dr. Pribilla? 

DR. PRIBILLA: Yes. 

THE PRESIDENT: Vary well. Dr. Wagner, are you ready to 

proceed? 

DR. WAGNER: Yes. (Wagner for Dr. Wurstor) Nr. President, 
Your Honors, with your permission, I shell make a very brief pre¬ 
liminary remark. It is quite natural in a trial affecting 23 de¬ 
fendants, for the defendant whose turn is so late as mine to run 
the danger of presenting repetitious material. We do not wish 
repetition becauso we know what that moans for everyone concerned. 
w ® shall, therefore, endeavor to avoid it wherever possible. If it 
should occur in spite of «ur efforts, we believed that it nos neces¬ 
sary to explain the subjective facts. I should like to ask your 
indulgence in advance if a repetition should occur for this reason. 

We intend to present our case in the following way. We 
shall ask for your permission to call Dr. burster to the witness 
stand. Subsequently, we shall ask for only one witness, and then 
we shall present our document books. During the direct examination, 
we shall introduce a vary few documents in order to make the pic¬ 
ture clearer, but most of our documents will be introduced after 
the examination. May I now ask the Tribunal whether they have the 
English translation of our document books? 

THE PRESIDENT: I an advised, counsel, that we have Books 
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I and II.- -n 

DR. WAGNER: Thank you. That will be quite enough for to¬ 
day. I believe that tomorrow you will have the other booka 

THE PRESIDENT: We have also, I think, your Book IV. 

DR. WAGNER: Thank you. Uay I ask the Tribunal to call the 
defendant Dr. Tfurster to the stand. 

THE PRESIDENT: The defenda-'* Wurster will take the witness 

stand. 
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TfLi FfCSIDEKT: Dr. .urstcr, would-you please romain standing,* 
raise your right hand, say "I", and state your name for the record.

Q. Dr. ‘water, uill you please, for the record, givo your full 
n.-v.tc, year and olaec of your birth. 

A. Karl './-irate.-, 19CO, Stuttgart. 

Q. 1 /hat month? 

A. 2 December 1500. 

Q. Stuttgart An \icrtte.ubrrg? 

A. Yea. 

Q. First of all. Dr. './urstcr, I should like to ask you very briefly 
to toll us about your‘career. An affidavit of your 1 c is in our document 
books, so that we need not go into detail. 7/hat is your profession? 

A. I am a chemist. 

Q. Will you please pause. You know the circumstances. When was 
tho first practical contact that you had with chemical industry? 

A. That was in the first year of my studies — 1919. It wa3 not 
vary easy for me to finance ny studies, and therefore I had to attempt 
to do away with difficulties by earning additional funds. I tried 
various factories for such an oppo.*t\nity, and among others I got an 
offer from the Badischc Anilin and Soda Fabrik. I followed up this 
offor and in 1919, for the first tine, and again in 1920 and 1921, 
during my smarter holidays, I sp^nt two or throe months in this factory 
as a laboratory worker. 

Q, Do you have any special recollections of that time? 
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A. Yes, cortainly. I learned a great deal about chenistry during 
this time — especially annually, in addition to what I learned at the 
university. Perhaps an even stronger impression was that of the first 
contact with the factory oorkora, because I lived with these people 
all day long — 7 ate lunch *.dth then, and these impressions mV 
especially strong. In the last year, 1921, I luid the strongest 
impression from being a witness of the big explosion. I was in the 
plant at the tin?. I as in an analytical laboratoiy and consequently 
participated in the investigation of this catastrophe. I was greatly 
impressed at that time by the er.on.vous social efforts made by this 
plant in caibattir.g this cacActro..he, On that occasion I also had my 
first impression -f *^L^h. At the rjsmorial ceremony for the victims — 
thero were alnoec six hundred dilled — Bosch tvade such a speech tliat 
I formed ray o nthueiarn for v-orking in industry. I remember how strongly 
he brought out how d*.ff?cult our struggle vtith nature is — that one 
must not lose coa'-aje, even if ona tma standing, as he at thut time, 
in tho ruins of a factory, This impression nas recurred to me now 
because exactly twenty-five years later, nr. V. Sop* ar.be r 1946, I spoke 
at the same graves myself — this tiave as the manager of a plant that 
was in ruins. 

0. Dr. Wurster, riven did you take the university examinations? 

A. The state examination in 1921, and the doctor examination in 
the beginning of 1923. 

o. And after your e::aaiiiation3, chat did you do? 

A. I was a uniyersity assistant until the end of 1923. Tlvon I 
finally decided to go into industry. Conditions were not very simple 
because of the inflation and this decision was relatively easy for me. 
Then, in January 1924, I went to the Badischo Anilin and Soda Fabrik 
as a chemist. The Tribunal is aware that this is one of tho founding 
firms of I.G. Farben industry. 

Q. How old were you then? 

A. I was twenty-three. 
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Q. Dr. '.Airster, would you please briefly describe to the Tribunal 
your work and your career in the Sadische Anilin and Seda Fabrik. 

Perhaps you will begin by telling what your work was at first. 

A. I began, as I believe almost all young chemists do, as a 
laboratory chemist. That is doing laboratory woric, sorjetines of a 
scientific nature, but aT. ays lith an industrial aim. I continued tiiia 
work for several years. I uos fortunate enough, I may say, to havo some 
success in this woric which led to several inventions, so that after 
about three years, for the first tixsc, I followed up ay om laboratory 
vwrk into the experimental stago and then into production. That w.s 
about 1927 or 1928. I was in part a laboratory chemist and part in 
the production end. But I routined in this scientific technical 
laboratory until 1930 — abort six years. 

Q. And from 1927 to 1930-31, what did you do during this time? 

A. A3 I havo already said, transferring the experiments on a 
largo scale, I had a small plant and the workers and everything nocossary. 

Q. You wore speaking of inventions. Did you yourself mako any 
inventions? 

A. Yos, especially during these six years. I had a numbor of 
personal inventions. 

0. In tho inorganic fiold? 

A. Yes, all in tltc inorganic field, 

Q. And these inventions uorc patonted? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Were these patents oxploitcd? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Are they of any importance today? 

A. Yos, to a large extent these processes are still in use today. 

Q. Will you please continue in the description of your carcor. 

A. Arouid 1930 I nos in charge of a plant group of about one 
hundred workers and then at the end of 1931, December 1931, I received 
the somewhat surprising ne-.is that I was proposed as head of the 
inorganic department of tho factory, because my predecessor was to 
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retire on 1 January because of !iis age* There was to be a transition 
period of about tire years for lsc to become acquainted with the uork 
fully. Then, in the beginning of 1932, I took this up in a very 
practical way. I put on overalls, and studied one operation after 
another from tlte ground up. 

*. I believe that is sufficient. !/hat did you do after that? 

A. In 1932 I became deputy department chief of the inorganic 
department which had been taken over temporarily by another diroctor 
and aftor this man retired, according to plan, I became department 
chief in 1934 — the beginning of 1934. 

Q. Under what circumstances did you tako over this department? 

A. When I received the assignment at tho time, at tho ond of 
1931, the circumstances wore very difficult. I can remember vory well 
tho Vorstand tolling me, "You will not oam any laurols hero." ’.fc iroro 
in tho oiddlo of the depression. Fcoplo wore being dismissed and thorc 
woro all sorts of difficulties. The circinstances wore certainly not 
easy. 

Q. You said that in 1934 you became independent doparUvont chief. 

a. Yes. 

>1. Did this appointment as department chiof have any influence 
on your position otherwiso in tho plant? 

A. Yes, I rccoivcd prokura. I bcliovc it was in April 1934. 

Q. Then if 1 colculnto coi*rcctly you wore thirty-three years old 
at that time? 

A. Yes, that is right, 

Q. That was in 1934, one year after the National Socialists seizure 
of power. Did this political £ rage lave anything to do with your 
promotion? 

A. No, I lave alroady told you that tho decision was made at the 
end of 1931. I know that very well because it happened to be on my 
birthday. 

Q. Now, whit was your further career? 
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A. I remained dcpartrxsr.t cldcf of the inorganic department of the 
Luchdgshafcn Plant until the end of 1937. In 1936 I bee arac titular 
director! 

)« Titular director—tlmt .Tejns that you were a procurist from 
tho logal point of view, but were justified in using the titlo 'directors 
A. Yes. 

Q. '/ill you please give us c. picture of your responsibility 
botwoon 1934 and 1937. 
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Q Will you please give Us a picture of your 

responsibility between 1934 and 1937? 

A The management of the inorganic department included 

• 

the duty of directing all tho production of this department, 
together v/ith all tho co-workers, plant managers and so forth . 
Connected with it there was an inorganic research department 

employing a few chemists. I was informed about their work. 

• • 

When I gave up tho department, in 1937, it had about eight 
hundrod employees. That will give ycu some idea of tho size. 
T hcso oight hundred porsons were in approximately thirty or 

perhaps forty operations. That is abcut tho volumo within 

• # 

tho factory. I had, of courso, certain social wolfaro tasks 
in this position, with tho restriction that they came to mo 
a3 instructions of the personnel department and tho Vorstnnd. 
But oven at that tirao I was very busy with this work. 

I may say that at tho ond when I gavo up this

dopartment I knew all of these oight hundred people personally, 
each single workor. 

Q V/hat happonod at tho end of 1937? 

A At tho ond of 1937 I was informed that tho two senior

burster No. 3, ^xhibit 2. This ohart bolongs in Dooument 
Book I, page 25. 
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Q Dr. VTurstar, will you please explain, very briefly, 
this organizational chart? 

A The chart shows what I have just said. In the middle 
you sea a long group of production departments. The three figures 
in each box indicate the number of employees. Tte first figure is 
the number of acadaaic employees; the second indicates technical 
and commercial employees, etc., and the third figure, the workers. 
The first figure shows departments listed are ths social worker 
departisants directly under me, and the third row are the technical 
departments which supported production, repair work, traffic depart¬ 
ment, purchasing department, etc. Thct vary briefly. 

I believe, that Judging from the figures, the chart is 
from the year 19Ul. The number of employees is 26,000 employees, 
more than I said for the year 193«. 

Q I believe that is sufficient. Are these heads of 
production, as far as they were heads of departments, selected from 
the view of Party politics? 

A No, I never knew whether the individuals were Party 
members or not. I was never interested in that. They were selected 
exclusively for thair ability and their character, and when tho 
questionnaires cane out after the capitulation, we discovered that 
of the heads of all the production departments including the big 
engineering djpartmait which represents about 80 £ of the factory, 
there was only one Party member out of J7 paople. All the others 
were not in the Party at all. After the collapse there were no 
difficulties• 

^ I now coma to your functions as plant leader which you 
touched upon briefly before. You have already said that you con¬ 
tinued to watch over the individual departmants. I should like to 
bring out just one department, for example, the social welfare de¬ 
partment. What duty did this department have? 

A Actually it had the assigment of taking care of all the 
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employees, not only in what was prescribed fcy law, but what was to 
be done in addition to that. In the course of this trial, it has 
been pointed out repeatedly that the voluntary social achievements 
of our plant, were of very great significance. For our Ludwig star an 
plant there was one question which was of special significance in 
this connection, "e are an old factory, almost 55 years old, and the 
plant eiEployees are attached to tradition. It was customary Xor the 
foreman and the worker to come from one generation to the other, so 
we have many families of the fourth generation working for us now. 

We felt that we had a great obligation to take care of these old 
people, and therefore there were over 10,000 people drawing old age 
pensions, and I always included them among the family employees be¬ 
cause they were largely dependent upon us. 

Q Can you give me any figures giving a picture of how 
many otrployees you have who have worked in the ploht for a certain 
number of years? For example, do you know how many employees have 
worked fer 15 yeara or more for you? 

A 'tie were talking about that the other day, and came to 
the figure of 8,COO workers who have been with us for 15 years or 
more. 

^ To what extent did you, as plant leader, have any special 
work in connection with this question? 

A I have already said there were expenditures involved. 

I spoke of tha oblivions imposed upon us indirectly by these people 
drawing old age pensions. They had plant homes, gardens, etc., 
from us. I was vary interested in the subject. A person who works 
actively in a factory today and who seas how his father and uncle 
are treated, has an entirely different attitude toward the faetpry 
if he knows that tha factory is loyal to him when he cannot work. 

Q Do I understand you correctly. Dr. burster, that the em¬ 
ployees who spent a certain nurber of years in your plant received a 

pansion similar to that received in Germany by ol’d age pensioners of 
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the State, and other public agencies. 

A y 3s. It was a thing which involved a great deal of work. 

* But » in addition to your capacity as plant leader you 
had special people in charge? 

A Yes. Departs were heads of the deportments, as chemists, 
physicists, engineers, lawyers, economists, and of course I was very 
dependant on their advice and their cooperation, especially in matters 
outside ay own profession as a chemist. 

Q You also spoke of hones and gardens which were made 
available to the employees. Can you give us a picture of this? 

A We of necessity, had a large number of homes for people 
who had to liva near the plant. I was one of them. I lived 50 
meters away from the factory. In addition to that we had thousands 
of homes in the neighborhood — of the so-called PFALZ — within a 
radius of about 50 kilometers, but every fourth employee lived in a 
home which belonged to the plant and for which he hod received a 
loan which he was able to pay off gradually. It was our aim that 
every third employee would get such a home. 

Q Dr. Vfurster, in your administrative work how did you 
spend most of your working time, at the desk or in the factory? 

A In the factory, Mr. Wagner. I never liked desks or 
paper. It is only in this way that one can gat a real impression 
of the life of a factory worker. I spent most of the day in the 
factory getting impressions, giving suggestions, etc., and I spent 
a minor part of my day at the desk. 

W And how did you take care of your mail? 

A There was, of course, a great deal of mail which came 
to me because as a leader of such a large plant one received a great 
many letters, rfhen an old pensioner wanted her rent lowered she 
thought that the best thing to do would be to write to the boss. My 
secretary was the former secretary of Professor Bosch. I had un¬ 
limited confidence in him and he had to open all ny mail, read it,

being overwhelmed by it. 

Q Another question. How were letters handled at Farben 
for example, when your name is only on the distribution list. Did 
you sea these letters? I should like to give as an example Prosecu¬ 
tion Bchibit 1319> NI 1*693, Book 68, English page 31, German page 
31. This is one of the many Farben circular letters of 11* pages. 
Have you found it? 

A Yas, that's a typical example of a letter which I would 
not have seen. You qiestioned me about this latter once before, and 
1 looked it over carefully. I found one passage in it, point l*-o. 

I an giving this only as an exanplo because our factory is mentioned 
in a labor question but, in that case sy personnel dapartment might 
have called this matter to ay attention. Perhaps with a cownent, 
perhaps not. But, to read a document of li* pages was impossible 
for me under the circumstances. 

Q An I right, if I say that if your name appears on the 
distribution list, this d^s not prove that you actually saw the 
letter or learned of it? 

A No, that does not prove it, otherwise I would not have 
been able to do any production work.

before and whicn struck me so much in the United States. It was our 
custom that any work of that sort was regarded as secret. The ex¬ 
pression, however, loses c little of its tirror to civilians if you 
add that the industrial plans had to be known to a large circle of 
industrialists because aftjr all they had to help in it.

A I cannot recall that I was ev .r asked for it, but I ray- 

salf when I gave tny lectures to the industrial college which I men-

tioned before — -- 

Q Was that 1929? 

n Yes, in 192? ar.d 1950* I spok3 about everything which 
had bean done in that field during the first world war, and which at 
that tire was still of considerable in portent to a foreign country 
or to a foreign arcy. 

Q Maybe you don't understand my question, excuse.me. *<hat 
I am asking you is whether the industrial mobilization plans which the 
OKYi and German Thocas' office prepared in 1935, whether those plans 
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ward as readily available to tha United States authorities as they made 
available to you the plans which you say you got from the United States 
Office of tha Department of war? 

A Of course, I understood your question, and I thought the 
first pert of my answer indirectly amounted to my answering your ques¬ 
tion. and you interrupted roe before I could continue. 

Q TVould you please try to answer it directly and not in¬ 
directly. 

A Since I have no other facts at my disposal, that is the 
only way I can answer your question. Uy direct answer is that only 
yesterday I was given a declaration by the former military attache in 
Berlin who expresses that ha had never asked ms any questions in the 
years between 1935 and 1939 which I would not hove readily answered, 
particularly in the field of industrial mobilization. I certainly 
would have allowed him to enter certain important works had he asked 
me to do so. 

* But the fact is that you did not permit any American 
officers to get any information from the period 1935 to 1939 about 
the mobilization plans of Germany, that is a fact, is it not? 

a I thought I said the contrary Just now. as far as 
industrial mobilization was concerned; as for the other field of 
mobilization, I am unable to give you any information. 

Q Wall, on industrial mobilization, to your knowledge, was 
the industrial mobilization plans over given -- the German industrial 
mobilization plans — ever aede available to American authorities from 

the period 1935 to 1939 ? 

O I can only give you information about the period of time 
between '35 and *36, as far as industrial plans are concerned because 
in 1936 I left General Thomas' agency. As until 1936 no printed plan 
then existed, they were about to be produced. I can, of course, re¬ 
member no case that before that period of time an American officer had 
asked me to show him a plan of that sort which wasn't ready yet. 
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Q Now, with respect to the studies that you undertook in 
the United States, do you know, or do you recall, that the German mil¬ 
itary attache in the United States prevented any comprehensive in¬ 
vestigations by Gjrnan arngr officers as to the United States facili¬ 
ties, industrial-wisa, because he was afraid that any investigations 
by German army officers in the United States would disturb his re¬ 
lationship, his good relationship with the United States? Do you 
know of such an attitude having been expressed by the German military 
attache in the United States? 

DR. BOETTCHER (Counsel for the Defendant Krauch): I must 
make an '•bjaction her*. I do not see what that question has to do 
with the subject natter of this witness 1 testimony. Vie are discuss¬ 
ing here what tha witness has said in his affidavit, but tha things 
dono by other O.jrmon agencies in America is quite irrelevant. 

KR. AlEHANi If four Honors please, the relavancy appears 
to us to be this. The witness testified of his contacting the German 
military attach* in Washington, and that thereupon the German mil¬ 
itary attache introduced him to the United States Army officials who 
thereby facilitated his studies in connection with the mobilisation 
plans that Army may have had. Now, than, tha quastion I put to him 
is whether he knaw that the German military attache had a contrary 
policy, namely, that German arqy officers should not undertake any 
investigations or studies of the United States industrial facilities, 
and so forth, and it seams to a* it is very relevant on tha substance 
of his testimony. 

THE COtllSSICNER: '..all, wait just a minute. Now, the 
Tribunal which appointed tha coecissionar doesn't give them authority 
to rule o n objections unless it is things so widely out of the scope 
of tha interrogation, in order to keep order and so on; but it is 
right to make tha objection, and than I will not rule on it; and, of 
course, he will answer or answer, and then it will be taken up 
by the Tribunal when they come to consider the evidence. 
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DR. BOETTCHER: V^ry wall. Your Honor, that is tha reason 
I wanted tha rac. rd to show that tha question just put now by the 
Prosecution seems to ma to be irrelevant and seams to ne to be out¬ 
side of the topic discussed in the affidavit. 

THE COMMISSIONERj All right, you say proceed, and the 
Tribunal will taka care of that.

W Now, Mr. 'eitnass, do you recall tha last question I put 

to you? 

A May I repeat your question briefly in order to be on the 
safe side. You wanted t« know whether it was correct that tha German 
military attache in the United States disliked the idea and even pre¬ 
vented the German officers fr-ts having insight into American industries 
and into any preparations for the nobilizati'-n of industry. My answer 
is that in 1929 there was no German military attache, nor did I ever 
say that tha German military attache ever introduced me to anybody. 

’.hat I said was an official of the embassy who was then appointed, 
a civilian, who introduced me to these places. Nor did the German 
embassy issue any directives at that time which would hove limited 
or prevented or denied my studios because they ware arranged with me 
between the two .*or Departments which was the decisive thing, end 
then with the Assistant Secretary of T/sr. I was admitted not only 
to the agencies of the United States «rmy, but particularly to the 
industrial plants which were Trrking under tha policy of the mobiliza¬ 
tion of industry f tha United States Army and where as such were of 
special interest. 

Q ‘was there any industrial mobilization of the United 
States going on at that time that you saw? 

o as I see it, the United States at that time were lead¬ 
ing in that field in tha whole world. I said, for instance, in oy 
affidavit that in tha agency of the assistant Secretary of 7,*a r , a 
volume -was shown to me which contained a complete plan of mobilization 
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of that plant, start id from the task it would have to fulfill in war- 
tine dom to tha last disign which was necessary for that task. I was 
even told that that plant — I don't resaaber the figures — some ten 
thousand or hundreds <>f thousands of dollars, was involved, and that 
it was particularly rerarkabla that the film brought up the expanses 
itself, and that should be an example for the whole of American in¬ 
dustry, and that wasn’t even secret. 
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>2 Now the particular plant you are referring to, do you remem¬ 
ber what kind of a plant that was? Tihat were they engaged in manufac¬ 
turing? 

A I never visited the plant. I only was shown the teclmical 
plans of mobilization which were issued to the Assistant Secrotary of 
'.iar in 'Washington by that plant. 

0 Well, doosr.'t the thing really come clown to this: that you 
were told, as you say, that an autonobile plant, for instance, could be 
converted for other uses in case of war? Does that cane dam to that? 

A ’.Tell, that was not the reason why I was ordered to the United 
States. I knew that beforehand. '..Tut I wanted to study and had to 
study was what was being dono. 

DR. BOETTCHER: I would be grateful to tho Prosocution if thoy 
wouldn't arguo. They should simply ask questions.

in. A:CHAN: I thought I did put a question to tho '.fitness, but 
we trill pass that up. 

BY IB. AiCKAli: 

Q I am asking you, !2r. Witness, doesn't the thing in its ossential 
como dam to this: that what you refer to as mobilisation plans iii the 
United States was nothing noro tl*n general outlines that a plant, for 
instance, producing automobiles could if the occasion of an emergency war¬ 
ranted bo coverted for the production of essontial war material? Isn't 
tnat oseontially what the mobilisation plans wore that you are talking 
about? 

A That is entirely incorrect. Perliaps I could add in a sen¬ 
tence here that I think there were too things which tie United States 
learned from the first T.orld Tor: first of all, that you can't improvise 
a war-trained army in one day. You must have time for preparation and 
you need officers. Secondly, industry must be prepared for along time 
in order to be ready in case of war. Basing themselves on those two 
premises, a plan of mobilisation had been drawn up which took care of all 
the requirements of a United States army in the strength — but I don't 
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want to corsnit nyself to a figure lvere — of about four to six nillion 
r.en. The requirements of an amy of that sort were laid dox.-n to the 
last car and the military agencies with whoa I had contact regarded it 
as their task to fulfill fsuch requirements of that army in peacetime 
and to draw up the necessary technical plans, even issue what they called 
the educational orders with which the industry was to work, so that in the 
event of war, production was clearly organized and would function as 
smoothly as possible. That vras the l/hole point, and that was what I had 
studied, 

THE COISUSSIOmt: *t might be that we should take about a 
fiftoon-uinute recess.

THE V.'ITNESS: Hay I rectify or rather supplement iny statements 
in ono certain point. Before tho recess you asked no whether the pub¬ 
lications I mentioned in ay statement were placed at nor disposal volun¬ 
tarily by the agency of the Assistant Secretary of war or whether I had 
requested that they be placed at ny disposal. Iff answer was that that 
varied. How I do recall after wo havo discussed it now at longth that 
I did not only get publications in tho agency of tho Assistant Secretary 
of “far but also in the pro euro rent agencies of tho various branches of 
tho Uttitod States Airy, for instanco, tho Ordnanco Department, tho Signal 
Corps, the Chemical warfare Service and oven other agencies, and I vras 
authorized to proceed to studios of tho same nature for a few days and 
cut down the pattern of the field covered by those various agencies of 
tho Armed Forces. In this connection I found out on various occasions 
that tho officers of the American Army were rejecting my request for such 
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publications at first, but got informtion from their superiors ns to 
whether they could give me these publications, and once they had re¬ 
ceived this authorization I regularly received the publications. 

Q Now did I correctly understand you, I!r. Y.’itness, to say that 
you saw a Model of the Mobilization plan and its technical aspects from 
which you wore able to see that tcclmical Mobilization natters would 
have to bo followed in order to re iso an army of four end a hnlf million? 
Did I correctly understand that to bo the testinony? 

A Well, the word "technical" has to bo clarified a little bit 
there. \ 

Q Bcforo you undertake tc clarify "technical", could you toll 
mo in a gcnoral way is ay understanding of your testimony corroct, namoly, 
that what was sho*m to you by t:*> United States Army officials, as you 
say, wore tho plans for industrial mobilization in ordor to raiso an 
arqy of four and a half million? In a gonorcl way is that correct? 

A In a gonoral way that is corroct oxcopt for that figuro of 
four and a half million. It is truo that I said that I can»t romombor 
tho figuro oxcctly, but I believe it tras something in tho lino botwoon 
four and six million. That was tho basis of tho plan for industrial 
mobilization and the technical port which you have asked for now con¬ 
sisted of vorbal instructions, informtion and thosa publications which 
oxplainod to no how tboso military plans would then be transformed into 
industrial execution in ordor to* (a) procure within a short tixio limit 
the oquipoont for such an army, and (b) safeguard its supplies in caso 
of war. Blueprints — I mean actual bluoprints in the sense of industrial 
work — I saw only in onco caso, nanjly, in connection with tho blueprint 
of a certain plant fren Dotroit whore I have already tr.lkod aboiit tho 
matter, 

Q How to sort of close this phase of the inquiry, I want to 

be sure that I understand 70 u. Is this the fact that T-ben you went to 

t!io United States in 1929 and 1930 to nake the studies and investigation 

of tho American economic mobilization plans, you ascertained from 
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information voluntarily givon to you by tha United States Army officials 
that it lad a mobilization pro gran to bobilizo industry sufficient to 
support an army of four and a half nillion non? Is that a fair stato- 
wont? Is that what you loamod fron your trip? 

A Excopt for that figure of four and n half nillion, which again 
I have to corroct by saying it is four to six nillion, that is in a gene¬ 
ral nay in lino with what I have said with a few slight changes, Howovor, 
I think it is important to r.oto hare that in this ease as in the enso of 
of all nilitary plans thorc i/orc plans aado without a tine sot for them.

UR. A it HAN: It seems to me, Counsel is still anticipating 
natters primaturaly. First, it seems to ae, the witness should be 
given the opportunity to answer whether he knows or not. V/hat coun¬ 
sel for the Defense seers to say now and suggest to us is that we 
make available our documentary evidence and infora the witness who is 
being cross examined by us as to what documentary evidence we have 
upon which we seek to interrogate him. Now that, in rqy view, is 
contrary to every concept of cross examination. Furthermore, as to 
the procedural matters here, if Counsel for the Dsfense feels that 
he is aggrieved by any matters taking place at this hearing, he may 
apply to the Court in proper course to make a notion to strike the 
testimony or to have any other pert of the testimony stricken from the 
record, but I do not think that it was the intantion of the Tribunal 
to have thisa procasdings delayed and these hearings delayed at every 
moment that Defense Counsel feels he is aggrieved, and to have these 
hearings before the Coma issioner suspended evary single time that ho 
is aggrievad by a supposed ruling or lack of a ruling, because if that 
were the intention of the Tribunal, then thara would be no end to these 
hearings, and every time Defense Counsel made an objection and did not 
get the ruling that he would want to or he would like to get, then, 
according to tha view of Defense Counsel, if I understand him correctly, 
he is entitled to suspend all these hearings before the Conni53ioner 
and gat rulings, interlocutory rulings, on every piece of evidence 
for every procedural problem. That never ms the intention of the 
Tribunal. It has not baen the practice heretofore, and this is not 
the first time that tha Defense have objected to something and gotten 
a ruling that they didn't like. As a matter of fact, these matters 
have occurred this way at all the prior hearings before the Commissioner. 
No*, oy point is simply this: Counsel for tha Defense is familiar 
with the procedure that has been followed here. He cannot, in our 
view, ask that the proceedings be suspended in order to apply to the 
Tribunal for a ruling on each individual procedural point. If he is 
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aggrieved, at the termination of the hearing he could make proper 
application to the Court to strike from the record whatever testimony 
he feels should hot be in the record, and under those circumstances, 

1 think wa should — we oust, as I construe the intention of the 
Tribunal, by its order of reference, proceed with the hearings and 
leave whatever remedies Counsel may have, making application to the 
Court at the termination of the hearing. 

DR. BOETTCHER: Mr. Commissioner, if I have approached you 
with a special application in this case, the reason is cnly that you 
yourself said that in quite apparent cases whore a deviation was made 
from the customary rules of procedure and where quite doubtlessly a 
dubious procedure is being applied, you could make a ruling, and that 
was my requjst. 

THE COMMISSIONER: At this time, I will not make any ruling, 
lot hin answer. Your objection and reasons are in the record, 
and it con be considered by the Tribunal.

economic strength of foreign states was one of the factors which General 
Thomas' office took into consideration in setting up its plans for gen¬ 
eral economic mobilization.

THE PRESIDENTj Have you a report, Mr. Marshal? 

THE MARSHAL: ILy it please your Honors, all the defendants 
are present save the defendants Lautenschlaeger, Hr.efliger, Ilgner, 
Buetefisch and Schaits, absent duo to illness; the defendant Duerrfeld 
absent — excused. 

THE PRESIDENTi May I say also that Judge Crawford, the 
commissioner for the Tribunal, hcs requested that the defendant Her¬ 
mann Schmitt be excused at one-thirty today to attend a commis¬ 
sioner's hearing if he is able.

DR. Y/AGNER (Counsel for defendant burster): Your Honors, 
yesterday I asked that a disposition be handed to you giving a survey 
of our document, books.

THE ERESBQfT: Yes, we do have it. 

DR. Hi.GHER: I sh2ll then continue with the examination of

That is not only argumenta¬ 
tive, Mr. Examinar, but it is calling for a conclusion from someone 
alse's mind which seems to be rather unusual. 

DR. "A.GNER: If you permit, Nr. President, that could, 
of course, be regarded in that light if there were not the considera¬ 
tion that Dr. 'lurster, as a member of the Vorstand, was himself in¬ 
formed about the attitude in distributing such cirrulaxs and what 
the practice was. 

THE PRESIDENT: Counsel, the objection is well taken but 
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it is perhaps due to an unfortunate choice of words. If there was 
a general practice in the Farban business along that line, the-wit¬ 
ness is entitled to say what- the general practice was but when he 
assumes what somebody else knew or intended, that perhaps is tech¬ 
nically objectionally. Can you not ref'n-a your question and obviate 
that objection? 

DR. '.VAGNER: Tes, I shall formulate the question in this 

way: 

Q What is the practice on this do int? 

A The practice was that the plant manager very often re¬ 
ceived lattars which were addressed actually to the plant or to 
individual departments. I believe that one prosecution exhibit 
which you put to na yesterday was a fairly good example of this be¬ 
cause it included a large number of minor questions which would 
automatically be turned over to the individual departments. That 
was the practice. 

I may, perhaps, add one thing. This reduction of the 
burden on the landing men had to increase actually during the tw.r 
because at times there were weeks or months whan wc didn't even 
sleep at night and ware extremely ovarw.rked. 

Q To make that quite clear to the Court, you me;n because 
of air raids you couldn't sleep? 

A Yes. 

Q Now, I cme to another question, -hile you were plant 
leader at Ludnigshafen how did you obtain labor? Ifes th »re a free 
labor market or was there some other arrangement or regulation by 
law or any other way? 

A 'when I became plant leader the authorities were just 
beginning to interfere in this field. Conditions in our district in 
the Palatinate ware quite different fron those in other parts of Ger¬ 
many. Even after the depression the Palatinate hung back in economic 
development. In Lucbdgshafen, for example, as late as 1937, we had 
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unenploynent. It was only in the course of 193S that expert workers 
began to leave our district for other parts of Germany and there was 
more work elsewhere for various specialists. The consequence was 
that in 1939, from about the spring of 1939 on, we had a scarcity of 
labor and in the first half of 1939 wa, in turn, received the first 
German conscripted labor. I renenber this vary well because these 
people came, above all, from South Germany vie 'Tuerttenberg and, 
since Tuerttemherg is ay owr. home I usually welcomed these men per¬ 
sonally and encouraged then and consoled then for this compulsory 
work they had to do in a different part of the country. That is how 
conditions developed. 
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Q. Did I understand y u carrootiy tc say a free labor narkcr— 
the Tact that a worker or an employes goes to the employer and con¬ 
cludes a contract without government intervention, no longer existed; 
did I understand you correctly* that this supply of labor for an in¬ 
dustrial enterprise was quite publicly regulated by law? Is t!iat right? 

A. Yes, just as you have said. 

Q. Dr. ’burster, was the hiring of foreign workers later assigned 
to you, ono of your duties as plant leader? 

A. Do you ucan bofore or after the outbreak of war? 

Q. Both before and after. 

A. Do fore the outbreak of war we had foreign workers in our 
plant, too. Tfe had I tali a; is and especially quito a few Polos so that 
before the war wo already had foreign wor!ccro, Sooo of tho, oxpocially 
the Poles, Iiad boen with us for decades and wor'.cod for ua Just liko 
the Gormans but retain^ their nationality end tliero wore always 
q*iite a lot of Italian imigrants in tho Palatinate—that is, boforo 
the war. 

Q. To continue this trend, wo come to tl»c foreign workers employed 
in your plant after tlie outbreak of war, but I don't want to go into 
that just yot. .1 will exaaino you about thr.t in connection vdth Count 
III of tho indictment. 

Ar.othcr brief question: did you attend tho plant loader coi»- 
ferences and the enterprise council? 

A. Since 1938 I was a member of the plant leader conferences. 

As has been said, the plant leaders of tho large plants not to discuss 
important question of social policy as far as they can still be in¬ 
fluenced by private parties. In the enter wise council I was not a 
member. I was only a guest. The enterprise council, according to 
law, consisted of the enterprise leader and ten representatives of the 
employees. All other plant leaders present were guests. Moreover, 
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Q. Did I understand u correctly tc say a free labor narker— 
the fact that a worker or an employes toes to the employer and con¬ 
cludes a contract without government intervention, no longer existed; 
did I understand you correctly that this supply of labor for an in¬ 
dustrial enterprise was quite publicly regulated by lav;? is tint right? 

A. Yes, just as you have said. 

Q. Dr. burster, was the hiring of foreign workers later assigned 
to you, one of your duties as plant leader? 

A. Do you mean before or after the outbreak of war? 

Q. Both before and after. 

A. Boforo the outbreak of war re had foreign workers in our 
plant, too. VTe had Italians and especially quite a few Poles so that • 
beforo the war wo already had foreign workers, Some of the, oxpecially 
the Poles, had boon with us for decades and workod for us Just like 
the Germans but retained their nationality end there wore always 
q'dte a lot of Italian imigrants in the ftilutinate—that is, boforo 
the war.

Q. To continue this trend, we com to t]»c foreign workers employed 
in your plant after the outbreak of war, but I don't want to go into 
that Just yot. .1 will exaaino you about that in connection with Count 
III of the indictment. 

Another brief question: did you attend the plant leader con¬ 
ferences and the enterprise council? 

A. Since 1936 I was a member of the plant leader conferences. 

As has been said, the plant leaders of tho ?.arge plants net to discuss 
important questions of social policy as far as they can still be in¬ 
fluenced by private parties. In the enterprise council I was not a 
nenber. I was only a guest. The enterprise council, according to 
law, consisted of the enterprise leader and ten representatives of the 
employees. All other plant leaders present \kji*c guests. Moreover, 
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these two groups could not mala any decisions. In the last analysis 
we plant leaders were rospor.isble for oar . lants. Tie wero personally 
responsible and no one coule take the responsibility away fron us. 

Q. Ho'-', a question about 72A: alien did you become a member of 
the TEA? 

A. Also in 1938 when I joined the Vorstand of Farben. 

Q. And what was your work in the TEA and the Vorstand? 

A. In the Christmas recess last year you asked me to explain 
that for you and before the defense caso I undo an affidavit for you, 

I bcliovo tiiat these t\x> subjects have boon discussed x> much here 
that it would save time if I just referred to this affidavit v/horo I 
have given ay subjoctive opinion. I have explained «y inprosoion of 
tho work in -hose too cooaittoos. From what I hovo loarnod in tho 
no an tine irou ty oollcaguos in tho various exarinations, my opinion 
quito agreos with tho opinion of tho others. 

DFl. TZXC3 : I think that a very good suggestion which -.rill servo 
to ox;xidlto tho proceedings whon I present our documents. I will offer 
this affidavit of Di-. burster to tho Tribunal, too, tho affidavit about 
tho TEA and the Vorstand work and ask your special attention for this 
documnt. This 6ottlos this quostion. 

Q. Hen/, Dr. Tfurstar, till you plca30 very briofly and concisely 
tellabout your joining tire Wazi Party? Hhon and under what circur>- 
stancos did you becoao a member of the USD.".?? 

A. In the fall of 1938 I was informed about tho order of the 
Gauleitung according to which I was listed as a party member. 

Q. And v;hat preceded that? 

A. At tiro end of 1937 it became knoen that I was to become plant 
leader of tiro Ludwigshafon plant. Therouoon tho Gauleiter very cn>- 
phatically expressed tho wish that I should join tho Party since it 
was not proper for the plant leader of the biggest plant in his Gau 
not to be a Party uenber. I refused to join, explaining that I was a 
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political person and !iad ..over belonged to any political party. 

Q. You a:an to say that you wore a pens or. not intorostod in 
Party pclitios? 

A. Tliat is perhaps a better definition. 

Di’.. mCuZT.z Your Honor, I shall introduoo soim docu.rmts about 
this, especially documents explaining the defaidants 1 attitude to¬ 
wards !latio.ial Social!sa, towards the church, towards tho Jewish 
question. Ills co.Kiuct towards Jewish and half-Jcwish anployoos. 

Thoso docvru.its will spook for tlw;-sclvcc aid Iiaro, in tho interests 
of expediting procoduro, I siiall not go into thoso questions further. 

Q. i'.cr-ij Dr. ’.Turstor, I havo a far questions about this situation 
in your Lud'./igsh.ofcn plant before and aftor t’.io orcu>>ation of Luih.ig- 
shofon by tiw Alliod troops. vfc#n .ras Ludwigs’Afon and your plant 
occupi d? 

A. Or. tho 23rd of I larch 1$U5. 

Q. Tliat was sidle hostilities wor . still going on, boforo tlic 
Go rim oapitqletior.? 

A. Us. The oapitualtion was an tlw £th of Hay- 

Q. Will y u please give us a Very concise picture of tho cir¬ 
cumstances under tfiicb tho plant was occu : -ied aid trhat role y>i u played 
in this? 

A. The Iwkrigsliafon plant was, as flu- as I know, tho first Far bon 
plant, at least tlio first big Farb-n plant, that was occupied. The 
•ccupation occurred at the timo r.ixm the G-rwna govuraoent had given 
out tho order for the scorched earth policy. In tho course of this 
tri?l wo have heard repeatedly that measures of this sort wore con¬ 
sidered at tile end of 19UL and the beginning of 19U5. It had been 
possible, however as a result of tho obj.ction of various parties to 
prevent tile ronia for destruction and to uitigato tiioso measures but 
when the Allied troops approached the lUiino this whole madness flared 
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up again quite unroatrict_d3y. 

On the 19th of larch 19li5 Hitler issued his notorious scorched 
earth order. Shortly after this order was issued I was called to the 
command post of the city of Ludwigshofen. The order was read to jjo. 

I Y/as ordered to destroy our plant and, in the oroscnco of witnesses, 

I was forced to givo ioy signature to a statement that I had taken 
notice of tlio order to destroy our plant and that I vas oblig-d to 
carry this oilier out, 

I will probably never forgot this sed hour ir. which I was to bo 
forced to ta!:o any the future livelihood of xy onployuvs and the people 
of Luduigsliafcn and to destroy what it had tniton decades of painful work 
to build up. TIjc ordor was so insane that motiver order was issued by 
Hitler on tho 30th of Larch upon Speer's litigation which partly 
rescinded it. I was in a difficult position and it ma Just during tlw 
olovon days during which tho ordor of tho 19th of Larch was in xtual 
offoct, that our pla.it was captured. 

Q. Uhat did you do? 

A. I .was quite do to rained not to carry out this ordor. Under 
tho circumstances this was, of course, not easy. T2w ruins of the city 
of Ludwigshofen i/oro to bo defended by Military forces. Tho strouts 
i.oro to bo bcrricodod unless they wore alroady blockod by tho ruins of 
houses. This was the situation in tho large parts of Ludvigs hnfen— 
Luchieshafcn had at that tis» about a third of tho 150,000 inhabitants. 
Some of t!w people had fled to our protection with their kronen and 
children. 

I had to supply the plant with electricity, gas and waUr as thoso 
facilities were not s til l in operation. A largo part of Ludwigshafen, 
especially tho city hospital, were dependent on tho factory. Tho city 
water works had been destroyed. For these reasons I realized that tho 
order to destroy tiio plant could not be carried out and it was not 
carried out. At the end there were some very Iiarassing tines because 
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for about twenty-fair hours the plant -..as between the two armies and 
we wore under artillery fire from both sides but, nevertheless, it 
was possible to preserve the power plant. associates know txst 
what !cind of coviduct and what spiritual resources theso days demanded, 

Q. After you had succeeded in saving the plant from dost notion, 
what happened? 

A. After the plant was occupied by ihc .'xorican troops the pouvr 
plant continued to opera to. The African authorities, represented 
by the military governor of Ludwigs! »afcn and Iiis staff, asked mj to 
inform thorn about the situation and I was surprised at hen? well theso 
gontlomcn 'fore i.iforrcd about conditions 5 ji t!.o city. Their primary 
intorost was to got the pooplo back to trorfca soon r. a possible and got 
them off tho streets and I was asked for suggestions to this end. 
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Q. ’’fere these suggestions just for the Plant? 

• 

A. No, not just for the plant, but for the whole city of 
Ludvdgshafen. The city authorities led a flood. Uc needed non who 
could cope with the unimaginable clcos. *fo were ablo to supply the 
ilituy government »dth a nujbcr of temporary heads for tho various 
agencies. At the beginning, almost all of tho officials of the Jv.bor 
Office, Economics Office, tho Transportation Offico, and oven tho F re 
Department was headed by Far bon non. The sane is true of the liaison 
officers with the Military Government. Tho interpreter at tho llilitary 
Court was a chord31 of ours. 

Q. Did tho American authorities loevo you in your position ns lead 
of tho plant? • 

A. Yos, in the middle of April, 1945, I w's appointed Chief 
limagor. I was thon asked to draw up a production plan for tho plant. 
Urgent requirements of the occupation forces were to be satisfied first, 
oxygen for welding, carbide and so on. The nain interest was in the 
production of fertilizer. To -givo an example, tho Into oconomic adviser 
of Gcnoral Clay, General Dra.-cr, came to the plant tvdeo for co. saltation, 
r. Snydor, State See re tar;- of Pinanco, came to tho Plant, and I shevrod 
.da around. Thoy wore sspceiolly interested in fertilizer bocai'.jo tho 
food difficulties were alroady apparent. 

Q. Did production resuno? 

A. Yos, first of all, the coal supply had to bo clocrod up. Colonel 
Rhodos, tho economic officer of tlo Pfalz, accompanied me to the Saar 
several times to clear up coal difficulties. !Jhen the control officer 
wes appointed I wont on severed tri;e to obtain other ran material, so 
tl»at in April, 1945, even before the German capitulation, our oxygen 
factory could start work again. 

I believe that in tids icy, le made a big contribution to the food 
supply of South Germany in the y^ar 1945 . 

DK. ,/AGNnR: There has been a translation mistake. The interpreter 
said "oxygen" instead of "nitrogen". 
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Q. How long did you cork with Captain Marshall, the Economic Officer 
of your Plant? 

A. Until the American Occupation Forces -..•ere replaced by the French. 

•]. Did your position as Cliicf !Ianager change on the 5th of July, 

1945? 

A. No. The American officers on the evening of the 5th of July told 
i about the order that had been issued, explaining that I tna to retain 
in r.»y position. They also told me that after a start interval tile Ancricnn 
troops vould be replaced by French, and this occurred a short tiuo later. 

Q. And what happened when the French authorities took over tta Flant? 

A. Captain Marshall introduced nc to the new Economics Officer, and 
on tta following day tho French Iiiiitary Governor, and later a special 
French administration, appointed for our riant, confirmed ray position, 

Q. And how long did yon main head of tta Tj«hdgshafcn Plant undor 
tho French A<tainistration? 

A. Until tho indictment was filed in this trial. 

Q. And when was tills indictocnt served on you, and where? 

a. At the end of June, 1947, in the city hospital in Ludvrtgahafen. 

Q. Dr. V'urstcr, on an oarlior occasion you told no that after the 
collapse at the suggestion of tho American Military Government, you took 
vor tho management of the ontirc Chctdcal Industry in the Palatinate. 

od did this corao about? 

% 

till. SPHECHER: Mr. President, I have tried not to object because 
Dr. 7afyicr personally is very interested in this. I think it is about 
as relevant as reading tie Ten Coonanducsits at this point. Tills is all 
aftor the fact. Any technician of any army authorities rho had a 
technical job to do in this area tint involved chemistry would lave been 
very stupid if ho had not used Dr. ‘furster. Certainly no ono dciiics he 
is one of the greatest experts in the chemical field. 

17c will stipulate to practically all of tho things which have been 
said, if Dr. 7agnor is interested in them. 17c think this utterly 
irrelevant. They arc all after the fact, and have nothing to do with 
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native, nothing to do with the pattern before tivc occupation by the Allies. 

DR. ..GN2t: i-r. President— 

THE » RSjIDJJT: Just a uanent, \'c era probably save some time. It 
is rather generally rccofjiiccd that tlv: conduct of one charged with eriiic, 
before and after the cemission of the offense, any be token into 
consideration where ootives and intent ore in issue, and wo do recall 
that in tho Prosecution's ease it ticnt into cone features of tho cow-vet 
of some of these defendants, at least, after the time when tho offense 
was alleged to have occurred, rerhaps illustrating what I rjj trying to 
vy, thcro is on old adage to t'no effect that, "The guilty floe uixn no 
,nc pursucth; but the righteous are as bold as a lion". Nov; tivis nan 
is entitled to show, within reasonable limitations, his conduct following 
the date of the alleged offor.so, if '.»o thinks it will throw ray light 
upon his guilty knowledge or ills criminal latent. 

I may say. Dr. Jagicr, that tivat privilege should not be abused; 
tho time of tho Tribunal should not bo unduly taken up with evidence of 
that kind, but within reasonable lijjitations, in view of what wo think 
tho practico generally is and uhat has been done in this case, tho 
objection is now overruled. 

DR. VfAOER: ilr. President, but for this objection I would ivr.vo been 
quito finished with rvy first part of tho question, so the objection often 
wastos tirao instead of gaining time. I an so careful with tisc in my 
ova interest that I believe tlw Prosecution and I can quite agree on that 
*oint. 

O. Dr. furstcr, do you rcuaaber the question to which an objection 
was raised? 

A. Yes. 

Q. .fill you please onsv/cr it briefly? 

A. During the war I bccaiK the Bezirksotraonn of the Chouical 
Industry in Palatinate, and also since 1941 I had been Honorary President 
of tho Chamber of Industry and Ccexjcrcc of Ludwigehafen. Fro:., this v.ork 
I knew the general economic conditions in this district. 
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•). Did your work as resident of the Chamber of Corancrco have any 
special connections with ter ditties? 

A. On the contrary, the Chambers of Industry aid Ctratcrcc are 
very old custonary ortfiniaationa t/Idch arc united in an International 
Organization, for the self atkxinistration of industry, Uhat rcmJjicd 
of tills organization during the oar, ncrc plaits which were not ic.dcr 
special war organizations, tint is natters und.r civilian prediction. 
For example, all of the handicraft organizations. 

i}. Hot; long Kas this Chamber of Cocracrcc, wliosc Prosidc.it you tierc, 
existed? 

A. It is very old, since 1943, over 100 years. 

DA. .U®£d: lour Honors, I have finished tho first part of ny 
diroct examination. 

\1o shall now go into a nxubor of specific questions on Count I 
in tlic course of the uar, end if colleague. Dr. Hcintzolcr, will examine 
Dr. ’furstcr not/. 
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DIRECT JX.AUNATION - Continued) 

DR. K JIL IVURSTER 

BY DR. HEINTffiLER: 

Q. With the permission of the Tribunal I should like to exfmino 
the witness regarding Count I of the Indictment. Dr. burster, tho 
indictment charges you with having oarticipated in tho oreparation 
for a war of aggression, and also with an alliance which Farben al¬ 
legedly concluded in 1932 with Hitler. I may sum up, for tho sako of 
brevity. In your previous examination you havo already testified 
that in 1932 you had no responsible position within Farben. But for 
the sako of illustration, will you pleaso explain to tho Tribunal what 
your income was in 1932, - approximately? 

A. A few hundred marks a month. 

Q. .Vow the position that you held in 1932, did this give you any 
insight into tho political policy of Farbon, or any influence on Far¬ 
ben's political policy as far as one can apeak of such a policy? 

A, No, certainly not. 

3* tho first timo, after 1932, that you learned of this 

alleged allianco of Farbon with Hitler, concluded in 1932? 

A. It was in 1947 when I received the indictment. 

Q. Dr. Wurster, before the indictment was served, wore you not 
once interrogated about the chorgos; didn't you obtain knowledge of 
them in that way? 

A. No. 

.0. You wore never interrogated beforehand? 

A. No, I was nevor interrogated on those questions. 

Q. In the Vorstand, and the TEA at the time when you bclongod to 
these two Boards,from 1938 on, were political questions ever discussed 
in perticular foreign policy? 

A. No, never in my presence. 

1. What were the subjects that were discussed? 

A. Purely technical questions. 
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0. While you belonged to these two bodies, from 1938 on, was any 
general political line of Farben ever discussed, or decided upon? 

A. No, I do not believe one can speak of that. I do not believe 
it existed. 

Q. Then you joined the Vorstand in tho TEA in 1938. When did these 
two bodies give you the impression of institutions having a. decisive In¬ 
fluence on the policy of the Third Reich? 

A. Not at all. Ity impression was that at that time alroady the 
German industry was more an object than a subject; it was n»re the rnvil 
then tho hammer. 

Cl. I an sure the fact of roaraacent was not a secret to you; did 
you over conclude from this that Hitler was planning a war of aggression? 

A. Not at all. 

Q. Did you not conclude from the nature and oxtont of the armament 
that the purposo could only bo the waging of wars of nggrossion? 

A. I had no insight into oithor the nature or oxtent of tho arm¬ 
ament which **>uld have Justified do drawing any such conclusions. 

Q. Then may I ask what did you personally consider tho purposo of 
rearmament in-Germany? 

A. Nothing; in tho Palatinate one did not think of war, and cor- 
tainly not a war of regression. This is a border country, and probably 
more then any other district it has seen tho consequence of war. I of¬ 
ten wondered after the war that many oeople in Northern Germany did not 
know that from 1918 to 1930, the Palatin»to was occupied. People who 
lived there knew whe.t war meant. If you ask me what I considered tho 
purpose of the armament, I wsuld say I had to assume that the Govern¬ 
ment wented to be prepared to ward off any foreign attacks. I had no 
-ther idees about the armament, especially, perhaps, because I was look¬ 
ing at it from the point of view of our district. / 

Q. Did you or did you not realize that Hitler, with the aid of 
rearmament, wanted to carry out a policy aimed at robbing the people of 
other countries of their freedom, their country and their prooerty? 
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• 

A. No, I did not. 

Q. And on the 1st of September, 1939, when war actually did break 
out, what was your attitude towards this event? 

... I v/as deeply distressed. I night even say I was desperate, and 
I told my associates so at the tine. 

Q. Dr. Wurster, what was your attitude, - ycur basic attitude, - 
underlying your practical conduct during the war. 

A. I could change the major courso of events Just as little as 
any other ono person in a similar position. If you ask oc about my 
basic attitude, all during the war, I should like to use a figure of 
speech that I often used in conversation with ay frionds. In this tem- 
post of world events, I felt like the hclnsoan of a small ship. This 
ship was my factory, and I had to try to got this ship that was en¬ 
trusted to ne through the tempest with its crew. 

Q. After these introduction questions of a general nature, I now 
come to tho individual facts cited in tho Indictment as proof that you 
helped to prepare for a war of aggrossion, and first of all I should 
like, in order to avoid repetition, to ask you Just ono question. 

Did you ever attend any of the wich discussed maneuvers, or wore 
you aware that such maneuvers woro carried out in your plants? 

A. No, I never participated. As scon from tho Prosecution docu¬ 
ment, there was one in 1936, but that was not under my sphere of in¬ 
fluence, and I believe it was quite theoretical as I learned later. 

Q. Also, on the quostion of air raid preparations, I shall ask 
only one question about that. 

Tho Prosecution has handed in minutes of tho Directors' Confer¬ 
ence at Ludwigshafen on the 12th of Aoril, 1938, and on the 27th of 
September, 1938. This is Prosecution's Exhibit 180, in Book 7, and 
171, also in Book 7. The first docueent is on page 33 of the English, 
60 of the German; the second doccent is on page 35 of the English, 62 
of tho German. I have only one question about these two documents. 

V/hat did you gather from these documents, with reference to tho 
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intensity of air raid prec* ‘-ions in Lud-dgshafen Plant? 

A. I believe that these documents show that our purely defensive 
air raid precautions were very meager, in respect to the anounts expend¬ 
ed on the two. According to Exhibit 181, in 1937, Ludwigshafon oroper, 
spent a total of 10 marks per employee. One oust considerth=>t this in¬ 
cludes not only expenditures for the protection of peoole at the ol-nt, 
but also amounts expended for. the protection of the machinery in tho 
factory which represented a. value of several hundred thousand marks. 

Q. I now come to the so-cnllcd mobilization pirns, and I ask tho 
indulgence of tho Tribunal if I spend somewhat more time on this sub¬ 
ject. I believe it is necessary to go into some detail here because 
the oxample of tho Ludwigsha-fcr. plant is an especially good illustration 
of whethor the assertion of tho indictment in oarrgr*ph 23 is correct 
or incorrect, namely, and I quote: "Septesfcer, 1939, in tho invasion 
of Poland found Farbon long since converted to a wartime footing". 

My first quostion on this subject. Dr. Water, beforo tho first of 
Januory, 1938, beforo you became a Vorstand member, and a Plant Leader 
cf Ludwigshafon, ies the working out of mobilization Dlans ono of your 
duties? 

A. No. As I have already said, tho first time I was only the head 
of one production department. Therefore, I can say nothing from my own 
knowledge in regard to the Prosecution's documents concorning mobiliza¬ 
tion plans before this time. 

Q* I then ask you to toll tho Iriburai rtiat was done a/tor tho first 
of Jpnuary, 1939, generally; what the mobilization ideas wurc of the au¬ 
thorities in respect to the Ludwigshafen-Oppau plants. 

A. The idca.s of the Berlin authorities were less to mobilize Lud- 
witshafen for war than to immobilize the plant. The authorities appar¬ 
ently believed that because of the situation of boing very near the ’#ost- 
ern border of the Reich, Ludwigshafen was in great danger, and therefore 
it would not be able to produce at ell. I did not think that this idoa 
was evidence of an intention to wage a wa.r of aggression. 
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Q. At this point. Your Honors, I should like to introduce Docu¬ 
ment 16 as Exhibit 3. This is r map of Southern Berraany, and I should 
liko to ask the Marshal to hand the copies to the Judges. 
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First of all, I should like to ask the indulgence of the Tribunal 
because this is a war jap and not a pre-war or a post-war nap. But 
unfortunately I was not able to find any other suitable map for the 
purposes of this trial. 

Q. Lay I ask you. Dr. burster, with the aid of this map to ex lain 
the position of Ludr/igshafen with respect to tire French border? 

A. The sup stars at a glance that Ludivigshafen is about sixty 
kilouetera iron the French border; that is, .-bout forty iniles. That is, 
it is very .rear. 

Q. Sinco the Tribunal is looking at this map, I should like to 
ask you to explain to the Tribunal with its assistance what part of 
Germany is called the Palatinate, that is, tho district in which you 
worked. 

A. It is tho district west of the Rhine, botween tho S a nr and 
tho Rhine. 

• * 

Q. I should like to remark that the Palatinate is surrounded 
with a blue line in the naps t*iich I have given to the Tribunal. 

A. If I nay outline it very briefly, it is a district with 
scarcely a uillion inhabitants but of groat historical and cultural 
importance. It was often the center of history, and many wars have 
gone ovor tliis country. The population Ires a very definite interest 
in liberty, vory temperamental and frank. F*or. the economic point cf 
view, tho country is vory fertile. Driving through it, it is liko ono 
big garden. 

Fron the industrial point of view, the characteristics are: A 
big shoe industry in the west, and the *iiolc district is greatly 
influenced by the big Farben plant. I should perhaps add something 
about agriculture. It is the biggest wine-growing district of Goruzny, 
and it is of great econonic importance. As to the history of our plant, 

I may perhaps add: The city of Ludwigshafen on the Rhine is perhaps a 
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typical city in the African sense. I have, unfortunately, never boon 
in Airerica and cannot speak froa ny own laioulcdgo. But be foe the 
factory was built there was only a farryard on this site and the whole 
city has gream up with this factory around this factory; subsidiary 
industrios, oschlno industries, construction industries. And this 
meant that the faotory was vory important for economic development ill 
all of the life in tills district. 

1 remarked yesterday how bound to tradition the employees of our 
plants a-e. That is bccauso, perhaps, they ao extrenuly frank, a 
charactoristio which is especially suitable for chemical workers. 

That is about all I have to say about out plant. 

Q. I now cojk back to the mobili*atia: preparations for Ludwigs- 
hafen. You said that tho Berlin authorities vero of tho opinion that 
Ludvigahafon in tho ovont of war could not continuo to produce. Can 
you give mo proof of tho correctness of Uiis stntonont? C a n you find 
any proof for this in tho docurm:nts already in evidoncu? 

A. Yos; for o::auplo, in tho matter of tiw Reich Ministry of 
Economics in July, 1939, Prosocution Exhibit 230, MI-7121, Book 8, 
English pago 125, Gernai page 139. 

Q. '.That was the practical result of tto attitude of tho authori¬ 
ties in Berlin on tho quostion of the production at Ludwigshafen in 
tho ovont of vrar? 

A. There x/cro two practical rosults. First, no big expansion 
was to tc planned at Ludwigsiiafcn. Secondly, tho idea was discussed 
that part of tho production facilities at Ludwigshafon wore to bo 
moved to better-protected areas, for example, central Germany. One 
could do little against tho first idea. I, more or less, sabotaged 
this second idea because I didn't think there would bo a war. And, 
therefo o, I thought it madness to ruin this beautiful factory by 
dismantling its facilities. Therefore, ry people had instructions to 
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procrastinato end to sec that nothing foolish was done. 

Q. Con you perhaps find any confirmation in the documents in 
evidence for your policy of procrastinating iii • »obilication quostions 
and preventing cutting down your plant? 

A. Yes, I find such a confirmation, for example in ProsecutJ. n 
Exhibit 229, Dociuxnt EC-97, Book 8, English page 117, Germany page 
135. This is a file note of a conference in t!w Chemistry Supervision 
(Uobjruachungsstcllc Chcaio) of 26 October, l?33—no, excuso no, that 
is the wrong dato...tho 8th of December, 1930. The conference was on 
tho 6th of December; tho document was drawn up on tho 8th. 

Q. ftcouso no for interrupting you. Ir. presenting this document 
on tho Uth of Scpto.itcr, 19h7, tho Prosecuti n pointed out that 
according to this document Ludwigshafen had askod tho authorities whothcr 
in caso of oucrgoncy Luduigshafen would bo able to produce. The Pro¬ 
secution ndc'.od that this was a clear case in whirl, tho initiative cano 
from Far bon. trill you plcaso coaecnt on that? 

A. I do not recall that I myself sa./ this document before tho 
trial. It^ia an official docuaont. 1 gather iron tlw ccntonts that 
Dr. Moll was prosent during tho discussion about Ludwigshafen. 

Q. Who was Dr. ISoll? 

A. Dr. ijoll was the ian in charge of deferents. Ho had to draw 
up tho lists of tho employees *.rbo, in caso of mobilization, woro indis- 
ponsablo for tho plant and should not be drafted, 

Q. tJhat \ras Dr. Moll's rank? 

A. Nono; this work was not as important as that. 

Q. Did tliis Job exist only in your plant, or was it routino work 
that os is tc<l in over;'factory? 

A. Absolutely routine. I might say there was only one consider¬ 
ation in selecting this person for this Job, and that was that ho had 
to be a man of very good character. During tho war he could never be 
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influenced by any connections. I nay say of his that he was not a 
Party mwiocv, and lost two sons in the war. I believe there is no 
better guarantee for his objectivity. 

Q. T/ill you please speak about the purpose of Dr. foil's presence 
in this conference? 

A. I imagine that in preparing his list for the Yfhhmacht ngoncios, 
Dr. foil had run up against soae difficulty because he was told t!iat 
Ludwigshafbn would not bo producing in tho case of war. Therefore, 
you can't mko any list of personnel. Aid tforof<re he no doubt wont 
to the Supervision Office for Chonistry and tried to fi .d out whotlwr 
wo would not bo ablo to produco to a certain oxtont. That is how I 
explain tho purpose of his visit. 

Q. And what does this Prosecution £:liibit 229 aay a bait Dr T 
Moll's expressod idoas at this mating? 

A. I should liko to refer to tho socoad paragraph from tho ond— 

JR. SPRSCiEPa Just a second. Mr. Prcsidont, I don't know on 
tho basis of tho qualification by Dr. Jtointsclor as to what qualifi¬ 
cations this witnesses to talk about it, on ';ho basis of his cm 
testimony. rt> states that ho docs not know whothor lie saw it; nothing 
has boon said as to who the-r or not ho discussed it with Moll or whether 
ho didn't. And now ho is being askod a hypothetical question as to 
how ho construes certain parts of tho documents. Now tho docuiwnt, I 
think, will speak for itsolf, unless a different qualification is 
laid. 

DR. HEEITZ3L2R: Mr. Prcsidon, nay I _iako a brief explanation. 

I believe that Dr. foil was under Dr. burster, and since wo are 
speaking about the general policy of tho Ludwigshafon plant during 
these years I consider it expedient andiclcvnnt for Dr. Wurstar to 
reconstruct this policy with tho aid of the Prosecution documents. 

THE PRESIDE! T: It appears fron the evidonoe that this defendant 
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at the tiro hold a position of responsibility in the plant that would 
perhaps justify tho conclusion that he had 3oru general or special 
knowledge of policies. There is no occasioi for him reading tho ex¬ 
cerpt from tho document furthor than to identify tho subject matter of 
his statement. The Tribunal is inclined to the view that if ho can 
interpret, throw any light, on the surrounding circumstances of tliis 
document offered by tfK Prosecution, ho is entitled to do it. 

The objection is over-ruled. 
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BY DR. JCEiTZEl,:: 

Q. Dr. Thu'S tor— 

A. I iulicvo it willnot bj necessary to quote from the documents. 
I can simply soy that Dr. Moll, as a representative of our plant, 
negotiated 'dth t:»c Berlin gontlc»3n at this conference in such a way 
that Ludi.lgshafon should bo a bio to continue production as much as 
possiblo end in that nay retain as many as possible of its umploycco. 

Q. You navtioncd a short tisyj ago that tlio Berlin authorities 
vr^rc considering luring productl n facilities of Ludvdgshafon Oppr.u 
transferred to ao:x othor place. ’Jill you please t-ilmu whether you 
can give uo any details about that? For tlu :*ur : oso of saving tiru, 
you may cc.isult docuj-nts already in ovidouoo* 

A. I should best refer to too exhibits; Prosecution Exhibit 231, 
NI-7120, Boo!: C, £\glish pago 126, Goraan pege U»6, a lettur of Vvr- 
ndtauhcsstollo-T/ to the Reich Ministry of Eoonoiics of $ July, 193?; 
and Prosecution Uddbit 230, UI-712U, Bool; C, English pago 132, German 
page 16 j, a letter from the saao office to tlu sano address, dated 7 
July. 

Those two loti-rs shes/ that the Berlin authorities, as Into as 
July, 1939, '.-ore considering transferring important production facili¬ 
ties from Luddgshafen, 

Q. And tho contents of those t/o letters agrees vdth your recol¬ 
lection on this .joint? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Then there is Docurunt HI-7122 triuLch lias been introduced as 
Prosecution Uddbit 268, 3ook 10, English page 32, German page* hi. This 
document says that sinco Septcab-'r, 1936, a so-called Evacuation Plan 
v/as in effect for the Ludwigshafen plant. Do you know anythiiig about 
that. Dr. Tfurstor? 

A. I learned of the docuo^nt itself only here, but I know that

such q- -sti .is vox discussed and that tho Evacuation Plan was a plan 
by mjnnt of which ar>aratus and raw materials on finished products 
could quickly be evacuated to more protected aiv-.s in tho ovunt of war. 
It is undwi-standablo that such considerations did not bring to our 
minds the idea of a war of aggression. 

Q. Dr. TJurster, to make it quite clear, was this a plan to eva¬ 
cuate before 1?39, or a plan in tto event of war to transfer apparatus 
aft-r ttx war broke out? 

A. It was for tho event of war. 

Q. Tho witness ftms T/ngnor in his affidavit. Prosecution Exfiibit 
2U7, in Book 9, tostifiod and confined in c ross-examination on 9 
Septonber, 19ltf, that a Dr. Pfaundl.r of Vcruittluungsstollo-Vf had 
informed hiu that tha Luduigsh'fcn plant, as oarly as July, 1939, '.’as 
ndaptod to mobilisation production. Do you Incr.; anything about that? 

A. Wo. ii". \/agnor said in cross-examination that ho hoard this 
from a tliird person. His assumption is quite unfounded and it is 
r.Tong. You will be able to prove the actual circumstances by intro¬ 
ducing documents. 

Q. *y last question regarding tho period before the war is this. 
Did you yourself, personally-, be foe the outbreak of war oVwr partici¬ 
pate in conferences with the authorities about mobilisation plans, for 
example with tho hoed of tho Roich Office for Chosd-lry, Dr. Ungowittcr? 

A. Ho. 

Q. !kit Dr. Unger..-ittor allegedly saw you or informLd you in July, 
1939, that there was an attack on Polland to bo oxpoctod. 

A. That is quite wrong. In tho mohtiis before the outbreak of 
war I never saw Dr, Uttgerrittcr, and boforo the war I had nothing to do 
with this group. 

Q. I new core to tho outbreak of war. To sum up, may I ask: 

Did the Ludrrtgsiiafcn plant have any mobilisation duties on the outbreak 
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of war, or was it converted to mobili-atior. production? 

A. ilo; neither. At the end of August, 1939, a very few days 
before the war started, Ludwigshafen received a letter from the Reich 
Ministry of Economics sending the plant a draft for mobilization dirties, 
This draft was to be worked out and coriented on. That was the first 
letter giving any concrete mobilization duties for Ludwigshafen. Tiie 
draft of the ministry was to be worked over by us, but the war broke 
out before wo had started working on it. 

Q. I must now put to you that the IVosooution has introduced an 
Exhibit 262;, Document HI-2765, Book 9, relish -age 112, German page 
UiJi. This is a telegram from Voraittlimg3::tol.'.o-W, da tod 3 September, 
1939, according to which the Ludwigshafen plant—I correct myself— 
according to whidi for tho Ludwigshafon plant, and I quote..."The 
recontiy sot-up -linlmua prograu is to go into of feet with a few changes.- 

According to tliis tho Ludwigshafen plant mist actually have ‘unci 
a minimum ..wbilizatio.i plan idion tho irar bi*o!» out. 

A. Uo, that is not right. this, I quote* "liininura pro- 

duction recently fL-cod..." The tolograa of YorniUlunga jtello-./ noiuit 
the program that I Just mentioned which iro rocoivcd as a draft at tho 
end of August, 1939. -fo were supposed to ooojont on it. '.Then the war 
broke out tiiis telegram suddenly declared that this draft was a binding 
program. Tint is what happened. 

Q. This is the draft which you l»ad received on this matter a fenr 
days before tho war? 

A. Yes. 

Q. And did the Imtfc.lgshafen plant work according to this mi.jf- .li: 
program which is mentioned in tho telegram? 

A. lie; the elocution of this program ms impossible for technical 
and social reasons. It had been sent.to us by the iiLnistry of Economics 
without our having been consulted. Therefore, after receiving tho 
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tolcgrnn of 3 Scotcubor, 1939, I asked one of ny associates. Dr. von 
Hagai, to i/or!: out counter-suggestions. • These counter-suggestions 
wore subndttcd to the Uinistry of Economics in a letter of 9 Scptontcr, 
'39. They ’.rare, in effect, that *./e acre to continue production quite 
normally. 

Q. I should lilai to put to you t.o docuncnte introduced by thfi 
Prosecution and I should liko to ask you irtvat you have to say about 
these documents in connection with your tastlsany just now. Those 
staton its arc iccords of »j- tings of an offical agency called Working 
Staff Chords try (Arboitsstab Chuaio.) Tlic Mooting of 12 Soptonbor, 
1939, and tho ucoting throe days later, 15 3c;>tcabor, 1939, regarding 
tho nee ting of 12 Soptoabar. The ninutes wore introduced as Exhibit 
270, Book 9, English >agc 121, Gcraan page 159. T ho record of tho 
no. ting of 15 Septa tocr is Prosecution Dd libit 267, in Book 10, English 
page li2, Ocruan >ago 56. 

DR. K3EITZ2L21: Your Jfcnors, I asked tho Secretary Oonoral to 
supply tho Tribunal t/ith books IX and X, and aay I ask tho Tribunal 
to look at thoso t:o documents? I believe tlic i/itnoss can illustrate 
then ospooially well. 

BY DR. HSL.TZEL’l'.x 

Q. Tho first clocurcnt in Book IX, English ,*ago 121, Exhibit 
270. Will you plcaso cooaont first of all on this Exhibit 270? Tl» 
record of 12 September, 1939. 

A. Dr. Itintsclcr, I don't think those ere .linutos; I believe 
these arc just a draft of the ainutes. 

Q. What .inkcs you t!iink that? 

A. Because it lias no signature and, as I pointed out when tlie 
document was introduced, "XIII" is crossod out in the original. But 
it seems to jo that this record confirms what actually was discussed 
at this acting, especially the part that is crossed out. 
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Q. To caaplotc the picture. Dr. Vftmter, what does Paragraph 13 
say in ono scnocnce? is it true, if I say that Ludnigshofen was to be 
given a fr-c hand and was to be alleged to produco ns before? 

A. Shat is right, 

Q. TBy do you ccncludo the “XIII", ujiich has bo-n trossed out, 
actually reproduces what actually -..-as discussed at the »ac_ting of 12 
Oocoobor? 

A. I conclude tiiat froci Prosecution ScfcLbit 267— 

Q. four Ib'.ors, this is in Book X, MflO i£ of tb. English. 

A. Tills is about a exacting three drys ?.atcr— 

r:E Perhaps, b-foro the defendant starts to give /da 

explanation of ficso docuo-nts, no had better non take our recoos. 

( A r.cocs nas taken.) 
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TKS M.RSi.’i: Tha Tribunal is again in session. 

DR. SUCiiER: Deputizing for ny colleegues Lummort and Aschona.ucr, 

I request that Kuohno and Dr. Ga.ttineau be excused from attendanco this 
Afternoon in order that they may appear at the cross examination of D r . 
Kuehne by the Coraaissioner. 

THE PRESIDENT: Vory well, that request is granted. 

DIRECT EXAMINATION — Resumed 
DR. KARL ^/URSTER — Continued 

BY DR. HBIMT2ELER: 

Q. Dr. Wurstor, at the end of this morning's session, you spoke of 
the record of 12 Septcabor, 1939, Exhibit 270, Book 9. I had asked you 
if, f rora what you concluded, the crossed out Roman Numeral XIII of that 
which was recorded rt Ludwigshafon-Oppau represented dearly what was 
actually discussed on 12 Soptocbor 1939. 

A. I concluded that from Prosecution Exhibit 267. Those aro the 
minutos of a mooting of 15 September 1939, threo days lator. In those 
minutes it s^ys in tho introduction that tho minutes v f tho resolutions 
adopted at tho meeting of 12 September 1939 had been read and adopted 
with slight changos. Thcso slight changes refer, obviously, to tho 
question of cobilization tasks of Ludwigsh*fen, for, during this moot¬ 
ing of 15 Scptomborj tho very opposite was resolved of what had been de¬ 
cided uoon in the draft, and Roman Numeral XIII which was submittod to 
the meeting of 12 September 1949 could be seen from that draft. 

Q. C*n you indicate briefly to tho Tribunal how, in your opinion, 
on the basis of the two Prosecution documents, the development of 
events took place during thoso fow days between the 12th and tho 15th 
of September. 

Yos. I had said before that the plant submitted a counter pro¬ 
posal on 9 September. Evidently, during tho meeting of 12 September, 

Dr. Ungewitter was un-blc to reject that counter proposal and therefore 
ho wanted a free hand with no interference from the Reich Minister of 

Economics and the OK. who gave no approval to this suggestion. In the 
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tic« between 12 September and 15 September, 1939 the time between tho 
first and second meetings, the OKU apparently expressed its opinion 
that LudnifeShafcn was not to receive any important mobilization tasks 
which wore originally provided for in the telegram of the Vonaittlunge- 
stelle. Beyond tha.t, machinery was to be transferred from Ludwigshafcn 
to tho East. Therefore, during the second meeting of 15 September, the 
minimum production program that was fixed in the tologran by the Vermitt- 
lungsstcllo was to be retained, and only a minor portion of the counter 
proposals of 9 September wero to be accepted. Tho so very two documents, 
exhibits 270 and 267, which I saw for tho first tino here in Nurnbcrg 
because I was not prosont at tho mootings, provo dearly that ono could 
not speak of preparations for war a.t Ludwigshafon for quite obviously, 
noithor tho factories nor tho authorities knew, two wooks after tho war 
broko out, what roally should bo done, and one discussod things which 
could not havo boon carried out. 

Q. In your rocolloction, wore tho results of tho so-celled Working 
Staff Chomistry expressed at tho mooting of 15 S a ptcafcor 1?39 actually 
executed? 

A. Ho. Thorn wa.s a. lot of pro and con discussion about that and 
when Borlin saw, in tho course of tine, that no warllko action was oc¬ 
curring in the West; people calmed down gradually. In March I960 fur¬ 
ther discussion took place about transfer of oroduction. Than can bo 
soon from tho Prosecution Exhibit 768, HI 7129, Book 60, English page 
82, Gorman page 108. This document shows, as soil, that those consid¬ 
erations could not be realized either. 

'I, Dr. burster, if, on the basis of your statements, one tries to 
follow U i ovents of how tho Ludwigshafon plant tried to continue its 
production in the first weeks of tho war, then I must a.sk you tho fol¬ 
lowing question, './hat did you, as a plant leader, consider when you 
tried to continue normal production in your plant? ’./hat was your motive? 

A. If I try to justify my conduct, I would say that basically I had 

two motives. .. very practical r-r.d rational one ra« the desire that cu; 
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staff of workers and employees be kept together, for I was responsible 
for them and it wouJd have be»:n unnecessary for them to be transferred 
to other places in Germany and bo thus separated from their families. 

That is not easy for a southern Germ°n. I said yesterday everybody had 
a piece of land, even if it was only a few square meters, and they wore 
attached to the soil. There was a second motive, costly an irrational 
cotivo. Uy ancestors, beginning with my grandfather, wore all farmers 
and they all loved the soil. Uy soil was the plant for which I was res¬ 
ponsible, and I felt an obligation to retain and maintain the plant, tho 
fato of which was entrusted to me. 

0 . I leave the subject of mobilization oreparations in Ludwigchafcn, 
and now turn to the question as to whether and to what extent your tech¬ 
nical activities gave you an insight into Gorman rcernemont in such a 
mannor that from it you might havo concluded tho aggressivo nnturo of tho 
rearmament program. In that connection, I want to ask you first: Did 
you, at any time, havo an ovorall insight into tho status of rorrmamont 
in Germany? 

", No. 

Q. Did, yofl, at any timo during thoso years, havo an overall pic¬ 
ture of the developments in the chemical field within or outside of Par- 
ben? 

A. No. 

Q. In what chemical fields did you have an ell embracing insight 
into developments during the years 1933 to 1939? 

A. I had real insight into tho sulphuric acid and allied products 
ecause I was a ropresontativo of Frrbcn in those fields. From 1943 on 
I was the chairman of the Sulphur Subcommission of Frrbcn, a.technical 
subcommittee which is very appropriately described in Dr. Ter Ueer's af¬ 
fidavit and I need not go into details r bout that. 

Q. How did it come about that you in particular from the Ludwig- 
3hafcn plant, and a.t such an early age, became the chairman of the SuIdHut 
Subcomission, and therefore became the expert of sulohuric acids of Farben? 
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You really must discuss that with the leader of the sparte. 
<’»ctually, a certain relationship existed because Ludwigshafon was the 
riginal location of the sulphuric acid field for many years. My ore— 
y redecessor in charge of the inorganic department had invented the 
"contact" sulphuric axid process which was used all over the world 
later. He invonted, at the tine, this orocess sioultanoously with the 
indigo synthesis and in doing so, he created one of the technical pre¬ 
requisites for the production of the acid. Theroforo, everyone looked 
upon LudwigshaJcn as the logical production location of the acid. 
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Q. Before the war, ted ~ou *.x>zfced in the sulphuric acid problems 
outside of Farben? 

A. Yes, as an occasional '.onorary tecta icd adviser for the Office 
of German Raw Late rials and Synthetics in the later Reich Office for 
Economic Development. 

Q. :/hat vas tl» cause for Uus advisory activity? 

A. During the early time, it \z.a only an expert evaluation of a 
number of inventive suggestions that c:ae into this agency utare I nas 
asked for a technical evaluation. Liter, I also had to give technical 
advice in the projecting of new sulphuric acid production plants; an 
example, for instance, is ubsa a net; synthetic fibre plant nas to bo 
built in Saxony, they needed a certain anoint of sulphuric acid. Tten 
sulphuric acid factory St d to be built, and on that occasion I uns 
asked, "tfhat is the best basic x-cw material to start from in that fiold? 

/hat sort of technical processes is the proper one in this case? ’Tnat 
machinery is needed?" That aas approximately the contents of ray technical 
advising activity put vory briofly. 

Q. Did sulphuric acid projects play a largo part witldn tiv Four 
Year Plan? 

A. I never lad an insijit into the Four Year Plan. 

3. I mean the Four Year Plan as a ntole. 

A. Yos, I understand. I have nou been able to look into Prosecution's 
Exhibit 427 here in Kumberg; that is EC-281 in Book 23, iddch contains 
the entire plan. From this document, I calculated that the sulphuric 
acid projects in it constitute approximately point one per cent of t:ds 
plan. Therefore, I don't believe that ar&* conclusion could be nad® about 
*he political aims of the supreme government agencies from this plan. 

Q. If I understand you correctly, you said point one per cent? 

A. Yes, that is correct, point one per cent. 

Q. Did you in this Reich Office for Econceaic Development have any 
office? 

A. No. 
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Q. Did you hold any office? 

A. No. 

4. Did you have the right to make decisions or give instructions? 

A. No. 

Q. Did you get any remunerations for your occasional advisor; 
activity? 

A. No. 

'4. The prosecution suhaitted a document from which it is supposed 
to beca.ie evident tlmt the so-called Pachbeauftragter—tlte expert for 
the Plenipotentiary for General Chemistry, for sulphuric acid and for 
other inorganic products—was you. The document is the Prosecution's 
Exhibit *.75, Document MI-5934 in Dook 22, on Page 19 of the English. 

7/ould you please define your attitude about that? 

A. This Prosecution's Exhibit 475 is an organizational plan according 
to the status of the first of Septeriber 1943 in which I was actually 
supposed to bo an expert, but in reality I never was given this appointnoit. 
I never executed this office, neither for sulphuric acid nor for fog or 
noke scroor. agents, or for any other subjects that aro contained in tide 
plan. 

C<. Can you confini that or describe that in any bettor wa;*? 

A. Yes. If you look at Prosecution's Exhibit 463, NI-620, in Dook 
22, on Pago 73 of the 3iglish, you will see there a letter of the Reich 
Ministry of Economics to the Gcbcchem, dated 30 torch 1943—tr.o days 
before the deadline. In thi3 letter, it is said that for the inorganic 
chemistry field—that was part of uir.o—no experts were to be appointed 
at first. I assume that these two letters crossed in the mail; but I 
don't know for I never sat.- then. Probably that was the way it i/as handled. 

Q. If I understood you correctly, the Prosecution's Exhibit 4&3 
was a lottcr of the Reich Ministry of Economics to tho Gcbochcsa dated the 
30 of March 1943 containing a decision of the Reich Ministry of Economics, 
so that you assume that the exhibit supersedes what was contaanca in 
Exhibit 475 , that is the list of capcr^s of the first of April. Is tiiat 


correct? 
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A. Yes, that is correct. I consider it proof for tho actual events 
as thoy really were. 

Q. Dr. urator, before tho war broke out, apart from the occasional 
honorary advisory activity for the Reich Office of Economic Dcvolopaoi.t, 
did you undertake any other activity for Farben connected with the 
sulphuric acid field? 

A. No. I an not quito sure about ono point. Fron a certain period 
of tiao, I was a member of tho Aufsirhtsrat of the Duisburgor Kupferhuottc, 
and I don't know any more whethor that was '39 or '(,0, whether it was 
boforo or after tic war broke out, because I have no noro documents about 
it. 

i). Hay I ask you perhaps to toll tho Tribunal very briefly what tho 
Duisburgor Kupferhuottc was? Tftat its work was? ’Rat relations o;dstod 
between the Duisburgor Kupferhuottc and your personal fiold of work in 
Farben? 

A. I would describe that enterprise as tho central purchasing 
dopertuait for a largo rater of sulphuric plants for pyritos, which is 
their raw material. Many, many y.crs ago in tho last century, it was 
foundod by a nupbor of plants, and a nunber of thoso plants taro tho 
founder firms of the present I.G. Parben industry, and apart fro„ this 
urchasing activity thoy also had to exploit the used up pyritos. Dr. 
•kUchno, in his examination, described the task of this Kupferhuottc very 
veil, and I cannot improve on his definitions. I believe that is 
sufficient. 

The indictment mentions sovcral other positions that you hold 
outside of Farben in tie sulphuric acids field. First of thoso positions 
is tho direction of the sub-group sulphur and sulphur compositions within 
the Economics Group Chemical Industry. I want to ask you first, were 
you in charge of this group before the war broke out already? 

A. Ho. 

Q. Then I must put to you that the prosecution interprets your 
activity in this sub group, on page 85 of tho trial brief, and in tils 
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period of tine, >32 to *35, rcntior.3 your activity then, and in its opening 
speech, mentioned your activity in the sub-group sulphur and sulphur 
compounds in 1934 in connection with plans of Schacht for the industrial 
mobilization of Germany for the ease of war. tJbuld you please con'ant 
\ that? 

A. There must be a distal* in the interpretation of this affair. I 
had no positions before the tar in any sub-group of chemical industry. 

The sub-group suphur and sulphur coopounds was created next to numerous 

other such sub-groups in 1943, ftnd in 1944 I was officially ao ointed the 

• 

chief of the sub group, ton years eftor the period mentioned by you just 
now. 

Q. How many ncotings ticro hold in the sub-group, whic h was foundod 
in 1943 undor your chairmanship? 

A. Tv/o or three. The last o.;o in my rccolloction took placo in 
Juno of 1944. 

Q. How had you conceived and executed your activity as cliiof of 
this sub-group in 1943? 

A. Thoso sub-groups wore part of the so-called solf-administration 
f industry, and there wore a nutber of pooplc from tho ii.dustrios 
concomod that t/cro together from tho sub-groups from the various 
industries. I w>uld doscribc ac* activity of those titles by saying that 
we holped each other in the crtrccc difficulties that arose during t;ds 
latter part of the war. That was the essential result of my activity. 

Q. I have one further question about the economic group chemical 
industry. According to Prosecution's Exhibit 506 in Book 24, Dr. Struss, 
on tho 21 of August 1944 in a directorate meeting of Hocchst, reported 
that you. Dr. Vfurstcr, I quote, "m3 to bo called into the presidium of 
the Economic Group Chemical Industry for tho time of absence of Dr. Tor 
liccr." ’.tould you please defino jour attitude about that briefly? 

A. Dr. Struss is probably mistaken. Around that time, that is 
August 1944, my w>rries about tho factory, because of the serious air 
attacks, increased so much that I could not undertake any additional 
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duties. A few weeks 4.atcr, V tie toy, in October 1944, I saw Berlin 
for the last time, because fl-on t'.ct ixc^st on I never left my plant 
any more in order not to leave ti:c plant alone. 
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Q. Since you have non described to the Tribunal the positions 

that you held as a sulphuric acid expert within and outside of Farbon, 

I want to ask you now as to what information you gained, by reason of your 

activity in the sulphuric acids field, about the level and character of 

Genian rearmament at the time before the war? Your Honors, for expedition 

of the trial. Dr. 'urster has made out an affidavit about his activity 

in the sulphuric acids field. This affid vit is furster Docu;.;ent 295 in 

'olume II. I offer this affidavit as ..urster Exhibit Ho. 4. The affi- 

davit is on P*iO 17 in Document Book II, for ./urster.

In Dr. ./urater's affiu-vxt, Document 295, exhibit No. 4, tfcora 
is an appendix. This is a chart fron \t» ch the production and the con¬ 
sumption of sulphuric acid for the entire German industry, not only for 
Farben, can be seen for the years 1936 tc 1939. I should like to nslc 
Your Honors to look at this charge, and I rant to interrogate you. Dr. 

’.’Air ster, on it and explain as an aid to the Tribunal how the entire 
consumption of sulphuric acid devolopod in Germany in those years before 
the war. 


A. Hay I ask Your Honors to look at the four inner circles of 
the four larger circles? The numbers jiven in this inner circle nro c:- 
prossed in thousands of tons. One c n ace that the consumption msved fran 
abaj* one point six million tons to approximately tro point two million 
tons in 1939.

Q. About the figure 'tlvan in 1939, I ~snt to v:k you, dscs that 

also include the consist tion for the four uir uonths of 1939? 

• • 

Yes. Of course, 1959 wa6 somewhat influenced alread’- -.1th 
respect to the character of consumption. 
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3- 3ut ever, if one ^kos iafco wccount that 1939 was influenced 
to sens extent by tho four uir oer.ths in it, these figures show u certain 
increase in sulphuric acid production, and therefore I a3k you, do y/u 
knot/ whether this developce.nt in Germany is an isolated phenomenon, or nh t 
can you say about the production of sulphuric acid in the other countries 
during the same period of time, as an expert in this field? 

A. This development is by no means unusual. In my affidavit on 
Page 19 of Document Book n at the bottom, I have given soma figures which 
show the development of the jroduction of sulphuric acid in countries 
outside of Germany, and I have used for com.-arisen 1929 ani 1937. If 
four Honors have tho33 figures, then you can see at a glance that I havo 
fixed the rate in 1929 at 100 per cont so that in 1937 one can soc the 
percentage increases in the various larger fields. Ono did see that tho 
development in Germany lags behind that development in othor areas; that 
the production development within Far’x/n certainly did la*, bohird in that 
period of timo. 

3* How do you explain th*s . .-.era;.:, .ng tendency of the production 
of sulphuric acid ./Tactically in the on tiro world? 

a. Dr. Hemtzaler, I want to tx ike a few additional reu«.;.# bo- 
fore answering your question. On the next page of this affid vit, the 
evelopirent of '30 to '39 t.lthin Gortcny itself is contained. Frai those 
figures again one can see that I.G. Farben lagged boh. nd in the develc»i>- 
ment expressed in percentages, when these figures are considered fran an 
absolute point of viot;, I can giv^ you one more figure. The German pro¬ 
duction in 1939 was approximately ttro nillion tons. The production of 
tho United States in the sane period of tine was approximately Qw 
million tons, and this perhaps answers your question. Dr. Heintzeler. The 
development of sulphuric acid went hand in hand almost as a matt.-r of 
necessity with the development of tho industry, almost to the s me extent 
in which the production of coal is goin^, hand in hand with the devolo went 

of industry, because its uses are very versatile and the more a country err. 
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develop its chooic.il industry — and tte.t is particularly true in the 
United States — the stronger can it tavelop its overall production; since 
anyhow the years 1936 to 1939 wore a -regressive development of production

If I understand you correctly, then tho development of tho 
production of sulphuric acid in Germany and abroad practically on tho on- 
tiro globe was closely connoctod with tho phenomenon that has already boon 
ropoatodly doserlbod to this Tribunal as tho chomification of industry, 
is that correct ?

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o. It see ns to oe t*u.t the consumption of sulphuric xi.d for 
purposes of explosives production did increase before the war already 
according to this chart. Do these figures not seem somehow stran^o or 
conspicuous to you, and did you not have to conclude fran this 
of the consumption of sulphuric acid for explosives in order to mako 
a conclusion about the a^^rcssive uar-liko intontio;!? 

A. Not at all. In sr/ .collo -.30 Kuchno's testimony on tho 30 
of I larch 193**, ho has sn<d vir* To-orly *hout this point that thoso figures 
are on’y tho ircort.ni fibres, but do:s ..ot u'.n tho actual 
consumption, fho actual c.nsu-ption is much smaller than tho inca.v r .3 figure 
because sulphuric acid is on ly an auxiliary product.

for blasting and for reconstruction in tho big cltios. 

Q. During tho Third Roich, did ono need explosives for rocon- 
strie tion? 
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A. Yes, almost half tho cities uoro leveled for reconstruction 
during that timo. I tried to get a picture about those figures in tho 
rest of the world as far as I nas able to get access to documents, four 
Honors will find these co/^araUvo figures on page 22 of Document Book 
2 , in which ay affidavit is contained. I don't thxnk I have to j.uoto 
those figures here. I took the fi-ures of tho United States bocauao they 
mi-rht give n -*ood comparison industrially. One c?n ks that they really 
vicre a'.'out ‘ y wico as ' iyh & the Qirnin ur-s, lucii is not surprising 
since that country if ouch larger. 

You said .4 oviously that sulphuric ncid was an auxili.iy 
product for tho production of explosives. Doos that moan that sul.huric 
acid is not contained in tho finished ex. losivo and that it is only used 
in tho production of oxplosivos?

A. Yos, that is correct, and, of course, certain losses occur 
in tho amount of sulphuric acid. 

Q. You said that free tho oansuoption of sulphuric acid of an 
explosives plant one could not mako any conclusion about tho size of its 
ox; losivos production. Did I understand you correctly that the reason 
why that is is tho fact that tho sulphuric acid is run through and then 
usod again in some plants and that in other plants it is not so again used 
according to tho individual methods employed in tho plant. 

A. That is exactly tho way you havo described it. 

Q. In ftinuory than, you »o of the opinion th-t tho sulphuric 
acid docs not havo any reticular "srtiko characteristics. 

A. I am of that opinion.

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A.- Yes, it was only a sub-committee, but the -iarmer of work in 
Farben was so that these sub-coneiittees resolved decisive matters in tlisir 
liscussions. it was said here repeatedly that boards such as TEA and the 
Vorstand only could have a coordinating effect, and thus the practical 
method of work was such that when my committee worked on credit applica¬ 
tion*, I was personally responsible to the TEA. The tanner of work in 
these commissions was always the swno way. The chairmen was the "primus 
inter pares". That you can see from the fact that when I bocame a chairman 
I h^d not yet been a Prokuriat and there were certain directors even in 
the commission. But tho chairmen of theso conmissions wore responsible to 
the TEA and tho Vorstand. If I had aqy projoct or plan to submit fran this 
corrmittoo, that moant that the TEA and tho Vorstand would say yos to our 
proposal. That was tho practical method of work. I boliovo that coincides 
absolutely with what tor Vow said about tho method of work in those com¬ 
missions. 

Q.- Dr. ’furetor, if I compare two facts which you tostifiod to, then 

I must ask you ono tore thing. You said at one timo that the consumption

of sulphuric acid in Germany before the war increased. Iatsr you said,

that is Just now, that Farbon itself exorcised a very roticont investment 
policy in the sulphuric acids field. Then considerin’. those two facts to- 
gethor, did they not havo any effocts on tho sales filed of sulphuric 
acid?

Q.- Only with authorities?

Q.- In order to emphasize the significance of sulphuric acid for war; 
tho prosecution pointed out on pago 28 of its trial brief that in 1937 
Farben began operating a new sulphuric acid plant which was built only 
for the purposes of the r *ohmacht and which had to rork for tho caso of

vrar. In that connection tho Prosecution referred to l <I Document 4498, Ex-

hibit 601, Book 34, page 18 of tho English and page 28 of tho Goman, ^teuld 
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you pl-aso comment on that very briefly. 

A.- I havo the ijnprcssion that the prosecution is confusing two 
things. This Prosocution Exhibit 601 doesn't refer to a sulphuric acid 
plant, but only to e few absorption machines and concentration machines 
situated closo to tt» sulphuric acid plants in ''olfen and Doobo which 
existed for mapy years. I assume that the Prosecution is thinking of tho 
gypsum sulphuric acid plant *olfon which is troctod in Prosecution Docu¬ 
ment 601. Thoso ore not new plants which commenced operation. 

Q.- Those absorption and concentration machines raontionod in Exhibit 

0 

601 refer to so-called oleum, concentrated sulphuric acid plants. 

A.- Yes. 

Q.- I want to deal with this briofly. Can you doaoribo to tho Tribunal 
briofly, with ono sontonco, what oleum is and whet it is usod for. 

A.- Ono of «y colloaguos has coined a very good phraso. Ho said it 

ms an ovorconccntratcd sulphuric acid. Its use is vory vorsntllo — phar-

macouticals, dyu-atuffs and cxplosivos, — but within tho consumption of 
Farbon itself only a small fraction was divortod to tho oxplooivos fiold 
and by far tho predominant part ms divorted to othor channels of con¬ 
sumption. 

Q.- In tho caso of those oleum plants mentionod in Prosecution Exhibit 

0 

601 , and also in tho trial brief, wore they any object that was important 
for Farben? How hl^h were tho iiivostncnts in that caso? 

A.- I believe altogether it was about one million Roichmarks. 

Q.- At that time did you have knowledge of tho oxpansion of this 
oloum plant according to Qchibit 601 . 

A.- I didn't know about the contract itself because it was probably 

0 

treated as sccrot. But later, already before the war, I knew of tho exist¬ 
ence of this plant.

BY DR. HEINTZELER; 

Q Dr. Wurstcr, I List asked you about the letter of the Army 
Ordnance Office to you, d&tod 21 December 1937, »hich is in Prosecu¬ 
tion Exhibit 749, nnl you explained how the stockpiling of pyrito 
during the Spanish Civil Ifcr. came about. Now, I want to ask you; Was 
this stockpiling oxlusivcly a Serbon matter or did tho other pyrito 
consumers in Germany also participate? 

A All consumers participated and tho I.G. Farbcn industry, too. 

Q From your *ork, do you know that tho disturbances to tho Spanish 
oconomic lifo through tho civil war lod to tho endoavor in othor 
European countrios to become, to * cartain oxtent, indopendont from 
tho supply of Spanish pyritc? 


A Yes. This offort was very intensive at tho tine in several 
countries. I rocall, for - example, that wo had inquiries about 
licensing our gypsum pyritc process from England, Franco, Switzerland, 
Rumania, end you will introduce o document - if I remorabor correctly -

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A Yes. One can call that noroal for Parbcn. I said this morning 
this was the figure that we aimed at, 

Q I now come very briefly to the smoke screen agents. There is a 
document which mentioned that you were supposed to be the head of the 
working committee for smoke screen agencies. Is that correct? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q And when was that? 

A At the end of 1942 or in 1943. I am not sure - about that time, 
from then on, I mean. 

Q It was only in the later courso of the war? 

A Yes. 

Q Will you please tell the Tribunal in a few words i*at a smoke 
scrcon agent is, what it is used fbr? 

A It is not any particular chemical substance. It is a physical 
mixturo of sulphuric acid and a sulphuric acid derivative, and if 
these two substancos are mixed they fora a anokt scrocn on contact 
with air. In the latter courso of the war this acid was used to protect 
certain objocts from being seen by airplnnos - for oxa/t^lc, railroad 
stations or industrial facilities. This was a defensive moaaure Ibr 
a time; that is true. When this method of dofonsc had already been 
made obsolcto because of the radar in tho hands of the eremy, actually 
it was more or loss theoretical. 

Q How, D r . Vrurstor, in an affidavit. Prosecution Exhibit 707, took 
XXXVIII, thorc is reference to a smoke scrcon agent and it says - I 
quote: 

"Sulphyric acid is also used for smoke screen agents and in this 
field Parbcn was virtually tho only producing firm." 

Vfoat do you have to say about this? 

H D r« Struss was very much mistaken when he said this. Farben 
produced almost no smoke screen agents before the war. Later, during 
the war, Farben's share of German production was less than a third. Two 
thirds were produced by non-Farbcn manufacturers. I found a Prqsecu- 
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tion document proving shat I just said; that is Exhibit 708, NI- 
8595, Book XXXVII, English page 10L, German page 118. This document 
lists the various German producers during the war. 

Q By way of illustration of the importance of saoke screen agents 
in comparison with the entire fioJd of sulphuric acid, I want to ask 
yew what proportion of sulphuric acid production was used for this 
purpose. 

h Very littlo, about 2%. 

Q Did you personally, before tho war, have anything to do with the 
production of smoke screon agents? 

A Mo, only fran this time on, tfien I was in charge of this working 
committee, 19A2 or 19A3. 

DR. riLIf.TZEIER: Your Honors, 1 have now finished the examination on 
Count I and D r . Ifcgncr will take up tho questions on Counts II and III* 
BY DR. WAGNER (Counsol for defendant burster): 

Q I cane to Count II, Dr. burster. Tho Prosecution has jubmittod 
the following documents: Exhibit 1221, HI-8165, Book LSI, &iglish 
page 36, Gorman page %, and Exhibit 1222, NI-816A, Book LXI, Zhgliah 
page 38, Genpan page 57. These arc two lot tors addressod to you, 
speaking of tho intention of ldasing and oporwting tin oxygon plant in 
Dietoniiofon in Inrrainc through Vcrcinigte Sauorstoffwcrkc, Borlin. 

Do you know what the background was of tho letter of Director Ludwigs, 

Sales Combine Chemicals, Frankfurt, of 27 December 19A0? Do you hove 

• 

the document before you? 

A Yes, I do, and I am acquainted with the contents but to oxplain 
this lotto r one wold need tho enclosure which was not submitted by 
the Prosecution. Director kxljrigs asked ac in this letter to support 
efforts of the Sauerstoffwerke and in the second paragraph of tho 
circular of the 23rd of May the sense in rhich he wants no to support 
their efforts is indicated. 

I may add that the V c reinigte Sauerstoffwerke, as far as I know, was 
a community project of Linde, Munich, and Farbon and that it was 
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engaged in the sale of oxygen. As this circular is not attached and 
I cannot say from ay own memory arfiat it said, but I do recall the 
following: 

In the beginning of October 19A0 I was in Metz and had a talk with 
the agency of the chief of the civilian administration on a different 
matter. 

Q Vhat matter was it. Dr. Wurstcr? 

A Tho chiof of the civilian ccfcinistration for Lorraine was 
simultaneously gjvernor of the Palatinate end, therefore, corapotcnt 
for our plant. The president iiad the urgent desire that Parbon should 
take over c chemicals factory of tho Societc Anonyrae, Kuhlman, in 
Troyes and Lorraine. Far ben - and especially tho Chmical Sparto, 
in agreonont with iso, was against the acquisition of this plont by 
Farbcn and I had undertaken to toll the chiof of tho civilian adminis¬ 
tration in Metz about our decision and after that this plant was not 
acquired by Farbcn. 
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q That was the reason why you were consulting with the chief of 
the civilian administration? 

A Yes. I negotiated with a Dr. Decker of that office, and after 
tills conversation I went to lunch with Ilia. I remember that very well, 
and I net there a nan fron the Vereinigfce Sauerstoffwerke. He came in 
with another official and sat down at our table and told us that these two 
had been talking about leasing an oxygen plant at Ludwigshafen. It was 
because of this chance meeting, as I remeeber it, that the conversation 
mentioned in Prosecution exhibit 1321 took place. That is the discussion 
of 8 October 19b0. 

Q And why do you believe tliat Dr. Ludrig3 wrote this letter to you? 
This lotter of 27 Docombor 19U0? 

A Actually I had nothing to do with oxygen questions. That was not 
in ay department. He wrote to .» because he knew that the authorities of 
the civilian administration wore identical with the authorities who liad 
Jurisdiction over this matter. 

Q and what did you do? 

A I see from Prosecution oxhibit 1222 that I wrote to the chiof of 
the civilian adninistration. 

q Do you remember what you wrote? 

A Ho. I cannot remember that exactly. 

q Did you have no misgivings about complying with the request of 
Dr. Ludwigs and of passing on the letter? 

A I did not want to refuse a favor, and besides, I could quite under¬ 
stand that in taking over an economic area, one needed oxygen, prijnarily for 
molding, repairing bridges, railroads, nachines and so forth. 

I nay perhaps give a brief oxaaple, something which I nysolf later 
experienced, '..‘hen our Ludwigshafen plant, at the end of larch 19U5, before 
the capitulation, was occupied, within the first few days of tlx? occupation 
3 representative of the Anerica n Army, a iajor Euler, came to me. He be¬ 
longed to an organization called "Conet" (sp?>. Hr. Euler* asked me how 
quickly would we be able to produce oxygen to satisfy the needs of the Army, 
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and he said, "You want to have a bridge over the Rhine, don't you? 

'..ell, for all these things we need oxygen." He inspected the plant 
and then immediately started operating. That was the beginning of 
April 19U5. 

IR. SHIECHER: I feel obliged to object to this line of question¬ 
ing, and ask that it be stricken. The requirements for oxygen, nobody 
denies. It is the purposo of Dr. -agner to ask whether or not, with re¬ 
spect to the charge of the spoillation of the economic portions of occupied 
countries, it wa3 to increase German war potentialities. I cannot seo 
any possible connection. 

DR. iAGHER: It. President, I cannot understand the purport of 
this objection, liy cliont is doscribing the circunstanoes and motives 
which influenced hla to a certain aotion which is brought up in a docu¬ 
ment. Ono cannot say that this is irrelevant and I am asking, in ny 
next question, what the Prosecution is waiting to hoar. 

THE PRESIDENT: llo will see what it is about. 

BY DT.. VAGUER: 

Q Dr. V/urster, I a sk you again. Did you have any misgivings 
about complying with the request of Dr. Ludwigs to pass on his request 
and perhaps to cooperate with him in interfering in foreign property? 

A As I recall the matter, that wasn't what it was. The situa¬ 
tion was that there was an acute shortage of oxygen in that district 
vrhich could only be satisfied by the Vereinigto Sauerstoffworke. It 
was to bo built with its own money, and its own machinery, in Diooen- 
hofen. That was ny recollection. Actually, I was not connected with it. 

n - D id you have anything more to do at all with the nattor? 

A Ho. ^either Dr. Ludwigs nor the Gorman authorities informed us 
of the course of events. 

Q Do I understand you correctly if you say you were not’ a partner 
in these negotiations? 

A Ho, I was not. 
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Q *his concludes this natter. I now cone to the trip where 
you accompanied Dr. Pohland to inspect sore chenical plants in Poland. 

I low did it cone about that you accompanied Dr. Pohland there? 

A I -..-as asked by Dr. Pohland, who was an Oberregierungsrat in 
tho Reich Office for EcOnonic Expansion of Inorganic Chealstry to ac¬ 
company him on an inspection tour of chenical factories in Poland as 
a toclmical advisor. He cane to no because ho knew ne from some con- 
foronco which vre attended on sulphuric acid. 

Q Did you accoapany Dr. Fohland in your capacity as a representa¬ 
tive of Farbcn interests? 

A Ho. 

'Tas your trip in any xray connected with safeguarding Farbon 
interests? 

A Ko. Rot at all. 

1 .Vre you aware. Dr. burster, whot-ier represor.tativcs of otlior 
brandies of industry accompanied Reich officials on such inspoction trips? 

A Ye*. I know, for oxaaplo, that roprosontativos of tho Solvay- 
Concorn, Kornstoff, ibtallgosollschaft, Just to givo a for/ examples. 

q Dr * W «*ster, there is a draft of a report on this trip which 
you sent to D r . Buergin several woeks later. This report is in Prosocu- 
tion Exlxibit 1131*, HI1U9, Book#, English page 3U, Gorman page 51*. 

A Yes. 

0 Since this exhibit is only a draft, did you over sand a final 

report to the authorities on whoso behalf Dr. Pohland made the trip? 

• • 

A As far as I can ronor.bcr, I think that is impossible. For one 
thin 3 , I would not have had a draft .reeks after my return from this trip. 
Uor would I have a docussnt which I called a draft in ny own handwriting. 

1 After this trip, did you have anything to do with negotiations 
concerning the leasing of acquiring of Polish chemical factories? 

A Ho. 

You knon that thG Prosecution, in this trial, has charged Farben 
- itr. the acquisition of three chemical factories in Poland, calling it 
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spoliation and exploitation. These are Tola, h'innica and Borufca. Did 
you over visit TTola? 

A No. 

Q Did you visit Winniza? 

A No. 

'1 Did you visit Boruta? 

A Yos, briefly. 

0 Is thero only one factory called Boruta? 

A Ho, you can see from ay report that there aro two factorios 
which belonged to the company. I ires, for a short tine, in one of those 
factorios on an official trip. 

o And tho final question on tills subject. Did you have anything 
to do with tho acquisition of Polish factories in Poland, Viola, ’./inniza, 
or Boruta, by Farben? Did your trip have ony connection i/lth tho acquisi¬ 
tion? 

A Mo. 

Q I cone to anothor point. In connection with Count II of tho In- 
dictnont, thoro is a lottor fron tin Inorganic Dojartmcnt roforring to 
tho oalos conblncd Chop-col., d.tod U September 19 U 1 in which you oro 
nontionod in the distribution list. 

Your honors, this is Prosecution oxhibit 1568, NI-6730, Book 61*, 
Ettilish pago 36, Goman page 61. 

-hat do you have to say .-bout this. Dr. Vurstor? 

A From ay own recollection and ay ovm knov/lodge, I cannot testify 
aixiut this development. I boliovo it can be best scon fron Document 61*, 
Bucrgin exhibit 38, Buergin Book 1, page 36, and I should like to refer 
to this exhibit. 

<3 Your Honors, I hove finished mf questions on Count II. I S o on 
to tho othor counts. Count III. 

Dr. \urster, v/hen did foreign workers cone to vrork for you in tho 
Ludwigshafen plant for the first tino? 
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A I said yesterday that that xm s before the war. They wore 
especially Italians and Polos. That was before the war. 

Q And T7ha t about after tho outbreak of the r/ar? 

A Tho outbreak of the war put us in a difficult position so far 
as obtaining labor ma concerned. As I said when speaking of Count I, 
up to the outbreak of tho nor tho plant had no mobilization plan to speak 
of. Thorofn-o an unusually large proportion of our cmploycos wore called 
to tho I'ohroachh. In proof of this statement, 2 may refor to Prosecution's 
exhibit 1335, NI-6285, Book 69, English page 21 , Gorman pago 29. Tlioso 
are tho minutes of a Directorate mooting in Ludwigshafon and I should liko 
to quo to just ono sontonco. 

"Tho proportion pf thoso drafted to tho total number of old em¬ 
ployees ia about lli.SK, which is a high proportion in Farbcn" 

This moans that a quarter of a year after tho outbreak of tho war 
*.rc ;/cro not yot cblo to ovorcowo these difficulties. 

0 How many pooplo woro actually involved? Hot: many did tho plant 
lose to tho war? 

A At tho outbreak of tho war, at ono time wo lost about 1^,000 
pooplo, and th'is figuro increased to over 8,000 in the courso of tho 
war. This figuro is exclusively concerned with people boing drafted. 

1 'four Honors, before I ask ny client any further questions, I 
should liko to introduco Wurstor Docimcnt 2 , as exhibit Ho. 6 . This 
document bolongs in Document Book I, pago 2$. 

Mow, D r . burster, how did Ukj draft affect your plant? Perhaps 
you can oxplain that with tha aid of tho chart. 

A It will perhaps be oasicr if the Tribunal looks at. tho. chart 

end then I can explain the chart. On tho vortical line at tho loft is 

the number of cmploycos. The horizontal line at tho bottom shows tho 

number of employees from month to month tho development from January 1938 

to February 19U5. The upper green line shows the total number of employees. 

To give an example, in the third month of 19fc0, tho number of cmploycos 

- s approxijaatoly 25,000. Everything that is white on this chart represents 
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Gorman workors. Tho lower colunns arc man and the top smaller columns 
arc female German rorkers. The red colunns aro male foreign workers, 
and the bliw colunr.3 the fomalo foreign workers. One can now soo tho 
history of thn employment of different categories of workers from this 
chart. 

In August, September 1939, to can see a sudden drop. That is 
causod by the draft. Novr, uhat did the authorities do to malco up for 
this loss? Eirst of ell, ttay attested successful 1)', to got Gorman 
worlcors for us. I have already siad that i *,000 people wore draftod all 
at onco. In spite of that, one can soo after the first drop that tho 
nunbor of nalo German workers was increasing. Those voro conscription 
laborers from othor parts of Germany, end onco almost 2,000 cano from 
Ucstorn border districts which had boon evacuated. SimultcrKously tho 
authorities triod to got Gormn x/orJeors, woman, for us, end \ro can soo 
ct tho top that tho numbor of Goman female workers increased consider¬ 
ably. 

How, the onployaent of foreigners began in August, 19l*0, about one 
year after tto start of the uer. 

3 That traa rathar lcto. 

ihat was, in part, because tho labor authorities xraro at first 
able to got German workers, and also bocauso our district had at first 
to to cleared for immigration of foreigners. As long as tho fighting 
T.T.S still going on in tho T/ost, ono considered that it was only aftor 
the first campaign in Franco was finished tta t foreign worlcors first 
caao into tho plant. That was in August I 9 I 4 O. 

Q Aftor tho end of the ;/ar with Poland, 1939-191*0, did you get 

some Polish civilian workers as many other Gorman concerns in Gemany 
did? 

A ifo. 

q And what about tho Polish -rorkers that you were speaking about 
earlier, tho ones that had boon working in your plants for doondcs? Did 
you nave to apply to those the regulations for deductions, otc.? 
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A Yes, we were obliged to. Ife "ere able, however, to avoid this 
on our otm responsibility. 

O A nd when were the first foreign workers sent to your plant? 

You have already said that according to the chart it was in August, 19L0. 

A Yes. 

O Dr. Wurster, were these voluntary workers? 

A Yes, entirely. A large part of these workers were called Ethnic 
Germans from Slovakia. 

And they cane voluntarily? 

A Yes. 

Q About how many foreing workers did you have about September 
1, 19U0? 

A As the chart shows, \e had about 1,500 foroign workers, and also 
about 500 Belgian prisoners of war t/ho cane, I believe in August or Sept¬ 
ember 19U0. I think it was in August, 

0 How do you explain tho remarks in the opening statement of tho 
Prosecution that of 10,000 additional workers in Ludwigshafen oraployod 
during tho first year of the war, 5,000 were foreigners and prisoners 
of war? 

m 

A I can oxplain that only in this way. The foreign workers and 
the workers coming from the other parts of Germany were added together, 
in this amount, all tho people cooing from the outside of tho plant, wore 
added together. I have said already that a large number of Gormans wore 
attached to our plant who did not live within the plant and the figure 
oi 10,000 mentioned in the opening statement is not the number of workers 
acquired, but the ontire turn over. There is always a certain fluctuation 
and change in a la rge factory, expecially when conscription labor is 
Jsed. If this 10,000 is an increase, this chart would have to 3ho«, in 
“ !:c nint “ nonth of 19U0, about 35,000, a figure which was not reached 
until about the middle of 19U3. 

In the Prosecution document, I have also found exhibit 1336, HI-6287, 
3ook S9 > En « lish 25, German page 32, that it is a record of 21 August 
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19h2, anti -.rhich is offered by the Prosecution. The Prosecutor said, and 
I quote, "It is reported that Ludwigsbafen-Oppau, from the beginning of 
the second World War, employed 9,000 workers more than before." 

One can see from this that it was only after Wo years of war that 
9,000 additional workers ware with us, and further, one can see that there¬ 
fore the figure 10,000 after t!*e first trar year cannot be correct. The 
nu-jbor of foreign workers after the second year of the war, on 1 September 
191*1, '/as actually 2558. 

Q Tha t is half of the figure which the Prosecution gavo as being 
of ono year after the outbreak of tho war. 

A Yos, that's right. I aasiaao that thore is a confusion botuoen 
tiw nunbor of workers and tho turn over. And a confusion bocwcon the 
Gonaan words "auff-sortic" and "aus?.aondisch" tho first moaning "not 
boing da'.idled of tho place." 

0 Can you very briefly, and in broad outlino, tell us about tho 
employment of foreign workers during tho ..-or? What ;.x>ro thoflirthor 
dovolopmonts? 

A First of all, there woro Oonjan workers from Slovakia, and thon 
thoro woro others, especially Italians, and a larjo nuabor of Fronch 
voluntary workers. I don't boliovo I need to speak about tho araplbymont 
of Fronoh voluntary workers. That las alroady boen gone into. 
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'.Jo will tori with this in ono of our docunonts. You i»y conti¬ 
nue. 

a. Shea *>t the end of 19-11 there were quite *». few Cro**tinns. 
Fcrh“.os I any refer once _»ro to SxhiMt 1736 which tes hcon quoted, 
•mother point saying so lathing K'eout 800 Oror.ti^ns being oxpocted. This 
door lent Rlso says th-.t too housinr focilitios. ftnd I quote: 

“....for additional Gerafta rn A foreign workers fron out of town 
were prepared ftad co.iscriptod labor fron Baden and tho VcBfv.rk wore 
expected. Also n. nunbor of worion fro-Dthor l*.bor officos who *ro to 
bo housed in two hones." 

Ono oocs thoreforo th«.t the L»'x>r Offico In tho sumor of 1941 was 
quito a bio to wupply us with Gorvvn 1*borore. 

Of course you wjro apo^kin? ".bout CrortiARS. Voro they 

voluntary? 

*. Yoa, exclusive!-'. 

Thon you »-ro »lso spofckin^ *.brut wonon *ssi--nod bv othor lnbor 
officos. Thr.t :ro*ns Gori»a wonon fro £orr*n l*.':or officos outeido of 
tho P%l*tin*to, so tlv.t thoro rwy ho no -lisundors fading? 

a. Yos, tfcf.t is ri.;ht, "ad thnt explains tho incro»*.so in tho sizo 
of this top white coluna on the chftrt, while, if I if# »v’.d this now, 
tho esploy_.ont of foroisa woaon bogf.n anch Inter. Ono eftn soa in tho 
first -oaths, -bout tho sua~.«r of 1943, so :o very thin blue lines. Thoso 
wore nostly ?rcnchaon who h»d brought their wives or othor rolntivos with 
then. Jhilo this colunn bcco ;os wider only when tho fcrvlo 2>.storn work¬ 
ers c“.-c to us in tho second hfclf of 1942. 

Sr. virstor, you s**.id tfc»t by the end of 1941 workors fron tho 
foreign nations, — •••our.cntionod “ranch, Italian, Croatians, Slovaks — 
c °-~® to you voluntarily. Aro you really sure th-.t these people were 
rslunteers7 

A. I absolutely certain. 1e experienced :fny ca.sos — and 
you will offer docunonts “bout this — that foroi-nors of various 
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rationalities ftylied specifically to tho Labor Offices for work 4n our 
nl^nts. Sometimes they colics to us directly, possibly because thov 
h“d learned tha* they would vc well t*kon c**ro of in Farbcn. 

Chon vou had no inhibitions ar*inst oqplovinc these foreigners? 

A. Ho, I see no reason why I should have h-‘d. Che position was 
that vory rfeny foreigners applied for work in Germany at this tine because 
they had boon out of work in their own countries, so c of then for years. 
Row did you lenww that7 

a, Veil, */o talked to the people, and one characteristic was 
that, to a lar o extent, their clotr.in; and shoos were vory in*doquOto 
»nd when wo “•iced the i "bout it thoy ^nvo us this information. They said 
th»t they had boon unemployed for rany years and the*’ did not h*vo enough 
nonoy to buy clothes. 

%. Did you help those pooplo who vero so brdly clothed? 

A. I boliovo I can say wo :'«*dc ever” offort to help in this fiold. 

Actually, clothin- ay. shoos wero r*tioncd *t this ti:»o in Gor >any and 

wo ohtainod so many ration c*rds for these volunt"ry workorc that tho 

St*to authorities bop*n to .ret worried and they roproachod uo for doinr; 

too much. In addition to that, wo ourselves froquantly h"d clothing 
6 

collections, with rathor ^ood succoss and which contributed to this 

assistance. It was not too simple for our pooplo, <*nd it w»s all tho 

more plca.sa.nt to discover that the collections had .^sod results. 

Dr. '.’urstor, aro you of the opinion that in tho later courso 

of the war too nil the forei yaors assi.pied to you woro voluntary? First 

of all, let us discard tho 3nstom worker. 

• 

a. I :oliovc oven today that throughout tho war thoro was a 
considorablo pcrconta^o of foroi^nors, over, lator, who ca:o to Gor-iany 
voluntarily. I do !r-ow, howovar, that fro:; a corta.in tine on, about 1943, 
l» ;or conscription w-s introduced in other countries too, in part on tho 
basis of trentios, and that such conscripted labor—non-voluntary forcipiors 
—cane to Gorman*-* and to our plant too. Or. this point I nay perhaps ask 
you once more to look at this chart. For reasons which need not be 
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discussed, tho rod curve =*-t tho botto:: shows that about this ti jo 
the niusbor of forei .nors erjlcyod bo pa to drop. I just want to 

-e-'tion that. 

-hut noans that at the tiic, if I un erstund you correctly, 
fron the ti:o on whon foreign countries introduced labor conscription 
those jcoplo wore sent on tho b»sis of treaties? 

A. Yos. 

Q. -! on cr>loyuent in your plant was r»*ucod r vinl 

a. -hat is corroct. In connection wit circu’stances which wore 
in oart outsido of our influonco, hut that was the fact. And I still 
-aintnin that a 1 r;o porcontuco of thoso ••or'-ors, ovo.n at this tino, 
wore voluntary. 

■v. .‘ore you jlad to h\\o people copo to you of uhon it could bo 
tssuuod tAt t.^y „oro not volant-ryt 

A. Of ca-.rsa not. Tho idoa of doin involuntary uor*: sooiod to 
no than. KC no--, so .ct. in., opposed to \tV olo philosophy of lifo. An 
Ion*- as possi lo, wo attested not tc have such compulsion oxortod. 

?or oxarplo, I recall that thors wore letters, I boliovc you are -join^ 
to introduce one such lattor. str.tin., that -oiCcors who rotunol to 
-r«nco and who had broken tholr contr-cts to us should not bo brought 
cock, if I may perhaps add, bocauso wo didn't cxpoct any results froa 
onployin- such people. 

Q. -r. "urstcr, in your district — tho ?alatin*to and 3ndon — 
was I.Z. ?arbsn, the Ludvi-sh-nfon Plant, the o:il- factory which ernloyod 
such forai -' t'other*? 

A. ITo, it was the sana in ell tho other factories. 

Did you, - r. burster, not h»vo any opportunity durin? the 
1-iter course of the war to proven*, tho omoloynmt of non-vcluntarv foreisfc. 
era which you said you were not clad to see? 

4. I did not have tho opportunity to do so any tore than any 
°*' icr plant manager. I believe, hr. ‘Japior, so much has been said 
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about this funda-uentftl question that I don't reftlly need to so into tho 
corsequances of ft possible refusal, and so forth. I just want to sfty 
for .uysclf, personally, just because I found it burdensono that the 
country to which I "colon.; resort*! to such noftsurcs durin; tho war and 
because I could not chan.;a this fact. I endeftvorod all tho rx»ro to sako 
the life of the foroL^icrs at tho plant as pleasant and *s decent as 
possible. Thnt was the only thin.; that I could contribute on ny own. 

k. Did you not endeavor In the later yoars of tho war to got 
additional Corson -orkors instead of foreigners? 

A. Yos, I triod very hard. I nay ronind you that this quostion 
was brought up in cross-oxanination V tho Prosecution witnoss Stothfaxig 
in Sovonhor—I don't rarsontor the da.to. 

Q. Shirtoon "ovcr.bor. 

A. And ho said that there vere always Gordon workers. Of courso 
•wy plant took advent* ;e of this opportunity. And I iiay *sk you to 
look once norc at this chart, Sfcchlblt 6. I hr.vo already said that wo 
h»d 8.000 Ceram non who wore drafted. In soitc of that fact, tho 
.ribunal will porhaps notice that the nunbor of Coram non in this 
factor/ kept increasing in spite of tteit fact. I bolievo that is tho 
•-•ost proof thr.t wo were comtantly gottin; new Goman workers and that 
we took osory one wo could possibly sot. Uhy wo proforrod to do so is 
stipulated by tho Prosecution and the Dofonso, so I need not go into tho 
aotivos. 

Looking at this chart, Dr. Vurstor, ono soes that tho foreigners 
in Way, 1943, roachod tho highest point T.d that thon thcro is a constant 
reduction in tho nunbor of forci : 7iers employed. How do you explain this 
ohenononor.? 

That is becausa the foreigners who left wore roolaced only 
in c*rt by tho Labor Coanitnont authorities. . 

How was leave arranged ir. your plant? 

A. Of course wo wero bound by tho laws, but we tried to do whatever 
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wo could in this direction. In studying contc tporftry documents we have 
found ». few cx'.^jlco. I nay perhaps oention the question of leave 
of such a tons of locksmiths froa a French firm. I don't know vhothor 
I should t^lk about the employment of teams. 
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O. I do :-. 1 1 believe so. I tlunk that has been made quite cloar 
to the Tribunal. 

A. Soiiotiiic in 1941 such ter. a of Trench workers cone from r. French 
firm, and after three of four months they were allotted to go on leave 
for the first time. And 3L-.ee \m -.anted to help them we drew up a 
written complaint because these people were not allowed to use the express 
train from Ludwigsnafen to Paris; so^e railroad official kept them off 
the train. I ass only citing that ac an example of how \it tried to help 
then in all nays. 

Another example io that in 1943, in the whole plant, we had a 
proclamation in French which chows that at that tine we wore still giving 
our French workers ..ore leave than the logal provisions allowed. 

I believe you are going to introduce this document, too. But this 
refreshed ny own .'veaory of our att&.pts to i»elp these people. 

Q. I tiust put to you another Prosecution document, Exhibit 1346, 

N1-2831, in Book 69, English page 66, German page 80. Do you have it? 

A. Yes. 

vi. The Prosecution submitted tins document bocauso it says that 
Lud-.dgshafen, with reforonce to its production assignments, refused to 
give up workers. On the 4th of Hove:A>or, 1947, when introducing this 
document, the Prosecution nado the following remark, and I quote: 

"The purpose of this docuwnt is not only to point out the significance 
of the Ludwigshafen plant but :.t can also be introduced in order to provo, 
ir. the opinion of the Prosecution, that Far ben did not fear failure 
to agree with the Nazi and Government authorities when it \as to its own 
interests." 

*.f:iat do you have to say about that? 

A. First of all I oay refer you to the date of the document; it 
is the minutes of a Directorate meeting at Lud-.dgshafen of 20 February, 

1945, four weeks before our plant was occupied by the American troops. 

At this time there was actually no production at all any more in the 
plant; because of air raids and transportation difficulties the plant was 
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al.io3t completely crippled. I; *.:c had let this be known outside, t’.io 
co aec.us.ice vouLd lave been that :»st of the employees would have been 
reuovcd to other .arts of Gcrrany. They would Save bee., called up for 
t.ie Volksoturm. At this stags cf t.ie i?ar I iad only one worry, :*Jid that 
i as to Ice op these people together in their oi—. interests. 

Therefore, •.« worked with those argjacntc. Tho air raid precautions 
in tho plant acre sach tint ;.o could take tie responsibility of Scooping 
t;.o pooplc together. I nust cay ir. tills connection, docuiionts frou this 
tiuo lave to be read difforcntly tie., tley do today. 

I could not :n*ito in tlvo uinutca of a nocting—"7Jc don't wait to 
give up a:y r»ro workers .you bconuec \*3 ,<ant to kcc. fchosa to yet her. 1 ' 

After all, there wore relatively . a..y . coplo present, and part of the 
record wont through tho r_ails. 

Q* Not;, Dr. VTumtcr, tho cuoetion arisos: h'as it so simple for 
you to convinco the authorities t.at you nooded all thoso people? 

A. Nor:ally it xma not. TIic control -.as vory soverc, as i/ill bo 
shorn later. But tl* air war i^d x\>ncI»oc1 or. intensity at tSis ti.vo so 
tlvat tho highest Forty or.d Govern j..t authorities refused to cono to 
Lud.dgsi.afcn any noro, and wo were v.ro or loss on our own. In this 
connection, I racy perhaps wy, I have oho inprossion that, on the ono 
hand, tho Prosecution is roproacldr.g us for Saving supported tho ovt.roivth 
of Kazidom, and a cin they rcprocch ua with Slaving dared not to agroo 
■•'ith then bccr.uso of our alleged good connections. One can't reduce 
this oo-plicatod situation to two .-me!: simple denominators. Under this 
dictatorship there were situations uhcro friction was absolutely 
sonsclocs, and t..crc '.-ere otl _r = .tvr.tion.s where ono itad to exert all 
one's influonco, especially i.on it ms a question of the uolfarc of 
others. I triod to do tlds, but I not alleys successful. 

Q. Dr. Turstcr, I tr.:t to bri.£ out Prosecution Sxhibit 1 3M, 
Document ia-9091. Book 6$, 2t~L .si: page 57, Gcnv.n page 77. This 
frosecutie® document was introduced by the Prosecution with tho rcc.r.rk, 
ar.a I quote: "Vf.vxt obvious iiiflucncc Ludwigshafen and Farben h.d in 
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general to obtain more forciyi workers and prisoners of icr than the 
niiole chuaical industry..." 'Jhat do you say about that? 

A. Tnis document is an example of a fact that an official control 
cofa.dssion was put after us. T’.ds Lr. Kapphahn, \A 10 c I aa inciting to, 
caa frou the Labor Ministry a;id called hi. o sclf, I believe. Inspector 
of labor Commitment Chemistry (Inspekteur Arboitscinsatz Chcanic). That 
was tho nano which had been invented. Tlxo Labor Linistry received a 
report from somebody or other that we had too many foreigners and 
prisoners of war, and that tils liad to be investigated. Consequently, 
wo drow up material to prove the opposite. I rogret very rauch that tho 
Prosecution has not offered all of tils material. I remember very veil 
this visit, end I rcrenbor tJvct vc worked out a report which is mentioned 
in the lcttor "Supplementary Hcmar^is, u drawn up by Oboringcnicur Hoffmann 
in which wo presented the sitir.tion, And I remember vory well tint in 
this oxposo in tho fill of 1%3 tc psintod out that our foreign workor3, 
i.hon their contracts ox.ircd, ircmld return in largo numbers to their 
homes. That was in Octobor, 1943. I r-eicmbor that vory woll. And i.e 
iud askod in tills connection tint Go;-, .an workors bo assipicd to us, and 
we gavo tho customary reasons wly ix> wanted Gomans. That was the back¬ 
ground. 

How, tho Frosccutor discussed t.ds table whoro tlic comparisons 
with tho rest of tho chemical industry arc given, and the Prosecutor 
mentioned as an example tiiat tho on tiro chemical industry had four por 
cent prisoners of vr.r; Ludwigslv.foi liad five point seven por cone; and 
with foreign workers it was sL ilar, our proportion was somewhat higher. 
The tiiird reason why tlx: Prosecution introduced this document was that 
less people had gone to the /-hr-acht from Luduigshafen than from all 
of the chemical industry. Kc-w, it is f.uito understandable. Figures 
glvon for the entire chemical industry here include cvcryt'.dng, include 
tho whole peacetime industry. They .--nclude tlio perfume production, tho 
soap industry, dotergents; quite a miccr of products rriiich were still 
allo\rcd, but which were not assigned any workers at all. They worked 
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::ith older people. The reason nhy the number of .»coplc tint wo lost to 
%'-£ 'oianncht os loner than the x.holc chcnical industry, on the average, 
da that, as 1 said yesterday, uc cere a relatively old plant. I believe 
I rcucubcr correctly tliat the average age of our German xrerkers at this 
tire nos over fifty. I believe that is the reason for the divcx-gcnco of 
these figures which, besides, is not very important, I don't xrent to 
waste tire by discussing all these figures in detail. I should just like 
to repeat that uio reason tea that xc xiorc chcckoa on. As for tho influcnco 
of Far ben in general, or Ludnigshafen in particular, that is quite out of . 
tho question. This development of tho labor situation xias absolutely 
necessary, and xjc had no influcnco on it. 

Q. Finally, I refer to .another Prosecution exhibit. That is 
1345, KI-9092, Book 69, English page 62 , German page 79. The Prosecution 
of.crod tills document rdth tl» following remark, .and agq.in I o.uoto: "That 
tho personnel at Lud-.dgshafon frou a lot* point in 1963 of about 5,COO 
roso to about 24,COO in 1963..." '..'hat do you say about tlxat? 

a. In ovalu .ting tlxie docx\»axt tlx P.-osocutor made a Mistake. Tho 
various columns hero arc sxrxkcd ono upon the other. Consequently, both 
figures—5,OCO as xioll ns 2i : ,COO—.are wrong. Unfortunately, my plretostat 
is so poor-porlrpo the Prosocutor had tho same difficulty—that I cannot 
analyze those Matters now. I ccrtai-ily do not deny that tire number of 
caploycos increased during this time, especially from '33 to '39, but 
it liad nothing to do with preparations for x.txr. I can perhaps best provo 
that by tho fact that the Ludxagshafcn plant is today employing 20,000 
people. 
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Q. I ncr.; co.X) to the Eastern rorkors. A;cn did the first so- 
calicd Zastem markers come? 

A. As x recollect, that was in the spring of 19li2. 

Q. Woro thoso people voluntary? 

A. Yes, they told us thoasclv-s at that tine that thoy had boon 
recruited fcy tiic Ooma authorities; that tho;* had applied themselves 
for work ii*. Qoruony. 

Q. \lhy did you believe at that tiiao tliat those people had left 
their haxs voluntarily to work in a foreign country? 

A. -to heard that the Goman nutnoritios liad made very extravagant 
promises to tlioso people. I remember I was told for cx.T-.iplo, the 
first Ulcranians who wore brought to the station accoiupaniud by a 
bank, that they c*“-o to Goraaqy with the greatest of expectations. 
Reality in Germany was much different bocauso of tho ridiculous lairs 
and tho practico of tho Gestapo, and it was a groat disa.»pointinent to 
thoso pooplo. 

I should lilas to add, however, that .withor t3io Eastern i/orkora 
whe worlcod for via, nor anycio olso, over told about brutalities 
omploy-d ir. t]\o recruiting of Russian vor'^rs, the facts of which Ivavo 
nenr boco o !i.onn. I can only oxplain that * 05 * tho fact that a number 
of Eastern workers remained more or loss stable after the end of l?li2 
and that uo wore not sent any no*.; workers, so that no net; pooplo cum 
to us during tho tines vhon such brutalities allegedly* occurred. 

Q. ibid vdiat was your reaction rrhon you learned from tlioso Eastern 
workers who lux' co.a voluntarily that they had been given such far- 
reaching promises Jjy tho authorities. 

A. I tried all the norc to do what I could for thoso pooplo, 
but in tho course of those long negotiations wo havo hoard sevoral 
tires that thore were very strict regulations for the employment of 
those Eastern workers. 

Q. You Iiad to observe then, did you not? 
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A. Tos, tliat»s true. The regulatia'-s were extremely strict, 
but froM tho beginning wc objected to the authorities about these 
n-gulatio.a and uo evaded tl»cn whenever possiblo. I nay give an 
uxnmplo. Four days after tiie first Eastern workers arrived uo sent 
a conplajnt to tho agency which had brought then, I was so indignant 
about this injv.stico. I believe that you arc going to introduco this 
letter in ovldcnoo. 

Q. What olso did you do. Dr. Wurstcr, to improve tho lot of tho 
Eastern work~r»? 

A. Tlds cuestia: sccacd to no so very important that I took 
special stops. One of qy coworters spoke fluent Russian, and was 
very f aid liar with customs in Russia. I released him fron his v/ork 
although ho was in an important position, a:si far a tine I had hiji 
working exclusively on tho problo j >f the lust.ro workers. 

Q. VHw-.t do you wan fay that? 

A. This man went right into their lifo. llo virtually lived in 
the ccr:p of tho Eastern workers for aontlis, and ho was in contact 
with then fron nornLig until night, and ho was personally acquainted 
:rith all of thoir desires and worries, ito reported to no regularly 
and after a few -.oaths he drew up a detailed rc.wrt in which hu dc- 
and.d that all if tho discriminatory regulations, tho increased taxes, 
the prohibiti-as against freo Dovecr.nt, the senseless demands for 
ov.r 60 hours, different food rations, etc, be stopped. 

Q. llhat did you do? 

A. Without hesitating, I adopted so.jc af his suggestions iimc- 
diatcly or. qy owr. responsibility in the interest of tho Eastern workers. 
In additi in to t’tai, I instructed ny subordinates to get in touch \rith 
the conpctont authorities of tho lntx>r office, the police, .tc, and to 
present our suggestions to then. 

As an cur, iplc, I nay say that we \mrc the first to take tho sup- 
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-rior rus ; >c.'. 3 ibility for all of our eastern workers in the Palatinato, 
so that they were able to about freely, without guards. I be¬ 
lieve the entire population of Ludirigsliafcn could confirm that, that 
on Saturday and Sunday thousands of foreign workers used to go out 
into this beautiful and fertile country* to get fruit and vegetables, 
and the Eastern uorlzars wont too. 

We suu-od up in a report what c-uld be changed only by official 
intervention and tie sent out several let Levs to the Labor Ministry in 
Berlin in which uo pointed out how impossible the regulations wore. 

At no tiaa did wo let up in our efforts. 

In Prosecution's Exhibit 1319, B-:ok 69, ^glish pago 36, Oorman 
page 51, the aLvotos of a Directorate i-ating for April, 19h3, I found 
a passage stating tljat the now legal directions -..-hich had cone out for 
the troctixmt of Eastern ..orkers won. so unsatisfactory, and I quote, 
"It is resolved to take now stops". I believe I can ary today that 
it was duo to thoso offorts, which as far as I lav*; vrero undertaken 
\jy all Faroor. plants, t/hich contributed to the fact that thoso dis¬ 
criminatory directives woro gradually dropped. 

I nay refer again to the documents, irtiich you are going to intro¬ 
duce so tlttt I need not go into the matter any further at this tiuo, 

Q. Dr. burster, in the sa»j minutes, Exiiibit 1339, that you 
were Just spring about, there is another possago which the Prosecu¬ 
tion road, and bccauso it is so important I want to put it to you 
verbatim. I quote: "At the invitation of tiu regional Imbor Offico, 
the employment of male and formic Sast.m workers in our plant was 
checked, since \jo rare tliroatcnod :.-ith an arciiange for women from 
Lorraine if these people were net employed according to regulations 
The check Isas si-.cr.rn that 85 P-r cent arc listed as heavy and heaviest 
workers, and as suing shift workers, and the rest arc used for special 
vrork because ef special training, or arc working in an especially dif- 
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ficult acid and especially dirty operations. Therefore there is no 
miostian giviiig thou up." 

I just want to ask you nhat this quotation I havo just read, ~ 
hoc do you reconcile that uith yiur testimony? 

A. I recall this very wo 11. This quotation shows again that 
th-ro was another ca Mission to check on us. T.'o woro always suspcctod 
of not keeping to thoso sov-.ro rcgulati ms, cod tliis suspici m was 
not entirely unjustifiod. I nay 3ay a few vords .f explanation. For 
the torus, "heaviest workers, swine shift work-ors, workers in acid 
and dirty plants, etc." I bcliovo that people who were not working 
in the cliojiioai industry* have a v„ry '.Tn'-g irrirosoion. Those arc 
concopts fro:i tariff rcgulati s ccclating for docadcs lung before the 
2Jazis. "vase tariffs w„ra agreed upon betweon tho Unions and tho 
ccployurs in a clxxiical factniy. In our plant for oxajjplo about 75 
por cont ?f our pocplo aro on suing shift. Tivo naturo of our procoss 
doos not por. it interruption. fo ..over sad holidays, n<t ovon Christina. 
A pors « who l^as never boon in a chonical factory ought to soo our 
plants on Christnas. Thcro aro about 500 Christ.ros trouo in tho plant 
bscauso ovorything lias to keep oporating, ovon in nonoal tiuos. It 
is sinply not possiblo any other tray. 

Acid and dirty ooorations, and heaviest workors, those arc so;.ic- 
tliing that aro cou;o.i today too. Thorc is anl~ one onduavor of a 
*..*orkor, and that is to got into this croup bccauso they gut additional 
wages and also additional foud. 

It was tho sano during the war. 

‘.7c learned of t!io control co:Mission beforehand, and to instructed 
cur Department to see to it that those categories aro in order that is 
what happened. In practice, these Eastern TOrfcors were cuploycd just 
liko the Gor-ans. that is the only way it can b in a chemical factory.

Q. I continue. Dr. Vfurster, is the distribution according to 
percentages of tho orr-loyoos in your plant into suing shift workers, 
heavy uor!:-rs, v-ry '.wavjr workers, worU-rs in the dirty plants today— 
that is in I?h7? lou don't laics.* it now but yr<u did knot/ it in 19ii7. 

In this distribution in 19h7, were there only Gortian workers there? 

Was this distribution approximately the sale way as it was vfhen you 
had foreign workers working for you? 

A. The figures arc stable becauso that is th- way circumstances 
requiro it, and because the figures have to bo detrained on tho basis 
of regulations. 

0. I havo only ono uore quostio.:. At one tis» it was statod 
that the fc.;nla eastern workers, anong other /.locos, wer^ to be employed 
in such i.ac.n ef wor!: that were not proper for Oorioan women. 

A. This oociccpto was an official definition by the authorities. 
Tills was to U90C that G.man women wore not >r. it ted to bo employed 
in swing sliift wor 1 : a*tor thv. air raids bad incrensod tremendously. ^lw 
largest part of theso women no longer lived in I.uthagshafen but out 
of term. 7ney liad to cone in by railroad and there '/ere unsurmourta'olo 
difficulties becauso soaotinos they couldn't return to thuir homes 
for 21; hours or. aid. The oastern fualc :orlxrs liv-d closo by raid 
didn't have such difficulties. That is tho reason why this difference 
was aado. Goman wceien who lived in Luduigshafon, who didn't have 
to rely on the railroad, ore also working ir. shifts during the war. 

I roncnbci- a largo auAar of synthetic plants in rfiich wo had almost 
exclusively wouba vorlang also In the light shift. That is the expla¬ 
nation for your question, if you read it sasanhoro. 

Q. I have ono .sure little question about tho deployment of eastern 
workers. Tho Prosecution quoted frou their ltdiibit 1376, NI-7110, 
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in Bool: 10, on Rtgo 63 of the English and 7-^c 120 of tho German* I 
c.uoto, "Luduf-cohafen only distributed tix> bread after it was three 
days old in erd«r to avoid stomach trcubic." Did you consider tliis 
a discrimination against tl>c foreign wor!xrs? 

A. On the contrary, ho who knows Gcr-m bread knows that that 
was a welfare .»asuro, a precautionary measure, and I personally 
introduced that same sort of procedure in tho prison here for nysclf 
because the bread is unpalatable on the ill'st day -Then it is bakod. 

That method was not sitrplo for us. 'To rec-ived from cr caap kitchens 
almost ovoiy dry 30,000 peals that vro distributed, and it noedod 
special ofiorts to liavo at hand a breed sv Tor three days constantly. 
That wasn't any ill-will, but it vtm actuary Oooi intentions. 

Q. ’four Honors, boforo I put any farther c-uestirns, I ask your 
poradsaio.. to introduce a number of docu:a.nts. I offer as my first 
docun-nt, burster Document Ho. 7, tfhich I off.r as Exhibit Ho. 7, and 
at tho sau» tiro I also subait Docent 2CO, -ftioh is in Book III on 

Page. 35. That will bo Exhibit C.

I boliove that is sufficient ns a quotation from this pictorial 
report. 

MR. YAH STREET: May it plcaso Your Honors, I would liko to neko ono 
observation in tho fora of a query. Is this a current publication in Eng¬ 
lish of a document or group of documents, or of a be-k which y-'U had pub¬ 
lished in 1941? 

DR. VAQQBi I want t" p. nswer that query. As I have already sot 
forth, we distributed these p*ephlets in 1941. As cen be soon from our 
document 288, which you night read, we distributed this panphlot and

follow ay description further, you will find picturo numbor 10 and picture 
number 11. Pictures 10 and 11 represont tho dining hall of tho foreign 
workors. Sinco ono eared not only for tho material requirements but also 
for tho cultural needs, picture mesber 13 will show you a room which was 
n thoatorin which thoro was a stago f~r performances. Finally, in picture 
number 18, you can soo n snail, aodcst, but nevertholoss festivo tablo that 
was sot in honor of n Mohnnaedan festival in tho plant. 

Picture nunber 19 and tho foil-wing picturos socn t' mo to bo port 
of tho most interesting pictures. Y- u sec a vary ncdcmly oquippod, 
clean, and appetising-looking kitchon. In picturos 20 and 21 you con 
soo h-w tho fn-d is being prepared. 

I skip tho noxt pictures in order to snvo sono tino, and I w-uld noxt 
liko to draw jrur attontl^n t- picturo number 26, which is a picturo of 
tho washroom. You find a washroom which really 6ponks for itcolf.. On 
P**0 26 you find a shrvor bath, and a bath r^'na, that is picturo 27; you 
find installati'ns for shaving. Vory illustr.-.tivopicturos aro numbor 29 
and nunbor 30, which might fit woll into any "thor camp and which would 
striko the obsorvor ns o vory ploasant picturo. 

All tho following pictures doal with tho sanitary installations for 
tho foroign workors, os illustratodln picturos 31,32 and finnlly 33, whore 
you soo tho installations that tho foreign workers had for washing thoir 
laundry, 

I skip many pictures, again, and I wish to draw jrur attention to tho 
pictures* following mruor 45, which cor.com tho medical caro for tho for¬ 
eign workors. You con see the doctor, very clean surgeries, y-u can sco 
dental facilities, and many other installations. 

I skip vory many pictures, and I believo that picturos 66 to 69 arc 
interesting. They show n nursery in the Eastorn Workers' Cenp. On tho 
r.cxt pego, at the t-p, you can sec the treatment and supervision of tho 
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infants, and at the botton you can see a kindorgnrton in the Enstorn 
Workers' Cwap. On the next page, pictures 70 and 71, these nro schools 
for 2 nstern Vorkors. 

I don't wish to go into to* -uch detail horo, Hnwe/or, picturo 
mnbor 75 soeas t« ho vory characteristic. It sh"ws an orthodox priest 
baptising a child in the Eastern Workers' Cazp. Tho other picturos show 
an excursion undertaken by nenbors of a Hohnsnedan Confession on thoir 
roligi- us holiday to a place called Scbwactxinroh, an»* which is woll 
known to all Germans, situated a few kiloaotors away froo Ludwigshafon 
in tho Anorican Zone, by tho way. 

At tho ond, beginning with picturo nuabor 00, you find snap-shots 
concerning s cial got-togethers in tho evening, thoator porforaancoo, 
dancers, end *« on. PorJups it isn't tho oano as it is in Radio City 
in How York, but novortholess, in relation to tho circunstnneoo at tho 
tino, it was quite a nico thing. 

This is all I haro t~ say at tho n^aont about tho oubjoct mattor.

* I believe, counsel, that is not nocossary. 

Everything that was done in this fiald i consilir solf ovidont. 
It was no problem for us; it was very easy. If I nay 
onphasizc sow thing then I norcly want to say that we attacked 
tha idealistic point of viow of this question with nuch joy 
ini, as a witness in ay own behalf, I want to explain a 
quostion that the prosecutor has raised. 

The newspaper froa the gas torn ’.Yorkers' caap that you 
have introduced is dated May 1944. .jjpraxinatcly to the nidllo 
of 1944 the condition of the canp as a wholo was the way 
the pictures shoe; but in the second half of 1944 serious 
dnaeges had already occurred. That nay explain in sono extent 
tha quostion of the prosecutor. Otherwise, the things that 
wo havc mentioned would not have been p os si bio if there had 
been any a ore serious danoges at the tine already. 

Hay I ask y ou this: (° you know perhaps yourself 
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when these pictures were taken? 

The pictures from the eastern workers conp come fram 
the years 1943 and 1944 in their majority.

1 3id 1 understand you correctly? You created a separate 
department which had as its task Just to care for the cultural 
needs of the foreign workers? 

A Yts; that is right. 

“i I believe we can now leave this subject matter and 
everything that is connoctod with the eastern workers. I now 
want to treat in detail another prosecution exhibit. This is 
prosecution exhibit 1336, Nl-6287, Bosk LXIX, on page 25 of tho 
English and page 32 of the German. This is again a record of 
a Ludvdgshafen directorate mooting dated 21 August 1941. That 
record speaks about the fact that the sickness rate of the 
foreign workers and priseners of war was much higher than that 
° r the German workers. I ask you: was that always tho ease? 

How do you explain that and what do you know about it? 

A ’That is laid down in these minutes is an exception, 
i already stated that at that period of tine, besides prisoners 
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of ’.vex, uc had Slovakians and Italians working for us. 

The physical condition of these people was not gsod when they 
arrived for the reasons that I have already nontionod, bocausc 
frequently they hadn't had any work and any nancy for nany 
years an’ their physical condition was very poor. Our 
physicians tried and our worker canp kitchen tried to holp 
than and they gevo then additional clothing and I oust say 
the circumstances were exactly the other way around; almost 
throughout the entire war the physical condition was bettor 

of those people housed in barracks than those that wore living 

• # 

outside, .llso, the Oernan workers who livod in barracks wore 
in better physical health. 

'l *>r. -‘urstar, if one is very suspicious or if ono 
is Malevolent one could say that you took that fron statistics. 
Could that not be caused by the fact that the doctors did not 
raport those foreigners who wore siok; that is to say, that 
thoy Just didn't recognize foreigners who wore sick as being 
siok?

A No, that is inpossiblo, out of tho question, in 

• 0 

our plant vac hand plant physicians who had nany years, dooadcs, 

0 

of experience; e3 a natter of fact, who were well awaro of tho 
responsibility of their profession and who would never have 
bean prepared to discrininata against foreigners. The 
explanation for what I have said is to bo found in tho fact 
that the life of these people in the barracks was regular. 

Their food was standard. ..11 the workers who cane in fron 
the outside had to be on tho trip for hours. Thoy were oxposed 
to air raids. They had irregular food and that was probably 
the explanation why the circunstances wore tho other way 
around. 7c ourselves during the advance stage of the war had 
- very irregular life, in ay own hone I had no running water 
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for months. I had no gcs for cooking but in thcso barrack 
canps one could take care of these damages more quickly. That 
is the explanation for their physical condition. Of course, 
ailed to that was the fact that supervision was .ouch simpler 
anl easier. 

% Since we arc new talking about the physical condition 

* 

of tho foroign workers, I have another question, './hen 
employing foreign workers and during the employment of foroign 

workers did unusually many accidents in tho plant occur? 

• • • •• 

A No. to enlightened thcso pooplo very systematically 
in this field, -te had full tino accidont prevention 
engineers with associates and staffs dealing with this question 
and in the prosecution's oxhibit 1336 that you just quoted 
I chanced upon a passage that I want to quota vory briefly: 

"The accident rate, despite tho high proportion of 
foreigners and female workers, fortunately, of only ton 
accidants for overy thousand noabor3 of tho plant in a quarter 
ronainad constant. The cnlightonnont of tho foreigners by 

posters and foreign longungo placards scons to provo satisfactory

'./hat you submitted boforc, the primer for foroign 
workers, was not to be just a toy. Thoro was a serious reason 
for this. 

the course of presentation of my document I am 
going to hand you the accidont prevention regulations that 
wero issued in that connection and that were handed to every 
foroign worker. I don't want to delay my examination any 
further. I shall hand it to you later. 
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Q. -pother chapter, Dr. V/urstor. In tho course of this trial, 
we have repeatedly heard that part of the serious duty of a. plant load¬ 
er was also the observance of the authoritative requests, the regula¬ 
tions issued by the authorities, and tho disciplinary measures. In that 
connection, the Prosecution submitted exhibit 1342 for Ludwigshafen. 

That is NI-5915, Book 69, Pago 52 of the English, and page 70 of the 
German. In that document it is stated that two French workers wero 
givon a monetary fine by the Counter Intelligence .Vgent in Ludwigshafen, 
and that they wore threatened with being transferred to a corroction 
camp for workers. Whet do you know about this event? 

U. I saw tho docunonts from tho Prosecution Exhibit 1342 hero for 
the first timo. Since I could not be informed of all tho details in tho 
plant, of courso that wa* tho affair of ccnpotont exoorts. Tho problem, 
howovor, was fmiller to rao, end you ask no. Counsel, to explain this 
whole quostion with tho aid of this ono example; how it was practically 
hendlod. I boliovo, Dr. Wagner, it is bettor if you sufcait all tho doc¬ 
unonts so that I cm explain it briofly with tho aid of tho documonts. 

Q. Yes, I think it will sinplify the proccodings. 

I now offer the following docunonts. V/urstor Documont 571, Ex¬ 
hibit 15, in Book 4 on pago 53. burster document 572 as oxhibit 16, in 
Book 4 on psgo 54. V/urstor document 573 as oxhibit 17 in Book 4, on 
P*gc 55, and Wurstcr document 312 as exhibit 18, in Book 4, on page 56. 
.‘11 of those documents arc in Book 4, pages 53 to 56. 

I »m having handed to you the photostatic copy of tho employment 
chart of tho personnel chart of tho two French workers quoted by tho Pro¬ 
secution, so that you will get a tangible picture about tho affrir, what 
it looks like, end how the records were kept. The translation of tho 
card is to be found on the document book on the pages indicated by me. 

•«ow. Dr. Wurstcr, perhaps you night now explain this case with the 
*id of these two cards of the two workers. 

A. Hay I ask you to lock at the back of the Document 572, Exh. 16. 
11 is clearly stated thereon that these two French workers were 
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given a fine of 1 days' pay on 13 July 1943. If you look at the front 
page, front side of this card, you can see that this worker was on a 
Pay scale of 54.5 pfennings. Eight or nine days after this fine/ ho 
vf-'s given an increase in pay and given an additional pay of approxi¬ 
mately 20 * of his pay up to that tine, which more than compensated for 
his monetary fine within tho past four or 5 days. That shows how the 
personnel department and tho plant leader in question triod to deal 
with such cases which wore transferred by tho Gestapo. 

One can see further, from the document, that this young man was 
of an unquiot spirit. On the back one can see that one year lator he 
registered to Join tho NaJTen SS on 12 July 1944. His plant lorder 
wanted to dissuado him from this spontaneous stop, and ho said, "I am 
not going to roloasc you for this purpose". Thon, the personnel depart¬ 
ment did not roleaso this man. This can bo soon from .... 

G. From tho affidavit of D r . Hans Uuollor, which is Documont 312, 
exhibit 18, »nd which is to bo found on oago 56 of Book 4. 

A. And also from tho lottor to the Waff on SS that I quotod — Ex¬ 
hibit 17. The caso of tho writer which is discussod in Documont 571, 
exhibit 15, w;ts troatod in a similar manner. Ncithor of those two raon 
were over transferred to tho correction camp as threatened, and, I bo- 
liovo that this young Frenchman today is grateful to his plant loador 
for having this ma.ttor handlod for him in this way. 

Q. k question has occurred because of tho translation of the 
*ord "work corroction camp". In tho case of translations, it is not 
always oasy as such, and tho litoral translation would bo, in my humble 
opinion, "Labor Education Department". That would be the literal trans¬ 
lation. 

In connection with tho case of Sios and Blanc, you wore dealing 
v-ith tho question of pay. One interesting question that has to be asked 
” 5re 15 this * Kero foreign workers expected to s^end their entiro 

ppy in Germany, or could they have tho possibility of sending money 
hooo? !foncy they earned in the plant, that is. Could they send that 
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money hone? 

... That was quito possible, and this transfer of money was actual¬ 
ly undertaken to a largo extent. Millions wore involved in our plant 
alone. 

1 . You say millions? 

A. Yes, that's what I said. Millions of marks. 

Q. I didn't want to doviato from the main point by asking this 
question, but I am cooing back to it now. Why was thero a department 
for work oducation in your plant at all? 

A. I can explain that in the following way. It has been ropoa.tod- 
ly explained here that tho logal regulations dom-ndod that tho plants ro- 
port to the authorities those foreign workors who ron-inod away from 
v/ork for any reason whatsoever. This task, in view of tho size of our 
plant, was very difficult and was vory responsible. During tho war 
years, it was handled by tho counter-intclligcnco agonts. 

Q. Ono quostion I want to interpolate at this point. Did tho 
countor-intclligcnco agent in your plant cono under your Jurisdiction in 
your capacity *s plant loador? 

A. No. He had a very complicated legal oosition. Ho was a mem¬ 
ber of tho slant. In his connection with tho disposition of tho foreign 
workers, however, he was directly responsible to tho authorities. They 
had obllgatod him. to undertako those duties and I was not authorized to 
give him »ny dircctivas to handle the matter in any wa.y other than thoso 
directed by the strict roguletions. The only thing which I could do was 
to have a responsible person elected as a countcr-intalligcnco agent. I 
believe I was successful in doing this. 

How did the counter-intelligence agent actually handle these 
leg-’l regulations during tho war? 

A. Because he wa.s a. responsible person, ho tried to evade the 
regulations wherever possible, and to help the foreign workers. This 
very thing caused constant criticism by tho competent authorities. Ho 
generally confined himself to very serious cases, and there were such 
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serious or aes. «aong thousands of people, there were certain criminal 
types of a very difficult nature. There wore those who comittcd crimes 
such as housebreaking, who stole foodstuffs and sold then on the black 
market, »*nd wh»t was more serious, who stole things fro a their own com¬ 
patriots. Very frequently complaints came fron the compatriots of those 
people to the counter-intelligonco agent. 

Until 1943 one could release such workers and send them home. Per¬ 
haps with the beginning of 1942, the Labor Office refused to s end them 
homo. It was so serious that we were expressly told — and wo woro 
going to introduce a document about th't,— that motions for tho dis¬ 
missal of workers would not be accepted by the authorities if wo wantod 
to havo them roloased. It »*s tho duty of the plant head to settle this 
on his own. 
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Two police regulations were very serious. One of then had to do 
rath the fact that food was rationed and that the Germans, when they 
violated food ration regulations, were given serious and heavy 
punishment. I happened to find in Prosecution Exhibit 235 about a 
directors' free ting that I presided over. Quite apart fraa tho G> roi#i 
questions, these were Gcrnans, because such cases also occurrod in tto 
case of Germans. Secondly, froo the boginnir^ of the war on, there 
was an obligation for everybody in Germany to register with tho 
police — foreigner and German. If a foreigner then did not appear 
in his place of residence for ccny mseks, then it was a very unequivocal 
polico duty to report him. 

Q What did the authorities do ;.ith such pooplc who had to bo roportod 
by tho countor-intolligencc agent? 

A The authorities provided a nuobcr of measures, among which was tho 
transfor to corrective camps of tho Gestapo. 

Q ’.hat did you hoar about these ccrroctivo work camps of tho Gootapo? 

a Yihatevcr ono heard about it was very cloudy. For that reason 
our count ^intelligence agent, in 1%3, conferred with tho author¬ 
ities abort th: institution of a so-called work oducation dopr.rtmont 
noar tho plant for such casos where ho ojuld not provent reporting, 
unless he himself wanted to be punishod for sabotage. Tho motive 
ho was imbued with was to try to prevent, above all, the person ccn- 
ccrnod being exposed to an uncertain fate. I tried to show that in 
the ease of this little oxanpio of those two Frenchmen, and I believe 
that I can say on the thole he was successful in his intention. For 
the rest, this institution of a work education department was sabotaged 
actually as much as possible. One normal barracks was providod for 
this purpose in vhich temporarily c few people were ronfinod for a 
limited period of time. 

Tfoo was competent for having people transferred to these barracks? 

A Only the Gestapo. 

Q ifes this barracks guarded by the SS? 
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n Ho, here again our courier-intelligence agent fburd a way out. 

He had three elderly people conscripted as auxiliary police, and they 
wore in charge of supervision. 

Q Hhat wark were these people used for? I no an the people, tho 
inmates, of this wrk corrective, or education dcpartcort? 

A They wore coployed within tho plant. Thoy had the same writing 
hours as the f roo workers did, and they were mainly given unloading 
work, but they were uixier guard. 

Q How was their accommodations and food? 

A Tho barracks was cquippod quite normally - bod, closets, running 
ur.tcr, olcctric lights, and so on. They received thoir food from 
our plant kitchen. 

Q Was this department over enlarged? That is, was there over 
any othor barracks added? 

A No, on tho contrary. Tnis barracks was damaged by on air raid. 

I don't know any sore when it happened, probably at the oni of 19A3 
or the beginning of 19U., and the countor-into Uigoncc agent used 
this desirable opportunity not to restore it any more, so this 
institution died a no Ural death aftor a fow months. 

Q And this concluded the wholo affair? 

" That is the way tho counUr-intclligcncc agent tried to doal with 
this problem in the best possible, humane manner, and I must say that 
I was quite familiar with these measures. I said I did not know such 
individual reports, but I knew the institution as such, and tho mannor 
in »hich one tried to handle this prohlca. 

Q You steted previously that the main thing was to have a reason¬ 
able person appointed to this job. Key I ask you: Was your counter¬ 
intelligence agent a member of tta SS? 

A No. , 

Q Since I am already fitting these types of questions, I want to 
ask you: W fi s the chief of your plant protection, the plant police, 
a member of the SS? 
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A No, our last chief of the plant police was not even a nember of 
the* Party, and a lot of trouble occurred sometimes with the authori¬ 
ties, and he was criticized by them. 

Q Part of this number of questions is an interrogation about two 
documents submitted by the Prosecution in this connection. Ono of 
these is a document, NI-6349, their Exhibit 1340, in Book 69, on 
page 38 of tha English and page 54 of tho German. This contains a 
circular letter of the 19th of august, 1943, *hich states that for 
the maintenance of working discipline the foreigners would rocaivo 
their food tickets only after thoy fillod out the r»rkir« certificate. 
Do you have that document before you? 

" Yes. 

Q ’-'hat do you say about it? 

A Tho document is from August, 1943. That is the timo when I 
showed in tho course of oy examination that wo woro exposed constant¬ 
ly to the control and pressure of tho State control agoncios. They 
waited to see rhethor wc actually complied with tho regulations about 
the work commitment of the foreigners. 

Tno docu/nont begins with the «w>rds, I quote: "Wo wore glvon tho 
order...." and the second circular lotter, Wiich was in tho somo 
document, dated 19 August, '43, roads quite similarly. This is again 
the execution measure of regulations of the authorities. May I 
quote th 0 last sentence of the circular lotter? I can confira it 
*tocn I say: "If tho plant lists any days of absence without leavo, 
ths foreigner will first be warned by the camp management and a fine 
will bo imposed and he is to bo threatened at the sane timo that if 
ha does it again the food tickets have to be kept back." 

I believe the way in which this is formulated shows the spirit in 
vfcich the circular letter was sent out. I can harolly imagine that in 
our plant any considerable number of foreign workers were over 
deprived of these food tickets on the basis of such ceasures, or any 
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A No, our last chief of the plant police was not even a member of 
the Party, and a lot of trouble occurred so actinic 3 with the authori¬ 
ties, and he was criticized by then. 

Q Part of this number of questions is an interrogation about two 
documents submitted by the Prosecution in this connection. One of 
these is a document, JU-6349, their Exhibit 134.0, in Book 69, on 
page 38 of tha English and page 54 of the German. This contains a 
circular letter of the 19th of «ugust, 1943, *ich states that for 
the maintenance of working discipline the foreigners would roccivo 
their food tickets only after they fillod out the working certificate. 
Do you have that document before you? 

* Yes. 

Q ‘font do you say about it? 

A Tho document is from August, 1943- lhat is tho time whon 1 
showed in tho courso of my examination that wo woro exposod constant¬ 
ly to the contrcl and pressure of tho State control ngoncios. Thoy 
waited to sco ihcthor we actually complied with tho regulations about 
tha work commitment of the foreigners. 

Tho document begins with the words, I quota: "We woro givon tho 
order...." and the second circular letter, Wiich was in tho samo 
document, dated 19 August, '43, reads quite similarly. This is again 
the execution measure of regulations of the authorities. May I 
quote th6 last sentence of the circular lottcr? I can confirm it 
"toon I say: "If tho plant lists any days of absence without leave, 
the foreigner will first be warned by the camp management and a fine 
will be imposed end he is to be threatened at the 3anc time that if 
ho does it again the food tickets have to be kept back." 

I believe the way in ihich this is formulated shows the spirit in 
vhich the circular letter was sent out. 1 can hardly imagine that in 
our plant any considerable number of foreign workers were ever 
deprived of these food tickets on the basis of such measures, or any 
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other treasures. That aich ecasurcs were at all ordered has to do 
of necessity with the conditions of a fbreed economy. Every German 
today can only get a food ration if he can show a work certificate 
of the plant or a vork certificate of the labor office. That ia 
impossible to handle difforcrtly in an emergency period. 

Q Am I to continue my examination, ilr. President? 

THE PRESIDENT: Go ahead. 

'I I must how deal with a circular letter of the Personnel Depart¬ 
ment Ludwigshafcn which the Prosecution submitted as pert of their 
Document NI-2831, their Exhibit 1346, |r.gc 66 of the English md 
page 87 of the German. This circular speaks about tho fact that one 
recoivcs food rations only if one can provo that one has work or if 
ono has registered for mrk at a competent labor office. 

Have you anything to say in that connection? 

* This document, counsel, is o circular lottor dated 23 Fobruary 
'45, that is, four weeks before the occupying of Ludwigshafon by 
Alliod troops. At that period tho conditions were already in much 

confusion ard ia a state of dissolution. For the rest, this document 
does not refor to fbroigners at all but to those persons, as it soys 
literally, "... *ho live in tho l^staark area and who arc bctirccn tho 
ages of fifteen and sixty-five", and I was part of those people too. 

Q Dr. ’wrster, I must interrupt you. If the document refors to 
overybody ard not only to foroigrers, then we should not deal with it. 
We don't have to treat it and wo <bn't have to waste time on it. 

This concludes essentially my questions about the foreign workers 
subject. I went to ask you this in conclusion. 

Dr. burster, are you still convinced today that you did for tho 
foreign rorkers of your plant during the war »*atover was possiblo 
freo a humane point of view? 

* I think I can say that I endeavored with all the power in my 
coonand to do the humanly possible. I don't want to say too much 
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about myself, but I want to point out one fact. The American 
Uilitary Government, during the time that they occupied Ludwigshafen, 
did not raise any charge against mo in connection with the treatment 

of foreign workers in Ludwigshafcn after they investigated the 

# 

conditions at the time. 

Q What was the attitude of the French Military Government in that 
connection? 

A The French Military Government, after they took over the plant, 
conducted theso investigations very thoroughly as far as I know, 
particularly becauso of the fact that thousands of Frenchmen had 
boon working in our plant during the war - civilians and prisoners 
of war. I do not believe that that authority would he.vc pemittod m 
to fork as a plart manager for two years if they had tow nd that 1 
had violated the laws of humanity during tbo war. 

Q Did. 1 understand you correctly that you said that the French 
occupying authority, novor charged you personally with those things 
which the Fposecution now charges you under Count 3 of tho Indictmont?

q. In tho caso ofyour comrades of Camp 5 who worked for Farbon, 
did you ever detoct undor-nourishment or hungor edema? 

A, No, we had no cases of hunger odena among thoso pooplo working 
for Farbon,. 

Q. Witness, I oust put to you that another witness, who was in 
Cftpp 5 approximately around tho enno tisao you woro thoro, tho oocond 
half of 1944, nodo tho following statements about the fo-'d in that comp. 

"In tho nornlng wo rocoivod one cup of hot eoffoo — if y^ want 
to call it eoffoo. At no "a wo rocoivod a soup. In tho ovonlng wo ro¬ 
coivod one boiled potato and ono slico of broad, and thon in addition 
onco or twico a wook a tiny ploeo of seat, which was hardly palatablo. 
Ono tho othor hand, hewovor, wo got as nany boots as wo could oat," 

Your Honors, this is tho testimony of Procoa-tion witnoos Morcol 
Oronot, on pago 3383 of the English transcript. 

Vitnoss, what do you havo to say about tho testimony of this othor 
witnoos? H'v can that bo roconcilcd with what you havo Just stntod to 
tho Tribunal about tho food in tho casp? 

A. In rogard to eoffoo, wo rocoivod a liter of this ooffoo, tho 
narao eoffoo that ono usod to drink thon and still drinko today in Oor- 
nany. About "only soup at noonday" I havo already an do otatomonts a 
short whllo ago, 

Q. May I interrupt you? Tou said before that you rocoivod in 
your rocolloction noro thon Just tho covp? 

A, Yog, In rogard to broad ono cortainly cannot spoek about Just 
ono slico of broad. For the aost part ono would draw a wholo loaf of 
bread, that is, tho army bread of throo pounds. And that was split 
up among the peoplo themselves. Ac far as I renonber, tho brondwan dis¬ 
tributed usually to three or f our porsons togothor, but in tho othor 
cenps tho broad was distributed for six or seven — and semotinoo ovon 
noro porsons together. 
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Q. Hov about the neat? 

A, Wo received neat soveral tines a veok, and in good condition . 
Snail pieces, it is true, but wasgood and in addition, instead of the 
neat we sonetimes received fish once or twice a week. 

Q* Apart from the normal food ration and iq>art fron the additional 
food for the "heavy workers 1 , was thero also m opportunity for a 
prisoner-of-war to buy additional things in tho canteen of the cacp? 

K Yea, one could sonetines get fruit, sonotices onions, various 
sorts of vegetables', rhubarb, herring salad, various salad dressings, 
and other products that one could get without ration straps. 

ti. Was there fruit in tho cantconT 

d. Yes, and also toaatoos. 

Q. Did Fnrben help furnish these things for the cantoon? 

A, Tho cantoons wore ouppliod by a Fnrbon agency which at tho 
anno timo suppliod tho canteens in all othor coops, and also tho plant 
cartoons. This agency bought all tho foodstuffs, distributed then, and 
furnished then to nanngoro of the emtoons. 

Q, Thon apart froa tho foodstuffs thoro wor 0 articles of nscosalty 
that ono noodod every day to boy in tho c/ntoon? 

A, Yes, tho things that ono noodod as a soldior or a s a prisonor 
of wgx, for inatanco coabs, tooth paste, tooth brushes, and sinilar 
nrticlos that ono noedod __ coabs and alrroro, 

Vm This brings no to this question. Could tho prisoners of war 
of Crop 5 pay for theso things? First of all I want to ask you: How 
•■such did a prisoner of war earn in tho other prisoner of war caspo a 
aonth? 

A, In tho otfccr prisoner of war cops, regardless of tho typo .of 
v.-ork tr.ia nan did, a prisonor of war cernod 12, 15, or pcrhapB 18 aarks 
a aonth. 

rfhr.t did you ccarades dn Ce-p 5 earn, as far as thoy worked for 

Farbon? 
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A. Uy comradoe in F&rben, according to tho technical job they 
h3d, rocoiv^d different pay* This fluctuated sometimes up to 180 to 
250 marks a month .V 

Q*- 0ut were there any deductions made from this for housing 
and feeding, or did they receive it all in cash? 

A. The food and lodging were of course deducted. 

Q a Do you know any othor single prisoner of war camps in which 
the prisonors of war received so much pay, not pay, as your comrades in 
Camp 5 "ho worked for Farben? 

A. Mo, no,. 

Q. I nov; want to turn to tho treatment of prisonors of war in Camp 
5. Since you yoursolf testified that you didn't work as a medical man 
in tho plant, I want to ask you: Did you at any time in yovr hospital 
or in any other part of tho camp aco any comrade who bore the traces 
of mistnatment which ho had rocoivud during work? 

A. I cannot remember that. I do not remember having scon such 
a caso. I would romeafccr it if I had soon it. 

Q. I must put to you tho testimony of tho othor witness who testi¬ 
fied boforo this Tribunal as follaas: "I know that not a day passod 

without comrados of aino returning in tho evening from work and boaring 

tho traces of boatings and kick$ in tho face and other parts of tho body 

that thoy had received during the course of the day. ’.'hen my comrades 

returned in tho evening —" 

IK. VAN STREET: Objection, if Your Honors please. I think it is 
6oing a little too far. The cgiestion has been asked, tho witness has 
answered it, and he is just spreading unnecessary *ord3 on the record, 
in my humble opinion* • 

THE PRESIDENT: Ihe fora of this approach is improper. It is not 
a matter here of reconciling tho testimony of this witness with any Proso- 
cution witness.

n. Yes, r.-thcr.

A. Y-s. I h-d no countryncn of my or.n . nd I sent :bout ;ith the 
French, and very scon I v s counted -among the Frenchmen. 

q. Did any Trench comrade ct :ny tiuc cor.pl*in to you .bout the 
treatment during work in the Furben plant? 

A. Ho, they never mentioned coy serious co»ipl:ints. I cannot re¬ 
member. 

Q. In the ease of your comrades in Comp 5 meriting fer Farben, did 
you ever find cut th.-1 the work in the Went , because of too long or 
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too heavy ; ork, cxh: ustcd thca too oich? 

"• N°, thc 7 h-'d their working tLx rhich r.; s eight hours -rxiaum 
day.

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Q You * , id not obs.rvj thct your comrades hod to work lon~r then tho 
Goman vrorlc rs, or tho ir..c foreign rrorkers? 

A No. 

Q In your capacity as a nodical ran in tho hospital did you notico 
that accidents occurred to the prison .rs of ar in tho plants in a 
sorious aarnor or a largo extent? 

A Ho. 

Apart iron little accidents, and littlo wounds I n^vor porcoivod any¬ 
thing* ,r o did have too fatal rccidonts which rnro caused by tho person 
in question drinking nothyl aloohol, which w-s forbidden sovcrly, end it 
u.-s guerdod. But tho Tussian prisoners of ucr prrticula ly, often soolo 
and drank this octhyl alcohol instead of liquor. 

Q Do you reader ti»c instruction payhl-ts and tho warning posters 
that warned C&r mst i’afr /1 alcohol -s p. poison? 

A They tjero in the plant itsOf. Ihoy -rcru hung out f.oro, T-xp were 
not displayed in the caizi. 

Q But thoro wore no barrols with rathyl alcohol in tho ceup? 

A Cortainly not. 

q Do you rexia-.bor in your capacity rs a nodical .nan, -bout tho

extant 7arbon worried .-bait tho car os sick prisoners of war also outsido 
of tho plant in tho ccnpj wore the gonural nodical facilities of tho Tfcrban 
plant, tho S-ray and tho diathorry station, and such o quip rent r.vailablo 
to sich prisoners of wrr. 

A All patients who needed .xrdical mam*, notion or spocial nodical 
troetoont woro sent to ?arbcn. Thoro, X-rays wor. tekon, ell parts of tho 
bedy were X-rayod, and oven the- dental work was done. Slectrocardio.-raphs 

voro ta!:on , bloo <l tests •.•ore Lakon, and all other ;*.dical troat ont w-s 
givon. 

Q I now turn to the subj.ct ratter of fir ^‘ids. *.*ho decided -here 
the prison-.rs of war of C a np $ ere to go in case of an air raid at night; 
did the fehrnacht decide that, or did Tarben decide that? 
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The ' 'ehnacht, who was responsible for guarding the prisoners of 
war, also decided where they night go. 

Q Do you member that in Aine of 19U*, one single aerial bomb 
caused losses of life in Ca :p 5? 

A Yes. This aerial boMb caused the death of aLaost 100 comrades, 
and we had wore than 100 seriously wounded. 

Q -hat do you know about the aaistance giver, by the *arben plant 
in the case of this sad happening? 

A Shortly after the bomb exploded, still during the period the air 

• 

raid was going on, the ambulances arrived irith all of the bandages, with 
Geroan doctors in then, and German medical men, and several poople from 
he Directorate. They worked with us until early in the morning, while 
the air raid was still going on. Thoy treated the patients and excavated 
the shelter. 

Q Did the doctors of C*ip 5 cone under the jurisdiction of the Anny 
or under the lurisuj stion of Farben? 

A Hell, the physicians in the ca;*) who wore prisoners of war, uere 
Just ltte the rest of us. They had two bosses. In regard to the prisoners 
of war, of course, they were under the jurisdiction of the arny, but — 

Q D° you remember that a ion C the people fren the ->arvi;.euont who came 
*° as3ist th « in Ca .p 5 Airing the air raid, that a Jong these people 

the chief of the plant Lr. 'urster vas also present? 

A Ifo, I cannot re.-.ember that. I do not Icnow Dr. Wurster. 

A After this air raid, v,s anything changed as to the place where 
the -Tehnaacht directed the prisoners of war to go in case of an. 
air raid at night? 

A Upon our demands, and as the result of the disorder that arose 
in the camp a j a result of the death cases, w Q w ere finally permitted by the 
ehrnacht, - in the beginning only during the air raid, and later also 
during an air raid. 

Q Was that the only possibility or could you go into the air raid 
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shelter of the plant since the ^ehrmacht pernitted you to leave the camp? 

A T'e could go into the air raid shelters of the plant. Near Camp $ 
there was one shelter in which I ryself went at one tine. I believe 
that w«8 No. 560. But we did not go into these shelters very often, 
first because they were right in the middle of the plant, and then 
one did not feel quite so safe. Secondly, because the bridge permitted us 
to exploit our liberty a little raore. 

Q Did I understand you correctly that the prisoners of war wanted to 
go to the Autobahn bridge, or were the prisoners of war forced to go there 
by the Army? 

A No, we desired it. Vo wanted to go there, and wo too*.: the necessary 
stops to be pormitted to go t *cro. 

Q 'hat ris the distanco freru C* ip 5 to the shelter u^ior the bridgo 
of the Autobahn? 

A That distanco i.icht havo boon approxLuately two kiloiaotors, as 
far as I reneefccr. I rocall that during an air raid 1 never took longor 
than 15 minutas to ro a ch that bridgo, on foot. 

Q Is it possible that a bridgo was destroyed on this route at 
one tine so that it as not a distanco of two kilometers, but it w a s sovon 
kilometers? 

A Ho, t.iat is impossible. That w»7 is still untouched today. It 
w a s not destroyed and no placo w a s thcro any destruction.

Farbon, tfhonho vas stoalin:; sojo potatoes; that ho «rs tho. confined to 

tho hospital of tho ca.ip for two dr'S, that ho vp.a thon trensport-d to tho 

Ludut'jsiiafon hospital, trhoro ho diod?

A Ho, I don't ro 0‘Vx.r such a erso.

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3 Tfcre you informed about the events in the hospital during the 
entire tine? 

h Yes, I was altcys informed about everything that happenod in 
the hospital. I remember almost all of the death cases from tho 
beginning of ay term of imprisonment, to the end. 

G I think that is enough. Do you, apart from one case, know any¬ 
thing about the fact that at one time a prisonor of war of Camp 5 
was shot at by tho camp police in the plant area of Farben - fOr 
instance a Russian prisoner of «r. 

* No. 

Q '..'ould such an incident havo pasted without much excitement in 
tho camp? 

* No. he had an opportunity to protest in such a caso, to complain 
to tho Camp Coooandcr of tho Stalag, anl thon also directly to the 

Red Cross in Switzerland rfiich always sont an investigation coamission 
in earlier caaoa to the camp in ordor to clarify mich mattors. 

Q You mean other camps? 

A In other eases before. 

Q In Camp 5, did you havo a representative who could havo comraunica- 
tod undisturbedly with tho Red Cross? 

A Yos. 

Q Do you know anything about the fact that the Plant management 
of Ferbcn also worried about the entertainment of tho prisoners of 
war during their leasure time and that they assisted them in this 
er&ertairment? 

« lie were grateful to Farben for the fact that they made it possible 
for us to have a theatre, in regard to the materials, such as lipstick 
and so on. During the entire time we had to get help for our 
orchestra to procure instruments, music and such like. They were 
always supplied by Farben. Sometimes we had movie performances in 
in Camp No. 3. 
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Q Did these navie shews that you were shown there hove any propagan¬ 
da tendencies or were they just entertainment films? 

A They were normal films; there was a newsreel before, and thon 
there was a love stoxy, or something clso. It was an ordinary film. 

Q Do you know anything about the fact that the Farben plant at one 
time held a large variety show for the jrisoners of war of Camp 5, in 
Ucnnheim, and that the prisoners of war were permitted to go.to 
Uenrhcim in special trains of the Mannheim streetcar? 

* No, I do not remember such a variety show in liannhoim. 

vi You did not participate? 

a No, I do not. 

Q I want to ask a few additional, brief questions. In Canp 5 woro 
the re any Russian prisoners of war? 

A Yos, there were one or two companies of Russian prisoners of war. 

Q Did you experience an overt, whoro a Russian prisoner of ver was 
not permitted to use the air raid shelters as the otter prisoners of 
war did; or was there no difference made between tho individual 
nationalities, 

A Mo, there was no difference, end it was impossible to provont tho 
Russians from using those air raid Acltors because there were no 
guards or foremen in the camp.

a Yos. 

Q How were the non-coonissioncd officers employed in Camp 5? 

n They were used as interpreters, clerks, or company leaders, or 
supervisors in any camp details or similar work. 

Q Did you at any time see German members of the Farben Plant, or 
talk to them, ifco concerned themselves with the care for the prisonors 
of war, end particularly with their food? 

A May I ask you please to repeat this question, a little more 
clearly? 


Q I wart to ask you this. A short ihilc ago you spoke about tho

Q Do you know from your om observations that Farben also co nee mod 
thoaselvos with maintaining this good food ration for the prisoners 
of war?

A Ho, it was certainly not the acrit of the army. The food was 
suppliod by Farbon. Farben took it out to the plant; it was unloaded 
by the Farben administration in the kitchen end was cooked thoro. 

Q I have one core brief question about the «utobahn bridge, whore 
you went in the caso of on air raid. Did you oonsidor this shelter , 
this bunkor of the Autobahn bridge as particularly safe? 

A Yes, we were convinced that that was the only place where one 
could bo safe. 

Q Did the German population also prefer to go to the shelter roan 
under the Autobahn bridge? 

A Apparently so because not only tho people fran Oppau but ovon 
pooplo from Ludwigshafen end surrounding torritory ell erne thoro. 
Thera wore srall housos built thoro, a small village almost, in which 
whole families ncro housod because only this bunker was near. 

Q Then tho population of Ludwigshafon preferred tho Autobahn bridgo 
shelter end did not go into the shelters of the city, b ccouso they 
thought the Autobahn bridge shelter was more safe; is that correct? 

A Yes, they preferred this Autobahn bridge durins an air ra.id; 
one could sea trucks, tractors, ard outooobilos, bicycles and ell 
of these people streamed to tho A u tobahn bridge from Ludwigshafon. 

A Thank you, very much. I now want to ask ycu in suannry, did you 
personally reproach the management of Farben with anything regarding 
the life that you led, and your comrades led in Camp 5? 

« No. 

Q May I then ask you in conclusion to describe to the Tribunal 
tho mannor in *£iich the contact was made between you ard the defense 
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of the defendants froa Ludwigshafen in the ttock here? 

a Long before the Farben trial started, but utien the first reports 
appeared about it in the newspapers, and on the radio, to the effect 
that aich a trial was going to be asnductod, I tried tn find out. the 
address of Dr. Weiss in Heidelberg in order to talk to him. X was 
motivated by my curiosity because I knew the Farben Plar*. and Camp 5, 
and because I still remembered from those timos, md had a vivid 
recollection abovi. it. Therefore I talked to Dr. Weiss and he told 
me that the chargo of bad troatnunt of prisoners of war might be 
raised in that connection. Therefore I voluntarily offered my assist- 
encc to him.

-ado until May of 1947? 

THE FRSSIcarr* Wo cannot overlook tho fact that thoro is evidence, 
which I take will c\*t bo disputed, that nany of theso dofondffts hrvo been 
in confinenont for longor periods than last Hoy. That's hardly a fair 
quostion to this witnoss. After all, I think you oro referring to tho 
formal filing of the indictment, e nd it is ^parent to tho Tribunal that 
aany of these dofondsis have been hold nuch longer than since last May.

DR. HEINTZELER: Your Honors, would you please allow the witness to 
cocaplete his testiraony. 

A.- I was told that the question of the treatment of prisoners of 
war eight come up; and when I was there I asked Dr. './eiss the following — 
■I should like to know in »*aat connection any charge could be made." Then 
he answered — "I don't know what the Tribunal will want to know." And 
then I said — "You just refer to rae if you want any statements. I am 
prepared to clarify this question. 

UR. VAN STREET: Did Dr. Weiss indicate to you why the raattor of bad . 
treatment might be raised against PW's? 

A.- He explained it to me in tho following manner: Ho said that in 
othor trials the treatment of foreign workers and of concentration camp 
irmates was touched upon, and consequently it might bo that some explan¬ 
ation would bo demanded in that connection. Ho didn't actually speak of 
any mistreatment wjth which the Farben people might bo charged. Ho was 
rorely talking about fcho treatment of the prisoners of war rhich might 
have to be clarified. 

UR. VAN STREET: But it was his idea that the question of bad treatment 
might core up. That is your testimony, isn't it? 

A.- I wanted to state that he did not speak of any mistreatment with 
which Farben was being charged, but he spoke of the treatment in which the 
Tribunal might be interested. 

UR. VAN STREET: Thank you. 

3Y DR. HEINTZELER: 

Q.- I only have a very few questions. When you visited Dr. ’teiss in 
Heidelberg on your owi initiative, where did you reside? 

A.- At the tine I resided at Ziegelhausen near Heidelberg, 
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Q.- And to what zone does Ziegelhauscn belor^j? 

A.- Ziegelhamon belonged to the American Zone and still does today. 

Q.- wh«n you visited Dr. "eisa at the time, -were you alreadv married 
to your present wife? 

A.- No, I was not married to my present wife at the time. 

Q.“ Farben or the defense have anything to do with tho fact that 
you are now employed at Frankcnthal and that you arc living there today? 

A.- No, not at all. I went to Frankonthal through the French military 
government, and I was appointed to ay position there by tho French military 
government. Farben has not assisted me in ary way at all. 

DR. HEINTZELER: No further questions. 

THE PRESIDENT: Anything further with respect to this witness? Appa¬ 
rently not. I?r. "fitness, you are excused from furthor attendance. Tho 
Marshal will show you the way out of tho courtroom. 

DR. HEINTZE1ER: I should like to ask the permission of the Tribunal 
for Dr. t’Urator to resume the witnoss stand as a witness in his own behalf. 

THE PFESIDENT; Dr. T *urst«r cay take the witnoss stand. 

DIRECT EXAMINATION - Continued 

BY DR. HEINTZE1ER: 

Q.- Dr. Wurstor, after having discussod, Friday aftornoon, tho allo¬ 
cation of foreign wjrkors at your plant, I should like to put a number of 

* 

questions to you t oday with respect to tho comaitmcnt of prisoners of war, 
Fere prisoners of war employed at your Oppau-Ludwigshafon plant during the 
w»r? 

A.- Yes. 

Q.- How did this employment come about? 

A.- There wore as sign od to us in the manner which has frequently been 
treated in this courtroom. They were assigned to us by the corapotcnt labor 
Office through tho Stalag. 


Q.- ?fas the Ludwigshafen Plant a so-called 


armament plant? 
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A.- No, we wire a KL Plant. I don't think I need to discuss that 
tern any sore. 

Q.- Did you know about the regulations pertaining to tho employment 
and treatment of prisoners of war? I refer to the regulations of intern¬ 
ational law. 

A.- I knew about them in a broad nay. I know that the supervision 
and tho maintenance of such regulations was under tho -tohrmacht. 

* 0 

Q.- TO what extont, as a plant leader, waro you responsible for pri¬ 
soners of war? 

A.- Actually, prisoners of war arc not employees of tho factory in 
the sonso of tho law, and thus thoro was no immodiato responsibility. 
Naturally, howover, I considered it a purely humane obligation on my part 
to care for the prisonors of war as far as possible. 

Q.- For tho housing of tho prisonors of war employed at tho plant, 
did tho work management havo to placo the necessary barracks at tho dis¬ 
posal of tho "ehrmacht? 

0 # 

A.- Yes, that was tho regulation, and in Camp V, which has boon fro- 
qucntly mentioned hero, other laborers hr.d proviously livod. Tliis \s\s thon 
confiscated by tho •‘ohnaacht for that purpose. 

Q.- Did tho camp which you had to place at tho disposal of tho tfohr- 
cacht differ from tho so camps which you constructed for Gormans or fo- 
roigh workers? 

• • • 

A.- No, there was only ono exception, Ur. Heintzolor. Thoro was a 

0 

torbed-wirw fence, and I think you know that yourself, bocauso you wore 
a P rlsone *‘ war for threo years. This barbed wire was regulation; tho 
other camps, of course, had no such fence. 


Q.- At this time I should like to put an intcracdiato question to 


/°’J. it has frequently boon discussed here how such bar-racks were constructed 
at Parben P lants * Fro" the point of view of tho plant leader, would you 
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please tell us briefly how such a camp originated. How wore tho funds 
approved for the construction of tho camp, for in3tanco? 

A.- I don't quite understand your question. Do you want me to spoak 
about the quality and tho type of the camp? I am not quito sure whet 
you're getting at. 

Q.- I am not asking you about the equipment of tho camp. I am asking 
you, how, from an organizational point of view within the Knrbcn organ¬ 
ization, such a camp was founded — how funds woro aoprovod. 


A.- This was do no in tho following way: Tho first stago was tho pro¬ 
duction order for tho plant, and in ordor to fulfill that production or¬ 
der it rocoivos workers. 

Q '~ Kay 1 Interrupt you? Do you remember as from what timo the pro¬ 


duction of tho plant was regulated by its so-callod production orders? 

!7m that true before tho war in whole or in part? 

A.- Yos, in port, but it was fully tho caso as from Novombor or Do- 
coabor 1939 — that is shortly after tho outbreak of tho war. 

Q.- Now contihuo with your description. 

A.- Supposing 1500 foreign w>ckors arc assigned to tho plant, Gorman 
or foreign workers. Then tho personnel department told tho construction 
department that housing was needed. The construction department then worked 
out a project - I shall stick to these 1500 men - and then made tho fol¬ 
lowing suggestion: "!fo have made plans for barracks and it will cost about 
1.5 million marks, wo suggest this site for the construction of tho camp." 
Tnon I gave my approval for tho actual construction of the camp. Now] 
during the war, events usually piled upon each other so quickly that such 
£ decision was made by myself in ry capacity as plant loader. Thcro was 
so-called anticipatory approval, whenever there was any urgency, and this 
in most eases, either because the waiters wore inrcdiately approach¬ 
ing or because during tho war some barracks had burned down which had to 
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be replaced very quickly. Foraally however, I had to submit the appl±- 

0 * # 

cation to the Bertrams Office, the TEKD,and the TEA, but theso were 

really pure formalities. The Bertrams Office was a purely statistical 

department tfiich wanted to keep all those figures; the TEXO was intcros- 

ted merely from a technical point of view. I remember, fpr instance, that 

on* tiioo one of my enginoors came to mo and told me: "Dr. burster, at tho 

T7KD we have had some very original si^gostions. You will bo able to 

• 

construct your camps with light cement, which is much easier than wood." * 
That was tho onl> thing vfcich TOO had to cay. TEA was ohly interested 
from a formal point of view. Theso credits for barracks wero ofton dis- * 
cussod horo. It was always my opinion that tho reports on those invest¬ 
ment credits in tho TEA had only one sense. For those bnrrqcks the wa-r- 
tizetion was soparato and had to bo supcr.tsod by nno office, jet T ac¬ 
tually exporioncod any discusrisns about barracks in tho TEA. It would 
have boon entirely scnsoloss. Tho othjr gcr.tlomon didn't know tho situation 

• 0 • 

in ny plant and I, in turn, know vory littlo about tho other plants . 
Tlhatovor I did in my factory I had to do mysolf,; no ono olso could in¬ 
terfere with ny plans. In tho final analysis. I was tho ono to know what 
area I needed and I was tho one to know what I needed. I don't know whothor 
that answers your quostion. Last Friday I mentioned a similar oxamplo. 

1 talkod Qbout the sulphuric acid factory. Of courwo I knew most about tho 
sulphuric acid factory, and ny suggestions wero adopted. If Mr. Hoorloin 
-ade some suggestions about the aulphomaaido eppiratus. Of course I didn't 
interfere, becauso I didn't know anything about it. Tho system of anti¬ 
cipatory approval grow, and such approvals were mostly always ordered 
°y the authorities. 

3.- Then, it often happened that you started to construct barracks 
before e credit application went through channels? 

A.- That was mostly tho ease.* 
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Q.- As a plant leader, did you have jurisdiction over the camp where 
the prisoners of wr wero housed? 

A.- No. 

Q.- Did you oxcrcisc any influonco on the measures which tho camp . 
concandor, belonging to the Kehraacht, took with respect to tho protection 
of prisoners of *r in tho camp durir* air attacks? 

A.- No, he was tho only one itio had any Jurisdiction on that quostion. 
q.- As plant lcador, could you entor the camp where tho prisoners of 
war wore housed? 

A.- I could enter it only with a special pass or special permission. 
D id you over visit tho prisoner of war camp, and if so Cor what 

reason? 
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A I did visit it, on that oocasion without a pass, as a result 
of the air raid which we have already discussed. It was on 26 July 19hh. 
To clarify the situation I may contribute’something with my aim testi¬ 
mony. Tho proteotive installations, from a general point of view, uoro 
absolutely adoquat c. During that attack wo experienced a so-called air 
nine which v/as dropped by a Uosquito p^ane. Theso Jtosquitoes came toward 
their aim from a largo distance without thoir motor running, and for that 
reason tho warning could not be sounded in time in this ca3o and it was 
a comploto surprise to us. Those eir mines arc not .roapons v;hich oporate 
with any machinery, but merely havo, as thoir result, a largo pres euro of 
blast and can easily cause tho death of a lot of pooplo. Host of tho 
prisoners of war that night woro killed in their bods because thoy hadn't 
gotton up yet. Only a small part of thorn wore buriad in a trench. I 
spont tho whole night ... 

Q Boforo you continuo, would you please explain wlvnt an ri- . 
aino moans. Is it a very largo bomb? 

A *oa, it is a vory largo bomb which has a very thin sholl and 
has a large amount of oxplosivo in it. In othor words thero aro hardly 
any splintors, but tharo is a great blast, which ofton loads to intornol 
injuries. 

o Do you remember that at the vory moment this air mino was dropped 
tho so-callod tolo-communication system — that is tho radio reports about 
tho air situation — said that no enemy airplanes were in tho aroa around 
Ludwigshafon? 

A las, that wa3 tho case. Tho witnoss could not actually to3tify 



1 can assuro you tha t thoso protective installations wero vory good, and 
in tho plant itself, during the entiro war, not a single foreigner or a 
single prisoner of war was killed, only a number of Germans who vroro air¬ 
raid wardens. 

Q Would you please continuo with your desdription of the events 
of 2 6 July 19LL, with respect to the protectivo measures which you yvursolf 
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A Tho witness has described it; wa offered every pos3iblo assis¬ 
tance. I myself stayed there throughout tho entire night, I don't think 
anything can bo added. 

0 Would you now bo good onough to dcscribo briefly to tho Tribunal 
'■hat influence tho Par ban plant at Ludwigshafun could cxcrciso on tho 
nourishment of the prisoner of war. 

A On tho basis of an agroax>nt with the prisoner-of-war camp, wu 
ucro obligated to supply the food. That was a voluntary agroemont which 
11 c had undo. It was do no because tho prisonor-of-war camp, as well as 
ourselves, hold tho view that tho largo scopo of ou- installations was 
vory suitable for getting the best results under ouch an arrangement. 
Consequently, the conditions noro better than avorage. I may perhaps 
s-ipplcmont what tho witrwss said. Ho said that fruit and vogetetfoo c-vild 
have boon bought in the freo narkot. That is truo. Not only did wa ha«c 
considorablo agriculturo ourselves for such supplios, but vo Jvd craatad 
a vory original arrangement during the war. One of our ongineors had tho 
idea tliat all the warm water that cones out of a boilor in tlrc factory 
(about 30 dogroos) could bo used to oporato hothousos. 7o la id down 
long tubes, and those tubes irero extordod underground across hugo areas, 

0 

through which this warm water was flowing. In this manner wo rogularly, 
as early as February, had fresh vegetables; radisetos, lcttuco. Not only 
for solocted, privileged messes, but for tho ontiro plant. Y 0 u nay per¬ 
haps bo intorosted to know that over sinco tho outbreak of the war in 1939 
we had uniform food for all employees of the plant, no matter whothor they 
woro foreigners, Gorman directors, or German x/orkers. This vogotablo sup¬ 
ply, so early in the yoar, was vory necessary to supply tto workers with 
sufficient calories. 

Later we had another very nice institution at Oppau. The Oppau 
plant, to a largo extent, produced solid carbon dioxide which was used 
for the cooling of vegetables and fruit.* Wo used the fall months to 


conserve as much as possiblo in order to be ablo to supply vegetables 


during the winter. 
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Q I have one more question with respect to food. 


Tihcre was the 


food for the prisoners of war prepared? Was that done in the camp? 

A Yes, it was done in the canp itself. 

Q Did you occasionally try to convince yourself through one of 
the representatives of the plant that the food was well prepared and 
properly distributed? 

A Yes, the economic department was obligated to investigate that 
in all camps. 

Q I now turn to another subject. Could you exercise any influence 


on the entertainment of prisoners of war during their spore time in the 
camp, and what measures did you take in that connection? 

A >le helj»d a great deal in that domain* I must odd, less in 
natorial aid which I consider a rat tor of courso, in vierr of the size of 
our enterprise but spiritually, as it were. He supplied them ,w- 
sical instruments and things for their orchostra* I nyself on e U: 
which is why I v/as particularly interested, lainly wo tried t> j»ei nctv»r% 
artists for the entertainment of the prisoners of war. In our cvm hall 
no arranged very good concorts with French musicians and othor and tie saw 
to it that the French civilian workers could got togothor with tho French 
prisoners of war, 

0 Do you remember a variety show at Itannhoim — a special show for 
the prisoners of war of your plant, for which tho prisoners of war irore 
taken to iinnheim in special streetcars? 


A Yes, I remember that very well. In liannheim thero was a huge 
hall, and other plants also cooperated in that show. Uay I perhaps add 
ore more thing? I said before that we were interested in thoir spare 
time, "o were particularly interested in seeing to it that church ser¬ 
vices were held* Perhaps the Tribunal is not aware that there were official 
regulations opposing such measures. For instance, as of July 1?1*2 there 
'.•as an express order by the Plenipotentiary General for labor Allocation 
by which the holding of church services by foreign clergymen was prohibited 
or at least designated highly as undesirable. 
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Q I now turn to the work of prisoners of war at the plant. You 
said before that the plant was not an arnanent plant. But in spite of 
that I should like to ask you what type of work the prisoners of war were 
generally employed at in your plant? 

A Ha inly they were enployed in so-called auxiliary work — that 
is transportation work, digging t/ork, construction work. But gradually, 
to an increasing extent they wore enployed in the shipping departments as 
noil as repair shops. 

Q ’.tore prisoners of war also employed in the production plants? 

A In goneral not, but it was so in a few cases. 

• 
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q And who decided to what plaoe of work a prisoner of v a r 
vgS to be assigned? 

A Tiat w s s arranged with the supervising o.ficer of the Staley 
he lias the one who made the decision, 

Q Vfcs he responsible “or &he decision as to ■..’hat w B a admissible and 
slat was inadmissible? 

A Yes. 

Q The Prosecution has sub:iitted Prosecution Sxhibit 1335, Document KI- 
6265# Document Book 6?, English page 21, Ger-an page 25. These are minutes 
of a iaana;ersj meeting at the Ludwigshafon plant on 31 Jamaiy 19Ul« Among 

e 

other things, it is stated there, and I quotes "The effects of the 
iminent drafts are being discussed and the nenossary measures decided 
uponi aasng others, increased oa.loy>ient of prisoners of war in those 
production plants in which they can permissibly bo used." 

In that connection, I want to eel: you what tho word "decided" 
morns here. .Docs it oan fiat the Lu&lftB.uifon plant wanted to -:oko tho 
Initiative in ordor to rocaivo e ditxonal prisoners of war and to o.:ploy 
the.- in tho production plants? 

A Ho, that is not ./’Ct it ucans* That Joels'on was not to rccoivo 
additional prisoners of war. xho assign:;ent of prisoners of war w^s not undor 
cur -nfluonco. On tho contrary, with this decision ;ro wanted to s oe to 
it that tho prisoners of war available to us ..ero to bo transfo/rod frem 
ona work place to another within the plant. I h.vo already said that as a 
rile the prisoners of war wore employed outside of production plants. At 
that ti ; '.e ~o started to omploy a few prisonors of war in tho production 
plants who were especially suitable beoaiso of their skill; and wo 
'•anted to oriploy them in such a way as was permissible. Such nieesurus 
are i-ccossary in a factory when gaps ca.;o about as a result of the draft, 
naturally, the employees ond a factory '.an c::ist only frcra production in tho 
first place, and the au .Hilary work is only a r.oco.id consideration 

Q If I understand you correctly, ; c arc here concerned with the 
transfor of already present prisoners of ’ar within the plant, a change 
of tho place of work? 11053 
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A Yos. 

Q In ti.is connection, I should like to ask you what in thoso managers' 
aoiting Minutes the expression “ permissible production plants" uoans. Are 
these production plants which fran the point of view of the Genova Convention 
on tho trar.t.Tont of prisonors of war, wore beyond reproach, or in other 
;crds, factories where tho Geneva Convention peruittod tho o ■jploy.v.-nt of 
prisoners of war? WjJ th. t the sense of tho word? 

Ak No, tho word "permissible" hero Moans seething olso. At kudwig- 
ahefon wo did not havo production plants in •..«iich prisonors of war could 
not bo employed, as far as I know. !»o didn't produce any a<rajnition nor 
any an:s, nor did vie transport any arm. 

Q You acid "transport arms", you meant "produco arms?" 

A T-3, that is wiuit I woant, 

rtis '»rd "porraissiblo" referred to tho regulations concorning tho 
pr.vontion of sabotage. I don't think I nood add to that. There is a 
stipulation b/ tho Dofonso ard tho Prosecution ebout what that actually 
reens in tho oaployiaont of foreigners.

Q Thon I -zist put to you that Dr, S t russ in a chart submitted by 
' r * ? **osacution (tosignated the share of prisoners of .jar working at Ludwig- 
S'-afen on 1 October 1 9hlx as approximately 10 percent of tho entirety of all 
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employees. I an referring to Document NI-3782-A, P,.osGcution Exhibit 1557. 
This vr?s cddod to 3cok 68. Hon do ycu explain that chert? 

A This is to ‘io explained in tho following way: In I9lih — 
and I can't givo yew the exact aonth — wo received about 2,000 
Italian military internees. I think Mr. S^ru as included than in his 
chart with tho prisoners of war. The position of those internees has 
nlroaety boon discussed iwro. They hed a.i in;cr.aocliate position between 
prisoners of war, and civilian internees. 

Q ioi said civilian internees? 

A Yes, that is right. The:/ wore roally not at liborty. It "ns 
actually a situation which can hcrdly bo defined. I didn't uako tho 
distinction tatwoon prisoners of \cr and civilian workers, bocauso at 
first thoy voro interned. I can noil imrgino that a O ft raan during tho 
war, living in England, would boccno a civilian intornoo, and gradually 
thoy bocaruo froo Italian civilian workers. If >ou deduct thoso 2,000, 
you arrivo at a figure of approximately 5 porcont. 

Q I should liko to p t a nu*fcor of questions to you concerning tho 
working conditions of tho prisoners of war at tho plant. Could you 
exorcise any influence on th_so conditions, as ;>lant loader? 

A Yus. 

Q Her about the working hours of tho prisoners of war?

workers, I luvo explained before, when discussing foreign workers, tliat 
fren a pxroly technical poxnt of view, this is not possible in any othor 
way in a chaaical factory. 

Q Then how do you explain the contrary stotorunt of tho witness Gronot? 

A The witness Gronot spent only a very few months at Ludwigshafen. 
y.a w-s there tcr.rard the end of the war which I think must bo taken into 
consideration, I can quite understand that he suffered because of his 
status as a prisoner of w 0 r. I boliovc he Mns a prison:r of war for many 
years, and I am sure that his aeocry of tlxjso three or four years is rather 
bitter. Eut I should like to state very cloarly that, from a material point 
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o: view, his testimony is cssontirlly in correct; that applies for instanco, 
to the working hours. 

q TTorc prisoners of war used for particularly heavy or particularly 
dangerous work at your plant? 

A ?k>, they did the same work as all tho othor workers. 

g IJow about tho guarding of the prisoners of war at tho plant during 

working t&io? 

A Guarding was one of t'.u duties of tho "ohnccht. Tho "'ohr.acht 
organized a pe trol duty which at certain intervals visitod tho prisoners 
of ver at their various plccos of work. Tho guarding w-s vory lax, and I 
rjnofkor that rftor tho boginning of tho Allied invasion, tho nuinbor of 
?riaorv.rs of rar docroasodj s oration they found thoir way homo. I thirk 
thnt shows that tho guarding was very lax, becauso after all they wore 
distributed ell ovor tho plant. 

Q And hew about tho treatnont of tho prisoners of war? Did you hear, 
in particular, of any mistreatront of prisoners of war during work, and, if 
so, what did you do? 

A Our work orodor ovon providod boforo the war absolutely correct and 
iocon’. treatment of-workors by supervisory personnel. Tills principlo 
*M (bring the war applied in the sane way to foreign workers end to 
prisoners of war. In ccso of violations, severe ponalties were provided. 

I think tho statoaents nado here by tho Prosecution witness Gronot 
about tho boating of prisoners of war arc ontiroly out of the question; 

I think it is also quite untrue what lie statod to havo heard about tho mis- 
tratosnt of foreign civilian workers. 


I v/as at the plant almost overy day, vory froquontly. I spoko person¬ 
ally to nucerous foreign workers and prisoners of war. I w a s mostly alone 
in the factory, not accompanied by any staff of adjutants. I also visited 
‘•'no ca- ps regularly* . I visited thorn Airing the day, and I visited them at 
-ight when there wore air raids. During the entire war, I never entertained 
•he thought of protecting nyself by an oscort. I never carried any firo- 
arns Airing the entire war. That w a s the ateosphere which prevailed at 
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eur plant. Sane of our foreign i/orkcrs stayed at the D? ca.-ps in tho 
palatinate for nonths aftor tho collapse, and came to visit us. 

Naturally, ttoro would have been a wave of hatred if the situat on had been 
such as was doscribcd by the Prosecution witness Cronot. 

Q As plant leader, did yai learn anything about tho incident 
which tho witness Grenot described here before tho Tribunal, according 
to which a French .prisoner of war was shot by tho plant guards and later 
died, and according to which a Russian was also shot? Do ycu remember 
ttoso incidents, do you know anything of then? 

A No. 

Q Was tho organized on of tho plant such that any such incidont 
would hevo cane to your attention :»od it actually occurred? 

A Yes, tho orsanitation w a s such that every serious acciJont 
would have boon reported to mo by the socurity officer by telephone 
inr.edir.toly, day or night and subsequently ho would havo written a 
rooort on it.- Any such caso would havo had to bo roported to no. Injury 
to a prisonor of war in an accident, for instance, was treotod in 
tho sene way cs an nccidont report on a Goman omployoo. Thoro woro 
foras for that purpose. Tho plant was also responsible for accident 
protection ior prisoners of war. For purely formal roasons, ary such 
incident would have had to be treated in tho same way as any incidont 
involving r Garmon worker. 
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Q .ihen it did happen th3t a prisoner of war fell ill during 
work or had an accident, what did the plant do? Did it assist him? 

Did it place its facilities at his disposal? 

A liithin the factory he immediately received the very same 
medical aid as every other worker, and depending on the severity of 
the case, he was brought into the sickbay of his prisoner-of-war camp, 
or into the municipal hospital, or into our own hospital for special 
treatment. W 0 had a very close contact with the hospital with respect 
to the foreign workers bocause the first assistant physician of tho 
ludwigshafen hospital, during the last years of the war, was a FrencJrvan 
who was conscripted there. Korcovor, all camps, indudii^ the camps 
of the foreign workors, had their <*m foreign doctors. t*o hod Italian 
doctors, Russian doctors, Belgian doctors, Dutch doctors, and that wan 
a guarantee for at that toolth conditions were properly supervised. 

Q !fou have already told us about U* air-raid protection for 
tho prisoners of war. In that connection I must briefly put to you 
a Prosecution exhibit. This is Pjosccution -exhibit 1353, NI-5912, 

Book 69, G c man pego 74, Biglish page 54. A prisoner of war is 
mentioned in that document who on cortain occasions expressed the dosiro 
that in ccso cf air raids ho be allowed to enter an air-raid protection 
trench. C a n yc*i explain that statement? 

A I can add nothing to that from my own knowledge, because 
I don't know the document, but 1 think it is entirely impossible. The 
••ohmacht officer in the Stalag camp was a very correct nan. 

Q And during work in the case of air raids, the prisoners of 
war had tho seme privileges as all other foreign workers and as all 
GcEnan workers? 

A Yes, they had the same privileges, a red they had the same 

shelters. 

Q I have a very brief question. Did you have any influence 
on the payment of prisoners of war employed at your plant? 

A Yes. There was no working contract between the prisonsre 
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of war and the plant. Therefore, our payments, at the rate was fixed 
by the OKVT, were nade directly to the Stalag. However, they made an *’ 
arrangement with the Viehrtnacht according to which prissners of war could 
do piecework or bonus work. The amounts which they thus earned could 
be paid by us to them directly, «o used that possibility to a largo 
extent, in the interest of the prisoners of war. 

Q Summarizing all your testimony with respect to the treatment 
of prisoners of war in tho following question: "Do you believe that the 
prisonors of war enployod at your plant were treated accordii^ to the 
regulations of tho Geneva Convention?" what would yom- reply bo? 

A The rules of tho Genova Convention wore certainly adhered to, 
I would say that this was a matter of course. Whatever was done boyord 
that was also a matter of course, 

Q And did you at any tisn hear that at another placo in Farbcn 
the rules of tho Geneva Convention pertaining to prisoners of war wore 
not adhorod to? 

A Mo, I think that is also out of the question. 

Q Do you.reocnbor whether C a mp V was at any time visited by 
representatives of the protective powor or by the Genova Red Cross, anl 
if so wore any complaints raised as a result of oach visits? 

A 1 reoerctoer ono visit. No complaints reached me subsequently 

• 

to this visit, nor woro any sent to any other part of the plant, 

Q Was the employment of prisoners of war at your plant aftor 
the collapse investigated by the ailitaiy gjvomaent? W 

A Yes. 

Q Apart from the Prosecution witness Grenot, did you leam of 
a single case where a prlsooer of war who durir* the war worked at yodr 
Plant complained about the treatment received at your plant? 

A Mo, neither diring the war nor aftor the war. 

DR. HEIMTZELeR: Your Honors, this concludes my examination on 
th ° sub «i ect ®f prisoners of war. Dr. W aS ner will now continue and 
conclude the direct examination of Dr. Wurster. 
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BY DR. WAGNER (Counsel for defendant Wurster): 

Q D r . WUrster, the Prosecution charges you, as well as all other 
defendants, with being active in connection with the employment of 
concentration-camp inmates and therefore being guilty of a crime against 
humanity. In that connection, let nc first ask you this: within your 
sphore of influence — that is to say, at the Ludwigshafen - the Oppau 
Plant — were concentration camp inmates employed at any time? 

A No. 

Q At any time was there any desire of the officials, the Nazis, 
to assign concentration coop ircates to your plant? 

A Yos. That happenod in two instances, durii* 1%U. At ore 
time 15C0 inmates were to bo assigned to us, and around the sane time 
approximately 1000 irerkors of the Jewish faith were to be assigned to us, 
who wero to bo housed in a concentration camp man nor. 

Q What was your reaction to those proposals? 

A I issued tho order to my two assistants to act in such a 
manner as to avoid such assignments if at all possible. 

Q And did thoy succoed? 

A They did succood. In both cases it was oxtroncly difficult. 

Ono tad to bo extremely carol\il in such nattors. It is my conviction 
that wo oucccodcd only because arourai the niddlo of 1%U the situation 
in tho -lostorn part of Germany was so unfavorable for Germany that tho 
labor allocation authorities took that into consideration. 

Q Dr. Vfurstcr, did you know that in othor Parbcn plants 
concentration camp inmates were employed? 

A Yes, 1 knew that. However, I knew only of their employment 
at Auschwitz, which was cccmunicated to me as a "fait accompli" as a 
result of an order by the authorities. As for other Farbcn plants, I 
learned of it only hero. 

Q Wore you personally at Auschwitz? 

A No. 
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Q Did you hear of the alleged bad conditions which the 
concentration camp ircates wore sub jo c ted to ifcen working at Farben 
plants? 

A No. 

Q Wien did you learn for the first time that human beings were 
systematically murdered in concentration CEcps? 

A I heard that only after the Allies occupied Germany. 

DR. WAGNER: 1 am told that the translation did not come through 
correctly. He learned that free an allied source. 

TOE PRESIDENT: 0,.. ti'affier, just ask the question again and lot 
it come through a second tine, and that will straighten it out. 

DR. V/AGNER: Yes — excuse no. 


Q Before tho Genaan dofeat didn't you hoar any rumors about thoso 


ratters? 


A No. 
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Q. Didn‘t you hear anything for instance through leaflets dropped 
by Allied planes over Germany? 

A. I!o. r !a at the plant had all leaflets gathered by the plant 
-u rds, and I sar.* then all. Our collect! *;i was rather extensive, 
but there was not one leaflet aiong then which contained anything 
of that sort. Tills collection .as taken away after the war by an 
American agency—at any rate, to a large erctont. This American agency 
will be able to confirm testimony. 

Q. TJhen did you loam for the first tine that Zyklon was boing 
used for nvrdars in concentration camps? 

A. I hoard tliat in February 19u6 from a newspaper report on the 
so-callod Testa trial in Hamburg. 

Ci. Dr. ifurster, did you at any tine even think of the possibi¬ 
lity that Dogosch could have anything to do with the delivery of 
Zyklon to concentration camps for illegal purposes? 

Ai I couldn*t think of that possibility. I have alroady said 
that I leamod notiiing at all of these murders. 


Q. You wore a zr 


of the Adam •.strative Committee (Vor- 


wattungsausschuas) of the Degesch. Since when were you a member of 
that Co-.d.ttoo? 

A. Since June 19U0. 

Q. And for what reason did you bccoue a ejber of tho Admin¬ 
istrative Co_uittce? 

A. 3ocau38 qy predecessor Dr. Schumann resigned. 

Q. Hen; many meetings of tho Administrative Committee of Degesch 
were held after June 19U0? 

A. Hone at all. 

DP.. ’tAffiERs The English translation said that Dr. Schumann 
resigned. Actually he was pensioned. In other words, ho retired 
because of old age. 
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Q. After lpliO did you attend any other meeting of Degesch? 

A. After 19U0 there was only the shareholders meeting in 19U2, 
for the business year 19kl. I did not attend that meeting because 
at that tioo already I left the plant only on very urgent occasions. 
According to tie agenda, the meeting did not seem to me to be very 
urgent. 

Q. fasn't the Ludwigshafen plant represented a t all at the 

19U2 stakeholders ‘ meeting? 

# 

A. Yos, I saw to that. It was represented by the head of the 
Ludwigshafen Inorganic DeparUwnt, Dr. Pf&naijueller, who attendod tliis 
aoeting as a guest. He was ontitled to do that, because his Depart¬ 
ment was in chargo of the insecticide Calcid, which was producod at 
Ludwigshafon and sold by Dogcsch. I may porliaps remind you that in 
the description of Frrben 1 s ontry into Dogcsch the Ludwigshafen in¬ 
vention was pointed out. This was a .a-eparation which was needed 
to a very large errtont for tlic fighting of vcmin in the growing 
of fruit and vegetables, especially in tropical and subtropicat coun¬ 
tries. 

A California firm developed a similar product. After tho 
Ludwigshaf on invention an agreoaont was nado with the California firm 
for its salo th.rcyghout tho world. Degesch negotiated this agreement. 
And that is !w/ far ten became a partner in that firm. 

This product Calcid, however, wasused almost exclusively for 
export purposes. For instance, wo heard at one time that within 
10 years 30 million citrus trees wore treated with the product in 
-’rdcr to combat lice. During the war production stopped because there 
i.'as no narhot for it in Germany. 

I may perhaps addftat the manufacturer of that product was Dr. 
Pfannmuollcr, and for that reason ho was snt to that meeting. 

Very well. What did Dr. Pfannnucllcr toll you about the 
stockholders* nccting of 19U2? 
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A. I no longer reraenbor whether he reported to oe personally' or 
whether he acrcly sent me a file a-aorancluu. At any rate, I know 
that ho said nothing striking "ith respect to that meeting. 

Q. Did you at any time got reports about the business of Testa 
or lio 11 ? 

a. :ro. 

Q. ihat did you hoar about tho Dcgcsch i'!:lon business between 
the 191:2 stocliioldars • 'sjotirg and the occupati on of Ludv/igshafon by 
the Ar-rican troops? 

A. I received only tho curtonary yearly business report of 
Dogesch for tho businoss year 19«2.. which -.:as received by Ludv.lgshafon 
in tho courso of tho year of 19u?. Ho conspciuous details wore in¬ 
cluded in tint report with respect to tho Dcgosch Zyklon businoss. 

Q. Did you rccoivo tho businoss report of Dogesch for 19li3 bc- 
foro tho defont of O-r.uny? 

A. Jo. 

Q. -“ton did you rocoivc tho business report of Dcgosch for tho 
busir.oss ’'car l?Ui? 

A. Long after the collapso. 

Q. '.Zion roading tho business roport3 of Dcgosch which you 
received during tho war - the last of which ras tho businoss report 
Tor 19U2 - didn't you notice that Dcgosch, or rathor its subsidiary 
companies. Testa and ibli, nado conspicuously largo delivorios of 
Zyklon to concentration. camps? 

A. Ho, I couldn't notice that, because nothing about that was 
contained in these businoss reports. 

Q. Didn't you in any other way — for iiistancc, through con¬ 
versations with gentlemen of Dogesch — learn that conspicuously 
large Zyklon deliveries wore sent to c,nccr.tr nti on camps? 

A. i'o. Occasionally, evs-r. during tho war, gentlemen of Dcgosch 
visited Ludwigshafen, and I spoke trith one or the other of these 
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gontloixn briefly, All such conversations referred to tho Lud- 
wigshafen products; the Zyklon business was never rxmtioncd in these 
conversation s, because neit i«-r Lud- rigs'. iafca nor any other Far ben plant 
produced Zylion. 

Q. After your entry into tho Administrative Coasaittoo of 
Ikgosch, did you hold that as a member of tills body you had a general 

supervisory duty toward tho buainc*3 mcnagcaont? 

A. Ho. Daring that mating of June l?hO I tried to ascertain 
v;hy Vorotand looborr of rich .idoans^'.c c.*d barren wore nccossary for 
that a nail affair.. Ai thit 'ion I was aUocntod as a Vorstand number. 
Actually X do sired that PfannautlUr -ntcr the body. 

Q. ''.-.on discussing this “.rf fari" >\u- mb the Administrative 
Coed t too? 

A. res, tho At. dnistrativo Coaitt.c for such a small company. 
Tnoso gontio:fin told ac at tho tL*j that tho purpose of this Adminis¬ 
trative Cbraittco was that leading gentle, jo.i of both tho concerns 
could meet on those occasions and discuss r.ucstions connected with tho 
bus Inass of tho tiro firms. 

tTkon I oa .-20 hoao after that mooting I :iado a fllo noto stating 
exactl; r that; it soys, and X quote: "The selection of loading gcntlo- 
nen of Schoidoaastalt and Far ben and their appointraont to tho Adminis¬ 
trative Caaaittoo was not done so much bccauso of Dcgcsch but bocauso 
this bod;- was suitablo to cnablo those gentlemen to discuss current 
basic quest! .is affecting to both concerns when they net." 

Q. And tills file note you made in 19k0, you said, immediately 
after this acting? 

A. -'cs, after tho exiting, and I wrote it down for the information 
of Dr, ?fannnucll,r, who was sorxrShat disappointed that ho was not 
appointed to tliat bed;-, it was an explanation for him. 

Q. Did I understand you correctly: normally, because it affedted 
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•’* sp-cial field, Dr. Pfan ran uol l .r would hevo been appointed to this 
bvdy, IT this Tim ar« to to supervised. Tho fact that you, as a 
'/orstand icutor, r/orc delegated to that body was because actually 
you u-.re cone.rood with oth-r aatt_rs, not tho administration of 
Deg^sch? Is version corrwct? 

A. lea. 

Q. i'o-*. Dr. furs ter, one final quest! or. this. Quito indc- 
p.ndently of all coiisiuorations, tdiat vcoQd you have dono if 
you had had only tlw slightest suspicion that suaothing was not quito 
proper ir. the 'x’si.iesa affairs of Dci~sch? 

A. I JOuld iuavc inv-stic-.tod the matter i ^diatoly, v/ithout 
anj* hesitation. Actually I nev^r had tho slightest suspicion, and I 
could not have led any such suspicion. >cn after all that 1 hnvo 
toerd during this trial, I s-c no possibility for i^y living harbored 
any such suspicion.

Q .,'itncss, as I understand your direct examination you testified that 
ycu became a amber of the Vorstand in 1938. Now, you were in Ludwigs- 
hafor. Anbros also became a neaber of tho Vorstand in 1938 and was also 
ir. Ludwigshafon, is that correct? 

A Yea. 

Q ’as Anbros in Iudwigshafon all the tine until tho end of the war? 

A Ho was always in Ludwigshafer. and conflicted all his business that 
he was charged with from there as well, 

Q I an-interested in or«o detail: Did ho have an office in Lucb/iss- 
hafer. with a staff of *nploye*s? Perhaps you can describo that briofly. 

A You can see that in the organisational chart of Ludwigslwfen 
which I offered as part of sgr defense documents. From that you oan sco 
quite readily that Mr. /jabros had a lot of work to do in Ludwigshafen. 

Q I* that ~urster Document 3, Exhibit 2, this chart? 

A Yes, that>3 the chart.

Q Did

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A Certainly* 

Q Did you also discuss where things in Germany were driving to? 

A He was merely concerned with certaih developments, just as I 

• 

was, too. But he was much mere optimistic. That>5 his nature, 

Q Was that optimism malicious? 

A No, not at all. He is a very enthusiastic person. imperially when 
he was given any task to fulfil. 

Q During tho war. Hr. ifurster, did you also have contact with him? 

A Yes. 

Q Perhaps it is superfluooa, Mr. Wurster, to ask you....but wo 
didn»t discuss this before: 1 want to adc you extemporaneously, did ho 
evor discuss the Auschwitz quostion with you? 

A In tha general outline. 

Q Did he ever toll you whether this Auschwitz project was a Volun¬ 
tary affair for him or whether it was a compulsion? 

A He expressed at the time that it seemed impossible for him to 
start another new plant. 

Q When it was started, nevertheless, did he then discuss it vdth 

• 

you, what causdd him on his part to participate in this plan cf Auschwitz? 

A He hAd been given the ordor to carry this plan into effeot. And 
if ho had such an ordor then ho undortoc* it with all tho powers at his 
command. He regarded it as his Aity, 

Q Witness, then Aobroa had a certain part of his work listed in 

tho weekly rsports and a certain staff ra3 working for him in 

• • 

ludwigshafen. These weekly reports contained the names Santo, Faust, 

Kurr. Do you know these people7 

A The first two I do know, tut Hr. tour I remember only faintly. He 
was a technical engineer. I knew vaguely what he looks like but I have 
no acquaintance with him, I never worked with him. 

Q What about the other two people? 

A I know then personally. 
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- l ' _-7 

Q Can ycu tell-me what Hr. Santo*s work was, that he did for 
Auschwitz? 

A I cantfc do that exactly. According to the chart you can see that 
the connection these people had with us was such that they were given 
their mission about their field of work by the number of the Vorstand 
v:ho was charged with the particular field cf work. To give you a practical 
exancle: If a hood for acid was to be built in Ludvig3hafen for the 
Inorganics Sector then I dealt with the competent construction engineer 
directly — for instance, with Mr. Santo. If Hr. Santo had to mako the 
Frojeot for a construction in Heydebreck, then he talked directly and 
exclusively with Mr. Uuollexw Cunradi. That is how wo arranged it and 
how our work was practically undertaken. For everyone had so nuch en his 
shoulders that that was quite sufficient and the collaboration was only 
Fossiblo for a long poriod of tino if we rospocted the fields of work 
df-each person. I should say that whatever was undertaken in this sphere 
*** again reflected in the whole Vorstand; that was our usage. 

Q And Hr. Faust»s activity was similar? 

A Yes, - 

Q .Vow I want to know from you. Hr. ttorster, would you have had mis¬ 
givings against choosing people such as Santo and Faust for a projeot 
such as Ausc'.TWit* according to your knowledge of these two individuals? 

A No. 

Q Why not? 

A I consider both of them excellent expert engineers and I was 
never given ary indication that their character was not excellent. I know 
Hr. Santo very well. I know Hr. Faust less well because for the most part 
of his professional career he was in Oppau. But for a certain period of 
time he a±so carried out construction work for the Inorganics Department 
around the middle of the nineteen thirties and I know him from thos times. 
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Q Hr. 'Airster, you were in Ludwigshafen for many years. Do you know 
Hr. \on der Heyde from that time? 

A No, I?r. von der Heyde is an example for me for the impossibility 
of a conspiracy among ourselves. When 1 pleaiied "Not Guilty" I saw him 
for the first time. I didntt know him before. 

Q Did yau know that from 1923 to 1936 he was working in Ludwigshafen? 

A He was working in the Agricultural Department but I didn«t have 
direct contact with him there. I was a prokurist only at the end of that 
period of tlae and therefore my field of work was restricted. The 
Agricultural Department in particular, and Mr, von der Heyde belonged 
to Gparte I which was ovon still further removed from my field of vork. 

DR. ffiFFMAHli I haro r.o further questions.

0 Ho*.;, Dr. burster, in reforcnce to your labor education carap, 
vhich ’•’as connected with the Ludwigshafcn Plant, will you please toll us 
just hoir it cane about that you had a Labor Education Camp at Ludwigs- 
hafon, very briofly? 

A Kr. Prosecutor, nay I say that the designation “Labor Education 
Department" is not o.uitc correct for this institution. This institution 
vms not meant to oducate people for labor, but as said yesterday tlioro 
;r °rc a few crininal elements -./lion ono tried to educate to reopoct tho law, 
for otherwise wo could not uso tixra in tha plant. About tho origin of 
tiiis institution, I can not say from ny o\/n knowledge, bocauso tho no- 

e 

-otiations wore conducted by tho Abwchrboauftrag,* who was ohargod v1th 
the question of :.-ork discipline, as I havo stated hero, but I know that 
the institution was started in April or Hay l?h3. 

'• ^ or for tho clarification of tho record, is correct in roferring 
to it as a disciplinary canp? 

A In rrjy direct examination I said that it was an institution under 
the jurisdiction of tho GosWpo, and what conception tho rcwspapors had 
:cout it, ar.d whon thoy decided to transfer peoplo into this institution, 
and What diroctivcs thoy had issued for it, I don't knot;. 

‘ In other words you looked upon this canp, I suppose, as an in¬ 
stitution of tho Gestapo, is that right? 

A That is trhat it was, 

Q Hoyt Dr. .urstcr, you testified that this canp died a natural 
ioath at tho end of 19ii3, or oarly 19M. Now in view of tho fact that you 
said that it was a Gestapo institution, I an going to asJ: you how could 
bo whon you also said in your diroct testimony, referring to the 
period after nugust 191.3, tha t this is a time when we 'rare exposed con¬ 
stantly to the control and pressuro of tha State controlcd agewios? 
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A I do not believe that the Abwehrbeauftragte reported directly 
about the fact that these barracks rras temporarily not being used. The 
control of the State authority that I spoke about here referred first of 
all to the Labor Allocation Authorities, and that control went so far, 

Ilr. Prosecutor, that we had a branch of the Labor Allocation Offices in 
our plant entitled, "Labor Office, Ludwigshafon, Allocation Agency, I.G. 
Farben" and all these control I spoke about referred to the Labor Alloca¬ 
tion Authorities. 

Q In other words, even though that you wore supervised constantly, 
in your own words, by the Gestapo from August 19*3 on, in particular, and 
even though this disciplinary camp was a Gestapo Institution, it is your 
testimony that it was able to die a natural death in the latter part of 
19U, is that right? 

A I said that in ny recollection it was at tho end of 19*3, or tho 
beginning of 19** that these barracks broke down. Tha t is the boat of 
my recollection. 

Q How, Dr. Vi urster, you testified that only the Gestapo was com¬ 
petent to transfor people to tho disciplinery camp. How weren't ouoh 
• • 
transfers preceded by reports from the plant people? 

A The counter intelligence agent had tho duty to report any viola¬ 
tions against working discipline for any criminal violations, and I said 
that he tried to confine this rofliof report to only the most severe cases, 
but if any one from the plant reported it as I gave an example of people 
who were among the foreigners themselves who reported others, these were 
cases where he could not escapo passing on these reports without being 
punished himself. Ihere were very strong governmental regulations, and 
as especially from 19LL on, for exar^le, I remember one caso - 

Q Thank you very much, I think you have answered the question. 

How, I am referring to Prosecution's Exhibit No. 13*6, that is the 
Ludwigshafen’s refusal, dated February 20, 19*5, to release fifteen- 
hundred workers upon the request of the Labor Office, You remember the 
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aocurcnt. Ho*.: in connection with this you stated on direct examination 
t;at as of that date, that is, February 1&5, there was actually no pro¬ 
duction at all any more in the plant. Then you went on to say "if vro 
had let this be known outside, the consequences would have been that most 
of the onployees would have been removed to other parts of Germany." 

Dr. Uurster, just how could you keep from the labor Office, and other 
authorities, the fact that there was actually no production at Ludwigs- 
hsfon as of February 19U5? 

A In qy direct examination I already testified. Hr. Prosecutor, 
that around that time the High people in office did not show their faces 
around Ludwigshafen any core, because the air war had become so ins to ns e 
that these characters didn't show up a.py more. 

Q flail. Dr. burster, if it was unsafe for tho officials to come to 
Eudwigshafen, why would it not havo boon to tho interest of tho foreigners 
to liavo boon permit tod to leave? 

A I bo Hove, ;*r. Pros ocutor, it wes in the very interest of tho 
foroi-nors to remain where protoctivo measures -.re ro tho best, but that at 
t.:at stogo r.-e permitted freehand to tho foreigners as far as possiblo. It 
-s alroody dissolution of tho order, and a largo number of particularly 
Fronch workers found their own -./ay Iwme around that time, os ^rill bo shown 
by a few letters that we are going to introduce. • 

Q You mean same of tho foreigners in February 19hS were leaving? 

A In large numbers already. 

Q And even in view of tho fact you still refused to rcleaso fif- 
tc°n hundred workers to the Labor Office at their request, is that your 
testimony? 

A Yes, yes, because we didn't consider it desirable to expose 
these people to an uncertain fate. 

•~i Now, Dr. >4^3ter, the language barrier was one of your difficult 
problems in the employment of foreign workers, was it not? 

A Yes, of course. 
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o Kow, I refer to your Exhibit Ho. lU, which is your Document 
Ho. 2 ?3, tliat is burster 1 s Exhibit Ho, Hi, burster's Document Ho. 293, 
t’.at is a language primer. Hew I ask was it not the only purpose of 
this publication to teach the foreigners German, or at least somo Goman 
as quickly as possible? 

A The foreigners thensolvos desired to learn German, and wo sup¬ 
ported thoir wishes, particularly, in view of the dangers thrt would 
Iiavo orison for any one not knowing the language during practical work. 

Q That was tho purpose of the primer, to teach the foroignors 
sooo Gorman as o.uickly as possible, is that right? 

A In order to facilitate and to onlargo the possibility of under¬ 
standing botwoon tho Gomans and tho foreigners in tho factory. 

Q HOW, Dr. Wurstor, I rofor to ’./water's Exhibit Ho. 7, this is 
tho Pictorial Pamphlet. This was publiahod, as I understood it, in dif- 
foront languages, such as Fronch, Dutch, Italian, and so on, in 191*1, is 
that not right? 

A Yos. 

Q And such publications ocro used for propaganda and rocruiting 
purposos, is that not right? 

A Ho, not propaganda and recruiting pwposos. 

f i '/hat wore they used for then? 

A In ordor to givo the foroign workers a picture of thoir activity 
of thoir dayrooms etc. -feybe they sont them home, I don't know. 

Q And tho foreigners really had pictwcs for thoir dayrooms, and 
=o forth? 

A Sofar as I reneebor, they \raro distributed in tho camps, 

0 How why did the foreigners already at Ludwigshafcn rcod to bo 
apprised by publication of tho corviitions they could actually sco? 

A I believe that this is the sane thing as buying a pictwo postal 
card if one takes a trip and '.ants to havca.-pictwc of where one was. I 
can not describe the motives of individuals as to w hy those things wore 
distributed to tho3o people. 
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Q Very noil. Dr. burster, I non refer to your Exhibit No. 12, 
this is burster's Docurant No. 8. It is a photostat copy of cxcorpts 
from a paper called "Lc Pont," I refer briefly to an articlo in this 
papor entitled, "The Pharisees." 

DT.. HACKER: I object to rofcrcnco to any articlo, bccauso uhan 
I offered this document, I subnit ted it only in view of the sport activity 
in Ludwigshafon which is described on an inside page end not in reforonco 
to any other subject natter. For as I statod, this publication was not 
issuod by Farben, but by sono other outsido agoncy in Plauon in the Vog- 
tland. 

THE PRESIDENTs Mr. Van Street, you woro intorruptod boforo you 
complotod your quostion. You nay either comploto your quostion, or stato 
to tho Tribunal your purpoao in tho quostion, what you moan there, os wo 
trill havo your view on tho matter before wo rulo. 

HR. VAN STREET: Yos, your Honor. Your Honors, this ontiro papor 
givos standard oxccrpts shown horo as to inhabitants. How, furtliomora, 
your Honor, there has boon direct rcforonco made sofar as Hurstor's 
oxhibits, put in sofar, as to thoir impartiality, thoir dovoidanco of 

0 

propaganda matorial, and I got tho impression, I may bo wrong, of course, 
when this oxhibit was introduced as an independent publication to a group 
of people, or at least to a group of French pcoplorcsiding in Germany and 
working hero in Germany, and inasmuch as this is in cvidcnco, I think it 
is very important for the Tribunal to know just what the nature of tho 
publication is, othorwiso, wo trill bo bound to move that this ontiro docu¬ 
ment bo stricken. 
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THE PRESIDENT; As I recall, and I am not too sure of how 
definite Is ray recollection, counsel for the defendant said when 
he offered it that he was offerring it to show the participa¬ 
tion of the people who worked in the plant in some social or 
athletic activities, and that it was not a Faroen publication. 
Kw, p 8 I remember the evidence, if I am in error about it I 
hope some one will oorroct me — 

HR VA'.'r STREET; It is not a Faroer. oublicatlon. Your Honor, 
there is no questions about it. 

THE PRESIDENT; Unless it is your purpose to connect oltnor 
the defendant or some of the defendants, or Faroen, with 
the publication, we will oo unconcerned about any part of it 
except the part which was oftered to show the participation 
of Faroen employees in sono social or athletic events. In 
ether words, ns you have well said, the document is in for all 
purposes, but at tho sane timo unless you can connect tho de¬ 
fendants directly, or indirectly with the publication, I can 
hardly see whore it would oe competent. 

MR,. VAN STREET: Your «onor, this is a publication that was 
not only used to publicize whrt was going on «t the Ludwigshafon 
olant ’"ith respect to French and Foreign workers, the French 
v orh5rs in particular, out it was also circulated and read by 
ceorla nt Ludwigshafen. Now I refer oack for a minute to 
burster's Exhibit No. 7. This is a pictorial pamphlet, if Your 
Honors will lool; at the re-ding room here, you will soo were on 
the picture of "Le Font* and this is the paper I am speaking 

"OOUt. 

THE PRESIDENT; Thi6 is tho same one, of the sano*issue? 

KR. VAN STREET; That I can not say, it is not plain now. 

The only thing I can see is "Le Pont." 

THE PRESIDENT; I think perhaps counsel you had better ask 
your question, and Hr. Defendant don't feel called upon to answer 
until we have passed on tho competency of the question. 
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MR VAN STREET; Prelim*nary to asking the question, Dr. 
burster, I wont to refer tp n very brief excerpt in the paper 
entitled "The Pharisees,* r.nd I quote: "In London as well 
ps lr. Washington, as everywhere within the Allied camp, ono 
prays for the success of the invasion. As a matter of fact, it 
is since a long time already that the J~w-Allies had made a 
real espostleship for their politics. Did they not receive from 
the Almighty the pious mission of guiding the nations of the 
earth?* Now my quest'on is. Dr. Wurster, was rot this publica¬ 
tion recognized as a propaganda and collaborationist paper? 

THE PIZSITZN?: 3y whom do you moan? 

MR VAN STREET: 3y everyone, Your Honor. 

3Y MR VAN* STREET: 

4 Vnsn't it universally looked upon as such? 

MR VAN STREET: May'os the Court would be lnterestod In 
this observation. There were probably thirty to forty papers 
published under the auspices *f the German Labor Front in 
different languages, and so forth, and so on of the naturo of 
thi6 paper we**re talking about, and natural ly those papors 
p nd theso publications cost money, and they had a purposo. 

THE PRESIDENT; Nov* the substance of your question is wheth¬ 
er tals paper was generally recognized ns n propaganda shoot? 

MR VA1 STREET: Yes, that's right, a propaganda and collab¬ 
oration sh ,t, and the collaborationist goes to the very portion 
which mo are talking about, namely sport events, and this is 
purported to ce a sports events in which Frenchmen participated, 
and here we have a Frenchman giving the " n eil Hitler" salute, 

°s a collaborationist and propagandist. 

DR. VAGNER: Thot.is an error, Your Honor. It is not the 
Hitler salute; that is the so called "Olympic Salute." That is 
an error. 

THE PRESIDENT: Tho more you talk the more complicated i6 
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this matter. 

DR. VAGNER: That is what can be read In the newspaper 
itself. I am not an expert on this one or for other Salutes, 
my inforraatiqn is to the effect that this le an Olympic 
Salute." The article itself states that this sportsman renders 
the "Olympic Salute." It had the same effect upon me as It 
did on you, because I understand a little about both of them, 
out you can read it yourself in this article and objective 
lbserv^rs have confirmed it to me. 

THE PRESIDENT; Just a moment, gentlemen. Now this 
question night well oe deemed as calculated to show the charactei 
of this publication for whatever it may be worth, if you s* 
Intentd. The Defense having offered it even though for a pax^ 
tlcular purpose, the p roa cutlon, perhaps, h»s the right to show 
how this publication was generally regarded, what sort of a 
publication It was, what the people thought it was. To that 
question the objection will be overruled and the defendant may 
answer if he knows, to whether or not this publication was re¬ 
garded as a propaganda sh*et. 

A I saw this newspaper here for the first tlmo when 
I was given my document oooks. Moreover, Mr. Prosecutor, you 
must differentiate between the first exhibit and that you saw 
with the printed publication of our plant. The newspaper 
aoout this was part of that out w*»s printed from outside sources, 
and it v*s the affairs you probably described of the Labor 
Front. There will be no inference on that.. 

* Dr. burster, will you ple»se answer my question now. 

THE PRESIDENT: Th-’t probably was answered. He said 
tne puolicatlon of the report sheet, that probably was in sub¬ 
stance the effect of what you were trying to 6how anyway. 

THE WITNESS: May I make one additional remark. We would 
never have demanded or oe undignified enough to ask a foreigner 
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co render the Hitler salute. I would have put it that way. 

BY MR VAN STREET; 

* I notice here, Dr Vurster, that the name of Philippe 
Kenrlot is mentioned. You knew did you not that Philippe 
Henrlot was the Minister of Information in the Vich-Luval 
(jovernment? 

A I didn't know that. I didn't even know that today. 

DR, WAGNER; May I po»nt out that Mr. Henrlot is not 
sentioned in connection with the sport events, and any other 
word in the contents with which we have nothing to do. 

BY MR VAN STREET: 

* Dr, burster, you sent a representative from Ludwig- 
sh«fen for recruiting and to assist in recruitment of workers 
in the occupied countries, did you not? 

A At various intervals people were in Paris who under 
Che terms that have been described here repentedly detorminod 
vhother or not the voluntary worker recruited by the laoor 
fancies was suitable for work in our plant from a professional 
point of view. 

i And you, of course, heard soout trips or Journeys 
of this man to these foreign countries? 

A I didn't concern myself personally about it, out I 
would not have objected if someoody from the personnel 
iecartmer.t h**d considered such a trip necessary, but I say that 
that the only mission of this travel was recruiting voluntary 
workers. 

* I'll put it this way. You knew they were going? 

A Yes.. 

Now, Dr burster, in your document book III, Document 
«o. 220, that is English page 14, It is said, "the Ludwigshafen- 
Oppau plant didn't make it difficult with respect to the sever¬ 
ance of their work contract sf .those foreign workers who wanted 
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to leeve."' Do you have that Dr. burster? 

A Yes. 

^ Now that pollcj, Dr. Wurster, would have some effect 
on your needed quota *f workers because if a certain 
number broke their contracts you would have to have replace¬ 
ments, is not that right? 

A Around that period of time the replacements were not 
required to oe complete any more, because our production was 
already retrogressive around that time. 
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- 'A I have already 3aid, on direct examination, that we did not 
«i*h to retain any people with us by force if ever we could do so. The 
reduction in the number of employees and workers, as is Shown by the 
chart, was closely followed with the development of production. 

Q Well, you followed the practice, did ycu not at Ludwigshafen- 
O.-uau, of reporting people who breached their contracts? 

A Ko, we did net follow that praotico. 

Q I show you Prosecution Document HI-11635, which will become 
Prosocutior. exhibit 2116. This, Dr. \u-s tor, is, as you will see, a 
file on a worker by tha ra.no of rtichieis, spoiled lt-X-C-H-X-E-L-6; which 
car.o from the Labor Office in Amsterdam. Slow, if you didn't report, for 
oxar.plo, this worker's aboonco at Ludrigsliafon, how did the Labor Office.,, 

TZ TCRSCHTs You asked two questions there, whether thoy didr.it 
follow a oortain practice and now you ask a new question. Separate those 
tv;c, then we will knar -.that tho answer moans. Oust a minute, let another 
question corj. 

HR. VAN’ STRUT: lour Honor, if you will rooall, I thirtc tho rocord 
will Show, that ho ansvorod M Nc- to tho quostion of. . . 

IKE mCTDEfTT: I am sorry. I didnit hoar tho answor. I wasnlt con¬ 
scious that he had anawerod that question. 1 Just wanted to get tho 
record straight. How, restato tho question. 

BY HR. VAN CrmST: 

Q I tost ask y<x:, on the basis of this document which you have if 
you did not follow t .e nractico of reporting workers who broachod thoir 
contracts, how did the Labor Offico in Anstcrdaw, know about this matter? 

A I can«t give you any information about this document from ny 
owr» knowledge since it does not have anything to do with Farben, 1 have 
r-over see it eithor. Tho Labor Office currently received a report, on the 
number and type of employees in tho plant which was required by law. If 
the Labor Office made its own conclusions from those statistics and made 
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inquiries that is, to fill out these reports, it was affair of its 
° vm Jurisdiction, but that does not mean that it was the practice 
our plant to roport absentees in order to have them brought back. 

Q Hot/ Dr. Vfurster, wasn«t this a little bit more than a statistical ' 
roport, becauso this is headed up "Breach of Employment Contract, Last 
Employment I. c. Farbon in Lutfcrigshafon on tho Rhino"? That ^oos a 
little bit beyond bare statistics, does it not? 

A On diroct examination I stated. Hr. Prosecutor, that tho police 
required this registration, and tho law about labor allocation dcraardod 
of tho plant a report to tho offoot that a worker was absent, 

Q Dr. furs tor, it bo comes your tost irony that you did roport but 
you woro required to by law. Is that your testimony? 

A In the most sovoro casos, I tostifiod that our Abwohubeauftragtor 
could not oxtricato hinsolf fro* such a natter ospocially if ho had 
boon givon tho roport by sorobo<fy olso, as was probably tho caso in this 
instanco. But at any rato this was no principlo, the principle was rnthor 
tho opposito: to avoid such things whonover possible 

Q Dr. VYurstor, you havo nontionod tho torn "sabotage" in your 
testimony, and it has boon tho tostimony of tho defendants horo 
gonorally, that failure to comply with orders concerning workers would 
bo doomed sabotage. How, is that also your testimony? Do you understand 
tho question? 

A Could you repeat it please, once more. 

Q Is it your testimony, that failuro to comply with orders coi>- 
cerning vforkers wculd have been dec nod sabotage? 

A I tostifiod that certain casos of reports that had boon omitted 
by the Abwehrbeauftragton would have boon oonsidcrod sabotage, or could 
have boon considered sabotage, for instance in connection with a criminal 
offense. 
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Q Let is look at it this nay for a nonont, Suppose you hatfcput in a 
request for a thousand noricors, and then, wtu>n those thousand workors

had boon offerod to you and you had refused to accopt them, would that 
have been termed or doonod sabotage? 

A !!r. Prosocutor, this is a hypothertioal question. You have to 

A • 0 

doscribo tho practical circumstances* Then, whore, ard hew, and why and 
by what agency. I cannot answer tho quoation unless I havo tho practical 
circunsstanoos. 

Q I do not know how to be core practioal. You did apply for foreign 
worker# during tho war? 

A Kb, wa sorely roportod that wo noofod a certain amount of workers 
fer meeting our promotion quota, and 1 havo ropoatodly said that wo 
always triod to got Gomans if possible. 

A 

Q Woll, lot is put it this way. You applied for workers. Now, you In 
all oases exoopting tho two cosos of concentration camp inmates, accepted 
those worker's which woro offered to you. Is that right? 

A Tho tW5 offors of tiro concentration camp innatos,.., 

Q Fardorr me, dor.lt -;o into tho concentration camp imato angle, I 
am Just asking ycu, you accepted all consigmaants of norkors with the 
exception of thoso W instances of concentration camp irmatos. I boliovo 
you ean an«wor that "Yoa" Or "No". 

A No, ib*. Prosocutor* For instance, if tho Labor Offico offorod us 

French workers, ard wo didnit havo any roca for then, bocauso tho 
Frenoh camp was full up w 0 told then that wo oouid not take in any Fronch 
wOrk«rt into tho plant besauso tho French oaap was filled. But, wo said 
for instance we had room in the Italian camp, 

• * 4 • 

Q That would be just a quostion, though, of taking Eastern worker* 
instead of French workers. 3ut ycu did take tho nuefcor, is that nob 
right? 

A Yss. 
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Q Now, suppose ytxj hod refused, in one of those instance, to tako 
those workers in order to complete a contract? Would that havo boon 
tamed sabotago? 

A That would havo been considered sabotage, unless wo could provo 
ifhy we could not take the workers that was a precondition, Thcro had to 
be roon for the®, hoising, etc. 

Q Hon, wnat did you understand to bo tho punishmont for sabotage? 
'^hat did you understand it to bo? V/ould it havo boon imprisonment, death, 
or just what would tho famishment be? 

A I bdievo that would depend on tho circumstances. I am not in a 
position to stato that, sinco I an not a spocialist in tho intorprotation 
of German law, and apart from Hurnborg, I never had anything to do with 
criminal cases. I am neither a spocialist nor a lnwyor. 

Q Holl, sabotago would havo boon considered very serious, would it 

not? 

A Yos. 

Q I no-./ ref or to yoir Document 160, in Book in, English pagos 53 
and Hero tho affiant Odonthal, who was Var Administration I ns poo tor 
to the Troop Contor Bitsch, in Lorraino said, "In this capaoity, it v/as 
dooandod of mo to assign Lorralnian workers to Imdwigshafon undor tho 
Compulsory Labor Sorvico Act. I rofbsod this. Then I was transforrod to 
Saarborg as a disciplinary measure," 

Than, on pago 5U, tho affiant farther say3, "In 19^ I received an 
OKH order instructing no to rocruit largo nunbors of Lorrainian workers 
from Lorraino, and to alloccto then in the armament industry of tho 
Military District, and in the Ludwigshafcn chemical inAistry. I did not 
obey this order and'later on I was ca l l e d to account for sabotage at the 
OKH in Berlin, Bendiorblock. As a matter of fact, sinco I did not obey 
this order, lorrainnian workers were not sont to Ludrrigshafen." 

Now, this affiant is today living and is Presidont of the Regional 
Employment Office in Neustadt. How, if sabotage, in reference to tho 
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assignment of workers, had not boon considered so serious, how do you 
account for the experiences of this nan, your affiant, who statos his 
experiences hero under oath? 

A I do not know tho affiant personally, and I thirfc you had bettor 
ask him hinsolf. I cannot toll you that. I do not know the circumstances 
under which thoso ovonts tock place. 

Q Vory well. Mow, yew testified. Dr. /Urstor, that Eastern workors 

arrived at Ludwigshafon in tho second half of 191x3. I now show you

DR, ’£AGNER: Hr. Prosidont, a quostion is involved, starting fron a 
wrong' suppos ition...... 

MR. VAN STREET: Your Honors, I think that Counsel should refrain 
fron testifying for tho Eofandant. if tho quostion is wrong, or tho dato 
is wrong tho...... 

THE PRESIDENT* Go ahead, Dr. Wagnor, tell us what you had to say. 

DR. HAGN2R* Tho Prosocutor said that ny cliont had tostifiod that tho 
Sastom workors had cono in 191x3. Ho did not corrootly state what tho 
cliont said bocauso ny cliont tostifiod that they cano in 19U2. Thatts 
what I wanted to point out. 

THE PRESIDENT: Gentlemen, wo shall not tako the time to roconcilo tho 
differences which ycxi Gentleman soon to havo. Tho rocord will show what 
tho witness said, and unless ho wishes, hiasolf, to corroct tho quostion, 
lot tho quostion be asked. 

BY MR. VAH STREET* 

Q Theso aro tho minutes of a meeting of the Directorate of 

Ludwigshafon on 1 September 191*2, and it is stated, and I quote* "Tho 

Gestapo had threatened to withdraw our Eastern workers from tho plant on 

account of the escape of the 26 men fron the oaxnp." Now, Dr. burster, you 

apparently had Eastern workers prior to September 191x2, according to this 
# 

document, is that right? 

You 
yourself offered as a Prosecution Exhibit the minutes from a Directorate 
mooting, in which it was said that no expected the first 700 mon in the 
spring of 191*2, and unless I made a mistake in my direct examination, I 
spoko of 191*2, for I knew very well that they canc in 191*2. 

On Friday I said that I believed that I had not hoard anything about 

those deportees, because after 191*2 n 0 rocoivod no Eastern ttorkors from

Russia. Thoy all came oarlior, that is, in 191*2, not 191*3. I only said 
yosterday that tha children cano in 191*3 when thoy \rcro born* This has 
boon misunderstood*

your exhibit nunbor for that docunont.

Of courso thoy wero 
very unhappy when they found out how the authorities wore troating thorn

Q Now, Dr^ 'Airstor, you redo applications for labor, from tirno to 
timo, vrithin the so-called Sauckol action, did you rot? 

A I didn*t have any connection with the Sauckol action* I do not 
know what you mean by that* Sauckol action? I don»t understand the 
question. 

Q 1*11 3 how you Prosecution docusnnt JC-li*031, which will become 
Prosecution Exhibit 2118. This is an application for the assignment of an 
industrial staff for the firm I. G. Farben, Ludwigshafen, dircctod to the 
Labor Office Ludwigshafen, and has under its heading, "Labor Office 
Ludwigshafen, Holland, Sauckol project." 
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A !!ay I read this document. I have not seen it before. 

Q Certainly. 

A Evidently, thi3 document is a printed form of the industry and 
not a document of Farben. I an trying to interpret this document. 
Apparently the Labor Office received a roquost for workers from us in 
connection with a production order. This request was caused by a pro- 
diction order. The Labor Office in turn wanted to moot the requirement. 
But, in connection with the to Hand Sauckcl Action, wo had no control 
over it, and wo could not know it. 

By the way, this document boars no da to, and it makes my interpre¬ 
tation of it vory difficult. One docs not know from what dato it comos. 
But it certainly is not a Farben document. 

Q Dr. YTurster, if yew will look about tho middlo of tho pago, you 
will soo 15 April 19U2 to April 19U3, which rofors to tho longth of 
employment, so tho document a.jparontly is datod prior to 15 April 19U2. 

A 'fos, but from that ono cannot soo what tho dato of this particular 
document is. Thoso workors nay have boon roquostod to weeks oarlior or 
porhaps two months oarlior. I don*t knesr. I am only saying this for tho 
sako of order.

Q ’low, I want to make sure. Dr. r Air3tor. You didn*t know, I supposo, 

that Sauckcl bocano Plenipotentiary of Labor in March, 19U2? 

A Of course, I know that.

Q And ym didn*t know, I suppose, that at least from that dato on, 
if not boforo, there was forced and involuntary recruitment in foreign 
countries? I suppose you did not know that? 

A At that period of time still, voluntary recruitment took place. 

I was never in the Western Occupied Territory and do not know how tho 
recruitment was carried out there. 

MR. VAN STRrZT: That concludes my questioning in cross-examination.

Q Vfho else was present at the nee ting besides Hr. Kalbflcisch and 
yourself? 

A From ny own ncnoiy, I can say nothing about it any noro. It has 
boon noro than 8 years. 

Q "asn't Dr. Luor there also? 

A Yes, !)r. Luer was at lletz at that tiro. He was tvm Frankfurt. Ho 
..orkod in that cgoncy. That*s correct. 

Q You tostifiod tlu?t those two officials, including Kalbfloisch, 
told yoi that they had boon talking about loosing an oxygen plant, 'fas 
that tho first timo that you personally had ongagod in discussions 
concerning tho acquisition or the trustooship operation of an oxygon 
plant? 

A I rcnur.bor no othor discussion. 

Q If I' understood yair testinony correctly, you said you wore not a 
pertnor in those negotiations concerning tho Lorraine oxygon plants. Is 
that a fair statnont of your tostisorv? 

A Yes. 

Q How, weren't ycxi present when representatives of tho United 
Oxygon FDrks tried to convinco tho Chiof of tho Civilian Administration 
that Farbon should bocono, the tmstee of tho oxygen plants in Lorrnino? 

A That was probably discussed during that oocting, but I cannot 
remember exactly any noro what was discussed, bocauso I was only connected 
with it moro or loss on tho fringe of it. 

Q Didn't you lend assistance in attempting to got Farbcn as tho 
trustee, at that nesting, anong other things? At least? 

A I do not renaaoer that. 

Q Hot, didn't you talk to a high Nazi official order to obtain his 
support in connection with the acquisition or the trustee operation of 
tho United Oxygen plant? 
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A In direct exaainaticn I testified that I reacted to the request 
of Director Ludwigs in th*t letter, but that I no longer reneabor 
tho fora of this reaction^ 
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Q. How, apart froa the letter, didn't you talk personally to a 
high i!azi official in order to obtain support? And by "talk" I neon 
oral conversation. 

Jk - Perhaps there rras an additional person in Je tz. I don't 
know any core. 

0. HOW, I will shot/ you ill-15105, which trill bee.me Prosecution 
Exhibit 2119. This is a file note concerning the conversation with 
the chief of tho Civil Administration in LJot* on Tuesday, 8 Octobor 
19U0at 1:30 p.a., and I am only interested in the first paragraph 
plue tho list of persnas who were present. The first paragraph to 
which I particularly and exclusively ref or you for tho tL.ie boing 
reads as follows: "The meeting, which was arranged by Profosoor Dr. 

Luer in tire restaurant ifertrier in lists, Rosserstrassc, had boon pre¬ 
ceded by conforonces between the und-e/signed" — the undersigned is 
Kalbflcisch himself; you will notice the M". at tho end — "had 
been preceded by conferences bctr/_on tire undersigned and Dr. Uurstcr 
from I.C. Luth.lgshafen, who had already contacted Gauleiter Buorckol 
about the Lorraine oxygon plants some tine bofao, and Dr. Luer from

people, beforo that. Now, is this tire "cbanco* mooting of October 
19li0 to which you referred in your direct examination?

"Towards tlic end of the conversation Gauleiter Buorckel came into the 
restaurant and greeted Professor Dr. Lucr and Dr. Decker, ns troll as 
the other pooplo present, who were introduced to him. Turning to 
Dr. Wuratcr, Gauleiter fticrckol ruaarked in a friendly tonc,*So I.G. is • 
represented too". 

How, do you acan to say that Dr. Duerebel had bc-n sent by you on 
that sane day before you mat in the restaurant? Is that your testimony? 

DR. 'lAGinZT. (Counsol for defendant VJurstor): Kr. President, frou 
this document various passages are being road, one passago at tho be¬ 
ginning and then another passage towards tho end. I bcliovo tho witness 
should to liven an opportunity to read the entire document in piocc 
and then to oa!:o statements about it. Jo oust do this too if wo want 
to !aiow what is contained in tho docuront. 

TH2 ?RZ8Z£C!Ti Uoll, tho witness is tho bettor Judgo of that. 

Tho Tribunal -.rill say to him that if ho is questioned about a docunont 
that ho thinks lie should read boforo he answers* ho only needs to incii- 
cato to the Tribunal and wo will give him an opportunity to read it. 

^hc Prosecution cannot produco a four-five page document, take out parts 
that it wishes to ash questions about and requiro tho dofondant to 
answer until ho iaiows the contents of tho doc wont. 

Gn tho otiver hand, if tho defendant qan answer without reading tho 
document, certainty there is no reason to tako time for him to read 
it. 

IP.. S7?JX!CR: iir. President, ay question is directed v«ry sinply 
to a simple poi.it, .iaooly, whether or not the defendant had seon Gau¬ 
leiter BuerckoJ on the same day before this so-called "chance" meeting 
in the restaurant. 

THE PltESHSiT: Then you quote or refor bin to a certain part of 


this document in order to refresh his rccollcotion. Ha is entitled to 
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know whet t!« documents. Forebanco it night be possible there is 
something else in the document to lead hin to a different conclusion. 

So, now, if lie can answer, he can answ.r, but if ho feels that he is 
entitled to read this docunent before he answers, only fairness re¬ 
quires tliat he be permitted to do that. 

A. I can answer... I do not rcaenbor that I had previously 
on that 8G30 day seen Ur. Buurckol. 

Q. i!ow, let us go over to Poland. You testified concerning tho 
report of your trip to Poland in October, 1939, vhich is in ovidonoo 
as Proscoution Snhibit 113k. Did you show copies of your report on 
Poland to a*iy other Far bun official, c.>art from tho defendant fciurgin? 

A. To the best of ay recollection, I sent it only to Ur. Buergin. 

Q. Did you report about your inspection of tho Polish plants 
in tho fall of 1939 of any other leading officials of Farben exoept 
the dofondant Duergin? 

A. I macaber that in tho Vorstand -jooting and in a mooting in 
Ludwigshafon I reported about this trip particularly and exclusively 
about ay laprossions of tho effects of air raids upon chemical plants. 
That is the best of uy recollection, and I bcliovo that it was reported 
to thoso two bodios* 

Q. Did you report on the oconotiic condition as well as the techni¬ 
cal condition of tho Polish plants you visited to tho Vorstand? 

A, Hot as far a3 I remember. As for aa I remember, thu very briof 
report was United to my impressions that I described because vre wero 
all concerned about that. 

I?.. Prosecutor, if you read this note, you will see that I always 
paid particular attention to this or. qy trip because I was also worried 
about ny own plant in the s.-ure connection. 

Q. Your testimony then is that you reported concerning the- offcct 
of air raids upon the chemical industry in Poland to tho Vorstand, is 
that right? 
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A. That is ny observations in the few plants that I had visited 
:rcro narrated, that is ay recollection. 

Q. How, you said you didn't have anything to do .ith tho acquisi¬ 
tion or tlao operation of Boruta th_rcaftcr. As a aatter of fact. Dr, 
burster, didn't the Vorstand docido on the Very same day that you nado 
your report to tho Vorstand concoming your inspection of Polish plants 
thet a duuty corporation whould bo planned in order to acquiro or to 
operate the Soruta plant — on tho very saiao day? 

A. I do not rcaonbor any norc, but it certainly was not in 
connection with re pert , for tho negotiations coj ducted by repre¬ 
sentatives of Parben about this affair all wore antedated. Thoy wore 
before cy trip and nor. not in connection with ny trip. 

Q. IJ 0 *./, in this connection. Your Jfc>. ors, wo would like to intro- 

• • 

duco HI-15107, as Prosecution Exhibit 2120. These wore extracts from 
tho Uitb Vorstand meeting of the 8th of iiovenber, 1939, and I think 
that can just go \j? ;;ay of supplementation of tho testimony wo have Just 
had. 

T.E riCSlin.T: ibr. Sprocher, I an just wondering. This isn't 
an instanco hero of v/hero you ar« putting in sao cvidcncc-in-chiof 
that is neither cross-oxanination nor rebuttal. This doesn't disputo 
anything that tho ’.fitness has said. 

HP-. SPItXIC j I beg your pardon. liay I refer to tho docun>ant? 

TKD 7/iSID IT: Yes. 

1?.. SPTZCICR: I don't think wo trill hava to be detained longer on 
that. Your Honor.

IJr. President, do you have paragraph 2, the report on industrial 
plants in Pole,id there? 

TIC FR1SIDIIIT: Yes. 

IP.. S7?JX;CR: Do you notice in the second line ifith respect to 
tho trips of both 3uergin and Hurstor?—"Doth gentleman report on their 
general iapresoions as well as particularly on the technical condition 
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and the economic situation of the plants inspected..." 

TIE PUSS IDS IT: How, does that dispute the witness's testimony? 

IE. S7R2CICP.: *hc witness testified that as far as he remembered 
he did not report on the technical conditions of the plant. 

How, if you further look down and sec the decision node during 
tho report of the Co.cvercial Coned ttoc, under "3"* whore they discuss 
tho acquisition of Beruta, the direct relationship between a roport 
concerning the cconooic and technical conditions of tho plant and an 
approval by the Vorstand concerning some steps to be taken pursuant 
to acquiring these plants—it seems to it is exceedingly clear. 

THE TTSSIDSIT: That is just tho point that I was thinking about; 
your point last aontlonod there. I think that I renorab-r that you had 
evidence-in-chlof on that, did you not, on tho organl t ation of this 
buffer company? 

IE. SPT.2CILZP.: Yes, Your Honor, there Ins boon ovidonco concerning 
that buffer company, but the lost witness indicated that there was no 
relationship botween his activities and this acquisition. Perhaps 
introducing this docuawnt would have been rnticipatory and cumulative— 
and Your Honors specifically asked us to avoid introducing anticipatory 
and cumulative ovidcnco at tho early stage of this trial. Wo have at¬ 
tempted to comply. 

Now, when wo cotaa to a piece of testimony liko wo have just had, 

I don't tiiinl: this is any longer anticipator:*—and it is certainly 
no longer emulative, and adds to the whole coordination botwoon tho 
trip which this defendant had, although we certainly don't say that 
that was tho only tiling that inspired Far ben to acquire the Boruta 
plant. But wo do subnit that it shews a direct relationship which 
Your Honors nu3t consider in connection with measuring the conduct 
of this and other defendants. 

THE PTCS IDSi?: Well, I zm more concerned about keeping the Prose¬ 
cution conscious of not abusing the functions of rebuttal by giving 
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us cumulative docunents than I an about the question on tlus particular 
doe invent. Your point nay tx, well taken, but plcaso scrutinize your 
documents pretty carefully so that wo do not got ourselves into a situ¬ 
ation of having docunents presented und„r the protest of rebuttal 
that should have been in-chief. That is just an adnonition. I an 
not ready to say that this violates that rule; I just wish you would 
watch that because that is a danger that is hard to guard against. 

Tho Tribunal will rise for its rocoss at this tine. 

( A roecss was taken.) 
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(-FTER RECESS) 

THE MARSHAL: The Tribunal is again in session. 

-it. jrRECiES: li r . president, may I interrupt just a second, about 
a snail stipulation with rospoct to Prosecution's Exhibit 1891? This 
was an extract from TEA minutes concerning the fact that about 80 
per cent of the new plants of I.G. Farben were opera tod under LGX or 
GS numbers since the beginning of tlx; Four-Year Plan. 

I just talked to Dr. Boottchar about tlds matter, and he has discussed 
it with the defendant Krauch. Tho liGX or tho GS numbers were the 
priority numbors issued by the Krauch office with rcspoct to building 
materials, including iron, steel, wood and cement. Ho recalls at tto 
time thcro w-.s a littlo confusion. 

I don't soo Dr. Boettcher. I thought he was hero. 

THE PREilDa.T: Dr. Doottchcr is here, and I assume that is corroct 
or ho \ould bo on Ids feet and or. tho way over to moot you there, so we 
will tnko that stipulation for the record, 

iS. oFRZCHER: I did not observe Dr. Boottchor. I tl>ought ho had 

left.

DR. C.JH PURSIER 

BY id. oPRECKSR: 

Q. Dr. hirstor, I tnuld nou lil:o to talk a. littlo bit about tho 
Ludvdgshafcn-Oppau plant rdth you. How as I understand it you wero tho 
youngest Be trie bs fuehrer of tho largest Farben Plant, if you tako the 
Luduigshafer. and Oppau together as a Plant. Is that correct? 

A. Yes, that is correct. 

Q. How many different chemical products were made in the Ludidgshaf- 
c.n-Oppau Plant? 

Approximately; I don't oxpect you to reaenber exactly. 

A. It is a fiturc :dth £o\x places. 

There is more than 1000, in other words; is that right? 

A. Yes. 
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il< Now on your document 1, that is TOrstcr Exhibit 1, the Oppau 
section of the plant is not filled in; is that correct? 

A. Mr. Sprcchcr, what do you mean by the question, "not filled in"? 

Q. rfcU I just moan the actual building and so on aro not shown; or 
:a I mistaken! 

A* Ly chart is in black and white; there is nothing that can be 
filled in. 

0. I bog your pardon* Si»w us the so-celled Oppau soction of the 
?l-nt, by indicating it in connection with ono of tho Lagers , - one of 
the camps for example. 

A* I would say that tho 0.:pau part can be found between Camps 1 
and IV. Try and draw a line bctu-ccn Camp 1 and Camp IV, and on tho right 
hand side you '.till see tho Oppau Plant, rouglily speaking. Did you 
understand no? 

a. yos. 

Ah Left of that line, arc a nuaber of buildings which also belonged 
to the Oppau part. I cannot ^Lvc you a sharp division, but what I said 
now was correct, roughly speaking. 

1 . Then roughly speaking, — and I understand that counsol will 
agree to this also, — if we draw this lino you have suggested from 
C'np IV in the top center, dom tiirough Camp 1 at the bottom contor, wo 
would luvo a rough division botneen the two different sections of the 
3o-criled Lucfcdgshafcn-Oppau Plant; is that right? 

A. But you must make a certain reservation, Counsel. For instance, 
the Traffic Department, the Transportation Department, i/ith all of its 
’./orkships and its installations, T»a3 exclusively left of the lino, but 
served both parts of the plant. There arc many such examples. As far 
as production is concerned, the division nould be correct. 

Q. Thank you. Now, Dr. Tuts ter, ro for ring only to the Ludwigshafen 
side of the lino, we have just drain on this nap, could you point out 
any geographic arca.s of the Ludwigsliafcn part of the Ludwigshafen-Oppau 
plant which were entirely organic areas, that is, devoted exclusively 
to organic chemistry? 
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A. Fop instance, the part of the plant located on the Rhine, close 

to the railway, mostly produced dye-stuffs. Otherwise, the other plants 

/ 

r.thor overlapped. Unlike the Leverkusen plant, this plant did not 
originate at the beginning of the Century, but continued to expand 
through the years. Therefore you don«t have a dear division, and 
unfortunately, I cannot rive you a better definition. 

!• That corresponds irith ny information also; thank you. 

Now if you .dll toko your \irstcr Exhibit 2, and lay it beforo you 
please; that is an organization plan that you submitted for Ludwigshafen- 
Oppau between 1936 and 1%5. I notice at the bottan of that chart that 
tlwro arc a naefeor of departments indicated, - here at the bottom contcr, 

- called tho assistant lionogeaent Depart!icnt, the Engineering Department, 
tho Traffic Department, the Purchasing Department, and the Bookkeeping 
Department. How under ui.osc direct supervision were these various 
departments I have just mentioned? 

A. Theso departments wore divided and I can give you an oxauplo. In 
the Accounting Department t.»rc were the pooplc working on nitrogen 
cr.iculr.tionc, and they woro irvodiatcly belonging to tho liucllcr-Conradi. 
hen Dr. Hoffmann asked nc I gave him an example pertaining to the 
engineering Department. If, in the Siginccring Department, a nitric acid 
plant for Oppau was constructed the department referred directly to 
Lucllor-Conradi. If another part of Chemistry was worked on there, then 
I was in charge. 

From a social point of vie:/, I may repeat, I nad the entire respon¬ 
sibility for all of the departments in ay capacity as Plant Loader. 

Tos; the point I an trying to got a little clearer, has to 
io with the technical side; the attaintstration within this giant factory. 

Now the lurstcr Exhibit 1 slows that the railroads within the 
Lud;dgshafcn-Op;au Plants ran in between the nitrogen parts and the 
inorganic parts, and tho organic parts, end you have just testified 
tre.t tho organic and inorganic parts were quite mixed themselves. Now 
K point is tills. Dr. ‘Mrstcr. Didn*t you have some difficulty scac 
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tir.es with respect to what technical division, nitrogen or orgrnic 
or inorganic, - which tcctnicnl division should bavo priority about 
things like tank cars or railroad equipment? How was that worked out 
between you and Anbros and I’urstcr and ilucllcr-Conradi? You wero all 
Vorstand aembers at this one plant. 
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A.- Every sub-department had its own departmental chief; for instance 

thcro was souo conflict with respect to tank cars — whothor they were 

used for inorganic or organic purposes. Then the two departmental chiefs 

came to some understanding. One would say that ho needed it at the moment 

because something has to bo delivered; the other said, "All right, you 

ccn havo it first if I on sure that I get it back vdthin nine days." Such 

# 

questions hadrly came up to our level. If they did come up to our lovol, 
we objectively ermo to some understanding on the basis of the facts as 
thoy wore, 

Q.- Mow just so At loast I an a littlo clear — I <ton't claim to bo 

ouch of a chemist — I hope to make this a little clcaror to tho Court. 

# • 

Organic chemistry, ns I understand it, includes all chemical compounds 
which aro directly basod upon or contain carbon, is that corroct? 

A.- It's not quito correct, counsel for tho prosocution, but approxi¬ 
mately it is. I could hardly reply to that brlofly, but your definition 
is approximately correct. Those aro certain carbon compounds which belong 
to inorganic chemistry. 

Q.- For'instanco, enrbida? 

A.- That is right. Yes, you found tho right placo now. Carbide, from 
a chemical point of view, is an inorganic product. If such a product is 
ncedod quito specifically for a cortain purpose, ono camo to somo under¬ 
standing end scid that ono weuld leave it on ono sido. This division bet¬ 
ween organic and inorganic chemistry was oado reasonably and not according 
to seme very rigid principle. Another example: much discretion was left 
to the inventors. If somebody in the inorganic department had inventod 

some substance where organic products aro also found, thon I came to seme 

• 

understanding with !ir. Ambros. As I said, all these rotters overlapped 
and a decision was made from a purely reasonable point of view. •

A In individual cases I am sure ho did. I don't know what you 
ccan by reporting on now constructions. 

Q Well, I notice tho minutes in sovcral places noto that the 
various departmental heads reported on new construction within their 
departments. Now, I was roally getting to tho fact that no new 
construction wont on within this plant without tho directors discussing 
it at least gorurally in the directorate conference. Isn't that a fact? 

A Only more important things. 

TH2 PRESIDE??!: Arc you approaching sane thing material hero. 

We have used about twenty-five oinutos now on matter that impresses us, 
if it i3 important at all, as purely preliminary. 

HR. SPRECHER: Yes, it's partly preliminary, Ur. President and 
it* 3 partly in connection with your understanding and at least my 
'understanding of some of the testimony of the defendant with respect 
to his knowledge of what went on within this plant in the nature of its 
operations.

Q Now, is it a propor statement that your principle responsibility 
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-.o the ? a roen Vqt stand involved the ludwigshafon-Oppau and Goldbach 
plant?

A Yes, fron a social point of view in my capacity as plant loader.

The Goldbach plant, however, had its cn ci plant leader according to law. 

Q Ard is it also true that so far as the defendant Anbros is 
concerned Ludwigshafen was only one of many plants where the defendant 
A-bros had responsibilities directly to the V or stand? 

A As I said before he had additional responsibilities. For 
instance, I had to be in charge of the sulphuric acid comission which 
sent beyond the plant. 

Q How, after you became chairman of the sulphuric acid commission, 
did ycu not attend TEA moe tings, even before you became a deputy 
ntmber of the Vqt stand? 

A I boliovo that I attended one or two meetings as a guest 
bocauso I was asked to comment on a locturo, but before 1938 1 was not 
a aoeber of the TEA nor directly a visitor of this meeting. I don't 
think there wore more than tso meetings which I was at before 1938, and 
at those only upon spociol invitation. 

3 Now, did the sulphuric acid committee or tho Sulfuruko camnittco, 
determine tho quantities of sulphuric acid which were to bo produced 
by the various Farben plants? 

A Yos. 

Q Now, did you bocoao a member of the mineral oil cawnittee of - 
Farben, which was headed by Dr. Buotcfisch? 

A Ho. 

Q How, a number of the documents introduced in evidence here 
forward information or circular letters to the heads of the various 

‘«3rks carbines, and you aro normally referred to as the second person 

• • 

co those as "Director Doctor Wurster, Works Cocfcino Upper Rhine." Did 
your office receive copies of the minutes of all the various sub-committees 
of the TEA? 
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A Partly yes. This concept. Works Ccesbine Upper Rhine, stayed 
:«ause up to the end of 1937 my predecessor. Dr. Gaus, was actually 
the heed of a works cccbino, but as soon as I was appointed this concept 
ceased to exist. 

" D r. burster, I didn't mean to reopen that question Airing your 
cross-examination. I wanted to ask about the minutes, — because I 
didn't write the documents. Suppose that you give me any indications 

0 

of minutes of the sub-cosmittees of the TEA which you did not roccive, 
if jou recall any. 

A Certainly many of those minutes were addressed to me, and they 
vero assigned to the departmental chief in question. Lot us say minutos 
ce.c from the Kuepenfarbcn coonittoo. Then the secretary sent these 
minutos to the chiof of the dyestuffs department and that was tho 
practico. Such minutos, for instsnee, would rot bo road by mo bocauso 
thcro is nothing I could do with them. Soootimes portiaps 1 did read 
them. 

Q Wow, Doctor, my question isn't at tho mcnent connected to 
Mother you read .then or not. My question is if you know of any minutos 
of the sub-co/rnissions of the TEA which wore not sent to your Ludwigshafon 
office. 

A I believe thcro were a numbor I did rot receive. 

THE PRESIDENT: Let's make that simplo. Did you recoivo all of 
them? T hat was what tho question calls for. 

A I believe not. 

W MR. SPRECH2R: 

Q You don't recall any specific ones that you know you did not 
•"eccive. 

A I don't believe, counsel, that I received any minutes pertaining 
-o Sparte 3 Sector, jbst to give jou ere example. I certainly did not 
receive many of the minutes from the meetings of Sparte 1. I am not sure 
a ~ 0Ut S P artc 2 - For instance, I didn't receive the minutes of the dye- 
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stuffs cocmittec, just to give you another example. 

Q Now, D r . Wurster, your presence in the Vorstand of Farber., 
fro= 1 January 1938 until 1945, includes each of the years whon Gexmany 
«s engaged in aggressive acts or aggressive wars. While you woro still 
a deputy Vorstand member in March 1938 Cenra.n troops occupied Austria. 

At any time after this occupation of Austria and beforo the Geman 
collapso of 1945 did you ever indicate by any cone rcte action that you 
did not agree with or ratify the foreign policy of the Nazi govomment? 

A Counsel, in ny sphere I had no possibility to discuss such 
questions with highly placod dignitaries of the Nazi party arxi voice my 
opinion. My influence and my name didn't go that far. 

Q Now, you answered that jou nevor assumod that the increaso 
in the military forces of Germany was intended to rob othor people of 
thoir land, their property or their freedcc. D r . Hurstor, to mention in 
this connection but one account in which German military for cos woro 
us«d, lot mo ask you this. When Czechoslovakia was completely occupiod 
in March 1939, did you not yourself feel at that nenont that the Gorman 
rilitary forces had been used to rob anothor country of its freedom? 

A Counsel, today wo see those matters in a different light 
than at the time. At the time our propaganda presented those matters to 
us in such a manner that they were contracts between the states and we 
wero asked to believo that it was possible to peacefully negotiate with 
these countrios. That is how it was presented to us aid no other 
interpretation was given. I really had no survey of the political 
situation as it actually was. Today, of course, the matter looks 
different because we k now the truth. 

Q Did you consider at the time that there was any question of 
P^ceful negotiation about the military occupation of March 1939 whon 
w.omia and Moravia were occupied? 

A I can't give you any other reply than I gave you beforo. 

1 cou ldn»t really look over the situation.- 

mu 
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Q Now, how far free the Ludwigshafen plant was the W e st Wall 
which Hitler completed after the reoccupation of the ifrijjeland in 1936? 

A : hat was not in 1936 vhen it was completed after the 
occupation of tho Rhineland. In my opinion in 1939 it was not at all 
completed ard it was so far from being completed that in my opinion it 
couldn't possibly withstand any military invasion. Non, with respect 
to the first part of your question I wc-'d say it was fifty to sixty 

• 

kilometers away. It depends upon the points of the Best Wall you moan. 
Ihe next was sixty kilometers but in 1*36 nothing of it was in existarse. 
I think it was only started in 1938. 

Q Now, *iich direction fran the Ludwigshafen plant was tho 
closest point of tho West Wall? 

A I really would havo to study a map in ordor to reply to your 
question. It's hard for me to give you that inforaation by hoart. 

Q You remember when it was undor construction - that was tho main 
thing., You r coomb or that time? 

A Yes. 

Q Now, in connection with preparations for tho possiblo acquisition 
by G 0 rmany of territory of other states, I havo a question about a 
V 0 rstand meeting, a V orstand meeting in the middle of September 1938 — 
that is to say the same year in which you bocame a Vorstand member, and 
just before tho Munich pact. At a Vorstand mcc ting at that time, was 
thcro any discussion in your presence about the necessity for making 
quick decisions urdor certain circumstances with respect to the Aussig 
Plant in tho Sudeten area of Czechoslovakia? 

A This instance is so very specific that I can hardly tell you 
whether it was discussed at the Vorstand meeting or not. A few days 
before that 1 had returned freo a journey abroad. Throughout August 
and the first part of September I wasn't in G e many at all. 

I 
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“HI PHISIDEE: hr. Prosecutor, this defendant testified in chief 
iight hours, Under the forculat that-.the Tribunal thought vould be 
reasonable in cost cases, the prosecution should use ajproxinately not 
to exc.-d one hour and forty cinutes in cross exaaination. According 
to our calculation, the prosecution upt^o this tine has utfed two hours 
end fifteen cinutes. Ve think without arbitnarily cutting off your 
cross examination that you should pretty proaptly bring it to a close. 

I cay say further, with all due regard to you, that wo do not think 
the cross exacination for the last considerable tine has been very helpful 
to the Tribunal in developing any facts of any substantial innortance. 

3, Isn't It true that when you were present, Just before kunich,

A. Counsel, I really can't tell you now whether any such case was 
discussed at the ties or not.

before kunich, in the Vorstand censures for the event of war and a 
sobilirr.tion incident to war were discussed? 

A. I don't ran enter that either beccuse such ouestionp.c-as far ns I 
renacter, were not discussed at all. 

3. How, I will show you HI-15080 which will becone Prosecution 
exhibit 2121. These are extracts froc the Vorstand uinutes of Septenber 
a92c and if I cay. Dr. burster, I vould like to refer your attention to 


^■ge 2 of the original under Point 2 of the agenda where it states: 

a Dr. von Schnitzlor sneaks about the situation of Russia and about the 
necessity of caking ouick decisions under certain circunstances and to 


prenere those decisions now." 
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And then I would like to also refer your attention to page 6 of the 
original vhare it states: 

"Dr. von Schnitxler reports stout measures for the liob Case in 
rcscect to personal natters as veil as records, the safeguarding of stocks 
end accounts receivable, and the price level. Komerzicnrat Waibel 
supplements this inf oration and Hr. Oster reports about corresponding 
nessures in the field of nitrogen." 

^oes thct refresh your recollection that those natters were discussed 
in the Voretand? 

A. 2ven if reading these excerpts froa the rsinutes, I don't ranenbor 
the discussion in detail. Che report of nr. von Schnitzler on the 
Comeroial Committee vee naturally not carefully listened to by the 
technical men present; but, looking at the document, ! con tell you 
nothing in addition because, after ell, the natter is ten years past. 

«<. :iov, Doctor, lost Friday norning you testified that you never 
cartlcipeted in any mobilisation discussion. How, isn't It a fact that 
r» personally attended a number of the conferences during 1938 and early 
1959 with nilitary and other ranking authorities in which the nilitary 
ruthorities expressed grave concern that Ludvlgshafen alone produced mi 
or a predominant part of ncny war important chemicals which was a bad 
condition because Ludvlgshafen was near the Irench frontier? 

A . As far as I remenbdr, these discussions were dither hold by 
representatives of Vermittlungsstelle tf or by the liaison cen for that 
■Purpose whom I mentioned during direct examination. I only renenber 
these matters and I actually never attached much value to the discussions. 

Q» ^id General Shotas visit the Ludvlgshafen plant in 1938 and 1939? 

a. I don't believe so, counsel; I don't know General ^honas. 

Q» Did any representative of the High Gocoand visit the Ludwigshafen 
plant in 1938 and 1939 to discuss these ouestions of these war inportant 
chemicals which Ludvlgshafen produced in connection with this ouostion of 
Judvigshafen's location close to the frontier? 


•S I don't want to exclude the possibility that experts were sent to 
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• 'a ludwigshafen office but I don't renenter any specific incidents. 

Q, Didn't you send soce representatives to thd aray authorities in 
ISC-3 and 1939 in order to find out what production Ludwjgshnfan could 
continue in the event of 6ar? 

A. ?or instance, that was the discussion which I ouoted during ny 
direct examination as the result of which Hr. Uoll was interested in 
that natter because he had to know vr.ether he would be able to release 
personnel to the Kehraacht in the hob case. 

q. Sow, you testified that the government and the OKV were interested 
in the stockpiling of ?yrite because of the Spanish civil war. Is it a 
fact that at least as early as January 1935, some tine before the Soanish 
Civil War, Farben stored nore than twenty nlllion kolograns of pyrites 
in addition to the usual stockpiling anount? 

A. Counsel, I did not say that the Vehrnacht agencies were interested 
in these stockpilings in 1937. I only said during direct examination that 
I considered it entirely probable that snail stockpiling in Central 
•isrnary was done upon the request of the authorities. I then sold thoro 
were twenty-five thousand tons which is a ridiculous anount in relation 
to o yearly consumption of one hundred nillion tons. This is how I 
recollect an cgont taking place fourteen years ago. The second stockpiling 
set in 1937 was a purely economic :jatter. 

3. Now, when the Aelch informed you that Ludwigshafen storage was 
not to exceed ^ore than tec thousand tons at any one tine, did you 
consider that a purely economic natter? 

A. 4 hat was connected with thoughts of these agencies which in direct 
examination were called the i mob ill sat ion of ny plant and that shows, too, 
that I could not possibly have thought of an aggressive war because they 
said that even stocks could be kept in that area. They had to be transferred 
to sonowhere else and that did not exactly sound like an aggressive war. 

q. How our Exhibit 127, SI-566, shows that you attended a nitrogen 
conference at ^euna on 22 Sept enter* 1937 at which about ten Vorstend 
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si-.'wrs vere present. This *-38 before you were a Vorstand rev.ber. Wore 
pu infomed as to vhy you vara asked to that Leuna conference on nitrogen? 

i. I believe that I visited the area at the tine but I can't tell 
7- u exactly what the reason was. I can't tell you now vhy eleven years 
e$a I attended a Sparte neetirg-vhich I noraally vnuld not attend. I 
really don't recollect vhat the notive was. 

q, Hov, with respect to nitrogen I have a question again pertaining 
t; tne tine just bsfore Munich. Were you not informed in the Vorstand 
:f 1.0. Jar ben by the defendant Buetefisch that, in spite of Romany's 
sitrogen capacity, production of nitrogen Just before Munich could hardly 
pace with the increased reaulrecents. 

If that vns said at the tire it » ould have seened to ne to be 
entirely natural. I rcaecter very veil that the increase in the distri¬ 
bution of fertilizer nitrogen vns tre.wndous. She ^hamaclsts once nore 
hed r.ore .'.onoy. There vns a battle for production and those very nitrogon 
factories producing fertilizers had reached a book. That is vhnt I 
raoeeber and that is hov It vns. 

q. Hov, again referring to the last tvo or three veeks beforo tho 
Munich pact, isa'.t it true that you were inforuod by the offico of tho 
Technical Connittee of the need for iunediately ordering additional 
cuantitids of raw cateriels so as to bo prepared for the event of war? 

A. Counsel, I don't renenber ewr having received any such notification, 
I really don't believe so. ■ 

Q. Hov, during this sane period of tine, Just before Munich, didn't 
you discuss vith the directors of the Purchasing and Transportation 
-epartnents at Ludvlgshafen of ourchcse, storage and transoortation of 
rev materials in connection vith nobilization? 

A. Perhaps you could shov ne a docunent. Perhcos there were traffic 

iiaturbances at the tine. At the tine the Vestvall vas built ve had 

• ransnortation difficulties. Tremendous ceaent transports vent into the 

•-alatinate for the Wagtvall and ve had disturbances quite freouently during 
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these two years *h*n these so-called fortifications were constructed; It 
cay well be that in connection with such a transportation difficulty I 
discussed that ouestion with ny expert but this is ten years ago and 
I don't remember any specific detail. 

Q. Do you recall again Just before Munich that at the neeting of the 
technical directors in Ludwigshafen it was reported to you that the air raid 
?rotecti an had been intensified and that already 50£ of the employees 
could be housed in the air raid shelters? 
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A Counsel, that was a provisional settlement which was requested 
by the Air Itinistry for everyone who had any cellar which could be confirrt- 
ti »lth son# support, any s ch cellar was designated as an air raid st.ol_- 
ter. Ke hrd connection with the Air Raid Protection Association in order 
that it nay leave us alone. At the outbreak of the rar, unfortunately

tsink Trent back to 19 'j 3 and there were noople t*io wore some uniform 
and they two very haopy if they could discuss such questions, but 
really I v*s v«ry Iloilo interested in it.

Q At this point nay I ask whether it is correct if I state the 
following: Ycur plant had a card index file in which, naturally, 
the entry and exit cf all employees arc contained. According to what 
you know, did the Libor Office, too, hove an analogous card indox file, 
and did the Labor Office have to know and bo notifiod of the contents 
of the entry into ycur own card index file in order that it may gain 
in exact insight into the movement of labor? 

a I think thr.t the Labor Office nr.turally had such a card indox 
file. If the incident occured in 19Uh we had a local Labor Office in 
cur factory which was entitled to get insight into every labor natter 
in our factory, evan wont so far that tho Labor Offico roproaontetivu 
wanted to attend conferences as to tho distribution of workora in tho 
plant. 

Q In other words, thoao official authorities gained fir3t insight 
into all the mevonont and disposal of workers? 

A Yvs, entirely.

Krause it neant a vc-y inportant interference with the life of the 
Its tern workers. J reueuber very well that we considered as to how to 
circunveat those constant restrictions because of not having made 
pnper fences. 

Q Vh*t y-w Eec n by fences? 

A i wan barb-id wirre fences. At the tiac wc thought wo would 
ipprcach the palico and ask thus to givo us policcncn because we knew 
exactly wo waitin't gat policuacn. That is how these ninutos caue about. 
As I said before, no such guards over arrived. And that was the situa- 
ticn at the tlae. 

Q Did you read that docuncnt, did yuu read it threugh entirely? 

* ‘* 0 , do you want tc drew sy attention to another passage? 

"r.c introdiction shew* that m had a cou*issi..n which was investigating. 
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j. It xs in investigating commission? 

A. Ids, that was fro ucntly tlx ease, and that is how it all 
started. 

Dr. burster, would you please listen to ec. You made a quick 
vid brief remark about this natter on this fence enclosure, and then 
you explained you used tlx t.ord "barbwire," and these aro natters i/ith 
v;hich you aro vary fluent but that other pooplc don't know thoso things 
•/cry well, will you please explain the fact briefly and very clearly 
so that all of us understand ohit you actually moan to say? 

A. The Law provided that Eastern vorkors bo enclosed in barbwiro 
fci.cc* lo never constructed that barbwire fcnco. He thon rcccivod a 
written reprimand from the Gestapo who objected to that stato of .affairs, 
when they inspected. That occurred a few months before the mooting, 
but oven after that reprimand tic didn't construct the barbid.ro fcnco, 
and, from tho minutes you can see that not oven in September 1942 it 
shows thoro that wo had difficulties in the making of that enclosure, 
and shows all theso expressions of ours in order to circumvent tlx 
official ordor. 

Q. At any rato, there was noycr a barbwiro fence. It is very cloar 
now. Do you intend to add anything to this Exhibit Ko. 2117? 

A. Ho. 

q. I shall now turn to Prosecution's Exhibit Ho. 2119, that i3 a 
file memorandum which originated free the Vercinigto Saucrstoffi/crko? 

a. This file mono ran dun concerned exactly what Itestified to during 
ny direct examination. From : x\go 3 of the German copy I can sec that 
mention is made that a cortoan ilr. Arnold repeated what had been 
agreed upon during the nomin^ and this file note referred to the 
afternoon at the restaurant, ily recollection was true to the effect 
that those "Oxygen 0 gentl e m e n were only themselves together with their 
orn experts, and they met Dr. Dcck-r and myself at tho restaurant, and 
then asked us to stay. Even on the fourth page of tte Gernan copy it is 
stated, and I quote: "Director, Dr. htirstcr, who treated other matters 
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pertaining to Forber. eLring that discussion." That confirms my 
recollection that I was there ;dth respect to the Kuhlmann matter. 

"r.c end of that file memorandum proves that ay reply to counsel that 
I did not speak to Mr. Bucrckcl that morning was absolutely correct, 
because, otherwise, lir Buorckcl ;iould not havo said, "Tfcll, Farbon 
is also represented," and I was the only one from Farben vho was there. 
In other words, I don't believo ay memory dccicvcd me. It has actually 
been as I told it during direct examination, and afterwards during 
cross examination. I was temporarily present in tho restaurant but I 
was not an actual partner of tho negotiations. 

'2* And this Mr Dcc!;or who is mentioned here as a member is the 
samo Mr. Decker from whcc wo shall submit an affidavit on the ma.ttor? 

A. Yes, he is the slir Docker. 

0. You havo already quoted a. passage from that filo noto that was 
on pa go 4, that was tho fourth scntcnco from the bottom of the pagoi 
"Diroctor, Dr ’./urstcr who treated other questions concerning Farbon 
during tho conference," and non the quotation continues, "^as supported 
our presentations in an appreciable manner." Do you know tow tho author 
erne to virite. such a thing? Did you support any presentations, a.xl if 
you did to what extent, and in what senso did you? 

A. During ny direct examination I said that I understood cuitc well 
that in tho destroyed territory one needed oxygen. So far as I remember 
the United Oxygen forks were to place money in the fund at the disposal 
of such project, and I think that is the sense of what I said. I 
entered the conversation quite unprepared. 

Q. I shall now return to Prosecution's Exhibit Ho. 2120. These 
aro ninutos of the 14th Vorstand Meeting on 8 November 1939? 

A* Yes, I read these minutes, and these minutes do refresh ay 
memory. 7/hen I said I reported on the event of air attacks, then that 
is a fact, on the technical and economical effects, and I was predomin¬ 
antly interested in those effects. I uas not interested whether 
CO,000 or 28,000 tons of bombs were dropped, but I was only interested 
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-• thc effect. If I told counsel for the Prosecution th-.t those stories 
•..ore not true, then the cocur.cr.t proves that. It says at the bottom 
ti’^t in the report to the Comae rclr.l Committees that the receiving 
company is intended, end that ora an discussed through the Conacrcial 
Cooaittoc, but I was not present end I don't know when it took place. 

That is to say, this document proves to me that my rocollcction was 
quite corroct, and everything nco as I replied to counsel when counsol 
for the Prosecution put tho question to no. I was not very long in the 
plant, until ny trip, because the trustees were also there, and they know 
the situation quite well. 

Q» Dr. /urstcr, 'ould --ou please state the following, didn't tho 
Chemical Cocnittcc at a cortain tine passingly, as it were, discuss 
tho question of the chcnical side, -nd didn't it reach somo sort of 
decision? 

A. Yos, nany viccks after tho authorities assigned cc to this trip, 
tho Chcaical Cocnittcc had decided tlr.t the chcnical side was not 
interested in such products. I rcuccbcr that, but I don't know vfcon 
the meeting took place. It must have been in Scptccbor of Octobor 1939. 
Q. That is beforo you made that brief trip to Poland? 

A. Yes, it is to say, tho attitude in that sector of Farben 
referred to that fiold.

In today's hearing because of the inability to find 
out all the other affidavits and in view of the fact that some of the 
defendants for whom this witness, Krueger, executed affidavits have not 
as yet taken the stand — scoc have — this cross examination today w ill 
be limited to tm affidavits mentioned by Dr. Gicrlichs that the witness, 

Krueger, executed on behalf of the defendant Schaitz. The Prosecution 
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trill not interrogate him on any other affidavits that he may have executed 
snd did execute for other defendants. In the event that we consider it 
recess ary to furthor examine this witness with respect to his other 
affidavits, no shell give due notice of our intention. 

DR. GISHLICHS: Gicrlici-s for Sclxiitz. 


Hr. Commissioner, in order to avoid any misunderstanding that might 
arise, I would like to clarify that aiiicn we stipulated with the 
representative of tho Prosecution concerning the extent of tho cross 
examination to such affidavits also as have not yet been offerod to tho 
Tribunal in a formal manner, «y only intention was to uetko a statement 
cn behalf of myself. In other rerds, it was not ny intention to cover 
theso eases, Krueger and Kestor for tho defendant Schmitz, by tho statement 
I made and to at the same time bind the other Defense Counsol in thoir 
liberty of movement. 

In caso Hr. Ancha.n or the Prosecution havo the intention of making 
this stipulation valid for all Defenso Counsel, I would like to tako tho 
liborty to suggest that this question be discussed once again in open 
court when the whole Defenso Counsel have the opportunity to explain thoir 
views to this Quostion. At least I tx>uld not like to bind the othor 
Defenso Counsel by the stipulation I uadc with Counsel for tho Prosecution. 

UR. AUCHAN: Counsel is entirely correct in this respect that tho 
understanding that Dr. Gicrlichs had tilth me was limited to tho defendant 
Schmitz. Now when I discussed on tho record a moment ago the general 
problem, my statement on the ccord i3 based on a discussion that I had 
with Dr. Uuollor who *c.s the administrative assistant for all Defenso 


Counsel. Now I do not mean to say and I do net want to be understood 
to say by that statement that there is such a stipulation. There is an 
informal understanding botneen us that such a procedure would bo 
satisfactory. Uy only reason for stating it on the record now is so 
that all Counsel can see the record and at least understand what we 
consider to be an informal understailing. If on further consideration 
they are not inclined to stipulate along those general Incs, why, then 
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« toll deal rdth oech individual caso as it canes up. There is no 
intention by the statement I aide to bind ell of the Defense, and there 
«uld bo no necessity to take it up before the Tribunal. I think it will 
suffico to have a statement on the record, and I think the Prosecution 
and Dr. Huellcr can informally disuse of the matter in conference. 

THE aDUSUSSlOCR: I think wo arc cl oar. 

DR. GIEHLICHS: Very well. Your Honor. May I then call the witness? 
THE COiaOSSICNER: The Marshal Mill call the witness. 

KURT KRUEGER, a witness, tais examined and testified as follows: 

THE COLlilSSIGirjR: The witness rill raise iiis right hand and ropoat 
if ter no:

(Tho witness repoated the oath.)

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

3Y DA. GIZRLICHS: 

Dr. Kruegor, tho subjoct of today's cross examination is your 
affidavit dated 31 December 1947 for tho benefit of tho defendant Schmitz 
.'nd also your recent affidavit dated 8 April 1948 also for tho benefit 
of tho defendant Schmitz. Tie only t^testion I havo is: Is thorc anything 
on your own initiative trldch you rould desire to rectify in any of theso 
two affidavits or to supplement? 

A. No. 

DR. GEERLICKS: Your witness. 

HR. AKCHAN: For the record I think it siould be noted that present 
at this hearing arc the defendants Schmitz, Kuchne and Gattinonu, and 
tho defendant Ilgncr is represented by his Counsel. 

TIE COUIIISSIOJER: Tnc record will so indicate. 

CROSS EXAMINATION 

BY UR. AUCHAN: 


Q. Now, Ur, Witness, did you ever attend a Vorstand meeting? 
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A* No. 

‘rtct was your official oontact with the defendant Schmitz? 

A. I was his subordinate in ay capacity as Chief of thg Central 
Finance Department vfccrc I worked as a deputy of Dr. Ilgncr, who was 
directly subordinate to Herr ,chcdts. 

Q. Is it a fact that Dr. Ilgncr was your immediate superior? 

A. Yos. 

Q. On the averago hen often did you see Dr. Schmitz oach month? 

A. That I cannot answer in a general way. That was different as 
time went on. 

Q. Hell, lot us take the year 1938. In tho yoar 1938 could you 
give no a figure, or for any given month? Pick your om month, say, 

Ifcy 1938 could you toll mo hotr often you sau Dr. Schmitz on official 
business? 

A. No, that is Oil to impossible. How can I answer that? I don't 
toow nhothor I or Cohcimrat Sclxiitz in Uay 1938 were in Berlin whore 
I worked. Tho only thing I could do \ould be to say that thcro v/oro 
aonths tihon I sat; Qohoiarct Schaitz very often. There wero other months 
nhon I savr him less often and other months again when I didn't see him 
ct all and didn't talk to him at all. There wero such periods, you 
know, and above all there wore •periods of work whoro a very close and 
almost daily contact was nocossary, and again thoro wero periods nhcro 
it was superfluous fox- me to drag nysclf out of ray work and go and see 
Gc he inrat Schaitz to ask him for decisions or expert opinions. 

Q. Did you have to report regularly to Geheimrat Schmitz, or did 
you only see him when he called you upon special occasions? 

A. No, I didn't only see him when ho called me, but particularly 
when on account of ny work I had to find out that this was tho point 
whoro questions were involved which I had to report on to Geheimrat 
Schmitz and where I had to consult Geheimrat Schmitz in a regular 
system of consultation hours; a jour fix as the French would say, \io didn't 
have. The reason was that both of us were quite a bit outside of Berlin 
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or wrkcd outside of the nom-1 station we were attached to. In other 
u-ords, there v/crq always aany core occasional meetings caused by the work 
-• d by the nature of the rori; and by the decisions to be taken togethor. 

Is it a fair statement then to say that you only saw Schmitz 
sccasionally in connection with your ;jork? 

A. tfoll, only occasionally — that is very ambiguous, you soo. 

You could intorpret that in a quite different way than I expressed it 
just now. ’/hat I would like to say ia there wore periods wtan I saw 
hie very frequently and there \cro othor periods when I didn't sco him 
so frequently. 

Q. Can you givo me an average of the number of times you saw him 
during tho year 1938? Fifty tines? 

A. No; that is too much. 

0. Twenty times? 

A. That night bo too lietlo. 

4. Did you see hi ix when Dr. Ilpior was in tho offico or did you 
only consult with Dr. Schaitz when Ilgncr res away? 

A. I saw him when Ilgncr was in Borlin and I did see him also 
uhon Ilgncr was not there. Between Il^icr and myself there had boon 
® understanding on thojoquoot of Goheimrat Schmitz that I had tho right 
to report to Gc ho inrat Schaitz directly and could also discuss matters 
iTith him which I had not previously informed IIpier of because otherwiso 
the tv-chin cry would have been too much slowed down and the business 
decisions on account of the many absences of Il^ior and his constant 
ovorburdoning of work if he wore present would have suffered considerably. 

Q. Could you specify and particularize the nature of the subjects 
that you have discussed with Dr. Sclxxitz? Take tho year 1938 as an 
oxamplo. Givo so the general subject natter. 

A. :7oll, the only thing I could say is I discussed whatever topic 
v.ould come up in our affairs which was part of the routine work, and 
occasionally ho vould receive reports on that. There were specific 
transactions where, of course, iic was auch core interested and where 
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bad to OQko a decision once in a while. There were also sane tijics 
personnel questions to be discussed and particularly if the question was 
tc have the nen-Aryans released as dealt with in the affidavit and to 
fix the general procedure for this release. Now in order to content on 
this topic a little bit, because that uight help the sense and the 
purpose of cy interrogation ho re, I would like to say that after all 
it was vory important for ac that in this very particular task I had 
enough backing particularly by Gohoinrat Schmitz, 
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Q, I en ecrry, I didn't understand what task you wore talking at out. 
Vill you please indifcato what task you woro talking about? 

Well, I do think that I Just said that, apart from tho financial 
transactions and financial work, I had to do a l and direct personnel 
questions, because those questions arose free qy field of tasks, as chiof 
of tho foroign currency work arising in the organisation, and which woro 
doalt with in tho contral finance departaont. It was qy task to sooto 
it that tho non-Aryans to bo roleased fro» the oonblne did rocoivo tho 
indoanifications appliod for or proYidodf'>r thoa, and that they did ro- 
coive tho foreign curroncy poraits for these indemnifications. I had to 
draw up thoso applicative and to suhnit thea, and as well as tho quostien 
whether and in how far such indemnification could bo token into consider¬ 
ation by tho IG Farbonnnd could bo applied for with tho C-ovornaont 
agencies, I, in gonoral, currontly discus sod and egroed upon those 
nattorn with Goheinrat Schaitt, because I personally had a groat re¬ 
sponsibility in this natter in view of the political situation, but also 
toward the fira, and by ny attitude which was Agreed to and which was 
known Abroad and in Germany in favor of tho non-Aryans, I inpcrllod not 
"nly ny person but also tho interests of tho IG. 

Q. Just oxcuso no for a ninuto. Hr. Vitnoss, I didn «t inquiro about 
y'mr attitudo, I an inquir'ng specifically on y’ur official contact with 
Dr, Schmitz, and I an not intorostodin your porsonal attitudo for tho 
taonont* Now, let no put tho question to you, and ploaoo listen to tho 
question, 

A. Tes. 

0 * 

^ How nany tines in 1938 did you discuss with Ik. Schmitz questions 
of dismissal of non-^ryan enploycos? Tnu said you discussod with Dr. 
Schsitz quosti-ns rolating to dismissal and conponsation of non-Arynn cn- 
ployocs, is that correct? 

A, Concerning the policy to be followed in theso cases I discussod 
with hin, yos. 
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Q, Bow a any tines did you discuss that policy? 

I couldn't tell you that. 

Q« Sow, did you discaos policy or procedural raters of seeing 
that they were compensated after they were dismissed? 

Veil, that would depend whether it wag before the release or 
after. The cases would vary in nature. 

Q. Did you ever discuss generally the non-Aryan policy of IC- Farbon 
with the defendant Sohnitz? 

A. Oh, yes. 

Q, Toll bo when and under what circusstancos? 

A, Veil, I couldn't fiivo you the oxact dato? 

q. Approxloatoly? 

A, Porhapa the beat illuatratlon would bo if X tako individual cnooc 
and point then out to you, 

q. Now- ' 

A, I on now thinking back to tho Opponhois caso, tho Lodoror caso, 

Jacobi — 

q. X don't think_ 

A* * lochthoia and aany "there, but I would te*o up norc tisc. In 
ordor to*ivo you a preciso answer to this quostlon, I would ncod more 
tioo to think it "vcr. 

q. Could you fivo ac approximately, without filing Into individual 
casos — tollno h~w nany tines you discussed generally _ n~w, I m asking 
:-‘u generally, did you discuss with tho defendant Schnitz tho non-Aryan 
policy of IG Parbon during 1938? Can't you give no a general estimate? 

A, No, I couldn't do that. 

q. All right. Now, were you inforoed of what transpired at tho moot- 
inrs -f the Cosmercial Cosaittec- in connection with tho discussions about 
the dismissal -f non-Aryan personnel? Vorc you informed about that? 

DR. C-IZRUCHS: Objection. In order to prevent nisunderstnnding, I 
-ant to clarify that the Financial Coaaittee is sooothing different from 
the Coaaercial Cemittee. I y^od * clarify that also. 
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M3. AMCHAH: That Is correct. 

Q. Di you understand ny question, Mr. Witness? 

i. Well, yes, but you don't — it la just the point, I don't know 
sew. I an a little bit confused. Is it the Commercial or the Financial 
Comittee irv you are spcaaing of? 

q, Tho Coaaercial, the Kaufnaenni6cher Ausschuss. 

X, Tho Coaaercial Coaaittco, you noan? 

Q* Yob, that is the one. 

X* Voll, yes, yes. 

Qa Do you understand ny question 7 

K. Yes. 

Q . G o right ahead, 

A, And ay answer is yes, too. 

q. Who inforned you of thogo discussion* in tho Conraorcial Com- 

0 

nittoo ab«ut tho non-Aryan policy of IG Tarbcn? 

A, You no® of the Connorcial Commit too? 

q» That is corroct, 

A, If exceptionally I did not attend tho mooting of tho Commercial 
Conmittco, I Vasinforaod by tho ninutos or by ay collaborators. Of coutbo, 
if it was the ainutoa, this particular topic was rendored only in excorpto 
and not in the onplotc sense I was interested in. 

q, H«v, do you havo your affidavit Schnits Exhibit 51, boforo you, 
and will you ploaso turn to Page 4 of the C-oman? 

A. Yes, I have it hero. 

q, Nrv, you refer in your affidavit to oxcorpts of tho oinutoe of 
the meetings of the Coaaercial Connitteeof 23 March 1938? 

A. Yes. 

q. That is Document Ho. 9289, Exhibit 1069. How, that is tho meet¬ 
ing of 23 March 1938, io that right? You don't sy that in your affidavit, 
but is that the meeting you are referring to, 23 March 1938, and thon you 
say tho following passage occurs, and then you queto from tho ninutos of 
the meeting. "Personnel. It is unanimously agreed" — and this is from 
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the minutes of the Commercial Meeting of 23 March 1938, which you saw 
in Exhibit 1069, HI 928J. Hero is what tho minutes say, "It is unan- 
iO'usly agreed that all non-Aryans in tho Aistrien organizations should 
immediately ho roliovod of their effico, or that thoy should ho given 
notice at the earliest possible date, common IC- intorosts being safe¬ 
guarded in accordance with a policy laid down by Oshcinrat Schnitz. 
Members of the Aufsichtsrat who are non-Aryans should also be mde to 
resign fron the office,'’ How, you say in your affidavit all that was 
window dressing. What do you mean by window dressing? 

A, I think I explained in ny affidavit what I meant; irnoly, that 
this wording had to bo synchronised with tho requirements of that poriod. 
Our whelo attitude was intended to do sooo window drossing towards tho 
rutside, that it, to mcot tho requirements thoorotically in ordor to 
tate tho wind out of tho sails of any posslblo attacks by boing nblo to 
p-int out something and saying, "Wo have d^no what wo could bo askod 
and what wo could do," Onco and again, wo noedod such external proof 
bccauso wo wero constantly subject to attacks, and hero I had said that 
tho vory woight of such a Disusing even tho nano of tho man, bocauo it 
was important horo and thoro to uao tho authority which Gchoinrat Schmitz 
had as a shiold and as a woapon, and at any rato, it sooned to us that 
it would bo succossful and would bo a promiao of success, at loast. 
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Q. Ho-*, you say in your affidavit, after explaining your window- 
dressing version, that this theory of window dressing also offers 
an intelligible explanation for the reference to Geheirarat Schmitz 
who, and you say in your affidavit, was not responsible for decisions 
of such questions at the policy, but whose was pressed into 
service for that purpose? I ask you, Hr. Witnoss, who do you know 
that his nans was inserted in the minutes for window-dressing purposes? 
How do you know that? 

A. Hell, you see, because this was quite in line with the policy 
adopted by .ysolf when I had to draw up the ninutes. 

Q. I an spealing about these minutes of 23 -March 1938. Did you 
draw thoso ninutos? 

A. ilo, 1 wanted to go cn—I don't '.aiow. I want to go on to soy 
that this sane policy, of coirso, ims also followed by my next colla- 
borator and deputy. Dr. Prank Farle, because it was the ohly policy 
possiblo at all in ordor to find your way out in these difficult 
questions. 

Q. VTos it your practice and the practice of— 

A. Just a uLiute, I havo something I want to add. Above all, it 
was also tiw uannor in wh.ch the president of the Coramcrclal Committoo, 
who after allis fclw first person to sign responsible ordors, minutos, 
wanted to liavo thoso natters handled, 

Q. 'fiio is that parson? 

A. I forgot to say, that was Dr. van Schnitzlor, 

Q. Do I understand your testimony to bo nor/ that you wero in¬ 
structed by Dr. Schnitzlor to falsify the ninutes of the Commercial 
Connittcc meetings? Is that you testimony? 

A. Ho, no, no, not at all, not at all. You don't havo to under¬ 
stand it that way at all. I had no conaisclon and order and I don't 
think that Dr, Frank Farlo had an order how the minutes were to be 
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drawn up. fills resulted Fro a the ppirit of our work and from the 
requirements which these ainutes were to cect* They were not always 
only window dressing; very often they vrerc nornoranda in order to bring 
to the knowlcdgo of tho collaborators and other agencies certain 
natters. 

Q. Did ohon Dr. Schnitzlor as chairaan of the Conmcrcial Com¬ 
mittee instruct you to insert Dr. Schmitz's nar.o in those minutes for 
purposes of window drossing? Tfcro you instructed to do that? 

A. I cannot recall that. 

Q. HoO> then, could ycu to lino whothor or not it is a fact that 
around this period of tine, March, April or liny, 1936, Far bon did in 
fact undcrta’.ro a policy of disnissal of non-Aryan combers of tho Auf- 
sichtsrat and non-Aryan oaployc-s abroad ? Did thoy in fact adopt 
such a polio;* at this tino, do you knot/? 

A. Yos, that oarnot bo doniod, that is certainly corroct. That 
was the directive and tho form in which it was i.iado, and which wo 
ccnpliod with also in tho way wo thought uost suitable and hod to caiply 
with. 

Q. All right. How, you say Dr. Schmitz wasn't responsible for 
that policy, is that your testimony? 

A. T7oll, in tills vory caso, it v/as a matter of rosinglng members 
of tho foreign representations of tho sales combines, and Gohoimrat 
Schmitz wasn't directly in charge of these sales combines, and in 
these eases tho managers of the sales combines had the habit of taking 
thoir decisions independently, very largely. 

Q. I think you nisunderstood ay question. Tho question is, you 
just testified that as a natter of fact Far ben in March, April or 
May of 1938 did adopt tho policy of forcing tho non-Aryan members of 
tho Aufsichtsrat to resign and of dismissing non-Aryan employees abroad. 
HqW, ny question is, you say that Dr. Schnitz was not responsible for 
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that policy, is that your testimony? 

A. No, that is not ay testimony. 

Q. Tics ho responsible for that general policy of IG Far ben at 
this time, do you hlow? 

A. He was co-rcsponsiblc for the 'illole policy, the business policy 
of I.G. Farbon curing that period. 

Q. '.7as ho rosponsiblo for inaugurating the policy at tliis time 
of forcing tho resignation of non-Aryan metiers of the Aufsichtsrat 
and of inaugurating tho policy of dismissing non-Aryan oraployocs 
of Far ben abroad? I7as Schaits rosponsiblo for that policy? 

A. Ho -wasn't fciw ono who Liaugmatcd that policy, but this policy, 
of cairsc, was not wily tho decision of ono ncabor of tho Vorstand, 
but also of all tho other numbers of tho Vorstand, and ovon non-acubcrs 
of the Vorstand, in as far as they woro directors and had to deal with 
such questions, for instance, for this policy *.rcro rosponsiblo also 
tho managers of foreign roprosontations, also tho dopartraont chiefs 
who covered coi*tain countrios within the solos combines. 

Q. Hew, is this a doar statement to .ja!:c, that tho defendant 
Schuita, togetl'.or with the other soemb-rs of tho Vorstand, is rosponsiblo 
for tho polio;-* of I G Farben to dismiss non-Aryan employees abroad 
and to forco non-Aryan nenbors of tho Aufsichtsrat to rosign? Is that 
a fair statement of tho situation? 

A. Yes, towards tho Gorman authorities, ho was rosponsiblo to soo 
to it that their regulations woro complied with. 

Q. HflW, you were discussing in your affidavit your own .activity 
in connection with negotiating with the Reich liinistry of Economics 
about getting peraits for payments of pensions and cLoins of non-Aryans 
who have been dismissed. Shat do you mean by claims? Did theso peoplo 
who were dismissed, did they have cla i ms against I G Far ben for wages 
or salaries or compensation? 
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A. wc assumed so, and therefore wc also alleged it towards the 
authorities, that from their work for the firm and from their employ- 
sent contracts, such claims were justifiod and it seemed to us that 
it was very clever, too, and necessary in tho interest of our firm 
that wo should demand and that wo should defend such claims which in 
our view wore Justified freta the sales contract. Uo wanted to avoid 
that the resigning rci.dx.rs had some resentment which was quite contrary 
to our general attitude before that. Wc wanted to try and make tho 
resignation as easy as possible to then, and to help them to build up 
a net; erf. a to nee, and to somehow help thorn against tho hardships re¬ 
sulting for then fren the Nazi policy in tic individual caso. 

Q. You arc speaking now, 3 I understand it, of non-Aryan em¬ 
ployees abroad, is that right? 

A. That, I would say, is correct for thoso members abroad who 
resigned, but sl xril a r policy could bo applied to ovory member, also 
tho non-Aryans who had been residing in Gomny and had bjen forcod to 
resign in Germany. 

Q. U<XT, your negotiations uith tho Reich Ministry of Economics 
. for poraits related only to payments to non-Aryans abroad, is that 
right? 

A. Ho, no, no. 

Q. Did it also include payments to non-Aryana resigning in Germany? 

A. Hell, I couldn't give you a tangible ease right no'/, but I 
think it liappcncd also that foreign curronoy payments wore applied for 
for a r.on-Avyan uho resigned from his position in tho IG in Gormany, 
and who was caigrating now, and this application was approved. It 
depended, of course, how the business situation '/as and whothor it could 
ba proved tiiat it was in the interest of the firm that this man, upon 
his resignation from the IG, emigrated and could still get finantial 
support once lie was outside of Germany. 
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5. ilcrw, then, when a non-Aryan outside of Germany was dismissed 
'ey Jar ton unlawfully and nod a claim against Far ban for damages, salary 
or compensation, isn't it a fact that he could sue Far ben abroad and 
attach its assets abroad? Didn't you know that? You knot/ that, did 
you not? 

A. Ho could sue, yes. 

Q. And Ffcrbai had assets abroad that he could attach in such a 
lawsuit, isn't that so? 

A. That night be quite possible, thatho could try to got his 
rightly Justified uaans by this system, but I think that would havo 
been a very unfortunato procedure. I think so, I couldn't give you 
a tangible caso, but I think so. 

0 .. Don't you knon that the only reason you interceded to see that 
thoso claius wore paid was that it was good business policy to pay them 
through Oonanny rather than havo your assets abroad attached and bo 
subject to extensive lawsuits, isn't that the fret? 

A. v7o considered that tho right way to proceed. 

Q. How, with respect to tho defendant SotaLts, do you know that 
at a meting of tho C<x»-rcial Committed of February 10, 1938, at 
which the defondant Schultz presided, it ties thon decided at that 
meeting that in order to grin tho confidence of tho Reich authorities, 
it would bo necessary to renovo tho Jewish aaabors of the Aufsichtsrat 
of IG Farben? Do you know that at that Booting it was docidod? 

DR. G r U LIC HSi If Your Honor please, I would liko to ask Counsel 
for Prosecution, in caso ho puts such an assertion to tho witness, to 
point out tho passage in the document to the witness, or at least, if 
it is a doouaent already incorporated in the record, to point out 
where tills document can be found. Then tills question is proper, but 
not otherwise, 

1!R. ALDIIAii: The question is very simple, he either knows or ho 
doesn't know. 
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TH2 C0JSJSSia:B8t You nay ask hi= whether he knows or not/ 
Proceed. 

Q. Do you iaioT: or don't you knot/ that at that mooting of 10 
February 1936, such a decision was node? 

A. I apologize, I haven't quito understood. What meeting aro 
you referring to? I understood that this was a doc ting presidod ovor 
by Gchoiarat Schaitz, and you said it was a Co-xacrcial Committoo. 

That seers to be a contradiction, bccauso Ochaixrat Schnitz novor 
presidod, according to my knovilcdgo, over a aooting of tho Conraorcial 
Connittoo. Do you ncan perhaps, a mooting of tho V<r stand? That would 
be aero likely? 
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Let me refraao the question for you. Do you know that at a 
meeting of February 10, 193S, at which Ceheimrat Schmitz was present, a 
seating of the Coooercial Committee, it was decided to remove the Jewish 
Aufsichstrat members of I.G. parben in order to gain the confidence of tho 
Hetch Government? Do you know that? 

A. I have no tangible recollection of that just now, but I think 
it's possible and even likely. 

Q. At the time that was the general decisiort? Is that your re¬ 
collection? Such a decision was taken at that time? 

A. That was the official line wo would bo ordered to folia;, 

y«s.

Do you know ttwthcr Geheimrat Schmitz in particular 
or who tho r tho administration of I.G. Farben in general exerted any kind 
of pressuro oh tho aethers of tho Aufsichtsrat, tho non-Aryan members 
n/ho rosigned in 1938 — that is, the brothers Weinsborg, Simson, 

Oppc.ihoia, Mondolsohn-Bartholdz? 

A. No, I don* t know that. 

Q. Tho last point I nould liko to deal with is tho question of 
indemnifications in sooc eases. Did I understand you correctly to say 
that your conversations with Gchoiarat Schmitz in connection with tho 
payments of indemnities for resigning non-Aryans and the policy to bo 
pursuod by the I.G. in this connection was not based on tho fact that 
Gc be inrat Schmitz in most eases was not directly competent and responsible 
for the natters, but based on the fact rather that on account of tho 
importance of the question and on account of the danger arising from 
handling it in contradiction with the general lines existing in tho Third 
Reich you made it a point to get the backing of Dr. Schmitz in a. certain 
exchange of ideas? 

A. Yes, that is correct. 

Q. Do you know that Go be inrat Schmitz in soix eases intervened 
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personally on bohalf of nor.-Aryan neubers of the I.G. in order to 
facilitate their emigration abroad and providing a basis for a new 
existence abroad? 

A. Yos, that is knotn to no. 

Q. Can you give me an exarplc? 

A. I can give you several cxaiplcs. Above all, Herr Oppenhoim, 
Dr. Kurt Oppenfoia, Gefoimrat Lcdcrcr, Dr. Jacobi, and particularly 
Professor Julius Flee hthe in. 

Q. Do you know that just in this latter ease Geheiarat Schmitz 
aide an offort to take ncasurcs in ordor to get Professor Flochthoim 
financially secured — ncasurcs which, if they had become known, vould 
doubtlossly havo brought hi n sooc very disagreeable consoqucncos? 

A. Yos, that is known to nc. 

Q. Last question now. Dr. Xruegor, Counsel for the Prosecution 
askod you v/hethor it icsn't correct that tho I.G. Farben, in connection 
\rith the roloascs of non-Aryan employees, made the paynonts only out 
of shcor ogotisa, that is, in order to provent the persons involved to 
attach themselves to I.G. foldings abroad? I want to ask you, is it 
your opinion that this conception as exprossod in tho question by iir. 
«nchcn is correct? 

A. That it was only alone this reason, you moan? 

q. Yes. 

A. No. 

•1. Do you know that to a very groat extent considerations of 
humanity and sentiments totr.rds uaibcrs who bad boon in tho firm for a 
long time probably played a very considerable part? 

A. Absolutely* If not the decisive part. 

Q. Do you know. Dr. Krueger, that tho I.G. Farben in many eases 
when they applied for a release for forcigi employees exceeded in the 
applications for foreign currency b7 far what could bo roachcd within 
the law and had a very hard struggle with the Rcichs Ministry of 
2 conoin.cs in order to get then through? 
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A. Yes.

RECROSS EXAMINATION 

3Y MR. A1CHAN: 

Q l!r. witness. Dr. Gierlichs asked you about a law whereby 
a joint stock conpany in Germany was deemed to be a Jewish firm if any 
member of the *ufsichtsrat was Jewish. Do you recall that question? 

A Yes, I do. 

Q Are you familiar with that law? 

A Well, I remember it. 

Q Do you recall when that law was in effect? 

* No, I an afraid I don't. 

Q Do you know that I.G. Farben by governmental regulation 
was exempts* from the application of that law, do you know that? 

A Ho. 

Q Now, you testified about some very helpful assistance 

e 

that the Defendant Schrait* gave to various non-Aryan Aufsichtsrat mem¬ 
bers iho were forced to resign or were dismissed. Do you know Dr. 
Gerhard Ollendorf, is that name familiar to you? 

A Ollendorf was a member of the Vorstand. 

Q Of the Vorstand, that is right. 

A Yes, that is right. 

W Do you know that he, too, in 1938 emigrated from Germany 
because he was Jewish, do you know that? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you knew the cireurnstanc ?s under which he was arrested 
and sent to a concentration camp before his emigration? 

A No. 

Q You do not? 

DR. GIERLICHS: Objection. These questions were not touched 
upon either in the cross examination nor in the redirect. In addi¬ 
tion, this kind of questioning is misleading because the Ollendorf 
case ha3 no connection whatsoever with Gehaimrat Schmitz, and this 
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type of questioning must give witness the impression that Geheimrat 
Schmitz was somehow concerned in these events. 

'JR. AliCHAH: In our view, the objection of counsel is not 
well-takan. «y recollection is pretty distinct that when the Defense 
interrogated the witnsss, they asked him about a series of specific 
cases, and the witness undertook to specify and identify Aufsichtsrat 
members with Jrwish ancsstry who were forced to emigrate from Germany; 
and, too, the witness testified that the Defendant Schmitz went out 
of his .fay to help. Tie think it entirely proper to negative whatever 
impression the witness is giving by calling to his attention, or at 
least asking him whether ho knows of other spscific cases which may 
perhaps give a contrary view of the situation. On that ground, I 
think it is entirely relevant to put such questions to him. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Noll, the objection and everything is in 
the record, and the Tribunal will pass on it when it cooes up. 

THE WITNESS: I would like to add that I do not remember my¬ 
self having handled the Ollendorf case, so that at the moment, I don't 
r*m*nbar any details of it. 

BY MR. AJXHANi ’ 

Q I am sorry, I didn't quite understand. Did you say that 
you did not or that you did handle the Oiland nrf case? 

A I did not handle it. I don't remember having handled the 
Ollendorf case, and so I don't remember the details. 

Q Do you know who dealt with the Ollendorf case? 

A I imagine that it must have been the Agfa department, and 

a 

that is H3rr Otto and Herr Gajiwski. 

Q Did you also know Harr Gajawski conferred with the De¬ 
fendant Schmitz about the Ollendorf case, did you know that? 

A I don't remember, but I would assume it. 

Q Vihy would you assume it? '-’as that the regular practice 
for members of the Vorstand or Sparte chiefs to confer with Schmitz 
in such a kind of case, was that the regular practice? 
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A I think that such inportant questions ware decided by 
voting acong the Vorstand cambers. 

Q Was it the practice to your knowledge to have such im¬ 
portant cases brought to the personal attention of the Defendant 
Schmitz? 

A I know too little about the way things were handled in 
the Vorstand. I only know it from ay own work, and so I cannot 
Judge to what extent the Vorstand members felt or ware obligated to 
inform themselves. 

Q Now, with respect to your own work, did I correctly 
understand your testimony that generally you discussed the specific 
cases with the Defendant Schaitz, rieht? 

A Yas, that is what I-said, and that is what happened. I 
discuss ad the general line, and occasionally special cases as well, 
for instance, the Roth case. 

Q I don't think you have to go into specific cases. Now, 

Just one more question. V'ere any of these specific cases that you 

discuss ad with tha Defendant Schmitt as important 03 the Ollendorf 
0 

case? 

A I can't Judge the importance of tha Ollendorf case, 
therefore I hava no seans of comparison. 

Q You know who Ollendorf was, did you now? 

A I as. 

Q Ha was an important member of tha V.*rstand who had re¬ 
tired at that time in 1958. 

A Yas, that is right. 

Q Did you discuss with Defendant Schmitt as far as your 
own w'rk was concerned any case involving a Vorstand, or former 
Vorstand, mamb3r? 

A I can't remember having discussed Vorstand rgenbers. 

Q Any Aufsichtsrat members? 

A There, I remember that in the Weinberg case I was 
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called in for special reasons. 

Q Tlhen was that? 

A That was during the war when Karlo Weinberg was in Italy, 
and we were vendering how we could help hi®. 
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Q Did you ivir discuss the Arthur ftainbarg case with 

Schmitz? 

A In this case, too, discussions were held with Schmitz 
and I myself also talk 3d to him about it when it was a matter of 
preventing Arthur *einberg from being deported, and after his de¬ 
portation in trying to get him a refuge with his relatives in Mecklen¬ 
burg. This was mors intensely handled and discussed by my deputy. 

Dr. Frank Faria, than by nyself. 

Q *ou said Arthur TJeinberg was about to be deported. Now 
do you mean that h3 was taken away to a concentration caap? 

A fas. 

4 And that is what you mean by "deported"? 

A Yes. Yes, I meant his being taken away from his re¬ 
sidence to Tharesionstadt. 

Q Which was a concentration camp? 

A' Yes. 

Q Could you fix the tine when — 

A No, I can't, not at the moment. 

4 Approximately what year? 19U21 19i*l? 19U5? In what 

year? 

A I can't say precisely at the moment. At iny rate, it 
was during the war. 

Q "hat was the nature of your discussion with Dr. Schmitz 
about Arthur Weinberg concerning his deportation to a concentration 
camp? Yfaat was the nature of your discussion with him? 

A What agencies could still be approached in order to try 
to prevent this threatening measure which was already under way, in 
order to prevent it at all costs. 

Q Yias thera any discussion as to what would happen to him 
in a concentration camp? 

A No. 

Q thy ware you so concerned about helping him out of a 
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concentration e arn ? 

A well, for Heaven's Sake, it was a terrible thing for 
Oehoicrat Arthur Weinberg, a nan of eighty, to be taken away from his 
hor.a forcibly and sent to a conc3ntration camp. 

Q What was horrible about a concentration camp that you 
knew of at that time? 

A Well — 

DR. GIERLICHS: Objection. This question is not connected 
■Rith the subjset of cross examination and redirect. 

HR. AkEHANi The relevancy it se-as to us Is this: this 
witness for the first tin* mentioned the Weinberg case when he was 
examined by Defense Counsel. He mentioned it in the light of the 
actions of the defendant Schmitz. Now having mentioned that case, I 
think it is entirely proper to pursue it to the end. 

DR. GIElLICffi: The record will show that during ny cross 

e 

examination I did not cention the «einberg casa with a single word in 
connection with his deportation to a concentration camp. 

*®. AHCHANi The record will speak f*v itself. 

BY MR. A1CHAN: 

Q How ny question to you, Mr. Witness: I am speaking about 
the time whan you discussed tdth Schsdtz the tarrible consequences in 
connection with tha threatened or actual deportation of Arthur Weinberg 
to a concentration camp. How ny question is what terrible consequences 
did you understand would probably follow from his imprisonment in a 
concentration camp? 

A At that tine when 2 had not yet any personal experiences 
on the subject, tha mere robbing a man of his freedom in this way was 
something that I considered terrible, especially as in this case whan 
it concerned a deserving man of the age of Geheimrat Weinberg. 

Q Well, was there anything especially terrible in confining 
him in a concentration carp? Aas thsre any discussion of the tarribla • 
consequences of imprisonment in a concentration camp at that time? 
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A No, certainly not. That was not necessary because the 
idea itsalf was sufficient for us to try immediately to prev-nt the 
deportation of Geheinrat Weinberg from his residence and to mobilise 
on his behalf. 

Q Tihat, if anything, did Dr. Schmitz say to you about pre¬ 
venting or helping Arthur Weinberg get out of the concentration camp? 

a Of course, I can't reconstruct every detail, but everybody 
was to use all his personal connections in order to prevent this measure, 
and wa considered especially whom we could ask to help. I know that I 
thought particularly of a certain Baron Brandenstein. He was to be 
asked to use his influence and his connections on Weinberg's behalf. 

Q Could you fix the tine of that? 

A No. 

<4 At the tic; of this discussion with Schmitz about Arthur 
Weinberg, what did you understand was taking place in a concentration 
caop? 

DR. GIERLICK5: Objection. This question finally even with 
the most generous interpretation of cross examination really goes be¬ 
yond all bounds.* 

THE (DlfiilSSIONER: Why, I believw that has gone far enough. 

Tha concsntration camp business has been gone over and over and over. 

IP.. AICHAN: I might state to Tour Honor that it is not 
generally tha concentration camp business. It is a specific instance 
at a specific period, and naturd ly it is limited to this defendant 
on that particular affair. It is not generally concentration camps, 
and it is only because I an limiting and restricting it to a particular 
period of time that I think in this case it is very relevant. Certainly 
it has to be relevant; it was part of a transaction and discussion 
dealing with Arthur Weinberg and reference to a concentration camp im¬ 
prisonment and efforts being made to get him out. Certainly we are 
entitled to know what the discussion was as to the surrounding cir¬ 
cumstances of this particular case. 
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THE c qaciS SIONSR; V.ali, if you don't take too much tine at 

it — 

IS. AUCHAN: Ho. I shall axercise, I assure Your Honor, 
every discretion to keep it within bounds. 

THE CONCESSIONER: ^e don't want to go into that subject and 
just keep winding around. 

UR. AJCHAN: I have no intention of doing that. Your Honor. 

DR. GIERLICHS: I vould like expressly to clarify that in ny 
opinion the redirect of Ur. Aachan has for a considerable time no longer 
had ary connection whatsoever with qy questioning, and this fact causes 
me to cake this objection against the competence of his questioning. 

To r-spaat: I havs not tha slightest objection to tha actual facts 
that have be:n dealt with and the Defense, too, will take an opportunity 
to deal with this problem in detail in the interests of its clients. 

UR. A'EHAN: The objection it sams to us is on precisely 
tha same ground that Counsel made before, and Counsel and the Prosecu¬ 
tion have stated their views in the record, and I don't think there is 
anything we can add. 

BY UR. AlCHANi 

Q Now did you understand ny last question, Ur. Witness? 

A Parhaps you would repeat it onca again. I am afraid I 
have forgottan it. 

Q At the time you discuss ?d with tha defendant Schmitz the 
deportation to a concentration camp of Arthur Weinberg, what did you 
understand was taking place in the concentration camps? 

A V«hether in 1953 193k or 1937 or 19U0 or 19U3 I always 

understood by imprisonment in a concentration camp so many terrible 

things that it was sufficient for me to try and save everybody who 

was in danger of going through this terrible experience to the bast 

of ny ability, to help and protect wherever I could, and I have the 

impression that other people, too, and qy colleagues in particular 

from 1933 onward when they heard something of concentration camps for 
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tha first tiaj had a sufficient sense of opposition in order immediately 
to go into action if the danger or the mere idea cropped up that anyone 
night be robbed of his liberty in this ray, and the fact that we did 
this is proved by a number of cases, not only in the case of non-Aryans 
but also eEployees who becauss of some stupid remarks were interrogated 
by the Gestapo, after which tine they did not return. Then, too, of 
course everything was done to restore their libirty because liberty 
after all is the most valuable thing one possesses, and one does not 
rant it only for oneself but also for others, and especially for one's 
friends. 

Q Nor/ in 191*2 — that was after the conquest of Poland, 
after the conquest of Franco, after the invasion of Russia — did you 
know that tha nature of the concentration camps and the extent of the 
concentration caap program was something different than what you know 
of it in 1933? Did you know that in 191*2? 

A No; I con answer that in the negative because what I 
heard in 1933 *as quite bad enough and gcv* me a fright onoe and for 
all where this institution was concerned. 

DR. NATH: Nr. Commissioner, I think the witness has not re¬ 
peatedly given exhaustive answers and that further questioning of the 
witness on this subject will only unnecessarily burden the record, 
waste time and in particular it cannot in any way be connected with 
the redirect of ay colleague, Oiarlichs. I think it would be just as 
well if we once and for fill finish with these questions. 

THE OCMSSSICNER: ••all, the ordjr I was appointed under 
cuts ay powers considerably about sustaining objections, but it does 
give me rights in certain instances, and I believe we have gone far 
enough into this concentration camp business. 

l£R. AlfCHAN: I think Your Honor is quite correct. I think 
the very last question indicated that there w>uld be no point in ques¬ 
tioning the witness further. His last responsj indicated that ha has 
no further information on the subject, and with that we have no further 
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questions. 

THE COMMISSIONER: Doe3 Defense Counsel have any further 

questions?

A Yes, quite,

A Yes, as a rule mall went through my hands. It did 
happen, however/ that one or the other document did not 
reach me direct, perhaps because it was sent to his private 
apartment in which erse Gehelnrat Schmitz gave it to me lator 
on or perhaps because one of the gentlemen who called on him 
showed him the document In question and in that case I would 
see it later on also. 

< World you also, or did you also, keep a record of the 
people who came to see Dr. Schmitz? 

A Yos, I had a card index and made a note of every single 
case and how long he would 6tay with Dr. Schmitz, 

* Did you also keep a record of the substance of the 
conversation that the particular caller had with Dr, Schmitz? 

A Very rarely. Dr. Gehelmrat Scnmitz told me very little; 
very rarely would I make a note on the substance of their 
conversation. 
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% Would your records Indicate the purpose for which a 
particular person came to see Dr. Schmitz? 

A Oh, yes, certainly. 

* how, then, in May of 1945, after the collapse of Germany, 
-hat did you do with those records of the defendant Schmitz? 

A I destroyed notes — not the notes but files Be such, 
i Do I correctly understand you then to say that in May 
of 1945 at the time of the German collapse you destroyed the 
flies and notes of the defendant Schmitz? Do I correctly 
understand that to oe your testimony? 

A Yes, I said thpt from the beginning when I was interro¬ 
gated first. I said that Immediately. 

H Veil, for the record. Just now, so that I may be 
entirely clear and that the Tribunal will understand the sit¬ 
uation, it is a fact, la it not, that you destroyed the 
defendant Schmitz's records and flies in Hay of 1945? That 
Is the fact, Is It not? 

A Not in May. It was earlier. It was in March, by the 
end of March, I did it. 

% Destroyed all of defendant Schmitz's files? 

A Not all of them, no ; that is not true. No, it is not 
ture — all of them; out a very olg part of them. 

^ What vrs the nature of the records that you destroyed? 

A They *-ere mainly information vterial. They were re¬ 
ports on revising activities and recoreds. They were auditing 
records and they were flies of Geneirarat Schmitz. I attempted 
to accommodate these files in another office first, out they 
wouldn't let me do it^. I was told at the time the house would 
ce confiscated but I h~d destroyed them oefore then, most of them 
at least, and then I destoryed the balance of them.later on. 

* Did you follow any system with respect to the destruction 
of those flies? 

A Unfortunately, no. 
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i Veil, did you destroy all files marked "secret"? 

A Yes. 

Q, N»w, as secretary te the defendant Schmitz, did he hove 
occasion to ask you to look after the details of transmitting 
funds to the SS? 

A On three or four occasions, by orders of Oehelrarat 
Schmitz, I sent a sum of 100,000 marks each time in tne 
various years, three or four years altogether. 

Q Could you remeraoer or do ou remember the period of 
time, what particular years, you sent 1C0,00C dollarss — 
or 100,000 marks, rrther — to the SS? Could you remember the 
y»ars involved? 

A As I remember It, It was In 1941 that I did it for the 
first time — 1941, 1942, 1943; whether or not I did it in 1944 
I don't remember. 

% Could you tell me what instructions or whrt conversation 
Dr. Schmitz had with you at the time when he Instructed yop to 
forward the 100,000 marks as an annual contribution to the 
SS? Do you understand my question? 

A Yes, indeed; but, as I remember it, I don't think he said 
anything except to tell me to transmit the 100,000 marks and 
he signed the money order himself. 

* Now, then, in the correspondent that oarae rcross 
your desk as his private secretary, do you recull whether 
he was a member of the Industrial Committee of the Adolph 
Hitler Fund? 

A Industrial Committee? I cannot recall that at all. 
Industrial Committee? 

< Do you recall vfceter the defendant Schmitz... 

A I think it was called the Adolph Hitler f ur.d. 

DH. GISRLICHS: May I, lest there oe a misunderstanding, 
point out here that in the German text It 16 called Adolph 
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Hitler Fund of the Germany Economy and it is called the 
Industrial Committee of the German Economy. 

A I would say "yes" to that. 
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‘/ITSZSS: I would say "yes" to that. 

3Y iS. .AaCEAS: 

You would say that he was a nenber of that fund? 

A. He er.d Herr Etudo together. Whether he was actually a nenber or 
whether Herr Krupp cerely asked hia. I don't know. 

3. 3o you know whether he attended any Meetings of the Industrial 
Cormttee of the Adolf Hitler Fund? 

A. As far r-s I renenber, the Gehelnrat attended one Meeting, yes. 

Q. Could ya x fix the tine of that? 

A. So, I couldn't say that, I an afraid. 

Mow I will show you Docuneat HI-14034 which we offer In evidence 
as Prosecution Exhibit 2305. That is a letter addressed to Geheinrat 
SohfJltz on 18 *«mrch 1937 free the Industrial Coreaittee of the Adolf Hitler 
Jund of the Gernan econooy, and I ask you to please look at that letter, 
,cd oa page 2 there is a note that Gehelnrat Schnitz attended the nesting. 
3ov does that refresh your recollection that he did attend those Meetings? 

A. Yes. Yes, he attended, as I said before. 

Q, In addition to the noenrmdun, Esfctbit 2305 which I Just showed 
you, is your recollection further refreshed that he attended other 

nestings? 

A. Ho, I cannot recall anything. 

Q- Sow, then were you instructed to Make perisrf.ic contributions to 
the Adolf Hitler Fund by the defendant Schulte? 

A. So, that was not part of cy duty. That was not up to the 
secretary. That was up to the Central Cocsittee. That wns dealt with 
centrally fron Frankfurt. 

Q. Sow in your affidavit, Schnitz Exhibit So. 61, yiu state that 
Schoitz was appointed in 1938 Military — 

A. Yes. 

Q, — Economy Leader, end then you state that you do not know that a 
Military Econooy Council existed in Germany or that Geheinrat Schnitz was 
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one of Its members, is that right? 

A. So , not in that fora. I stated that Dr. Schmitz vas the chairman 
of the War economy Council. I saw that from a note which I fmund in uy 
files. I aede this record after the files, into which I was allowed to 
lo-le in Frankfurt —- I found a note there with the typewriter. I think 
I probably copied that or had it oopied frou a newspaper at the tine, and 
it said there that Dr. Schmitz was the chairnan of the Military Economy 
Council, and I went to express that I was i*.t sure about that. I know 
that he vas a War Economy Leader, yes, but I did n>t kn>w that he was 
the chnimnn. 

Q. 'fell, do you know now whether or not he was a Member of the 
Military Zconory Council? 

A. He was a Military Zconxzic Leador. 

Q. +> y-u kn>v whether he vas chaltnan of the Military Economy Council? 

A. No, no, no.

Government, and the excerot of the publication, which is now being offered

That is to say, 
six months he was absent and six months he would be present. 

Q Do you know from your own knowledge whether Frofessor Krauch 
was absent from 3erlin after 1936? 

A I could not speak with any certainty about that. I couldn't 
give you any dates. 

Q Of course, you couldn't, but perhaps you know whehter you could 
get hold of him, when you were supposed to ring up, or whether you had 
heard that he would be absent? 
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A Oh yes, that certainly happened that he was frequently absent 

fran Berlin. 

Q In other words, it i3 ay understanding of your testimony that 
the too gentlenen r.et twice a week and must be limited to the fact that 
apart from the six months when Geheiarat Schmitz was absent and v/ith the 
exception when Professor Krauch was absent and Schmitz was present?

Q »hen you doscribo tho nature of tho records you dostroyod, I 
an only trying to fix the period of tiao whon you did it. And is it 
correct that — 

A It was in tho days aftox- Gohoiarat Schmitz had loft. 

0 How you raferrod to tho feet that you had made some computation 
either with Defonso Counsel or with Gohoiarat Schmitz — I didn't quite 
understand — wherein you ascertained that he was present in Berlin for 
six months and absent from Berlin for six months. Could you plcaso cla¬ 
rify that for mo? Hhat was the nature of the computation and what peridd 
of timo did it cover? 

A Ho, I made this computation a very long time ago for reasons of 
taxes. Tho Gehoinrat wanted to find out because, as it were, ho lived at 
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throe difforent places, at Heidelberg, at Ludwigshafon, and at Berlin, 
r.rd his taxes were distributed.

That year was ho 
r.ray tho longest and for how long c tiao? 

A I aa afraid I couldn’t possibly say that now. 
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Q Did ho ever taka a trip for core than two months away from 
Germany during that period of tiixj? 

A I*n afraid I couldn*t toll you at the moment. 

2R. A2XHAN; No further questions, your Honor.

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3Y MR. AMCHAM: 

* Now, I understood you to testify *n response to Dr. 
Gierlichs' questions relating to the contributions of a

I only wanted, from the point of view of 
the fact that the Prosecution with the slight tone of doubt, 
out a question of how it was possible that Geheimrat Schmitz 
left on the 27.th, and for Hls6 Ectcr, on the other hand, that 
without any instructions, she destroyed the files by the 
end of March.

The predominant majority of 
the workers concerned, however, repeatedly prolonged these contracts 
voluntarily for another six months. 

4 I shall now leave that subject, and I shall only put a 
supplemental question to you with respect to Prosecution Exhibit 
2120 . You ranasbir that I already asked you yesterday about this 
exhibit. Tilth respect to paragraph 2, the report of the trip to 
Poland before the Vorstand, you have already made some statements 
here and I have asked you whether, as it was alleged, there is a 
connection between this report on the Journey to Poland and tha re¬ 
port of the Commercial Cocaittea, as it is listed under paragraph 5 
of your report.

* Through a study of the Prosecution documents, I have 
bejr. able to ascertain thot the statement I made yesterday was 
correct. The Frosecution Exhibit 1136, NI-59f*7, 3ook 55, German 
page U6, English page I don't know, sho*3 the following, and I quote 
excerpts from the sane passage which the counsel for the Prosecution 
quoted when presenting the document. "It is the view of the KA to 
found a r:cJiving company." 

This aa*ting, as is shown by the Prosecution, was on the 
20 th of October, 1935. That is to say, three waeks before the Vor- 
atend nseting rhers I rjported in the sense I testified yesterday, 
end also about one wejk befor* the trip, where I occaapanied this 
official as t technical advisor.

0 .- '.'hen a prisoner of war was injured, who was insured — as this 
affidavit indicates prisoners of war were insured — who received tho 
benefits of the payments cooing free the Association? 

A.- Not the factory — and I don't know in what way the Vfehrmacht or¬ 
ganization handled this matter. 

Q.- When foreign workers were insured, to whom were the insurance

tuation of the Ludwigshafon plant, much less into the situation of Farbon

as a wholo, and ho roally could not possibly have any insight into Farbon's 
policy. Ho, finr.Uy, points out that Dr. '\irstcr's appointment to tho Vor¬ 
stand' coco about upon the request of the ropoatortly mentioned Prof. Dr. 

Carl Bosch. It came abobt because of tho scientific and technical quali¬ 
fications and bccauso of his character. Finally, ono sentence of Dr. Soidol 
nay be quotod whore he said that Dr. ’.furstor was ono of tho bcarors of 
the spiritual heritage of Dr. Bosch. 

Our Document 562, Qchibit 24, is a speech made by Dr. Carl 'burster 
on tho occasion of tho funeral ceremony for Carl Bosch. It is an excerpt 
from a Farbon plant pepor.

This is an affidavit 
by Dr. vaihela Scheror dated the 9th of lirch, 19l*8, containing a list 
of Qencan and Foreign Patents granted for Dr. .'urster's inventions. 

Our Document 275 will becone Exhibit 27. This is an affidavit 
of Robert Storch and Hans Horgenthaler dated 15 karch, 191*8, stating 
Dr. burster's net incooe from 1938 to 191*1*. 

Our Document 265 will beco.* our Exhibit 23. I think I made a 
mistake. Our Doouaent 265 was only sutuittod for purposes of identi¬ 
fication because it represents the Prosecution«s Exhibit 392, and we 
do not want two different exhibit nuabers for the same document. That 
is why I aa cnly suboitting Docunent 265 for identification. I think 
that is technically correct.

DR. :;ag:; As our Exhibit 28. 

This is the affidavit of Dr. Ernst Struss dated the 26th of August 
191*7, describing Dr. 'burster's sphere of responsibility. He states 
that Dr. 'burster was not responsible for any other plants, apart from 
ludwigshafea and Oppau, neither in a technical capacity or as Betriebs- 
fuehrer. Plant Leader. 

The following Docunent Ho. 1, Exhibit 1, is already in evidence. 

I Slave to submit our Docunent 26 as Exhibit 2?. This is the affidavit 
of Ur. iCarl Kaisch and Dr. Fritz iiueller dated 3 l&rch, 19l*3, identify- 
ing the factory plan that was Dr. burster Hthioit Ho. 1. 

Our nent Docuaent 3 is already in evidence as Exhibit 2. 
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Our next Document 2 is already in evidence as Exhibit 6. 

Our Document 301* will be cone Exhibit 30. That is an affidavit 
of Dr. 7/urstor dated the 17th of December, 19U, on his work as 
itetriebsfuehrer at Ludwigshafen-Oppau, and as a member of the Vor- 
star.d, and of the Technical C omit tee of Tar ben, subsequent to 1 

January, 1938. 

I should like to ask the Tribunal to give particular attention 
to that affidavit because ay client explains in that document how 
he was overwhelmed after that date and how ho himself carried all of 
the duties. 

At this point I have to make a remark \/hich refers to sovoral 
documents. TJhen comparing the English ta;:t with our German original 
text, we unfortunately found out that on many occaions, translation 
mistakes have been made which aro not only superficial mistakos, but 
actually distort the 3onse of what I wanted to say. That moans that 
you, in reading the text, aro not reading what we intended to write. 

In order not to delay this presentation of evidence, wo have 
decidod to make tho superficial corrections in writing, but on tho 
other hand present verbally tho wo serious mistakes so that you

were di3oussions, tho application for credits were dealt with." Tho 
English translation gives rise to the impression that discussions re¬ 
ferred to the credit applications. I therefore phrased tho new text 
in English and I should like to suggest it. This text would read—

burster's Personal Secretary. This Secretary who worked with him 
for many years descries the manner in which Dr. Wars ter dealt with 
his dutios since 1938. He describes the division of his time, the 
way ho dealt with tho c al l, about thich I already asked him, and ho 
further elaborates on tho activities. 

Our Document 168 will becooo Exhibit 33. That is an affidavit 
of Professor Erich Pietsch on Dr. Hors ter is ;.-ork in his capacity of 
Chairman of the "Adolph Bayer Society for tho promotion of chomical 
litoraturo".

It is an affidavit 
of Dr. Ernst Hus3, jeaber of the Corstand of Duisburgcr Kupferhuctto, 
dated 6 robruory, 19U8. The witnoss describes Dr. Wurstor's activity 
as mombor of the Aufsichtsrat of tho Duisburgcr Kupferhuctto from 
1939 onward. 

Our Docuaont 2h8 will bocooo Exhibit 36. This is an affidavit 
of Dr, Eotho Liilcrt dated 16 January 19U8. Tho witness describes 
Dr. Y/urstcr's activities as President of the Chamber of Industry and 
Commerce in the Palatinate fron 19hl onward. 

Ho describes the attempts which wore made after the collapse, in 
view of his unpolitical and objective conduct during the second ITorld 
.fer, to secure tho services of Dr. burster for the advisory comcittco 
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o? the established Chaabar of Industry and Comercc. 

Our Document 223 '••'ill become ouy Exhibit 38• That is an affidavit 
by the Yorstand of the Palatinate District Association of tho Chemical 
Industry dated 29 January, I9h8, and confirms the full oonfidonco 
which this Association and tho Chemical Industry at largo showed in 
Dr. Tmrstcrj oven after tho collapse, ho was suggested to become 
tho representative of tho Professional Association Chemical Industry 
of tho Palatineto because of the objective and unpolitical manner 
in which ho carried out his duties as Chainan of tho District 
Association.

The next document -560 will bccooc Exhibit 72. This is a filo note 
of Dr. ’.'urstor of 12 July 1937 dealing with tho sane subject. This filo 
note 3ho».s that tho pyrite stock, nldch cane about as a result of import 
free; Spain, was to be decreased in five years. Tho English text 
orroncously translated "Schnef cUrios" as "gravel", and it actually should 
be translated as pyrites. I vxuld like to 'ask the Tribunal to make a 
notation to that effect in order that they uay understand tlx document. 
Tils document 560, Exhibit 72, has a mistake in its English copy because 
it is only stated tlx re in that in future only 40,000 tons of pyrite were 
to be agreed upon; whereas in reality it should read 400,000 tons of 
pyrite. 

Tlx next docirxnt 5075 I sir.ll offer as Exhibit 73. This is an 
excerpt from the minutes of the conference of inorganic chemistry on 
the 30 of June 1939 in Leverkusen. It was stated during that ncoting 
that “the pyrite supplies of Farben have shrunk to about half a year 1 s 
supply.u 
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The next.document will be Document 579 which is already in ovidcncc 
as Exhibit 63i It oust, however, be included in this dacuocnt book in 
order to nain tain the connection. 

The next documents show acajdos of the fact that Dr. burster in 
1939 had technical cooperation *.rith foreign countries and that he 
;reacted it in a Manner which cannot lead you to conclude that he 
oxpcctcd an aggressive war. The first docunc.nt will be 574 which will 
ccco~a Exhibit 74. This is an o:xcrpt froa the TEA gathering of the 25 
January 1939 in which it was stated that "in the inorganic field"—whie h 
vt-s the field of Dr. rAurstcr—"a certain collaboration with tho Fronch 
fim St. Gobciln sccns to be forthconing." 

The docix.ont 577 I «hcll offer as Exhibit 75, wiiich is an oxccrpt 
fron the ninutos of the inorganic chorlstry nee ting of tho 5 April 
1939. Dr. ’•urstor reports that, "tho negotiations with St. Gobain arc 
hapoful, despito present political difficulties." 

Tho next group of documents show tho activity of Dr. V/urator in 
tho fiold of suphuric acid outside Farben. Docuoont 501 I shall suteiit 
-J Exhibit 76. This is tho official appointnent of the 28 January 1944 
of Dr. burster, who has been entrusted with the direction of the branch 
groups of sulpiiur and sulphur conpounds and tho industrial group 
ehjaical industry. The docuoont is important specifically bccauao of 
its date. 

The next docuoont 243 I shall offer as Exhibit 77. This, Your 
Honor, is an affidavit of Horram Sclaistcr of tta 27 January 1948, wl» 
hrs been business ruanager and secretary of the branch group sulphur and 
sulphur compounds, and he ccnfims that Dr. TTurstcr, only since the 
beginning of 1944, becauc officially the head of the technical group 
'ach '.ns forced in 1943/ He furthcxnorc cakes statenants with respect 
to the Limner in which Dr. ‘.'urstcr pursued his activity, and I shall 
pemit nysclf to quote a brief sentence froa Page 70 of the docuracnt. 

7‘is is a sentence which unfortunately was not cocplctcd in tho English 
translation to that the Tribunal can unfortunately not learn the i»st 
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.sscntial facts from their copy. I shall non quote froa Page 70. This 
is the last part of paragraph 3 of that affidavit: "Dr. burster 
fulfilled his functions in a strictly professional and objective manner. 

His att_tudc was, shall I say, narkcdly unpolitical after 15 Juno 1900." 

I think the word "unpolitical" is nissing from the English text. I shall 
read the scntcnco then, ".iftor 15 Juno 1900, Dr. T/urstcr had no mootings 
rith the sub-coradttcc.'' 

I shall submit as Documont 190, Exhibit 78— 

7i2 PRES ID5iT: State ycur document number and exhibit number again, 

plcaso. 

DR. HEEiTZSLSR: This is Document 190, Exhibit 78. In the index 
of the English book there is a small but rather important nistako. The 
vitr.oss was there free 1937 until 1905 and not 1903. He was the roferont 
of tho CB Chomio. The witness, who up to 1905 was tho roforont with tho 
CB Chosio, confirms that Dr. Airs ter never had any othor function than that 
-f =n honorary advisor without authoritativo power or power of making 
decisions. 

Document 502 I shall submit as Exhibit 79. This is an excerpt 
froe; tho circular of tho industrial group chcnicaj. industry of November 
1900 which proves that Dr. ’.fcrstor tr.s not a member of tho presidium of 
industrial group chemical industry. 

Docuiont 177, Exhibit CO, serves tho same purpose. It is an 
affidavit of Dr. Hermann Schlosscr of tho 23 of September 1907. 

Tho lest document with respect to Count 1 of the indictment I shall 
offer as Document 147, Exhibit Cl. This is an affidavit c£ the private 
secretary ;f Dr. .Turstcr, Hans iiorgenthaler, of the 15 Dcccmbor 1907. 

That deals with tho Prosecution Exhibit 1028. This document speaks 
far itself, and I d-n»t think I need burden the time of the Tribunal by 
elaborating on it. 

Dr. ,'agncr will continue with the presentation in connection with 
C.unt II jf the indictment. 

THE PRESIH3JT: Before Dr. TTagner resumes, we will take our morning 

recess. 

(i. recess was taken.) 
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TH2 LAPS HAL: The Tribunal is again in session. 

DR. .JAC-iET. (Defense Counsel for defendant burster): Your 
Honors, I new cone to the documents in connection with Count Two, 
Plunder and Spoliation. I offer our Document 170 as Exhibit 82. 

This is an affidavit of Dr. Erich Pohland dated 20 October 19b7. 

The witness was an Oberregierungsrat in the Reich Office for Economics 
Expansion from 193? to 19b5. This was the man who made the inspec¬ 
tion trip to Poland and Dr. burster accompanied him as a technical 
expert. Dr. Pohland, as his affidavit shows, made this trip on in¬ 
structions of the Raich Ministry for Economics. He said that this 
trip had no practical consequonces because at that time the adminis¬ 
tration of occupied territories was in the hands of the Governor 
General who was directly under Hitler, so that the Reich Ministry of 
Economics as well as the Raich Offico for Economic Expansion were ex¬ 
cluded from the administration of occupied Polish territories. Ho 
cannot reneabor ever having seen the report, l!I-llh9, Exhibit 113b, 
or any similar roport. 

Document 609 will be Exhibit 03. This is tho affidavit of Dr. 
Botho l&ilert dated 20 Karch 19b0. FVoo 1938 until 19bb this witness 
7,33 director of the chemistry department in tho Reich Ministry of 
Economics. He is now in the aitonal Economic Administration. He 
testifies that if such a report had been received, he would have been 
bound to Imow of it, but th$t he never saw any such report. 

Document 127, Exhibit 8 b, is an affidavit of Dr. Kurt Hoinkis, 
dated 21 iiovenber 19b7. Hoinkis accompanied Dr. Pohland and Dr. 
rfurster on tils short trip to Poland as an interpreter. In his af¬ 
fidavit he gives his impressions and says that Dr. burster had a 
special syupathy with the unfortunate country of Poland and that he 
expressed himself against anti-Semitism and tliat, in an artificial 
slid factory, he talked to the Jewish head of this factory. Dr. 
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Potznansld. and described this Dan as a very pleasant person. 

There is a snail sis take in the English text of Exhibit 82, the 
affidavit of Dr. Pohland. It says in the English tejrt on page 80, 
under #*, that the trip lasted froa the 26th of October to the 11th 
of Jlovesber. It should be the 1st of November. The translator 
added ten days and I think that should be corrected. The trip lasted 
not fifteen days, but five days. 

I now cose to Document 311# Exhibit 85. This is the other sub¬ 
ject, the Diedenliofen Oxygen Plant affair. This is an affidavit of 
Dr. Sklthor Doc!:or of 19 Harch 19U8. Yesterday in direct examination 
and cross crszrt nation by the prosecution you heard tho nane of Dr. 
Decker. }fe was one of the sen present in the discussions in the ro- 
itaurant in iiets. From 19U1 until 19U5, Dr. Docker was busingess 
manager of Scoaoaio Chamber ’ntestwark" in Saarbrueckon. Pron Juno 
to Decenbor 19U0, ho was in tho Office of tho Chiof of Civilian Ad¬ 
ministration in L*tz. He describes very briefly what happened in 
the negotiations about the oxygon plant and ho states definitely 
that Dr. wurstcr was no partner in tho negotiations about tho lease of 
this plant, ft also testified that in 19i»0 Dr. Vfurster was very much 
against tho purchase of a French chemical factory by Farbon which was 
desired by tho Chiof of tho Civilian Administration in Lorraine. 

With those few documents I have dealt with Count Two and, with 
your permission, I shall begin with Book III. Book III, first of all, 
contains documents of a general nature on the onploynont of foreign 
workors at Luchrigsnafon. It begins with Document 513, our ibchibit 86. 
That is a letter of the Ludwigshafon Labor Offico to the Far ben plant, 
dated 5 February 19U1. Characteristically it contains the follov/ing 
statement: "I have recently observed, n the head of the Labor Office 
writes, "That Dutch, Belgian, Luxcmbourgian, as well as Slovakian 
workers, request cmployrent in your plant." 

Document 512 will be Exhibit 87. This is also a letter of tho 
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Ludwigshafen Labor Office to the Ludwigshafcn Plant dated 15 December 
l?Ll, statins that the French citizen, An~olo : iarchandeau, requested 
the German Labor Allocation Offico in Parts to be employed with tho 
I.j. Farcer, plant in Ludwigshafcn. 

Docunsnt 568, Inhibit 88, is a contract be Ween the firm Dicu 
-t A ll ai n in Paris and I* G. Far ben, Ludnigshafon, of 20 April I 9 I 4 I, 
to tho effect that the French firm is to transfer 500 workers for 
assembly *.7or’.:. - \c contents of this contract ore very interesting, 

I shall not, I believo, need to oxplain then any further. 
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DR. •»..G>S?.: Our Document 593 will be Exhibit 89. This is an ex¬ 
cerpt from the minutes of the Director Kail-conference in Ludwigsha- 
fer. of 9 Kay 1941, according to which the first ISO p rench mechanics 
(civilian vrorkers) arrived and ,: are taken special rare of with the as¬ 
sistance of a French engineer." 

Document 515 will be Exhibit 90. That letter of the Ludwigshefen 
Plant to the Goman Roichsbahn of 28 -mgust 1941 deals with a minor mat¬ 
ter but wo think that this mettor was typical. The head of the plant 
ccnolains to the Reichsbahn because fiftoen French workers of the firm 
Dieu ot llain of Paris, which I havo Just mentioned, on 27 August 1941, 
wanted to go to Paris on leave and were not A lowod to taJco a certain 
express train. The plant is bringing its influoncc to bear to smooth 
the ray for the French workers. I thought this was characteristic. Of 
a plant of about fifteon thousand workers the diroctor takos an inter¬ 
est in having fiftoen workers got a ccrtrin oxpross train. I wish you 
would pay special attention to the date. This was on 27 or 28 .'oigust 
1941. 

I now come to Dotumont 566, Exhibit 91. " raistako has occurred 
hero in the dato which I should like to correct. This is a proclama¬ 
tion of the Ludwigshafen Plant management of 22 February 1943. The 
document s*ys ’45. It should be 1943 — "To the French workers em- 
oloycd in the plrnt." It deals with the fact that the workers were 
gr’r.tod leave beyond the iogal limit. 

Document 510 will bo Exhibit 92. This is r letter from the Ludwig- 
shafon plant to the German Recruiting Office for Labor, dated 24 Septem¬ 
ber 1941. It concerns workers from Northern France. I quote one impor¬ 
tant sentence. ,r tfe do not consider it expedient to force persons who 
have broken their contract to rcsuoc their place of work here." 

I now coco to Document 220, Exhibit 93. This is an affidavit of 
Otto Eckert who, since 1938, was chief of the Personnel Department for 
Workers in the I. G. Farben Plant at Ludwigshafen. Ho states that from

April 1943 to December 1944 a total of 8,004 foreign workers left the 
plant. Details can be seen from the affidavit itself. 

Document 241 will be Exhibit 94. This is an affidavit of the same 
witness dated 29 January 1948. The witness testifies that the Ludwig- 
shafen Oppau Plant, throughout the entire war always endeavored to em¬ 
ploy chiefly German workers when covering its labor requirements re¬ 
sulting from state production requirements. 

Document 145, Exhibit 95, is an affidavit of Eugen Minzenmay dated 
21 November 1947. Mr. Minzenmay, from 1937 to 1945, was head of the 
Ludwigshafcn Labor Offico. He therefore has special knowledge of this 
subjoct and he states vorbatia in perhaps the most important sentence, 
and I quote: "A refusal to employ foroign workers by ontroprenours 
would have been regarded as an act of sabotage against war production 
and thus against the State by the official authorities and would havo 
boon punished accordingly." 

The next document, 254, will be Exhibit 96. This is the affida¬ 
vit of Dr. Alfred von Nagel of 29 January 1948, confirming that from 
the end of 1939 on the total production of the Ludwigshafen Plant was 
determined by orders of the State Planning Officos. 

Tho next document is 516, Exhibit 97, a circular letter of the Per¬ 
sonnel Department Ludwigshafen, dated 10 Juno 1942, to the Department 
Chiefs of tho Ludwigshafon Oppau Plant concerning employment of foreign¬ 
ers. It contains a list of the considerations in the employment of for¬ 
eigners dated 8 June 1942. It s--ys, and I quote again very briefly: 

"The war forces us to employ foreign labor in our olants in order to be 
able to comply with the increasing production requirements." 

The next document — I continue ay quotation on the next pa go. "As 
a general rule it must be stated that the foreigner lays ospecial stress 
on just treatment." and at another point ho says, "Our main task in con¬ 
nection with the employment of foreign labor is to find out persons who 
are obviously unwilling to work and elesents endangering discipline and 
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to send thorn back to their hocc country immediately." 

Document 570 will b« Exhibit 98. This is a letter of the Plenioo- 
tc-ntiary for Construction work in the •'•rnacent Inspection District XII 
to the I. G. Fprbcn Ludwigshafen dated 25 July 1944. In direct examin¬ 
ation this was already brought up. This letter announces an assignment 
of 1,CCQ Jews from the Eastern territories and requires housing for 
those Jews according to concentration camp standards# 

The next document, 296, Exhibit 99, is an affidavit of construction 
manager Camill Santo of 16 March 1948, He describes how, in agreement 
with Dr. burster, after very difficult negotiations, he succeeded in 
avoiding the employment of theso people. 

The next document, 247, Exhibit 100, is an affidavit of Dipl. Ing. 
Kurt Hoffmann of 19 Octobor 1948, During the w*r he was chief of the 
Personnel Department Ludwigshafon. He describes that in 1944, 1,500 
female Jewish concentration camp orisonors from Hungary w>ro a.ssignod 
to the pl»nt and how, in most difficult negotiations, the plant succeed¬ 
ed in avoiding tho employment of theso prisoners in Ludwigshafon. 

Document 7 is Exhibit 7. Document 288 is Exhibit 8. Theso two 
have already boon introduced in tho course of direct examirr tion, 

Documont 6 is Exhibit 9. It is already in evidence, but with tho 
indulgence of the Tribunal I should like to make one remark, of some¬ 
thing which destroys tho whole effect of this affidavit. It's only ono 
word but it's very important. On page 38, in paragraph 2a, in the Eng¬ 
lish toxt, you find the statement that these are photographs which aro 
"retouched." It should be "untouched." The German wrd is "unchanged." 
Exactly the opposito. Apparently that is just an oversight and I ask 
you to kindly correct it. 

I now cone to Document 289, Exhibit 101. The wholo subject that I 
am going to bring up now deals with Dr. V/urster’s attitude to social wel¬ 
fare questions and specifically regarding foreign wkors. First of all 
we have this affidavit of Oberrcgierungsret Dr. Helmut Sturm who, during 
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the war, was working for tho Labor Trustee in Saarbrecken and is now a 
referent in the Ministry of Labor of Wrtteaberg-Baden in Stuttgart in 
the U.S. Zone. Ho met Dr. Water there froquently and in his affidavit 
he writes that he noticed especially Dr. Water's great interest in 
Social questions. In his contacts with other plant loaders he observed 
that they were mainly interested in technical and conraercial matters but 
Dr. Wstor was more interested in social matters. All his decisions 
affecting the workers and employees, he writes, wore made on the basis 
of a profound social and humane attitude. This witness also studied 
the quostion of the foreign *>rkers on tho spot and he soys that the 
care of Dr. Water a* plant leader was devoted ospccially to the for¬ 
eign workers because they were separated from their femilite and thoir 
homes. 

The next document 169 will be Exhibit 102. This is the affidavit 
of Oberstudicndircktor Dr. Hormann Pinnow of 6 December 1947. Dr. Pin- 
now is an historian. He **s obliged to withdraw to the field of in¬ 
dustrial history during Hitler's reign because that scorned loss danger¬ 
ous. He was assigned to write a history of tho Ludwigshafcn plant and 
in this way he beermo acquainted with Dr. Wurster and had contact with 
him during the years 1940 to 1943. He says Dr. Wurster was not only 
responsible for, but was also the hoart and soul of tho orogressivo so¬ 
cial policy pursued by tho Ludwigshafcn and Oppau Plants in continua¬ 
tion of an honorable tradition of many decades. I point out that he is 
acquainted with the care given to the foroign workers and his conclu¬ 
sion was that Dr. Wurster always endeavored to mako the lot of the many 
thousand foreign wjrkers easier, and to replaco their home for them as 
far as possible under war conditions. 
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Document 160 will bo Exhibit 103, ihich I reeomod to the special 
Attention 02** the Tribunal. It is written by a n an, who, under the Hit¬ 
ler regime, r S a Social Democrat, lost his position. Later he was con¬ 
scripted for labor and, in the course of his work, obtained insight in¬ 
to the treatment of foreign wrkers in the Badische Anilin and Sodafa- 
brik. There has been another nistake in the English text in the year. 
It s=ys on page 55 of the English book, on the ninth lino from tho top, 
instead of 1944, 1945. To keep the record straight, I should like to 
correct that. It should be 1944. The witness Odonthrl is at present 
president of tho Palatinate Labor Office and an export in labor admin¬ 
istration. Ho reports that tho hoad of tho Labor Front, that was a 
Nazi organization, complained to the commanding general that the for¬ 
eign vxorkers were fod too well in the Ludwigshafen plant of I.O.Parbon. 
They got more food than tho Gcrarn workers, and that the sanitary and 
hygienic conditions and ell tho accomodations far oxccodod the normal 
living standard of tho German workers. Those people ovon complain bo- 
ceuso tho foreign wrkors in the Ludwigshafon Farbcn Plant were spoilod, 
pamoorod es it wero, that they woro treated with special caro and kind- 
noss. Tho witness also requostod a report from one of his employees 
about tho situation at Ludwigshafen and this report was so favorable 
that he refused to pass it on to his superior authorities 30 that there 
vrauld be no interference from above in order to lower the conditions of 
the foreign workers. 

Document 243 is Exhibit 148. That is a statocent of Anna Neidling- 
or of 19 January 1948. Since 1934 the witness has been head of the 
plant welfare of Ludwigshafen. She speaks Pbout the care given the fe¬ 
male foreign workers -- the kindergartens where the children of the for¬ 
eign workers were admitted on the sane basis as the children of the Ger¬ 
man workers in the factory. She describes details which I shall not go 
into now. I don't want to waste too much time. It is characteristic 
for the oerson of the defendant. Dr. Wurster, that at the raonont when 
the normal building of tho kindergarten was destroyed in an air raid. 
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he cp do his own nose available for the kindergarten so thet it would 
not have to be discontinued. 

I now offer Document 173 as Exhibit 105. An Affidavit of D r . 

Uarie Certrud Hech-Quincke of 7 December 1947. This lade was an inter¬ 
preter pnd was presont at an inspection of the foreign labor camps of 
the Ludwigshafen Plant in 1944, ~ugust. Tho foreign visitors talked to 
the foreign workers without any interference, and tho witness testifies 
thet there wero no important conplPints. 

Document 162, Exhibit 106, is espocielly interesting. It is tho 
statement of e very simple can, Jakob Ottingcr, of 4 Novenbor 1947. 

This nan states that ho was locked up as an anti-Nazi — that he enrao 
beforo the Peoples' Court in Berlin — he was doolared unworthy to beer 
arms. He helped sone French prisoners of war to oscapo. He helpod somo 
American pilots protected them from boing lynched. A man who had a groat 
deal of sympathy for the foroign *>rkors and for everything that was 
against Hitler. He was conscripted to work in tho factory. Ho was a 
German worker, and ho suns up his oninion, and I quote --"Among tho 
workers of tho Badischo .nilin end Sodafrbrik in Ludwigshafon Oppau 
thoro was a general consensus of opinion that Dr. Kurstor endeavored to 
do everything ho could for tho foreign workers." Ho also reports that 
Dr. Burster inspected tho camps, chocked them, and so forth. 

I now cono to tho subject to accocnodrtions for the foreign work¬ 
ers. The first document is 239, Exhibit 107. This is an affidavit of 
Karl Schmid of 28 January 1948. During the war the witness was deputy 
chief of the Economic Department of Farben at Ludwigshafen Oppau. I 
may remark that tho actual chief died. That is why wo bring an affida¬ 
vit from the deputy chief, Schmid. He goes into great detail about ac¬ 
commodations in camps, hotels, private quarters. I refer to the affi¬ 
davit. I shall not go into details now. 

Document 282 will be Exhibit 108, an affidavit of a Franz Mcntel, 
regarding building and equipment of the living camos. He finally said 
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that no cost or effort was spared to sake these, craps pleasant. 

Document 283 is Exhibit 109, an affidavit of Fritz Marks of 27 
January 1948. It deals with the sac* question. 

I now coco to Document 14 which will be Exhibit 110. This is a 
tpfale of the number of beds and the number of persons living in the 
communal crops of the I. G. Far ben Plant Ludwigshafen from 1 January 
1942 to 31 December 1944. I shall have this chart handed up. It gives 
a good picture of the question just indica.ted. The chart shows that a 
scarcity of beds occurred only as r result of severe air raids and the 
difficulties wore always dona sway with very quickly. They show the 
day of tho bombardments. It shows that iozediatoly thereafter the whole 
mettor was taken cAro of a.nd thero were sufficient beds again. We want- 
od to givo tho Court a plastic impression to make the picture quito 
clear* Document 17, Exhibit 111, is an affidavit of Fritz Ziegler of 
16 March 19A8, which aXfims tho correctness of this table, Wurstor 
Document 14. 

Document 557 will be Exhibit 112, a proclamation of tho Storago 
and SuDply Department Ludwigshafon in tho French language pointing out 
that all tho Fronch. comrades, as it says, of Camp II are to bo treated 
in such a way that ell their wishes regarding food, accommodations, 
buying oermits for shoes And textiles, will bo fulfilled. Now I come 
to the question of food for tho foreign workers. 

Document 238, Exhibit 113. This is an affidavit which has nine 
attachments. There is an Affidavit of Karl Schmidt whom I h-ve al¬ 
ready mentioned, of 25 October 1947. It shows in detail what was dono 
to obtain a good, ample, amd hygienic food supply for tho foreign work¬ 
ers and also to comply with the national t«stos. In addition to tho 
official food rations, additional food was obtained for thorn. Official 
food charts are attached, attachment 1 is the table of September-Oct- 
ober 1943 — Attachment 2 is the table of June-July 1944. Also the week¬ 
ly camp menus which show the actual food given to the people. I believe 
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I need not describe all of the attachsents. An English translation of 
these, tables about the food in tho caap is included in the English books. 
Especially noteworthy is the fact shown that it was endeavored to give 
especially good neals on holidays. We have included a chart, or rath¬ 
er, a table.No, I beg your pardon. 
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I now com to Document No. h, Exhibit llii. I am handing in a tablo 
showing the food rations of different employment categories during the 
war and in 1937 as to caloric content, without consideration of 
additional rations for workers doin« heavy and heaviest work. You can 
see in this table four different categories of consumers: normal consumer, 
consumers in camps, prisoners of war and eastern workers. Each of these 
four groups is subdivided into years, 19li2 to 19U7 in the case of the 
normal consumer, 19U2 to 19UU in the other categories. 

If you will look at the levels of the different categories, your 
Honors, the caloric content of the food, for prisoners of war, eastern 
workers, and compare that with the normal consumer of 19)j7 in Germany, 
you will have a picture which is not without interest. You would havo had 
this impression without this comparison but I thtxight that this comparison 
not entirely without interest! but, even without that, if you con¬ 
sider the caloric contents of the camp food in 19U2, 19U3 and 19ldi of 
3,000 to a little over 3,200 calorics, it sows to me that theso faots 
are so obvious that it is not necessary for me to say anything further 

about food to prove that the Ludrrigshafen plant made tho greatest effort 

• • 

to fulfil its huran obligations, not to mention any other obligations. 

In Document 310, Schibit 11$, affidavit of Carl ahmid, we havo a 
confirmation that the faots and figures as given in Tfurster Document U, 
Exhibit llli, are correct. 

Document 237, Exhibit 116, is an affidavit of Albert A. Huelter, of 
18 October 19U7. From Jamary 19U3 the witness was in charge of tho 
kitchens and dining room of the oonrrunal billets of Ludwigshafen. He 
gives a detailed description of the kitchen equipment and of the measures 
taken to provide good, sufficient and hygienic food. He says that tho 
chief of the Storage and Supply Department together with Or. Y/urster 
reguarly inspected the camps and kitchens, tasted the food and, as he 
says verbatim, "Dr. iirster knew no limits in caring for the workers. 
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Nothing was good enough for hie and he was busy day and night." 

I have just been told that the English text of Document 310 has been 
reproduced as 301. If so, I should like to correct that. The nui*er 
should be 310, Exhibit 115, 

I now come to 596, Exhibit 117, That is an excerpt from Prosecution 
ExhiDit -^35, Book LXIX, Directorate meeting in Ludwigshafen of January 
31, 19U1, The possibility of supplying Farben plants with frozen food 
is discussed. 

Document 555 will be Exhibit 118. It is a note of the head of the 
Storage and Supply Departments of Ludwigshafen of U February 19fel where 
he insists on correct and exemplary conduct of the coamnity leaders of 
the Italian camp. 

Document 538, Exhibit 119, is an excerpt from Prosecution Exhibit 
1336, Book LXIX, Directorate mooting in Ludwigshafen on 21 August 19lrl. 

It is mentioned that 15,0C0 hot meals were served doily. 

The next document is 518, Exhibit 120, circular lottor by the head 
of the Storage and Supply Department who has been montionod repeatedly. 

He was in charge .of this whold plant. This letter is to tho camp loadors 
and to tho ooap kitchens, dated 20 October 19U2 in which referenoo is 
made to how the German personnel is to conAiot itself when the foreigners 
complain about the food. Ho says, and I quotes "The complaining person 
is to get a proper portion inaodiately. It is r»t necessary to deoide 
inraediately whether the fault is on tho one or on the other side but it 
mist be seen to that the camp inrate receives his due." Wo have offered 
that to show the spirit in which this whole natter was handled. 

Document 525, Exhibit 121, of 15 Jamary 19U3 — the wrong date is 
given in the German and English document book; it is an announcement in 
four languages of the storage and supply department to Bhd the controversy 
about the varying daily bread rations. 

Document 519, Exhibit 122, again is a circular letter of the storage 
and supply department to all kitchens regula ting the just distribution 
of sugar. 
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Document 520, Exhibit 123, is a circular letter of the Storage and 
Supply Department of 21 September 19U* concerning making available of 
coffee in cose of shortage of drinking water after air raids when the 
water pipes were destroyed. It was seen to that the foreign workers, if 
they could not get water, should get coffee as a substitute. 

Document 206, Exhibit 121*, is an affidavit of Susanna Habalo of 13 
October 19U7. The witness is Czechoslovakian and from 191*1 on she was 

• 

employed in the kitchen of Camp I. She describes that things were dooorrt, 
oorrect and efficient, that the German superiors checked at varying 
intervals. 

Dscuaent 201*, Exhibit 125, is an affidavit of Kargarote Joszko of 
13 October 191*7, another roman from Czechoslovakia. She also describes 
tho troatsent favorably, and finally sho remarks that in tho caso of 
air raids tho German superiors wore tho last to loavo tho kitchen. 

The following documonts deal with clothing for the foroign workers. 
Document 521 will be Exhibit 126, This is a letter of the Ludwigshafon 
plant to tho District Eoonoay Offico, Kaiserslautern, datod U* Ootobor 
191*0, in an effort to obtain working boots for foreign workers, Tho fact 
is presented which cano out yesterday in the direct examination of Dr, 
Wurster that these workers had been employed for some time and apparently 
had no opportunity to got additional clothing in time. Special quotas 
of 1700 pairs of working and street shoos are asked for. 

Document 523, Exhibit 127, is an internal circular letter of tho 
Indwigshafen plant from Dr. burster himsolf, of 21 Octobor 191*0, in 
which he asks the members of the plant to turn in all available clothing, 
underwear and shoes "to alleviate the most pressing needs of our foreign 
feller.* workers." 

Document 522, Exhibit 128, again is a report by YJiens, the head of 
the Storage and Supply Department to Dr. \\irster, dated 7 Deoember 191*0. 

It deals with supplying foreign e«ployee3 with underwear, shoes, stockings 
and clothing. Wiens writes*

"Since August we have regularly obtained a considerable quantity of 
purchase permits for our workers and employees fron foreign countries, 
to such an axtent that the Economy Office feared that it would be to 
the disadvantage of the Germans if in future the foreigners were to bo 
supplied at the same rate." 

Document 565 trill bo Exhibit 129. This is again a report by Wiens 
dated 3 January 19hl. It is a telegram of the Storage and Supply Depart¬ 
ment to the District Economics Office in Kaiserslautern which in strong 
terra demanded assignment of shoes for foreign employment. 

Document 589, Exhibit 130, la an excerpt from Prosecution Exhibit 1335, 
Book LXIZ, Directorate Meet inf in Ludrigshafcn 31 Jarwary 19U1, stating 
that the wishes of the foroign eaployeos for food can be fulfilled by 
assignment of about 3,0C0 purchase permits. 

Document 524, Exhibit 131, is circular letter No. 46 of 23 Ootobor 
1942, signed by Dr. WUrster concerning tho plant collection of furniture 
for communal camps and hostols. In this appeal he again demands that 
equipnont and decorations for the quartors bo turned in. Tho statomont is 
made: "Furthermore, we draw your attention to tho fact that many workers 
from foroign countries came to Germany proper without being sufficiently 
provided with clothing, shoes and undemoar." That is the appeal for a 
second clothing collection for foroign workors. 

Now I cone to another sories of documents, tho final one in this

book, which deals with pay for foroign workors. Document 12U, Exhibit 
132, is an affidavit of Oscar Herrmann 23 September 1947. During tho war 
the witness -was chief of the 'Tages Acccuntirg Office. Ho states that Dxv 
Wurster regularly asked for reports from him on the financial circun>~ 
stances of the foreign workors and that Dr. TMrster repeatedly gave him 
strict orders to give the foreign workers the benefit of the doubt in 
dubious casas. He also describes Dr. Vhirster»s offort to help the foroign 
vo rkers financially in case of damages from air raids. 
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Document 527 .roll be Exhibit 133, a circular letter of the Time 
Study Office of Ludragshafen/Oppau, 31 May 1941, dealing with foreign 
workers to do piece nork. It describes in detail how foreign workers can 

be helped to get these higher wages.

The next document 222, Bchibit 134, deals with the sane subject, an 
affidavit of Goerg Hoffmann of 6 January 1948. From 1935 on the witness 
was a time study clerk in a mechanics workshop. He describes how gradual¬ 
ly the foreign worker was put in a position to get to exactly the same po¬ 
sition in regard to piecework os the Genaans. 

Document 221 will be Exhibit 135. ms is an affidavit of Jakob Juel- 
ly of 6 January 1940. He, too, is a time study clerk’ and he testifies on 
the sane subject. 

Document 291, Exhibit 138, is an affidavit of Paul Uciss, also on the 
same subject.

Finally, Document 526, Exhibit 137, is a letter of the mayor of Mann¬ 
heim to Farben dated 27 November 1940 from which can bo 3oen that the Far- 
ben plant asked the major for a reduction of the civil taxes for the ber.o- 
fit of foreign Markers.

Med. Karl Krafft, dated 28 January 1939. For many years Dr. Krafft was 
the head of the big medical department of the Ludwigshafen plant. H e des¬ 
cribes all the care given the sick. I don't want to repeat all that. I just 
want to emphasize one sentence. He says: "Without the personal assistance

of Dr. burster, my colleagues and I wsuld not have been able to .-attend to 
the medical requirements of the foroign workers to the extent that we ac¬ 
tually did." 11241 
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Document 21c Till be Exhibit 139, an affidavit of UMi Simgen 
dated 7 January 1940. Ihc witness worked in the Health Fund Department 
of the Ludvigshafer. plant. He describes the sickness rate of the foreign¬ 
ers and of the Groans during the war at well as the reasons for tho dif¬ 
ferences. You will remember that this was discussed yostordny in direct 
examination. 

Document 5 is to be Exhibit 140. I shall have this document handed 
to you. It is a table of tho sicknoss rato of the personnel of tho Lud- 
vdgshafon and Oppau plants from 1941 and/or 1942 to 12 iiarch 1945 for 
foroignors and Gomans separately. You will soo at tho top tho sickness

rato of foreigners, et tho bottom the sicknoss rato of Gomans, for tho 

saru poriods of timo. For tho Gomans it logins carlior. *f you will ob- 

sarvo dovolopconts with tho aid of this chart, you will soo at tho loft

cordod which vroro brought out in direct examination by Dr. Vurator. 

First of all, tho sicknoss rato of tho foroignors was highor and ho 
oxplninod this fact *but toward tho end tho rato among tho Gormans ms much 
highor than among tho foroignors which ho explained yestorday under diroct 
examination. I do not wish to go into this now. J bolievo tho circumstances 
have alroady boon explained. I merely wantod to show a chart of those 
facts.

Document 290, Exhibit 141, you will find, is an affidavit of Willi 
^imgen of 12 March 1948 which identifies this Doc unant 5. 

Document 530, Exhibit 142, is a report of the camp doctor. Dr. Stoll 
about Camps 1, 2, 3 and 4 of 7 November 1942. ^e deals especially vdth tho 
groat attention given the foreigners in respect to nodical care. I must 
point out that this report is dated 7 November 1942 and this is a contem¬ 
porary document.

Document 531 will oc Exhibit 143, a letter of Farbcn, Ludwigshafen, 
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to the Roich Governor in Saarbruecken dated 31 March 1943 in which the 
rcqujst is cede for the dispensary of the Conrnunity Canp at Rottstueckcr- 
weg to bo recognized as a hospital so that the patients can receive the 
supplementary food rations provided for recognized hospitals. The letter 
shews the exeollent equipment ®f the hospital sot up by Farben for the 
foreign vorkors.

Document 526 is Exhibit 144, a file note of von Baal, datod 29 August 
1941, reporting that ho visited two Italians who had boon wounded in an 
air raid, and, to their asthnishmont, brought them a gift from the plant 
administration. 

Documont 552, is Exhibit 145, a letter by tho Slate Board of HoUth 
at Ludvdgshafon, datod 21 January 1949, in which tho Stato Hoalth Offico 
says: "Tho cquipoont of tho hospital established by tho I.G. plant during 
tho war for its foreign vorkors was cxenplary."

Tho next sorios of documents deals with religious care. Documont 114, 
• \ # # 
Exhibit 146, is an affidavit of tho Catholic priost. Bail Floorrhingor, 

in Udwigshafon, datod 1 Ifovcrabor 1947. The witness tostified that Dr. 

Tfurstor had a memorial scrvico for French civilian noriccrs wbo wero killod 

in an air raid and tho priost says:

"This incident, insignificant in itself, shows clearly and unequi-

vocally that tho members of tho Board of Directors, under tho leadership 

of Dr. 'furster, exorcised particular understanding and good will towards

tho civilian 7*>rkors. I was, therefore, again and again ablo to hoar only 
tho best of reports from the civilian workers as well concerning the Board 
of Directors of I.G. Farben." 

Finally, the witness points out that the French religious services 
were instituted with the knowledge of tho Directors of Farben and were 
continued ctfen after such services had been banned by tho Reich government.

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This is tho language book*

Document 10, Exhibit 13, has also been introduced. 

I now coco to recreational activities. Document 533 will bo Exhibit 
147. That is a letter of LIr. '•Tiens of 19 June 1941 suggesting that radios 
bo procured for the foroign workers. 

Document 534, Exhibit 148, is a letter from the sane man datod 30 
September 1942 regarding presentation of sound film in tho cownunity 
camps. He also .-xntions the camp bond which gives concorts on Saturdays 
and Sundays. 
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The next Document 536 has already been introduced as Exhibit 11. 

This is the annual report for 1943 showing 340 prc^ran performances. 

The next document 537 will be Exhibit 149, a letter fron the 
Departnant for Cultural Uork in the Caaps, a Heoartnent for the ludwigshafen 
plant, to all leaders, dated 4 .'^ay 1944, announcing that in the big club 
house fcr the Ludwigshafen personnel there win be a request concert, the 
nonetary proceeds of which are to go to the victins of air raids in 
France. 

Document 8, Exhibit 12, has already been introduced. 

571 is Exhibit 15. 572 is Exhibit 16, 573 is Exhibit 17. 312 is 

Exhibit 10. 

I now cone to Docunent 569 which will be Exhibit 150. This is a 
file note on the Ludvigshafen conferences of the Ludwigshafen Labor 
Office on 30 narch 1944. "Voricers cannot be disnissed for unsatisfactory 
work. According to the directive of the Labor Allocation Offices such 
workers are to be dealt with ty w>rk corrective nensures." 

Document 224 is Exhibit 151, an affidavit of Karl Vebor of 30 January 
1948, *h5 belonged for a few weeks to the guard personnel of the so-called 
"Work Training Carp Ludwigshafen" and he doscribos the conditions. I 
shall nerely refer to this docunent. 

locunent 263 will be Exhibit 152, an affidavit of the attorney Dr. 

Paul Bauer in 3aden-Baden, of 2 February 1948. The witness defended 
three non who had guarded foreign workers in Ludwigshafen during the 
war and had been indicted before a French military Tribuhal, anong others 
a nan noted Hochreither. All three nen were acouitted. The witness 
does not know of any other proceedings before a Military Tribunal for 
incorrect treataent. 

I now cone to ’’ork Protection for Foreign Workers. Docunent 538, 

Exhibit 153. This is a letter of the Industrial Inspection 3oard.for 
the Palatinate to the Ludwigshafen plant, dated 19 December 194?, in 
which the protection of foreign workers against accidents and injury to 
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health at tie lud--igshafen plant Is examined in detail. I ouote verbatim: 
"Jcreign workers were not used in preference to Gernans for work vith 
a high accident rate or for work injurious to health, vfcich is clearly 
:orne nut by accident statistics; and the working hours for the foreign 
workers corresponded to the arrangement of shifts for the Gerrian employees. 
The card of directors, the Personnel 'apartment, and the Security 
ingineers, carried out necessary measures for the protection of life and 
health in the correct and generous Manner traditional for Badische 
Anilln und Sodafabrik (3 aS?).“ I shall merely say In explanation that 
the Industrial Inspection aorrd is the state board which has to super¬ 
vise and see to it that these regulations are observed. 

I now cone to Document 235, Exhibit 154, an affidavit of Dipl, Eng. 

7ranz Steinhart, of 30 January 1948, who was Security Engineer of the 
Ludvigohafen plant in charge of accident prevention neasureo. I shall 
not go Into detail. 

I coie now’to Document 13, Exhibit 155. We have photostats of the 
original accident prevent!* regulations, and I «uoto: "Instructions for ^ 
rll w-rkert for the prevention of injury to health and accidents, dated 
Septe.ooer 1940. These instructions were published in several languages 
and distributed. ’• shall hand then in in four languages. I believe 
I can be very brief here, but I nay ouote one sentence from the introduct¬ 
ion which coces from the management, Dr. ‘ urster. This was an introduct¬ 
ion for accident prevention to the employees. I "uote: “These regulations 
should not be considered as laws for the violation of »4:ich ounishnent 
will be exacted! -hey are rules end recommendations based on nany 
years of experience, for the sole benefit of the highest possessions of 
the working-nan: Health and energy!" 

Document 9 will be Exhibit 156, a warning sign against fire, in eight 
foreign languages. I shall giw the Tribunal a photostat of this, too, 
to show as clearly as possible vhat the plant leader did to protect the 
foreign workers free any barn in the factory. 
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Dccuaent 9 ’ crnicg egr.inst, fire — if I nay go back to then cnee 

core. light foreign languages. These were posted in the plant. 

If I an proceeding too fast for the Tribunal please say so and I 
shall slov down.

Document 234 is tc be exhibit 157. Affidavit of iiargarete noli, of 
26 Janucry 1948, I believe this affidavit hrs a certain significance and 
a certain connection vith Judge .:orris' ouestion to Dr. urster this 
aorning. This witness at the instigation of ny client had visited the 
relatives of Italians who died at Ludvlgshafen. Be visited then in Italy 
in order to give then the generous care of the Ludvlgshafen plant. 

I come to -ocunents — besides, in this, the sane docunent, LxMbit 
157, which is on pages 75 and 76, the tensions are nentiaied and everything 
connected therewith. 

How I bring sone documents which deal with prosecution Docunent HI-6315, 
Lxhibit 1339, 4n 3o<* 69. The first one is 227, Lxhibit 158. This is 
the affidavit of Otto Lckert, of 29 January 1948, I mentioned this witnoss 
before as head of the Personnel Department for workers during the war in 
Ludwigshafea. He says that in the directorate neeting of 19 April 1943, 
which is referred to In prosecution Lxhibit 1339, he states that the 
circumstances mentioned during this neeting 85?. of oil Lastorn workers 
were employed as heavy and very heavy vorkers. He reports what Dr. 
urster testified yesterday on direct examination that the classification 
as heavy red \ery heavy workers was arranged for as many people as 
oossible in order to get for them the appropriate food rations. As nany 
plants as possible were celled "special duty" and "acids" plants so that 
meny workers could get the additional wages. Finally, he testified that 
in the first half of 1943 there was danger that r-astern workers would 
be taken away and sent to Lorraine to work in heavy industry there. The 
olant wanted tc snare the Lastern workers this fate by noking the 
statements which have been ouoted by the prosecution. 
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I cons to Document 553 as Exhibit 159. This Is a circular of 
tha personnel Departnant of Ludvigshafen of 13 .*oril 1943. dealing vith 
tha enploycent of foreign workers. The latter refers to the fact that 
they were threatened vith having to release fenala lastern vorkers to 
Lorraine, and then goes on, j* 1 I ouote: "All that was left for us to 
do v C s ti try to prove that all our nale and feiiale Western workers were 
either assigned to heavy work or to alternating shifts end could therefore 
not be exchanged for oernan vaien.* This circular is dated six days before 
the orevious one so that inhibits 156 and 159 have a causal connection. 

159 is the cause of 158. ‘I shall be wry brief and therefore I shall 
refer to then only by nunber. 

Do cuneat 556 is to be Lxhibit 160. Another circular letter fron 
the Personnel Department of Ludvigshafen of 3 June 1943 which announces 
that there is to be an inspection of the distribution of labor at the 
factory and then scys — which is very characteristic — end Z ouote: 

"The authorities therefore assurie that it would be possible to tnke n 
rcther large nuabor of Instern workers fron us and send then to Lorralno. 
The Regional Labor Office will therefore try to prove to us, vith every 
necns at its disposal, that our workers were not enoloyed on nil Jobs, in 
n manner corresponding to the present grave shortage. The opinion of 
the legiinal Labor Office has probably been confined by stntenents nnd 
reports which it has received concerning inadequate utilization of nan- 
power in our plants. It is therefore reouested that preparations bo nedo 
to prove that the type of employment is in keeping with the established 
re«uir aroints." The plant leader, really, could not be nore definite 
on this question.

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AFTERNOON SESSION 

(The tribunal reconvened at 1350 hours.) 

THE KARSHAL: The Tribunal is again in session. 

DR. 'XAGNER (for the defendant Dr. Wurster): May it please 
the Tribunal, I shall now continue with the subnission of my docu¬ 
ments. I shall now submit a series of documents in connection with 
the supervision of the Eastern workers in particular. 

Document 5&* will become Exhibit l6l. This is a letter 
from Farben Ludwigshafen to the Mannhein Armament Headquarters 
dated 2 April 19U2. The announcement is made that the employment of 
the Russian civilian writers begun on 29 March 19k2 was vary difficult 
in view of the organization of the Ludwigshafen plant. It says here 
that due to the shortage of billets additional Eastern workers can¬ 
not be taken on for the present. It further becomes apparent from 
the document that as early as four days after the assignment of 
these Russian workers, Farben Ludwigshafen points out to the 
authorities that payment in its present fora, due to the taxes im¬ 
posed upon the Eastern workers, is not in keeping with the require- 
ments. It is then statad that the Eastern worker must be given 
the opportunity to "aarn adequate increased wages which he will 
also be able to keep." 

Document 591 will receive Exhibit N«. 162. This is an ex¬ 
cerpt from the minutes of the meeting of tha Board of Directors at 
Ludwigshafen ->n 21 October 19U2. In this directorate meeting a Mr. 
Schaefer, who was mentioned yesterday during the direct examination 
of ay client, is ordered to sake detailed investigations concerning 
the enploynant of East am wyN^rs'.' Various measures are mentioned 

which have already bean taken or the improvement of the living 

/£ ; *1 
conditions of the Eastern workers. 

Document 592 is an excerpt from the minutes of a meeting 
of the Board of Directors conference at Ludwigshafen on 13 August 
19U3. It will receive Exhibit No. I 63 . Dr. Wurster in this meeting 
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expresses to Ur. Schaefer, who was in charge of the care for these 
Eastern 7:orkers, the special appreciation of the Board of Directors 
for his ~ork as special deputy for the employment of Eastern workers. 
Ha says, in that connection, that Herr Schaef3r's work has contributed 
nainly to th3 fact ttet next to the German personnel one can con¬ 
sider the Eastern workers as being aaong th3 best in the plant. 

This was due to the pjeasant atnosphere which had been radiated 
as the result of thair favorable treatcent. 

Document 226 will receive Exhibit No. 161*. This is an af¬ 
fidavit of Kr. Kurt Schaefer, whoa I have repeatedly mentioned, dated 
1 February lSW. This is the witness of whom Ur. burster said that 
h« spoke Russian fluently. He describes his activities as the nan 
in charge of East>rn workers at Ludrigsnaf »n. He describes the 
great difficulties which had to be surmounted and the efforts of 
Dr. burster on the one hand to alleviate ths at first very harsch 
government rjgulations for Eastern workers, and on the other hand 
his untiring efforts to enable the Eastern workers to live a decent 
life within tha scope of regulations and sonatinas even in violation 
of regulations. . 

Document 122 will bacor* Exhibit I 65 . This is an affidavit 
of Oskar Hermann dated 25 September 19U7. This witness was head of 
the ^aga Account Department for all workers including tha foreign 
workers in Ludwigshafen. He describes in detail the efforts of 
Dr. nurster to improve the financial position of tha Eastern workers 
in spite of tha oppressing government regulations. 

Document lUU will become Exhibit 166. This is an affid¬ 
avit dated 21 Ncvanb ;r 19i*7 by Eugen Hinzenoay. I have already 
mentioned this document once before. He was the director of the 
Labor Office in Ludwigshafen. He states that Dr. Wurster, more 
emphatically than any other plant leader, again and again densnded 
that the Eastern wsrkars receive the same net pay as other foreign 
workers. 
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Document 590 will receive Exhibit No. 167. This is an ex¬ 
cerpt, ^rort Pi-ooaoution Exhibit 1339- It is a meeting of tha 3oard of 
Directors i n Ludwigshafen on 19 April 19i*3- I am submitting this 
document for identification. Tha new lagal directives for the pay- 
cant of Eastern workers are announced. Those fa-esent at the plant 
meating are not satisfied with the practical results. It is thera- 
fora decided that new steps will be taken. 

Document 511 will become Exhibit 168. This is a latter 
from the Secret State Police at Saarbruecken dated 26 August 19i*2. 

A n the document bonks it soys "26 January". This is incorrect. It 
should read »26 August". The lattir is directed to the plant leader 
of the Farban plant at Ludwigshafen concerning tha employment of 
Eastern workers. This letter reprimands Dr. Vurster and among these 
reprimands is the fact that the carp for Eastern workers is only 
pertly surrounded by a fence. These gentlemen should like to give 
orders demanding the inaediate elimination of tha offenses mentioned 
and notification that the necessary changes have been made. 

Tha following Document 21*0 will become Exhibit 169 . This 
is an affidavit of Heinrich Faller dated 30 January 19U&. This witness 
was the h»d of the plant guards at Ludwigshafen. He states that toho 
plant administration i n spite of the reprimand by the Qestapo, cc- 
cording to Worst *r Document 511, had not changed prevailing condi¬ 
tions in any way because it was determined, and I quote* "...to 
avoid as far as possible the harsh regulations of the G 3S tapo con¬ 
cerning tha treatment of Eastern workers." 

^ith respect to thasa questions I should like to draw the 
attention of the Tribunal to the fact that this letter by the Secret 
State Police dated 26 August 19i*2, Exhibit 16S, precedes by a few 
days the Board of Directors meeting at Ludwigshafen of l September 
19U2 about which Prosecution Exhibit 2117 speaks, which has been 
submitted into evidence yesterday. 

I shall now turn to Document 529 which will become Exhibit 
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170. This is an inquiry directed by the Ludwigshafen labor Office 
to the Ferbsn plant at Ludrigshafen of U Decsmber 1?U2, and also the 
ur.s-.vjr free the Far ben plant of S Dececber 19U2 concerning the 
treatment of pregnant Eastern workers. The letter shows that long 
before the governmental authorities had concerned themselves with 
the problem the Far ben plant had nade special arrangements for the 
fscale Eastern Viorkers about to undergo confinement. In addition, 
the correspondence shows that there was a Kindergarten for the 
children of Eastern workers, and there was a Kindergarten teacher 
for thesa children, as well as a school. 

Documsit 213 ’"ill become Exhibit 171. This is an affidavit 
of Ludwig Zbell dated 23 October 15U7. The witness had been a 
Slovakian soldier who had cone to work at the Fnrben plant in Lud- 
wigshafen in 19i*0. In 1^1*3 and ISieie he worked in the kitchen of 
the camp for Eastirn workers. Ha states that the kitchen at this 
camp was the nicest kitchen in all the community camps. He deals 
v/ith a number of othsr details which I don't havj to mention now. 

Document 535 will become Exhibit 172. This is a letter 
by the head of the.camp for Eastern workers to the Economic Depart¬ 
ment at Ludwigsnafan on 5 September 19k2 concerning arrangements for 
recreational activities for the Eastern workers. It is mentioned 
that there was a youth group, a dance group, a dramatic group, a 
chess group, a singers' group, etc. 

Document 532 will become Exhibit 173* As a contemporaneous 
document we are submitting the program at the camp for Eastern 
workers for the Christmas and few Year's holidays for 1$U3« Among 
other things, this program lists two religious gatherings, three 
concerts, two plays, and a distribution of Christmas gifts on 
2h Dec etch <r 19h3» 
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Document 51U will kecoee Exhibit 17k• This is a letter 
fTon the Ferben Plant Ludwigshefen to the Reich Commissioner for 
Labor Allocation dated 7 November 19k2. The letter shows that the 
riant administration at Ludwigshefen was planning to arrange for a 
camp newspaper for the Eastern workers, in the same way as for the 
inhabitants of the other camps, but that this plan had net with the 
opposition of the Gestapo authorities, primarily due to an article 
concerning the children born in the camp. The Reich Commissioner 
for Labor Allocation is requested to intervene with higher Gestapo 
authorities, in ord»r to cake that plan possible. 

The njxt document, 15, is already in evidsncs as Exhibit 10 . 

This concludes Book i*. toy I, perhaps, ask the Tribunal 
whether, on page £6 of Book h, £ supplestotal page had been delivered 
to thi Tribunal, because originally that was a wrong page. 

THE PRESIDENT: I am not sure. Dr. Wagner, that I know about 
what you rjf»r to. 

DR. WAGNER 1 This is Document 56 k, your Honor. 

THE PRESIDENT: Thera is a document.... 

DR. VAGNER: Exhibit 161-Exhibit 161. This is a letter by 

Farben-Ludvrlgshafen to the Hscdquarters tonnhaim Armament District, 

dated 30 torch l$k 2 . 

THE FRESWErT: That page is la our book. 

DR. WAGNER: Thank you, Mr. Prssident. I shall permit ray- 
self to continue now with the submission of Document Book IV-A. This 
book contains statenents of foreign workers about the treatment af¬ 
forded then at the Farben Plant Ludwigshafen-Oppau. It is the Book 
IV-A. 

The first document in this book is D-'cument 105, which will 
become Exhibit 175* It is an affidavit of the French physician 
Charles Berthel, of 7 December 19k7. This French physician was work¬ 
ing as a physician at the City Hospital-Ludwigshafen from 19k3 on. 

He wa 3 conscripted thsre. He states that he had to treat French 
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Prisoners of «ar as wall as French civilian workers and civilian 
workers of oth=r nationalities. He says that the patients were 
treated in the most speedy manner and that at no tine did any com- 
pleints cone from the patients about their treatment at the ^arben 
Plant of Lud^igshafen. Such complaints did not even cone from his 
own fellow citizens. Hi finally says, end I quote: "The foreign 
patients received the sane treatment as the German patients, although 
that was often n'*t in accordance with official regulations." 

Document 251 will become Exhibit 176. This is an affidavit 
of the French officer, Fred Engel of 16 January 1948. The witness 
was employed at the Farben Plant Ludiri gshaf in in 1942 and states in 
detail what his impressions and observations wtrt at the plant. 

Among othir things he states, and I shall quote him in his French 
original: "The treatment of the French workers was correct in every 
rospect." Then to tells particulars about the living conditions of 
his countrymen during the war. 

Document 125 will become Exhibit 177. This is an affidavit 
of the Frenchman Fernand Heynann of 3 Decerber 1547. This witness 
worked at the Farban Plant Ludwigshefan from 1941 until 1945- During 
all this tima he lived privately, in tha town. He worked together 
with -thdr Frenchmen and Russians and, among other matters, he states, 
and I quote: " 1 /a never had to complain a tout the treatment, which 
was exactly that of the G-naans. I have never ascertained a mis¬ 
treatment, either of prisoners o r civilian workers. «a and the Ger¬ 
mans did the sane work and we worked in leans with them. During the 
air-raid warnings we went together to the shelters. The factory 
really did everything possible and put us on the same level as the 
German workers." 

Document 106 will become Exhibit 178. This is an affidavit 
cf the Yugoslav, Ivan 3odovic, of 16 Kay 1947. He says that in 1941 
he reported voluntarily for work in Gsrmanyand that ha went to the 
Farben Plant Ludwigsbafin, where he was voluntarily active until the 
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end of tha war. He then says th 2 t he liked it there end that, when 
arriving there, ha had hardly any clothing at all and he was at first 
fully equipped by the Farban Plant Ludrd gshafen. 

Document 207 will become Exhibit 179. This is an affidavit 
of the Yugoslav to nan, Anna Schcuck, of li* October 19^7. She says 
that she could nova about freely and she livid amiably with everybody 
else in tha camp. 

Document 208 will boo roe Exhibit ISO. This is an affidavit 
of the Yugoslav, Josephs Poye, of 15 October 19ii7. This witness was 
employed in the Economic Food Department of tha Ludwigshafen Plant 
since ’{arch 1 SU 2 and he tells of his observations. 

Document 292 will become Exhibit Ifcl. This is an affidavit 
of tho Polish national, Jos«f Zrusel, of 10 I-arch 19J£. He is one of 
thes* people of whom Dr. *»urster said on tha witness stand that thay 
had bun active at the Ludri gsh fen Plant for decades. He had been 
there since 1913* “«hen the strict regulations were issued against 
the Poles, the plant endeavored, successfully, to do all it could for 
him, so that on the 1st of I&erch, 19b0, he was reinstated at tho plant 
as a free worker,. 
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Document 268 will becoue Exhibit 182. This 1* an affidavit of the 
Rjunaaicn national, Gerhard Eenzel, of 4 March 1548. He was active in 
the Scosxiic Departnent, on problem* of clothing, and tells of his 
observations. 

Document 2?0 vill becone ixhioit 182. This is an affidavit of the 
Polish national, Josef Chudzik, of 6 March 1948. He is also one of 
these old workers of Polish nationality who was at the nlont fron 1911 on. 
Ee was there originally as a worker and he became c foreran in 1932. He 
said that he was t rented in the sane way as every other Ger.ian national 
ar.d that he was not inconvenienced in any way whatsoever. 

I shall subr.it now a number of affidavits of nenters of the Plant 
Ludwigshafen who had received letters of nporccintion fron forner foreign 
workers of the Ludvigshafen Plant. Ions of these neiple nake observations 
of their own experiences there. These ore oostly Trench, Belgian, and 
Dutch workers. 

KR. SPEECHSR: Perhaps, Kr. President, if the Prosecution indicates a 
general renark - nakes n general objection to these affidavits at this 
tine, ve can avoid asking single objections, and whatever your Honors 
feel with respect to the first docunent can stand with respect to all 
of then, without any further action on our part. If you will look at.... 

THE, PRESIDES?: Just a nonent. Ve are likely to hove a lapse in the 
record because there is no docu.ent nentioned on the record. Lot Dr. 
Wagner nake his first offer and then nake your objection, Mr. Surecher, 
becausa he has not even nentioned « docunent. Ee spys "the next group 
of documents" and that won't identify then in the transcript. 

MR. SrSECESR: They have o heading over then. I wanted to.... 

THE PRESIDES?: Veil, that won't be on the record ar^way. Let Dr. 
Vagner nake his first offer of his documents and then ve cen apoly it to 
the succeeding ones, if that is proper. 

DR. VAGUER: Perhaps it would be advisable, your Honor, in order that 
yju nay evaluate these object! xs, if I offered eaci docunent individually

HR. SPEECHES: hy objection applies, your Honors, to the docunento 
beginning with Exhibit 184, for identification, and. runs through this 
entire page and the next page, at least so far as I can tell fren having 
gone through then. That is a total of 14 documents. Sow, if your 
Honors will look at pege 26, you will see the naanar in which the first 
document by Sporannn was created. He said in May of this year, thr.t is, 
rfter the Indlctnent ir. this case was filed, he wrote to sone of tho 
higher Trench workers, and then he got sone kind of a reply in a letter 
to than. These are not contenporaneous letters. They are not under oath; 
they are letters exchanged between Go mans, or in roost cases at the 
oiant, with resoect to sone Trendh workers with vhon they had relations 
during the tine in question. They ere not under oath. I think it 
edds very little and I do not think any of these documents have the 
ouality reauired. I only wonted to 6ny that I do not suppose there 
would be ouch question abort nerely introducing the letters by thensolvos 
according to the prior rulings of this Tribunal and it does not seen 
to ne that this neans of Taking an affidavit by Motebody who received 
fl letter in the nail adds one vfcit to the standards that have been 
entertained with respect to this natter. 
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K. XAGXSt: Your Honors.... 

TEL P2ZSI3EHT: Ve will hear you in a nooent. 

1?.. *ttGXE?.: I beg your pardon. 

AASIDFHTs i’ow wa will hear you, Dr. Wagner. 

DP.. -£iG!ES: Your Honor, nay I cake aoae renark at this point? I do 
not know whether any of rjy renarks will influence your decision but I 
think that the objection lacks southing very essential. All these 
affidavits ere considered by the Prosecution ns falling into one category 
but as a natter of fact they are very different. I shall cite a typical 
example of an affidavit which I will su^it now. That is the affidavit 
Cocunent 191, which I shall eubnit as Exhibit 185. That is an affidavit 
of Adolf Vegnann, of 21 Hover tar 1947. You will find that affidavit 
on page 36. This ■•e^’.ann, for instance, writes, and I ouote: "The foreign 
workers *;plcr/ed with us were all veil treated and, according to what 
they told ne and ny comrades, were satisfactorily billeted and fod." 

And then, with respect to a cartain French worker. Monsieur Galpin, he 
says the following: "iljnsieur Gelpir. was eqjloyod at Ludwigshofen for 
ebout 38 nonths. I often invited Monsieur Galpin to ny flat. He gladly 
accented these invitations and ms a freouent guest nt ny house. Thu* 

I ri.oeabar very well thet he spent at least two successive Christnaoes 
with ny fnnily. As I lived sonewhat away fron the olant he even nade 
contact through ne with French Prisoners of Var and when he cane back fren 
his leave in r*once he brought one of the other a parcel fron France." 

" hlS 18 iWraly an this affidavit is adnissible and has 

probative value is, I think, a .natter of course. That is why, your Honor 
i*. is inpossible to decide that fron top to bottom, all affidavits are 
Inadnissible. One has to take into consideration every single affidavit 
because these affidavits are divided Into two basically different groups. 

One nonent. Counsel for the Prosecution, (To hr. Sprecher, ^ 
endeavored to interrupt.) 
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Ona group consists of testimonies of affiants who are re¬ 
porting on their «n, their own observations, and, at the same time, 
r -f=r to letters which they received. The other group shows merely 
the lettars in the fore of affidavits. I assume that Counsel for 
the ?r««je;»t*on in raftrring to this latt*r group, and because I 
assume that, I ask the indulgenei of the Tribunal to make one more 
remark. 

Tha ^ifense has already pointed out at an earlier stage 
that, T/ith respect to tastinonies of workers r.siding abroad, they 
are in an extr in:ly difficult situation because* On e, they cannot 
get a passport as Garmans to travel abroad. Secondly, even if they 
did receive such a passport, they would not receive foreign currency 
because thay can hardly do anything with their bankrupt mark in 
foreign countries. 

»a have explained earlier, that the "efense is in an emer¬ 
gency situation with respect to their evidential material, and with 
respect to that point as compared to the Prosjcution, who have a 
huge staff with all sorts of equipment and personnel at thoir dis¬ 
posal, they are *t a great disadvantage 

°no more . . . 

THE PRESIDENTs Tou might. Counsel, talk yourself out of 
a very favorable ruling. 

Pardon me, I nay say to you that the Tribunal has definitely 
nade up its mind as to the ruling to be made on this argunent, and I 
cannot encourage you to believe that arguing it further would help 
to change our minds. In the first place, in these affidavits which 
we have glanced ovar, it is apparent that the affiants themselves 
make soaa statements as to their own connection with the plant, and 
their own experience which, clearly, rould be admissible. That 
part of it, 1 taka it, would not be the subject of any argument 
between you gantlaaen. But, in the coursa of most, if not all, of 
the affidavits^*) which Ur. Sprecher direct id his remarks, it is 
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disclosed that the authors of the affidavits corresponded with persons 
in other countries, and has received letters from then which are 
quoted and sat nut. la the sain, the letters seen to be of a 
coaplinentarly nature with respect to the treatment that the writers 
of the letters received while in the canp. 

Mow, the Tribunal is of the opinion that the fact that 
former inmates of these canps have voluntarily written commendatory 
letters with raspect to the treatment that was accorded them while 
they were in the canp, can be shorn. But, so far as the probative 
value of the contents of the letter, the statements of facts contained 
in the letters, that is a different matter, and would be a collateral 
issue, and you have before you now, if those letters were admitted 
as establishing the facts contained in tho litter, the setting up 
of an issue that the Prosecution would have a right to meet. 

•Mow we shall adnit th*se documents referred to in the 
Prosecution's objection for -hat the affiants themselves say about 
their own personal experiences and obsurvati-ns while they were in¬ 
mates in the coop. 

7/a shall admit then for the further purpose of showing that 
other former inmates have voluntarily expressed themselves as having 
been well treated, to the affiant, but, as to the facts contained in 
the lattars, as facts, we shall not create a collateral issue by 
admitting them for that purpose so as to op*n the door to a prolong¬ 
ing of the trial to try what we might call side issues. 

Mow, with those reservations, the affidavits referred to 
will be admitted and the objection of the Prosecution i3 overruled 
in part, end sustained in pert, dong the line that I have triad to 
indicata in this ruling. 

DR. 7IAGNEP.: 7«e have offered all the documents in the very 
same way as the Tribunal has accepted them. I stall now procesd to 
submit these documents. Document 182 is already in evidence as Ex¬ 
hibit 184. Document 1S1 will become exhibit 156. This is an affidavit 
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of Heinrich Si**!. 

THE PRESIDE?#: I'm sorry, Dr. *agner. That is 185, I

DR. WAGNER: No, I have offered already Document 191 as 


THE PRESIDENT: I remember that natter. Than Document 181 
is 186. Alright. 

DR. ’./AG?rER: Document 111 will bscons exhibit 187. That 
is an affidavit of Hans Eichert, of 21 Horaabw 19U7, about letters 
from a Franch worker, R 3 nadiar, of 13 toy 191*6. 

THE PRES7DEOT: I think, Dr. '.*agner, in view of the fact 
that wa hava been spending s^oa tiaa *n these lsttars, that it is not 
necessary to comment *>n these letters. 

DR. Y£AGNE3i Ho, I will not. I haven't the intention to 
comment »n then. 

Docvnunt 266 will become exhibit 188. It is an affidavit 
of Hermann -'ill, from 3 torch 151*8, enclosing a letter by a Belgian 
worker. Docxanmt 193 "ill become exhibit 189. It is an affidavit 
of Dr. .'altar wesly, dated 21 November 19U7, anclosing a letter from 
a French r-rker. D'cumant 267 will be exhibit 190. It is an affi¬ 
davit *-f Hiinrich ihienz, dated 1* March 19b&, with a latter from a 
Belgian national. Document 269 will beerroe exhibit 191 . That is an 
affidavit of Dr. Lothar Lorenz and Dr. naltsr Daniel, doted 1* torch 
lSUS, with letter from a French National. 

Document 277 will become exhibit 192. That is an affidavit 
of Dr. 3 srnhard Tim of 3 March lSl*8, with a letter from a French 
worker. Document 27S rill beccce exhibit 193. That is an affidavit 
of Dr. »«olf Sistig, dated 3 torch 19k8, with letter from a French 
worker. Document 279 will become exhibit 19k. This is an affidavit 
of Dr. Josef Hsng3tanberg, dated 3 March I 9 J 4 S, with letter from a 
French worker. Document 280 will become exhibit 195- This is an 
affidavit of the same affiant, bearing tha same date, with a lattar 
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fro= a French worker. Dc'-.oent 281 ^rill become exhibit 196, an 
affidavit of the sane affiant, dated 3 torch l^hS, with a letter 
free another French werker. Document 285 will becone exhibit 197. 

It is an affidavit fron Dr. Frit* Muller, dated 3 torch, 19/*8, with 
letter from a French worker. 

I have now concluded Book IV-*. I shall now turn to Book 
V, which will be subaitted by qy associate. Dr. tointzelar. 

THE PRESIDENT: The ruling that the Tribunal made a fev; 
moments ago was made before the documents to which it applied had 
been assigned exhibit numbers. We shall just state for the roccrd 
that the ruling last made by the Tribunal with respect to the De¬ 
fendants' axhibit 18/*, will likewise apply to exhibit 18 /* to 197 , 
both inclusive. 

DR. HF-INTZELES: Dr. Heintzaler, Counsel for the Defendant, 
Dr. burster. 

Itoy it pleas a the Tribunal, the docum»nts in Document Book 

V for Dr. 'Yurstjr, are in connection with the employment of prisoners- 

of-war at the Ludwigshafen-Oppeu plant. In ard*r to shorten the ox- 

* 

planetion of the individual documents, I may remark that the submis¬ 
sion of these docunents has a dual purpose. 

Firstly, these documents are to show that the testimony 
of tne Prosecution witness, itercel Grenot, is incorrect in decisive 
points.. They are to challenge the cridibility of that witness. On 
the other hand, this affidavit is to support the testimony made by 
Dr. '.burster as a witness on his own behalf, and the testimony made 
by the witness Vlajic yesterday before this Tribunal with respect 
to prisoners of war at Lud-rigshafen. 

I shall forego the submission of the document 195 , since 
the affiant has testified here yesterday as a witness. 

For th3 record, I shall refer to Ebcununt 125 as exhibit 

177, which was the affidavit of the Frenchman, Ehnann, Book IV-A,. 

Paga 7.. In this affidavit, the affiant also states that he 
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hesrd about ary improper treatment of prisonars at the Ludwigshafen 
plant. 

Document 203 I an offering as exhibit 196. This is an af¬ 
fidavit of tha farmer, Hubert Berdel, dated 29 January 19l*S. The 
witness was employed as a guard in Viork Detail 1000 -B at the Farben 
plant, Ludwigshaf ;n, as a member of the Sahraacht. He describes his 
observations during his lengthy presence at Camp V. Document 217 
I am off rring as exhibit 199. This is an affidavit of Johan Schoenung, 
a painter, of 26 January 191*6. The witness was, from 191*1 to 19l*5, 
employed as a medical attendant with the work detail 1000 -B, Camp V, 
as e number of the wehraacht. He also describes his experiences 
from that time. I should like to point out, that on page 13 of the 
English docununt book, the date is incorrect. The witness, as it 
says in the English book, was assigned to work detail 1000 -B in 
March, 19t*l*. It shouU read March, 191*1. 

The next three documents are affidavits of foremen of work¬ 
men of the Electrotechnical ’..orkshop in Oppau, where Qrenot was em¬ 
ployed. These affiants discuss the treatment of prisoners-of-war 
generally, and, in somo respects, voice their opinion on Crenot's 
testimony. Document 219 will become exhibit 200. I should like to 
draw your attention to the fact that in the index there is o serious 
printing error which changes the document from a document in favor 
of the defendant to a document incriminating the defendant. The 
index 3hould read that the prisoners went to work between 7:15 to 
7:30 in the morning, end left the premises between 17:00 and 17:15. 

The English text says that the workers left at 7:00 or 7:15 in the 
evening. Thera is a similar mistake on page 22 of that document. 
Document 159 is offered as exhibit 201 . This is an affidavit of the 
assistant mechanic in the electrotechnical workshop, dated 28 October 
19l*7. The Document 216 is offered as exhibit 332. This is the af¬ 
fidavit of the assistant master craftsman, Richard Klohr, of 29 Octo¬ 
ber 191*7. 
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Document 52*1* '»ill become exhibit 203. This is documentary 
proof of the emergency situation of theDefense, which was mentioned 
by Dr. T/agner, Tha next document, 52*2, is already in evidence as 
exhibit Ui5. This was submitted when the Document Book IV was put 
in evidence. Tha exhibit 12*5 is again mentioned in this connection, 
because it is stated therein that during tha war, only the minicipal 
hospital of Ludwigshafen ms responsible for treatment of Prisoners- 
of-war. Document 551 will become exhibit 2C2*. This docunent is cor¬ 
respondence between tha Ludwigshafen plant and the Municipal Hospital, 
Ludwigshafen. According to this, the hospital was exclusively respon¬ 
sible for tha medical care of the Prisoners-of-war, and it is 3hown 
that the Health Office, Ludrl gshafan, did not know that a French 
Prisoner-of— *ar who was allegedly shot ct the plant and transferred 
to the hospita had later died. 

Document 256 will become exhibit 206 . This is an affidavit 
of Dr. Frits Vusllar, dated 6 February 192*5. In 19l*2*, he states, that 
after a thorough investigation, he found no record of the case men¬ 
tioned by the witness Grenot, according to which a French worker was 
shot. Tha sane purpose is served b/ Document 250, which will become 
Exhibit 206. This is an affidavit of the safety engineer, Wilhelm 
Daniel, who was responsible for the Oppau plant, and also an affidavit 
of the engineer Steinhart, who was responsible for Ludwigshafen, 

These two people....

la. SPRECHER: I think I made the same mistake, your Honor. 
If you ’/rill go to the top of tha page, Document 552. That was al¬ 
ready in evidence as 12*5* 

THE FRESIDEOT: We had 52*2 as in evidence as 12*5. 

DR. IEIHTZELER: Hay I repeat the documents on that page? 

THE FEESID EOT: On that page, if you please. 

DR. HEIOTZELER: Document 52*2 is in evidence as Exhibit 520. 
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THE PRESIDENT: Thank you. 

IP.. HEINTZEIER: 552 is in evidence es exhibit 12*5; 551 
-.rill become exhibit 20l*; 256 will become exhibit 205; 25> will become 
exhibit 206 . 

THE PRESIDENT: Thank you. That straightens everything out 

now. 

DR. HEI.VTZEIER: The next document, 257, I shall offer as 
exhibit 207. This is an affidavit of the Chief of the Factory Book¬ 
keeping Office, Josef M 2 ir, and the chief Air-raid Warden, Dr. 

Mueller. This affidavit refers to the statement made by the witness 
Grenot, according to which the Ludwigshafen plant had hardly any 
damage by air raids before 26 July 15U*. The witness stated that 
up to that date, 3U sir raids had already been made on tha plant, 
causing damage amounting to approximately 90,000,000 Marks. 

The next document, 2i£, is offered as exhibit 208. This 
is an affidavit of tha Czech foreign labour, Johann Latzo, of 8 
January 19l*8. This Czech national was entrusted with the supervi¬ 
sion of the kitchans in the prisoner-of-war camp next to the Farben 
plant, and he desoribes his experiences from that time. I now point 
out that on page 51, at the beginning of paragraph 1 of this af¬ 
fidavit, there is ft printing mistake which distorts tho sense of the 
document. The witness was at the plant not since 19^5, but since 
19U1, as a foreign worker. Document 12 is already in evidence as 
exhibit 19. Document 5Ul I shall offer as exhibit 209. It is a letter 
from the personnel department, Ludr.igshsfan, addressed to the chief 
of the guards of the prisoners-of-war. Tha letter concerns the 
endeavors which were made to give the prisoners-of-war a weekly bath 
at the plant. That was a time when the bath installations at the 
prisoner-of-war camp nad not ba;n completed. 

The next two documents deal with efforts to make payments 
to the prisoners-of-war. Document 5k5 will be offered as exhibit 
210. This is a circular letter dated 1 November 19U-, from the 
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personnel dspartmant, Ludwigshefen. Document 123 will become exhibit 
211 . This is fin affidavit of Cskcr Hermann, who, during the war, was 
chief of tha pay-office of the Ludwigshafen plant. He describes the 
afforts made for making payments to the prisoners-of-war. Document 
233 '•'rill become exhibit 212. This is an affidavit of Otto Eckert, 
of 29 Jenuary 19 US. The witness was a Chief of the Personnel Depart¬ 
ment of the Ludwigshafen plant, and he states t*u.t the foreign workers 
find prisoners-of-war, during the war, worked the sane hours as German 
workers employed on the same type of job. 

The next two documents are to show that the employment at 
the Ludrdgshafan plant could not be considered dangerous. The docu¬ 
ment 229, *111 bacons exhibit 213. Document 228 I offer as Exhibit 
21ii. Document 189 will become exhibit 215. This is an affidavit of 
Karl Trauthwsin, of November 20 , 15i*7. Ths witness states that in 
tha summer of 19l*3, Dr. burster asked him for church support in order 
to establish church services for French and Polish prisoners in Camp 
V. Document 21*2 I shall offer as Exhibit 216. This is an affidavit 
of Dr. Fritz iluellsr, the chief air raid ward 3 n, who describes, in 
this certificate,’how, in September 191*1*, upon the initiative of Dr. 
T.urstsr, an America airman, who had bailed out, had been helpfully 
treated at the plant, although, at that tine, official propaganda 
was already heading toward the other direction. 
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=o also mentions the holpfulness with which two V'unded Americans woro 
treated is the plant in March, 1945, beforo the occupation of Ludwigshafon. 

Ihe next two docunonts aro in connection with a Polish national 
Zolr.aa, who was active at the Ludwigshafen plant as a Polish prisoner of 
war. Bocuccat 212 will becoae Exhibit 217. On tho 27th of October 1947 
this witness cade a statement about his activity in the electrical plant 
of Ludwigshafon froa March 1942 up to March 1945. 

Tho next and last docuaent of that voluao, Docasont Ho. 210. will bo_ 
coao Exhibit 218. This contains an affidavit by Anton Jcsborgor, who was 
a forma an in tho electrical pint of Ludvigshafcn. Ho statos that bocauco 
of his oxtre-ordinary officicncy he had gone as far as oaking tho Polish 
prisonor of war Kolosa a groi*> leader of tho worlc dotail consisting of 
4-6 non during tho war. 

That concludes tho prosontation of docuacnts in connection with tho 
prisonor of war subjoct. Dr. Vagnor will oubnit dociacnts contninod in 
Book 6 . 

THE FHESIDEHTs This would bo a good place for us to adviso you, Dr. 
aoint z olor, that wohayo now rocoivcd your corroctod docunont 249 which io 
to bo inserted In your Book 1 at pago 72 and 72JA. Dr. Vagner askod about 
It a littlo while ago. It has sinco boon dolivorod. Vo now havo it. 

D?.. WAGHEB (Counool for defendant Vurstor): In Book 6 thero aro con¬ 
tained a number of documents which arc in connection with tho Dogosch com- 
plox. I shall submit Document 201 as Exhibit 219. This is an affidavit 
of Dr. Thoo Goldschmidt, tho gonoral director of tho Theo Goldschmidt A.G. 
dated 2 January, 1948. Tho Thoo Goldschmidt A.G. has a 15* interest in 
tho Dcgoech sinco 1530. Tho affiant states that tho technical cooperation 
of tho Ludwigshafon plant and tho Dc/osch portainod mainly to Ethyl-lOxido, 
Calc Id, and Vontox, whoroas in tho field of Jyklon thoro woro no doso con¬ 
nections between Ludvigshafen and tho Degesch. Tho affiant c^ntinuos to des- 
cribo that in 1930 Dr. Schuaann, who was in charge of Calcid production at 
ludwigshafon, was qjpointed to tho Vorwaltungsrat of Degcsch in 1930. and 

that after ho wa 8 ponsionod ho was succeoded by Dr. Vurstor. Finally, ho 
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says that the Administrative Council meeting of 19 Juno 1940, at which 
Dr. burster was elcctod, was the only such meeting that took place during 
tho wei. 

Document 548 I shall offer as Exhibit 220. This is a file noto 
of Dr. burster’s of 28 June 1940 about tho shareholders meeting and 
Administrative Council mooting of the Dogosch on 19 June 1940, with a 
brief statement of tho porsonnol changes mado with rcspoct to tho businosa 
aenagcaont end Adminlstretivo Comalttoe of tho Dcgeach. 

Your Sonora, you will remember that yostorday, during direct cxan-1 
ination, my client already mado reforonco to this file n-'te, and ho 
quoted it. It is, thoroforo, not necessary for me to go into it onco 
noro. 

Daemon* 344 Will bocorne Exhibit 231. This is an affidavit of Dr. 
Pfannmucllor, sinco 1938 tho head of the Inorganic Soctlon of Ludwigsha- 
von. Tho affiant statos that Ludwigshafon did not work in any way with 
tho Dogosch on tyklon boforo tho collapco, Upon Mr. Wurstor's roquost 
the affiant reprosontod tho Ludwigshafon plant at tho shareholders' moot¬ 
ing of Dogosch on 4 Soptonbor 1943. That, too, was alrondy montionod on 
diroct examination and Dr. Vurstor has givon his point of viow on it. 

I shall be vory fcriof with rospoct to all Dogosch documents bocauso 
tho so ere only supplemental documents to tho questions alrondy discussod. 

I shall new discuss D->craont 232, tfich bccceo Exhibit 222. This is an 
affidavit of Eonrod C-abel dated 5 Janu-ry 1948. Until tho 30th of Juno, 
1946, tho affiant was a plant loader in Cplcidproduction at tho Ludwigs¬ 
hafon plant and was constantly in contact with tho EDgosch concerning 
Calcid frea 1930 until 1945. In this position he nover heard a rofcronco 
or hint :f any kind that Zjjrklon was boing used fer any abnormal purposes. 

Document 298 will becono Exhibit 223. This is an affidavit of Dr. 
Wolfgang Bnolow datod 15 H ? rch 1948. The affiant has beon sinco 1940 
diroct~r of tho section of the Ludwigshafon plant that prep?xod the in¬ 
secticides that had an organic base. (This section was not subordinate 

to Dr. 'burster in technical matters, end had nothing to do with him). 
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Che affiant occasionally had contact with people fron Degesch during World 
War Two, Ho makes similar statements as the affiant in Exhibit 222. Eq 
also offers his personal opinion to the effect that he considers it to bo 
entirely out of the question that Dr. -urster had any idea whatsoever of 
theso natters which are charged here. 

Document 294 will becone Exhibit 224. This is an affidavit of Dr. 
Vilhelm Pfancnueller, tho head of tho Inorganic Soction at Ludwigohafon, 

»nd also an affidavit of Dr. Wolfgang Buelow, head of the L.E. Department, 
and of Em Korgonthalor, private secrotary of Wurstor , througi whon all 
of Dr, Wurstor's nail had to go sinco 1930* Those throo affiants toll 
vhat roports tho Lu6*igshafon plant and Dr. Vurstor rccolvod during tho 
eccond World War concornlng tho Zyiclon business of tho Dogosch. Business 
or other roports of tho Tosta or the ^li woro novor rocoivod. Furthor- 
noro, Iudwigshnfcn and Dr. Wurstor rocoivod only tho official annual ro^ 
ports of tho Dogosch about Zyklon, about tho production of which tho last 
roport rocoivod boforo tho collapso is tho ono of 1942. Tho monthly turn¬ 
over roport of tho Dogosch novor caao to Ludwigshafon. 

Docuaont 231 wlll.bocono Exhibit 225. This is an affidavit of Dr. 

Fritz Muollor, who during tho war was tho hoad of tho plant air mid proil 
toction sorvico. Ho statos that ho colloctod tho pamphlets droppod by 
Allied fliers during the war, but did not find any ao^ng then that mon- 
tlonod mass murders of Jows in tho Auschwitz concentration ctmps or any 
othor concentration ca ps, or tho gassing of Jows in general. Tho affiant 
learned of those things only after tho eollapco. 

Document 253 is offered as Exhibit 226. This is an affidavit of Dr. 
Somhard Cyriax dated 28 January 1948. Tho affiant is a chcnist at tho 
Ludwigshafon plant and was an interpreter for tho Military Government aftor 
the collapse in 1945. During this period he lived with Dr. Wurstor for many 
months. Ho shows by quoting various incidents the shock which was experien¬ 
ced by Dr. "urster by tho revolution of the conditions end happonings in tho 
concontr*'.ti'’n camps. Ho says, and I quote: “Dr. Wurstor impressed mo at 
‘hat time a6 a man who was dcoply shaken by a tcrriblo truth of which ho had 
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been utterly ignorant 19 to that noaont." 

Dacumont 297 will becoao Exhibit 227. This Is an affidavit of Karl 
von Haider dated 27 March 1947. This affiant was the head of a salos 
department of I.C-. in Frankfurt on M a in. He had known Dr. Vurstor for 
neny years when he collaborated with hin, and ho was regularly in coiw 
tact with Dr, "ureter. He confims that no it her ho nor Dr. Vurster had 
any knowledge before tho collapse of sass killings with Zyklon, and ho 
oppressed his personal fira conviction that ho was absolutely suro that 
in view of tho whole personality of Ik. Vurstor he had no inkl i ng of tho 
mass curdcrs in tho concentration ca=p 8 . Ho said that ho would novor hnvo 
given his tacit assort. 

That ©?ncludos this point. Kid I shall now turn tho noxt port of 
ny docxraent presentation. This o^ncorns tho Judgaont of Dr, Wurstor by 
roprooontativos of tho Evasclical and Catholic churches. I^cunont 272 
will boexao Exhibit 220 . This is an affidavit of Dr. Hobor, tho pastor 
of tho Christ Church ir. Mannhcio, dated 5 March 1940. I nay point out 
that this part of tho Evangollcal church is tho ono church which was dis¬ 
liked by tho National Socialist g'mjrnnont because it did not llko to 
subjugeto itoolf to tho dictatorship of tho Third Boich. That particu¬ 
larly nppliod to Dr. ••'obor. Ho was strictly chockod by tho Ooatapn, 
but vhon ho hoard thAt an indictnont was filed against Dr. •'ureter, ho 
voluntarily wroto a lottor to Dr. ^ureter's wifo. In his affidavit ho 
otatos his judgaont of Ik. Vurst«T. I rofor you to tho affidavit coiw 
corning any details of his statonent. 

THE PRESIDENT: It i, tino for our recess. 

(A rocoss was token.) 
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THE I-iHSILiL: -Vie Tribunal is again in session. 

DF,. 1A£HEHs Dr. Wagner for burster. With the permission of the 
Tribunal I rill continue with Document 171, — :hibit 229, a petition 
of the Protestant Deacon's office in LudwigsSiafen, dated 26 June 19h7 to 
the French Administration of the Ludwigs!infer. Plant, with the request 
that Dr. burster be allowed to remain in charge of the Plants. 

I need not go into details. It contains an opinion from the point 

S 

of view of church circles. 

The next document, 172, will be Exhibit 230, which is another 
petition of the Protestant District Church Council of the Palatinate 
to the Fronoh Administration dated 26 June 19U7« It also contains 
an opinion on Dr. burster on tl»e point of view of this Protestant 
Church group. 

Document 190 -.fill be Exhibit 231, tiic testimony of the prolate 
ifenaignor Walter of Ludnignshafen, dated 25 Juno, 19U7, with acknow¬ 
ledgment from tiie Catholic Episcopal Vicarage General in Speyer, 
of the same date, iionsignor Walter gives an opinion of the personality 
of Dr. burster and states that ho had tho oat-em of Ludwignshafcn. 

Document 167 will be Exhibit 232, an affidavit of 5 Catholic 
priests of Luchigaiiafen, giving an opinion on Dr. /uster. 

Document 273 will be Exhibit 233, tiiie is an affidavit of the 
Priest and Dean, Johannes Finck, dated 10 February, 191*8, mentioning 
especially the aid given by the Ludwigshafon Plant to the Catholic 
Community. 

Document 301, will te Schibit 231:, an affidavit of the Protestant 
Pastor ilnecht as Deputy Dean for the city of Luchrigshafen, on the 
contributions of the Lu<t. rig s hafen - Far be n Plant for charitable and church 
purposes, with an opinion on Dr. irurster. 

How I go on to some documents giving examples of the way in which 
Dr. burster aided racially persecuted persons, - particularly Jots. 
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Document 11*9 will be Exhibit 235. That is the affidavit of Hans 
ibrgenthalor who has been mentioned repeatedly. 

Ha describes hor; Dr. '.furs ter was an opponent of Anti-Semitism 
and always Judged people according to their worth, without regard to 
race, religion or party affiliations. He describes Dr. burster's 
indignation at the excesses against the Jews on the 11th of November, 
1938. 

Docunont 112, will be Exhibit 236. This is an affidavit of la:: 
Falkenberg, 7!vis affiant is a.Jet.*, and since 1921 had worked as Con¬ 
struction -ngineer for the Ludv:igshafen plant. He describes what Dr. 
i/urster did for hiu* which is best sham in his am words. He expresses 
his appreciation of the generosity of Dr. -Vrater, and says finally, 
•'./hat I an thinking of in this regard is not oven so much the matorial, 
but rather tho itr anse moral aid that was rendered to me during tlvis 
hard time on the part of tho plant manage, ant and which gavo ino and 
egr wife tho strength to boar up during this tiiao, 

Dociuaont 27l* >*11 be Exhibit 237. It is an affidavit of mothor 
Jarish enployco of tiio Ludwigshafon Plant, Horst Jacoby. Since 1920 
this affiant had boon an architect in the service of the Luduigshafcn 
Plant, and lie doscribes in detail the genorous way in which Dr. 

/urster, as Plant Loader helped him, a Jew, and speaks in a similar 
way as to what lias been said by tho affiant Falkenberg, saying that 
tho thing ho was cost grateful for was tho i/ritton and oral oxprossion 
of friendly troatoent which was granted to Ivin a t all tiles. There¬ 
fore after the occupation of the Plant by tho Africans he immediately v 
visited Dr. T/urstor in Frankfurt to thank hiu for all he had dono for 
him and his family in the critical days f the Nazi Regime. 

THK FEES IDE: iT: Dr. ifagner, wo do not want to place you in the 
position of having to rush through the balance of your documents, but 
v.c have a little problom.

Documont 116, SAibit 239, affidavit of Dr. Fritz Fried. 

Document 10l», will be Exhibit 2li0, affidavit of Dr. Bergmann. 

Document lCli, ErJiibit 2Ul, affidavit of Franz Stoinhardt. 

Document 136, ll'iibit 2U2, affidavit of Dr. Hermann Louchs. 

Document 122, Exliibit 21*3, Affidavit of Dr. iiax Harbst. 

Document 252, Exhibit 2Ui, ..ffidavit of Ernst Keller, This af¬ 
fiant. worked for the Far ben Flant at LuthrLg;is*:iafcn since 1927 and 
is at present head of the Personal Department of University Graduates. 

He describes the support Dr. :urstor gave to racial persecutccs 
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ir. the Third Reich. Ho has prepared a chart, and I believe this 
Chart would be vcry interesting' to the Tribunal to indicate what 
enornous aid was j-ivon to these n?n. Payments wore made even if and 
when they wore no longer employed fay tho plant. 

This is a chart which in ny eyas is a very important piece of 
evidence. 
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I shall now offer some other documents on the personality of Dr. 

0 

’"urstor. Document 129, Exhibit 245 is an affidavit of Dr. Holzbergor. 
After tho collapse in 1945, Dr. Holzbergor was chairman of the Dena¬ 
zification commission at the plant, and still plays an Important rolo 
in this field in Iudvdgshafon. Ho gives his impression of Dr. ’?urstor. 

Document 276, Exhibit 246 is another affidavit of the same affiant 
on tho question of the political affiliations of tho department chiefs. 
This was a question v/hich was brought up in tho direct examination of 
Dr. Turstor. I shall nontion only one sentence. Ho ouphosisos that in 
tho Ludidgah*fon-Op:>au plant thoro was a definitely liborel political 
atmosphere insofar as this ms possiblo at all undor tho Nazi regimo.

sion of Dr. '.'urstor during the war when ho, tho affiant, was first a la- 
boror and thon a foramen in tho plant. He states especially that he con¬ 
sidered him e passionate opponont of war.

Tho noxt affiant, Paul Fischer, Echibit 248, represents another party, 
tho Christian Dcmocrato Union — Christlich Dc.-.okratischo Union — and vns

ono of tho loading men of the Catholic Youth Association, the Catholic 
Unions. Ho played a role in the Catholic Party of Germany earlier and was 

* 

therefore watched by the Gestapo. His house ms searched. This man Fischer, 
in spite of his anti- ,; azi attitude, ms hired by Dr. •.'urstor, promoted re¬ 


gularly and later became manager of a plant operation under the Nazis. 
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Tag Affiant in Docuaant 115, Rudolf Prenzol, who ms also knov/n as 
onti-'Ir.zi, was also proaoted under the Has! regime against the opposition 
of the Nasi authorities. 

The affiant Dr. Eckert, Exhibit 250, was an active Catholic. Ho, too, 
v«s made head of tho personnel department for workers against Nasi op¬ 
position, a position which was otherwise usually' held by Nasi big-shots.

The affiant in Exhibit 251, Erich Day, was also an active Catholic. 

During tho Nasi Poriod, Dr. ‘Jurator helped and promoted him.

Document 1G7, will bo Exhibit 252. This is the affidavit of a cor-

tain Johannes Thoaa, who was protected fay Dr. burster sinco ho made him- 
solf unpopular as an ardent Catholic. 

Document 132 is Exhibit 253, an affidavit of Karl Yoorgor describ¬ 
ing Dr. Wurstor. Ho !cnon him who.n ho, tho affiant, was still n laboror, 
ho boccsu a foreman and ho scys that all his co-wor::ors would go through 
tho firo for Dr. * 1 urstor. 

Document 126 viill bo Bchioit 254. This is an affidavit of Dr. Josohh 

Hillo, c man who r.*£do himself unpopular undor tho "azi rogirao because of

his anti-Nazi ottitudo, and ho confims that Dr. burster rejected tho Nazi 
ideology nhd was opposed to war. 

I now come to Decuoent 179, Bchibit 255. This is a rather intorost-

ing affidavit by Dr. Borthold Schncll. Since 1925, Dr. Borthold Schnoll

had boon a chemist in tho Iudwigshafen plant; sinco 1942, prokurist; and 
now department head in the Ludwigsliafcn-Oppau plant. He describes tho per¬ 
sonality of Dr. vjrstor. 'That cakes his description especially interest¬ 
ing is the fact that Dr. Schnell personally experienced the hard struggle 
of Dr. Turster against the destruction of the plant in 1945. I shall 

not go into dotail because I want to save time and follow tho suggestion

of tho Tribunal. I may perhaps, however, quote what ho says at the end 
of his affidavit; I quote: "He took great chances with the security of 
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'.'.is person" — moaning Dr. 'burster—" to ward off dangers threatening 
the continuance of the plant and to alleviate hardships to persons under 
his care. Dr. ’furstor*s achievcnonts in this respect during the war, par-

ticularly during the last dramatic months and days, for tho plant and its 
people cast bo entered in tho annals of the plant as a shining chaptor

I go on to Document 141, Exhibit 256. That is tbo last document. That

is the affidavit of Dr. Hens Kohner. From 1902 until 1940, Dr. Mchnor tas 
a chemist, end at tho end, a prokurist at tho I-udwighafon plant. Ho is 
one of the oldost living chemists. Ho know Dr. rurstor from tho boginning. 
In his affidavit ho givos a v^ry cloar and occurato picture bocauso of 
his yoars of closo obsorvation. Ho doscribos how Dr. 'hirstor orxloavorod 
to caro for tho rjolfaro of tho employees and ho says that hb carod for thorn 
vdth an extraordinary- ncll-dovolopod sor.so of Justice ajid with much huma¬ 
nity and oneriflea. Dr. liohnor also discussod with Dr. Uurstor tho dif- 
ficultios of tho situation and gives us a picture of tho situation at 
the outbrock of war, September 1939. From a convocation with Dr. 'hirstor 
ho says, and I auoto: "Tho declaration of war on 3 Soptembor 1939 doprossod 
Dr. Uurstcr to tho utmost and ho cado the following remark to Dr. Mchnor: 
'You will soo that this signifies tho end of our beautiful plant and of

our homeland." Dr. liohnor concludes his affidavit in the following words, 
and I quote: "This dconly pessimistic discussion was finished by Dr. burs¬ 
ter saying that we little individual had no choice but to remain at tho 
station to which fete had assigned us and to attempt to do our best for 
the preservation of the plant ontrusted to us and for the people working 
there." 

0 

Therewith, I conclude my presentation of documents and I closo my 

case. 
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DR. LUH2R7 (for the defendant Kuehne): lir. President,before I ask 
tho defendant Kuehne a few questions in redirect cx&oin&tion, I should 
like to raise an objection to the ad m issibility in rebuttal of rtost of 
the documents which were offered by tho prosecution during the cross axam- 
inatdon of the dofondant Kuehne. I am referring to Exhibits 2064 through 
2083. Asido from 2071, I object to all these exhibits. I shall explain 
very briofly, first of all — 

THE PRESIDENT: Dr. Lummert, may I inquire if it is your purposo to 
object to theso docunonts upon tho ground or tho thoory that they aro 
not propor rebuttal? 

DR. LUJ2EIT: Yos, Ur. Prosident. 

THE PRESIDENT: Thon I do not know whether you were prosont horo 
ocrlior whon vro discussod that natter. A groat many documents coming in — 
a groat nurabor hc.vo already cocao in from tho prosecution which thoy have 
said thoy wore offoring upon tho thoory that they constituted fccbuttal. 
Othor of your cssociatos hevo rogistorod or indice tod that thoy would make 
similar objodtions. The Tribunal would prefer, if it's rgrooablo to 
you, to lot all of thoso natters pass until you can prcpr.ro a monorandum 
and wo fix a tino when wo will pass on tho auostion of nhothor or not any 
of tho documents of this charactor that aro tho subject of an objection 
ora not propor rebuttal, so wo con group them all together at one time and 
make spoody disposition of them. Now if that i3 tho purposo of the object- 
ion that you have in .iind, rc'd respectfully suggest that you hold tlvit 
in abeyance until toward tho close of tho trial ic will undertake to 
ppss on those matters. 
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D?.. LLw^r.I: iir. President, I shall oostooae explaining ny ob¬ 
jections. I shell aerely reserve the right tohcnd in c written notion 
regarding three exhibits. I »ould appreciate a prcnpt decision on 
the objections to these three exhibits Accuse, if the objection is not 
upheld, further examination of the defendant Luohne with regard to these 
documents .light be necessary. 

I ht.ve e few ouestions to ask of the defendant Kuehne. i:ay he be 
called to the stand? 

®. Se^ICELE: nr, President, I would like to respectfully suggest that 
Sr. Lunnert conduct his examination at this tine for nil ouroosee of 
the defendant Kuehne without respect to what happen to a notion vhich ho 
introduces. I .light try «e are repared, because we have been given 
advance notice by Dr. Lumcert, to rrgue this natter either about the 
individual documents or as a general proposition, and I don’t think that 
there car. be very much doubt about their relevancy in rebuttel itself 
underneath the rules have either allied here or in other coses, or 
in the plain words of the lew itself, njid I would like to avoid, if oossible, 
having further digressions by virtue of calling peoole back to the stand. 

TEL A2SIZZ3T: Veil, Dr. Luioert has a right to naks an objection 
to the admissibility of docunents and, of course, it is entire oossible 
that whether his objection is or is not sustained .might bear uoon the 
"uestioa Of whether or not he has any further inouirr of his client. In 
view of wfact tre have Just said here with reference to this rebuttal 
orooositior., the Tribunal is concerned a.bout not occupying too nuch tine 
by taitioi up these objections separately. Ve feel that later on if that 
can be grouped and w«, can go over then, we ern disoose of then without 
wasting time that it would otherwise reouire. Without knowing what 
Dr. Lumnert’6 objections nay be or even what documents he is talking about 
ere, we are in no position to make a ruling on that a.nd, under the cir¬ 
cumstances, the natter will have to go over until he gets his notion on 
file. 
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DR. .LttE-ieiT: Then nay I call the defendant Euehne to the stand? 

THE Pr— SIDES?: Dr. Euehne nay take the witness stand. 

'Jhile the doctor is taking the stead, have you prepared and filed

that notion yet that you hrd in nind about the three documents? 

D3. LV.’-Z3S: I could give the explanation of ny objections to these 
three documents, for the record but I can do so in writing within r. few 
days. 

THE. PRESIDES?: Ve would orefer you to do it in writing and do it r.s 
soeedily as yx» can because ve want to avoid an accumulation of loose 
ends es ve approach the end of the evidence in this. case. Do i*. as soon 
as you can get it on file end we can save the tine in the court roon that 
way tmd ve con jiw it more orderly consideration if you put it in writing. 

DR. LttjjiT: Yes, your Honor. 

THE Pa_SIIiE3i?: You any proceed with the examination of the defendant 
Kuehne. 

HANS KUEHE., a witness took the stand and testified ns follows:

3* Dr. Euehne, in connection with Exhibit 2064 you were ouestloned 
by the prosecution. This is your letter to .ir. Schnitz of 10 October 
1941 with your report about the birthday celebration. First of all 
one ouostion for exolcnation. Uho wb Iir. Pens'yjen? 

A. iir. Poonsgen vrs the General Director of the Vareinigte Stahl verke. 

3- -ifter reading your letter of October 1941, can you tell roe «ho 
arranged this birthday celebration? 

A. The birthday celebration **cs arranged by the Industrial. Club of 
Suesseldorf. Subseauent to that party Gauleiter Plorinn extended the 
invitation to dinner end afterwards the minister of Econooics 'unk 
extended an invitation for tea. 

3. "Ihen you rejected the attack of Hr. Pleifer on Farben, saying 
that without 3una and gasoline Hitler could not have started the war, 
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did you neon that Far ten invented Buna end gasoline to permit Hitler 
to vrge aggressive warfare? 

*- Jo, certainly not. At any rate, these substances were invented 
long before the first Vorld War, nt least as far as rubber vas concerned. 
Synthetic rubber had been produced for ths first tine in i-lberfeld in 
1906. Nitrogen had elso already been invented before the first Vorld 
'.'or. If these inventions vere then aisued for war purposes, the inventor 
ern hardly be binned. Lven the invention of synthetic gasoline cane 
about nt the beginning of the 1920's, soon after the end of the first 
Vorld 'nr. All these inventions vere only intended for oeaceful mirposee. 
At that tine, I vos only referring to the attack of •«r. Pleiger against 
Farben. X Misted to reject that attack by pointing out Fnrben's nerlt 
in the Buna and gasoline field. Jot only ves it unpleasant, it vao 
even dangerous, that in 1 the presence of such orociinent ?axty oeoole a.s 
the Gauleiter and the Minister of hconccica any ouch ettnek tens nndo 
•gainst ?a.rben which soaehov put the firr. into the light of having 
coanitted sabotage. I vas glad that after««*rds I received the noorovnl 
of fir. Funk, I should like to add in that connection that I personnlly 
hr.ve repeatedly aade the statement that I vished ve had not invented 
Sunn end nitrogen because then Hitler oerhnps vould not have been able 
to wage this unfortunate var. But the best rubber and the best goooline 
is of no use if one has no guns, rnd armored cars and no submarines to 
-rge vpx. Frxben, r.t any rate, did not ncke these inventions in ordor 
to wage m aggressive mi r together vith Hitler. 

Q, In connection vith Zxhibit 2C65 ht. bprecher r.sked you about n 
Gauleiter Hossfeld. You vere not able to rer.ember this a nr.*. Actually 
the name, as the document shovs, is not Hascfeld but Hossfeld. The 
document vas not shown to you in cross examination. Do you now renenbor 
a Gaulditer Hossfeld? 

A. Yes. Hr. *>precher, I bolieve, pronounced the "0" in the American 
v *y llkd that is vhy I could not think of the naa he neant. As 
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far as I r.jnenber, ij. Hosafeld «cs a Jeuantsleiter. In other words, not 
a Gauleiter. He was in charge of the cultural natters perteining to 
the Gcu. Loreover, this document confirns qy testinony to the effect 
that ve were not only reprinanded by the KdF, but soroetines also oral Sad. 

In particular, with respect to our efforts in the cultural field. 

Q, -he prosecution has rut to you as exhibit 2067 a letter of the 
Srles Combine C heal cals signed by «*. hey er-Hue star, l-T? did you 
receive this letter ? 

a. I received that letter an a center of the Chemicals Connittee 
vhich, at that tine, consisted of i-r. "eber-wvndreae, hr. Plstor end 
nyself, and elso Dr. 3uhl as the legal advisor. 

q, Keyer-Kuester in this letter suggested a new cryolite factory in 
Central Gernany. Two (mentions about this. Was this factory built? 

Second, vhet was to have been the purpose? That of oggrosslvo war, 
perhaps? 

A. The factory, at any rate, vao not constructed by Farben. In 
Central (tonal? there was a cryolite factory of the .'uettgeswerke and I 
think that this factory vns perhaps expanded. I knew, of course, that 
the aluuinun production was expanded,but, in ay opinion, that only 
happened in order to substitute the copper for which we did not have 
sufficient foreign exchange, itany things for which used up cooler 
oreviously - for instance, electrical apparatus and installations - 
hod to be substituted with alucinua in order to save foreign exchange. 

The expansion of the cluninua production, therefore, had nothing at nil 
to do with any rearnanent. The extension of the aluninun production at 
that tine did not give rise to a thought on ny part that an aggressive 
var was being planned. 

q, Mr. Sprecher put to you in cross extinction a letter of the end 
of 1935, Exhibit 2068, sneaking about the denuty of yours for the Dornagon 
olant as a confidential nan for V natters. Could explain that? 

A. In cross exeninction by **r. Sprecher I already nentioned thnt 
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F-r. Oajawaki iacuired who was anointed at Dornagen because Dorncgen was 
producin' products of his ova Soarte III, artificial silk and acetyle 
cellulose which vas used for filn and artificial silk. The heads of 
the plants, could appoint thenselves, or as it was the rule they appointed 
deouties. The chief engineer of the plant aooointed to that position 
at Dome;en. Who actually appointed hin I can no longer say with 
certainty today, because fr*i 1933 up to 1936 the plafat leader at 
Sornagen changed four tines and that probably vr.s the reason «iy the 
letter was directed froc Dr. Gnjevski's office to ae. 

^ *ir. ^prjcher asked ycu about the war uroduction pirns for the 
Plant8 of the Doncucheoie A.G. 'Jhy were such plane nrde also for the 
Austrian plants after 19387 

A. Or. various occasions it has been eaid here that wu- production 
Plans were officially prescribed. Cn the other hand, there wes interest 
In iloosbierbnua receiving such war oroduction olnns. Thos olnnts n* 
having a vrr production plan - that is to say. a. olnn an to ho« the plant 
could continue to operate in case of war - would not have been allowed 
to continue in operation in case of war. Let us nssune that such olans 
had beer, set up in the United States at that tine. Lwry plant leador 
there, too* would of course have been interested in being included in 
that pro;ran so that his plant, in case of *«r, would not cease to operate. 
Only that and nothing else vcs nennt by nost of these 3olegungsnlnene,vnr 
oroductiJn plans*. In the soring of 1939 of course, I vus in full ngreauent 
If for the noosbierbmr: nlant, according to the goverrcentrl regulation, 
such a plan was set uo, although I neither believed that there would be 
a var rxd I certainly did not desire one. 
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v; la cress -exauination rir. Sprrchtr put to you the private letter 
of an employee nmaed Steinborn - an «.rolcy<rc of the Skoda Wotzlcr Kirn. 
This is Exhibit 2075, dated January 1939. *t refers to obtaining a code 
nuaber in the Four Year Plan for the sulphuric acid plant which was 
planned at kossbiorbaun. What did this code nuaber ncan? 

A n that comiection I jight state tiiat this letter was a pri¬ 
vate letter frc*t 1!r. Steinborn. Up to th*: present dated I did not know 
of this lcttsr. L»r. Steinborn was a cccnarcial ecploycc and he wrs in 
charge of all purchasing. He threfore had to purchase the Materials 
for tho plannod construction of the sulphuric acid factory nt MoosbiorbauM 
Now, Hr, wtjinfcorr., in this letter, wrote to Mr. von dcr h t yde, Veruitt- 
lungsstollc ‘V. This of course is a wrong adircss, because Ur. von der 
Heyde was neither in the Vcnaittlungsst.ill« V nor was he enployed in 
the Four Yotr Pirn. As I can see froo that latter, Ur. Steinborn ob¬ 
viously intended, in order to obtain casi.c* tno mterial for Moosbierbaun 
to got a codo nunber in tho Pour Year Plan, without which one could 
hardly r-cuiv* any natarial whatsoever. Qioth-.r a so-called codo nuj:«bor 
"Kcnnzifiur 1 -, war Actually received by hoosM.-rbaun I don't know. But 
et any rrU the sulphuric acid factory was not considered to be ussential 
by the To-r Year Plan because in spite of our having laid the foundation 
in 1938 for tho factory, the factory only started its operations in 
19li3. This furnishes proof that at first it did not a,an very nuch in 
the Four Year Plan. 

An connection with building a quayo on the Donau at Uoosbiar- 
baur., Ur. Fprechor asked you whether then; wore not problcns in MistriA 
during tho war regarding hydrofluoric acid cr the nagnesiun for the 
aluniniun pro$ran. In this connection ho offered a letter cf August 
19lil as Fidiibit 2df6 t speaking of an HF plant. *hat do you have to 
say about that? 

A During cross-exanination I wasn't able to reply i.mediatcly 

because I oidn't understand what hydro-fluoric acid in Moosbierbnua ycs 
to nean. 
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But I can Sea fret; the document that Mr. Sprcchor was a victin of u 
comprehensible mistake. HP is the chenice-1 formula hydrofluoric acid, but 
the plant cf itoosbi.rbaum was a hydroforning plant and the abbreviation 
of that torn is also HF plant. The hydroforaing plant was the cracking 
plant for gasoline. A fluoric or cryolite plant was neither in existence 
nor provided for aioosbiorbaum and has nothing to do with magnesium 
production. 

LF-. IUAC*.-?.T: »ir. President, this Is the end of ny case in 
chief. I should taer-jl/ like to ask your permission, in the necr future 
to hand in a for supplementary docuncnts. I intend to put those documents 
in my Document Book L. these are eight to ton documents at the most. 

Socc og these arc already in cy possession. Sone of them have not yet 
been rcceivno. I *a especially waiting for two affidavits from thu 
United States. The presentation of these documents will not take mors, 
than five or Un ninutus and I believe that I still hnvo that nuch 
to my credit. I balluvu that it will b« the jnd of april or the bugiiining 
o f L'ay at the latest that I will be n.v"y to present these docuncnts. 

THF *r.ZSin FT: Dr. Uiunort, if you hove some- of the documunts, 
nay 1 suggest thet you have then process**: without waiting to get thuu 
all, so that v*o ctn avoid apy rush at thu lest nonunt and remind you 
also that if you see Judge Morrell and ho d-«*ns the documents propur 
he will give you a card that will entitle you to have them promptly 
processed. If there is any question about it, thu Tribunal will pass 
on it. 

rT\ USCffZtT: Thank you, hr. President. 

THE Plf-SUCHT: Any further cr os a-examination of the witness?

Before I go into the 
individual documents, perhaps I may first remark that the fact that there 
are so many documents here, in 19 books, is partly explained by the fact 
that we have taken together all the documents regarding Ausctaritz. It 
•would have been possible to introduce part of these documents in the 
cases of Anbros and Buetefisch but, in order to simplify tho work of the 
Tribunal, we decided to introduce theso documents together in tho oaso 
of tho defendant Duorrfeld. 

Tho first docuoont in Document Book I is N 0 . 651. This is an 
affidavit by Helmut Schnoidor, attorney-at-law, formar Doputy Chiof of 
tho Personnel Dopartront of tho Farbcn plant at Auschwitz regarding 
commitment of labor dated 12 October 191,7. It is on pago 1 of tho docu¬ 
ment bool:. I offor it as Exhibit 2 for Duarrfold. 

The socond document is also an affidavit, Document 101,6, an affi¬ 
davit of the dofondant hiasolf, detod 21 January 19U8, on tho offorts 
mado and the measuro of succoss aohiovod in obtaining voluntary foroign 
vrorkors on tho basis of voluntary contracts concluded with foreign build¬ 
ing and assembly firms. . Tho document is on pago 21 of tlx, book and I 
offor it as Exhibit 3.

Tho document shotrs tho legality of tho contracts 
concluded between Farbcn and foreign firms and gives assurance that tho 
Plenipotentiary General for tic Allocation of Ubor had untertokon to 
supply tha number of workers still required for the execution of such 
contracts. I offer this document as Exhibit U, it is on page 25. 
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The next docment is 10U9 which I offor as Exhibit 5. This is a 
contract botwaon I. G. Farbon Industry' A.G. Auschwitz and the Tenaostaw 
Bau-Ajctiongesellschaft, Prcssburg, of 18 iiy 19L2. The contract shows 
that tho foreign -.rortors were on a completely equal footing with tlio 
Gorman workers. I refer ospocielly to paragraph 5, page 29, whoro tho 
legal position of those workers is gorxt into end tho fact that thoy had 
conploto parity with the Gcraan workers. 

I no;.* refer to Docuncnt 1050 on pago 3b which I offor as Exhibit 
6. This is a skeleton contract between 1.0. Farbon Industry a nd Fusi 
ti :>.cchi, Hone, of 20 Koveebor, 19b2. I should meroly like to montion 
that the defendant. Duerrfold, will coaaant on those exhibits in tho ;wLt- 
noss stand and cotplcin then. 

I go on to Document 1051, also an Smployr.-nt of Firms Contract 
bot.raon Farbon and tho Protectors to firm Bau und ::ontagosohlossoroi 
Alois ilovacok, Prague XII, of 17 February 19L3. Tho document is on 
page 35 of tho dociffiont book and I offor it as Exhibit 7. 

Tho noxt document is 1052. This is ordor by I. G. Farbon issuod 
on the basis of tho .contract of 22 February 19b3, to Ssteblisscraonts 
Paros, Paris. It is datod 26 February 19b3 and givon by I. G, Farbon 
Industry Auschwitz, and this is on page U5 of tho book. Dr. Duorrfcld 
will oxplcin this docunont, too, on tho witness stand. I offer.it as 

Exhibit 3. 

Anothor oxanplo of this kind of contract is Document 1053, pago U8. 
This Again is a Skeleton Contract botwocn I.G. Farbon Industry in Aus¬ 
chwitz and tho Lithuanian firm '/ladiuir Jankeuskas in Lithuania datod 22 
Fobruary 19UL. This again shows coaplotc equality of foreign -.rorkers 
and Germans end the way social \rclfare problems, such as traveling ex¬ 
penses journeys homo to *isit faailics, otc., were settled. I offor this 
document as Exhibit 9. 

Tho last document in this group deals with general labor questions. 
This is Document 1070, an affidavit of tho assistant to tho Plenipoten¬ 
tiary General, for Special Questions of Chemical Production, Dr. Hein¬ 
rich Eckhnrdt, dated 27 January 19b3. It is on pago 62-A. The affidavit

workers. Docunent 1055 is an excerpt from the Exhibit RF-Jl which was 
submitted by the French prosecution at the International Military Tri¬ 
bunal. This is a monthly roport of 15 Juno 19Uk. The French doctor, 
Fovrior, was a comber of the official Fronch delegation appointod to 
supervise Fronch vror leers* camps in Germany. Kc describes tho Fronch 
YTorkors* camp attached to the 1,0. Ttorks, Auschwitz, os a modol camp.

is it not a fact. Dr. Struss, that the total prodirtion of Farben in 
1939 for Gentan consumption was in fact twice as great as the production 
in 1928?

A Yes, I have understood the question, but you are starting 
free a completely false supposition.

A No. Froo: before the nar I can't reader the ntix =Vum.rt 
Chemio'* at all for tne siaplc reason that it just didn't mean anything 
to co, and you see that in these turnovers Vurm-rt Chenie is not 'mention¬ 
ed. Oh — Oh, thr.ro is an abbreviation h>re-, the initials including 
Who. ercup and coapapjr for the process^ of chuoicol products, 
“Oescllschaft fuer Ververtung Chtaaischor Produktt." 
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It certainly didn t strike nc just new that tliat wr.s contained h* to. 
it is not a very considerable sun either, because it is a suweary of the 
whole Geneva group. 1 have known the Genova group for a long tirw, and 
that meant something to me. 

Q *t is a fact though, is it not, that in Document 2313 for 
identification and tha turnover reports of DV’ for tho year 1938 tli^ra 
is mention of the turnover rnd breakdown for Verrwert Chcaie? Dial 
is the fact, is it. not? 

A Yes. I soo it for the first tine now that the name "Vurwort 
Chenie", although in i difforont fora — that is, abbreviated and not 
as "Virwert Chemie" — is contained here. This nane has become a house¬ 
hold word like "I.G., but under the nane r Vunvcrt Chuaie" — but Here 
it says, "Gesollschaft fUor Vorwertung Ghomischer f rodukto a , and not in 
the other fenu.

BY DR. DCRHTJviWH: * 

Q First of ail with reference to.Exhibit 37, Document 51, you 
said this morning. Dr. Struss, in answer to the Prosecutor's questions 
that the figure of l€l million in expenditures for new installations for 
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1936 is cor’-ict, but-.that apart froo that another 169 nillion -iay htvo 
fcscn granted by E» for further building. Is it correct if I understood 
you to say that trese 169 nillion appear in your affidavit, 37, for 
the later years? 

a Yes. I think I said that the expenditure of one credit on 
the average was spread out over three or four yoars so, of course, 
had to neJee out our reports accordingly. 

12 1 now cone to Exhibit li3, ter Kcer Document No. 57, which you 
will find on page 7 of the third ter liorr document book. You were asked 
whether in addition in a special sphere them tras not u list containing 
seno 150 products. This is a list which is supposed to have been uade 
out by Herr Flotor. i s it correct that tills list only contains organic 
products, or docs it not 2 Is contain inorganic products, for inat-jico 
theonil-chloride end boniziun tetro chlorido? 

/. That is correct. I think these oroducts arc also on tho 

list. 

l< Can /ou say vhother any further inorganic products wero 

listed? 

n ho, I can't say for certain. 'iV.o list was to t large «xt(nt 
illegible and J u not sure whether there arc other inorganic products 
hero on it. host of then cert inly were products sold by Herr Flotcw. 
That is why I scid that this list and the nin. special sphere Certainly 
originated with Kerr Hotow, but I was not told or asked to earner.* 
on th. various itens of the list and so 1 didn't do so. ;7c counted thou 
there are 133 products. 
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Q Yes, you said that this corning, but perhaps you could give 
aore details. Dr. Struss, whether as early as 1936, '37 these 133 
products were being produced. I think you said this corning that this 
was not the case. 

A First of ell, it is not the case and secondly, I would like to 
v;a F r - you against supposing that in all cases these products must have 
been of a -war essential character. There are quite harmless, intermediate 
prodicts among thorn, for instance anilin. Anilin was also used as a 
preliminary product for cerfcrality, that is, for stabilisers, but I saw, 

I think the list begins with F.E. Dynamite *iich is an absolutely harmless 
product. Then 1 saw that in the caso of a r.ucfeor of products, no entries 
v/oro nado all through these years, but I didn't toke any particular notice 
of the years '36, '37 and *38. 

Q These empty spaces, do they predominate in tho early years? 

C a n you tell something more about that? 

A Yes, that is certain. In tho years '36, *37 arxi *38 there 
wore cortainly more empty spaces. 

Q But you can't givo any figrros about that? 

A No. 

Q Are there <*ritc small quantities end kinds among tho sums 
contained, less than ICO kilograms? 

A Tho re are quito tiny suss among them. I was quite surprised 
whon 1 looked at the list to see that in seme cases they wore quite 
small quantities. 

Q Thank you. Now I pass to Tor ieer Document 61 Exhibit 47. 

Here I havo only ono question. Counsel for the Prosecution with 
reference to the rewly developed fields repeatedly aontionod strategic 
products end you once briefly statod that this description is not qiito 
correct. Can you explain ttet to ae a little further. I think the four 
products were metal, B una, synthetic rayon, and cellulose which are 
especially noted in the upper right hard comer. 

A With reference to gasoline, we knew that the gas produition 
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of 1.6. was begun in 1927 ami *28. 

Q 1 put an intermediary qjestion. Why does not tho chart 
show this? 

A The chart docs not shew this because these- quantities were 
so infinitesimal that it was hardly possible to enter them in this 
largo chart as you will see, the gasoline production in 1931 appears 
for the first time, hit In a very -<—«n amount. 

Q So the development had been going on for years before it was 
enterod for the first time? 

A In abort ^928 gasoline production began at Louro . 

Q Thank you. Was it sim ilar in the case of tho other products? 

A Just tho sane, for inatanco, you soo metals are listed for 

tho first time in 1933 and you seo tho trend in tho procoding years. 

• # 

In tho First fferld War too, magnosiua and aluminum wore being produced., 
but in sail qiantitios and tho development to biggor products only 
begins in tho years after 1933 while in tho case of gasoline it bogan 
in about 1928 ani in the caso of collulose it bogan in approximately 
1234. 

Q These are all the questions I have abort this doeuwnt. I 
have ono more (jiesticn abort Exhibit 36, Tor Keor Document 65. In 
connection with this Exhibit 36 the Prosecution submitted its Exhibits 
2311 and 2312. Did jt>u. Dr. Struss, submit these roports to Dr. Tur fceor 
or did any other of tho employees of the TEA office subnit them to any 
other I.G. Employee? 

A Never. To the best of my knowledge, I never submitted those 
reports to Dr. T e r Ueer. It would have been quite impossible to do as . 
anyway. Dr. T 0 r licer would not have received anything of this kirri from 

me because he simply wasn't interested. 1 don't even think that D r , Tor 

* 

Ueer knew any data about the turnover but I think that occasionally, 
perhaps once a year, I submitted these total turnovers to him, but not 
in a detailed form, but only in the concise form for all products and 
all firms of I .C. which were handled by the' TEA office or shall wo put it 
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this way, ell reports from fires anl all turnovers of firms who were 
submitting their credits. I had all this on one turnover sheet in a 
very concentrated form. I think it is before tho Court and these total 
turnovers arc occasionally very rarily submitted to Dr. Ter Ueer, That 
is all. 

Q And the cwartor-annual and ami-annual reports which you 
received, did jou s-Aait those to Ter Ucer? 

A Wot as far as I remember, never. As far as I remonber I 
only occasionally submit tod to him reports covering a whole ;jear. 

Q Thank yew. 

DR. BORNZUANNs Wo further questions.
